Charleston,  April  27,  1850.

Church  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  Dr.  Bachman,  in 
Charleston,  S.  C.,  on  Saturday  the  27th  of  April,  1850.

Krauth,  opened  the  session  with  appropriate  religious  ex¬ 
ercises.

Dr.  Martin,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  correspond 
with  Lutherans  in  Nova  Scotia  and  Canada,  presented  the 
following  report : 

Report  on  correspondence  with  Lutherans  in  Nova  Scotia  and 

Canada. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  corres¬ 
ponding  with  our  Lutheran  brethren  in  Nova  Scotia  and  Canada,  not  con¬ 
nected  with  any  Synods  in  the  United  States,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they 
made  several  attempts  to  perform  the  duty  thus  laid  upon  them,  but  that  they 
pound  no  one  in  Canada  with  whom  they  could  enter  into  correspondence  ; 
that  the  only  Lutheran  clergyman  in  Nova  Scotia,  of  whom  they  could  obtain 
any  knowledge,  was  more  than  once  addressed  by  letter,  but  that  no  answer 
had  been  received  from  him. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  finding  that  their  efforts,  for  accomplishing  the 
object  in  view,  are  not  likely  to  meet  with  any  success,  beg  leave  to  be  dis¬ 
charged.

SECOND  SESSION. 

Synod  met  according  to  adjournment.  The  session  was 
opened  with  prayer  by  the  President,  Rev.  Dr.  Schrnucker. 

The  roll  was  called  and  the  absentees  marked. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  session  were  read  and  cor¬ 
rected. 
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The  President  presented  copies  of  the  minutes  of  the  Coo-' 
gregational  Association  of  New  Hampshire,  also  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  Assembly  of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterians,  which 
were  referred  to  the  committee  on  ecclesiastical  bodies  in  cor¬ 
respondence  with  the  General  Synod. 

The  President  also  presented  documents  from  some  religious 
and  benevolent  institutions  in  Europe,  which  were  referred 
to  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  Dr.  Krauth,  Rev, 
Messrs.  P.  W.  Conrad  and  J.  Ulrich,  and  Messrs.  M.  Springer 
and  G.  P.  Giilich. 

The  minutes  of  the  District  Synods  were  referred  to  the 
committee  on  the  state  of  the  churches. 

Prof.  Stoever,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  revise  and 
amend  the  rules  of  order  and  regulation  of  business,  reported; 
which  report  was  amended  as  follows  and  adopted : 

BY-LAWS  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

1.  The  daily  sessions  shall  be  opened  at  9  o’clock,  at  each  meeting. 

2.  The  Synodical  Sermon  shall  be  delivered,  at  the  opening  of  the  first 
session  of  Synod,  by  the  President  of  the  former  Convention,  or  in  his  ab¬ 
sence,  by  some  one  appointed  by  him. 

3.  The  delegates  from  bodies  in  correspondence  with  us  shall  be  legiti¬ 
mated  and  take  their  seats  with  our  own  delegates,  as  advisory  members  of 
the  General  Synod. 

4.  At  every  Convention,  a  committee  consisting  of  a  delegate  from  each 
Synod  represented,  shall  be  appointed,  on  the  state  of  the  church,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  all  the  reports  and  minutes  of  the  District  Synods,  with  in¬ 
structions  to  examine  them  and  report  thereon. 

5.  During  the  Synodical  Convention,  there  shall  be  a  meeting  for  prayer 
and  other  devotional  exercises  in  the'morning,  before  the  opening  of  Synod,  at 
such  an  hour  as  the  pastor  of  the  place  and  the  President  of  Synod  shall  deter¬ 
mine. 

6.  Any  of  the  foregoing  rules  may  be  dispensed  with  by  a  majority  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

First  day.  —  1.  Reception  of  the  credentials  of  delegates. 

2.  Election  of  officers. 

3.  The  admission  of  new  Synods. 

4.  Reading  of  minutes  of  former  Synod. 

5.  Appointment  of  committee  on  the  state  of  the  church. 

6.  The  reception  of  minutes  and  other  documents  from  dis¬ 

trict  Synods. 

7.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

8.  Reception  and  disposal  of  resolutions.

Other  days.-1.  Calling  of  the  roll. 

2.  Reading  of  the  minutes. 

3.  Unfinished  business. 

4.  Report  from  committees. 

5.  Resolutions  and  original  business. 

6.  Any  other  business,  that  may  be  presented,  in  the  order  as 

decided  by  the  President. 

Rules  of  order. 

1.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  absent  himself  during  the  term  of  the 
Convention  without  the  permission  of  Synod. 

2.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  without 
the  permission  of  Synod. 

3.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  always  in  order,  (except  when  a  member 
is  speaking,)  and  no  discussion  shall  be  had  thereon. 

4.  Motions  to  refer,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  postpone  indefinitely,  shall 
have  preference. 

5.  No  resolution  shall  be  acted  on,  until  committed  to  writing,  and  the 
mover  shall  have  the  privilege  of  withdrawing  such  at  any  time,  before  the 
question  is  taken. 

6.  Amendments  may  be  offered  at  any  stage  of  the  question. 

7.  Members  shall  rise  before  speaking,  and  shall  address  the  chair,  and  a 
speaker  shall  not  be  interrupted,  except  for  making  an  explanation. 

8.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  and  recorded,  when  requested  by 
five  members. 

9.  The  President  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  but  an  appeal  to  the 
Convention  may  be  made  from  his  decision.

THE  NEW  HYMN  BOOK. 

Dr.  Schmucker,  from  the  committee  on  the  revision  of  the 
Hymn-book,  presented  a  report,  which  was  accepted  and  re¬ 
ferred  to  a  committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  Messrs.  D.  P.  Rosen- 
muller  and  W.  Berley,  and  Mr.  C.  A.  Morris,  to  prepare  an 
abstract  for  publication  in  the  minutes. 


The  Financial  committee  on  the  Hymn-book  presented  the 
following  report,  per  Mr.  C.  A.  Morris: 

Report  of  the  Financial  Hymn-book  Committee. 

The  Hymn-book  Committee  reports,  that  the  sales  of  books,  on  which  the 
General  Synod  receives  a  premium,  since  February  19,  1848,  are  as  follows:

Total  amount  of  premiums  due  from  the  General  Agent  since 

the  last  report  was  rendered,  .  $1136  55 

147  copies  of  the  Liturgy  have  been  sold  during  the  same  period, 
amounting  to  $184  06  —  out  of  which  the  Agent  retains  $36  81 
for  commission  on  sales,  and  $26  90  paid  for  binding,  leaving  a 
balance  due  the  General  Synod  on  Liturgies  of  $120  35 — from 
ivhich  deduct  further  $10  95,  commission  and  binding,  on  Litur¬ 
gies  presented,  leaves  $109  40  accruing  to  General  Synod  on  the 
Liturgy . 

The  amount  of  premiums  on  the  -sale  of  the  Hymn-book,  due  on  the  17th 
of  February,  1848,  was  $1749  38,  which  was  $612  83  more  than  has  been 
realized  during  the  last  two  years,  which  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  these  sales 
were  considerably  diminished  by  the  constant  expectation  that  a  new  book 
would  soon  be  introduced,  which  made  many  unwdlling  to  purchase  until  that 
should  appear.  It  is  also  to  be  remarked,  that  for  the  last  month  or  two,  the 
Agent  did  not  venture  to  keep  a  constant  supply  on  hand,  lest  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  the  new  book  should  find  him  in  possession  of  a  quantity  of  the  old, 
which  he  might  not  be  able  to  sell,  and  which  would  involve  both  him  and 
the  General  Synod  in  loss.  Moreover,  a  short  time  since  the  Lutheran  Book 
Company  sold  out  their  printing  establishment,  and  no  printer  could  be  in¬ 
duced  to  print  our  book  as  cheap  as  they  were  printed  at  our  own  establish¬ 
ment.  The  price,  for  instance,  allowed  this  establishment  for  printing  the 
English  Hymn-book  was  about  one  cent  per  copy;  whereas  other  printers, 
to  whom  application  has  been  made,  have  asked  twm  cents  and  a  half  per 
copy.  We  doubt  whether  any  responsible  and  faithful  printer  can  be  pro¬ 
cured,  to  furnish  the  book,  well  printed,  on  good  paper,  and  well  bound,  for 
less  than  23  cents  per  copy,  whereas  the  establishment  has  been  doing  it  for 
21  cents.  We  would,  therefore,  respecttnlly  propose,  that  the  Book  Commit¬ 
tee,  for  the  ensuing  two  years,  be  required  to  make  inquiries  as  to  the  price 
per  copy,  at  w  hich  fully  responsible  and  faithful  printer,  on  whom  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  can  depend,  will  furnish  the  book  —  well  printed,  on  good  paper 
and  w'ell  bound  :  say  of  a  kind  like  that  nowr  being  furnished  by  the  general 
Agent  of  the  Book  Company  ;  and  if  it  be  found  that  23  cents  is  the  low7est 
price,  that  they  be  authorized  to  allow  that  price  to  the  general  Agerrt  in 
future,  or  if  they  can  get  such  a  printer  to  furnish  such  books  for  a  less  price, 
that  the  general  Agent  shall  have  a  preference  at  the  same  sum. 


Baltimore  being  now  universally  known  as  the  place  of  publication 
facilities  of  transportation  from  that  city  to  all  portions  of  the  country  being 
very  numerous,  and  the  necessity  of  frequent  correspondence  from  every 
section  of  the  church  with  the  gentleman,  who  has  heretofore  acted  as  Gen¬ 
eral  Agent,  on  account  of  his  being  editor  of  The  Lutheran  Observer ,  seem 
all  to  point  the  General  Synod  to  him  as  the  most  suitable  person  to  contract 
with  for  furnishing  our  book,  and  therefore  other  things  being  equal,  he  has 
our  decided  preference. 

In  making  sales,  the  General  Agent  has  sought,  to  as  great  an  extent  as 
possible,  to  guard  against  loss,  either  by  selling  for  cash,  or  on  credit  only  to 
safe  and  responsible  persons.  With  the  exercise  of  all  possible  prudence, 
however,  it  may  happen,  that  in  the  final  settlement  of  the  book  accounts 
there  may  be  some  losses.  He  has  made  no  reference  to  this  contingency  in 
the  present  account,  leaving  it  for  future  adjustment,  should  it  unfortunately 
arise.  We  would  however,  remark,  whilst  introducing  this  subject  into  our 
report,  that  the  General  Synod  is  under  no  obligation  to  share  any  losses 
which  may  occur,  inasmuch  as  the  direction  to  sell  for  cash  only,  were  altered 
to  permission  to  sell  on  a  credit  at  discretion,  on  the  express  terms  that  the 
difference  in  price  of  credit  purchases  should  be  the  General  Agent’s  guaran¬ 
tee  for  his  losses. 

Your  committee  would  further  remark,  that  the  new  Hymn-book  is  stereo¬ 
typed  on  somewhat  larger  type  than  the  old  one;  but  still  the  type  are  too 
small  for  those  whose  vision  has  been  impaired  by  age,  or  otherwise.  We 
would,  therefore,  respectfully  suggest  to  the  General  Synod  the  propriety  of 
adopting  measures  to  furnish  the  church  with  a  copy  printed  on  larger  type, 
adapted  to  the  eyes  of  the  old. 

The  General  Agent  had  resolved  to  keep  on  hand  a  supply  of  the  old 
Hymn-book  for  the  accommodation  of  those  who  might  prefer  it  rather  than 
subject  themselves  to  the  inconvenience  and  expense  of  introducing  the  new. 
But,  on  reflection,  he  doubted  whether  he  has  a  right  to  do  so,  and  whether 
it  would  be  agreeable  to  Synod  after  the  new  book  is  in  print.  It  is  desirable 
that  Synod  should  express  its  view  on  this  question.  We  would  add  that  the 
stereotype  plates  are  still  on  hand,  and  with  a  little  repairing,  may  be  used 
for  several  years  to  come. 

There  are  295  copies  of  the  Liturgy  in  the  hands  of  the  binder,  in  sheets, 
to  be  bound  up,  as  they  may  be  needed.  As  some  sheets  are  always  neces- 
saiily  damaged,  the  number,  when  bound,  may  be  somewhat  reduced.

On  establishing  depositories  in  the  West  for  the  Hymn- 
book,  Mr.  C.  A.  Morris  reported,  that  nothing  had  yet  been 
done. 

Resolved ’,  That  the  same  instructions  be  continued  to  the 
committee  on  establishing  depositories  in  the  West. 

Report  on  the  Revision  of  the  Hymn-hook. 

The  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  committee  for  the 
revision  of  the  Hymn  book,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  the  document  put  into 
our  hands  informs  us,  that  the  said  committee  of  revision  was  authorized  and 
instructed  by  the  last  General  Synod,  to  prepare  a  revised  edition  of  this 
book,  arranged  in  such  a  manner  that  it  may  be  used  conveniently  with  the 
old  edition.  They  also  inform  this  body  that  they  have  accomplished  the 
work  by  excluding  about  fifty  hymns  from  the  former  edition,  and  substi¬ 
tuting  others  in  their  place,  and  making  a  few  minor  alterations,  which  will 
render  the  book  better  adapted  to  use.  They  mention,  moreover,  that  they 
have  placed  it  in  the  hands  of.  the  Superintendent  of  the  Took  Company, 
with  whom  they  have  made  a  contract  for  stereotyping  it,  and  that  it  will  be 
published  in  a  short  time.

The  committee  appointed  by  the  Maryland  Synod  to  report  suggestions  on 
the  improvements  to  be  made  in  the  next  edition  of  the  Liturgy,  beg  leave  to 
offer  the  following  : 

1.  To  introduce  the  Ten  Commandments  before  the  first  form  of  Confes¬ 
sion,  and  the  Apostle’s  Creed  after  it. 

2.  To  retain  but  one  form  for  Infant  Baptism,  Preparatory  service,  The 
Lord’s  Prayer  and  Marriage. 

3.  To  prepare  a  suitable  address  to  Catechumens  before  Confirmation  and 
another  after  it.. 

4.  To  insert  the  confirmation  questions  of  the  old  Liturgy. 

5.  To  prepare  a  suitable  address  to  be  used,  before  proposing  the  questions 
to  the  communicants  at  preparatory  service. 

6.  To  insert  the  questions  of  the  Maryland  Synod’s  Constitution  at  the 
end  of  the  form  for  installation. 

7.  To  prepare  two  forms  appropriate  to  the  burial  of  children  and  youth, 
in  addition  to  the  general  one  now  in  the  Liturgy. 

8.  To  insert  the  passages  of  Scripture  which  point  out  the  Gospels  and 
Epistles  to  be  read  during  the  church  year. 

9.  To  insert  Family  Prayers  for  one  week  and  a  few  for  special  occasions. 

10.  To  prepare  a  form  for  the  organization  of  new  churches.

THE  SHORTER  CATECHISM. 

Rev.  F.  W.  Conrad,  from  the  committee  on  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  Catechism,  reported  as  follows : 

Report  on  the  improvement  of  the  Shorter  Catechism. 

The  committee  authorized  to  improve  and  superintend  the  publication  of 
another  edition  of  Luther’s  Shorter  Catechism,  by  the  resolution  of  the  last 
General  Synod,  recorded  on  page  24  of  the  printed  minutes,  beg  leave  to  re¬ 
port  : 

That,  under  a  realizing  sense  of  the  importance  of  the  work  entrusted  to 
them,  and  the  great  responsibility  devolving  upon  them,  they  concluded  to 
submit  the  result  of  their  labors  to  this  General  Synod  for  approval  or  altera¬ 
tion  before  publishing  it. 

With  this  view,  each  of  the  members  of  the  committee  performed  a  part 
of  the  work,  but  found,  on  comparing  the  same,  that  there  was  neither  a  suf¬ 
ficient  degree  of  unity  of  design  nor  of  uniformity  of  style  to  warrant  the 
presentation  thereof  at  present. 

They  determined,  consequently,  to  present  a  part  of  their  work  as  a  speci¬ 
men  of  the  manner  in  which  they  purpose  completing  the  whole,  together 
with  the  following  suggestions  by  which  they  expect  to  be  governed,  if  ap¬ 
proved  by  this  body  : 

First ;  To  place  Luther’s  Shorter  Catechism,  as  found  in  the  present  edi¬ 
tion,  at  the  beginning  of  the  work. 

Secondly  ;  To  frame  a  few  additional  questions  and  answers,  in  order  to 
render  more  nearly  complete  the  truth  contained  in  the  original,  without  ad¬ 
hering  strictly  to  the  letter  of  Luther’s  answers. 

Thirdly  ;  To  arrange  the  whole  in  a  systematic  form  by  the  use  of  the 
questions  and  answers  of  the  order  of  salvation,  not  repeating  those  which 
have  been  in  substance  already  presented  in  the  illustrations  of  Luther’s,  and 
inserting  those  which  have  not,  at  their  proper  places  ;  thus  forming  one  sys¬ 
tematic  and  not  two  catechisms. 


Fourthly;  To  print  in  full,  but  one  passage  of  Scripture,  to  prove  each 
distinct  idea  contained  in  each  answer. 

Fifthly;  To  secure  unity  both  in  design  and  style,  they  propose  that  after 
the  work  shall  have  been  completed  by  the  whole  commitee,  it  shall  be  care¬ 
fully  revised  by  one  of  them  and  again  submitted  for  approval  to  the  whole. 

Finally;  To  submit  it,  when  completed,  to  the  next  General  Synod  for 
adoption.

Your  committee,  appointed  to  report  suitable  objects  for  the  benefactions 
of  this  Synod  from  the  funds  placed  at  its  disposal  for  the  benefit  of  widows 
and  children  of  such  deceased  Lutheran  ministers  as  were  in  connexion 
with  this  Synod,  (who  may  be  in  needy  circumstances)  respectfully  report, 
that  no  cases,  requiring  relief,  have  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  your 
committee.  As  there  may,  however,  be  such,  w’e  recommend  that  a  com¬ 
mittee  be  appointed  to  take  this  matter  in  charge,  and  appropriate  at  their 
discretion,  at  the  end  of  six  months,  for  the  relief  of  such  applicants  as  shall 
be  fully  certified  by  the  pastor  of  the  congregation  to  which  they  belong ; 
the  notice  of  the  opportunity  of  such  application  to  be  published  immedi¬ 
ately  in  the  Lutheran  Observer.

Resolved ,  That  the  Secretary  of  each  Synod  be  requested 
to  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod,  at  or  before 
its  next  meeting,  the  number  of  ministers  belonging  to  Synod, 
that  said  distribution  may  then  be  made. 
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Dr.  Strobel,  from  the  committee  to  examine  the  Treasurer’s 
account,  reported  as  follows: 

Report  of  Auditing  Committee. 

The  Auditing  Committee  begs  leave  to  report : 

That  they  have  examined  the  accounts  and  vouchers  before  them  and 
find  them  correct. 

The  Lutheran  Pastors’  Fund  now  amounts  to  the  sum  of  $1320  47.  We 
merely  suggest  the  propriety  of  adopting  some  means  for  increasing  its  eifi- 
ciency. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod  represents  a  balance  of  $392  62  to 
the  credit  of  this  body,  $100  of  which  is  not  available.  It  would  not  be  amiss 
to  give  him  instructions  to  use  effective  measures  for  its  collection,  as  all  others 
have  failed.  To  this  is  also  to  be  added  five  shares  in  the  Book  Company, 
valued  at  $50. 

The  Book  Company  has  to  our  credit,  not  yet  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer, 
the  sum  of  $599  55. 

In  answer  to  inquiries  that  have  been  made,  we  would  state  that  at  our  last 
meeting  the  Agent  of  the  Book  Company  appears  to  have  advanced  $199  76. 
But  for  this,  the  available  balance  now  at  our  command  would  be,

Deducting  the  last  item,  we  have  now  at  our  command  the  sum  of  $S92  17. 

When  the  new  stereotype  plates  shall  have  been  completed,  a  debt  will  have 
arisen  amounting  to  $534  8S,  which  cannot  appropriately  be  charged  to  the 
past,  but  for  which  provision  must  necessarily  be  made  now. 

There  appears  to  have  been  a  considerable  diminution  in  our  income  with¬ 
in  the  last  two  years,  to  be  attributed  to  the  anticipated  publication  of  the 
new  Hymn-book.  It  is  believed  that  as  soon  as  it  leaves  the  press,  increased 
sales  will  fully  supply  past  deficiencies.

Your  committee  report,  that  they  have  adopted  the  principle  laid  down  at 
the  last  General  Synod,  of  allowing  to  each  delegate  the  amount  of  his  actual 
expenses,  by  the  cheapest  route,  where  they  have  not  exceeded  three  cents 
per  mile  for  distances  under  300  miles,  and  four  cents  per  mile  for  distances 
greater  than  that.

A  communication  from  Schmidtborn,  President  of  the  Provincial  Synod 
of  the  Rhine,  dated  Wetzlar,  the  14th  day  of  May,  1S49.  It  is  addressed  to 
the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  and  contains  a  recommendation  of  the  In¬ 
stitute  for  Deaconesses,  established  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fliedner,  at  Kaisers- 
werth,  and  commends  that  brother  and  his  enterprize  to  the  favor  of  the 
American  Church,  during  his  visit  to  the  United  States. 
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2d.  A  certificate  from  xllbert,  President  of  the  Westphalian  Provincial 
Synod,  dated  Gevelsberg,  12th  May,  1849,  in  reference  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Flied- 
ner,  and  is,  likewise,  a  recommendation  of  him  and  his  plans  in  regard  to 
deaconesses.

into  fraternal  correspondence  with  the  Synods,  of  which  they  w7ere  the  pre¬ 
siding  officers.

As  the  general  principles  of  Apostolic  Christian  Union,  adopted  by  this 
body,  were  fully  detailed  in  our  last  report,  it  is  deemed  unnecessary  to  en¬ 
large  on  them  in  this  place.  The  general  conviction  that  the  body  of  Christ 
is  cut  up  into  too  many  branches ;  that  the  principles  according  to  which 
these  divisions  are  made,  are,  in  some  instances  at  least,  unscriptural,  and 
that  the  amount  of  reciprocal  acknowledgment  and  intercourse  between  the 
different  parts  of  Christ’s  kingdom,  is  imperfect  and  deficient,  is  believed  to 
prevail  in  nearly  all  the  principal  Evangelical  denominations  of  our  land. 
Yet  the  remedies  for  these  evils,  at  first  proposed  by  different  friends  of  Chris¬ 
tian  union,  have  often  been  onesided  and  extreme,  involving  either  the  amal¬ 
gamation  of  all  different  denominations,  or  an  indifference  to  existing  con¬ 
scientious  diversities  of  opinion.  These  plans  could,  of  course,  not  be  ex¬ 
pected  to  meet  with  general  acceptance.  Rut  the  plan  adopted  by  this  body 


at  a  former  meeting,  is  so  different  in  its  nature,  that  we  may  reasonably  an¬ 
ticipate  a  more  favorable  result.  It  has  already  been  adopted  by  the  highest 
judicatories  of  three  very  respectable  and  numerous  denominations  in  our 
land  ;  and  we  have  no  doubt,  with  continued  prudent  efforts  on  the  part  of 
this  body,  it  will  in  a  few  years  more  be  acceded  to  by  the  great  majority  of 
the  orthodox  evangelical  denominations  of  our  land. 

The  outlines  of  this  plan,  are  a  formal  assent  by  the  highest  judicatory  of 
each  denomination  to  the  fundamental  doctrines  of  Christianity,  as  enumera¬ 
ted  in  the  doctrinal  basis  of  the  Evangelical  Alliance;  regular  interchange 
of  delegates  between  these  highest  judicatories ;  increased  cooperation  be¬ 
tween  these  united  denominations  in  voluntary  associations  for  the  promotion 
of  objects  of  common  interest,  such  as  Bible,  Tract,  Sabbath  School  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Societies  ;  more  extensive  use  of  the  Bible,  as  a  text¬ 
book  in  theological,  congregational  and  Sabbath  school  instruction;  and  free 
sacramental  communion,  as  opportunity  may  offer. 

This  plan  was  adopted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cumberland 
Presbyterian  church,  the  year  after  its  publication  by  this  body,  and  our 
last  General  Synod  appointed  a  delegate,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stork,  to  attend  the 
meeting  of  that  body.  The  General  Assembly  of  the  Constitutional  Presby¬ 
terian  Church,  adopted  the  plan  with  great  cordiality,  as  evinced  by  their 
minutes  on  the  subject:  “The  General  Assembly  has  received  with  great 
pleasure  the  delegate  (the  Rev.  Dr.  Pohlman),  from  the  Evangelical  Lu¬ 
theran  Church,  and  fully  reciprocate  the  kind  sentiments  contained  in  the 
minutes  of  the  last  meeting  of  the  Synod;  and  do,  on  the  principles  of  action 
of  the  Assembly  and  other  corresponding  bodies,  cordially  adopt  and  recom¬ 
mend  for  adoption,  by  our  inferior  judicatories,  the  plan  of  correspondence 
proposed  by  the  delegate,  and  unanimously  adopted  by  the  General  Synod 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church.” 

In  addition  to  these  encouraging  indications  of  the  divine  favor  on  the  ju¬ 
dicious  efforts  of  this  body  to  promote  the  unity  of  the  body  of  Christ,  we 
have  now  the  pleasure  to  announce  the  favorable  consideration  of  this  plan 
by  another  of  the  most  respectable  and  and  influential  denominations  of  our 
land,  since  the  last  General  Synod,  namely,  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Congregational  churches  in  New  Hampshire.  In  August  last,  that  body, 
which  consists  of  delegates  from  the  different  Congregational  Associations 
throughout  the  State,  after  the  consideration  of  the  plan  of  union  published 
by  this  Synod,  passed  the  following  resolution: 

“ Resolved ,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Association  be  instructed  to  express 
to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United 
States,  our  deep  Christian  sympathy,  and  to  request  that  body  to  open  a  fra¬ 
ternal  correspondence  with  us  by  an  interchange  of  delegates  or  otherwise.” 
In  reference  to  the  plan  of  Union  itself,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

“ Resolved ,  That  the  Editor  of  the  Congregational  Journal  be  requested  to 
publish  the  plan  of  Union,  proposed  by  the  General  Synod  of  the  Lutheran 
Church.” 

In  conformity  to  these  resolutions,  which  were  sent  to  us  by  the  Secretary, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Barstow,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Richards  was  appointed  as  delegate  to 
this  body,  aud  the  Rev.  Dr.  Haddock  his  alternate.  Recently  the  committee 


received  a  letter  from  Dr.  Richards,  stating  :  “I  regret  to  inform  you  that 
circumstances  prevent  my  attendance  at  your  meeting  in  Charleston — partly 
the  distance  and  partly  ill  health,  which  has  disabled  me  for  the  last  three 
months  from  all  ministerial  duties,  and  confined  me  to  my  house.  Professor 
Haddock,  my  substitute,  desires  me  to  say,  that  he  is  unable  to  attend,  as  the 
meeting  occurs  during  our  College  term.  At  some  future  time,  in  more  aus¬ 
picious  circumstances,  I  hope  our  body  will  be  represented  in  yours,  and  that 
the  friendly  intercourse  thus  happily  begun,  will  not  soon  be  interrupted.” 
He  adds  that  the  next  meeting  of  that  body  will  be  held  on  the  fourth  Sunday 
in  August,  at  the  Great  Falls  on  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  and  sent 
twenty  copies  of  the  Minutes  of  said  body.  Your  committee  recommend 
that  in  addition  to  the  delegates  to  other  corresponding  bodies,  one  of  our 
Northern  brethren  be  appointed  as  delegate  to  said  body,  to  attend  their  next 
meeting,  or  if  that  be  inconvenient,  to  respond  by  letter  to  their  friendly  com¬ 
munication  ;  and  also  that  copies  of  the  Minutes  of  this  body  be  sent  to  said 
delegate  to  be  delivered  or  forwarded  to  them.

Rev.  Dr.  Krauth,  delegate  to  the  Constitutional  Assembly 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  presented  the  following  report : 

Report  of  delegate  to  Constitutional  Assembly  of  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church. 

The  undersigned,  delegate  to  the  Constitutional  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  begs  leave  to  report 
as  follows  :  That  he  attended  the  meeting  in  Philadelphia,  in  May,  1849,  and 
was  received  with  fraternal  kindness  and  admitted  to  membership  and  the 
usual  privileges  of  the  delegates  of  bodies  in  correspondence  with  the  Assem¬ 
bly.  An  opportunity  wasafforded  him,  in  common  with  the  others,  sustain¬ 
ing  the  relation  of  corresponding  members,  of  making  a  report  in  regard  to 
the  state  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  and  furnishing  any  other  facts  he  might 
deem  proper.  For  the  information  of  others,  who  may  be  appointed  by  the 
General  Synod  to  represent  it  in  the  Constitutional  Assembly,  he  would  state 
that  delegates  from  other  bodies  are  legitimated  and  received  as  the  regular 
members  of  the  body  are,  by  presenting  their  credentials  to  the  committee 
appointed  to  examine  such  documents.  A  day  is  assigned  for  hearing  com¬ 
missioners  from  other  bodies,  and  regular  reports  are  presented  by  them  in  re¬ 
gard  to  the  state  of  religion  ,8tc.,  in  their  bounds.  The  undersigned  unac¬ 
quainted  with  this  usage,  was  not  prepared  to  make  such  report,  but  men¬ 
tions  it  that  in  future  our  delegates  may  be  prepared.  Rev.  Mr.  Reed, 
and  Rev.  Dr.  Leech  of  Virginia,  were  appointed  delegates,  principal  and  al- 
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ternate  to  this  body.

The  undersigned  appointed  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  of 
the  German  Reformed  Church,  respectfully  begs  leave  to  report,  that  the 
meeting  of  this  body  took  place  at  Hagerstown,  Md.,  in  October  last.  The 
meeting  of  the  Maryland  Synod  occurring  at  the  same  time,  it  was  impossi¬ 
ble  both  for  him  or  his  alternate  to  attend  their  sessions.  This  was  commu¬ 
nicated  to  the  President,  who  appointed  the  Rev.  Prof.  Reynolds  as  delegate, 
who,  however,  did  not  attend.  The  undersigned  returned  in  time  to  attend 
one  of  their  last  sessions,  was  duly  accredited  and  kindly  received.

GETTYSBURG  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

On  behalf  of  the  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at 
Gettysburg,  Rev.  F.  W.  Conrad  presented  the  following  re¬ 
port  : 

Report  on  the  Gettysburg  Seminary. 

The  undersigned  were  appointed  a  committee  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  under  the  care  of  this  Synod,  to 
present  to  your  honorable  body,  as  required  in  their  Constitution,  their  report 
on  the  state  of  that  Institution.  In  the  discharge  of  this  duty,  we  would,  in 
the  first  place,  most  devoutly  acknowledge  the  continued  favor  and  blessings 
of  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  upon  our  Seminary,  so  that  we  have  the 
pleasure  of  reporting  it  as  being,  in  several  important  respects,  in  a  more 
flourishing  and  healthy  condition  at  the  present  time,  than  at  any  former  pe¬ 
riod  of  its  existence.  During  the  two  years  which  this  report  is  designed  to 
cover,  the  number  of  students  has  varied  from  eighteen  to  twenty-seven. — 
During  the  past  winter  twenty-seven  names  have  been  upon  its  Catalogue, 
which  is  the  largest  number  ever,  at  any  one  time,  connected  with  it.  Of 
these  five  or  six  are  native  Germans,  who  are  qualifying  themselves  to  preach 
the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ  to  their  destitute  countrymen  in  the  United 
States;  whilst  at  the  same  time  all  the  other  students  study  the  German  lan¬ 
guage,  and  many  of  them  will  be  able  to  preach  it. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  this  Synod  nineteen  young  men  have  entered  our 
ministry  from  this  Institution ;  one  of  whom,  as  is  well  known,  the  Rev. 
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George  J.  Martz,  has  joined  our  Mission  in  Guntoor,  India;  the  rest  are 
laboring  in  various  parts  of  our  country. 

We  deem  it  unnecessary  to  say  any  thing  in  regard  to  the  character  of  the 
men  who  have  from  time  to  time  gone  out  from  this  Seminary  ;  our  whole 
church  has  felt  and  gratefully  acknowledged  their  influence.  We  will  only 
remark  that  it  has  been  the  constant,  zealous  and  prayerful  aim  of  the  Pro¬ 
fessors  and  Directors  to  keep  up  the  same  elevated  standard  of  piety  and 
learning  in  the  Institution,  and  they  hope  they  have  been,  in  a  good  degree* 
successful. 

The  state  of  the  funds,  too,  is  more  encouraging  than  at  any  former  period 
of  the  Seminary’s  history.  Under  the  efficient  and  persevering  efforts  of  the 
Alumni,  they  have  been  steadily  increasing  since  our  last  report,  and  are  now 
nearly  or  quite  adequate  to  the  entire  support  of  two  Professors.  We  are  not 
able  to  state  the  precise  amount  of  funded  capital,  as  we  have  not  had  access 
to  the  Treasurer’s  books  in  the  preparation  of  this  report;  but  it  must  amount 
to  from  twenty-eight  to  thirty  thousand  dollars.  In  addition  to  this  there  are 
some  four  or  five  thousand  dollars  subscribed,  a  good  portion  of  which,  it  is 
hoped,  will  be  collected.  When  this  is  done,  two  entire  Professorships  will 
be  permanently  established.  The  stock  in  the  Girard  bank,  amounting  to 
some  fourteen  hundred  dollars,  which  was  at  one  time  considered  an  entire 
loss,  has  again  become  worth  something,  and  recently  a  small  dividend  was 
realized  from  it.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  improve  still  further. 

We  regret  to  state  that  the  Seminary  is  still  without  the  services  of  a  per¬ 
manent  second  Professor.  Since  the  resignation  of  Prof.  Hay,  mentioned  in 
our  last  report,  the  vacancy  has  been  supplied,  in  part,  by  Dr.  Krauth,  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Pennsylvania  College,  one  half  of  whose  time  the  Board  secured. 
This  arrangement  is  still  continued.  This  has  made  the  duties  of  Prof. 
Sch mucker  very  arduous,  but,  under  the  circumstances,  it  is  the  best  that  the 
Board  could  do. 

It  is  generally  known  that  about  a  year  ago  the  Directors  made  overtures 
to  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  to  unite  more  fully  with  them  in  the  support  of 
the  Seminary,  giving  the  Synod,  under  certain  specified  conditions,  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  nominating  a  second  Professor.  To  this  the  Synod  acceded,  and  at 
their  last  meeting  nominated  the  Rev.  Dr.  Demme,  of  Philadelphia,  who  was 
unanimously  elected  by  the  Board  at  their  meeting  last  Fall.  After  much 
and  serious  reflection,  the  Doctor  felt  it  his  duty  to  decline  the  appointment. 
This  the  Directors  and  friends  of  the  Institution,  generally,  deeply  regretted, 
as  the  whole  church  seemed  to  regard  him  as  the  man  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
The  Board  would  have  been  prepared  to  go  into  an  election  for  a  second  Pro¬ 
fessor  at  their  late  meeting  in  April,  and,  indeed,  the  best  interests  of  the 
Seminary  required  that  they  should  do  so;  but  they  did  not  consider  it  as 
acting  in  good  faith  towards  the  Pennsylvania  Synod.  They  therefore  post¬ 
poned  their  election  until  the  ensuing  Fall,  and  continued  their  committee  of 
Conference  with  said  Synod,  to  express  to  them  the  continued  desire  of  the 
Board  to  co-operate  with  them  in  the  choice  of  a  second  Professor.  What 
the  Synod  will  do,  is,  of  course,  unknown  to  the  Board,  but  we  felt  bound  to 
await  their  further  action.  It  is  hoped  that  the  way  may  be  perfectly  clear 
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lor  the  board  to  go  into  an  election  at  its  next  regular  meeting  in  September 
of  the  present  year. 

We  would  close,  by  again  commending  our  Institution  to  the  blessing  of 
God  and  the  continued  prayers  and  support  of  the  church.

HARTWICK  SEMINARY. 

Rev.  L.  Sternberg,  on  behalf  of  Hartwick  Seminary,  pre¬ 
sented  the  following  report : 

Report  on  Hartwick  Seminary. 

The  delegation  from  the  Synods  of  Hartwick  and  New  York,  within  whose 
bounds  Hartwick  Seminary  is  located,  respectfully  report,  that  the  Institu¬ 
tion  is  still  in  charge  of  G.  B.  Miller,  D.D.  as  its  able  and  respected  Princi¬ 
pal.  It  has  sustained  a  serious  loss  in  the  death  of  its  excellent  and  efficient 
assistant  Professor,  the  Rev.  G.  H.  Miller. 

Its  classical  department  has  been  of  late  in  a  more  flourishing  condition 
than  in  former  years.  There  are  connected  with  the  Institution  several 
young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry  in  our  church.  Hartwick  Seminary 
has  accomplished  much  for  our  church  in  the  State  of  New  York,  and  its 
importance  has  been  so  deeply  felt,  that  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  an  Alumni  Association  was  formed  with  the  view  of  raising  it  to 
increased  prosperity  and  usefulness.

PENNSYLVANIA  COLLEGE. 

Dr.  Krauth  presented  a  report  on  the  condition  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  College,  which  was  received,  and  ordered  to  be  printed 
in  the  minutes. 

Report  on  Pennsylvania  College. 

Pennsylvania  College,  located  at  Gettysburg,  Adams  Co.,  Pennsylvania, 
was  organized  as  a  College  in  the  year  1832.  The  number  of  students  has 
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varied,  since  its  organization  from  70  to  160.  Of  those  who  have  enjoyed  its 
instruction,  nearly  two  hundred  have  become  ministers  of  the  Gospel  in  the 
Lutheran  church.  This  embraces  those  who  are  now  in  the  Theological 
Seminary,  and  those  who  will  enter  in  the  fall.  It  has  furnished,  in  addition, 
to  the  other  professions  a  rich  quota,  and  our  institutions  of  learning  and 
theology  are  supplying  themselves  with  Professors  who  have  been  educated 
in  Pennsylvania  College. 

The  central  position  of  Pennsylvania  College,  its  accessibility  to  a  large 
body  of  our  church  and  the  superior  advantages  it  holds  out,  render,  and  must, 
for  some  time,  render  it  the  principal  source  of  education  to  us,  and  cause  it  to 
be  regarded  with  interest.  The  partial  endowunent  of  $15,000,  which  is  ex¬ 
pected  from  Franklin  College,  will  tend  much  to  its  stability  and  increase  its 
means  of  usefulness.  Its  wants,  howmver,  will  not  be  met  by  this  fund. 
With  nothing  but  its  buildings,  with  no  income  but  W'hat  is  derived  from  tui¬ 
tion  fees,  it  has  always  been  much  cramped  in  its  operations.  The  Trustees, 
at  their  recent  meeting,  resolved  to  attempt  the  endowment  of  the  College 
by  means  of  scholarships.  One  hundred  dollars  is  the  price  of  a  scholarship 
for  one  person,  wdth  the  privilege  of  the  instruction  of  the  academic  and  col¬ 
legiate  departments  through  the  entire  course,  embracing  seven  years,  or  of 
six  years  of  instruction  for  different  persons  placed  consecutively  on  it. — 
Three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  is  the  price  for  a  permanent  scholarship,  af¬ 
fording  the  right  of  having  one  person,  constantly,  in  the  Institution,  free  of 
tuition  fees. 

These  statements  are  presented  respectfully  to  this  Synod,  and  they  are 
requested  to  take  such  notice  of  them  as  they  may  deem  proper.

Rev.  J.  A.  Seiss,  from  the  committee  on  ecclesiastical  Asso¬ 
ciations  in  correspondence  with  the  Lutheran  Church,  pre¬ 
sented  the  following  report : 

Report  on  Ecclesiastical  Correspondence. 

The  committee  on  papers,  referring  to  ecclesiastical  bodies  in  correspond¬ 
ence  with  the  General  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  beg  leave  to  report, 
that, 

The  first  document  placed  in  their  hands  is  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the 
General  Association  of  Newr  Hampshire,  convened  in  Plymouth,  August  28, 
1849.  This  body  expresses  for  us  “deep  Christian  sympathy,5’ and  requests 
a  “fraternal  correspondence.”  The  Rev.  J.  Richards,  D.  D.  wTas  appointed 
a  delegate  to  this  body,  and  Rev.  C.  B.  Haddock,  D.  D.  his  alternate. 

The  second  paper,  referred  to  their  attention  is  an  abstract  of  the  nineteenth 
General  Assembly  of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States,  convened  at  Princeton,  Kentucky,  May  the  loth,  1849.  This  body 
acknowledges  the  receipt  of  a  communication  from  our  delegate,  the  Rev. 
Theo.  Stork,  and  appointed  the  Rev.  R.  Beard,  D.  D.  a  corresponding  dele¬ 
gate  to  our  General  Synod. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  following  resolutions: 

“ Resolved ,  That  we  reciprocate  the  fraternal  Christian  feeling  of  these 
bodies,  and  that  copies  of  the  Minutes  be  sent  to  the  Congregational  Associ¬ 
ation  of  New  Hampshire,  to  the  Assembly  of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterians, 
to  the  Constitutional  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  to  the  Synod 
of  the  German  Reformed  Church. 

“Resolved,  That  the  following  delegates  be  appointed  to  represent  our  church 
in  the  ecclesiastical  bodies,  that  have  expressed  a  desire  to  maintain  a  cor¬ 
respondence  w'ith  us:  ”

Report  on  the  Slate  of  the  Church . 

Your  committee  exceedingly  regret  that,  in  consequence  of  having  had 
access  to  the  most  scanty  materials,  they  are  compelled  to  present  so  unsatis¬ 
factory  a  report.  Only  eleven  of  the  sixteen  Synods  connected  with  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  have  furnished  reports,  and  of  these  some  are  too  imperfect  to 
enable  your  committee  to  present  the  Synods  from  which  they  emanate  in  a 
light  as  favorable  as  they  deserve.  Even  the  minutes  of  a  large  majority  of 
them  w7ere  not  accessible,  so  that  the  following  abstract  is  offered  as  the  best 
which,  under  the  circumstances,  could  be  furnished  : 

1.  Synod  of  Maryland.  “This  Synod  is  composed  of  30  ordained  minis¬ 
ters  and  3  licentiates.  Its  officers  are,

This  Synod  embraces  65  congregations  and  9787  communicants  ;  1092  mem¬ 
bers  have  been  added  to  the  communion  of  the  several  churches  during  the 
past  two  years,  and  2373  infants  baptized.  The  cause  of  Beneficiary  Edu¬ 
cation  and  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  are  Stillwell  sustained  among  us  ; 
about  $22 60  having  been  contributed  for  these  purposes.  There  is  also  an 
increasing  interest  in  favor  of  the  Bible,  Tract  and  Sabbath  School  causes, 
and  between  two  and  three  thousand  dollars  have  been  contributed  towards 
the  furtherance  of  these  objects.  Some  twenty  thousand  dollars  have  also 
been  contributed  for  the  furtherance  of  the  local  interests  of  the  churches 
within  their  own  bounds. 

The  state  of  religion  in  the  more  strict  sense  of  the  term,  is,  perhaps,  not 
quite  so  favorable  as  at  our  last  Convention  ;  certainly  not  so  favorable  as  is 
desirable.  The  cause  of  Temperance  especially  seems  not  to  be  regarded 
with  the  attention  to  which  its  importance  entitles  it,  and  which  was  awarded 
to  it  in  former  years.” 

2.  “The  Synod  of  T Vest  Pennsylvania  numbers  at  present  53  ministers,  137 
churches,  and  13,375  communicants.  Its  officers  are,

It  has  during  the  past  year  contributed  to  benevolent  objects  about  $1500, 
and  a  considerably  larger  sum  to  the  various  local  objects  claiming  attention. 

The  churches  within  its  bounds,  are  steadily  advancing.  Interesting  revi¬ 
vals  of  religion  have  occurred  since  the  last  General  Synod  in  different  places  ; 
and  there  is  great  reason  for  gratitude  to  the  Redeemer  for  His  favors  and 
encouragements  to  fidelity  in  his  service.  Our  pastoral  districts  are  becom¬ 
ing  less  extensive  from  year  to  year,  and  the  number  of  our  pastors  is  in¬ 
creasing.  The  unanimity  of  view  and  harmony  of  action  which  exist  in  our 
midst,  furnish  occasion  for  praise  to  God,  and  we  do  thank  Him.  We  would 
fain  see  our  people  still  more  interested  in  the  operations  of  the  church,  de¬ 
voted  to  the  education  of  their  children  and  ready  to  give  their  sons  in  larger 
numbers  to  the  service  of  God  in  the  labors  of  the  Gospel  ministry.” 


3.  “  The  Synod  of  Virginia.  The  statistics  of  this  body  are  as  follows  :  20 
ministers,  43  congregations  and  2466  communicants.  During  the  last  year, 
in  its  churches,  187  infants  and  73  adults  were  baptized ;  273  were  confirmed, 
and  36  admitted  by  certificate.  Of  Sabbath  Schools  there  were  IS.  Its  offi¬ 
cers  are  :  President,  Rev.  J.  P.  Cline,  New  Market,  Va.

During  the  Synodical  year,  1848-9,  about  $7000  were  expended  in  the 
erection  and  improvement  of  places  of  worship.  No  less  has  been  done  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year  in  the  same  department.  An  increasing  and  more  system¬ 
atic  effort  has  been  made  in  the  eause  of  Beneficiary  Education  and  Home 
Missions.  A  proper  interest  in  the  work  of  Foreign  Missions  has  never  yet 
been  felt  in  this  Synod.  The  Collegiate  Institute  at  Salem  continues  to  flour¬ 
ish,  and  the  various  interests  of  our  church  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod 
appear  to  be  steadily  advancing.” 

4.  “ The  Hartwiclc  Synod  numbers  20  ministers  who  preside  over  31 
churches.

The  Parochial  Reports  present  the  following  statistics  ;  Baptized,  infants, 
291,  adults,  40 ;  admitted  by  letter,  21  ;  confirmed,  166 ;  communicants, 
3235.;  Prayer  Meetings,  22;  Sabbath  Schools,  25;  scholars,  610;  teachers, 
113;  and  contributions  to  Synodical  Treasury,  $367  25. 

The  churches  of  this  Synod  appear  to  enjoy  the  smiles  of  the  Divine  Mas¬ 
ter,  as  is  manifested  in  the  good  attendance  upon  the  means  of  grace,  the 
peace  and  harmony  of  the  churches,  the  refreshings  from  on  high  with  which 
they  have  been  favored,  and  the  deep  interest  they  take  in  the  benevolent 
plans  of  the  day.” 

5.  i(Synod  of  South  Carolina.  The  entire  number  of  ordained  ministers 
and  licentiates  composing  this  body  is  46.  The  officers  are,

The  aggregate  of  the  Parochial  Reports  is  as  follows  :  47  congregations  ; 
366  baptisms,  255  whites  and  111  colored;  251  members  received,  195  whites 
and  56  colored  ;  3061  communicants,  2659  w  hites  and  402  colored ;  Sunday 
schools  17,  teachers,  77,  scholars  516,  charitable  societies  15;  Burials  97  ; 
Contributions  to  the  Synodical  Fund  from  the  various  churches,  $248  49 1  ; 
entire  Synodical  fund  available,  $1548  90. 

State  of  the  Seminary. — Dr.  Hazelius  is  as  yet  sole  Professor.  The  Board 
has  elected  Rev.  Lewis  Eichelberger,  of  Winchester,  Va.  as  Second  Professor 
and  Principal  of  the  Classical  department,  who  has  signified  his  acceptance 
and  expects  to  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  by  the  first  of  Sept.  next. 
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There  are  nine  or  ten  students  of  divinity  connected  with  this  Institution 
in  the  various  stages  of  their  education. 

The  amount  of  funds  available  for  the  permanent  support  of  the  two  Pro¬ 
fessorships  is  $17,677,  with  interest  accruing  at  7  per  cent.  In  addition  to 
this,  the  Seminary  property  embraces  about  125  acres  of  land  with  two  Pro¬ 
fessors’  houses  on  it;  one  of  them  is  in  a  course  of  construction,  and  will  be 
finished  in  a  short  time.  There  are  also  two  other  buildings  on  the  premises, 
one  for  the  Classical  school,  the  other  for  the  exercises  of  the  theological  stu¬ 
dents.  This  Institution,  though  comparatively  speaking,  in  an  humble  state, 
is,  after  all,  the  source  whence  must  emanate  the  ministers  who  are  to  extend 
and  bless  the  Church  South  with  their  labors. 

This  Synod  has  also  a  ‘Widows’  Fund,’  amounting  to  $1652  89i.  which  is 
increasing  by  annual  interests  and  contributions. 

During  the  year  1849  four  missionaries  operated  under  the  direction  or 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Synodical  Society  connected  with  the  Synod. — 
Two  of  these  labored  in  the  state  of  Mississippi  :  Rev.  G.  FI.  Brown  in  At¬ 
tala,  and  James  Stingley  in  Leak  and  Smith  Counties.  Br.  Brown  is  still 
retained  at  his  point,  and  Rev.  Austin  has  succeeded  Br.  Stingley  in  his  field 
of  operations.  Four  Societies  have  been  organized.  Rev.  Phil.  Strobel  is 
laboring,  in  Macon,  Ga.,  to  build  up  a  congregation.  His  progress  has  been 
represented  as  encouraging.  Others  have  also  received  limited  aid. 

This  Society  resolved  to  employ  Br.  Guebner  as  a  Missionary  to  labor  in 
the  State  of  Texas.  He  has  arrived  there  and  has  selected  several  points  of 
labor  ;  one  at  Galveston,  and  others  contiguous  thereto.  His  labors  are  well 
received  and  bright  prospects  seem  to  be  before  him  there.  There  are  al¬ 
ready  many  Germans  in  that  new  State. 

Recently  we  have  ascertained  that  there  is  a  colony  of  some  40  German 
families  settled  in  Pickens  District  in  this  State,  on  a  purchase  of  some  15,- 
000  acres  of  land,  whose  faith  is  of  a  Lutheran  type.  They  desire  a  minis¬ 
ter,  and  we  have  opened  a  correspondence  of  inquiry  with  them  and  expect 
to  visit  them  this  Summer.  Our  opportunities  for  spreading  the  Lutheran 
Church  are  increasing.  There  is  a  growing  Missionary  spirit  among  our 
ministers,  and  the  desire  of  activity  in  spreading  the  church  is  strengthening. 
Under  the  influence  of  the  desire  to  extend  our  church,  and  of  increasing  lay 
activity  in  our  Zion,  we  expect,  in  another  year,  that  a  new  Synod  will  be 
formed,  embracing  the  brethren  in  Georgia,  Alabama,  Mississipi  and  Texas. 
The  number  is  sufficient  and  a  strong  desire  exists  to  do  so. 

The  early  religious  education  of  our  young  people  is  receiving  more  atten¬ 
tion  among  us  than  heretofore. 

The  amount  of  funds  in  the  possession  of  this  Society  for  Missionary  ope¬ 
ration,  Home  or  Foreign,  is  $1692  38.” 

6.  “ New  York  Ministerium.  The  statistics  of  this  body  show  that  it  is 
composed  of  39  ministers,  that  it  has  under  its  care  40  congregations,  and 
that  during  the  last  Synodical  year  there  were  2919  baptisms,  1020  persons 
admitted  to  church  membership,  and  7S93  communicants.  The  officers  are.

This  Ministerium  is  closely  identified  with,  and  actively  engaged  in  the 
promotion  of  the  benevolent  enterprises  of  the  church.  The  churches  gen¬ 
erally  are  in  a  state  of  prosperity,  and  many  of  them  have  been  favored  with 
special  visitations  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Peace  and  concord  prevail  among 
them.  Since  the  last  General  Synod  five  new  churches  have  been  erected 
within  our  bounds.” 

7.  “ East  Pennsylvania  Synod.  There  are  connected  with  this  Synod  23 
ministers,  50  congregations,  and  5,000  communicants.  Its  officers  are,

During  the  last  Synodical  year  $400  have  been  contributed  to  the  cause  of 
Missions,  and  $700  to  that  of  Beneficiary  Education. 

We  would  record,  with  gratitude  to  God,  the  increased  attention  to  the 
means  of  grace  within  the  bounds  of  our  Synod.  Our  churches  are  advanc¬ 
ing  in  every  good  word  and  work.  Their  contributions  to  the  various  benev¬ 
olent  objects  of  the  church,  indicate  an  increased  liberality.  Many  sections 
of  the  church  have  been  blessed  with  special  visitations  of  the  Spirit  of 
God.” 

8.  “Synod  of  North  Carolina.  This  Synod  met  on  the  4th  of  May,  1S49. 
Twelve  ministers  are  connected  with  it ;  23  churches ;  264  infants  were  bap¬ 
tized  and  22  adults;  169  were  confirmed;  2215  communicants.  The  cause 
of  Education  and  Home  Missions  is  engaging  much  of  the  attention  of  this 
Synod.” 

9.  “Alleghany  Synod.  The  last  session  of  this  Synod  was  held  in  Johns¬ 
town,  Cambria  Co.  Pa.,  Oct.  18,  1S49.  Its  meetings  were  characterized  by 
a  spirit  of  brotherly  love  and  a  commendable  zeal  for  the  extension  of  the 
Redeemer's  kingdom  within  their  bounds.  The  great  benevolent  operations 
of  the  church  claim  a  considerable  portion  of  this  Synod.  There  is  also  an 
increasing  sense  of  the  importance  of  the  thorough  education  of  candidates 
for  the  ministry.  A  number  of  pastorates  within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod 
are  without  ministers.  The  officers  are,

There  are  at  present  in  connection  with  this  Synod  20  ministers,  89  con¬ 
gregations,  and  5513  communicants.  During  the  last  year  there  were  173 
adults  baptized,  645  confirmations.  The  Synod  sustains  three  young  men  in 
course  of  preparation  for  the  ministry.” 

10.  “ Olive  Branch  Synod  of  Indiana.  This  Synod  was  organized  on  the 
80th  of  October,  ISIS,  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.  by  ministers  who  up 
to  this  date  had  been  in  connection  with  the  Miami  Synod,  by  the  advice 
and  with  the  consent  of  said  Synod,  given  at  its  sessions  held  in  Rossville, 
Ohio,  in  April,  1848. 
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The  organization  embraced  G  clerical  members,  L4  congregations,  12  Mis¬ 
sion  stations  and  275  communicants.  At  the  last  convention  of  this  Synod 
it  embraced  10  clerical  members,  28  congregations,  29  Mission  stations,  731  x 
communicants,  with  19  Sabbath  Schools,  embracing  547  scholars.  From  this 
it  appears  that  this  infant  Synod  has,  during  the  last  Synodical  year,  nearly- 
doubled  the  number  of  its  clerical  members,  and  more  than  doubled  the  num¬ 
ber  of  communicants.  We  have  sufficient  grounds  to  believe  that  the  close 
of  the  present  Synodical  year  will  exhibit  an  increase  equally  encouraging, 

A  number  of  new  congregations  have  been  organized;  two  brethren  from 
Ohio  have  entered  our  bounds,  and  the  Lord  has  most  gloriously  revived  his 
work  among  us.  We  can  truly  say,  “the  Lord  hath  done  great  things  for  us> 
whereof  we  are  glad.”  The  officers  of  this  Synod  are,

charge  of  54  congregations,  having  in  connexion  with  them  about  2500  com¬ 
municant  members.

The  churches  are  generally  in  a  prosperous  condition.  This  Synod  mani¬ 
fests  a  deep  interest  in  the  benevolent  institutions  of  our  church,  especially 
that  of  Beneficiary  Education.  It  is  at  this  time  supporting  six  young  men, 
who  are  in  a  course  of  preparation  for  the  ministry.  This  Synod  is  also,  in 
connexion  with  others,  patronizing  Wittenberg  College,  located  at  Spring- 
field,  Ohio,  which  is  in  a  very  flourishing  state,  and  has  at  this  time  four 
Professors,  one  Tutor,  and  over  one  hundred  students,  about  sixty  of  whom 
are  in  a  course  of  preparation  for  the  ministry.  The  College  building  is  in 
course  of  completion  and  is  expected  to  be  finished  before  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  next  Winter  session.” 

Upon  a  review  of  all  the  accessible  information,  the  committee  are  re¬ 
joiced  to  state,  that  they  see  many  cheering  evidences  of  decided  progress  in 
our  beloved  church  towards  the  fulfillment  of  her  great  mission.  Her  minis¬ 
try  has  not  only  been  increasing  in  numbers,  but  also  in  literary  and  theolo¬ 
gical  attainments,  and,  we  trust,  too,  in  intelligent  zeal  for  the  glory  of  the 
Redeemer  and  the  spread  of  His  kingdom  on  earth.  Her  pastoral  distiicts 
have  been  reduced  within  more  convenient  limits  ;  many  beautiful  houses  of 
worship  have  been  erected  all  over  the  field,  and  congregations  have  been 
gathered  and  organized  where  previously  our  people  had  been  scattered  as 
sheep  without  a  shepherd.  Considerable  sums,  too,  have  been  collected  to 
carry  the  Gospel  to  the  Heathen,  to  sustain  it  among  our  weak  and  destitute 
congregations  at  home,  and  to  assist  in  the  raising  up  of  a  more  numerous 
body  of  well  qualified  ministers  to.,  supply  our  pressing  wants  at  home  and 
abroad. 

But  the  committee  are  constrained  to  declare  their  solemn  conviction,  that 
the  church  is  but  partially  awake  to  the  immense  work  she  has  to  do.  She 
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has  not  yet  felt  a  tithe  of  the  weight  of  her  obligations  to  the  millions  ol  the 
heathen  world,  for  whose  salvation  she  is,  by  the  providence  of  God,  called 
actively  to  labor,  but  to  whom  she  has,  as  yet,  sent  but  four  missionaries. — 
She  has  not  even,  to  an  adequate  degree,  felt  her  obligation  to  supply,  with  a 
well  qualified  ministry  and  the  means  of  grace,  the  immense  population,  na¬ 
tive  and  foreign,  at  home,  who  are  not  only  within  her  reach,  and  are  anx¬ 
iously  looking  to  her  for  the  Gospel,  but  who  are  actually  not  accessible  to 
the  etForts  of  Christians  of  other  denominations,  and  must,  therefore,  go  down 
to  the  grave  without  its  blessings  and  consolations,  if  we  give  it  not  to  them. 
Her  home  destitution,  both  in  the  East  and  in  the  West,  is  becoming  rela¬ 
tively  greater  every  year,  so  that  many  pastoral  districts  are  vacant  and  are 
pressingly  asking  for  a  speedy  supply.  Whilst  there  never  has  been  a  church  in 
the  Western  world  which  has  had  such  opportunities  to  do  good  among  a  po¬ 
pulation  so  large,  so  ready  and  so  anxious  to  receive,  at  her  hands,  the  Word 
of  Life,  there  perhaps  never  wras  one  that  was  less  prepared,  in  consequence 
of  the  smallness  of  the  number  of  its  ministers,  to  accomplish  this  great 
work.  The  number  of  ministers,  it  is  true,  has  been  rapidly  increasing,  but 
our  population  and  the  opportunities  to  proclaim  the  Gospel  have  increased 
much  more  rapidly.  This  has  been  owing  to  a  criminal  indifference,  on  the 
part  of  parents  and  congregations,  towards  raising  up  a  sufficiently  numerous 
and  adequately  qualified  ministry.  The  church,  in  general,  has  never  felt  its 
duty  on  the  subject  of  Beneficiary  Education,  and  some  portions  have  felt  it 
much  less  than  others.  The  number  of  pious  and  talented  young  men,  who 
are  annually  encouraged,  by  their  parents  or  friends,  or  by  the  church,  to  de¬ 
vote  themselves  to  the  Gospel  ministry,  is  entirely  too  small  to  give  us  any 
hope  that  our  home  destitution  will,  for  many  years  to  come,  be  supplied,  and 
that  any  thing  will  be  done,  efficiently,  for  the  evangelization  of  Heathendom 
and  the  revival  of  a  pure  Christianity  in  nominal  Christendom.  The  annual 
contributions  for  the  purpose  of  Beneficiary  Education  are,  notwithstanding 
all  that  may  be  said,  distressingly  meagre,  compared  with  what  a  church, 
possessing  such  resources  as  ours,  can  do,  if  she  but  make  the  effort,  and 
mast  do  if  she  expects  to  enjoy  the  approving  smiles  of  her  Divine  Head. — - 
Uniting,  however,  increased  liberality  of  giving  and  activity  of  effort,  with 
faith  and  fervency  in  prayer,  and  singleness  of  purpose  in  the  building  up  of 
our  branch  of  Zion,  wre  may  reasonably  indulge  the  hope  that  the  Lord  wrill 
remain  amongst  us,  prospering  all  the  labors  of  our  hands,  and  making 
us  “a  name  and  a  praise  among  all  the  people  of  the  earth.”

MISCELLANEOUS  RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved ,  That  we  recommend  to  all  our  Pastors,  the  oh 
servance  of  the  first  Monday  in  January  of  each  year,  as  a  day 
of  special  humiliation  and  prayer,  on  which  to  humble  them¬ 
selves  with  their  people  before  Almighty  God,  penitently  con¬ 
fessing  their  sins  and  earnestly  imploring  the  outpouring  of  the 
Spirit  on  our  churches,  and  on  our  missionary  operations  among 
the  Telogoos. 

Whereas,  the  practice  of  sitting  during  prayer,  in  public  wor¬ 
ship,  prevails  in  some  of  our  churches,  therefore 

Resolved ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  our  members  to  stand 
or  kneel  in  public  prayer. 

Resolved ,  That  we  regard  with  pleasure  and  approbation 
the  efforts  of  the  American  Society  for  meliorating  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  Jews,  and  recommend  them  to  the  liberality  and 
prayers  of  our  people. 

Resolved ,  That  Rev.  Dr.  Morris,  Prof.  H.  I.  Schmidt  and 
Rev.  C.  A.  Hay,  be  a  committee  to  correspond  with  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Synods  of  the  West,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a 
fraternal  intercourse  between  them  and  this  Synod,  and  also 
with  a  view  to  the  union  of  all  parts  of  the  Evangelical  church 
in  the  great  work  of  preaching  the  Gospel  to  the  German  pop¬ 
ulation  of  the  West,  and  likewise  with  a  reference  to  the  or¬ 
ganization  of  all  parts  of  our  church  in  this  country,  upon  a 
common  basis. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  be  appointed,  which  shall  bo 
authorized  to  publish  in  the  name  and  under  the  responsibility 
of  the  General  Synod,  a  Lutheran  Almanac  for  each  year, 
1851  and  1852,  in  the  English  language,  not  to  exceed  10 
cents  per  copy;  and  that  thirty  dollars  be  appropriated  out  of 
the  Treasury  as  a  compensation  to  the  Editor.

Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  regard  with  deep  inter¬ 
est  the  proposed  translation  of  the  Hallische  Nachrichten ,  by 
Rev.  J.  W.  Richards,  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  furnish¬ 
ing  as  they  do  much  information  in  reference  to  the  history  of 
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the  Lutheran  church  in  America,  and  especially  the  labors  of 
the  first  German  missionaries  in  this  country,  and  that  we  most 
cordially  recommend  the  enterprise  to  the  attention  of  our 
members. 

Resolved ,  That  we  rejoice  in  the  succcess,  which  has  at¬ 
tended  the  publication  of  the  Evangelical  Review,  during  the 
past  year  of  its  career ;  and  as  such  a  publication  is  demanded 
by  the  wants  of  the  church  and  cannot  fail  to  render  import¬ 
ant  service,  we  will  exert  ourselves  to  extend  its  circulation 
and  increase  its  usefulness. 

Resolved ,  That  our  Secretary  request  the  Secretaries  of  the 
District  Synods  to  prepare  a  full  account  of  the  statistics  and 
the  state  of  religion  within  their  respective  bounds,  before  the 
next  meeting  of  General  Synod. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  append  to  our 
minutes  the  statistics  of  those  Lutheran  Synods,  not  in  con¬ 
nexion  with  the  General  Synod. 

Resolved ,  That  one  thousand  copies  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Synod  be  published,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary, 
and  a  copy  be  sent  to  every  Lutheran  minister  in  the  United 
States,  to  each  lay-delegate  to  this  Convention,  and  to  the 
Secretary  of  each  District  Synod. 

Resolved ,  That  this  Synod  regard,  with  affectionate  grati¬ 
tude,  the  present  by  Rev.  Dr.  Bachman  to  its  members,  of  his 
recent  contribution  to  the  scientific  defence  of  our  holy  faith, 
in  his  work  on  “The  Unity  of  the  Human  Race,”  and  that  a 
copy  be  requested  for  the  Historical  Society  of  the  Lutheran 
Church. 

Resolved ,  That  the  cordial  thanks  of  this  Synod  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bachman  and  his  congregation,  and  to 
other  citizens  of  Charleston  for  their  kind  attention  and  hos¬ 
pitable  entertainment,  during  the  sessions  of  Synod. 

Resolved ,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Synod  be  returned  to 
“The  German  Friendly  Society”  for  the  kind  offer  of  the  use 
of  their  hall  during  our  sessions.

THE  NEXT  MEETING  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD.

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Foreign  Mission¬ 
ary  Society. 

An  abstract  from  the  Treasurer’s  Report  exhibits  the  following  account  of 
receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  last  two  years  : 


Total  receipts  from  all  sources, . . . $4230  42 

Salaries  of  Missionaries,  travelling  expenses,  support  of  schools, 
catechets,  Incidental  expenses  at  home,  &c.  &c., .  4230  32 


Balance, . $  10 


We  ought  to  add  to  receipts  and  expenditures  about  $700,  being  one  year’s 
salary,  &c.  of  Br.  Heyer,  paid  directly  by  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  their 
funds  having  passed  through  our  Treasurer  only  for  the  last  year.  This 
would  give  an  aggregate  of  receipts  since  last  report  of  $4930  42,  or  about 
$2465  21  per  annum.  We  would  also  remark  that  the  salary  of  br.  Heyer 
is  paid  up  in  advance  to  first  Nov.  next,  and  that  of  Brs.  Martz  to  middle  of 
June,  and  Gunn  until  the  last  of  the  month  of  August  ensuing.  The  only 
unsettled  claim  against  us  is,  an  accruing  account  of  incidental  school  ex¬ 
penses,  since  the  first  October,  1849,  at  the  rate  of  about  $20  per  month. — 
Our  operations  have  not  been  very  extensive,  but  few  societies  in  the  infancy 
of  their  organization  can  exhibit  a  more  healthy  state,  especially  as  a  very 
large  proportion  of  these  funds  has  been  raised  by  the  voluntary  efforts  of 
Pastors  called  to  lend  their  co-operation  to  various  other  church  interests. 
The  experiment  of  an  agency  has  been  tried,  for  a  few  months,  in  the  State 
of  New  York,  with  great  success,  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Dr.  Lintner. 
The  directions  of  the  Society  are  requested  as  to  the  continuance  and  en¬ 
largement  of  the  sphere  of  said  agency. 

The  church  has  long  since  been  informed  of  the  arrival  of  Rev.  Heyer  in 
India;  of  the  commencement  of  a  new  mission  at  Guyal ;  and  the  great  suc¬ 
cess  which  has  attended  the  reception  of  their  work.  We  have  again  to  re¬ 
cord  the  liberality  of  our  kind  friend,  Mr.  Henry  Stokes,  who,  with  his  char¬ 
acteristic  benevolence,  has  presented  us  with  all  the  buildings  and  land  ne¬ 
cessary  for  the  present  wants  of  the  station.  Published  documents  have  kept 
the  church  informed,  from  time  to  time,  of  the  progress  of  this  effort. 

In  July,  1S4S,  the  committee  entered  into  an  engagement  with  Rev.  George 
J.  Martz  to  labor  under  their  direction.  It  was  not  until  April,  1S49,  that  he 
was  enabled  to  take  his  departure  ;  a  pleasant  passage  of  four  months  brought 
him  to  his  destined  haven.  As  soon  as  convenient,  he  repaired  to  Guntoor, 
at  a  fortunate  juncture,  when  his  presence  was  needed,  to  take  charge,  tem¬ 
porarily,  of  our  interests  there.  Repeated  communications  lead  us  to  be¬ 
lieve,  that  he  finds  himself  amidst  circumstances  of  usefulness,  congenial  to 
his  feelings  and  abilities. 

We  have  to  deplore  the  declining  health  of  Br.  Gunn  ;  a  pulmonary  affec¬ 
tion  has  disabled  him  from  all  present  labor.  At  last  accounts  he  was  in 
Madras,  waiting  the  leadings  of  Providence,  with  some  prospect  of  his  re¬ 
covery.  Around  the  labors  of  this  brother  much  interest  has  been  concen- 
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trated.  Waiting  with  submissive  faith  upon  the  doings  of  the  Great  Master 
of  Assemblies,  we  commend  him,  with  his  family  and  Mission,  to  the  prayers 
and  sympathies  of  the  churches. 

The  prospect  of  an  increased  number  of  Missionaries  induced  the  commit¬ 
tee  during  the  past  year  to  draft  a  system  of  rules  for  their  government.  We 
have  not  yet  heard  of  their  practical  operation.  They  are  simple,  perhaps 
defective;  and  may  in  some  cases  prove  inapplicable;  any  thing  like  perfec¬ 
tion  can  only  be  the  work  of  time  and  experience.  We  would  be  happy  to 
exhibit  these  rules  for  the  examination  and  revision  of  the  Society.  In  ac¬ 
cordance  with  them  we  expected  an  annual  report,  giving  a  detail  of  the  state 
of  the  Mission;  but  the  absence  of  br.  Gunn  will  prevent  it.  We  are  able 
to  state,  at  present,  only  that  we  have  the  necessary  buildings  of  both  sta¬ 
tions  paid  for.  At  Guntoor  there  are  five  schools  and  1G0  scholars,  with  sev¬ 
eral  persons  desiring  Baptism.  Br.  Heyer  has  sent  us  a  report  of  his  station 
at  Guyal  annexed  hereto.  We  merely  mention  the  following  particulars  :  In 
eight  villages  in  the  Palvaud  he  has  baptized  32  adults,  and  24  children  ;  has 
27  candidates  for  baptism,  and  103  children  attending  school  under  the  care  of 
six  Christian  teachers.  In  Polipalley,  a  small  place  of  worship,  built  of  stone, 
is  nearly  completed.  We  commend  brother  H’s.  whole  report  to  the  notice 
of  the  Society. 

The  expenses  of  the  Mission  for  the  ensuing  year  may  be  put  down  in 
round  numbers  at  $2500.  We  believe  that  this  amount  will  be  furnished 
alone  by  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  that  of  Maryland  and  the  two  Synods  of 
New  York.  The  question  at  once  presents  itself:  are  we  warranted  in  en¬ 
larging  our  field  of  labor ;  is  it  expedient  or  desirable?  In  our  last  report 
you  will  find  an  argument  in  detail  as  to  our  duty,  which  we  deem  not  neces¬ 
sary  to  recapitulate.  With  that,  and  our  past  experiences  before  their  minds, 
the  committee  is  prepared  to  answer  all  the  above  inquiries  in  the  affirmative, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  state  their  desire  and  purpose,  to  send  to  India  an¬ 
other  herald  of  the  Cross  before  the  close  of  the  present  year.  To  make  the 
Mission  what  it  ought  to  be,  complete  in  its  details,  and  prepared  for  any  ex- 
!  igency,  we  require,  as  soon  as  practicable,  at  least  three  more  Missionaries. 
Men  of  efficiency,  worthy  the  confidence  of  the  Society,  can  now  be  pro¬ 
cured.  We  are  confident  that  very  little  effort  will  be  required  to  obtain  the 
means  to  support  them,  and  that  without  disadvantage  to  any  other  of  the 
numerous  claims  upon  our  attention.  During  the  last  five  years,  the  interest 
in  this  Mission  has  been  steadily  increasing,  while  all  the  other  branches  of 
Christian  activity  amongst  us  have  kept  pace  with  it.  At  the  present  mo¬ 
ment,  we  think  we  do  not  hazard  too  much  in  saying,  that  it  constitutes  the 
most  general  point  of  union  and  interest  in  our  churches.  We  believe  that 
few  efforts  have  had  more  manifestly  the  blessing  of  God  resting  upon  them; 
few  have  had  so  deep  a  hold  upon  the  affections  of  the  people.  We  there¬ 
fore  recommend,  with  all  earnestness,  with  a  firm  persuasion  of  success,  with 
an  earnest  faith  that  God  is  with  us,  an  increase  of  the  number  of  our  Mis¬ 
sionaries. 

The  committee,  as  at  present  constituted,  has  now'  served  for  five  years. 
Each  year  has  added  fresh  interest  but  increased  labor  to  their  duties.  They 
have,  however,  not  become  weary  in  discharging  the  responsibilities  resting 
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upon  them  ;  they  trust  that  they  have  enjoyed  the  approbation  and  confidence 
of  the  churches.  Are  there  not  brethren  competent  and  ready  to  relieve 
them  of  their  responsibilities? 

In  concluding  our  report,  we  would  express  our  thanks  to  the  officers  of 
the  American  Board  for  the  many  facilities  afforded  us  in  the  prosecution  of 
our  work,  and  also  to  the  American  Tract  Society  for  the  liberal  donations 
voted  our  Mission  from  time  to  time. 

Commending  our  Mission  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  to  the  prayers 
aud  sympathies  of  all  our  people,  we  respectfully  submit  this  Report.

Resolved ,  That  our  gratitude  is  due  to  the  Great  Head  of 
the  Church,  that  a  great  door  and  effectual  has  been  opened 
for  us  in  India,  and  that  so  much  success  has  thus  far  crowned 
our  labors  among  the  Telegoo  people. 

Dr.  Pohlman  seconded  the  resolution,  and  made  some  per¬ 
tinent  remarks. 

Dr.  S.  S.  Schmucker  moved  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved ',  That  the  salutary  influence,  exerted  by  the  For¬ 
eign  Missionary  enterprise  on  the  church  at  home,  loudly  calls 
for  a  more  general  diffusion  of  the  missionary  spirit  amongst  us. 

The  resolution  was  ably  sustained  by  addresses  from  Drs. 
Schmucker  and  Morris. 

The  singing  of  a  spirited  Missionary  hymn,  in  which  the 
whole  congregation  joined,  and  the  Benediction  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Kurtz,  closed  the  services  of  the  evening. 

SECOND  SESSION. 

May  2,  1850. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  reported  rules 
for  the  government  of  the  mission,  which  were  read  and  sane 
tioned  by  the  Society. 


After  some  highly  interesting  statements  were  made,  relative 
to  the  success  which  has  thus  far  attended  the  labors  of  our 
missionaries,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved ,  That  in  view  of  the  signal  blessing  of  God  which 
has  hitherto  rested  on  our  Mission  in  India,  the  Executive 
Committee  be  instructed  to  send  out  three  more  missionaries, 
so  soon  as  they  can  procure  this  number  of  competent  pious 
men. 

Resolved ,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Society  be  presented, 
through  our  Corresponding  Secretary,  to  the  Hon.  Henry 
Stokes,  of  Guntoor,  India,  for  his  unwearied  kindness  and 
unabated  attachment  and  liberality  to  our  Missions,  among 
the  Telegoos. 

Resolved ,  That  inasmuch  as  the  Society  has  determined  to 
send  three  additional  Missionaries  to  India,  the  Executive 
Committee  he  instructed  to  address  a  circular  to  the  Synods, 
in  connection  with  the  General  Synod,  urging  upon  them  the 
importance  and  necessity  of  making  regular,  systematic  and 
general  efforts,  in  all  their  congregations,  to  enable  them  thus 
to  enlarge  our  mission. 

Resolved ',  That  we  again  earnestly  recommend  to  the 
Pastors  of  our  churches  the  importance  of  holding  the  monthly 
concert  of  prayer  for  Foreign  Missions. 

Resolved ,  That  a  Missionary  Convention  be  held  in  the 
month  of  May,  1851,  either  in  Philadelphia  or  Baltimore,  at 
such  a  time  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  direct.

OF  THE 


HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY,  i 


This  Society  met  in  the  Rev.  Dr,  BachmaiBs  church, 
Charleston,  S.  C.,  April  30,  1850,  and  was  opened  with  prayer 
by  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Anthony. 

The  President,  Dr.  B.  Kurtz,  took  the  chair,  and  the  Cor¬ 
responding  Secretary,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Morris,  read  the  Bien¬ 
nial  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  which  was  accepted 


and  adopted.  v 
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Second  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Home 

Missionary  Society. 
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Two  years  ago,  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  in  New  York,  your 
Executive  Committee  made  their  first  report,  after  having  conducted  the  af¬ 
fairs  of  the  Society  for  three  years.  It  was  then  stated,  that  we  had  in  part 
supported  17  missionaries  in  seven  different  States,  at  the  cost  of  $1059,  thus 
by  this  small  expenditure  supplying  over  4,000  people  with  the  regular  min¬ 
istry  for  three  consecutive  years.  Fourteen  of  these  ministers  have,  at  dif¬ 
ferent  periods,  since  our  last  meeting,  ceased  to  draw  any  compensation  from 
us.  They  have  succeeded  so  well  in  their  labors  as  to  require  no  further  aid 
from  the  Society. 

Since  that  time,  we  have  commissioned  19  men,  three  of  whom  are  now 
wholly  supported  by  their  churches,  so  that  at  present  we  have  22  on  our 
funds,  making  a  total  of  36  since  the  organization  of  the  Society. 

Those  commissioned  since  our  last  report  are, 

1.  Rev.  Wm.  Bauermeister,  Beardstown,  Illinois  ;  date  of  his  commission, 
Oct.  1,  1848.  He  labors  principally  among  the  Germans,  and  has  been  very 
successful. 

2.  Rev.  J.  P.  Smeltzer,  Weverton,  Fred.  Co.,  Md. ;  date  of  commission, 
Jan.  1,  1849,  Weverton  is  a  flourishing  manufacturing  village  on  the  Balti¬ 
more  and  Ohio  Rail  Road,  a  few  miles  from  Harper’s  Ferry.  It  is  entirely  a 
new  field,  and  Mr.  S.  has  cultivated  it  well.  He  has  received  115  adult  mem¬ 
bers  ;  baptized  31  infants;  he  has  two  Sunday  Schools  of  130  scholars;  three 
houses  of  worship  have  been  built,  or  are  in  progress,  and  two  young  men  in 
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these  churches  have  the  ministry  in  view.  He  preaches  at  five  different 
places,  one  of’  which  is  in  Bolivar,  a  suburb  of  Harper’s  Ferry,  where  a 
church  is  now  erecting. 

3.  Rev.  P.  S.  Rizer,  Cumberland,  Md. ;  commissioned  May  25th,  1849. — - 
Mr.  R.  was  pastor  of  the  German  church  at  Cumberland.  He  remained  but 
five  months  after  his  connexion  with  our  Society,  and  then  removed  to  Day- 
ton,  Ohio.  During  his  pastoral  care  of  that  people,  the  erection  of  a  large 
stone  church  was  begun,  which  has  been  recently  finished  and  dedicated.

26,  1849.  Long  continued  sickness  in  the  family  of  this  Missionary,  has  in¬ 
terfered  much  with  his  labors  during  the  past  winter.

He  has  five  preaching  places;  received  27  members,  baptized  22;  has  one 
Sunday  School;  organized  one  congregation,  and  is  making  arrangements  to 
build  a  church.

Thus  you  see  that  twenty-two  men  have  been  commissioned  since  the  last 
meeting,  nearly  all  of  whom  are  accomplishing  a  great  amount  of  good. — 
Three  of  these  22  are  at  this  time  wholly  supported  by  their  churches. 

There  are  three  others  still  in  our  employ,  who  were  commissioned  before 
the  last  meeting,  but  whose  term  of  service  will  expire  in  a  few  months. 

23.  Rev.  G.  H.  Brandau,  Baltimore.  Mr.  B’s.  congregation  has  increased 
so  much  as  to  require  the  erection  of  a  larger  house  of  worship,  which  has 
already  been  begun. 

24.  Rev.  E.  Miller,  Springfield,  Ill.,  who  has  faithfully  labored  for  three 
years  in  an  unpromising  field,  but  whose  prospects  now  are  more  encouraging.

Twenty-three  men  have  been  in  part  sustained  by  us,  22  of  whom  are  still 
on  our  funds,  and  are  thus  geographically  distributed  :  Maryland  5 ;  Illinois 
5;  Indiana  3;  Pennsylvania  3;  Kentucky  1  ;  Ohio  5. 

The  Reports  of  the  Missionaries  are  regularly  published  in  the  Lutheran 
Observer,  and  from  them  it  is  manifest,  that  most  of  them  are  succeeding  ad¬ 
mirably.  Many  houses  of  worship  have  been  built;  numerous  congregations 
have  been  organized,  and  the  Gospel  has  been  preached  to  thousands  of  des¬ 
titute  persons.  Through  the  instrumentality  of  the  Society,  our  name  and 
influence  have  been  widely  extended.  Many  a  poor  neighborhood  would  not 
be  rejoicing  to-day  in  the  possession  of  the  means  of  grace  as  dispensed  by 
our  church,  if  this  Society  had  not  extended  its  fostering  hand.  There  is 
much  to  encourage  us,  therefore  we  will  go  on  in  the  good  work. 

The  Treasurer’s  Report  will  show  our  financial  condition,  from  which  we 
trust  it  will  be  manifest  that  we  have  faithfully  and  judiciously  disbursed  the 
funds  generously  entrusted  to  us. 

The  committee  has  rejected  no  application  for  aid  that  was  made  in  proper 
form  and  order,  although  they  have  not  in  all  cases  granted  the  amount  asked. 

It  would  be  well,  if  our  operations  could  be  widely  extended,  for  we  believe 
that  the  church  wmuld  fully  sustain  us.  The  cause  of  Home  Missions  is  pop¬ 
ular,  and  needs  but  to  be  presented  to  the  people  to  receive  their  liberal 
support. 

Our  experience  is  that,  by  an  average  expenditure  of  $100,  we  can  secure 
the  services  of  a  faithful  minister  in  building  up  the  waste  places  of  Zion  for 
one  year,  and,  in  many  instances,  he  requires  no  help  the  second  year.  This 
amount  of  the  charities  of  the  church,  will  bring  out  from  the  people  to  whom 
he  ministers,  the  balance  of  his  support,  where  otherwise,  nothing  could  be 
raised  for  the  support  of  the  Gospel,  and  no  Gospel  would  be  preached,  and 
no  parched  desert  become  a  pool  of  living  water. 

The  Society  is  commended  to  the  prayers  and  liberality  of  the  church,  as¬ 
sured  that  the  blessing  of  heaven  has  accompanied  us  hitherto,  and  will  con¬ 
tinue  with  us,  if  we  are  faithful  to  our  trust.

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  then  passed  : 

Whereas  it  is  quite  probable,  that  many  of  our  missionary 
stations  do  not  contribute  according  to  their  ability,  to  the  sup¬ 
port  of  our  missionaries :  therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  the  Executive  Committee  address  a  Pas¬ 
toral  letter  or  circular  to  all  our  stations,  urging  upon  them  the 
obligation  to  support  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  among  them 
to  their  utmost  ability. 

In  the  evening  the  Society  held  its  anniversary,  and  was 
addressed  by  the  Rev.  P.  R,  Anspach.  He  dwelt  upon  the  posi¬ 
tion  and  practicability  of  Home  Missionary  operations.  His 
Address  was  appropriate  to  the  occasion,  and  forcibly  deliv¬ 
ered.  He  was  followed  by  the  Rev.  A.  H.  Meyers,  who  stated 
a  number  of  thrilling  facts,  illustrating  the  importance  of 
vigorously  prosecuting  our  work,  both  from  the  destitution 
which  still  existed,  and  the  results  which  have  followed  our 
efforts.  The  President,  Dr.  B.  Kurtz,  closed  with  a  few 
remarks,  after  which  a  collection  was  taken,  amounting  to 
$14  40.

Charleston,  May  2,  1850. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Kurtz,  Dr. 
Krauth  was  called  to  the  chair,  who  opened  the  meeting  with 
prayer. 

Resolved ,  That  all  the  delegates  of  the  General  Synod  be 
regarded  as  members  of  the  Parent  Education  Society. 

Rev.  S.  Sentman,  Rev.  F.  W.  Conrad  and  Prof.  Stoever, 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  nominate  officers. 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  now  read  and 
adopted. 

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Parent  Ed.  Society. 

It  is  with  unfeigned  gratitude  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  that  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Parent  Education  Society  presents  this  Seventh 
Biennial  Report  of  its  proceedings.  After  the  night  of  toil  through  which 
the  Society  has  passed,  the  dawning  of  a  new  day  appears,  which,  we  trust, 
will  grow  brighter  and  brighter  in  all  holy  influences,  until  it  shall  be  lost  in 
the  blaze  of  Millenial  glory.  We  conceive  that  the  permanent  existence  of 
the  Parent  Society  is  now  settled,  as  well  as  the  policy  which  is  to  be  pur¬ 
sued.  All,  therefore,  that  remains,  is  for  that  portion  of  the  church,  more 
immediately  interested,  to  devise  such  measures,  and  to  make  them  efficient 
to  such  a  degree,  as  to  secure  the  greatest  glory  to  God  and  the  most  exten¬ 
sive  and  permanent  good  to  the  church. 

Agencies. 

A  diversity  of  opinion  prevails  as  to  the  utility  of  agents  in  the  education 
field.  It  is  contended  on  the  one  hand  that  the  pastors  are  able  to  accomplish 
more  in  their  pastoral  districts  than  the  most  efficient  agent,  and  that  they  are 
generally  willing  to  attend  to  this  duty.  It  is  moreover  alleged  that  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  an  agent  will  not  secure  an  additional  amount  of  revenue  over  the 
ordinary  income  of  the  Society,  more  than  sufficient  to  remunerate  the  agent 
for  his  services,  and  that,  therefore,  nothing  is  gained  in  the  end.  In  addition 
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to  this,  the  work  is  regarded  as  so  laborious,  so  much  self-denial,  and  so  many 
domestic  sacrifices  are  required,  that  few  men  are  willing  to  engage  in  the  en¬ 
terprise,  and,  consequently,  the  difficulty  of  procuring  a  well-qualified  agent 
is  very  great.  On  the  other  hand,  it  cannot  be  denied,  that  some  of  our 
pastors  are  often  indifferent  to  the  subject,  and  that  influences  operate  upon 
them  to  render  them  inefficient,  which  would  have  no  weight  with  an  agent. 
There  are  also  many  pastoral  districts  in  w’hich  the  education  cause  is  not 
presented  at  all,  wdiere  an  agent  might  be  very  successful,  and,  in  general,  it 
cannot  be  denied,  that  one  who  has  devoted  himself  to  this  subject  and  has 
filled  his  mind  wdth  its  vast  importance,  will  be  able  to  communicate  more 
information  concerning  it,  and  will  be  more  efficient  in  presenting  its  claims, 
all  other  things  being  equal,  than  any  other  man.  The  suggestion  is  there¬ 
fore  thrown  out,  whether  it  is  not  advisable  to  commit  this  whole  subject 
into  the  hands  of  some  efficient  man,  either  minister  or  layman,  who,  in 
connection  with  the  pastors,  shall  have  the  entire  control  of  the  external 
operations  of  the  Society,  so  far  as  the  collection  of  funds  is  concerned,  and 
that  he  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Executive  Committee  at  Gettysburg. 

Number  on  the  funds. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Society  twenty-five  have  been  received  on 
the  funds.  These  added  to  the  seventeen  then  on  the  funds  amount  to  forty- 
two.  Of  this  number  two  w'ere  dropped,  after  sufficient  trial,  for  want  of  ca¬ 
pacity.  Three  have  withdrawm  from  the  support  of  the  Society  and  are  sus¬ 
taining  themselves.  Two  have  been  teaching  school  during  the  winter,  in 
order  to  escape  the  evils  of  debt.  One  has  left  this  world  for  a  better.  Seven 
have  entered  the  ministry  and  are  engaged  in  the  active  duties  of  their  call¬ 
ing.  Nine  are  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  of  whom  four 
expect  to  enter  the  ministry  in  the  fall.  Nine  are  in  the  Preparatory  depart¬ 
ment.  Four  are  in  the  Freshman  class  in  College.  One  in  the  Junior  class 
and  three  in  the  Senior  class  —  leaving  twenty-nine  on  the  funds,  being  an 
increase  of  twelve  during  the  last  two  years. 

Slate  of  the  Funds. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  from  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  that  the  debt  has 
been  reduced  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Society  almost  $600,  leaving  a 
balance  against  the  Treasurer  at  this  time  of  $1718.  It  is  exceedingly  desi¬ 
rable,  that  this  debt  be  gradually  removed  so  that  the  operations  of  the  Society 
may  be  untrammeled. 

Importance  of  the  Work. 

If  there  were  nothing  in  the  nature  of  the  work  to  recommend  it  to  our 
affections,  the  history  of  our  own  efforts  in  this  direction  is  sufficient.  We 
have  furnished  to  the  church  at  least  one-fifth  of  her  present  ministry  ;  of 
•these  one  is  a  missionary,  one  a  President  of  a  College  and  Prof,  of  Theology, 
and  five  either  Professors  in  Colleges,  or  engaged  in  giving  instruction  in  the 
higher  branches  of  knowledge  ;  whilst  the  ministers,  who  have  been  educated 
on  the  funds,  are  among  the  most  zealous,  successful  and  acceptable  preachers 


in  the  church.  All  that  is  necessary  to  multiply  their  number  indefinitely, 
is  to  increase  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  committee,  so  that  they  will  be 
able  to  sustain  every  well-qualified  applicant  for  aid.  This  is  what  the 
church  ought  to  do,  because  she  possesses  abundantly  the  ability. 

Ability. 

In  the  remarks,  which  are  made  on  this  topic,  there  is  reference  had  only  to 
that  portion  of  the  church  which  is  contained  within  the  limits  of  the  States 
of  Pennsylvania  and  Maryland.  These  two  States  contain  six  Synods,  195 
ministers,  57S  congregations  and  60,000  communicants.  Now,  what  could 
not  these  ministers,  congregations  and  church  members  accomplish  for  the 
cause  of  beneficiary  education,  if  they  would  ?  If  every  one  of  these  60,000 
communicants  gave  12|  cents  annually  to  the  education  cause,  the  Society 
would  be  able  to  educate  70  beneficiaries  annually,  and  if  each  gave  a  half 
cent  a  week,  the  Society  could  educate  140  beneficiaries  annually,  and  a 
cent  a  week  would  secure  the  ability  to  educate  280  annually.  Now,  are 
there  members  of  the  church,  who  do  not  love  their  master  sufficiently  to  con¬ 
strain  them  to  give  a  half  cent  a  week  to  advance  his  glory  and  to  extend  his 
gracious  kingdom  by  means  of  the  education  cause  ?  It  can  not  be  possible  that 
any  one,  who  possesses  even  the  lowest  attainments  in  piety,  would  refuse 
this  gift.  It  is  possible  that  the  people  may  be  uninformed  or  misinformed 
on  the  subject,  and  the  ministers  are  most  urgently  and  affectionately  re¬ 
quested  to  present  this  subject  to  their  people  that  they  may  know  their  duty 
and  do  it.  There  is  no  reason  why  one  should  give,  and  another  withhold,  if 
there  be  pecuniary  ability ;  and  in  this  country  no  one  is  so  poor  as  to  be  un¬ 
able  to  contribute  the  small  sum,  which  has  been  indicated. 

Duty. 

The  command  to  evangelize  the  world  was  originally  given  to  the  Apostles 
constituting  the  first  Christian  church  :  “Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach 
the  Gospel  to  every  creature  ;  he  that  believeth  and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved, 
he  that  believeth  not  shall  be  damned.”  The  Apostles  understood  this  com¬ 
mand  to  mean  not  only  that  they  themselves  were  to  preach,  but  that  they 
should  select  and  educate  and  ordain  others  also.  Hence,  immediately  after 
Pentecost,  when  the  Spirit  had  regenerated  so  many,  additional  laborers  were 
needed,  and  Stephen  and  Philip  and  others  were  ordained,  and  later,  Barna¬ 
bas  and  Timothy.  These  were  commanded  to  ordain  others,  when  suitable 
persons  could  be  obtained,  as  Paul  instructs  Timothy :  “And  the  things 
which  thou  hast  heard  of  me  among  many  witnesses,  the  same  commit  thou 
to  faithful  men,  who  shall  be  able  to  teach  others  also.”  The  intention  of 
these  commands  is  so  obvious  that  no  one,  with  an  ordinary  share  of  judg¬ 
ment  and  impartiality,  can  fail  to  understand  it.  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
is  commanded  to  raise  up  a  ministry,  in  numbers  and  in  qualifications ,  adequate 
to  the  spiritual  necessities  of  the  world.  Inasmuch  as  the  Apostles  were  first 
addressed,  and  as  the  ministers  of  the  Gospel  from  their  office  and  education 
are  properly  expected  to  lead  in  this  matter,  they  ought  to  feel  that  the  com¬ 
mand  is  now  first  addressed  to  them,  and  through  them  to  the  laity.  It  is  a 
command,  from  the  solemn  obligation  of  which  there  is  no  escape  or  evasion, 
and  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  which,  we  must  give  a  strict  account  at  the 
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last  great  day.  This  is  indeed  the  great  work  of  the  Lutheran  Church  at  the 
present  day,  pressed  upon  us  by  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  thousands  of  our 
brethren  who  are  immigrating  to  this  country,  as  well  as  by  the  more  urgent 
wants  of  the  heathen  in  foreign  lands.  This  is  creating  the  instrumentality, 
by  which  God  has  promised  to  evangelize  the  world  ;  it  is  forging  the  great 
lever  by  which  Christendom  and  Heathendom  are  to  be  moved.  Besides,  is 
it  not  obvious,  independently  of  the  command  of  the  Savior,  that  if  ministers 
and  church-members  will  not  perpetuate  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel,  there 
is  no  other  being  that  will  ?  God  has  not  informed  us,  that  he  will  work  miia- 
cles  for  the  extension  of  His  kingdom ;  and  whilst  He  has  the  power  to  raise 
up  preachers  from  the  stones  of  the  street,  or  to  commission  Angels  to  this 
work,  He  has  not  said  that  he  will  do  it.  The  World  and  the  Devil,  the  en- 
inies  of  the  Redeemer  and  His  church,  surely  will  not.  The  work,  then,  is 
thrown  upon  us,  ministers  and  people,  and  woe  be  to  us  if  through  our  indo¬ 
lence  or  penuriousness,  the  Savior  is  dishonored  and  souls  are  lost ! 

Whilst  these  obligations  are  acknowledged  by  us  to  rest  upon  the  church 
as  such,  it  is  equally  obvious  that  it  is  the  duty  of  parents  to  dedicate  their 
sons  to  the  Lord  in  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  when  they  have  the  means 
to  educate  them  for  this  holy  office.  Our  children  belong  to  the  Lord.  We 
dedicate  them  to  Him  in  the  sacrament  of  Baptism.  He  has  redeemed  them 
by  his  own  precious  blood ;  and  when  He  regenerates  them  by  his  grace  and 
unites  them  to  Him  by  a  living  faith,  as  parents,  it  is  our  duty  to  direct  their 
attention  to  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  encourage  them  by  all  proper  mo¬ 
tives  to  engage  in  its  solemn  services.  If  they  cannot  promise  themselves 
wealth  and  ease  and  worldly  pleasures,  with  the  self-denial  and  sacrifices 
which  belong  to  the  office,  there  is  respectability,  the  consciousness  of  know¬ 
ing  that  they  are  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  protection  against  many 
temptations,  the  power  of  divine  truth  on  their  own  souls,  and,  if  faithful, 
in  the  end,  eternal  life.  These  and  kindred  considerations  ought  to  have 
weight  sufficient  to  influence  parents  and  young  men  themselves  to  desire  to 
engage  in  the  work  of  the  ministry.  Will  not  our  educated  young  men  think 
of  their  duty  to  God  and  the  church,  when  they  are  selecting  a  field  of  labor 
for  life  ? 

Suggestions. 

Much  of  the  harmony,  good  order  and  successful  operation  of  the  church 
depends  upon  the  attachment  of  the  ministers  to  the  doctrines,  forms  and 
usages  of  the  church.  It  is  suggested,  therefore,  that,  in  recommending 
young  men  as  beneficiaries  on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  such  be  selected,  in 
preference  to  others,  who  are  attached  to  the  church  and  have  been  impressed 
with  its  doctrines  and  usages  from  their  early  years.  Poverty  is  not  blame¬ 
worthy,  neither  does  it  constitute  an  objection  against  any  one.  Yet  the 
worthy  poor  should  always,  if  possible,  be  sought  and  brought  forward  into  a 
sphere  where  their  characters  may  be  displayed  to  advantage.  Respecta¬ 
bility  ofcharacter,  and,  if  possible,  of  connexions,  should  belong  to  the  min¬ 
isters  of  the  Gospel,  if  the  ministry  is  to  be  respected.  It  is  suggested  that 
our  congregations  form  congregational  schools,  and  that  our  ministers  be  the 
guardians  of  these  schools  as  the  nurseries  of  the  church.  Thus  they  will 


become  acquainted  with  the  youth  of  their  flocks  and  be  placed  in  a  situa¬ 
tion  to  give  direction  to  their  studies,  and  by  the  grace  of  God  ultimately  lead 
them  to  love  their  Master’s  work  and  enter  his  vineyard  as  laborers.

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Constitution  of  the  Historical  Society. 

Article  1. —  Of  the  Name  and  Object. 

Section  1.  This  association  shall  be  styled  “  The  Historical  Society  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of  North  America .” 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  make  a  collection  of  the  pub¬ 
lished  writings  of  Lutheran  ministers  and  laymen  in  America,  whether  ori¬ 
ginal  or  translated;  to  procure,  as  far  as  possible,  the  minutes  of  all  the  Syn¬ 
ods  from  their  organization,  the  printed  proceedings  of  all  special  conferences, 
church  councils,  and  other  ecclesiastical  conventions,  together  with  regular 
tiles  of  the  periodicals  published  under  the  patronage  of  our  church  ;  decis¬ 
ions  in  Chancery,  charters  of  corporate  institutions,  constitutions  of  individual 
churches,  legal  reports  relating  to  church  property,  and  in  general,  to  collect 
all  publications,  manuscripts  and  facts,  that  tend  to  throw  light  on  the  history 
of  the  Lutheran  church  in  this  country. 

Article  2. —  Of  the  Officers  and  tlieir  Duties. 

Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  this  society  shall  be  a  President,  two  Vice  Presi¬ 
dents,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  Curator  and  one  or  two  re¬ 
ceivers  in  every  Synod. 

Sec.  2.  The  duties  of  the  President,  Vice  Presidents,  Recording  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  shall  be  such  as  as  are  usually  performed  by  such  officers. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  confer  with 
those  persons  who  have  Lutheran  books,  pamphlets,  &c.  in  their  possession ; 
and  keep  up  a  correspondence  with  the  Receivers  in  the  different  Synods,  for 
the  purpose  of  attaining  the  ends  of  this  Society.  He  shall  give  public  notice 
of  the  meetings  of  the  Society  from  time  to  time,  and  make  an  acknowledg¬ 
ment  of  all  donations  of  books  and  moneys  through  the  papers  of  the  church. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Curator  to  obtain  at  the  expense  of  the 
Society,  a  book-case  with  lock  and  key,  and  carefully  deposit  therein-  the 
publications  of  the  Society,  after  they  are  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for  that 
purpose,  with  the  name  of  the  donor.  He  shall  also  report  at  every  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Society  the  condition  of  the  library,  and  the  additions,  since  the 
last  report,  with  the  names  of  the  donors. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receivers  to  co-operate  with  the  Cor¬ 
responding  Secretary  in  making  collections  of  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts, 
he.  which  are  to  be  found  in  their  respective  Synods  or  which  may  appear 
from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  6.  The  elections  for  officers  shall  be  held  at  the  regular  meetings  of 
this  Society,  at  the  time  and  place  hereafter  specified. 

Article  3. — Relating  to  the  Library. 

Sec.  1.  The  library  of  this  association  shall  be  kept  in  the  library  room  of 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  and  shall  always  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  members,  without  permission  of  the  resident  Curator,  and  to 
all  other  respectable  persons,  on  application  to  the  Curatoi  or  any  resident 
member.

FIRST  SESSION. 

Winchester,  Va.,  May  21,  1858. 

A  number  of  the  delegates  appointed  to  constitute  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  to  be  held  at  Winchester, 
in  the  month  of  May,  1853,  assembled,  according  to  a  call  of  the 
President,  on  the  21st  of  May,  being  one  week  later  than  the  time 
specified  in  the  resolution  of  adjournment  of  the  last  General  Synod 
This  postponement  was  suggested  by  several  of  the  Synods,  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  the  previous  appointment  conflicting  with  one  of  the 
generally  observed  festivals  of  the  church. 

Rev.  Dr.  S.  S.  Schmucker,  President  of  the  last  General  Synod, 
and  Rev.  G.  Diehl,  Secretary,  ofhciated  at  the  temporary  organiza¬ 
tion. 

After  the  singing  of  a  hymn,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bachman  addressed  the 
Throne  of  Grace. 

It  was  then  ascertained  that  a  constitutional  quorum  was  in  atten¬ 
dance;  in  consequence,  however,  of  the  absence  of  a  number  of  dele¬ 
gates  who  had  been  misled  by  the  manner  in  which  the  postponement 
had  been  announced,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  now  adjourn,  to  meet  at  four  o’clock  this 
nfternoon.

Business  requires  my  attendance  at 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly,  in  Buffalo,  this  month ;  and  this  inter¬ 
feres  with  my  being  present  with  you  on  the  present  occasion.  Please  accept 
this  apology  for  my  absence.

Evangelical  Union  of  the  West,  concluding  with  the  following  reso¬ 
lution,  which  was  unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  to  open  a  corres¬ 
pondence  with  the  brethren  of  the  German  Evangelical  Church  Union 
of  the  West,  and  that  they  report  to  this  Synod  the  result  of  such 
correspondence  at  its  next  meeting. 

The  President  appointed  Rev.  W.  J.  Mann  and  Rev.  Dr.  Harkey. 

Rev.  Dr.  II.  I.  Schmidt,  from  the  standing  Committee  on  the  Lit¬ 
urgy,  reported  as  follows : 

u  The  standing  Committee  on  the  Liturgy  would  respectfully  report,  that 
since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  various  attempts  have  been  made 
to  make  such  alterations  and  improvements  in  the  Liturgy  published  by  this 
body,  and  to  introduce  such  additional  formulas  as  would  meet  the  views  and 
wishes  frequently  expressed  in  divers  quarters  of  the  church  ;  but  that  in 
these  views  and  wishes  they  have  found  so  much  diversity,  and  so  many  ir¬ 
reconcilable  differences,  that  they  have  given  up  the  hope  of  accomplishing 
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any  thing  that  would,  at  the  present  time,  be  satisfactory  to  the  church  ;  and 
further,  that  as  the  General  Synod  has  desired  that  our  English  Liturgy  should 
be  substantially  the  same  as  the  German  Liturgy,  published  by  the  Synods  of 
Pennsylvania,  New  York  and  Ohio,  and  adopted  by  this  body  ;  and  as  those 
Synods  are  now  subjecting  the  German  Liturgy  to  a  thorough  revision,  it  is, 
at  present  impossible  to  bring  our  English,  into  conformity  with  the  German, 
Liturgy,  or  at  least  to  harmonize  the  two  as  completely  as  possible;  and, 
therefore,  desirable  to  wait  until  that  revision  is  completed  and  the  New  Ger¬ 
man  Liturgy  published. 

In  view  of  these  facts  and  circumstances  your  Committee  now  beg  to  be 
discharged.

The  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  accounts  of  the  Lutheran  Book 
Company  and  T.  N.  Kurtz,  together  with  the  report  and  other  documents  from 
the  Hymn  Book  Committee,  respectfully  report : 

That  they  have  examined  the  same,  in  connection  with  each  other,  and  find 
that  the  report  of  the  committee  agrees  with  the  accounts  of  the  Book  Com¬ 
pany  and  Mr.  Kurtz,  in  the  amount  of  sales  and  premiums,  viz  :

Xo  vouchers,  beyond  the  concurrence  of  the  Hymn  Book  Committee  as  here 
stated,  have  been  placed  before  us.  We  are  left  therefore  to  assume  that  the 
other  items  of  account  are  correct,  and  having  examined  the  calculations  of 
interest,  and  the  additions,  and  found  them  correct,  that  the  balance  of 
$48  39  was  due  Mr.  T.  N.  Kurtz  on  the  18th  May  last,  he  having  paid  to  the 
Treasurer,  in  the  aggregate,  $647  75,  which  should  appear  to  the  credit  of 
the  Synod,  in  said  Treasurer’s  account. 

Out  of  the  funds  to  the  credit  of  the  Synod,  from  sales  of  books,  &c.,  by 
the  Company  and  Mr.  Kurtz,  a  debt  of  $1,000  (with  interest),  incurred  by  the 
Synod,  at  its  last  session,  has  been  paid ;  and  expenses  for  stereotype  plates, 
composition,  repairing  stereotypes,  indexing,  &c.,  &c.,  to  the  amount  of  $659 
53,  which  accounts  for  the  whole. 

It  appears  by  the  account  of  Mr.  Kurtz,  that  the  loss,  by  publishing  an  Al¬ 
manac  for  three  years  past,  has  been  $213  88. 

There  remains  in  the  hands  of  that  gentleman,  about  150  copies  of  the  Lit¬ 
urgy,  to  be  disposed  of. 

Among  the  papers  from  the  Hymn  Book  Committee,  is  a  contract  entered 
into  by  them  with  Mr.  T.  N.  Kurtz,  and  dated  the  10th  March  last,  for  the  sale 
of  the  Hymn  Book  on  former  terms,  to  remain  in  force  until  annulled  by  the 
the  General  Synod. 

Your  committee  considering  that  the  reference  to  them  requires  no  further 
investigation  on  their  part,  close  their  duties  by  offering  the  following  reso¬ 
lution. 


Resolved ,  That  a  committee  be  appointed,  as  heretofore,  to  attend  to  the 
interests  of  this  Synod,  as  connected  with  the  Hymn  Book.

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions,  presented  by  Mr.  M.  M. 
Yeakle,  were  unanimously  adopted,  and  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Pastors  represented  in 
this  Synod  to  read  the  same  to  their  congregations : 

Whereas,  The  early  religious  instruction  of  the  children  of  the  church — 
the  lambs  of  the  flock  of  Christ — is  of  the  most  vital  importance,  not  to  the 
children  only,  but  to  the  church  ; 

And  Whereas,  The  present  is  a  period  wherein  too  much  attention  cannot 
be  awakened  and  given  to  this  important  subject :  since  Romanists  are  most 
actively  engaged  in  providing  for  the  religious  training  of  children,  and  are 
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endeavoring,  in  all  our  large  cities  and  towns,  to  wrest  a  portion  of  the  public 
school  funds  from  their  common  uses  to  themselves ;  therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  the  Synod  affectionately  and  solemnly  urge  the  pastors  and 
parents  of  the  Lutheran  Church  at  large,  to  give  due  and  becoming  attention 
to  the  religious  training  and  education  of  the  children  and  youth  committed 
to  their  care. 

Resolved ,  That  this  Synod  recommend  to  parents,  to  set  apart  some  portion 
of  each  Lord’s  day,  or  some  other  day,  on  which  to  inculcate  the  rudiments 
of  our  common  faith,  by  the  use  of  the  Word  of  God,  and  the  Chatechism  of 
the  church,  and  not  wholly  depend  upon  the  Sunday  School,  connected  with 
any  of  their  churches,  since  that  valuable  auxilliary  in  every  congregation 
cannot  adequately  accomplish  the  work  of  early  religious  education. 

The  committee  on  the  minutes  of  the  last  General  Synod  reported 
certain  items  as  requiring  the  attention  of  this  body;  whereupon, 

Messrs.  P.  W.  Engs,  C.  A.  Morris  and  M.  M.  Yeakle  were  appointed 
a  committee  to  present  a  report  in  regard  to  the  state  of  the  Pastors' 
Fund. 

The  Committee  on  the  Catechism  reported  verbally,  and  were  dis¬ 
charged. 

The  delegates  to  corresponding  bodies  were  instructed  to  hand  in 
written  reports. 

Rev.  Mr.  Andersen  having  made  a  statement  in  regard  to  the  Scan¬ 
dinavian  population  in  this  country,  with  special  reference  to  the  con¬ 
templated  erection  of  a  church  for  the  Norwegians  in  Chicago,  the 
following  minute  was  adopted  : 

Having  heard  the  statement  of  Rev.  Paul  Andersen,  relative  to  the 
condition  and  wants  of  the  Norwegians  in  the  West,  and  believing  it 
to  be  of  the  utmost  importance  that  aid  be  extended  to  his  church  in 
Chicago ;  And  whereas,  His  cause  is  strongly  recommended  by  the 
Synod  of  which  he  is  a  member,  and  also  by  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  ; 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  earnestly  recommend  Mr.  Andersen  and 
his  cause  to  all  the  churches  in  our  connection. 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Home  Missionary  Society  be  especially  invited  to  the  Norwegian  colo¬ 
ny,  recently  established  by  Ole  Bull,  in  the  interior  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  that  they  be  requested  to  enter  into  correspondence  with  the 
founder  of  that  colony  in  regard  to  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  popu¬ 
lation. 
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Rev.  F.  R.  Auspack  received  permission  to  make  a  statement  with 
reference  to  the  Hagerstown  Female  Seminary;  after  the  hearing  of 
which,  on  motion  of  Hr.  H.  I.  Schmidt,  the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  : 

Whereas,  The  Lutheran  Church  has  always  encouraged  and  promoted  edu¬ 
cation  in  all  its  forms ;  And  whereas ,  Intelligence  is  essential  to  a  high  and 
substantial  order  of  piety;  and,  forasmuch  as  the  influence  of  woman  is  potent 
for  good  or  evil,  in  all  her  relations  as  sister,  wife  and  mother,  and  as  her 
position  in  domestic,  social  and  religious  life  involves  high  responsibilities  and 
duties,  which  can  be  properly  met  and  discharged  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
contribute  largely  to  the  elevation  and  sanctification  of  the  world,  only  when 
she  has  a  devout  heart  and  a  cultivated  mind;  therefore, 

Resolved \  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  General  Synod  assembled,  it  is  not  only 
a  solemn  duty,  but  also  the  true  policy  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  to  establish 
and  sustain  female  seminaries  of  the  highest  order,  where  the  daughters  of 
the  church  may  enjoy  all  the  facilities  of  a  thorough  and  complete  education, 
and  be  trained  under  the  influences  of  the  faith  of  their  parents. 

Resolved ,  That  we  rejoice  that  a  Lutheran  female  seminary,  styled  the  Hagers¬ 
town  Female  Seminary,  has  been  organized  at  Hagerstown,  Md.,  upon  the 
most  approved  plan,  and  adapted  to  that  elevated  standard  of  female  educa¬ 
tion  adopted  at  other  institutions  of  our  land. 

Resolved ,  That  we  regard  it  as  a  happy  omen  of  success,  that  the  Rev.  C.  C. 
Baughman,  A.  M.,  of  Roanoke  College,  has  accepted  the  Presidency  of  the 
Hagerstown  Female  Seminary. 

Resolved ,  That  inasmuch  as  it  is  a  church  institution,  and  not  an  individual 
enterprise,  and  as  all  the  benefits  arising  from  it  will  directly  tend  to  the 
advantage  of  our  Zion,  we  regard  the  enterprise  with  peculiar  favor,  and 
recommend  it  to  our  churches  as  one  possessing  strong  claims  upon  their 
sympathy,  and  eminently  worthy  of  their  liberal  contributions  for  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  necessary  buildings. 

The  following  report  was  presented  by  Rev.  J.  B.  Anthony : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  consideration  of  the  propriety  of 
publishing  another  edition  of  our  Hymn  Book  on  minion,  pearl  or  other  small 
type,  have  had  the  same  under  advisement,  and,  after  mature  reflection,  would 
recommend  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved ,  That  the  Financial  Hymn  Book  Committee  be  requested  to  contract 
with  some  responsible  person,  to  have  a  64mo.  edition  of  our  Hymn  Book 
published  on  small,  clear  type. 

Resolved ,  That  the  individual  so  contracting  with  said  committee  shall  have 
prepared  good  stereotype  plates  of  the  same,  at  his  own  expense,  and  shall 
Tender  to  said  committee  a  full  and  correct  statement  of  the  entire  expenses 
of  publishing  said  edition. 
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Resolved ,  That  the  individual  so  contracting  shall  have  the  sole  right  to 
publish  said  edition,  until  the  profits  thereof  shall  compensate  him  for  his 
outlay. 

Resolved ,  That  after  he  shall  have  realized  his  entire  expenditures,  he  may 
continue  to  publish  said  edition,  under  the  direction  of  said  committee,  or  of 
this  General  Synod,  at  such  premium  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  said 
contracting  parties.

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  minute  on 
the  subject. 
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The  President  appointed  Rev.  Drs.  Schaeffer,  Schmucker  and 
Krauth. 

Rev.  N.  W.  Gcertner,  upon  leave  granted,  made  a  statement  before 
Synod,  whereupon  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  this  Synod  has  heard  with  great  pleasure,  the  state¬ 
ment  of  the  Rev.  N.  W.  Goertner,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Agency  of  the  American  Tract  Society,  with  regard  to  the 
benevolent  operations  of  that  Institution,  and  that  we  rejoice  in  its 
extended  usefulness.  » 

Rev.  Dr.  Strobel,  from  the  Committee  on  Mileage,  reported  that 
only  25  per  cent  of  the  amount  reported  by  the  brethren  as  their  ne¬ 
cessary  traveling  expenses,  could  be  met  by  the  funds  now  in  the 
Treasury. 

Whereupon  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  Rev.  Dr.  Strobel,  P.  W.  Engs  and  C.  J.  Ihrie,  be 
a  committee  to  devise  ways  and  means  to  secure  the  balance  of  this 
amount. 

Adjourned  till  nine  o’clock  to-morrow  morning.

EIGHTH  SESSION. 

Thursday,  9  A.  M

The  minutes  were  approved. 

Rev.  Dr.  Strobel  presented  the  following  report : 

The  committee  appointed  to  report  some  means  by  which  the  deficiency  in 
mileage  might  be  met,  report  that  only  three  plans  seem  to  suggest  them¬ 
selves  :  1st.  That  those  who  feel  able  relinquish  their  claim  in  favor  of  others, 
and  thus  as  large  a  per  centage  as  possible,  be  paid  to  those  who  need  it. 
2nd.  That  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  that  borrowed  in  Charleston  be  loaned, 
and  75  per  cent  be  distributed.  3rd.  That  the  sum  of  $1,500  be  borrowed 
and  that  every  delegate  be  paid  the  amount  allowed  him  by  the  Mileage  Com¬ 
mittee.  For  reasons  wdiich  we  are  prepared  to  give,  we  recommend  the  lat¬ 
ter.  But  to  avoid  a  recurrence  of  the  same  difficulty,  we  recommend  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  a  committee  of  five,  to  be  called  the  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means,  whose  business  it  shall  be  at  the  end  of  a  year  to  ascertain  what  por- 
2* 
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tion  of  said  debt  has  been  paid  from  sales  of  H)’mn  Books ;  to  form  an  esti¬ 
mate  of  the  probable  sum  which  would  be  on  hand  at  our  next  meeting ;  to 
take  the  necessary  steps,  forthwith,  in  connection  with  the  District  Synods,  to 
raise  the  deficiency,  and  at  least  three  months  before  the  next  meeting,  to  give 
public  notice  what  per  centage  the  delegates  may  expect  to  receive  on  their 
expenses.  It  seems  to  us,  that  the  idea  will  so  readily  commend  itself  to  the 
attention  of  all,  as  to  make  an  elaborate  report  unnecessary.  We  close  with 
the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved ,  That  the  sum  of  $1,500  be  borrowed,  for  which  the  profits  of  the 
Hymn  Book  be  pledged  until  paid. 

Resolved ,  That  a  standing  committee,  to  be  called  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means,  be  now  appointed.

The  report  was  adopted,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Morris,  P.  W.  Engs,  P.  S. 
Michler,  M.  M.  Yeakle  and  W.  A.  AVysong  were  appointed  as  the 
committee  therein  recommended. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary 
at  Gettysburg  was  presented  by  Rev.  J.  Heck.  It  was  ordered  to  be 
placed  upon  the  minutes. 

Report  on  the  Gettysburg  Seminary. 

Constitutionally  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  at  each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  to 
report  the  state  of  the  institution  under  their  care.  The  undersigned,  appointed 
a  committee  by  the  Board,  at  its  late  meeting,  would  respectfully  offer  the 
following  report : 

First  of  all,  your  committee  would  acknowledge,  with  gratitude,  the  super¬ 
intending  care  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  over  this  School  of  the 
Prophets.  The  Seminary  edifice,  Professors’  houses,  and  Library,  have  been 
mercifully  preserved  from  the  devouring  element.  Since  the  last  meeting  of 
the  General  Synod,  unusual  health  has  prevailed  among  the  students,  not  a 
single  death  having  occurred  in  the  institution.  And  the  Professors  have  been 
able  to  attend  to  their  duties  without  any  material  interruption  on  account  of 
ill  health.  For  these  manifestations  of  the  Divine  goodness  we  desire  to 
render  our  hearty  and  unfeigned  thanks. 

We  are  happy  to  state  that,  although,  after  the  resignation  of  Prof.  C.  A. 
Hay,  the  Second  Professorship  remained  vacant  for  some  time,  yet  the  Board 
ultimately  elected  Rev.  C.  P.  Krauth,  D.  D.,  then  President  of  Pennsylvania 
College.  Dr.  Krauth  having  been  officially  informed  of  his  election,  signified 
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his  acceptance  of  the  office,  was  regularly  installed,  and  is  now  actively  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  same.  By  this  arrangement  the 
two  professorships  of  the  institution  are  now  filled,  and  provision  made  for 
instruction  in  the  various  branches  of  theological  learning  usually  taught  in 
similar  institutions. 

Moreover  we  would  duly  appreciate  and  thankfully  acknowledge  the  effort 
now  in  progress  by  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  through  its  agent,  the  Rev.  B# 
Keller,  for  the  endowment  of  a  German  Professorship  for  the  joint  benefit  of 
Pennsylvania  College  and  the  Theological  Seminary.  Should  this  effort  suc¬ 
ceed — which  the  reports  of  the  agent  place  beyond  a  shadow  of  doubt — every 
facility  for  instruction  in  the  German  language  will  be  afforded,  and  thus  our 
Seminary  will  furnish  advantages  to  the  student,  not  to  be  met  with  in  all  the 
similar  institutions  of  our  land. 

At  the  recommendation  of  the  Board,  the  Synods  represented  in  the  same 
resolved  to  appropriate  $10  00  out  of  their  respective  treasuries,  for  the  en¬ 
largement  of  the  library.  Should  these  appropriations  be  continued  annually, 
and  a  judicious  investment  made  of  them,  the  best  theological  works  published 
from  year  to  year,  in  both  the  old  and  new  world,  can  be  put  into  the  hands  of 
our  students.  It  is  hoped  the  Synods  will  feel  the  importance  of  this  measure, 
and  not  withhold  the  small  sum  respectfully  asked  of  them,  and  which  it  is 
believed,  will  be  of  incalculable  advantage  to  the  students  of  the  institution. 

We  regret,  however,  to  say  that  the  number  of  students  has  not  been  so 
large  as  in  previous  years.  Whilst  the  facilities  for  instructing  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  men  are  equal  to  what  they  have  been  at  any  previous  period  in  the 
history  of  the  institution,  yet  the  number  in  attendance  is  considerably  reduced. 
It  is  not  our  purpose  to  inquire  into  the  causes  of  this  falling  off.  We  men¬ 
tion  it  merely  as  an  item  of  information  on  the  state  of  the  Seminary,  and  for 
the  consideration  of  the  church  at  large.  There  is  no  diminution  in  the  wants 
and  demands  of  the  church  for  the  Ministry  of  Reconciliation.  On  the  con¬ 
trary,  the  calls  are  as  loud  and  frequent;  new  fields  are  constantly  opening: 
one  hundred  men  could  find  employment  at  this  very  moment,  in  the  different 
portions  of  our  Zion.  Should  this  state  of  things  continue,  evidently  our 
church  will  suffer  very  materially,  and  will  furnish,  from  year  to  year,  barely 
sufficient  to  fill  up  the  ranks  of  those  who  fall  on  the  battle  field.  It  is  a 
mournful  thought  that  so  few  of  the  young  men  of  piety  and  talents  in  the 
church  are  willing  to  dedicate  themselves  to  Jesus  Christ,  in  the  work  of  the 
Ministry.  Would  that  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  would  send  laborers  into  his 
vineyard,  for  truly  the  harvest  is  plenteous,  but  the  laborers  are  few. 

On  the  other  hand  we  are  gratified  to  say  that  the  prospects  are  brighten¬ 
ing,  and  that  there  is  an  addition  to  the  number  expected  next  session.  And 
when  the  present  senior  class  in  Pennsylvania  College  shall  be  graduated,  the 
number  will  be  considerably  enlarged,  as  quite  a  number  of  the  class  has  the 
Ministry  in  view. 
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Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  there  have  been  forty-three 
students  connected  with  the  institution.  The  highest  number  in  any  one  year 
in  connection  with  the  (two)  classes,  was  twenty-six;  yet  not  more  than  twenty 
were  in  attendance  at  any  one  time.  The  whole  number  educated  in  the  semi¬ 
nary  since  its  foundation,  is  two  hundred  and  seventy-two. 

From  the  Treasurer,  F.  Smith,  Esq.,  we  learn  that  the  funds  of  the  institu¬ 
tion  are  all  safely  and  profitably  invested.  During  the  last  three  years,  the 
Alumni  Association  have  continued  their  efforts  to  increase  the  Endowment 
Fund,  and  have  been  making  some  progress.  Agents  have  been  in  the  field, 
soliciting  new  subscriptions,  and  also  collecting  those  which  are  back-standing. 
The  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Br.  J.  Ulrich,  has  been  indefatiga¬ 
ble  in  his  exertions  to  keep  the  ball  in  motion,  until  the  fund  shall  be  amply 
sufficient  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  institution.  The  whole  amount  of  the 
permanent  fund  invested  is  a  fraction  less  than  $32,000,  besides  a  little  over 
$600  in  the  Treasurer’s  hands,  uninvested.  Of  this  sum,  all  invested  on  judg¬ 
ment  and  mortgage  yields  six  per  cent.  Some  of  the  bank  stock  for  several 
years  has  yielded  a  little  more,  whilst  the  Girard  Bank  stock  has  produced 
considerably  less.  This  stock,  however,  which  for  several  years  was  entirely 
unproductive,  and  thought  to  be  as  good  as  lost,  is  beginning  to  assume  a 
more  encouraging  aspect.  It  is  confidently  hoped  that  in  the  course  of  a  few 
years  this  stock  will  be  considerebly  enhanced  in  value.  Several  dividends 
have  been  declared  on  the  present  value  of  the  stock. 

Great  praise  is  due  our  Treasurer  for  his  care  and  attention  in  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  institution.  It  requires  much  of  his  time 
to  invest  the  money  coming  into  his  hands  on  real  estate  security,  to  collect 
the  interest,  and  pay  over  the  salaries  of  the  Professors.  Moreover  we  believe 
Ave  are  correct,  when  Ave  say  that  not  one  dollar  has  been  lost  since  he  has  had 
the  funds  of  the  institution  in  hands. 

In  conclusion,  Ave  Avould  thank  God  for  the  past,  and  take  courage  for  the 
future.  Let  the  Professors,  Board  of  Directors,  the  Synods  represented  in 
the  Board,  and  the  church  do  their  duty  to  this  School  of  the  Prophets,  and  it 
will  prosper,  as  Avell  as  ansAver  the  objects  contemplated  by  its  founders  and 
friends.  The  character  of  the  students  who  have  gone  forth  from  its  Avails,  is 
highly  respectable  for  piety,  talents  and  usefulness.  The  eastern,  Avestern, 
northern  and  southern  portions  of  our  church  have  been  blessed  and  refreshed 
Avitli  the  streams  Avhich  have  issued  from  Gettysburg.  Long  may  this  fountain 
continue  to  send  forth  her  healthful  streams  to  gladden  the  city  of  our  God, 
and  make  the  solitary  place  bud  and  blossom  as  the  rose.

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Considerable  discussion  followed  upon  the  subject  of  the  falling  off' 
in  the  number  of  students,  as  stated  in  the  above  report,  and  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
correspond  with  the  Faculties  of  the  various  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Theological  Seminaries  in  the  United  States,  and  to  issue  an  appeal  to 
the  congregations  connected  with  this  Synod,  which  shall  be  read  by 
all  the  Pastors  to  our  congregations.  It  shall  state  the  actual  number 
of  our  theological  students,  with  the  probable  causes  which  have 
diminished  their  numbers,  and  furnish  all  possible  inducements  to 
persuade  young  men  to  enter  the  Ministry. 

The  President  appointed,  as  the  committee,  Lev.  Dr.  Schaeffer, 
Lev.  W.  N.  Sholl  and  Pev.  C.  W.  Schaeffer. 

The  delegations  from  the  State  of  New  York  presented  a  statement 
with  reference  to  Hartwick  Seminary,  which  was  ordered  to  be  entered 
upon  the  minutes : 

Report  on  the  Hartwick  Seminary. 

The  delegation  from  the  Synods  in  the  State  of  New  York  in  connection 
with  this  body,  within  whose  bounds  Hartwick  Seminary  is  located,  would 
respectfully  report,  that  this  oldest  Literary  and  Theological  institution  of  our 
church  is  in  successful  operation,  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  L.  Sternberg,  as  prin¬ 
cipal,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  G.  B.  Miller,  as  Professor  of  Theology,  with  two  assis¬ 
tant  teachers  in  the  classical  department.  From  the  last  annual  Catalogue 
we  learn  that  the  whole  number  of  students  in  attendance  during  the  previous 
year  was  eighty-nine,  of  whom  thirteen  were  in  the  Theological  department. 
There  has  since  then  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  students. 
It  may  not  be  generally  understood  that  to  those  preparing  themselves  for  the 
Ministry  in  the  Lutheran  church,  tuition  is  free  throughout  their  entire  course. 
There  has  been,  at  different  times,  a  more  than  usual  religious  interest  awak¬ 
ened  among  the  students,  and  several  have,  from  time  to  time,  given  pleasing 
evidence  of  conversion.  The  funds  of  the  Institution  are  in  a  satisfactory  con¬ 
dition.  As  different  sections  of  our  widely  extended  church  in  the  United 
States  require  their  own  Literary  and  Theological  Intitutions,  so  Hartwick 
Seminary  has  long  been  doing  good  service  in  the  cause  of  learning  and 
religion  in  the  State  of  New  York.  But,  it  must  be  confessed,  that  our  church 
has  not  reaped  from  it  all  the  benefit  it  ought  to  have  received,  in  consequence, 
it  is  believed,  of  its  location  in  a  community  embracing  but  few  Lutherans. 

In  view  of  this,  a  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  its 
last  meeting,  to  receive  proposals  for  the  removal  of  the  Theological  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  institution  to  some  other  place  in  the  State,  where  a  strong 
Lutheran  interest  might  be  rallied  in  its  support.  While  its  present  location 
labors  under  the  serious  disadvantage  alluded  to,  it  is,  however,  due  to  state 
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that  it  has  the  advantage  of  being  remarkably  healthy,  retired,  in  the  midst  of 
a  moral  and  intelligent  community,  where  no  temptations  to  dissipation  are 
presented,  and  where  living  is  cheap.  It  is  believed  that  a  growing  interest  is 
felt  in  our  Seminary  at  Hartwick,  by  our  ministers  and  people  in  the  State  of 
New  York,  and  that,  whether  it  be  continued  in  its  present  location,  or  beremovep 
to  some  other  place,  within  our  bounds,  it  is  destined  yet  to  accomplish  much 
for  our  church,  and  for  the  cause  of  learning  at  the  North.

That  they  have  examined  the  minutes  of  this  Synod,  from  the  first  meeting, 
with  a  view  to  present  in  as  brief  a  manner  as  possible  all  the  facts  necessary 
to  a  decision  as  to  the  disposition  of  that  fund,  which,  according  to  the  report 
of  the  Treasurer,  Dr.  Gilbert,  referred  to  them,  (and  which  is  here  inserted), 
amounts  now  to  $1,545  90.

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  the  U.  S. : 

Dear  Brethren  : — The  undersigned  respectfully  submits  the  above  report 
and  vouchers  for  the  moneys  received  and  disbursed  since  the  establishment  of 
the  fund,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  division  provided  for  by  the  action  of  the 
last  General  Synod,  as  found  on  page  seventeen  of  the  minutes.  I  regret  to 
say  that  the  Synods  entitled  to  a  share  in  the  distribution  have  not  complied 
with  the  resolution  requiring  them  to  send  the  number  of  ministers  belonging 
to  each  Synod  to  the  Treasurer.  The  delegates  present  will,  however,  be  able 
to  supply  this  deficiency.  Part  of  the  funds  are  secured  by  a  mortgage,  for 
which  the  money  cannot  be  realized  immediately.  Let  the  distribution  be 
made,  however,  and  orders  given  to  each  Synod  for  the  amount  it  is  entitled 
to,  and  satisfactory  arrangements  will  be  made.

The  first  mention  of  this  fund  is  found  in  the  minutes  of  the  Synod  held  at 
Hagerstown,  in  June,  1837,  when  the  following  resolutions,  presented  by  the 
Rev.  J.  N.  Hoffman  and  S.  S.  Schmucker,  were  passed: 

u  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  regard  it  highly  important  and  necessary  at  this 
time  to  make  some  provision  for  superannuated  ministers  and  their  families. 

“  Resolved,  That  the  proceeds  of  the  Hymn  Book,  over  and  above  the  expenses 
of  delegates  to  Synod  and  the  necessary  expenses  of  Synod,  now  on  hand,  or 
which  will  in  future  be  on  hand,  be  funded  for  this  purpose.” 

These  resolutions  were  referred  to  P.  W.  Engs,  J.  Kausler  and  Rev.  Dr. 
Hazelius,  “to  report  on  the  subject  in  the  afternoon,”  when  a  plan  of  organ¬ 
ization  to  carry  out  their  purpose  was  presented,  as  follows : 

“The  committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration,  and  report  upon,  the 
resolutions  of  Rev.  S.  S.  Schmucker  and  J.  N.  Hoffman,  in  relation  to  providing 
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for  the  subject  of  superannuated  ministers,  their  widows  and  children,  respect¬ 
fully  report — 

“That,  in  their  opinion,  the  following  plan  will  carry  out  the  objects  of  the 
General  Synod  in  this  particular,  and  embrace  the  different  suggestions  made 
by  resolution  and  in  debate,  and  they  ask  leave  to  submit  it  in  the  following 
resolutions : 

“  Resolved,  That  there  shall  be  appointed,  by  General  Synod,  three  lay 
members  and  two  clergymen  who  shall  act  as  trustees,  for  the  purposes  provided 
in  the  resolutions  hereunto  appended. 

“  Resolved ,  That  said  Trustees  shall  receive  into  their  hands  the  funds  remaining 
in  the  treasury  at  this  time,  from  the  sale  of  the  Hymn  Books  and  Catechisms, 
after  the  current  expenses  and  other  appropriations  of  the  Synod  are  defrayed. 

u  Resolved ,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Trustees  to  appropriate  from  such 
surplus  funds  $50  00  towards  the  necessities  of  any  disabled  or  superannuated 
minister  connected  with  this  Synod,  or  to  the  widow  and  children  of  such 
minister,  who,  in  their  judgment,  may  require  and  merit  the  same. 

u Resolved,  That  whatever  sums  shall  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees 
aforesaid,  on  the  first  day  of  August  next,  unappropriated  in  the  manner  defined 
in  the  third  resolution,  shall  be  by  them  placed  out  at  interest,  on  bond,  and 
secured  by  mortgage  upon  unincumbered  real  estate,  worth  at  least  double  the 
amount. 

“ Resolved ,  That  all  accumulations  from  the  sale  of  Hymn  Books  and  Catechisms 
hereafter,  over  and  above  current  expenses,  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  object 
herein  defined,  and  the  same  ratio  of  distribution  shall  be  continued  until  cir¬ 
cumstances  require  a  change. 

u  Resolved ,  That  any  minister,  or  pastoral  district,  which  does  not  use  the  Hymn 
Book  of  the  General  Synod,  who  shall  pay,  or  have  paid  in  his  name,  an 
annual  contribution  to  this  fund  of  not  less  than  $5  00,  or  the  sum  of  $50  00 
at  one  payment,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  his  division  of  the  interest  accu¬ 
mulated,  annually,  on  the  first  Monday  in  November,  commencing  on  that  day 
in  the  year  1838;  and  this  provision  shall  apply  to  his  widow  and  orphans 
under  age. 

u  Resolved,  That  if  ministers,  so  contributing,  do  not  demand  such  dividend  of 
interest  in  two  months  after  the  said  first  Monday  in  November,  in  each  and 
every  year,  their  right  to  the  dividend  of  said  year  shall  be  considered  as  for¬ 
feited,  and  the  portion  of  interest  accruing  to  them  shall  be  added  to  the 
accumulation  fund  as  their  donation. 

“  Resolved ,  That  the  surplus  funds  from  the  sale  of  Hymn  Books  and  Catechisms, 
and  the  amount  received  in  the  manner  provided  in  resolution  sixth,  shall 
constitute  one  fund,  which  shall  be  disbursed  according  to  previous  resolu¬ 
tions. 

u  Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  hereby  appointed  shall  report  at  the  next 
meeting  of  this  Synod,  whether,  in  their  opinion,  anjr  alterations  are  necessary 
in  the  foregoing  regulations,  and  shall  present  at  that  time,  and  at  all  subse- 
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t|\ient  meetings  of  the  Synod,  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  funds  in  their 
possession,  and  how  invested,  together  with  the  accumulation  of  interest,  to 
whom  they  have  distributed  the  same,  and  the  state  of  the  funds  generally. 
And  shall  add  all  necessary  suggestions  connected  with  their  duties.” 

The  rules  thus  introduced  were  adopted,  and  under  them  Messrs.  C.  A.  Mor¬ 
ris,  Dr.  Gilbert,  Isaac  Baugher  and  the  Rev.  B.  Kurtz  and  S.  S.  Sclimucker 
were  appointed  Trustees. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Synod  was  instructed  to  pay  into  their  hands  the 
balance  of  Hymn  Book  proceeds  in  his  possession.  The  amount  is  not  stated 
in  the  minutes,  but  the  account  of  Dr.  Gilbert,  before  your  committee,  states, 
that  on  the  18th  of  Nov.,  1837,  the  Agent  of  the  Hymn  Book  paid  to  him 
$306  34.  The  same  account  gives  credit  for  $50,  in  1839,  and  $510  38,  in 
1845,  from  the  same  source,  which,  with  the  interest  thereon,  and  receipts 
from  the  Book  Company  investment,  amount  (deducting  disbursements)  to  the 
aggregate  before  named. 

At  the  meeting  of  Synod  held  in  Philadelphia,  in  1845,  one  of  their  com¬ 
mittees  report  that  they  had  before  them  a  paper  “from  a  Committee  of  the 
Book  Concern,  stating  that  on  the  9th  of  Jan.,  1844,  $500  was  appropriated 
to  a  Ministers’  Fund,  which  was  accordingly  paid  on  the  1st  of  May,  1845,  and 
the  committee  hold  themselves  responsible  to  this  Synod  until  it  is  perma¬ 
nently  invested,  when  it  comes  under  the  control  of  the  Directors  of  the  Book 
Company,  the  interest  to  be  paid  to  this  bod}'.” 

The  same  committee  reported  “that  the  sum  of  $370  88  was  voted  to  the 
Minister’s  Fund  on  the  18th  of  January,  1844,  payable  as  soon  after  their  divi¬ 
dend  is  paid  as  the  sum  can  be  collected  and  spared.” 

■  These  two  sums  we  find  were  invested,  bearing  interest  at  five  per  cent,  per 
annum,  and  Dr.  Kurtz  paid  into  the  Pastors’  Fund,  as  income  from  this  source, 
$94  in  1849,  $87  in  1850,  and  $124  84  in  1853;  all  of  which  is  credited  by 
Dr.  Gilbert. 

With  this  history  of  the  rise  and  progress  of  the  Pastors’  Fund,  we  have 
now  to  look  at  the  proceedings  of  the  last  Synod,  as  referred  to  us,  and  see 
whether  the  resolutions  passed  then,  directing  this  fund  to  be  divided  among 
certain  District  Synods,  can,  with  propriety  and  justice,  be  carried  out.  They 
read  as  follows : 

“Whereas,  It  has  been  found  impracticable  to  establish  a  fund  for  widows  of 
deceased  clergymen,  which  will  be  of  benefit  to  all  those  who  are  connected 
with  this  body ;  and,  as  it  is  expedient  to  direct  the  attention  and  stimulate 
the  efforts  of  the  District  Synods  to  form  such  funds ;  therefore, 

“  Resolved ,  That  the  Pastors’  Fund  belonging  to  this  body  be  divided  among 
the  Synods  which  belonged  to  this  body  at  the  time  of  its  investment,  and 
which  had  adopted  the  Hymn  Book  published  by  this  body,  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  ministers  belonging  to  each  Synod. 
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u  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  each  Synod  be  requested  to  send  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod,  at  or  before  its  next  meeting,  the  number  of 
ministers  belonging  to  Synod,  that  said  distribution  may  then  be  made.” 

So  far  as  the  first  resolution  excludes  those  who  do  not  use  the  Hymn  Book, 
from  sharing  in  this  proposed  division,  it  is  very  clear,  but  much  in  the  dark 
as  to  other  District  Synods,  who  are  not  thus  excluded.  There  was  no  one 
“time  of  investment,”  the  money  being  received  and  put  on  interest  at  differ¬ 
ent  periods,  hence  a  division  upon  that  datum  is  utterly  impracticable,  and,  if 
there  was  any  meaning  in  these  words,  would,  in  the  opinion  of  your  com¬ 
mittee,  be  unjust,  inasmuch  as  every  Synod  which  uses  the  Hymn  Book  in  its 
churches  has  been  to  this  date  contributing,  according  to  the  quantity  of  books 
purchased  within  its  bounds  and  the  number  of  ministers  attached  to  it. 
Besides,  the  payment  into  this  fund  by  the  Book  Company  is  up  to  the  present 
date,  and  the  gentlemen  who  have  so  generously  appropriated  that  income  do 
not  place  it  in  our  hands  to  be  thus  divided ,  but  to  be  disposed  of  under  rules 
adopted  for  the  purpose  of  guarding  against  any  course  of  which  they  might 
not  approve.  They  invest  in  their  own  name,  (not  ours,)  and  the  income  from 
this  source  even  we  have  no  right  to  divide,  otherwise  than  to  the  purpose  for 
which  it  is  given,  without  their  consent;  for,  in  the  language  of  their  own 
document,  it  is  to  be  “under  their  control.” 

The  proposed  division,  therefore,  being  impracticable  and  unjust,  the  reso¬ 
lution  directing  it  has  no  binding  force,  and  the  second  resolntion,  calling  for 
a  report  of  the  number  of  ministers,  becomes  a  nullity. 

What  then  is  to  be  done?  This  fund  has  been  created  for  a  most  noble  and 
Christian  purpose,  no  less  than  aiding  the  worn  out  soldier  of  the  cross,  and 
those  dependent  upon  him,  in  old  age,  in  sickness  or  in  want.  The  solemn 
obligation  is  upon  us  that  it  shall  be  devoted  to  this  purpose,  and  this  only. 
Let  us  then  keep  it  within  the  enclosure  already  provided,  and  dispense  it 
according  to  the  original  intent.  No  great  good  could  result  from  its  division, 
if  it  even  were  right  to  make  it. 

We  have  now  a  nucleus,  around  which  we  have  but  to  exercise  a  fostering 
care,  and  it  will  gather  and  gather  and  gather,  by  proper  financial  manage¬ 
ment,  under  a  system  based  and  improved  upon  that  on  which  we  set  out, 
until  there  may  be  added  to  the  characteristic  features  of  our  dear  Lutheran 
church,  one  that  may  enable  us  to  say,  when  inquiry  is  made,  what  she  is 
doing: — That,  among  other  things,  she  provides  for  the  old  age,  and  the  sick¬ 
ness  and  the  necessities  of  her  worn  out  ministers  and  their  families. 

It  seems  to  have  been  lost  sight  of  that  there  ever  was  an  organized  care 
over  this  fund;  and  the  course  taken  at  the  last  Synodical  meeting,  in  vesting 
a  committee  of  that  body  with  authority  to  dispense  its  benefits,  establishes 
that  as  a  fact.  The  original  articles  of  association  still  remain  in  force,  and 
it  is  our  business  now  to  elect  five  Trustees,  who  shall  take  charge  of  its 
interests,  and  use  all  proper  exertions  to  increase  the  fund,  constantly  re-in- 
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vesting  the  interest  money,  for  the  want  of  which  course  heretofore,  our 
amount  is  at  least  $1,000  less  than  it  should  have  been. 

Including  the  money  invested  by  the  Book  Company,  we  have  now  an  income 
from  the  interest  on  $2,416  78,  which  maybe  much  increased  before  we  meet 
again. 

With  these  explanations  and  views,  your  committee  recommend,  as  embody¬ 
ing  their  opinion,  the  passage  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved ,  That  this  Synod  will  continue  to  keep  the  Pastors’  Fund  under 
their  own  supervision,  in  accordance  with  their  original  purpose. 

Resolved ,  That  five  Trustees  of  the  Pastors’  Fund,  consisting  of  two  clergy¬ 
men  and  three  laymen,  be  now  appointed  to  take  its  management  into  their 
charge. 

Resolved ,  That  a  Treasurer  be  selected  from  the  Trustees,  by  their  own  num¬ 
ber,  and  that  he  be  authorized  to  receive  the  assets  of  the  fund  from  his 
predecess-or. 

Resolved ,  That  the  articles  of  organization  be  referred  to  a  committee,  to 
report  such  alterations  as  they  may  deem  proper  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
General  Synod.

Resolved ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  the  ministers  in  connection 
with  the  General  Synod  to  take  collections  in  their  congregations, 
annually,  for  the  increase  of  the  Pastors’  Fund. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  reported  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

Your  committee,  in  presenting  this  report,  are  gratified  in  being  able  to 
announce  the  names  of  twenty  Synods  as  connected  with  the  General  Synod,, 
At  the  same  time,  they  cannot  but  regret  that  the  materials  from  which  this 
report  is  composed  are  so  scanty. 
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1.  Synod  of  Maryland.  This  Synod  is  composed  of  thirty-four  ordained 

/ 

ministers  and  three  licentiates,  exhibiting  an  increase  of  four  ministers  over 
the  last  report.  Its  officers  are,

This  Synod  embraces  64  congregations,  8743  communicants,  and  1260  infant3 
baptized.  The  cause  of  Sabbath  Schools  appers  to  be  well  sustained,  as  also 
Home  and  Foreign  Missions.  Beneficiary  Education  has  always  been  a  subject 
of  deep  interest  to  this  Synod,  whilst  there  is  a  reason  to  believe  that  the 
cause  of  Temperance  has  declined  among  the  people  generally,  and  that  the 
Lord’s  day  is  not  honored  according  to  the  commandment.  The  action  of  the 
last  Synod  gives  evidence  that  the  brethren  are  awake  to  the  evil,  and  are 
applying  the  proper  remedy. 

This  Synod  has  taken  a  lively  interest  in  the  general  subject  of  education!, 
and  especially  female  education.  Two  or  three  Academies  for  boys  are  in 
operation,  and  two  large  Female  Seminaries  are  in  the  progress  of  establish¬ 
ment;  the  one  located  in  Hagerstown,  and  the  other  at  Lutherville,  near  Balti¬ 
more.  Your  committee  cannot  but  express  the  hope  that  this  is  the  beginning 
of  a  general  awakening  on  this  subject  in  the  church. 

2.  West  Pennsylvania  Synod.  The  Pastors  of  this  Synod  have  abundant 
reason  to  testify  that  their  Redeemer  has  been  exalted  to  God’s  right  hand  to 
be  a  Prince  and  a  Savior;  for  he  has  given  repentance  to  their  Israel,  and 
forgiveness  of  sins  to  many  within  their  folds.  The  influences  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  have  descended  as  the  dew,  upon  the  labors  of  most  of  them,  whilst 
there  have  been  refreshing  showers  in  the  case  of  many.  Revivals  are 
known  to  have  been,  enjoyed  by  eight  of  the  pastoral  districts  within  the  last 
two  years.  This  number  embraces  nearly  half  of  the  charges  of  the  Synod. 
Some  of  these  gracious  seasons  were  of  great  power,  resulting  in  the  hopeful 
conversion  of  many  souls,  and  furnishing  a  number  of  students  having  the 
Ministry  in  view.  The  brethren  in  general  report  the  attendance  upon  the 
stated  ordinances  to  be  good,  and  look  forward  to  a  promising  future.  Several 
have  divided  their  charges,  and  more  would  do-  so  but  for  the  difficulty  of 
supplying  the  vacancies  thus  created. 

The  number  of  churches  erected  and  remodelled  has  been  considerable. 
The  moral  reforms  of  the  day  meet  with  increasing  favor  in  the  Synodical 
meetings  and  among  the  people.  The  Temperance  and  Sabbath  observance 
movements  receive  an  earnest  advocacy  and  support.  The  benevolence  of 
churches  has  been  decidedly  developed.  In  one  year,  since  the  last  General 
Synod,  the  advance  was  nearly  double  the  aggregate  contributions  of  the 
previous  year. 

Whilst  the  brethren  lament  that  their  labors  are  not  more  efficient,  and 
confess  the  existence  of  evils  and  tendencies  among  their  people  they  would 
gladly  extinguish,  if  in  their  power ;  yet,  on  the  whole,  they  profess  to  see 
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evidences  of  a  growing  spirituality,  more  enlarged  benevolence  and  more 
devoted  life. 

The  Secretary  takes  pleasure  in  presenting  the  above  encouraging  report, 
and  feels  confident  that  its  statements  are  fully  sustained  by  the  documents  in 
his  hands,  as  well  as  his  own  personal  knowledge.  To  the  praise  of  the  grace 
of  God  may  it  redound !

The  church  in  this  State  was  blessed  during  the  past  }'ear  with  extensive 
revivals  of  religion,  and  the  spirit  of  benevolence  has  much  increased.  More 
than  $16,000  have  been  secured  to  plant  a  Literary  Institution  within  our 
bounds,  and  the  cause  of  Beneficiary  Education  and  Missions  is  more  pros¬ 
perous  than  at  any  previous  period  in  the  history  of  our  Synod. 

4.  Synod  of  South  Carolina.  This  Synod,  during  it  last  Synodical  year, 
sustained  a  heavy  loss  by  the  death  of  four  of  its  clerical  members.  The 
Rev.  J.  F.  W.  Leppand,  of  Lexington,  C.  H.,  S.  C.,  who  was,  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Synod,  died  in  the  prime  of  life,  and  in  the 
midst  of  much  usefulness.  Rev.  J.  P.  Ring,  of  Augusta,  Ga.,  and  Rev.  M. 
Posey,  of  Pickens,  Alabama,  were  also  young,  and  looking  around  for  fields 
of  usefulness  in  the  church.  Rev.  J.  H.  Aull,  of  Newbury,  S.  C.,  was  per¬ 
mitted  to  pass  through  the  heat  and  burthen  of  ministerial  labors,  and,  borne 
down  by  the  weight  of  years  and  accompanying  infirmities,  he  sunk  peacefully 
to  the  grave. 


The  Rev.  E.  L.  Hazelius,  before  the  last  meeting  of  Synod,  resigned  his  post 
as  Professor  of  Theology  in  the  Seminary  at  Lexington,  in  consequence  of 
increasing  infirmities.  For  his  support  the  Synod  voted  an  annuity  of  $500; 
but,  since  the  adjournment  of  the  Synod,  that  long  tried  and  faithful  ser¬ 
vant  of  the  church  and  of  his  God  was  removed  to  the  Paradise  of  God. 

Notwithstanding  these  heavy  losses,  the  Lord  did  not  forsake  them.  The 
preached  word  was  abundantly  blessed  to  immortal  souls,  and  the  awakening 
and  sanctifyiug  influences  of  Christianity  were  felt  nearly  throughout  the 
entire  Synod.  Under  this  hallowed  influence  several  churches  have  been 
built.  One  in  Charleston,  S.  C.,  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  G.  D.  Bern- 
heim,  which  is  the  third  Lutheran  Church  in  that  city. 

The  Seminary,  which  is  located  at  Lexington,  S.  C.,  is  in  a  more  flourishing 
condition  at  this  time  than  at  any  former  period.  Since  the  last  meeting  of 
the  General  Synod  their  funds  have  been  nearly,  or  quite,  doubled,  and 
a  Second  Professorship  endowed.  Rev.  L.  Eichelberger  is  Professor  of  The¬ 
ology,  and  Rev.  Win.  Berly,  of  the  Languages,  who  is  assisted  in  the  Literary 
and  Scientific  Department  by  Mr.  S.  E.  Caughman,  a  graduate  of  the  S.  C. 
College.  There  are  fourteen  students  of  Theology  prosecuting  their  studies 
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at  different  stages.  They  have  a  Seminary  Fund,  for  the  support  of  this  Insti¬ 
tution,  amounting  to  $22,585  45;  and  also  a  Synodical  Fund  of  $1,735  94. 

This  Synod  has,  in  part,  sustained  Missionaries  in  Texas,  Georgia,  S.  Caro¬ 
lina  and  Mississippi. 

During  the  last  year  but  little  was  done,  as  there  were  but  few  applicants 
for  missionary  aid  in  their  Synod. 

They  had  in  hand  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Synodical  Missionary  Society 
$2,506  00  for  missionary  purposes. 

Also,  at  the  last  meeting  of  their  Synod,  a  constitution  for  the  government 
of  a  Society  for  the  relief  of  disabled  ministers,  and  of  the  widows  and  orphans 
of  deceased  ministers  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  in  connection  with 
this  Synod,  or  who  may  regularly  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  Society 
was  adopted,  which  constitution  is  appended  to  the  minutes.

The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  East 
Pennsylvania  met  in  Pottsville,  Schuylkill  county,  in  September  last.  Frater¬ 
nal  affection  and  an  earnest  zeal  for  the  extension  of  the  Redeemer’s  Kingdom 
were  visible  in  all  its  meetings.  The  reports  of  its  members  on  the  state  of 
the  church  were  highly  encouraging.

The  past  year  has  probably  been  one  of  more  than  ordinary  barrenness  to 
the  church  of  God  in  general.  The  indifference  of  his  professed  people,  and 
the  crying  sins  of  the  nation,  have  provoked  Him  to  anger,  grieved  His  Spirit, 
and  caused  him  to  hide,  as  it  were,  his  face  from  us ;  yet  in  the  midst  of 
deserved  wrath,  He  has  remembered  mercy,  and  waits  to  be  gracious.  It  is 
with  the  deepest  gratitude  to  God,  that  under  such  circumstances,  we  are  per¬ 
mitted  to  record  any  token  of  His  love,  or  manifestations  of  the  outpouring 
of  His  Spirit,  in  the  conversion  of  sinners.”  In  fact  to  sum  up  the  whole  mat¬ 
ter  in  few  words,  there  are  but  few  congregations  in  connection  with  our 
Synod,  but  what  have,  during  the  past  year,  enjoyed  greater  or  less  manifes¬ 
tations  of  the  Spirit  of  God  in  the  conversion  of  sinners.  The  cause  of 
Lutheranism  is  gaining  ground  rapidly  in  the  West.  The  only  reason  why 
she  is  not  now  the  foremost  -church  in  this  great  valley,  is,  because  we  have 
been  too  indifferent  to  our  own  interests  as  a  church,  and  others  have  come 
and  taken  our  sons  and  daughters  from  us  by  scores.  May  God  rouse  us  up 
to  a  greater  sense  of  our  own  interests  as  a  church,  as  well  as  to  his  cause 
generally.  There  are  a  number  of  vacant  charges  within  our  bounds  at  pre¬ 
sent.  They  are  suffering  greatly  for  the  want  of  regular  Pastors.  We  need 
quite  a  number  of  ministers,  and  ought  to  have  them  immediately,  to  supply 
our  vacancies.  Then  there  are  quite  a  number  of  places  where  we  ought  to 
have  men,  where  there  are  no  organizations  as  yet.  Such  places  as  Cleave- 
land,  &c.  Our  prayer  is,  that  the  time  may  soon  come  when  we  shall  have 
an  ample  supply  of  ministers,  and  those  truly  Lutheran.  We  have  suffered

as  a  church  considerably,  here  in  the  West,  by  being  too  free  in  receiving  min¬ 
isters  from  other  denominations.  It  will,  however,  not  mend  the  matter  now 
to  mourn  over  it,  but  we  must  try  and  do  better  for  the  future. 

13.  Synod  of  Western  Virginia.  From  the  minutes  we  learn  that  there  has 
been  in  the  bounds  of  Synod,  an  extensive  revival  of  religion  in  many 
churches.  Hundreds  of  souls  have  professed  a  change  of  heart,  and  united 
with  the  church  during  the  year  1852.  Five  new  and  commodious  houses  of 
worship  have  been  erected  since  the  last  session  of  the  General  Synod.  The 
Synod  has  active  and  efficient  Education  and  Missionary  Societies  connected 
with  it.  The  one  has  a  fund  in  her  treasury  of  $193,  and  the  other  a  fund 
of  $225.

In  aid  of  Illinois  State  University,  our  Lutherans  in  the  bounds  of  this 
Synod,  have  contributed  liberally,  so  far  as  opportunity  has  been  given  them. 
They  will  do  their  full  part  in  this  noble  work  freely,  when  duly  called  on. 

There  is  manifest,  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  a  most  pleasing  ad¬ 
vance  in  Spirituality,  intelligence  and  devotion  to  the  welfare  ol  Christ  s 
glorious  Kingdom. 

At  the  last  Synod  of  Illinois,  held  about  the  1st  of  August,  1852,  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted,  viz  : 

«  Resolved ,  That  our  delegates  to  the  General  Synod  be  instructed  to  urge 
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the  necessity  of  publishing  the  Augsburg  Confession  in  such  form  as  will 
render  it  convenient  for  general  circulation.” 

Your  Committee  would  here  present  a  condensed  statement  of  the  difficul¬ 
ties,  which  peculiarly  obstruct  the  work  of  evangelization  and  Church  pro¬ 
gress,  within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod  of  Illinois: — The  emigrant  life  begets 
indifference  to  the  church ;  the  poverty  of  the  emigrants,  diversity  of  lan¬ 
guages,  prospects  of  success  in  business,  absorb  every  power  and  sentiment 
of  the  mind ;  the  over-mastering  exertions  and  abilities  of  other  denomina¬ 
tions,  tend  to  the  absorption  of  the  Lutheran  element;  the  antagonism  of  a 
direct  and  unscrupulous  proselytism,  and  the  want  of  ministers  and  a  plen¬ 
tiful  supply  of  Church  Literature  imbued  and  pervaded  with  the  spirit  of 
Christ. 

To  the  University,  recently  established  at  Springfield,  the  Capital  of  Illi¬ 
nois,  we  now  look,  as  the  most  valuable  means,  under  God,  for  a  much  more 
rapid  supply  of  ministers  than  has  heretofore  been  realized.  The  number  of 
students  looking  to  the  ministry,  now  in  that  Institution,  is  13.

The  increase  of  ministers  and  members  have  nearly  doubled,  whilst  the 
Contributions  to  the  different  objects,  have  more  than  doubled  when  compared 
with  former  years.  A  large  number  of  houses  of  worship  have  been  erected 
since  the  last  General  Synod,  and  what  is  truly  remarkable,  every  congrega¬ 
tion  within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod  have  enjoyed  a  season  of  revival.  The 
exact  amount  of  contributions  cannot  be  ascertained,  as  this  item  is  not  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  reports  to  Synod.  A  healthful  state  exists  among  the  members 
and  ministers,  and  but  one  of  the  body  have  as  yet  been  called  to  enter  into 
his  rest.

Almost  all  the  churches 
connected  with  this  Synod,  during  the  year,  enjoyed  precious  revivals  of  reli¬ 
gion.  Peace  and  prosperity  prevail  among  the  brethren,  and  they  are  greatly 
encouraged  in  the  work  of  their  Master.

The  distinguished  zeal  of  this  body  in  promoting  the  missionary  and  other 
benevolent  operations  in  which  it  has  been  engaged,  its  efforts  to  elevate  the 
church  in  intelligence  generally,  as  well  as  other  movements,  indicate  a  most 
favorable  and  healthy  state  of  affairs.  The  Rev.  B.  Keller,  agent  of  the 
Synod  for  collecting  funds  to  endow  a  German  Professorship  in  Gettysburg, 
reported  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  a  few  weeks  ago,  that  he  had  received 
subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  $10  941,  of  which  more  than  $8,300  had 
been  already  collected  and  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  being  invested.  After  a  separation  of  many  years,  the  Synod  has 
re-united  with  the  General  Synod,  and,  at  its  last  meeting  appointed  delegates 
to  attend  the  present  Convention.  The  active  co-operation  of  this  large  body 
with  the  other  Synods  connected  with  the  General  Synod,  promises  the  hap¬ 
piest  results  in  reference  to  the  extension  of  the  Redeemer’s  Kingdom.

This  Synod  is  composed  of  members  preaching  the  Gospel  in  four  different 
languages — the  English,  German,  Norwegian  and  Swedish.  It  occupies  a 
large  and  very  important  field,  including  Northern  Illinois  and  parts  of  Iowa 
and  Wisconsin.  Its  work  among  the  Scandinavian  portion  of  the  emigrant} 
population  of  the  great  North-West,  has  assumed  a  very  encouraging  aspect. 
Nine  of  its  clerical  members  are  Scandinavians,  and  there  are  at  this  time 
eight  students  of  Norwegian  origin  at  the  Institution  in  Springfield,  Ill.,  pre¬ 
paring  themselves  for  usefulness  in  the  church.  Several  revivals  of  religion 
have  occurred  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  and  the  prospect  of  success 
in  the  establishment  and  extension  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  that  region  is 
daily  brightening.  This  Synod,  in  connection  with  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  of  Illinois,  is  engaged  in  building  up  and  sustaining  the  Institution  at 
Springfield,  and  has  the  appointment  of  a  portion  of  the  Trustees  of  said 
Institution.

One  cardinal  feature  of  the  Synod  has  ever  been  Home  Missionary  opera¬ 
tions.  In  the  development  of  this  subject,  in  the  Providence  of  God,  the 
Synod  has  one  Mission  in  Texas,  and  three  Missionaries  laboring  in  Canada 
West. 


The  congregations  and  missions  of  the  Synod,  with  a  very  few  exceptions, 
are  in  a  very  encouraging  condition.  A  marked  improvement  in  numbers, 
piety  and  activity,  encourages  the  heart  of  our  faithful  Pastors.  This  Synod 
was  organized  on  the  15th  of  January,  1845,  by  eight  Ministers. 

A  number  of  congregations  have  been  revived,  and  greatly  built  up  in  the 
service  of  Christ. 

20.  First  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Texas.  Our  Synod  was  organized  in 
November,  1851,  and  held  its  first  meeting  in  Houston,  Ilarrys  county;  the 
second  in  Victoria ;  the  third  in  Galveston. 

The  following  Ministers  belong  to  the  Synod: — H.  Wendt,  J.  G.  Evinger, 
W.  Strobel,  Chas.  Oefinger,  Ph.  Zizelman,  C.  C.  Roelnn,  Chas  Sager,  and 
the  Licentiate,  II.  Braschler. 
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These  8  Minister  have  12  congregations  in  charge;  500  church  members,  and 
204  children  in  their  own  schools ;  and  700  communicants.  They  baptized  350 
children ;  confirmed  55 ;  married  65 ;  buried  60.  Church  matters  are  increasing 
in  importance  very  much.  We  received  many  letters  from  different  places,  to 
send  them  Lutheran  Ministers.  We  need  five  Ministers  for  eight  congrega¬ 
tions,  yet  to  be  formed.  We  have  the  best  prospects  for  the  future,  and  are 
therefore  glad  to  work  in  this  country.

From  a  review  of  the  facts  thus  presented,  your  committee  discover  much 
that  is  encouraging.  The  church  is  decidedly  progressing  with  rapid  steps. 
At  least  one  half  of  the  Synods  report  revivals  of  religion.  All  the  congre¬ 
gations  in  one  Synod  are  represented  as  having  enjoyed  a  season  of  revival 
since  the  last  convention  of  this  body.  Houses  of  worship  have  been  multi¬ 
plied.  Increased  interest  is  felt  in  the  benevolent  operations  of  the  church, 
and  more  efficient  and  successful  efforts  put  forth  to  sustain  them.  The  con¬ 
tributions  for  Missions,  Home  and  Foreign,  and  for  Education,  have  been 
greatly  increased  throughout  the  church.  If  there  were  no  other  facts  to 
guide  us  in  our  estimate  of  this  subject,  than  those  presented  to  us  by  the 
representatives  of  the  Synods  here  in  convention  assembled,  that  would  be 
sufficient.  The  sentiments  and  contributions  which  proceeded  spontaneuosly 
from  the  brethren,  both  laical  and  clerical,  we  hail  not  only  as  cheering  for 
the  present,  but  most  promising  for  the  future. 

There  has  been  also  a  vast  improvement  in  the  general  subject  of  Christian 
Education.  This  is  evidently  the  great  business  of  the  church.  The  masses 
can  be  elevated  only  in  this  way.  It  is,  therefore,  an  encouraging  evidence  of 
progress  to  find  Colleges  and  Academies  for  both  sexes  multiplying.  Another 
encouraging  feature  presented  by  the  reports  of  Synods,  is  the  fact  that  the 
proportion  of  Ministers  to  congregations  in  the  destitute  portions  of  the  church 
is  increasing.  The  Synod  of  Miami  reports  that  “our  churches  are  better 
supplied  with  the  means  of  grace  than  hitherto,  and  the  Pastoral  Districts 
not  so  large.”  Another  most  encouraging  feature  of  the  present  condition  of 
the  church,  we  find  in  the  interest  which  our  laymen  take  in  the  affairs  of  the 
church,  and  their  willingness  to  co-operate  in  every  good  work  for  the  promo¬ 
tion  of  vital  godliness,  and  the  extension  of  the  Redeemer’s  Kingdom. 

Notwithstanding  these  cheering  evidences  of  progress,  your  committee  are 
constrained  to  utter  the  solemn  conviction,  expressed  by  a  former  committee, 
“that  the  church  is  but  partially  awake  to  the  immense  work  she  has  to  do.” 
Our  progress  is  not  equal  to  our  ability.  We  have  no  well  endowed  Literary 
Institutions.  Our  Ministers  and  Missionaries  are  few,  compared  with  the  field 
which  they  are  required  to  cultivate.  Comparatively  few  young  men  are  sus- 
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tained  by  the  church  for  the  Ministry;  whilst  many  desire  to  prepare  themselves 
for  the  work,  and  are  destitute  of  the  means,  and  the  cry  from  the  different 
portions  of  our  Zion  continues  to  be  ‘home  over  and  help  us.” 

As  the  evil  is  thus  palpably  before  the  church,  we  cannot  but  entertain  the 
hope  that  the  remedy  will  be  speedily  applied.  In  this  hope  we  are  encour¬ 
aged  to  rely,  from  the  evidence  furnished  at  this  Synod  of  the  desire  for  a 
closer  union  of  the  different  portions  of  the  church,  and  combined  action  in 
the  work  of  the  Lord.  We  believe  that  the  day  is  not  distant  when  our  whole 
church,  in  this  country,  contemplating  only  those  points  of  doctrine  in  which 
we  agree  with  each  other,  and  the  word  of  God,  and  holding  fast  to  Jesus, 
the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  and  reflecting  only  the  light  derived  from 
Him,  will  labor  together,  not  only  to  “keep  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the 
bonds  of  peace,”  but  1  o  spread  abroad,  to  the  ends  of  the  earth,  the  knowledge 
of  the  Great  Redeemer.

[Note  by  the  Secretary.— It  appears,  from  the  above  report,  that  there  are 
559  ministers,  1,229  congregations,  and  112,993  communicants  connected  with 
Synods  represented  at  this  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.] 

Resolved ,  That  the  election  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  next  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  General  Synod  he  the  order  of  the  day  for  this  afternoon 
at  four  o’clock,  and  that  invitations  be  now  received. 

Applications  were  handed  in  from  the  Lutheran  congregations  of 
Dayton,  Ohio;  Pittsburg,  Philadelphia,  and  Easton,  Pa.,  and  Hagers¬ 
town,  Md. 

The  Committee  on  Uniformity  of  Ecclesiastical  Statistics  handed 
1  in  a  report,  the  consideration  of  which  was  indefinitely  postponed. 

The  Committee  on  the  Printing  of  the  Minutes  reported,  recom¬ 
mending  that  this  matter  be  entrusted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Synod. 
This  report  was  adopted,  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  have 

fifteen  hundred  copies  printed  in  the  English,  and  five  hundred  in  the 
4* 
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German  language;  to  pre-pay  the  postage  when  distributing  them; 
to  send  two  copies  to  each  member  of  this  Synod  and  to  each  Lutheran 
Minister  of  the  Synods  here  represented;  one  copy  to  each  Lutheran 
Minister  of  Synods  not  here  represented,  and  five  to  each  delegate 
appointed  by  this  Synod  to  corresponding  bodies.  Pie  was  likewise 
authorized  to  draw  upon  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  necessary  to 
have  the  minutes  translated,  printed  and  distributed. 

The  subject  of  Church  Extension  was  made  the  order  of  the  day 
for  three  o’clock  this  afternoon. 

The  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved ,  That  in  view  of  the  all  important  principles  of  the  reformation  of 
the  sixteenth  century,  and  their  salutary  influence  on  the  religious  and  civil 
liberties  of  the  nations  of  the  earth,  and  in  view  of  the  formidable  and  undis¬ 
guised  opposition  of  the  Romish  priesthood  to  these  principles  in  this  country, 
it  becomes  the  solemn  duty  of  the  Protestant  churches  to  watch  the  move¬ 
ments  of  the  Papal  Hierarchy,  and  to  counteract  them  by  all  peaceable  and 
Christian  means. 

Resolved ,  That  one  of  the  best  methods  under  God  of  accomplishing  this 
end,  is  the  general  dissemination  of  the  doctrines,  principles  and  history  of 
the  glorious  reformation,  and  that  for  this  purpose,  it  is  hereby  again  recom¬ 
mended  to  the  ministers  of  Synods  connected  with  this  General  Synod  annual¬ 
ly  to  deliver  a  discourse  on  these  important  topics,  on  the  31st  of  October,  or 
some  convenient  Lord’s  day  near  it. 

The  following  report  was  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  entered  upon 
the  minutes : 

The  Committee  on  the  Inquiry  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  as  to  their  quota 
of  Directors  in  the  Board  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  at  Gettysburg,  respect¬ 
fully  report: 

1.  That  the  ratio  of  Directors,  as  fixed  in  the  third  and  fifth  statutes,  and  the 
second  section  of  article  second  of  the  constitution,  appears  to  have  but  one 
condition  in  regard  to  which  any  doubt  can  exist,  namely, — the  amount  con¬ 
tributed  by  any  Synod. 

2.  That  each  Synod  is  to  judge  of  this  matter,  in  the  first  instance,  for  itself; 
and  if  any  doubt  arise,  the  indisputable  members  of  the  Board  are  to  decide 
the  case. 

3.  If  any  Synod  should  at  any  time  feel  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  Board, 
the  constitution,  in  article  second,  section  thirteen,  points  out  the  ultimate 
resort  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania  to  interpret  the  import  of  said 
constitution. 
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4.  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  having 
become  connected  with  the  General  Synod,  resolved  to  patronize  the  Seminary 
at  Gettysburg,  and  made  some  contributions  to  its  funds,  is  certainly  entitled 
to  three  clerical  and  two  lay  Directors,  and  that  the  question  of  additional 
Directors  should  be  decided  by  the  Synod  itself,  through  their  Directors,  in 
connection  with  the  Board  at  Gettysburg.

Whereas,  The  church  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  was  designed  by 
its  blessed  Founder  to  be  the  chief  instrument,  not  only  in  the  spread 
of  the  G-ospel,  but  also  in  promoting  every  object  which  has  in  view 
the  glory  of  Grod  and  the  welfare  of  man;  and,  inasmuch  as  it  is  the 
peculiar  duty  of  the  church  to  take  under  its  care  the  poor  and  the 
destitute,  the  sick  and  the  afflicted,  the  bereaved  and  the  disconsolate ; 
therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  we  rejoice  in  the  founding  of  a  Lutheran  Orphan’s 
Home,  by  the  Lev.  W.  A.  Fossa  van  t,  whose  object  in  the  nursing 
and  education  of  the  lambs  of  the  flock,  and  especially  those  of 
Lutheran  Clergymen,  who  have  worn  themselves  out  in  the  service  of 
the  Master,  and  have  left  their  little  ones  to  the  cold  charities  of  the 
world,  and  as  this  is  strictly  a  Lutheran  Institution,  it  is  earnestly 
commended  to  all  our  people.

NINTH  SESSION. 

Thursday,  3  P.  M. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  H.  P.  Rosenmiller. 

The  minutes  of  the  Church  Extension  Convention,  recently 
held  at  Frederick,  Md.,  and  the  constitution  there  adopted,  were  laid 
before  the  Synod;  whereupon,  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  learns  with  pleasure  that  a  Church 
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Extension  Society  was  formed  in  the  city  of  Frederick,  Md.,  on  the 
19th  of  May,  1853. 

Resolved ,  That  the  object  proposed  to  be  accomplished  by  this 
Society  is  cordially  approved  by  this  Synod. 

An  election  was  then  held  for  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the 
next  General  Synod,  and  decided  in  favor  of  Dayton,  June  14th, 


llev.  Dr.  H.  I.  Schmidt  laid  before  the  Synod  the  following  docu¬ 
ment,  which  was  unanimously  ordered  to  be  incorporated  with  the 
minutes.  In  voting  upon  the  approval  of  this  paper,  the  question 
was  taken  by  the  members  rising,  amid  deep  feeling. 

After  this  day’s  morning-  session,  a  meeting  of  the  former  students  of  the 
late  Rev.  Dr.  Hazelius  was  called,  and  held  in  the  church.  The  Rev.  Dr. 
Pohlman,  of  Albany,  was  called  to  the  chair,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Schmidt,  of 
N.  Y.,  appointed  Secretary.  The  Secretary  then  read  a  preamble  and  resolu¬ 
tions,  which  he  had  previously  drawn  up,  and  which  were  unanimously 
adopted  by  the  meeting.  It  was  thereupon 

Resolved ,  That  a  minute  of  these  proceedings,  together  with  the  preamble 
and  resolutions,  be  laid  before  the  Synod  this  afternoon,  and  that  this  body 
be  requested  to  concur  with  us  in  our  resolutions,  by  adopting  and  embodying 
them  in  the  printed  minutes  of  the  present  session : 

Whereas,  It  has  pleased  the  God  of  all,  and  Head  of  the  Church,  to  remove 
from  this  transitory  scene,  and  to  take  home  to  himself,  our  venerable  and 
beloved  father  in  Christ,  the  Rev.  Ernest  Lewis  Hazelius,  D.  D.,  we,  who  have 
been  privileged  to  sit  at  his  feet,  and  to  be  instructed  by  him  in  the  various 
departments  of  sacred  service,  desire  to  unite  in  a  public  expression  of  our 
grief  at  his  departure  from  among  us,  and  of  our  high  regard  for  his  name 
and  memory;  therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  we  duly  appreciate  and  gratefully  acknowledge  the  impor¬ 
tance,  efficiency  and  happy  results  of  his  long,  faithful  and  untiring  labors  as 
a  Minister  of  our  church ;  first  a  Pastor,  then,  for  fifteen  years,  as  the  First 
Professor  and  Principal  of  Hartwick  Seminary,  afterwards  as  Professor  at 
the  Theological  Seminary  of  this  body  at  Gettysburg,  for  two  years,  and, 
lastly,  up  to  October,  1852,  as  Professor  of  Theology  at  Lexington,  in  the 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina. 

Resolved ,  That  his  name,  life  and  labors  are  inseparably  connected  with  the 
growth  and  extension  of  our  church  in  America,  and  that  constantly  advancing 
prosperity  which  she  has  enjoyed  during  the  last  forty  years. 

Resolved ,  That  while  by  his  extensive  and  profound  learning,  his  elevated 
piety,  his  pure  and  consistent  Christian  life,  he  ever  commanded  the  admira- 
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tk>n  and  respect  of  the'Wliole  church,  and  of  all  who  knew  him,  his  memory 
is  cherished  with  the  most  grateful  and  tender  affection  by  those  who  enjoyed 
the  privilege  of  his  more  familiar  intercourse,  as  his  students  and  attached 
friends. 

Resolved ,  That,  though  we  feel  sincere  sorrow  to  recollect  that  our  father 
and  friend  is  no  longer  in  our  midst,  we  are  thankful  to  God  for  permitting 
him  to  sojourn  among  us  for  so  many  years,  to  enjoy  the  comforts  of  a  green 
and  vigorous  old  age,  and  to  go  to  his  rest  with  the  happy  assurance  that  his 
labors  in  our  portion  of  the  Lord’s  Vineyard  were  abundantly  blessed. 

Resolved ,  That  we  cordially  sympathize  and  condole  with  the  faithful  part¬ 
ner  of  his  days,  who  is  called,  in  her  old  age,  to  mourn  her  separation,  for  a 
brief  season,  from  one  to  whom  she  was,  during  so  many  years,  truly  an  help¬ 
meet  in  the  Lord. 

Resolved ,  That  we  herewith  invite  the  church,  through  her  delegates  here 
assembled,  to  unite  with  us  in  this  expression  of  sorrow  at  the  departure  of 
our  venerable  father  and  beloved  friend,  and  of  our  grateful  acknowledgment 
and  affectionate  commemoration  of  his  faithful  and  successful  labors,  and  of 
his  pure  and  exalted  character  as  a  man  and  a  Christian.

The  undersigned,  in  behalf  of  Wittenberg  College,  located  at  Springfield, 
Ohio,  would  respectfully  report  to  the  General  Synod,  now  convened,  that  the 
said  Institution  is  still  in  very  successful  operation.  Through  the  indefatiga¬ 
ble  exertions  of  its  Professors  and  friends,  it  has  been  relieved  of  the  most 
pressing  pecuniary  wants  which  had  at  one  time  interfered  with  its  efficiency, 
and  the  confident  hope  is  entertained  that,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  it  will 
ere  long  be  freed  from  all  embarrassment,  and  that  the  most  sanguine  expec¬ 
tations  of  its  patrons  will  be  realized.  The  number  of  students  now  in  atten¬ 
dance  is  upwards  of  180;  among  whom,  it  has  been  understood,  an  interesting 
work  of  grace  developed  itself  during  the  last  session. 

There  can  be  no  question,  that  Wittenberg  College,  in  view  of  its  central 
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location,  and  the  increasing  population  and  business  of  the  West,  is  destined 
to  exert  a  very  important  influence  upon  the  interests  of  Christ’s  Kingdom.

At  the  request  of  the  Synod,  Rev.  F.  Springer  presented  the  fol¬ 
lowing  statement,  with  reference  to  the  Institution  with  which  he  is 
connected : 

Illinois  State  University,  located  at  Springfield,  the  capital  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  is  under  the  control  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church.  This  Insti¬ 
tution  vras  brought  into  existence,  primarily,  to  supply  the  destitution  of 
Gospel  influences  so  extensively  prevalent  among  the  German  and  Scandina¬ 
vian  emigrants  to  Illinois,  and  States  adjacent. 

During  the  present  session,  (terminating  June  29th,  1853,)  there  have  been 
in  connection  with  the  University  145  students,  of  whom  14  are  designed  for 
the  Christian  Ministry  in  the  Lutheran  Church. 

A  fine  edifice,  of  stone  and  brick,  154  feet  front,  is  in  process  of  con¬ 
struction.  The  amountof  endowment  already  pledged  is  about  $40,000.  The 
belief  is  confidently  entertained,  that  the  Lutheran  Church  at  large  will  con¬ 
tribute  cheerfully  and  liberally  to  the  further  endowment  of  the  Institution, 
and  for  the  increase  of  its  libraries  and  apparatus. 

The  location  of  the  University  is  one  of  the  most  advantageous  for  the 
Lutheran  Church  that  could  be  selected,  being  in  the  centre  of  a  very  rich 
agricultural  State,  with  a  rapidly  increasing  population,  vast  numbers  of 
whom  are  professedly  Lutherans,  from  Germany ,  Norway  and  Sweden. 

In  accordance  with  its  name,  the  Illinois  University  is  so  organized  by  the 
provisions  of  its  charter ,  that  the  Departments  of  Medicine  and  Law  will  be 
opened  as  soon  as  sufficient  buildings  shall  be  provided  for  the  purpose.

Resolved ,  That  the  Synod  hereby  expresses  its  gratification  at  the 
announcement  of  the  fact  that  a  Lutheran  Almanac  will  be  shortly 
published  by  competent  persons  on  their  own  responsibility. 

Whereas,  Intemperance  is  a  great  evil,  seriously  retarding  the 
progress  of  Christ’s  Kingdom,  and  bringing  incalculable  evils  on 
society:  And  whereas,  Every  Christian  must  rejoice  at  the  success 
of  any  proper  effort  for  its  removal :  Therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  this  General  Synod  views  with  great  pleasure  the 
success  thus  far  attending  the  efforts  for  the  removal  of  Intemperance 
by  the  introduction  of  the  Maine  Liquor  Law,  and  would  be  glad  to 
see  our  ministers  and  people  co-operating  with  others  in  extending  its 
principles  throughout  our  land. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  tender  the  thanks  of 
this  Synod  to  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio,  to  the  Winchester  and  Potomac, 
and  to  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Railroad  Companies  for  their 
kindness  in  facilitating  the  attendance  of  delegates  and  visiting  min¬ 
isters  upon  this  Synod. 

Resolved ,  That  the  President  be  requested,  at  the  close  of  the  pub¬ 
lic  exercises  this  evening,  to  tender  the  thanks  of  this  Synod  to  the 
inhabitants  of  Winchester,  not  only  for  the  warm  welcome  and  gener¬ 
ous  hospitality  extended  to  its  members,  but  for  the  fraternal  interest 
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manifested  in  the  deliberations  of  this  body,  and  the  noble  generosity 
with  which  they  have  contributed  to  the  various  Benevolent  Societies 
connected  with  the  Lutheran  Church  •  and  that  our  thanks  are  especi¬ 
ally  due  to  the  Choir,  not  less  for  their  harmonious  strains  than  for 
the  manifestation  of  a  cheerful  and  inspiring  benevolence. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Synodical  Sermon  be  delivered  at  the  opening 
of  the  next  General  Synod. 

Upon  finally  adjourning,  the  Synod  engaged  in  devotional  exercises 
conducted  by  the  President.

After  the  above  contributions  were  paid,  the  Corresponding  Secre¬ 
tary,  Rev.  J.  Z.  Senderling,  read  the  subjoined  highly  interesting 
report,  detailing  the  operations  of  the  Society  for  the  last  three  years: 


Triennial  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee ,  &c. 

In  presenting  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society, 
for  the  last  three  years,  the  Executive  Committee  desire,  first  of  all,  to  acknow- 
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ledge  the  deep  debt  of  gratitude  they  owe  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church, 
who  has  so  marvellously  led  us  on  in  our  missionary  work.  He  has  cheered 
the  hearts  of  our  Missionaries  with  good  success,  comforted  and  sustained 
them  in  their  trials,  directed  the  attention  of  your  committee  to  new  fields  of 
labor,  and  at  the  appointed  time  furnished  the  laborers,  and  the  means  for 
their  support.  Truly  has  he  verified  his  promise,  u  Lo,  I  am  with  you  always.” 
In  tracing  the  hand  of  Divine  Providence  in  our  missionary  operations,  it  is 
gratifying  to  observe  how  noiselessly,  yet  firmly  and  steadily,  the  good  work 
has  moved  forward.  No  alarms  have  been  sounded :  no  extraordinary  sym¬ 
pathies  have  been  enlisted;  no  very  vigorous  exertions  have  been  put  forth. 
'The  churches  have  been  simply  asked,  shall  wTe  occupy  new  fields,  and  culti¬ 
vate  them?  and  will  you  sustain  us?  The  response  has  been,  “Go  forward, 
it  is  the  voice  of  God.”  Not  unto  us,  then,  not  unto  us,  but  to  God,  be  all 
the  glory. 

That  we  have  reason  for  gratitude  and  praise,  will  be  evident  from  the  fol¬ 
lowing  facts  in  the  history  of  our  mission.  Seven  years  ago,  we  had  but  one 
missionary  in  India,  and  he  was  in  feeble  health.  Some  good  friends  of  our 
mission  were  at  that  time  under  painful  apprehensions,  and  not  without  good 
reason,  that  brother  Gunn  could  not  long  survive ;  and  that  before  another 
missionary  could  be  procured  and  sent  out,  that  dear  brother  might  be  in  his 
grave :  and  that  the  small  vantage  ground  we  had  gained  in  Guntoor,  together 
with  whatever  of  interest  we  held  there,  might  be  irrevocably  lost  to  our 
church. 

At  the  date  of  our  last  official  report,  we  had  only  two  active  laborers  in 
the  field,  (brother  Gunn  having  become  entirely  disabled  through  bodily  infir¬ 
mity,)  and  but  one  of  these  efficient,  the  other  having  not  yet  acquired  a  suffi¬ 
cient  knowledge  of  the  Telugu  language.  But  the  last  three  years  seem  to 
have  been,  in  the  providence  of  God,  utlie  set  time  to  favor  Zion.”  In  the 
year  1850,  the  Rev.  Charles  W.  Groenning,  of  the  North  German  Missionary 
Society,  was  recommended  by  our  missionaries  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  so  well  satisfied  were  the  committee  of  the  superior  qualifications  of  this 
brother,  that  they  unhesitatingly  received  him  into  their  service. 

But  the  Lord  seems  to  have  been  unwilling  that  our  agency  should  be 
restricted  to  these  limits.  A  letter  received  from  the  North  German  Missionary 
Society,  offered  to  transfer  to  us  their  mission  at  Rajahmundry,  with  the 
buildings  and  the  two  missionaries  laboring  there,  and  urged  us  to  take  charge 
of  the  mission,  inasmuch  as  the  political  condition  of  Germany  had  led  to 
such  financial  embarrassments,  that  the  Society  found  itself  without  means, 
and  therefore  unable  to  continue  their  operations  any  longer.  Here  your 
committee  felt  in  duty  bound  to  pause ;  not  because  they  were  at  a  loss  to 
determine  what  ought  to  be  their  answer  to  this  new  appeal,  but  because  they 
thought  it  best  and  proper  to  submit  the  matter  to  the  churches  whose  agents 
they  were,  and  wait  for  their  response.  The  question  was  not,  what  is  duty  ? 
That  question  was  settled.  The  providence  of  God  had  settled  it.  The  voice 
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of  the  Lord  had  been  distinctly  heard  in  every  call  that  had  been  addressed 
to  us,  and  the  only  question  to  be  determined,  was,  whether  the  church  would 
be  willing  to  obey  that  voice,  and  was  prepared  to  occupy  that  field,  which 
the  Lord  had  made  ready  to  our  hand.  We  were  confident  that  the  answer 
would  be  “  Go  on ;  continue  to  follow  the  leadings  of  Providence,  as  you  have 
done ;  promptly  answer  every  call,  and  we  will  stand  by  you  with  our  contri¬ 
butions  and  our  prayers.”  In  a  printed  circular,  dated  Albany,  Sept.  25th, 
1850,  this  matter  was  accordingly  submitted,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  the  pas¬ 
tors  and  churches  in  our  connection.  The  responses  received  were  of  such  an 
encouraging  character,  and  of  such  a  definite  and  'reliable  form,  that  the 
committee  resolved,  at  a  meeting  in  October,  to  accept  the  transfer  from  the 
North  German  Missionary  Society  of  their  mission  in  India.  Thus  we  had 
placed  under  our  supervision,  in  connection  with  Guntoor  and  the  Palnaud, 
the  new  stations  of  Rajahmundry  and  Ellore,  with  two  additional  missiona¬ 
ries,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Heise  and  Yallett.  Mr.  Yallett,  however,  did  not  remain 
long  after  the  transfer,  being  dismissed  at  his  own  request,  for  the  purpose  of 
returning  to  Germany. 

But  the  demand  for  more  laborers  was  not  yet  supplied,  and  there  came 
another  call  from  Guntoor,  accompanied  by  a  generous  offer  from  Mr.  Stokes, 
that  well  tried  friend  of  our  mission,  of  800  rupees  ($400),  provided  we  sent 
out,  during  the  year,  another  missionar}-.  The  Lord  raised  up  for  us  two 
young  brethren,  who  offered  themselves  for  the  foreign  field.  The  one,  Wil¬ 
liam  J.  Cutter,  formerly  a  Roman  Catholic,  and  a  native  of  Germany,  but  for 
a  long  time  resident  in  this  conntr}^.  lie  was  converted  at  a  Synodical  meet¬ 
ing,  in  the  fall  of  1840,  and  united  with  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church, 
under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  George  Yeager,  at  Jeffersontown,  Ky.,  in  1841. 
The  other,  William  E.  Snyder,  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  was  a  graduate  of 
Rutger’s  College,  of  said  state,  and.  subsequently  a  teacher  in  Hartwick  Semi- 
nary,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Snyder  is  a  nephew  of  Rev.  Dr.  Miller,  Professor  of  Hart¬ 
wick  Theological  Seminary.  These  brethren  and  their  wives  sailed  from  this 
country  August  11th,  1851,  and  arrived  in  Madras  the  latter  part  of  January, 
1852. 

Meanwhile,  important  changes  were  taking  place  in  India.  Brother  Groen- 
ning  was  transferred  from  Ellore  to  Guntoor,  in  consequence  of  Mr.  Gunn's 
declining  health,  and  at  the  earnest  request  of  that  brother.  Mr.  Martz,  by 
the  advice  of  the  brethren,  went  to  Ellore,  and  subsequently  returned  to 
America,  and  is  now  no  longer  connected  with  our  foreign  mission. 

The  decease  of  our  esteemed  and  lamented  brother  Gunn,  which  took  place 
July  5th,  1851,  and  which  threw  a  gloom  over  a  good  part  of  our  mission, 
has  long  since  been  made  known  through  our  land.  Shortly  after’ the  receipt 
of  the  sad  intelligence,  the  Executive  Committee  met  at  Red  Hook,  and  took 
suitable  action  in  the  case.  Resolutions  were  passed,  sympathising  with,  and 
encouraging,  the  deeply  afflicted  widow,  and  condoling  with  our  infant  church, 
,aud  with  our  missionary  brethren, in  the  loss  of  one,  whose  prudence,  piety 
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and  zeal  so  fully  qualified  him  to  be  a  standard  bearer  of  the  cross,  in  heathen 
lands.  Brother  Gunn  had  advised  Mrs.  Gunn,  that  in  the  event  of  his  death, 
it  would  be  best  for  her  to  return  to  the  United  States,  with  the  view  of  edu¬ 
cating  her  children.  Without  any  knowledge  of  Mr.  Gunn’s  views,  the  com¬ 
mittee  extended  to  Mrs.  Gunn  the  privilege  of  such  a  return.  But  as  she 
ardently  desired  to  remain  in  India,  for  a  limited  time,  to  labor  for  the  heathen, 
and  especially  to  superintend  her  school  of  girls,  we  thought  it  best  to 
acquiesce;  and  have  given  her  a  stipulated  sum  as  salary.  Her  superinten¬ 
dence  of  the  school  has  been  greatly  blessed,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
truths  of  our  holy  religion  have  been  instilled  into  the  tender  minds  of  many 
of  the  youths  committed  to  her  care.  Some  touching  incidents  have  occurred 
in  the  history  of  this  enterprise,  one  of  which  was  communicated  not  long 
since  in  a  letter  to  the  Sabbath  School  of  St.  John’s  Church,  Philadelphia, 
which  has  been  published,  and  which  has  awakened  a  new  interest  in  this 
country  relative  to  her  labors. 

Upon  the  whole,  the  affairs  of  the  mission,  under  the  good  providence  of 
our  God,  appear  to  have  been  moving  on  prosperously.  Extraordinary  suc¬ 
cess  has  crowned  the  labors  of  our  missionary  in  the  Palnaud.  Nor  have  the 
stations  of  Guntoor  and  Rajahmundry  been  without  abundant  and  encouraging 
fruits.  The  brethren  in  the  field  appear  to  have  been  very  attentive  to  their 
work,  and  seem  to  be  much  devoted  to  the  salvation  of  the  perishing  multi¬ 
tudes  around  them.  They  have  made  several  very  interesting  excursions, 
visiting  many  villages,  conversing  with  the  natives,  and  distributing  tracts. 
We  regret  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  indulge  the  readers  of  our  church 
papers  with  copious  extracts  from  their  interesting  letters.  Our  hands  have 
been  so  full,  that  we  have  been  compelled  to  content  ourselves  with  sending 
to  the  Observer,  only  such  matters  as  had  been  previously  prepared  by  the 
brethren  themselves. 

The  American  Tract  Society  have  remitted  to  us,  from  year  to  year,  their 
annual  appropriation  of  $100,  for  tract  distribution  among  the  Teloogoos. — 
They  have  kindly  offered  to  supply  us  with  all  the  funds  we  should  need  for 
that  purpose,  besides  the  assurance  of  “  their  deepest  interest  in  the  prosperity 
of  the  mission,  and  their  prayers,  that  the  blessing  of  God  might  rest  richly 

on  all  our  mutual  endeavors  to  advance  his  cause  in  our  sin  ruined  world.” 

* 

Our  brethren  speak  of  the  good  results  of  tract  distribution,  and  give  some 
instances  of  a  very  gratifying  character. 

We  have  been  favored  with  the  annual  reports  of  the  American  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  Foreign  Missions  during  the  last  two  years.  The  first  we 
received  was  accompanied  by  a  letter  from  Mr.  Treat,  Corresponding  Secre¬ 
tary,  offering  to  send  us  their  report  annually,  and  signifying  their  desire  to 
receive  ours  in  return.  We  have  promised  to  reciprocate  the  favor.  The 
officers  of  the  American  Board  have  kindly  and  courteously  offered  us  every 
facility  we  could  reasonably  ask,  in  the  transmission  of  funds,  or  in  sending 
out  our  missionaries  to  India.  No  less  kind  and  courteous  have  been  their 
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missionaries  and  agents  at  Madras.  They  have  been  the  first  Christian  friends 
to  meet  and  cordially  welcome  to  that  dark  land,  our  brethren  upon  their 
arrival  from  this  country. 

Our  pecuniary  resources  in  this  country  and  in  India  have  neither  failed, 
nor  have  they  been  diminished.  Our  missionaries  have  continued  to  experi¬ 
ence  the  friendship  and  liberality  of  the  English  residents,  at  the  several  sta¬ 
tions.  When  brother  Hcyer  first  went  to  the  Palnaud,  there  were  buildings 
already  prepared,  which  Mr.  Stokes  gratuitously  offered  him  for  his  use. — 
When  Messrs.  Cutter  and  Snyder  arrived  in  India,  upwards  of  800  rupees 
($400)  awaited  them,  the  gift  of  Mr.  Stokes.  When  the  new  compound  in 
Guntoor  Avas  purchased,  or  any  repairs  to  the  other  buildings  were  necessary, 
or  Avhen  assistance  was  needed  in  the  schools,  that  steadfast  friend  stood 
ready  with  his  gifts,  his  counsel  and  his  blessing.  Brother  Snj'der  mentions 
another  instance  of  this  kind  of  help.  The  English  school  in  Guntoor,  con¬ 
sisting  of  about  30  boys,  is  entirely  supported  by  the  English  residents,  at  an 
expense  of  40  rupees  per  month.  So  in  Bajahmundry,  there  are  stated  con¬ 
tributions  for  this  purpose,  amounting  to  some  6G  rupees  per  month.  In  a 
letter  of  brother  Heise,  dated  August,  1852,  Ave  have  an  account  of  four  gen¬ 
tlemen — Mr.  Stokes  is  one  of  the  four — avIio  subscribe,  in  the  aggregate,  4T 
rupees  per  month,  which  amounts  to  564  rupees  per  annum.  Besides,  there 
is  in  Bajahmundry,  a  fund  of  1,000  rupees  invested  by  these  gentlemen,  for 
the  benefit  of  schools,  the  interest  alone  being  applied.  The  committee  have 
inquired  into  the  resources  of  each  of  the  missions,  an  account  of  Avhich  will 
be  found  in  the  annexed  proceedings  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  mission¬ 
aries. 

The  contributions  from  our  churches  and  friends  in  this  country,  have  hith¬ 
erto  sustained  our  operations,  increasing  to  a  certain  extent  Avith  the  demand. 
We  haAre  not,  hoAvevcr,  been  able  to  gratify  certain  wants'of  our  missionaries, 
about  Avhich  they  are  very  solicitous  and  urgent.  They  desire  an  increase  of 
their  salaries.  Those  who  have  families,  have  requested  an  additional  alloAV- 
ance  for  each  child.  They  furthermore  ask,  and  in  reason,  that  their  salaries 
should  be  sent  them  considerably  in  advance.  They  have  asked  for  increased 
aid  in  their  schools,  and  to  enable  them  to  erect  some  more  comfortable 
buildings  for  schools  and  chapels.  Your  committee  have  a  great  dread  of 
debt,  and  liaAm  therefore  been  compelled  to  keep  within  their  means.  The 
happy  period  has  not  yet  arrived  in  the  history  of  our  church,  Avhen  all  Avill 
contribute  systematically  and  regularly  every  year,  to  all  the  claims  \ipon 
their  charity ;  Avhen  legacies  and  donations,  rich  and  numerous,  begin  to  flow 
into  our  treasury.  But  that  time  will  come,  must  come,  Avhen  all  reasonable 
demands  on  our  pecuniary  resources,  will  be  promptly  met.  We  speak 
advisedly.  There  has  been,  and  is  yet,  much  faithful  prayer  in  the  church 
for  India.  The  past  supply  has  been  so  naturally  and  continuously  floAving,  as 
to  appear  like  a  steady  stream,  though  of  limited  size,  from  a  large  and  over¬ 
flowing  fountain. 
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Our  treasury  presents  the  following  exhibits  of  the  aggregate  of  receipts 
and  disbursements  for  each  of  the  three  years,  ending  May  1st,  1853:

We  will  now  present  an  exhibit  of  each  of  our  stations. 

Guxtoor — Rev.  Charles  W.  Grcenning,  Missionary;  Mrs.  Henrike  Grcenning 
Assistant  Missionary;  Rev.  William  E.  Snyder,  Missionary;  Mrs.  Susan  Maria 
Snyder,  Assistant  Missionary;  Mrs.  Lorena  Gunn,  Assistant  Missionary.  The 
infant  church  in  this  place  consists  of  about  fifteen  members.  Some  interest¬ 
ing  accessions  have  recently  been  made.  There  are  six  schools,  four  of  which 
are  Telugu,  containing  in  the  aggregate  about  160  scholars.  The  others  are 
English,  one  of  which  has  30  boys,  the  other  about  40  girls,  the  latter  being  under 
the  care  of  Mrs.  Gunn.  The  plan  of  a  female  boarding  school  in  Guntoor  has 
recently  been  agitated,  both  in  India  and  in  this  country,  in  reference  to 
which,  brother  Snyder,  in  a  letter  of  July  6th,  writes  thus:  ££If  there  were  a 
sufficient  sum  to  warrant  a  small  boarding  school,  many  of  the  older  girls 
might  be  retained  under  Christian  instruction,  who  would  otherwise  be  taken 
home,  either  to  gather  means  to  prevent  starvation,  or  else  to  be  married  to 
any  one  the  parents  might  select.  A  bright  little  girl  was  taken  recently,  and 
married,  against  her  will,  to  a  drunken  old  man.  We  have  serious  apprehen¬ 
sions  that  this  may  again  happen,  and  to  one  of  the  most  interesting  girls  of 
our  school.”  Several  individuals  in  Guntoor  and  in  this  country  have  engaged 
to  support,  each,  one  scholar  at  a  weekly  expense  of  25  cents.  The  Executive 
Committee  have  rather  allowed  this  project  to  go  on,  and  test  itself,  than  to 
give  their  counsel  in  the  matter. 

The  buildings  at  this  station  belonging  to  the  mission,  consist  of  two  dwel¬ 
ling  houses,  one  in  which  brother  Gunn  lived,  worth  about  $650;  the  other 
recently  bought,  worth  $760;  the  chapel,  worth  about  $200;  two  others  for 
schools,  worth  about  $25  each.  As  brother  Heyer  has  solicited  a  change  of 
station,  the  committee  have  determined  to  gratify  him.  He  is  to  be  hence¬ 
forth  stationed  in  Guntoor,  whilst  brother  Grcenning  and  his  wife  will  go  to 
the  Palnaud  for  a  year  or  so,  until  some  of  our  younger  brethren  may  be  able 
to  relieve  him. 

The  Palnaud  Station — Gurjal. — Rev.  C.  F.  Heyer,  Missionary;  one  cate¬ 
chist  and  two  readers;  seven  teachers;  who  are  maintained  at  a  monthly 
expense  of  thirty  rupees.  Brother  Heyer  has  been  at  this  station  four  years. 
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He  has  had  under  his  supervision  some  twelve  or  thirteen  villages.  During 
this  period  he  has  baptized,  at  different  times,  228  individuals  in  the  villages 
of  Gurjal,  Veldurty,  Polipally,  Kolacotta,  Macherla  and  Adugopola.  He  has 
admitted  to  the  Lord’s  Supper  between  30  and  40.  There  are  schools  at  all 
the  above  places,  containing  from  10  to  f  0  scholars.  These  schools  are  attended 
by  the  children  of  baptized  parents  only.  The  teachers  are  all  native  converts, 
none  others  being  employed  in  the  Palnaud.  The  appointment  of  a  native 
convert  to  the  situation  of  school  master,  has  hitherto  been  regarded  all  oyer 
India,  as  a  reason  for  withdrawing  their  children  from  the  school.  Hence  the 
diminished  number  of  scholars  in  the  various  schools.  Brother  Ileyer  writes 
that  lie  has  a  number  of  boarding  scholars,  fourteen  in  all,  who,  of  course, 
must  require  a  considerable  portion  of  his  time.  It  must  strike  all  with  aston¬ 
ishment,  that  one  man  could  superintend  such  a  large  field  as  the  Palnaud, 
and  attend  to  so  many  wants.  Long  ere  this,  two  other  brethren  should  have 
been  connected  with  this  station. 

Rajahviundry. — Rev.  F.  A.  Ileise,  Missionary;  Rev.  Win.  J.  Cutter,  Mission¬ 
ary;  Mrs.  Margaret  Cutter,  Assistant  Missionary.  This  mission,  which  has 
recently  come  into  our  hands,  from  the  North  German  Missionary  Society,  may 
be  considered  as  yet  in  its  infancy.  There  are  but  very  few  members  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  church.  There  has  been  of  late,  some  interesting  inquirers,  who, 
it  is  expected,  will  connect  themselves  with  the  same  in  due  time.  There  are 
five  Telugu  schools,  not  all  in  this  place,  but  some  in  neighboring  villages, 
under  the  care  of  our  missionaries.  There  is  also  one  Musselman  department 
and  one  English  school.  The  whole  number  of  scholars  is  from  If 5  to  200. 

There  are  at  this  station  two  very  good  dwelling  houses,  which,  brother 
Cutter  writes,  will  compare  very  well  with  some  respectable  dwelling  houses 
in  America.  They  are  worth  about  $2,000.  Besides  these,  there  are  two 
other  buildings,  worth  less  than  $100  each.  As  there  is  no  chapel  in  this 
place,  the  brethren  have  solicited  funds  from  us  to  help  them  build  one.  We 
have  not  been  able  to  send  them  the  substantial  aid,  but  have  hoped  that  we 
might  gratify  them  before  long.  The  last  accounts  state  that  they  have  begun 
to  build,  having  obtained  some  assistance,  though  not  enough,  from  the  friends 
of  the  mission. 

Ellore. — This  station  has  been  relinquished  for  the  present.  In  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  the  brethren  Cutter  and  Ileise,  Rajahmundry  and  its  environs  are  of 
such  vast  importance,  and  the  field  for  missionary  labor  so  extensive, »we  had 
better  concentrate  more  power  there,  and  give  up  Ellore.  We  have  followed 
the  advice  given  by  our  brethren,  and  have  accordingly  ceased  to  bestow  any 
special  regard  upon  this  station. 

The  Executive  Committee  would  now  call  the  attention  of  the  society  to 
some  weighty  and  important  matters  connected  with  the  future  prosperity  of 
our  mission  in  India. 

There  must  be  in  future  a  very  large  addition  to  the  receipts  in  our  treasury, 
amounting  to  at  least  double  of  what  we  now  receive.  The  reasonableness  of 
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this  requisition  will  be  evident,  when  we  consider  the  pressing  wants  and 
urgent  solicitations  of  our  brethren.  We  have  been  repeatedly  urged  to  raise 
their  salaries.  Our  departed  brother  Gunn  often  presented  and  pressed  this 
subject  in  his  letters.  Messrs.  Groenning,  Cutter  and  Snyder,  although  men 
of  families,  are  each  receiving  not  as  much  as  brother  Gunn  received  by  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  just  as  much  as  brother  Heyer,  who  is  a  single  man. 
Rev.  Heise’s  salary  is  one  hundred  dollars  less-  than  he  had  when  in  the  employ 
of  the  North  German  Missionary  Societ}7-,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
dollars  less  than  he  has  been  offered  by  the  London  Missionary  Society.  To 
Mrs.  Gunn,  we  have  allowed  but  half  the  sum  formerly  paid  to  her  husband, 
and  she  has  two  children  to  support.  She  has  made  no  complaint,  but  others 
think  her  salary  is  too  small.  Let  it  now  be  borne  in  mind,  that  the  three 
families  we  have  mentioned  are  new  beginners,  fifteen  thousand  miles  from 
their  native  land,  cut  off  from  all  other  resources;  and  that  the  climate  of 
India  is  so  enervating  that  the  period  of  their  usefulness  will  be  short,  in 
comparison  with  what  it  would  have  been  here.  And  shall  they,  in  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  an  extensive,  wealthy  and  prosperous  church,  be  compelled  to  live  just 
up  to  their  means,  and  when  health  fails,  and  they  are  worn  out,  return  to 
their  native  land,  to  subsist  upon  the  cold  charities  of  the  church?  And 
shall  these  devoted  men,  whilst  toiling  for  us,  and  amid  many  privations,  be 
compelled  to  suffer  from  embarrassment  and  mortification,  and  painful  appre¬ 
hensions  as  to  the  future?  The  committee  are  satisfied  that  the  church  will 
permit  no  such  thing.  But  it  has  been  stated  that  the  sum  required  for  the 
ensuing  year  should  be  double  what  it  was  in  any  preceding  year.  The  reason 
of  this  is,  because  our  brethren — and  the  committee  favor  them  in  this- — 
would  like  to  have  their  salary  remitted  six  months  in  advance.  Brother 
Heyer,  who  is  supportod  by  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  has  his  nearly  one  year 
in  advance.  We  have  held  out  to  them  the  expectation  of  such  an  arrange¬ 
ment,  based  upon  the  supposition  that  the  churches  would  enable  us  so  to  do. 

Then  again,  funds  are  now  required  for  schools,  for  repairs  of  buildings 
completed,  and  yet  to  be  made ;  for  the  erection  of  chapels,  and  a  comfortable 
dwelling  house  in  the  Palnaud.  One  of  our  brethren  has  intimated  that  the 
dwelling  house  at  Gurjal  is  nothing  but  a  small  bungelow.  Brother  Groen¬ 
ning  and  family  are  now  there.  No  English  residents  are  in  this  place.  No 
white  person  will  be  seen,  perhaps,  for  weeks  and  months.  No  physician 
within  seventy  miles.  Surely,  then,  this  self-denying,  this  noble  hearted  fami¬ 
ly  ought  to  have  at  least  a  good  comfortable  home.  But  we  assign  another 
reason  for  the  extraordinary  demand.  Should  we  send  out  more  missionaries 
this  year — and  it  is  very  possible  we  may- — we  would  require  a  large  sum  for 
out-fit  and  passage.  Again,  our  good  friend,  Mr.  Stokes,  ma}r  not  be  able  to 
help  our  missionaries  much  more,  as  he  has  been  called  by  his  government  to 
be  collector  at  the  port  of  Madras.  Many,  doubtless,  will  be  the  new  claims 
upon  his  benevolence  there,  and  nobly  will  that  man  of  God  respond  to  every 
one  that  is  just.  Of  course,  one  great  source  of  dependence  in  India,  from 
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which  our  schools  received  much,  will  be  withdrawn.  May  God  raise  up 
others  to  fill  the  void. 

The  committee  would  lay  before  the  society  another  great  want.  Our 
mission  needs  another  reinforcement  from  this  country.  The  society  must 
regard  the  vast  field  in  the  Palnaud,  which  may  truly  be  said  to  be  already 
white  unto  the  harvest,  as  too  extensive  for  any  one  laborer.  The  perishing 
condition  of  souls,  who  appear  in  great  numbers  to  be  inquiring  for  the  way 
of  life,  demand  our  immediate  attention,  and  our  vigorous  efforts.  Brother 
Groenning  has  a  strong  claim  upon  our  sympathies,  as  well  as  upon  our 
prayers  and  efforts. 

Guntoor  should  have  another  laborer.  Brother  Snyder  is  of  the  opinion, 
that  there  ought  to  be  at  least  three  male  missionaries  in  this  place;  so  that 
while  one  remained  to  superintend  the  schools,  two  might  go  out  preaching, 
and  distributing  tracts.  At  Yetapallem,  which  is  not  a  great  distance  from 
Guntoor,  there  is  quite  a  large  population.  We  have  three  acres  of  land  in 
this  place,  given  by  the  government,  but  as  yet  there  are  no  buildings  on  it. 
It  is  near  the  sea  shore,  and  on  the  road  to  Madras. 

But  in  none  of  our  stations  is  there  a  larger  force  required  than  at  Rajah- 
mundry.  Brother  Heise  writes  under  date  of  August  8th,  as  follows:  “Per¬ 
haps  you  are  aware  that  the  Telugu  country  is  divided  into  six  parts,  called 
Circars,  Zillas  or  Districts.”  After  naming  them,  he  says,  “among  them,  Ra- 
jalimundry  has  become  the  most  important,  in  consequence  of  the  annicut 
(dam)  across  the  Godavery,  by  which  means  the  very  extensive  Godavery 
Delta  is  provided  with  water,  on  which  a  rich  harvest  in  India  so  much 
depends.  More  than  400  miles  of  canals  are  crossing  the  country.  These 
canals  are  nevigable  for  small  boats,  which  will,  in  a  good  degree,  facilitate 
our  missionary  operations,  when  we  would  make  excursions  into  the  country.” 
Now  as  this  district  is  so  large,  having  numerous  and  populous  villages,  and 
as  Rajahmundry  is  an  important  centre  of  influence,  and  there  is  no  other 
mission  in  the  district,  it  does  strike  your  committee  very  forcibly,  that  a  rein¬ 
forcement  should  be  granted  as  early  as  practicable. 

Your  committee  feel  constrained  in  this  connection,  to  suggest  a  few 
thoughts  relative  to  the  qualification  of  those  who  would  seek  the  high  office 
of  a  missionary. 

The  first,  and  most  essential  qualification  is,  a  decided  predeliction  for  the 
office ;  not  the  effect  of  a  sudden  impulse,  but  of  serious,  deep  consideration  ;  a 
predeliction  strengthened  and  matured  by  deliberately  counting  the  cost. 

The  second  qualification  is,  a  singular  self  devotement,  without  which  it  is 
not  possible  to  be  a  Christian ;  still  less,  to  any  useful  purpose,  a  minister — 
least  of  all  a  missionary.  It  would  be  well  to  contemplate  the  example,  and 
meditate  upon  the  words  of  St.  Paul,  in  circumstances  not  very  dissimilar: 
“And  now  I  go  bound  in  spirit  to  Jerusalem,  not  knowing  what  shall  befall 
me  there,  save  that  in  every  city,  the  Holy  Ghost  witnesseth,  that  bonds  and 
afflictions  await  me ;  but  none  of  these  things  move  me,  neither  count  I  my 
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life  dear  to  myself,  so  that  I  may  finish  my  course  with  joy,  and  the  ministry 
I  have  received  of  the  Lord,  to  fulfill  it.” 

The  next  qualification  is,  the  spirit  of  faith ;  not  merely  that  cordial  belief 
of  the  truth  which  is  essential  to  a  Christian ;  but  that  unshaken  persuasion 
oj  the  promises  of  God,  respecting  the  enlargement  of  his  kingdom,  which  is 
sufficient  to  denominate  its  possessor  “  strong  in  faith.” 

A  missionary,  in  the  fourth  place,  should  cultivate  a  mild,  conciliatory  and 
affectionate  temper,  in  the  discharge  of  his  office.  God  is  love,  and  whosoever 
dwelleth  in  him,  dwelleth  in  love.  This  great  master  spirit  of  the  Christian 
religion,  singular  in  the  eye  of  the  world,  cannot  fail  to  strike  a  heathen  mind 
as  something  entirely  new;  a  perfection  of  moral  beauty  and  loveliness,  never 
known  or  thought  of  in  heathen  lands. 

But  intellectual  power  is  no  inconsiderable  prerequisite.  Men  of  mind  and 
Of  high  culture  are  imperatively  called  for  at  the  present  day,  and  at  this 
period  in  the  history  of  our  mission.  When  the  Holy  Ghost  said,  separate  me 
Barnabas  and  Saul,  one  of  the  most  powerful  intellects,  as  well  as  a  man 
mighty  in  the  Scriptures,  was  chosen  to  bear  the  Saviour’s  name  among  the 
Gentiles. 

The  committee,  before  closing  their  report,  would  urge  upon  this  society 
and  the  churches  of  our  Zion,  more  systematic,  faithful  and  fervent  prayer  in 
behalf  of  our  mission.  Let  us  remember  our  brethren,  not  only  at  the  month¬ 
ly  concert,  but  in  the  pulpit,  in  the  social  meeting,  at  the  family  altar,  in  the 
doset,  and  frequently  when  at  our  toil.  And  especially  let  us  seek  to  know 
what  duty  requires  at  our  hands. 

Here  we  would  bring  before  the  society,  the  urgent  request  of  brother 
Heyer ;  that  in  consequence  of  advanicng  years,  he  may  be  permitted,  before 
a  great  while,  to  retire  from  his  labors.  We  have  been  at  a  loss  what  reply 
to  make,  and  hence  the  more  cheerfully  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of 
this  meeting. 

The  committee,  after  mature  deliberation,  are  constrained  to  present  another 
subject  for  the  present  consideration  and  action  of  the  society.  Hitherto  we 
have  been  compelled  to  employ  an  agent  and  secretary  in  a  limited  sphere, 
whose  operations,  to  meet  our  increasing  wants,  ought  to  be  enlarged.  Our 
missionary  work  lias  become  so  extensive,  the  correspondence  so  burthensome, 
the  wants  of  the  mission  so  numerous,  and  the  demand  for  information  among 
our  churches  and  sabbath  schools  so  pressing,  that  no  brother  having  a  pas¬ 
toral  charge,  let  his  talents  and  attainments  be  what  they  may,  can  do  justice 
to  all  these  claims,  without  great  detriment  to  his  flock.  Would  he  attend 
fully  to  the  wants  of  our  brethren  abroad,  facilitate  the  business  operations  of 
the  committee,  and  stir  up  instrumentality,  and  render  effective  the  missionary 
spirit  in  the  churches,  he  must,  it  is  believed,  give  himself  up  wholly  to  the 
work.  The  proposal  we  wish  to  make,  is,  the  combining  of  the  two  offices  of 
agent  and  corresponding  secretary.  Whilst  this  step  would  but  slightly  in¬ 
crease  our  expenses,  it  would  greatly  enhance  our  resources,  and  more  fully 
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prepare  us  for  the  work  to  which  the  Lord  has  called  us.  We  therefore  trust 
that  the  society  will  sanction  our  suggestion,  and  with  one  heart,  command 
us  to  go  forward,  to  the  help  of  the  Lord,  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  against  the 
mighty.

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  then  taken  up,  and 
such  items  as  required  the  action  of  the  society  considered.  Item 
first,  was  a  request  from  Father  Heyer  to  return  to  the  United  States, 
if  it  be  the  pleasure  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  accede  to  his 
wishes.  The  committee  desired  to  be  instructed  by  the  society,  as  to 
the  answer  which  they  should  return  to  this  request.  After  an  ani¬ 
mated  and  interesting  discussion,  which  elicited  a  hearty  expression 
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of  confidence  in  brother  Heyer,  and  acknowledgments  of  his  great 
usefulness  in  that  distant  field,  the  following  preamble  and  resolution 
were  unanimously  adopted : 

Whereas,  The  blessing  of  God  has  so  signally  attended  the  mis¬ 
sionary  labors^  of  our  esteemed  brother  Hcyer,  and  forasmuch  as  he 
is  not  incapacitated  for  his  work,  through  the  infirmities  of  age,  but 
is  still  one  of  our  most  efficient  laborers  in  India :  Therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be,  and  hereby  is  instruc¬ 
ted  to  inform  Father  Heyer,  that  in  view  of  the  great  success  which 
has  hitherto  attended  his  efforts  in  India,  and  the  fact  that  he  is  not 
disabled  by  sickness  or  age,  after  a  careful  consideration  of  his  re¬ 
quest,  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  society,  that  it  would  not  be  expedient 
for  him  to  withdraw  from  his  field  of  labor  at  this  period. 

The  second  item  of  the  report  which  received  the  consideration  of 
the  society,  was  the  suggestion  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  unite 
the  office  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and  that  of  the  General 
Agent  into  one.  In  relation  to  this  recommendation,  it  was 

Ordered ,  That  the  functions  of  the  two  offices  be  vested  in  one 
and  the  same  person. 

The  report  was  then  adopted. 

The  Lev.  II.  N.  Pohlman,  I>.  D.,  then  presented  the  minutes  of 
the  first  Ev.,  Lutheran  Synod  of  India,  and  leave  being  granted,  read 
the  proceedings  of  the  first  meeting  of  said  body,  together  with  an  in¬ 
teresting  letter  from  Hon.  H.  Stokes  of  Madras,  in  which  this  long 
tried  friend  of  our  Missionaries  bears  testimony  to  their  faithfulness, 
and  gives  assurance,  as  a  third  party,  of  the  increasing  usefulness  of 
our  Mission  among  the  Telugoos :

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FIRST  SESSION. 

Monday  Morning,  January  31  st,  1  o’clock. 

The  Conference  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Mission,  in  India,  met,  pur¬ 
suant  to  appointment,  in  the  chapel  at  Guntoor. 

The  following  ordained  Missionaries  were  present,  viz :  C.  F.  Heyer,  from 
the  Palnaud;  A:  F.  Heise,  and  W.  J.  Cutter,  from  Rajalimundry ;  and  E.  W. 
Groenning,  and  W.  E.  Snyder,  from  this  place. 

Brother  Heyer  having  been  called  to  the  chair,  the  Conference  was  opened 
with  singing  and  prayer  by  the  President. 

Brother  Snyder  was  then  appointed  Secretary. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  this  Conference  be  organized  into  a  Synod,  under  the  name 
of  the  First  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  in  India. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church,  of  the  United  States  of  America,  so  far  as  applicable  to 
our  situation  in  this  country,  be  adopted  as  the  basis  of  our  government; 
also,  that  each  member  of  Synod  be  required  to  make  such  amendments  in 
said  constitution  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  report  the  same  at  our 
next  annual  meeting. 

The  Synod  having  thus  been  organized,  an  election  was  next  held  for  offi¬ 
cers,  which  resulted  in  the  choice  of  Rev.  C.  F.  Heyer,  President,  and  Rev* 
W.  E.  Snyder,  Secretary. 

Resolved.  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  write  to  the  General  Synod, 
asking  to  be  admitted  into  connection  with  that  body;  also,  in  case  any  mem¬ 
ber  of  this  Synod  should  visit  America  during  the  session  of  General  Synod  > 
that  he  be  considered  a  delegate  from  this  body. 

Resolved ,  That  the  brethren  Heyer,  Groenning  and  Heise  be  appointed  a 
committee,  to  hand  in,  during  the  session  of  Synod,  a  historical  and  statis¬ 
tical  report  of  their  respective  stations. 

Resolved.  That  a  committee,  consisting  of  brethren  Heise,  Cutter,  Groenning 
and  Snyder,  be  appointed,  to  select  and  recommend  suitable  books  for  the 
Telugu  schools  and  congregations. 

Resolved ,  That  Synod  adjourn  until  12  o’clock  M.

Resolved ,  That  we  visit  the  grave  of  our  departed  brother  Gunn,  and  that 
brother  Heise  be  requested  to  take  a  sketch  of  his  tomb,  for  transmission  to 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Resolved ,  That  we  meet  to-morrow  morning,  at  6|  o’clock,  to  celebrate  the 
Lord’s  Supper;  and  that  immediately  after,  the  Telugu  schools  be  assembled 
for  examination. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Synod  now  adjourn,  to  meet  again  at  the  time  and  place 
above  appointed.

The  committee  subjoin  the  following  letter,  addressed  to  the  Corresponding 
Secretary,  from  the  Hon.  II.  Stokes.  The  testimony  he  bears,  as  to  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  our  mission,  is  highly  encouraging,  and  his  liberal  offer  of  essential 
aid  must  surely  urge  us  onward  in  the  good  work  which  God  has  given  us 
to  do: 

Madras,  22d  Feb.^  1853. 

My  Dear  Mr.  Senderlixg: — On  our  return,  in  November  last,  from  the 
Neelglierry  Hills  to  Guntoor,  after  an  absence  of  twenty  months,  I  felt  a  desire 
to  write,  and  tell  yon  my  impression  of  the  progress  of  our  mission  work ;  for 
it  may  be  satisfactory,-  both  to  yourselves  and  the  missionaries,  to  have  the 
testimony  of  a  third  party. 

I  shall  not  attempt  to  give  you  the  present  statistics  of  the  mission!,  as  you 
will  have  those  correctly  from  the  missionaries  themselves.  I  will  just  tell 
you  -what  is  thought  of  each  branch  of  the  work.  First,  of  the  Guntoor  sta¬ 
tion.  My  wife  and  I  during  one  of  the  few  Sundays  we  were  at  Guntoor  (the 
first  Sunday  of  the  present  year),  attended  the  afternoon  meeting  in  the  chapel. 

It  was  well  attended,  and  we  both  felt,  very  decidedly,  more  than  on  any  for¬ 
mer  occasion,  that  there  was  life  in  the  worship.  Our  dear  friend,  Br.  Gram-* 
mng,  conducted  the  meeting,  and  we  could  not  help  thinking  that  several  of 
the  converts  joined  in  the  exercises  in  spirit  and  in  truth.  It  was  the  occasion 
of  Joshua’s  baptism;  and  if  I  ever  saw  a  native  Christian  of  whom  1  could 
say  confidently  that  he  seemed  truly  taught  of  the  Spirit,-  it  was  Joshua.  It 
is  very  pleasing  to  see,  too,  in  the  case  of  Stephen  and  his  wife,  how  much 
even  the  lowest  class  can  be  elevated,  and  fitted  for  usefulness  by  the  Gospel. 
Stephen's  wufe  is  one  of  the  first  females,  probably,  of  her  caste,  who  has  not 
only,  on  professing  Christianity,  learned  to  read,  but  undertaken  the  office  of 
teacher.  She  teaches  now,  I  think,  about  thirty  little  girls ;  many  of  whom  can 
read  intelligently  the  Gospel  in  Telugu.  There  is  the  nucleus  of  a  nice  little 
boarding  school  for  native  girls.  But  I  fear  there  will  be  difficulties  in  raising 
it  to  its  proper  scale  for  some  time  to  come. 

The  next  aspect  of  the  work  I  may  notice,  is  the  general  impression  and 
state  of  feeling  that  is  gradually  coming  over  the  population  of  the  district. 
This,  perhaps,  is  not  properly  the  effect  of  the  district  mission  alone,  but  of 
the  gradual  spread  of  light  through  India;  and  it  is  very  marked  and  evidently 
progressive.  After  spending  a  week  in  Guntoor,  we  set  out  on  a  tour,  with 
our  tents,  to  make  the  annual  settlement.  Every  collectoratc  is  divided  into 
districts,  called  “Talooks,”  each  of  which  is  managed  by  a  native  subordi¬ 
nate,  called  a  “Tahilden,”  who,  in  his  charge,  exercises,  within  certain  limits, 
revenue  and  police  authority  like  that  of  the  collector  and  magistrate.  There  . 
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are  fourteen  such  talooks  in  Guntoor.  Of  these,  I  visited  five.  Brother  and 
sister  Groenning  accompanied  us  part  of  the  time ;  and  sister  Gunn  and  brother 
Heyer  during  another  part.  At  every  place  we  stopped,  natives  of  all  castes 
willingly  assembled  round  the  missionaries,  to  hear  their  message.  There  was 
a  great  demand  for  tracts,  especially  for  the  Telugu  Almanac,  which  has  been 
published  for  the  last  three  years,  and  contains  a  good  deal  of  Christian 
instruction.  Among  the  natives  employed  by  government,  are  both  Soodroc 
and  Brahmans.  There  are  several  who  speak  favorably  of  our  religion;  and 
especially  one  Brahman,  who  several  times  visited  the  missionary,  and  had 
conversation  with  him  in  his  tent.  On  the  whole,  there  is  every  where  a 
loosening  and  dissolving  of  Hindoo  prejudices,  and  a  growing  conviction  that 
our  religion  is  superior. 

All  our  arragements  were  made  to  proceed  to  the  Palnaud,  and  Br.  Heyer  *■ 
had  kindly  planned  to  gather  the  converts  to  Gurjal,  on  new  year’s  day,  when 
our  journey  was  cut  short  by  being  summoned  to  Madras.  I  cannot,  there¬ 
fore,  speak  of  the  Palnaud,  as  an  eye  witness,  but  I  am  persuaded  that  the 
door  of  utterance  has  been  there  opened  by  the  Lord,  and  it  is  a  solemn  call 
to  enter  in  as  effectually  as  can  be  done. 

The  next  thing  to  mention  is  the  schools.  From  an  abrupt  removal  from 
Guntoor,  I  did  not  see  them  examined.  But  I  can  safely  state,  that  all  are 
doing  a  good  work,  especially  the  vernacular  school.  The  English  school  at 
Guntoor  has  languished,  chiefly,  I  think,  from  the  last  Indian  teacher  being 
somewhat  deficient  in  energy,  and  not  feeling  quite  content  with  his  work. 
Other  causes  may  have  contributed.  On  the  whole,  I  can  assure  you,  that  we 
may  thank  God,  and  take  courage.  The  work  is  his :  he  has  owned  it.  The 
enemy  has  felt  it,  and  tried  in  various  ways  to  weaken  the  hands  of  the 
builders,  and  discourage  their  hearts,  to  perplex,  try  and  harrass  them.  But 
greater  is  He  that  is  for  us,  than  he  that  is  against  us ;  and  so  he  has  not 
been  permitted  to  succeed ;  and  the  work  is  going  on  steadily  and  harmo¬ 
niously. 

I  will  now,  with  some  diffidence,  give  you  my  views  as  to  the  wants  of  the 
mission.  We  have,  indeed,  much  cause  to  be  grateful  to  God,  who  put  it 
into  your  hearts  to  send  us,  and  into  their  hearts  to  come,  four  such  faithful, 
humble  laborers,  as  the  Snyders  and  Cutters  ;  and  we  do  thank  him  and  you, 
for  them.  At  the  same  time,  we  must  remember,  that  from  our  beloved 
brother  Gunn’s  being  called  to  his  rest  and  his  reward,  Mr.  Martz’s  return, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cutter  having  had  to  supply  the  place  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Yallett, 
at  Rajahmundry,  the  actual  strength  of  our  missionary  agency  is  now  scarcely, 
if  at  all,  greater  than  it  was  in  1850.  Mrs,  Gunn  feels  it  her  duty,  though  a 
very  painful  one,  to  leave,  at  least  for  a  time,  the  mission  field,  to  take  her 
children  to  America,  at  the  close  of  this  year,  in  compliance  with  her  dear 
husband’s  written  desire.  Probably  too,  Mr.  Heyer,  may  ere  long,  complete  his 
appointed  time  of  mission  labor.  So  that  you  see  the  call  is  still  as  urgent  as 
ever,  “Come  over  and  help  us.”  Let  the  committee  give  themselves  to  special 
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prayer  and  effort  to  obtain  more  laborers ;  really  called  of  God,  of  tried  faith 
and  judgment;  men,  to  'whom  God  has  given  the  spirit  of  power  and  of  love, 
and  of  a  sound  mind.  There  ought  certainly  to  be  another  missionary,  at 
least,  in  the  Palnaud,  who  might  reside  more  in  the  centre  of  the  congrega¬ 
tions  than  Gurjal.  His  yalue  would  be  doubled,  if  you  could  get  a  medical 
missionary.  If  you  can  send  us  such  a  man,  or  indeed  another  missionary,  I 
will  promise,  please  God,  a  thousand  rupees  towards  building  a  residence 
further  west  than  Gurjal. 

Another  want  which  strikes  me  is  that  of  a  man  who  could  give  his  time 
chiefly  to  the  English  school.  If  this  were  really  efficient,  I  believe  that  the 
sons  of  all  the  richer  natives  would  gradually  avail  themselves  of  it,  and  thus 
be  brought  within  the  sound  of  the  Gospel.  The  government  have  it  in  con¬ 
templation  to  support  all  good  schools,  by  what  is  called  grants  in  aid. 

After  all,  the  greatest  want  is  more  prayer,  that  the  missionaries  may  be 
full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  of  power;  that  their  hearts  may  be  comforted, 
being  knit  together  in  love ;  that  the  Holy  Spirit  may  vouchsafe  to  work 
effectually,  both  by  the  word  spoken  and  preached,  by  the  word  read,  by  tracts, 
by  schools,  and  by  the  holy,  harmless  and  blameless  lives  of  the  missionaries 
and  converts. 

With  these  few  rapidly  written,  yet  deliberately  formed,  suggestions,  I  will 
conclude,  begging  yourself,  the  committee,  and  all  who  support  our  Telugu 
mission,  to  accept  from  my  wife  and  myself,  our  hearty  thanks  and  Christian 
love.

Rrsolved,  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  be  especially  instructed 
to  write  to  that  dear  friend ;  tendering  to  him,  and  to  his  most  worthy 
and  excellent  -wife,  the  grateful  thanks  of  this  Society,  for  the  invalua¬ 
ble  ai'd  given  by  them  to  our  Indian  work ;  and  that  the  Secretary 
give  assurance  to  those  dear  friends,  that  the  prayer  of  the  American 
Lutheran  Church  shall  go  up  to  our  Heavenly  father,  for  their  tem¬ 
poral  and  eternal  good — that  for  their  good  work  and  labor  of  love* 
the  Lord  may  abundantly  bless  them,  both  here  and  hereafter.

PROCEEDINGS 


HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 


Winchester,  V A.,  May  24th,  1858. 

The  Society  met  at  8  o’clock,  P.  M.,  this  day,  and  was  opened  with 
prayer  by  Rev.  W.  H.  Harrison;  the  President,  Rev.  Hr.  B.  Kurtz, 
being  in  the  chair. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Hr.  Morris,  P.  Rizer  was  appointed  pro  tern. 
Recording  Secretary. 

Rev.  Hr.  Morris,  Corresponding  Secretary,  now  read  the  annual 
report,  and  the  same  was  accepted  and  adopted : 

Third  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Home  Missionary 

Society. 

Eight  years  have  elapsed  since  our  Home  Missionary  Society  was  established. 
It  dates  its  existence  from  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  at  Philadelphia, 
in  1845,  and  from  that  time  to  the  present,  it  has  been  liberally  supported  by 
a  few  of  our  Synods,  and  it  is  gradually  extending  its  field  of  usefulness. 

In  our  last  report,  presented  at  the  meeting  of  this  body  in  Charleston,  in 
April,  1850,  it  was  stated  that  we  were  then  supporting,  in  part,  twenty-five 
Missionaries,  in  six  different  States.  Since  that  time,  the  following  persons 
have  been  commissioned,  and  inasmuch  as  their  quarterly  reports  are  printed 
in  the  Lutheran  Observer,  and  even  an  epitome  of  them  would  swell  this 
paper  beyond  appropriate  limits,  we  will  barely  mention  their  names,  and 
such  other  circumstances  as  seem  proper. 

1.  Rev.  Charles  Witmer,  Cumberland,  Md. ;  commissioned  April  1,  1851. 
He  lias  labored  with  great  success  in  a  hitherto  neglected  section  of  Alleghany 
county.  One  church  has  been  built ;  an  academy  established;  forty  persons 
have  been  baptized;  twenty-four  confirmed;  and  over  $100  contributed  to 
various  religious  societies.  Mr.  Witmer’s  time  of  service  expires  on  the  15th 
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of  next  month,  after  a  connection  of  three  years  with  our  Society,  and  the 
committee  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  no  appropriation  has  been  made  by 
them,  which  has  been  more  productive  of  benefit. 

2.  Rev.  D.  W.  Bittle,  Maddison,  Ind. ;  commissioned  June  1,  1850.  Mr.  B. 
remained  in  connection  with  the  Society  but  a  few  months,  and  then  removed 
to  another  field  of  labor. 

3.  Rev.  James  B.  Oliver,  Upper  Sandusky,  Wyandott  county,  Ohio  ;  com¬ 
missioned  October  1,  1850.  Mr.  0.  received  aid  from  us  for  twenty-one 
months,  and  during  that  time,  he  organized  one  congregation;  established 
two  Sabbath  Schools;  baptised  42  persons;  confirmed  G;  erected  one  church, 
and  another  is  in  process  of  erection. 

4.  Rev.  J.  G.  Harris,  Hyattsville,  Miami  county,  Ohio;  Oct.  1,  1850.  Labored 
in  our  service  one  year;  formed  one  Sabbath  School;  baptized  14;  confirmed 
and  admitted  12. 

5.  Rev.  Jacob  Keller,  Columbia,  Indiana;  commission  dated  Dec.  1.  1850. 
At  the  .expiration  of  two  years,  he  needed  no  further  aid,  and  he  has  succeeded 
admirably  in  his  missionary  work. 

G.  Rev.  M.  During,  Marysville,  Union  county,  Ohio  ;  Jan.  1,  1851.  Was  sup¬ 
ported  two  years,  and  preaches  exclusively  in  German. 

7.  Rev.  J.  G.  Butler,  Washington  ;  Jan.  1,  1851.  Received  aid  for  one  year. 
The  church  in  the  metropolis  of  our  country  deserves  the  fostering  care  of 
our  people,  and  we  trust  that  the  interest  lately  awakened  in  its  behalf  will 
not. abate  until  that  enterprise  shall  have  been  completely  carried  out. 

8.  Rev.  J.  P.  Smeltzer,  Weverton,  Md.,  and  Harper’s  Ferry,  Va.;  commis¬ 
sioned  Jan.  1,  1851,  and  served  three  years.  The  result  of  the  mission  is  the 
establishment  of  a  flourishing  Pastoral  District,  where  we  never  had  a  per¬ 
manent  foothold  before,  and  the  erection  of  several  substantial  houses  of 
worship. 

9.  Rev.  A.  Lachenmeyer,  Wilkesbarre,  Pa.;  commission  dated  Feb.  1,  1851. 
Mr.  L.  received  aid  from  us  for  six  months  only,  and  then,  by  the  sanction  of 
the  committee,  abandoned  the  field  as  hopeless.  lie  preached  altogether  in 
German. 

10.  Rev.  John  P.  Brickley,  West  Liberty,  Logan  county,  Ohio  ;  commissioned 
Jan.  1,  1851.  He  labored  successfully  for  more  than  a  year,  and  then  the 
Lord  of  the  Vineyard  called  him  to  his  last  account.  He  died,  universally 
regretted  by  all  his  acquaintances,  and  the  community  generally  in  which  he 
resided. 

11.  Rev.  F.  Hartman,  Cicerotown,  Hamilton  county,  Indiana;  January  1. 
1851.  Mr.  II.  preaches  exclusively  in  German,  and  served  our  committee  one 
year. 

12.  Rev.  F.  R.  Scherer,  Winchester,  Van  Buren  county,  Iowa ;  Feb.  1,  1851. 
Mr.  Scherer  was  under  our  care  three  years,  .and  has  done  a  good  work  in  his 
distant  and  arduous  field. 
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13.  Rev.  Conrad  Kuhl,  Springfield,  Ill.;  March  1,  1851.  Labored  under 
our  direction  for  one  year.  His  reports  display  a  most  commendable  interest 
in  the  cause  of  our  church  in  the  great  West. 

14.  Rev.  Geo.  Donmeyer,  Buena  Yista,  Stephenson  county,  Ill.;  April  1, 
1851.  Received  aid  tvro  years. 

15.  Rev.  F.  Templin,  North  Manchester,  Wabash  county,  Ind. ;  April  1, 
1851.  Was,  in  part,  sustained  by  us  one  year. 

1G.  Rev.  D.  Sell,  Rossville,  York  county,  Pa.;  April  1,  1851.  Served  one 
year,  and  then  withdrew.  After  the  expiration  of  one  year,  circumstances 
rendered  it  expedient  for  him  to  renew  his  application.  He  was  received,  and 
is  now  laboring  with  acceptance  to  his  people.  Organized  3  churches;  2 
Sunday  Schools;  49  baptized;  59  confirmed;  $43  contributions. 

IT.  Rev.  Jacob  Scherer,  Shelbyville,  Shelby  county,  Ill.;  June  1, 1851.  Mr. 
S.  died  in  the  subsequent  October. 

18.  Rev.  D.  Harbaugh,  Springfield,  Ohio;  May  1,  1851.  Mr.  H.  labored  in 
the  vicinity  of  Springfield  for  some  months,  and  then  removed  to  another  field, 
where  he  did  not  need  our  help. 

19.  Rev.  A.  0.  Brickman,  Baltimore,  June  1,  1851.  Served  one  year. 

20.  Rev.  S.  M’Reynolds,  Camden,  Carroll  county,  Ind. ;  Aug.  1,1851.  Served 
six  months. 

21.  Rev.  E.  Miller,  Oregon,  Ill.;  re-commissioned  April  20,  1851. 

22.  Rev.  Mr.  Sclimogro,  Hagerstown;  commissioned  for  six  months,  Jan. 
1,  1852. 

23.  Rev.  Geo.  A.  Exline,  Benton,  Elkharclt  county,  Ind.;  re-commissioned, 
for  one  year,  Jan.  1,  1852. 

24.  Rev.  D.  Smith,  Louisville,  Ky. ;  Jan.  1,  1852.  Served  eighteen  months. 

25.  Rev.  S.  L.  Ilarkey,  Peoria,  Ill.;  May  23,  1852. 

2G.  Rev.  J.  Schauer,  Rossville,  Butler  county,  Ohio;  June  1,  1852.  Estab¬ 
lished  one  Sunday  School;  baptized  16;  confirmed  20;  built  one  church; 
contributed  $65. 

2T.  Rev.  A.  Bosserman,  Zanesville,  Ohio;  April  1,  1852.  After  serving  us 
one  year,  Mr.  B.  was  informed  that  the  committee  did  not  deem  it  expedient 
to  appropriate  any  more  money  to  that  mission.  The  result  was  that  his 
people,  who  before  deemed  themselves  too  poor  to  support  a  minister  without 
our  aid,  set  themselves  to  work  and  raised  a  much  larger  amount  than  their 
minister  received  before,  even  with  our  help.  The  committee  have  sometimes 
thought  that  other  churches  now  receiving  aid  could  do  the  same  thing,  if 
they  only  tried. 

28.  Rev.  Wm.  Uhl,  Peoria,  Ill.;  June  1,  1852.  Organized  2  congregations;  2 
Sunday  Schools ;  baptized  47 ;  confirmed  G;  erected  one  church. 

29.  Rev.  J.  H.  Mengert,  Baltimore;  Oct.  16,  1852.  This  Missionary  labors 
among  the  Germans  of  the  southern  section  of  that  city  with  pleasing  sue- 
cess. 


30,  Rev.  Geo.  Wolf,  Yandalia,  Ill.;  Nov.  1,  1852. 
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31.  Her.  S.  Spyker,  Monmouth,  Adams  county,  Ind.;  Nov.  1,  1852.  In  the 
live  months  of  his  service,  he  has  organized  2  churches,  baptized  4  persons, 
and  confirmed  2. 

32.  Rev.  Andrew  A.  Scheie,  Clay,  Lasalle  county,  Ill.;  Nov.  1,  1852.  This 
Missionary  preaches  in  the  Norwegian  language. 

33.  Rev.  J.  W.  Goodlin,  Bellefontaine,  Logan  county,  Ohio;  Nov.  1,  1852. 

34.  Rev.  C.  Weyl,  Baltimore;  Nov.  1,  1852.  It  is  known  that  Mr.  W.  has 
established  a  new  German  Church,  which  has  already  commenced  the  erection 
of  a  house  of  worship. 

35.  Rev.  A.  Brockman,  Catonville,  Baltimore  county,  Md. ;  Nov.  1,  1852. 

36.  Rev.  J.  F.  Fahs,  Hancock,  Md. ;  Nov.  1,  185  2.  Up  to  this  time  Mr.  F. 
lias  organized  one  congregation;  baptized  7;  confirmed  8. 

37.  Rev.  J.  B.  Butler,  Dodsonville,  Highland  county,  Ohio;  Nov.  1,  1852. 

38.  Rev.  H.  L.  Larsen,  Racine,  Wisconsin;  Feb.  1,  1853.  Mr.  L.  preaches 
in  the  Norwegian  language. 

39.  Rev.  Gideon  Scherer,  Columbus,  Colorado  county,  Texas,  February  1, 
1853. 

40.  Rev.  A.  A.  Trimper,  Oregon,  Ogle  coonty,  Ill.;  April  20,  1853. 

Of  the  38  men  commissioned  by  us,  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod,  there  are  but  17  who  now  receive  aid  from  the  Society  ;  and  so  far  as  the 
committee  know,  they  are  all  worthy  men,  and  deserve  our  support. 

Since  the  organization^  the  Society,  eight  years  ago,  67  different  men  have 
been  supported  by  us,  to  a  greater  or  less  degree. 

Only  two  have  died  in  our  service — Rev.  J.  Scherer,  of  Ill.,  and  Rev.  J.  P. 
Brickley,  of  Ohio. 

During  the  last  year,  the  committee  have  engaged  the  services  of  the  Rev. 
D.  F.  Bittle,  as  agent,  who  is  zealously  engaged  in  his  arduous  work. 

The  readers  of  the  Lutheran  Observer  have  had  an  opportunity  of  learning 
the  particulars  of  our  Missionary  operations.  Those  reports  exhibit  the  satis¬ 
factory  evidence  that  these  men  are  usefully  emidoyed,  and  that  the  church  is 
doing  a  good  work  in  extending  a  helping  hand  to  them.  The  lot  of  most 
of  them  is  hard,  and  yet  no  where  are  to  be  found  men  who  more  cheerfully 
endure  hard  labor  for  Christ’s  sake,  than  these  men.  All  they  ask  of  the 
church  is  to  stand  by  and  cheer  them  on  in  their  self  denying  work. 

The  committee  are  often  called  onto  furnish  Missionaries  for  destitute  places, 
iind  an  implied  censure  is  sometimes  cast  on  them  for  not  providing  more 
men.  This  we  cannot  engage  to  do,  but  leave  that  to  Providence.  Neither 
do  the  committee  consider  it  wise  policy  to  persuade  a  minister  to  leave  an 
old  established  church,  where  he  is  doing  good,  to  fill  up  a  destitute  place, 
because  it  happens  to  be  missionary  ground.  Nothing  is  gained  by  creating 
a  vacancy  at  an  important  place,  merely  to  occupy  less  advantageous  ground. 
The  committee  engage  to  appoint  Missionaries  who  come  properly  recom¬ 
mended,  and  to  raise  and  pay  them  the  amount  appropriated,  but  they  do  not 
■engage  to  raise  the  men  themselves. 
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The  committee  regret  that  one  or  two  Synods,  hitherto  co-operating  with 
them,  have  withdrawn  their  support  from  this  Society.-  The  committee  do  not 
dispute  their  right  to  do  as  they  like,  and  will  make  but  one  remark:  if  all 
eastern  Synods  were  to  pursue  a  similar  course,  and  spend  their  missionary 
contributions  within  their  own  borders,  what  would  become  of  our  poor  Mis- 
sionaries  in  the  West? 

The  committee  is  governed  by  principles  and  rules,  laid  down  in  the  com- 
missions  given  to  the  men  in  our  employ.  These  principles  and  rules  have 
been  sanctioned  by  the  Society,  and  they  require,  among  other  things,  that 
before  any  money  can  be  paid  to  any  Missionary,  he  be  received  after  proper 
and  regular  application,  and  that  he  make  regular  quarterly  reports.  From 
these  rules  the  committee  will  never  depart,  until  the  Society  annuls  them, 
whatever  be  the  consequence.  It  was  the  rigid  and  conscientious  observance 
of  these  rules  that  has,  unfortunately,  brought  us  into  collision  with  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  one  of  our  most  influential  Synods,  the  nature  of  which  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Society  for  information. 

The  committee  entertain  the  same  confidence  in  the  measures  pursued  by 
them,  and  the  efficiency  of  the  system,  as  expressed  in  previous  reports.  They 
may  have  erred  in  some  things,  but  they  believe  the  general  system  is  good. 

Commending  the  whole  enterprise  to  the  liberality  of  the  church,  and  the 
blessing  of  God,  they  now  yield  up  the  trust  reposed  in  them,  and  pray  that 
hereafter  more  may  be  accomplished  than  has  ever  yet  been  done.

Rev.  Paul  Andersen,  a  Norwegian  Pastor,  from  Chicago,  Illinois, 
addressed  the  Society  in  an  interesting  and  forcible  speech  on  the 
pressing  spiritual  wants  of  Norwegian,  Swedish,  Danish  and  German 
immigrants  in  the  United  States.

Winchester,  Va.,  May  25,  1853. 

The  Society  met  at  3  o’clock  P.  M.  In  the  absence  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent  and  Vice  President,  Hey.  Dr.  Richards,  of  Pa.,  took  the  chair. 
G.  W.  Schaeffer,  of  Pa.,  was  chosen  Secretary  pro  tern. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Prof.  Jacobs. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting,  in  Charleston,  S.  C.,  were 
then  read  and  adopted; 

On  motion,  it  was  * 

Resolved ,  That  all  the  members  of  the  General  Synod,  and  other 
brethren  in  attendance,  be  considered  members  of  this  Society,  upon 
the  payment  of  one  dollar. 

The  chairman  appointed  Rev.  Messrs.  J.  Ulrich,  M.  Jacobs  and  F. 
W.  Geissenhainer  a  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  for  the  last  term,  was  then 
read  by  Dr.  Baugher,  Corresponding  Secretary. 

Whereupon,  the  report,  as  read,  was,  on  motion,  received  and 
adopted. 

Report  the  of  Executive  Committee. 

The  eighth  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Parent  Education  Socity 
is  herewith  presented.  In  doing  so,  the  expression  of  the  conviction  cannot 
be  resisted  that  the  subject  grows  in  importance  with  the  growth  of  the  church 
and  the  wants  of  the  world.  The  conviction  is  deepened  every  day  by  expe- 
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rience,  observation  and  reflection,  that  the  most  important  work  for  the  Luthe¬ 
ran  church,  at  present,  is  education.  Education  makes  the  man,  and  therefore 
it  makes  the  church.  The  human  mind,  from  its  nature,  will  be  educated.  If 
this  education,  therefore,  be  not  directed  into  the  proper  channel,  it  will  neces¬ 
sarily  seek  one  of  it  own.  The  amount  of  education  in  the  ministry  is  gen¬ 
erally  proportioned  to  that  of  the  church  at  large,  for  the  ministry  grows  out 
of  the  church.  If  the  church  educate  well  and  the  congregations  are  intelli¬ 
gent,  the  ministers  who  officiate  among  them  must  also  be  intelligent.  They 
must  be  at  least  equal  in  intelligence  to  the  most  gifted  among  their  hearers. 

In  consequence  of  the  great  want  of  ministers  for  the  home  and  foreign 
field,  the  subject  of  beneficiary  education  claims  increased  importance  among 
all  denominations.  This  want  is  increased  by  the  pecuniary  disabilities  under 
which  most  ministers  of  the  Gospel  are  compelled  to  labor,  and  the  barrier 
which  is  thus  placed  at  the  very  entrance  to  this  work.  Where  there  is  no 
reasonable  probability  that  the  support  of  a  family  and  the  education  of  the 
household  can  be  secured,  few  men  of  ordinary  sensibility  will  be  induced  to 
make  the  work  of  the  ministry  their  only  and  absorbing  occupation.  It  ought 
to  be,  therefore,  a  subject  of  thankfulness  to  God  that  pious  and  talented  men, 
though  poor,  are  willing  to  engage  in  this  work,  and  the  church  ought  to 
receive  such  gladly,  and  place  them  in  a  condition  in  which  they  may  be 
enabled  to  carry  their  desires  into  execution. 

Agency. 

The  Rev.  IT.  Ziegler  has  signified  his  willingness  to  undertake  an  agency  for 
ike  Society.  He  has  arrived  at  this  conclusion,  after  much  reflection,  and 
after  having  had  many  difficulties  thrown  in  the  way.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
brother  will  be  kindly  received,  and  the  object  of  his  agency  promoted  wher¬ 
ever  he  may  go.  We  are  disposed  to  throw  the  whole  responsibility  of  any 
work  upon  the  agent  who  may  be  engaged  in  it.  This  is  both  unkind  and 
unjust.  The  work  is  ours  as  much  as  the  agent’s.  We  bespeak  for  this  brother 
a  cordial  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  churches  and  their  pastors. 

Number  on  the  Funds. 

The  number  on  the  funds,  since  the  last  report,  is  57.  Of  these,  7  were 
received  in  1850,  16  in  1851,  and  9  in  1852.  The  remainder  were  on  the 
funds  at  the  time  the  last  report  was  made.  Of  these,  17  are  in  the  ministry. 
One  is  pursuing  Theological  studies.  Three  are  in  the  Senior  class  in  college. 
Two  are  in  the  Junior  class.  Four  in  the  Sophomore.  Six  in  the  Freshman . 
One  was  dropped  for  improper  conduct.  One  was  dropped  for  violating  the 
rule  on  the  subject  of  marriage.  Two  withdrew  when  in  the  Freshman  class, 
and  are  now  in  the  ministry.  One  was  dropped  for  want  of  a  proper  degree 
of  spirituality  in  his  deportment.  Three  withdrew,  and  are  sustained  from 
some  other  source  than  the  Society.  One  was  dropped  for  want  of  capacity, 
and  two  have  withdrawn,  and  are  teaching  or  acting  as  agents,  and  fifteen  are 
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iii  the  preparatory  department.  Leaving  thirty-one  on  the  funds  of  the  Society 
at  the  present  time. 

For  the  purpose  of  presenting  the  subject  of  Beneficiary  Education  in  its 
relations  to  our  church,  in  as  tangible  a  form  as  possible,  the  following  results 
were  obtained  by  correspondence  with  different  portions  of  the  church. 
There  are  eleven  institutions,  Classical  and  Theological,  under  the  control  of 
the  church.  The  whole  number  of  students  under  instruction  in  them  is  762. 
Of  this  number,  287  are  looking  forward  to  the  ministry;  130  of  these  are 
sustained,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  the  friends  of  the  Redeemer;  90  are 
engaged  directly  in  Theological  studies,  and  36  completed  their  Theological 
studies  last  fall.  If  we  assume  the  membership  of  our  church  to  be  150,000, 
and  the  whole  number  of  those  educated  in  our  institutions  to  be  762,  we 
would  have  about  one  in  every  200  who  receives  more  than  an  ordinary  com¬ 
mon  school  education.  Nearly  one-half  of  the  whole  number  preparing  for 
the  ministry  are  sustained  by  the  benefactions  of  the  church.  So  far  as  ascer¬ 
tained,  there  are  but  nine  preparatory  schools  in  our  wdiole  communion. 

These  facts  call  loudly  for  action  on  this  subject.  It  is  certainly  humiliating 
to  know  that  so  few  of  our  church  members  are  educated  beyond  the  elements 
of  a  common  school  education. 

This  whole  subject  is  submitted  to  the  whole  church,  with  the  prayer  that 
he  who  commended  us  to  pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  send  forth  more 
laborers  into  his  harvest,  would  answer  this  petition  to  our  portion  of  his 
church  this  day.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 


SOCIETY. 


■  ■■-  ■  *  « - - 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I.  This  Society  shall  be  termed  the  Church  Extension  Society  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States,  whose  object  shall  be  to  estab¬ 
lish  a  fund  of  at  least  $50,000,  to  assist  poor  and  destitute  Lutheran  congre¬ 
gations  in  obtaining  houses  of  public  worship. 

Art.  II.  This  Society  shall  hold  its  meetings  at  the  time  and  place  of  the 
meeting  of  every  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  or  at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  Society  may  designate,  when  there  shall  be  elected 
a  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Cor¬ 
responding  Secretary,  and  an  Executive  Committee  of  five  members. 

The  officers  presiding  at  any  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  have  no  vote,  ex¬ 
cepting  a  casting  vote  when  there  is  a  tie.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall 
exercise  a  superintendence  over  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  and  seek  by  corres¬ 
pondence,  communications,  &c.,  to  promote  its  interest. 

The  Treasurer  shall  pay  out  no  monej'S  except  upon  an  order  from  the 
President,  endorsed  by  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Any 
surplus  funds  he  shall,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  President,  safely 
invest,  returnable  at  call;  and  he  shall  give  such  security  as  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  require  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  trust. 

Art.  III.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  appoint  their  own  Chairman  and 
Secretary;  they  shall  keep  regular  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  report 
their  transactions  to  each  meeting  of  the  Societ3r.  They  shall  hear  all  appli¬ 
cations  for  aid  requiring  the  conditions  hereinafter  named,  and,  after  weigh¬ 
ing  well  the  subject  in  all  its  aspects,  two-thirds  of  their  number  consenting, 
they  shall  certify  the  amount  allowed  to  the  President,  who  shall  draw  his 
order  as  prescribed  in  Art.  II,  provided  that  every  member  of  the  Committee 
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filial!  have  had  an  opportunity  of  being  heard,  and  provided  also  that  at  least 
five  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  paid  into  the  treasury. 

Art.  IV.  Aid  shall  be  extended  only  to  congregations  destitute  of  a  suitable 
house  of  worship,  whose  pastor  is  a  member  in  good  standing  of  any  regular 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  in  the  United  States,  and  no  congregation  shall 
be  allowed  more  than  $5,000,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
which  allowance  shall  not  be  considered  as  a  gift,  but  as  a  loan  without  in¬ 
terest,  and  which  shall  be  repaid  into  the  common  church  extension  fund  at 
such  times  and  in  such  instalments  as  the  Executive  Committee  shall  require, 
and  such  loan  shall  be  made  to  assume  a  legal  form. 

Art.  V.  It  shall  be  necessary  for  every  congregation  asking  aid  to  observe 
the  following  rules  and  regulations,  viz : 

1.  They  shall  use  every  exertion  among  themselves  to  raise  funds  for  their 
church  edifice. 

2.  Their  church  edifice  shall  be  plain  and  substantial,  without  any  unneces¬ 
sary  cost  and  expenditure. 

3.  They  shall  exhibit  a  just  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  building,  and  the 
amount  of  money  or  its  equivalent  already  furnished  or  secured. 

4.  They  shall  state  the  condition  of  the  neighborhood  in  which  the  congre¬ 
gation  is  organized,  the  number  of  members  and  the  future  prospects. 

5.  These  facts  shall  be  certified  by  the  pastor  and  church  council  to  the 
officers,  of  their  Synod,  and  by  the  latter  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

6.  Any  congregation  applying  shall  be  an  incorporated  Evang.  Lutheran 
Church. 

Art.  YI.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society  by  an  annual 
contribution  to  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  by  the  payment  of  $30  or  more, 
given  at  one  time,  shall  be  constituted  a  life  member. 

Art.  VII.  The  members  of  the  General  Synod  shall  be  ex-officio  members 
of  this  Society,  and  shall  be  competent  to  transact  business ;  but  the  officers 
and  standing  committees  shall  be  composed  of  laymen,  except  the  Correspond¬ 
ing  Secretary,  who  may  be  a  clergyman. 

Art.  VIII.  This  Society  shall  be  the  parent  society,  to  which  societies  formed 
by  district  synods  shall  be  auxiliary,  provided  they  pay  into  the  general  fund 
the  funds  collected  within  their  bounds.  The  members  of  the  auxiliary  society 
shall  be  members  of  the  parent  society. 

Art.  IX.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  and  amended  at  any  stated 
meeting  of  the  Society,  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present, 
six  months  notice  of  any  contemplated  alteration  or  amendment  having  first 
been  given  in  the  papers  of  the  church. 

BY-LAWI SS. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  fill,  ad  interim,  any  vacan¬ 
cies  that  may  occur  by  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  of  the  officers  of  the 
Society.

2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Society  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

3.  The  collection  of  funds,  as  provided  for  by  resolution  of  the  meeting  held 
at  Winchester,  May  21st,  1853,  shall  be  made  by  subscription,  or  otherwise, 
as  the  respective  congregations  shall  deem  most  advisable. 

4.  The  sums  thus  raised  shall  be  transmitted  immediately  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Society,  and  be  reported  by  the  pastors  to  their  respective  Synods  for  the 
purpose  of  being  regularly  entered  upon  the  minutes  with  their  parochial 
reports. 

It  is  understood  that  the  $5,000  appropriation  is  to  be  made  only  in  case 
churches  are  to  be  built  in  cities,  and  there  only  under  peculiar  and  extraor¬ 
dinary  circumstances,  and  that  the  appropriations  are  to  range  between  this 
sum  and  $100.

FIRST  SESSION. 

Dayton,  Ohio,  June  14,  1855. 

According  to  adjournment  of  the  General  Synod  held  at 
Winchester,  Ya.,  in  the  year  1853,  a  number  of  the  delegates, 
elected  to  constitute  the  Seventeenth  General  Synod,  assembled 
in  the  evening,  at  the  Lutheran  church,  in  Dayton,  Ohio,  on 
the  14th  of  June,  1855.

At  the  close  of  the  public  religious  services,  the  Convention 
was  called  to  order  by  the  Rev.  Charles  A.  Hay,  Secretary  of 
the  last  General  Synod,  upon  whose  motion  the  Rev.  Dr.  S..

The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  General  Synod  was 
dispensed  with,  and  they  were  referred  to  a  committee  for  ex¬ 
amination.  The  committee  consisted  of  Revs.  M.  J.  Stover, 
A.  C.  Wedekind  and  C.  P.  Krauth,  D.  I). 

On  motion,  a  committee  on  the  state  of  the  churches  was 
appointed,  consisting  of  one  member  from  each  Synodical  dele¬ 
gation.  Their  names  are:  Revs.  G.  Diehl,  J.  Evans,  J.  B. 
Anthony,  J.  Selmser,  E.  F.  Schlueter,  R.  A.  Fink,  L.  Knight, 
A.  C.  Wedekind,  M.  Diehl,  J.  Crouse,  J.  Helsell,  C.  Kuhl, 
J.  A.  Brown,  F.  W.  Conrad,  A.  T.  Geissenhainer,  S.  AY. 
Harkey,  D.  D.,  G.  Bassler,  A.  Essick,  D.  Iiarbaugh  and  J. 
T.  Williams. 

It  was  resolved,  that  the  rules  for  the  government  of  the 
convention  shall  he  the  same  as  hitherto  in  use  in  former 
meetings. 

Rev.  A.  T.  Geissenhainer  presented  an  elegantly  hound 
copy  of  the  German  Liturgy,  recently  adopted  hy  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Synod,  in  the  name  of  that  body.  It  was  received,  and 
Synod  returned  its  grateful  acknowledgments  for  the  favor 
conferred. 

The  time  for  adjournment  having  arrived,  on  motion,  it  was 
extended  for  fifteen  minutes. 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  application  of  the 
Central  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  reported  as  follows :

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Synod  of  Central  Pennsylvania. 

1.  — Your  committee  would  respectfully  report,  that,  while  the  manner  of  the 
organization  of  the  Central  Pennsylvania  Synod  has  not  been  of  such  a  character  as 
to  give  entire  satisfaction,  yet,  in  view  of  the  indefinite  expressions  of  the  constitu¬ 
tion  of  the  General  Synod,  on  this  subject,  they  do  not  feel  themselves  justified  in 
advising  the  Synod  to  reject  the  application  of  the  delegates  from  whom  the  memo¬ 
rial  comes. 

2.  — That  we  recommend  to  the  West  Pennsylvania  Synod  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  confer  with  a  similar  committee  from  the  Central  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  to 
adjust  their  respective  boundaries.

Pending  the  discussion  of  the  motion  for  the  acceptance  and 
adoption  of  the  report,  the  time  for  adjournment  arrived. 

The  President  announced  a  Synodical  prayer  meeting  for 
eight  o’clock  the  next  morning,  whereupon  the  Synod  ad¬ 
journed. 

The  closing  prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  E.  W.  Hutter. 

THIRD  SESSION. 

Friday,  9  o’clock ,  A.  M. 

After  spending  an  hour  in  devotional  exercises,  the  business 
session  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  President. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  delegates  from  several  Synods,  who  had  arrived  since 
the  organization  of  the  body,  were  received  and  authenticated. 

The  rules  for  the  goverment  of  the  convention  were  read  for 
the  information  of  its  members. 

The  consideration  of  the  report  on  the  application  of  the 
Central  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  was  resumed. 

It  was  amended  and  adopted  by  clauses  and  as  a  whole. 

The  application  of  the  Central  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  for 
admission  into  this  body,  was  then  entertained  and  granted, 
and  the  names  of  their  delegation  were  entered  upon  the  roll. 

A  letter  was  received  from  Revs.  Samuel  R.  Fisher  and  D. 
Gans,  the  delegates  on  the  part  of  the  General  Synod  of  the 
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German  Reformed  Church,  to  this  body,  and  was  disposed  of 
by  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved ,  That  we  receive  with  great  satisfaction  the  assur¬ 
ance  of  the  delegates  of  the  German  Reformed  General  Synod, 
of  the  prosperity  of  that  branch  of  Christ’s  Church,  and  while 
we  sincerely  regret  the  absence  of  the  delegates,  we  cordially 
reciprocate  the  Christian  and  fraternal  sentiments  breathed  by 
their  letter. 

It  was  resolved,  That  when  Synod  adjourn,  it  shall  stand 
adjourned  until  nine  o’clock  on  Saturday  morning,  and  that 
the  meeting  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society  be  held  at  2 
o’clock,  P.  M.,  preparatory  to  the  public  anniversary  on  Sat¬ 
urday  night. 

A  committee  of  five  clergymen  and  two  laymen,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  submit  a  plan  for  the  organization  and  division  of 
district  synods.  The  committee  was  constituted  by  the  nomi¬ 
nation  of  Revs.  W.  J.  Mann,  C.  P.  Krauth,  D.  D.,  W.  D. 
Strobel,  I).  D.,  J.  A.  Seiss  and  W.  A.  Passavant,  and  Messrs.. 
J.  George  and  G.  Weyman. 

The  Treasurer’s  report,  and  that  of  the  Hymn  Book  com¬ 
mittee,  were  read,  and  submitted  to  an  auditing  committee, 
consisting  of  Revs.  W.  D.  Strobel,  H.  H.,  and  F.  A.  M.  Keller, 
and  Messrs.  C.  A.  Morris,  G.  Weyman,  M.  Buehler. 

Rev.  A.  T.  Geissenhainer  was  appointed  Treasurer  pro-tem- 
pore. 

A  communication  was  read  from  Mr.  T.  Newton  Kurtz  on 
the  subject  of  the  publication  of  a  Lutheran  Almanac.  It  was 
laid  on  the  table  for  future  reference. 

The  report  on  the  Pastor’s  Fund  was  presented  and  laid  on 
the  table  for  future  deliberation. 

The  minutes  of  the  second  and  third  sessions  of  the  Synod  of 
India,  were  presented  by  Rev.  Mr.  Senderling,  and,  on  mo¬ 
tion,  committed  to  the  committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church. 

On  motion,  Saturday  afternoon  at  two  o’clock  was  assigned 
as  the  time  for  the  meeting  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society, 
and  Monday  evening  for  its  public  anniversary. 

The  report  on  the  condition  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  at 
Gettysburg,  was  presented  by  Rev.  D.  P.  Rosenmiller,  and  was 
ordered  to  be  incorporated  with  the  minutes  of  Synod. 
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It  reads  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Gettysburg  Seminary r 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  located  at  Gettsyburg,  in'- 
making  this  their  regular  report  to  the  General  Synod,  would  respectfully  present 
the  following  statements : 

In  reviewing  the  history  of  this  school  of  the  prophets,  during  the  past  two  years, 
duty  should  prompt  us  to  unfeigned  gratitude  for  the  numerous  manifestations  of 
Divine  favor  which  it  has  enjoyed.  Not  only  has  it  been  exempted  from  all  disas¬ 
ters  from  the  elements,  but  its  internal  and  spiritual  welfare  is  of  a  highly  encour¬ 
aging  character. 

The  labors  of  its  faithful  and  -zealous  professors  have  been  uninterrupted  either  by 
sickness  or  any  other  affliction^  and  instruction  has  been  regularly  dispensed  to  those 
who  have  sought  its  hails,  with  the  view  of  qualifying  themselves  as  laborers  in  the 
vineyard  of  the  Lord.  The  students,  enjoying  unusally  good  health,  have  been  labo¬ 
rious  in  study,  -and  commendable  in  deportment.  Neither  has  death,  nor  expulsion 
diminished  their  number,  whilst  all  of  those,  who  meanwhile  have  completed  their 
course  of  training,  are  actively  and  usefully  employed  in  the  good  work  for  which 
the  institution  has  qualified  them. 

Although  at  the  last  report  the  number  was  unusually,  and  indeed  discour  agin  gly 
small,  yet  during  the  past  year  there  have  been  between  twenty  and  thirty  in  regular 
attendance.  This  number  is  sufficiently  encouraging,  and  yet  when  we  take  into 
view  the  rapid  increase  of  our  Zion  in  the  Middle  States,  and  the  increasing  demand 
for  laborers  in  the  West,  saying  nothing  about  the  loud  call  for  missionaries  to  the 
heathen  world,  the  number  of  candidates  preparing  for  the  gospel  fields  should  be 
vastly  increased. 

One  pleasing  fact  may  be  stated,  that  several  of  the  students  have  offered  their 
services  to  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  cur  Church,  and  several  others  have  the 
self-denying  labors  of  the  missionary’s  life  under  serious  consideration.  The  fact  that 
■our  students,  turning  aside  from  the  less  self-denying  labors  of  the  gospel  ministry  at 
home,  aspire  to  live  and  labor  in  foreign  lands  for  the  amelioration  and  salvation  of 
the  degraded  heathen,  is  a  cheering  indication  that  the  spirit  of  active  benevolence, 
which  should  always  characterize  the  followers  of  our  Divine  Master,  has  its  dwel- 
ing  in  the  hearts  of  these  sons  of  the  prophets. 

Stated  examinations,  at  the  close  of  each  session  ,  have  been  held,  and  the  direc¬ 
tors  have  listened  to  them  with  pleasure,  as  affording  evidence  of  fidelity  on  the 
part  of  the  professors,  and  of  diligence  on  the  part  of  the  students. 

Among  other  studies  that  of  the  German  language  has  received  due  attention. 
As  much  of  the  instruction  as  could  possibly  be  dispensed  through  the  medium  of 
this  venerated  language,  was  thus  given.  Besides  this,  a  teacher  has  been  employed 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  weekly  instruction  in  German,  in  Pennsylvania  College. 
The  professorship  in  this  language,  now  successfully  endowed  by  the  Synod  of 
Pennsylvania,  through  the  efforts  of  the  agent.  Rev.  B.  Keller,  will,  it  is  hoped,  soon 
be  filled  with  an  efficient  man,  when  much  more  in  the  language  of  our  forefathers 
will  be  accomplished.  The  importance  of  this  object  cannot  be  too  highly  estimated, 
when  we  consider  the  large  amount  of  population,  both  of  native  and  foreign  birth, 
which  by  means  of  this  language  become  accessible  to  the  Lutheran  pastor,  and  the 
rich  treasures  of  literature  it  unlocks  to  the  student. 

The  funds  of  the  seminary  have  been  somewhat  increased,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
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they  will  soon  be  adequate  to  the  entire  wants  of  the  institution.-  A  new  arrangement 
for  their  investment,  on  the  basis  of  mortgage  and  real  estate,  is  ndw  in  contempla^ 
tion,  which,  if  successfully  carried  out,  may  render  them  more  productive. 

Our  Lutheran  Zion  is  called  on  to  perform  a  great  wTork  in  behalf  of  our  brethren, 
born  on  our  soil  and  those  who  emigrate  annually  from  Europe  and  locate  amongst 
us.  The  active  laborers  wdio  are  to  perform  this  work,  are  to  be  qualified  in  this 
and  other  similar  institutions.  Let  us  therefore  cherish  it  with  our  prayers  and  sus¬ 
tain  it  by  our  benevolent  contributions.  And  then,  with  the  blessing  of  the  Head  of 
the  Church,  we  may  confidently  regard  it  as  a  fountain,  whence  streams  will  flow, 
not  only  to  make  glad  the  city  of  our  God,  but  also  to  cause  the  wilderness  and 
solitary  place  to  rejoice  and  blossom  as  the  rose,

A  communication  was  read  from  Rev.  J.  A.  Seiss  and  laid 
on  the  table  for  futher  consideration. 

It  was  resolved ,  That  a  committee  he  appointed,  to  he  called 
the  Committee  on  Education,  whose  duty  it  shall  he  to-  receive 
the  reports  of  the  literary  and  theological  institutions,  of  our 
Church,  not  officially  connected  with  this  body,  and  engross 
the  whole  for  publication  in  the  minutes  of  this  Synod,  and 
that  the  secretary  he  chairman  of  that  committee. 

Synod  hereupon  adjourned  until  Saturday  morning  at  nine 
o’clock. 

The  closing  prayer  was  made  by  Rev.  G.  Diehl. 

FOURTH  SESSION. 

Saturday,  9  o’clock ,  A.  M . 

An  hour  was  spent  in  prayer  and  praise  to  God,  after  which 
the  President  took  the  chair. 

The  opening  prayer  was  made  by  Rev.  J.  Selmser. 

The  roll  was  called  and  the  absentees  were  noted. 

The  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 


Rev.  F.  W.  Brauns,  and  Mr.  Philip  Dieffenderfer,  were 
excused  from  further  attendance  upon  the  sessions  of  Synod. 

Similar  permission  was  accorded  to  Revs.  W.  J.  Mann  and 
A.  T.  Geissenhainer,  after  the  session  of  to-day.  Permission 
for  temporary  absence  was  granted  to  Rev.  A.  H.  Locliman. 

A  seat  was  accorded  to  a  reporter  of  one  of  the  newspapers 
of  Dayton. 

The  committee  on  the  formation  of  new  Synods  and  tiffi 
■division  of  existing  ones,  reported  as  follows  : 

Whereas,  this  committee  has  been  appointed  to  propose  to  the  General  Synod 
certain  general  principles,  on  the  subject  of  the  division  of  Synods  and  the  formation 
of  new  ones,  which  may  facilitate  the  progress  of  the  Church,  in  the  territory  em¬ 
braced  within  the  bounds  of  the  General  Synod — 

And  whereas,  at  different  times  and  localities  the  formation  of  Synod's  has  been 
connected  with  difficulties  amongst  Synods  and  brethren,  therefore  your  committee 
would  respectfully  advise  you  to  recommend  the  following  principles,  for  the  organi¬ 
zation  of  new  Synods,  which  may  intend  to  come  into  connection  with  the  General 
Synod: 

1.  — That  members  desiring  to  form  a  new  Synod  shall  always  announce  their 
intention  at  the  meeting  of  their  respective  Synods,  previous  to  the  organization  of 
the  new  Synod. 

2.  — That  to  those  members  a  formal  dismissal  should  be  granted,  for  the  formation 
of  the  new  Sjmod,  unless  there  is  -constitutional  cause  shown  to  the  contrary. 

3.  — That  the  respective  congregations,  by  their  officers,  ought,  when  practicable, 
to  inform  their  Synods,  whether  they  are  willing  to  accede  to  the  formation  of  a 
new  Synod  or  not. 

4.  — That  no  new  Synod,  formed  out  of  existing  Synods,  should  be  received,  unless 
consisting  of  at  least  six  ministerial  members. 

5.  — That  wdierever  no  insuperable  obstacles  are  in  the  way,  a  due  regard  ought  to 
be  had  for  geographical  .boundaries  of  Synods.

On  page  21,  it  was  resolved  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  correspond  with  the 
faculties  of  our  different  theological  seminaries  and  issue  an  appeal  to  the  pastors  of 
our  congregations,  with  a  view  to  increase  the  number  of  young  men  preparing  for 
the  ministry. 

On  page  47,  delegates  were  appointed  to  corresponding  ecclesiastical  bodies,  who 
are  expected  to  report  to  this  body.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  minutes  of  the  last  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  was  considered  by  items. 

In  connection  with  the  first  item  the  subjoined  report  was 
submitted. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  to  open  a 
correspondence  with  the  Evangelical  Church  Union  of  the  West,  would  respect¬ 
fully  report,  that  they  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Synod  named,  which  was  favorably 
noticed  in  their  proceedings,  and  a  delegate  appointed  by  them  to  meet  with  us  at 
this  time.  No  letter  has  been  received  from  them,  and  we  do  not  find  their  deleegate 
in  our  midst.

The  report  was  accepted,  and  after  considerable  discussion 
was  referred  back  to  the  committee,  with  the  additional  reso¬ 
lution  : 

That  one  member  from  each  Synod,  not  yet  represented  in 
the  Liturgical  committee,  be  added  to  it,  the  member  to  be 
chosen  by  the  delegation  present  from  that  Synod,  to  consider 
the  whole  subject.

It  teas  further  resolved ,  That  a  pocket  edition  of  the  General 
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Synod’s  English  Liturgy,  now  in  use,  be  published  by  the 
Liturgical  committee,  to  meet  present  wants,  provided  that  it 
shall  not  involve  any  outlay  on  the  part  of  this  body. 

As  the  colony  of  Ole  Bull,  mentioned  in  the  fourth  item, 
has  disbanded,  no  further  action  was  requisite. 

The  committee,  demanded  by  the  fifth  item,  reported,  that 
they  had  fulfilled  their  duty,  and  that  such  an  appeal  had  been 
issued. 

The  delegates,  appointed  to  corresponding  bodies,  gave  notice 
that  they  would  report  at  the  next  session  of  this  convention. 

All  the  items  of  the  report  having  been  disposed  of,  it  was 
adopted  as  a  whole. 

Kev.  D.  Howe  Allen,  D.  D.,  of  the  Presbytery  of  Cincinnati, 
presented  his  credentials,  as  delegate  from  the  General  Assem- 
bly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States. 

He  was  introduced  to  Synod  and  cordially  welcomed. 

By  resolution,  Tuesday  afternoon  at  2  o’clock,  was  assigned 
as  the  time  for  the  meeting  of  the  Parent  Education  Society, 
reserving  one  half  an  hour,  before  the  time  of  adjournment,  for 
the  meeting  of  the  Historical  Society. 

The  consideration  of  the  report,  of  the  committee  on  the 
u  Pastors’  Fund,”  was  made  the  order  of  business  for  Tuesday 
morning,  at  10  o’clock. 

It  was  resolved,  That  the  delegates  from  corresponding 
bodies  be  heard  on  Tuesday  morning,  immediately  after  the 
reading  and  adoption  of  the  minutes. 

Mr.  E.  G.  Smyser  received  leave  of  absence  after  the  morn¬ 
ing  session. 

Similar  permission  was  temporarily  accorded  to  Mr.  Otto 

H.  Moeller. 

The  session  was  closed  with  prayer  by  Kev.  Dr.  Allen. 

SIXTH  SESSION. 

Tuesday,  9  o'clock ,  A.  M. 

After  spending  a  short  time  in  devotional  services,  the 
business  of  Synod  was  resumed. 

After  the  roll  had  been  called,  the  minutes  of  the  last  session 
were  read  and  adopted. 
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Eev.  Paul  Andersen  and  Mr.  Iver  Lawson  were  excused 
from  further  attendance  upon  the  sessions  of  the  Synod. 

According  to  the  order  of  business  previously  adopted,  Eev. 
D.  Howe  Allen,  D.  D.,  delegate  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  to  this  body,  was  invited  to  address 
the  Synod. 

He  presented  the  Christian  salutations  of  the  body  he  rep¬ 
resented. 

The  President  of  Synod  responded  to  his  address,  reciproca¬ 
ting  the  friendly  expressions  of  denominational  sympathy  and 
good  will. 

Dr.  Pohlman  presented  the  following  report: 

The  undersigned,  delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  United  States,  respectfully  reports,  that  he  attended  the  session  of  that  body, 
held  in  Philadelphia,  in  the  month  of  May,  1854,  and  was  received  with  all  that 
courtesy  and  Christian  kindness,  which  is  so  characteristic  of  that  efficient  and 
powerful  organization.  They  appear  to  be  actively  employed  in  the  great  work  of 
extending  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom,  both  at  home  and  abroad ;  and  are  evidently 
blessed  of  God,  who  continually  gives  testimony  to  the  word  of  His  grace  among 
them,  and  causes  them  to  be  strengthened  and  multiplied.  The  correspondence, 
established  with  this  active  and  living  branch  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  cannot  but 
be  productive  of  the  most  beneficial  results,  and  long  may  it  be  continued  to  our 
mutual  benefit.

The  undersigned,  delegate  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church, 
appointed  by  this  body  at  its  meeting  in  Winchester,  respectfully  reports,  that  he 
attended  the  meeting  of  said  body,  at  its  next  ensuing  meeting  in  Philadelphia,  in 
the  Fall  of  1853,  and  was  received  in  the  most  friendly  and  Christian  manner. 
During  the  time  of  his  attendance  on  the  meetings  of  this  body,  your  delegate  found 
the  Synod  earnestly  engaged  in  deliberations,  on  the  best  interests  of  their  Church 
and  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ  in  general.

The  report  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  nominate  delegates  to  corres¬ 
ponding  bodies,  consisting  of  Eevs.  Henry  S.  Miller,  Lloyd 
Knight,  and  Mr.  F.  Smith. 
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They  subsequently  reported  the  names  of  Rev.  Dr.  Strobel 
as  principal,  and  Rev.  J.  L.  Schock  as  alternate,  to  represent 
this  body  at  the  next  Convention  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church.  Rev.  F.  R.  Anspach  was  named  as 
principal,  and  Rev.  W.  F.  Eyster  as  alternate,  to  the  General 
Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church. 

These  nominations  were  confirmed. 

A  communication  was  submitted,  by  the  delegation  from  the 
Hartwick  Synod,  which,  on  motion,  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Rev.  Mr.  Wedekind,  as  representative  of  the  Publication 
Society,  solicited  the  attention  of  this  body  to  that  organiza¬ 
tion. 

Revs.  C.  A.  Hay,  Prof.  A.  Essick  and  J.  A.  Brown,  and 
Messrs.  D.  A.  Buehler,  and  T.  H.  Lane,  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  report  upon  the  subject. 

The  communication  from  T.  Newton  Kurtz,  previously  laid 
upon  the  table,  was  referred  to  the  same  committee. 

The  committee  on  the  Treasurer’s  report  presented  their 
report,  which  was  received  and  laid  on  the  table  for  future 
reference. 

The  report  on  the  Pastors’  Fund,  previously  submitted  and 
laid  on  the  table,  was  called  up  for  action. 

The  report  reads  as  follows : 

The  Treasurer  of  the  “Pastors’  Fund,”  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  of  the  United  States,  respectfully  reports: 

That  the  annexed  account  current  exhibits  the  amount  of  funds  in  his  hands  as 
being  $202  24,  which  is  deposited  in  the  Mariners’  Savings  Institution  of  this  city, 
on  $155  S6  of  which,  there  will  be  six  months  interest  due  on  15th  July,  proximo, 
$4  67,  which,  added  to  tlje  balance  per  account,  will  make  $206  91  held  by  me  at 
that  time,  and  subject  to  the  order  of  those  authorized. 

Reference  to  the  report  of  proceedings  of  the  last  General  Synod  will  show,  that 
there  was  due  from  D.  Gilbert,  (Treasurer  to  that  date,)  $3,545  90.  This  has  not 
yet  passed  into  my  hands  in  the  form  of  cash,  but  is  represented  by  two  notes  of  the 
former  Treasurer,  one  for  $300,  secured  by  mortgage,  and  the  other  for  $1,245  90, 
payable  on  the  21st  May,  1856.  It  will  be  seen  by  my  account  that  the  interest  on 
Dr.  Gilbert’s  indebtedness  has  been  regularly  paid. 

The  minutes  show  also,  that  the  sum  of  $870  SS,  invested  by  the  Book  Concern 
as  a  minsters’  fund,  was  supposed  to  have  been  conveyed  to  the  Pastors’  Fund,  my 
accounts  show  that  there  has  been  received  by  me  from  this  source,  $11  for  interest, 
and  no  more.  A  letter  from  M.  M.  Yeakel,  in  the  hands  of  Rev.  W.  D.  Strobel, 
will  explain,  in  some  degree,  the  reasons  why  no  more  has  been  paid.  Either  from 
that  source  or  some  other,  I  have  understood  that  the  control  of  this  investment 
would  not  be  passed  over  to  the  “Pastors’  Fund.” 
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The  pleasure  of  reporting  to  you  the  application  of  benefits  is  not  permitted  to 
me  ;  my  account,  it  will  be  observed,  has  no  debit.  There  were  applications  for  aid 
from  those  entitled,  but  at  the  time  there  were  no  funds. 

Such  are  the  facts  which  your  Treasurer  has  to  report.  The  small  amount  received 
by  him,  however,  has  been  made  to  earn  interest  and  compound  interest,  and  the 
aggregate  is  placed  in  a  safe  institution. 

It  is  reasonable  to  anticipate  that  the  expectation  of  the  Synod  will  be  far  from 
being  realized  in  this  report,  but  a  glance  will  enable  members  to  perceive,  that  with¬ 
out  the  control  of  the  funds  represented  as  belonging  to  the  “  Pastors’  Fund,”  the  pros¬ 
pect  of  large  accumulation  could  not  be  realized.  None  can  be  more  disappointed 
in  this  matter  than  I  am,  deprived  by  circumstances  of  the  great  satisfaction  of  lay¬ 
ing  a  foundation  for  much  future  good.  I  surrender  the  trust  reposed  in  me,  and 
shall  be  ready  at  any  day  to  transfer  to  the  control  of  my  successor,  the  amount 
reported  in  my  account.

The  report  was  adopted^  and  the  following  additional  action 
taken : 


Resolved,  That  the  Synods,  in  connection  with  the  General 
Synod,  he  requested  to  transfer  any  funds  which  may  he  in 
their  possession,  for  the  use  of  disabled  pastors  or  the  widows 
of  deceased  clergymen  or  their  orphans,  to  the  Treasurer  of  this 
Society. 

Resolved,  That  those  having  the  more  immediate  control  of 
the  “  Pastors’  Fund,”  he  instructed  to  communicate  to  our  sev¬ 
eral  Synods  the  constitution  of  the  association,  as  well  as  its 
financial  condition. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  nominate  trustees  to  control 
the  “  Pastors’  Fund,”  until  the  next  General  Synod.  The 
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committee  consists  of  Revs.  Dr.  Schmucker,  F.  A.  M.  Keller 
and  W.  N.  Scholl,  and  Messrs.  G.  Weyman  and  P.  S.  Dechert. 

They  presented  a  report,  nominating  Messrs.  Daniel  K. 
Gwin,  William  Anspacli  and  J.  P.  Lehman,  and  Revs..  E.  W. 
Hutter  and  B.  Keller,  all  of  Philadelphia,  as  the  trustees. 

The  nominations  were  confirmed. 

Rev.  C.  A.  Hay  presented  the  following  series  of  resolutions, 
which  were  adopted: 

1.  Resolved ,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  General  Synod,  the 
cause  of  Beneficiary  Education  is  of  vital  importance,  and 
should  receive  a  larger  share  of  the  attention  of  our  ecclesiasti¬ 
cal  bodies,  and  of  the  prayers  and  contributions  of  the  people. 

2.  Resolved ,  That  the  various  district  Synods,  in  connection 
with  the  General  Synod,  which  have  not  already  done  so,  he 
requested  to  organize  Synodical  Education  Societies,  auxiliary 
to  the  Parent  Education  Society,  and  forward  to  the  same  an 
annual  statement  of  their  operations,  together  with  any  funds 
in  their  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

3.  Resolved ,  That  Executive  Committees  he  appointed,  in 
connection  with  the  various  Colleges  and  Theological  Semina¬ 
ries  of  our  Church,  who  shall  take  charge  of  the  beneficiaries 
there  pursuing  their  studies,  and  that  these  committees  he 
appointed  by  the  various  Synods  patronising  these  institutions, 
and  he  responsible  only  to  them. 

4.  Resolved ,  That  the  Parent  Education  Society  he  requested 
to  make  such  alterations,  in  its  constitution,  as  to  accommodate 
it  to  the  system  above  proposed. 

1 .  It  was  resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  continues  its  con¬ 
fidence  in  the  Church  Extension  Society,  and  that  we  urge  all 
our  ministers  and  people  to  respond  promptly  to  the  call, 
which  its  Executive  Committee  is  about  to  address  to  our 
churches. 

2.  Resolved ,  That  we  append  its  minutes  to  those  of  this 
body. 

The  subjoined  preamble  and  resolution  were  adopted: 

Whereas ,  we  believe  that  the  building  of  Union  churches  has 
not,  in  many  cases,  been  productive  of  Christian  union  and 
brotherly  love,  but  rather  of  strife  and  contention,  therefore. 
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Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  to  all  onr  ministers 
*  and  people,  to  build  no  more  such  churches. 

The  following  report  was  presented :

Wednesday,  9  o’clock ,  A.  M. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  usual  devotional  exercises.  Synod 
proceeded  to  business. 

On  motion,  the  roll  call  was  dispensed  with. 

The  minutes  were  read,  amended,  and  adopted. 

By  resolution,  the  prescribed  order  of  business  was  tempo¬ 
rarily  suspended  to  allow  Kev.  Mr.  Chidlaw,  Agent  of  the 
American  Sunday  School  Union,  to  address  this  body. 

He  earnestly  plead  the  cause  he  represented,  and  was  re¬ 
sponded  to  by  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved ,  That  we  have  heard  with  much  pleasure  the 
statements  of  Rev.  Mr.  Chidlaw,  in  regard  to  the  successful 
operations  and  present  prosperous  condition  of  the  American 
Sunday  School  Union ;  that  we  have  undiminished  confidence 
in  the  mangement  of  the  operations  of  said  Union,  and  that, 
as  heretofore,  we  cordially  commend  it  to  the  support  and 
hearty  co-operation  of  all  our  churches. 

Rev.  Mr.  Harbaugh  and  Messrs.  G-.  Weyman,  S.  Eckels  and 
J.  Crigler,  were  excused  from  further  attendance. 

The  order  of  business  was  resumed,  and  the  report  of  the 
committee,  on  the  establishment  of  an  African  mission,  was 
read.  f 

The  report  was  couched  in  the  following  terms : 


The  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  memorial  of  the  Miami  Synod,  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  the  establishment  of  a  mission  in  Africa,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report  as  the  result  of  their  deliberations  : 

Your  committee  sincerely  sympathize  with  the  spirit  breathed  by  the  memorial. 
The  African  race  has  peculiar  claims  upon  the  Christian  Church.  Their  deep  de- 
gredation,  the  long  and  painful  oppressions,  endured  by  them,  render  them  fit  objects 
of  our  compassion.  As  there  are,  however,  many  and  formidable  obstacles  to  be 
met  and  overcome,  your  committee  recommend  the  following  plan : 

1.  Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed,  who  may  select  some  competent 
person  to  superintend  the  preparatory  arrangements  for  such  a  mission,  and  that  said 
committee,  so  soon  as  they  can  secure  a  sufficient  number  of  students,  and  means  to 
provide  for  their  education,  be  authorized  to  erect  at  some  suitable  place,  the  neces¬ 
sary  buildings  and  select  a  competent  teacher. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  committee  be  authorized  to  mature  a  plan,  upon  which  a 
mission  in  Africa  is  to  be  conducted,  and  present  it  to  the  next  General  Synod. 
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3.  Resolved,  That  if  the  committee  should  procure  the  necessary  means  to  support 
one  or  more  missionaries  to  Africa,  that  the  supervision  of  such  a  mission  be  com¬ 
mitted  to  our  Executive  Committee  of  Foreign  Missions.

That  we  regard  this  as  an  important  preliminary  step,  aim¬ 
ing  at  the  highest  good  of  the  African  race  wherever  found, 
and  hereby  express  our  cordial  approbation  of  it,  and  recom¬ 
mend  our  churches  cheerfully  and  liberally  to  co-operate  in  this 
work  of  faith  and  labor  of  love. 

A  committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  H.  1ST.  Pohlman,  D.  D., 
F.  R.  Anspach.  and  S.  S.  Schumucher,  D.  D.,  was  appointed 
to  nominate  the  committee,  contemplated  by  the  first  resolu- 
lution  of  the  above  report. 

The  committee,  on  the  Lutheran  Publication  Society  and 
kindred  subjects,  reported. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and,  pending  its  discussion,  the 
hour  for  adjournment  arrived. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Dr.  Krauth.

It  ivas  resolved,  That  Synod  take  a  recess  from  3  to  4 
o’clock,  to  allow  the  Home  Missionary  Society  to  hold  an  ad¬ 
journed  meeting. 
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The  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the  Pub¬ 
lication  Society,  was  resumed,  and  the  document  adopted  as 
here  written : 

The  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  certain  documents  relating  to  the  recently 
established  Lutheran  Publication  Society,  and  to  the  publication  of  a  Lutheran 
Almanac,  would  respectfully  report: 

That  they  have  examined  the  papers  referred  to  them,  and  recommend  the  follow¬ 
ing  resolutions  for  adoption  of  this  body :  ' 

Resolved,  That,  while  we  decidedly  approve  of  the  general  objects  of  the  Luthe¬ 
ran  Publication  and  Translation  Society,  recently  organized  in  Philadelphia,  Pa., 
this  Synod  feels  itself  unable  to  take  any  action  in  its  favor,  which  may  be  construed 
as  an  endorsement  of  its  intended  publications,  until  the  constitution  of  that  society 
be  so  altered,  as  to  allow  an  official  representation,  in  its  Executive  Committee,  on  the 
part  of  this  Synod. 

Resolved,  In  reference  to  the  Almanacs  about  to  be  published  by  this  Society  and 
by  Mr.  T.  Newton  Kurtz,  that,  inasmuch  as  the  General  Synod  has  had  no  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  examining  either  of  these  publications,  they  be  left  to  commend  them¬ 
selves  to  the  public  by  their  own  intrinsic  merits.

The  committee,  appointed  to  nominate  the  committee  for  the 
African  mission  project,  reported  the  names  of  Revs.  Dr. 
Sprecher,  Dr.  Harkey  and  W.  H.  Harrison,  and  Messrs.  J.  D. 
Martin,  and  F.  Gebhart. 

The  nominations  were  confirmed  by  a  vote  of  Synod. 

The  committee,  on  the  licentiate  system,  presented  the  fol¬ 
lowing  paper,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted : 

Your  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  resolutions  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  on  the  licentiate  system,  respectfully  report,  that  they  have  devoted  to  the 
consideration  of  this  important  subject,  all  the  attention  which  their  limited  time 
admitted,  and  submit  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  That,  whilst  the  present  licentiate  system  may  justly  be  regarded  as  a  wise 
method  of  precaution,  against  the  ordination  of  unworthy  subjects,  and  of  obedience 
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to  the  apostolic  injunction,  “  Not  to  lay  hands  hastily  on  any  one,”  your  committee 
do  not  find  all  its  features,  as  prevailing  amongst  us,  fully  sustained  by  the  practice 
of  the  New  Testament.

2.  Whereas,  our  Church  in  this  country  has,  from  near  the  time  of  its  foundation, 
practiced  the  system  now  in  use,  and  only  one  Synod  has  agitated  the  question  of 
introducing  a  change,  therefore  this  Synod  regard  it  as  premature  and  inexpedient,  to 
take  final  action  on  the  merits  of  the  case  at  the  present  time. 

3.  Resolved,  That  all  the  other  Synods  be  and  they  are  hereby  invited  to  consider 
this  subject,  and  send  up  to  the  next  General  Synod  an  expression  of  their  views 
and  wishes,  so  that  a  subject  of  such  vital  importance  to  the  character  of  the  Gospel 
ministry,  may  be  decided  with  due  deliberation  and  for  the  best  interests  of  our 
beloved  Church.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

Your  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  minutes  of  the  district  Synods,  beg 
leave  to  report : 

The  minutes  of  several  Synods,  in  connection  with  the  General  Synod,  have  not 
come  into  their  hands.  The  condition  of  the  Church,  as  learned  from  the  materials 
in  their  possession,  seems  to  be  as  follows : 

1.  Synod  of  Maryland. — Its  officers  are,

From  the  minutes  we  learn,  that  the  membership,  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod, 
is  increasing,  with  many  tokens  of  the  continued  presence  of  the  Divine  Spirit. 
The  contributions,  to  the  various  religious  societies  of  the  Church,  have  been  liberal. 
New  churches  have  been  erected  and  harmony  reigns  in  this  body. 

2.  Synod  of  West  Pennsylvania. — The  Synod  of  West  Pennsylvania  held  its  last 
meeting  in  Shrewsbury,  York  Co.  Pa.,  in  September,  1854.  Its  officers  are,

The  reports  on  the  state  of  religion  in  the  churches  were  of  a  various  character. 
Lukewarmness,  neglect  of  the  means  of  grace,  and  a  tendency  to  worldly-minded¬ 
ness,  were  complained  of  as  existing  to  some  extent ;  but  the  prosperity  of  Christ’s 
kingdom  constituted  the  chief  item  of  report.  Revivals  of  religion,  increase  of 
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membership,  growth  in  piety,  and  more  efficient  efforts  in  the  cause  of  benevolence, 
were  reported  as  having  been  witnessed,  in  almost  every  portion  of  her  boundary. 
While  then  there  is  much  occasion  for  humiliation  before  God,  and  confession  of 
unfaithfulness,  there  is  abundant  reason  for  gratitude  to  the  great  Head  of  the 
Church,  for  His  favor  and  manifold  blessings  bestowed  on  His  people. 

S.  Synod  of  South  Carolina. — This  body  has  increased,  both  its  ministerial  list 
and  its  communicant  membership,  since  the  last  General  Synod.  Its  membership 
includes  seven  hundred  and  eighty-nine  colored  communicants. 

The  Missionary  Society  connected  with  this  Synod  is  in  a  very  flourishing  condi¬ 
tion.  Twelve  ministers,  laboring  within  its  bounds,  are  receiving  aid  from  the  funds 
of  the  Society.  In  addition  to  this  the  congregation  in  Savannah  has  been  sustain¬ 
ing  a  missionary  in  Texas. 

Connected  with  this  Synod,  is  a  society  and  fund  for  the  relief  of  disabled  min¬ 
isters  and,  for  the  widows  and  orphans  of  ministers,  who  die  in  connection  with  the 
Synod. 

At  its  last  meeting  permission  was  granted  to  those  ministers,  residing  in  the  State 
of  Mississippi,  to  erect  themselves  into  a  separate  Synod. 

4.  Synod  of  North  Carolina. — This  Synod,  having  sent  no  delegation  and  no  min¬ 
utes,  we  could  prepare  no  report. 

5.  Hartwick  Synod. — This  Synod  is  actively  engaged  in  the  general  benevolent 
enterprises  of  our  Church.  There  exists  a  healthy  Christian  discipline  in  the 
churches.  Sveral  congregations  have  been  favored  with  the  special  out-pouring  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.  Several  new  houses  of  worship  are  now  in  process  of  erection.

God  has  manifested  His  gracious  presence,  by  watching  over  both  congregations  and 
ministers,  by  increasing  their  numbers,  by  enabling  them  cheerfully  to  do  His  work 
entrusted  to  them,  and  by  giving  His  blessing  to  their  labors  in  His  name.  It  is, 
however,  our  painful  duty  here  to  mention  the  afflicting  dispensation  of  Providence, 
in  calling  away  from  their  midst,  our  dearly  beloved  and  faithful  brother,  the  Rev. 
F.  W.  Schmidt,  of  Albany,  who  had  been  appointed  a  delegate  to  this  body.

The  minutes  of  this  body  show  a  steady  increase  of  member¬ 
ship  and  a  commendable  degree  of  activity,  in  church  building  and  general  im¬ 
provement.

Eight  young  men  were  licensed  to  preach  the  Gospel  and  administer 
the  sacraments  of  the  Church,  and  eight  were  ordained. 

It  has  pleased  the  Lord  to  favor  this  part  of  our  Zion  with  many  precious  revivals 
of  religion,  particularly  during  the  last  winter.  In  many  parts  of  Blair,  Somerset 
and  Bedford  counties,  they  were  quite  extensive. 

There  is  also  a  change  going  on  among  many  of  our  people,  in  regard  to  the  great 
importance  of  educating  more  thoroughly  their  children,  both  sons  and  daughters.

In  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  the  state  of  the  Church  is,  on  many  accounts,  highly 
encouraging.  During  the  period  which  this  report  is  designed  to  cover,  a  cheering 
degree  of  prosperity  has  characterized  the  operations  of  this  body.  God  has  owned 
and  blessed  the  faithful  use  of  His  ordained  means.  Revivals  of  religion  have  been 
enjoyed  by  nearly  all  its  congregations.  Quite  a  number  of  new  church  edifices  have 
been  erected.  The  number  of  congregations  has  almost  been  doubled.  From  forty- 
one,  the  reported  number  of  the  last  General  Synod,  the  most  recently  published 
proceedings  of  this  body  show  the  number  now  to  be  seventy.  A  corresponding 
degree  of  prosperity  seems  visible  in  every  other  respect.  The  great  interests  of  the 
Church,  at  home  and  abroad,  have  been  more  liberally  sustained  than  ever  before.

Increased  attention  is  given  to  secure  systematic  contributions  to 
benevolent  purposes.

Church  love  is  strengthening  and  the 
spirit  of  benevolence  is  developing,  so  that  we  have  cause  to  rejoice  in  view  of  our 
future  mission.  But  on  the  other  hand,  there  are  a  number  of  places  which  the 
brethren  are  urged  to  occupy,  but  cannot  for  want  of  both  men  and  means.

A  resolution  appears  upon  their  minutes  recommending  the  formation  of  a 
colony  of  Lutheran  families,  to  settle  in  some  portion  of  the  far  West,  in  order  to 
concentrate  our  strength,  and  thus  lay  the  foundation  for  future  efforts  to'  promote  the 
interests  of  our  Zion.  ,

ality,  though  others  are  not  so  encouraging. 

14.  Synod  of  Western  Virginia. — This  body  embraces  a  field,  which,  fifteen  years 
ago,  was  mainly  occupied  by  a  single  minister.  It  now  numbers  twelve  ministers 
and  thirty  congregations,  and,  since  the  last  convention  of  the  last  General  Synod* 
almost  every  church  in  its  connection  has  been  blessed  with  a  work  of  grace. 

There  is  a  growing  interest  manifested  on  the  subject  of  both  male  and  female 
education.  Roanoke  College,  located  at  Salem,  is  within  its  bounds  and,  in  part, 
under  its  supervision.  About  thirty  of  the  students  in  attendance,  during  the  past  year, 
have  the  ministry ^n  view.  It  is  designed,  more  especially,  to  meet  the  wants  of 
the  descendants  of  the  German  population  of  Va.  There  is  a  project  now  on  foot  to 
raise  $50,000  to  complete  all  the  buildings  and  endow  professorships.  This  Synod 
has  also  in  contemplation  the  establishment  of  a  Female  College,  to  be  located  at 
Wytheville. 

LTpon  the  whole,  we  think  we  can  safely  say,  and  we  do  it  with  gratitude  to  God, 
that  the  cause  of  religion  and  education  is  more  prosperous  in  Western  Virginia,  than 
at  any  former  period. 

15.  Synod  of  the  South  West. — This  body  met  at  Luther  Chapel,  Perry  county, 
Missouri,  September  23,  1854.

The  brethren  living  in  those  distant  and  sparsely  occupied  regions  of  our  Church, 
seem  to  be  laboring  faithfully  for  the  building  up  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom. 

16.  Olive  Branch  Synod. — This  Synod  held  its  seventh  annual  convention  at 
Richmond,  Indiana,  in  September  last.  Its  officers  are,

The  territory,  embraced  by  this  Synod  is  the  State  of  Indiana,  nearly  the  whole 
of  which  may  yet  be  said  to  be  in  a  missionary  state.  Its  churches  are,  however, 
rapidly  increasing  in  number,  piety  and  liberality.  Six  new  houses  of  worship  were 
built  during  the  last  Synodical  year,  and  ten  or  or  twelve  others  are  now  in  process  of 
erection.  A  considerable  number  of  new  congregations  have  been  organized,  and,  in 
many  of  the  older  ones,  precious  seasons  of  revival  have  been  enjoyed.  Withal  there 
is  yet  great  destitution  within  their  bounds. 
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17.  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania. — The  minutes  of 
the  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania  and  adjacent  States, 
of  1854,  show  that  there  are  ninety-six  ministers  connected  with  that  body.  The

This  Synod  is  now  engaged  in  the  publication  of  a  new  edition  of  Luther’s 
Smaller  Catechism,  both  in  the  German  and  English  languages.  These  editions  will 
contain  a  number  of  hymns,  suitable  for  the  use  of  Sunday  Schools. 

The  Liturgy,  which  this  Synod  has  been  preparing  during  the  past  years,  has  been 
published,  and  a  copy  presented  to  the  General  Synod.  A  committee  has  been  ap¬ 
pointed  to  translate  this  work  for  the  use  of  our  English  churches. 

18.  Synod  of  Northern  Illinois. — This  Synod  is  now  about  five  years  old,  and  its 
territory  is  the  Northern  half  of  Illinois  and  adjacent  parts.  It  is  composed  of 
English,  German,  Swedish  and  Norwegian  Evangelical  Lutheran  ministers,  who 
harmoniously  and  zealously  co-operate,  in  the  blessed  work  of  preaching  the  gospel 
of  Christ,  in  these  different  languages,  and  gathering  the  lost  sheep  of  our  Israel, 
scattered  over  this  part  of  the  great  West,  into  the  fold  of  the  Redeemer.  This 
Synod  co-operates  in  the  support  of  Illinois  University  and  has  a  number  of  students 
at  said  institution,  having  the  ministry  in  view. 

The  whole  field,  occupied  by  this  Synod,  may  be  considered  as  missionary  ground, 
and  a  great  increase  of  men  and  means  is  necessary,  fully  to  do  tf^  work  which  God 
has  assigned  us.  But  we  are  greatly  encouraged  to  trust  God  and  go  forward. 

19.  Pittsburg  Synod. — The  progress  of  this  Synod  has  been  steady.  Although 
the  Lord  has  removed  two  brethren  by  death,  and  called  some  to  other  fields  of  labor, 
there  is,  according  to  the  last  published  minutes,  an  increase  of  two  ministers,  and 
at  the  recent  session  at  Canton  quite  a  number  were  added.  There  is  but  a  small 
increase  in  the  number  of  communicants,  but,  as  all  the  means  of  grace  have  been 
faithfully  dispensed,  we  have  reason  to  believe,  that,  with  God’s  blessing  upon  these, 
much  has-been  done  to  confirm  the  disciples,  to  spread  intelligence,  to  promote  mo¬ 
rality  and  to  develope  the  benevolence  of  the  churches. 

Since  the  last  General  Synod,  ten  churches  have  been  dedicated  to  the  service  of 
God  in  its  bounds,  and  several  new  congregations  have  been  organized.  The  work 
of  Home  Mission  is  still  prosecuted  with  zeal  to  this  Synod.  The  work 
too  is  increasing,  particularly  in  Canada  West,  among  the  long  neglected  German 
population  of  that  province.  Instead  of  one  or  two  Lutheran  ministers,  laboring 
unknown  and  uncared  for,  there  are  now  seven  who  have  the  sympathies  and  prayers, 
of  a  large  portion  of  the  Church. 

The  cause  of  Beneficiary  Education  has,  during  the  past  year,  received  a  new  - 
impulse.  The  Foreign  Missionary  cause  is  taking  a  deeper  hold  on  the  minds  and 
affections  of  the  people.  Nor  have  other  benevolent  enterprises  been  overlooked. 
Particularly  has  the  interest  in  the  work  of  Inner  Missions,  and  the  care  and  relief 
of  the  poor  and  suffering,  received  increased  attention. 

20.  Synod  of  Texas. — The  fourth  convention  of  this  body  was  held  in  Castroville, 
in  1S54.  The  officers  elected  are,

evidences  of  growth,  but  lament  the  indifference  of  the  German  emigrant  popula¬ 
tion.  Their  great  want  is  laborers,  as  they  reported  many  vacant  charges  in  their 
midst. 

21.  English  District  Synod  of  Ohio. — The  eighteenth  annual  convention  of  this 
body  was  held  at  New  Jefferson,  Ohio,  October  5,  1854.  The  officers  of  this 
Synod  are,

22.  Kentucky  Synod. — This  Synod  was  organized  in  May,  1854.  The  congrega¬ 
tions,  within  their  bounds,  are  not  represented  to  be  in  as  prosperous  a  condition  as  is 
desired ;  yet  we  hope  that,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  they  will  increase  in  spirituality 
and  liberality,  and  thus  become  more  active  in  the  Redeemer’s  cause. 

23.  Synod  of  Central  Pennsylvania. — The  officers  of  this  body  are,

There  seems  to  be  a  gradual  increase  of  piety  in  the  churches.  During  the  last 
year,  a  number  of  the  congregations,  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  have  been 
greatly  favored  by  the  special  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon  them.  Hence 
there  is  an  increasing  attendance  upon  the  preaching  of  the  word  of  God,  a  stricter 
observance  of  the  sacraments,  and  a  greater  interest  in  prayer  meetings,  Sabbath 
schools  and  other  institutions  of  the  Church. 

24.  The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  India. — This  body  met  at  Rajahmun- 
dry,  January  1,  1854.  The  number  of  ministers  connected  with  it,  five.  The

It  is  gratifying  to  see  the  activity  of  these  dear  brethren  in  the  cause  of  the 
Master.  They  have,  under  the  supervision  of  this  Synod,  three  young  men,  of  the 
native  converts,  with  a  special  view  of  becoming  catechists  or  preachers.  They 
have  already  made  considerable  progress,  and  much  may  be  hoped  from  them. 

The  parochial  table  shows  that  they  have  under  their  care  seven  churches,  nine 
preaching  places,  eighty-four  communicants  and  eight  hundred  and  seventy  scholars. 

From  all  these  facts,  and  from  the  general  statistical  table  appended  to  this  report, 
we  learn  that  there  are  many  evidences  of  the  continued  agency  of  the  Divine  Spirit 
in  our  churches ;  that  our  membership  is  multiplying,  the  triumphs  of  grace  extend¬ 
ing  over  destitute  and  frontier  sections  of  the  country,  and  the  general  interests  of 
the  Redeemer’s  kingdom  on  the  advance  within  our  bounds.  The  benevolent  ope¬ 
rations  of  the  Church  are  sustained.  Peace  and  harmony  reign.  In  many  congre¬ 
gations  there  have  been  special  outpourings  of  the  Divine  Spirit.  New  houses  of 
worship  are  erected,  and  new  congregations  organized,  in  every  portion  of  the 
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country.  Literary  institutions,  for  the  education  of  both  sexes,  are  diffusing  intellh 
gence  through  the  Church.  ■ 

We  therefore  have  great  cause  of  thankfulness,  to  the  Giver  of  every  good  and 
perfect  gift,  for  His  many  favors  to  us  as  a  Church.

The  following  report,  on  the  minutes  of  corresponding  bodies, 
Was  presented  and  adopted: 

The  committee,  to  whom  the  minutes  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  of  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church  were  referred,  respect¬ 
fully  report,  that  having  examined  the  documents,  they  rejoice  in  the  manifest 
evidence  of  divine  approbation,  in  the  increasing  prosperity  of  these  bodies;  and  also 
in  the  expression  of  their  high  regard  for  us,  and  their  wishes  for  the  continuance  of 
the  fraternal  relations  heretofore  existing.

CLOSING  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  7  o'clock ,  P.  M. 

Opening  prayer  by  Rev.  S.  R.  Boyer. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  annexed  preamble  and  resolution  were  adopted : 

Whereas ,  those  sections  of  the  Formula  of  Government  and 
Discipline  of  the  General  Synod,  which  relate  to  district 
Synods,  have  been  omitted  in  the  last  editions  of  the  Hymn 
hook,  without  any  change  in  the  price  of  the  hook; — and 
whereas  these  portions  are  highly  important  in  order  to  ac¬ 
quaint  our  laity  with  the  rights  secured  to  them  by  the  consti¬ 
tution  of  district  Synods,  as  well  as  the  duties  enjoined  on 
churches  and  church  members ; — and,  whereas  said  chapters 
are  integral  parts  of  our  system  of  government  and  discipline, 
and  necessary  to  the  unity  and  completeness  of  the  whole ; — 
therefore, 

Besolved ,  That  the  financial  Hymn  hook  Committee  he  and 
they  are  hereby  instructed  to  have  said  sections  again  printed 
and  appended  to  the  twenty-four  mo.  edition  of  the  Hymn  hook, 
along  with  the  other  portions  of  the  Formula  as  in  the  former 
editions. 

The  report  on  the  Treasurer’s  report  was  called  up  for  action. 
It  was  adopted  by  clauses  and  as  a  whole,  as  here  written: 

The  committee  on  Treasurer’s  accounts  and  report  of  the  financial  Hymn  book 
committee,  report, 

1.  That  they  find  the  former  correct,  with  a  balance  due  the  Treasurer  of  $457  93, 
and,  as  the  Treasurer  has  made  no  request  for  the  immediate  payment,  we  would 
advise  that  the  financial  Hymn  book  committee  pay  him,  out  of  the  first  premiums, 
arising  from  the  sale  of  other  books  than  the  48mo.  Hymn  book,  if  this  be  not  incon¬ 
sistent  with  their  engagements  with  the  publisher. 

2.  The  expenses  of  the  present  meeting  will  be  about  $500,  which  ought  now  to 
be  provided  for,  unless  we  wish  to  sink  into  a  state  of  hopeless  indebtedness. 
There  is  for  this  purpose  only  $80  82  in  the  treasury,  appropriated  by  two  Synods. 
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2.  We  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  Hymn  book  committee,  and  find  them 
correct,' with  a  balance  due  the  publisher  of  $435  43.  The  premiums  on  publica¬ 
tions  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  this,  with  the  debt  due  the  Treasurer  within  one  year. 

We  would  recommend  the  continuance  of  the  financial  Hymn  book  Committee, 
with  instructions  to  renew  their  contract  with  Mr.  T.  Newton  Kurtz,  and  to  advance 
the  premium  on  the  24mo.  Hymn  book  to  15  cts.  per  copy,  and  on  the  48mo.  edition 
to  10  cts.  per  copy,  and  that  they  add  the  advanced  premium  to  the  price  of  the  books. 

4.  In  regard  to  the  proposition  to  establish  a  Synodical  fund,  we  would  remark, 
that,  in  the  present  state  of  our  finances,  we  can  not  recommend  any  change. 
Within  the  next  two  years,  the  funds,  after  paying  all  liabilities,  will  have  accumu¬ 
lated  to  over  $1,000.  We  would  advise  the  continuance  of  an  active  Committee  of 
Ways  and  Means,  whose  business  shall  be,  in  the  recess,  to  see  in  what  manner  the 
treasury  may  be  replenished,  and  be  made  available  for  the  purposes  originally  con¬ 
templated.

The  Secretary  was  authorized  to  publish  2,000  copies  of  the 
minutes  ot  this  convention,  in  the  English  language,  and  dis¬ 
tribute  them  us  usual,  and  instructed  to  deposite  all  surplus 
copies  in  the  Historical  Society  archives,  at  Gettysburg.  He 
was  likewise  requested  to  procure  a  full  set  of  the  minutes  of  the 
General  Synod,  since  its  organization,  and  have  them  bound  ; 
and  to  have  the  proceedings  of  past  Conventions  fully  written 
out  in  the  manuscript  protocol  of  Synod. 

The  committee,  appointed  to  reporta  minute  on  the  death  of 
Ptev.  J.  G.  Schmucker,  1).  1).,  presented  the  following  paper: 

Whereas,  it  has  pleased  an  allwise  Providence  to  remove,  since  the  last  meeting 
of  this  Synod,  from  the  Church  militant  to  the  Church  triumphant,  one  of  the  orig^ 
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inators  and  founders  of  this  body,  affection  for  the  departed,  and  a  sense  of  his  in¬ 
valuable  services  to  the  Church,  call  for  an  expression  of  the  feelings  of  this  body. 
Therefore, 

].  Resolved,  That  we  record,  with  gratitude  to  God,  our  high  appreciation  of  the 
distinguished  services  which  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Schmucker,  D.  D.,  rendered  to  the  Lu¬ 
theran  Church  in  the  United  States. 

2.  Resolved,  That  in  the  life  of  our  venerable  departed  father,  we  have  the  model 
of  an  able  and  conscientious  minister  of  Jesus  Christ,  whose  talents,  as  a  preacher 
and  writer,  will  be  held  in  admiration  by  generations  to  come. 

3.  Resolved,  That  as  the  first  signer  of  the  constitution  of  this  General  Synod, 
and  a  devoted  member  of  this  body  for  a  long  period,  we  his  successors  in  the  holy 
office,  and  members  of  this  Synod,  will  cherish  the  memory  of  his  virtues,  and  profit 
by  his  Christian  example. 

4.  Resolved,  That,  while  we  sympathize  with  the  bereaved  family  of  the  deceased, 
and  bow  in  humble  submission  to  the  dispensations  of  Him,  who  doeth  all  things 
well,  the  many  Christian  virtues  of  our  departed  father  constitute  a  monument,  that 
will  always  proclaim  his  worth  in  the  Church  of  Christ.

Synodical  sermon. 

Resolved ,  That  the  thanks  of  this  body  he  communicated  to 
the  Rail  Road  companies,  that  favored  its  members,  by  the  re¬ 
duction  of  fare  and  issuing  of  excursion  tickets. 

Resolved ,  That  the  thanks  of  this  convention  he  returned  to 
its  presiding  officer,  Rev.  A.  H.  Lochman,  for  the  dignified  and 
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impartial  manner,  in  which  he  discharged  the  duties  of  his 
position. 

Synod  hereupon  finally  adjourned,  after  bowing  before  Grod. 
in  prayer,  and  uniting  in  singing  a  parting  hymn.

The  Committee  on  the  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions^ 
under  the  patronage  and  direction  of  our  Church,  embodied 
the  detached  statements,  presented  by  its  individual  members, 
in  the  following  general  report: 

1.  Pennsylvania  College  at  Gettysburg,  Pa. — Since  the  last  General  Synod,  this 
institution  has  continued  in  most  successful  operation,  under  an  efficient  corps  of 
professors  and  tutors.  It  affords  us  pleasure  to  state,  that  the  German  professorship 
has  been  fully  endowed  by  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  and  we  sincerely  hope,  that  it 
will  soon  be  filled  by  an  able  incumbent,  who  may  be  successful,  not  only  in  infusing 
into  the  minds  of  his  students  a  love  for  that  beautiful  language,  but  in  qualifying 
many  to  proclaim  the  good  tidings  of  salvation,  through  that  medium.  The  weight 
of  obligation,  which  this  institution  has  imposed  upon  the  Church,  may  be  seen  at  a 


glance,  from  the  following  summary :

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2.  Lexington  Seminary,  S.  C. — The  classical  and  theological  seminary,  under  the 
control  of  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina,  located  at  Lexington,  S.  C.,  is  under  the  su¬ 
pervision  of  Rev.  L.  Eichelberger,  D.  D.,  Professor  of  Theology.  Rev.  Prof.  W. 
Berly,  is  Principal  of  the  classical  department,  aided  by  an  English  teacher.  There 
have  been  about  fifty  students,  in  connection  with  the  institution,  during  the  past 
year.  At  the  session  of  their  Synod,  held  last  Fall,  the  following  resolutions,  respect¬ 
ing  the  seminary,  were  passed,  but  as  yet,  there  has  been  no  action  taken  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  object: 

Inasmuch  as  our  institution  at  Lexington  is,  evidently,  in  a  languishing  condi¬ 
tion,  and  owing,  no  doubt,  in  part  at  least,  to  local  circumstances,  which  the  future 
does  not  promise  to  obviate;  therefore,  be  it 

1.  Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  Synod,  there  is  a  necessity  for  its  removal  to 
a  more  eligible  situation,  and  that  the  Directors,  be,  and  are  hereby  instructed  to 
take  the  necessary  steps  to  effect  the  removal  to  such  place,  in  South  Carolina,  as 
may  promise  a  more  eligible  location. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Directors  be  also  instructed  to  obtain  from  the  Legislature 
of  that  State,  such  amendments  in  the  charter,  as  to  constitute  it  a. regular  College, 
with  the  power  of  conferring  degrees. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  institution,  with  its  new  charter,  shall  be  called  — - ■ 

College,  of  South  Carolina. 

3.  Hartwick  Seminary,  N.  Y. — The  institution  at  Hartwick  presents  gratifying 
evidence  of  the  fidelity  of  the  teachers  and  progress  of  the  pupils.  The  number  of 
students  in  attendance,  during  the  last  academic  year,  was  129,  of  whom  14  were 
theological  students.  There  were  65  classical  pupils  in  the  male,  and  50  in  the 
female  department.  In  addition  to  the  Principal  and  the  Professor  of  theology,  four 
assistant  teachers,  two  males  and  two  females,  were  employed.  Rev.  G.  B.  Miller, 
D.  D.,  is  the  Professor  of  theology,  and  Rev.  L.  Sternberg,  A.  M.,  the  Principal  of 
the  academic  department. 

4.  Wittenberg  College,  Springfield,  Ohio. — The  President  of  Wittenberg  College 
states,  that  212  students  were  connected  with  the  institution,  during  the  last  academic 
year.  The  number  in  actual  attendance  was  about  140.  During  the  current  year 
the  number  is  not  quite  so  large.  The  number  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  is  36, 
only  about  one  half  what  it  would  be,  if  we  had  more  beneficiary  funds.  A  very 
large  proportion,  of  the  students  of  our  institution,  is  from  families,  not  connected 
with  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church.  The  tuition  fees  have  been,  thus  far,  sulfi- 
cient  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  professors,  in  the  collegiate  and  preparatory  depart¬ 
ments.  It  will  be  gratifying  to  the  Synod  to  be  informed,  that,  while  in  consequence 
of  the  comparative  infancy  of  the  churches,  upon  which  this  institution  mainly  relies 
for  pecuniary  support,  it  remains  still  partially  endowed,  our  people  have  manifested 
most  commendable  liberality,  whenever  the  institution  has  called  upon  them  for  sub¬ 
scriptions,  and  that  it  has  friends,  who  have  manifested  their  love  for  it,  by  contribu¬ 
tions  of  $1,000  each. 

5.  Rlinois  State  University,  at  Springfield,  Illinois. — This  institution  is  so  organ¬ 
ized,  by  its  charter,  as  to  embrace  all  the  departments  of  literary,  scientific,  profes¬ 
sional  and  theological  learning ;  and  thereby  the  expense  of  separate  buildings,  for 
purposes  of  theological  instruction,  is  avoided.  All  the  departments  are  under  the 
supervision  of  one  board  of  trustees,  consisting  of  thirty-one  members,  two-thirds  of 
whom  are  in  regular  and  full  connection  with  the  Lutheran  Church,  and  are  elected 
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to  the  board  by  the  Lutheran  Synods,  concerned  in  the  support  of  the  institution. 
These  Synods  elect  also  the  Professors  in  the  department  of  theology,  while  all  the 
other  Professors  are  chosen  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

The  field  of  usefulness,  occupied  by  this  university,  embraces  very  large  numbers 
of  Lutheran  emigrants  from  Europe,  consisting  of  Norwegians,  Swedes,  and  Ger¬ 
mans.  Among  these  people,  the  American  Lutheran  Church  has  a  highly  interesting 
and  responsible  mission.  They  are  our  brethren  by  historical  connection,  national 
descent,  and  doctrinal  confession. 

The  faculty  as  now  constituted  are, 

Rev.  FRANCIS  SPRINGER,  A.  M.,  President, 

“  S.  W.  HARKEY,  D.  D.,  Prof,  of  Theology. 

“  EDMUND  MILLER,  Prof,  of  Mathematics. 

c<  DANIEL  GARYER,  Prof,  of  Ancient  Languages. 

“  C.  B.  THUMMEL,  Prof,  of  German  Language,  and  Ass’t.  Prof,  of  Theology. 

The  total  number  of  students,  for  the  year  just  closing,  is  125,  of  whom  17  are  pre¬ 
paring  for  the  ministry  of  the  Gospel.  The  number  which  the  institution  has  already 
sent  forth,  as  ministers  in  the  Lutheran  Church,  is  five. 

6.  Roanoke  College ,  Va. — Roanoke  College  is  located  at  Salem,  Roanoke  Co., 
Va.,  on  the  line  of  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  R.  R.  The  college  edifice  presents 
a  beautiful  view  from  the  town  of  Salem.  It  has  nn  able  faculty  of  teachers,  with 
Rev.  D.  F.  Bittle,  D.  D.,  at  its  head.  The  number  of  students,  in  attendance  during 
the  current  year,  is  80,  of  this  number  about  30  have  the  ministry  in  view.  Its  first 
commencement  exercises  will  be  held  on  the  14th  of  July  next,  on  which  occasion 
it  will  graduate  its  first  class,  consisting  of  four  in  number,  all  of  whom  design  pre¬ 
paring  for  the  ministry.  It  contemplates  raising  the  sum  of  $ 50,000 ,  to  complete  all 
the  buildings  and  endow  professorships.  Nearly  one  third  of  this  sum  has  already 
been  secured,  and  two  agents  are  successfully  engaged  in  the  work,  of  obtaining  the 
balance. 

7.  Hagerstown  Female  Seminary ,  Md. — This  seminary  is  now  in  successful  ope¬ 
ration.  The  first  scholastic  year  commenced  on  the  21st  ^September,  1854,  with 
70  pupils.  This  number  has  been  gradually  increasing,  so  that  there  are  now  101 
names  on  the  catalogue.  The  buildings  are  completed  and  are,  in  all  respects,  admi¬ 
rably  adapted  for  the  purposes  designed.  They  are  located  upon  a  lot  of  eleven 
acres,  just  beyond  the  limits  of  the  town,  overlooking  a  valley  of  unsurpassed  beauty, 
and  bounded  on  all  sides  by  magnificent  mountain  and  river  scenery.  We  regard  the 
healthfulness  of  the  climate,  and  the  grandeur  of  the  scenery,  as  of  incalculable  impor¬ 
tance,  in  view  of  the  influence  which  they  exert  on  the  faculties  of  those,  who  are 
passing  through  a  course  of  intellectual  and  moral  training.  The  organization  of  the 
institution  is  on  the  most  approved  plan.  The  faculty  consists  of  eight  competent 
teachers,  and,  under  the  efficient  direction  of  the  Rev.  C.  C.  Baughman,  A.  M.,  an 
experienced  teacher  and  highly  accomplished  scholar,  we  look  forward  to  a  still  more 
auspicious  future.  The  course  of  study  is  thorough,  embracing  four  years,  though 
pupils  may  be  entered  for  any  period.  For  such,  there  is  a  select  course  of  studies 
provided,  so  as  to  improve  their  time  to  the  best  advantage.  Latin  forms  a  regular 
study,  through  the  entire  course,  without  extra  charge. 

For  the  daughters  of  clergymen,  there  is  a  deduction  made  of  twenty  per  cent,  on 
all  the  expenses.  As  we  have  an  endowment  of  $15,000,  we  believe  that  we  can 
educate,  with  as  little  expense  as  any  other  institution.  We  ask  the  continued  en¬ 
couragement  and  patronage  of  the  Church. 
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8.  Lutherville  Female  Seminary,  Md. — This  institution  is  located  at  Lutherville, 
Baltimore  Co.,  twelve  miles  from  the  city  of  Baltimore,  on  the  Northern  Central  R. 
R.  The  neighborhood  is  remarkable  for  health,  and  is  rapidly  filling-  up  with  sub¬ 
urban  villas  and  summer  residences.  The  school  w  as  opened  in  October,  1854,  with 
encouraging  prospects,  and  is  now  in  the  second  session  of  the  first  academic  year, 
amply  fulfilling  the  expectations  of  its  founders.  The  seminary  edifice  is  built  of 
stone,  in  a  beautiful  style  of  architecture,  is  commodious  in  its  proportions  and 
equalled  by  few  similar  establishments,  in  the  excellence  of  its  internal  arrangements. 
The  course  of  study  is  liberal  and  judicious,  and  cannot  fail  to  qualify  those,  that 
pursue  it,  to  adorn  woman’s  sphere  wdth  intelligence  and  dignity. 

The  school  is  under  the  control  of  a  board  of  intelligent  directors,  wTho  have  se¬ 
cured  the  services  of  seven  experienced  teachers  and  of  three  occasional  lecturers. 
Rev.  Dr.  Morris,  of  Baltimore,  is  the  Honorary  Superintendent,  and  Rev.  Herman 
Eggers  the  Vice-superintendent.  The  wrell  established  reputation  of  these  gentlemen, 
for  scholarship  and  literary  accomplishments,  cannot  but  recommend  the  institution 
to  the  patronage  of  the  Church.  A  liberal  reduction  in  the  charges  is  made  in  favor 
of  the  daughters  of  clergymen. 

9.  The  Infirmary. — This  hospital  for  the  relief  of  [the  sick  is  located  at  Pittsburg, 
Pa.,  and  is  under  the  entire  control  and  government  of  the  Institution  of  Deaconesses, 
an  incorporated  body,  composed  of  members  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 
Since  its  humble  commencement  in  1849,  up  to  this  time,  it  has  received  upwards  of 
sixteen  hundred  patients  within  its  walls,  more  than  twro  thirds  of  whom  have  been 
cared  for,  “without  money  and  without  price.”  The  benefits  of  the  institution  are 
free  alike  to  the  suffering  of  every  creed,  color  and  country — and  no  discrimination 
is  tolerated,  in  favor  of  one  class  over  another.  The  moral  and  spiritual  results  of 
this  charity,  so  far  as  they  can  be  ascertained,  abundantly  confirm  the  belief,  that 
the  offices  of  mercy  in  connection  with  the  services  of  religion,  have  produced  and 
revived  impressions  for  good,  which  time  can  never  efface,  and  instances  are  of  en¬ 
couraging  frequency,  which  awaken  the  hope,  that  many  a  sinful  wanderer  from  God 
has  been  reclaimed,  and  that  many  a  chafed  and  sorely  tried  disciple  has  been  re¬ 
stored,  and  enabled  to  die  in  Christ  and  in  peace. 

It  may  yet  be  necessary  to  add,  that  the  institution  has  no  vested  funds,  but  sup¬ 
ports  its  large  family  of  sick  wffiolly  from  the  voluntary  donations  of  individuals. 
Letters  of  inquiry,  and  contributions  for  the  support  of  the  institution,  can  be  addressed 
to  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Passavant,  the  Director,  at  Pittsburg,  Pa. 

10.  The  Orphans’  Home. — This  institution,  designed  for  the  care  and  education 
of  the  fartherless  children  of  the  Church,  is  likewise  located  at  Pittsburg,  Pa.  A 
temporary  building  has  been  rented,  and  between  30  and  40  girls  and  small  boys  find 
a  home  and  Christian  training,  under  the  excellent  care  of  the  ladies  of  the  Dea¬ 
conesses’  institution.  It  is  proposed  to  teach  the  girls  suitable  trades,  and  thus 
qualify  them  for  usefulness  and  respectability  in  life,  while  the  boys  will  be  sent  to 
the  farm-school,  so  soon  as  they  arrive  at  the  proper  age.  The  institution  labors 
under  many  disadvantages,  for  wrant  of  a  capacious  and  suitable  house  of  its  own,  and 
it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  Lutheran  Church  in  this  country,  will,  ere  long,  enable 
the  managers  to  purchase  ground  and  erect  an  edifice  for  this  purpose,  which  shall 
be  equal  to  the  w7ants  of  an  ever-increasing  family  of  orphan  children. 

11.  The  Orphans’  Farm  School. — This  institution,  designed  exclusively  for  boys 
above  the  age  of  ten,  is  located  at  Zelienople,  Butler  Co.,  Pa.,  where  it  possesses  a 
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small  farm  and  suitable  buildings,  for  its  peculiar  organization.  The  boys  are  divi¬ 
ded  into  families  of  from  ten  to  twelve,  at  the  head  of  each  of  which  is  placed  a 
young  man  preparing  for  the  ministry,  who  sustains  to  them  the  relation  of  an  elder 
brother,  and  seeks  to  lead  them  to  the  love  and  practice  of  that  which  is  right.  The 
day  is  divided,  in  such  a  manner,  that  the  hours  of  instruction  are  succeeded  by  those 
of  labor  and  recreation,  and  all  are  required  to  work  a  specified  number  of  hours 
daily,  either  on  the  farm  or  in  the  shops.  The  boys  remain  until  their  21st  year,  so 
that  they  go  forth,  not  only  familiar  with  religious  principles,  but  with  an  occupation, 
suited  to  their  mental  and  physical  capacities.  When  the  present  heavy  liabilities 
against  the  institution  are  cancelled,  and  the  necessary  workshops  are  erected  and 
furnished,  it  is  believed  that  the  earnings  of  the  boys  will  be  nearly  sufficient  for 
their  support.  The  present  number  of  orphans  is  fourteen. 

Letters  of  inquiry  or  contributions  may  be  addressed  to  the  Rev.  G.  Bassler,  the 
Director  of  the  Farm  School,  at  Zelienople,  or  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Passavant,  Director 
of  the  Home,  in  Pittsburg.  Both  of  these  last  institutions,  also,  are  entirely  depen¬ 
dent  for  their  support,  upon  the  bounty  of  the  Church. 

In  addition  to  the  above  institutions,  there  are  others  under  the  auspices  of  Synods 
and  conferences  and  boards  of  directors,  connected  with  the  Church,  but  want  of 
materials,  and  perhaps  want  of  instructions  from  the  Synod,  prevent  their  being 
included  in  this  report.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY  OF  THE 
EVANGELICAL  LUTHERAN  CHURCH. 

The  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  of  the  United  States,  assembled  in  the  Lutheran 
church,  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  on  the  16th  of  June,  1855. 

The  society  was  called  to  order  by  Dr.  C.  P.  Krauth,  one  of 
the  Vice-presidents. 

Opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  W.  Scholl. 

The  members  of  the  association  were  then  invited  to  pay 
their  annual  contributions. 

The  amount  paid  in  by  members  was  one  hundred  and  seven 
dollars. 

The  Rev.  J.  Z.  Senderling,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the 
Society,  read  the  biennial  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,

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detailing  the  operations  of  the  society ,  since  the  last  general 
meeting. 

The  following  extract,,  from  the  published  report  of  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee,  will  give  a  succinct  view  of  the  past  finan¬ 
cial  history  of  the  Society. 

The  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the 
United  States,  was  founded  by  a  missionary  convention  held  on  the  8th  May,  1837, 
at  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  under  the  title  of  “The  German  Foreign  Missionary 
Society,”  and  was  originally  designed  to  include  all  the  German  churches  in  this 
country. 

1.  At  its  first  general  meeting  (biennial,)  held  at  Chambersburg,  Pa.,  on  the  4th 
of  June,  1S39,  Mr.  Isaac  Baugher,  Treasurer,  reported  the  amount  of  receipts  at 
$ 2,284  79 ;  and  the  amount  of  disbursements,  principally  to  the  Palamcotta  Mission 
under  the  charge  of  Dr.  Rhenius,  at  $2,222  79,  leaving  a  balance  unexpended 
of  $62. 

2.  At  the  second  (biennial)  meeting,  held  at  Baltimore  on  the  11th  of  May,  1841, 
the  present  title  of  the  society  was  adopted,  and  incipient  measures  taken  for  the 
establishment  of  a  mission  among  the  Telugoos.  The  Treasurer  reported  receipts 

*  $1,264  12,  and  disbursements  $642  82 ;  of  this  sum  $300  w7as  paid  to  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Gutzlaff  and  $317  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Heyer,  who  were  preparing  to  go  to  India,  leav¬ 
ing  a  balance  in  the  Treasurer’s  hands  of  $704  81. 

3.  At  the  third  (biennial)  meeting  of  the  society,  held  at  Baltimore  on  the  23d  of 
May,  1843,  the  Rev.  Walter  Gunn,  our  first  missionary,  w7as  appointed,  Mr.  Heyer, 
our  former  missionary,  having  declined  to  go  out  under  the  direction  of  our  society 
in  connection  with  the  American  Board,  and  preferring  to  be  serit  by  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Synod,  no  progress  was  made  towards  establishing  a  mission.  The  Treasurer 
reported  receipts  $234  17  and  no  disbursments ;  leaving  a  balance  in  his  hands,  in¬ 
cluding  interest  and  former  balance,  of  $1,023  55. 

4.  At  the  fourth  (biennial)  meeting,  held  at  Philadelphia,  May  16th,  1845,  the 
Treasurer  reported  receipts  $1,137  39;  disbursements,  principally  on  account  of 
Rev.  Mr.  Gunn,  who  with  his  wTife  had  joined  the  Rev.  Mr.  Heyer  in  India,  $1,749  15, 
leaving  a  balance  in  the  Treasurer’s  hands  of  $411  79.  At  this  meeting  the  execu¬ 
tive  business  of  the  society  was  transferred  to  the  Northern  Synods,  and  the  Hon. 
W.  C.  Bouck  appointed  Treasurer. 

It  thus  appears  that  during  the  first  eight  years  of  the  society’s  existence,  the 
whole  amount  of  receipts  wTas  only  $4,916  47,  or  a  little  over  $600  a  year;  and  the 
amount  of  disbursments  $4,614  76. 

6.  At  the  fifth  (triennial)  meeting  of  the  society,  held  at  New  York,  on  the  16th 
May,  1848,  the  Treasurer,  W.  C.  Bouck,  reported  receipts  $2,790  41  ;  and  disburse¬ 
ments,  principally  to  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Gunn  and  Heyer,  who  after  his  return  from 
India,  had  been  sent  out  again  by  this  society,  $3,210  90,  leaving  a  balance  of 
40  cents. 

6.  At  the  sixth  (biennial)  meeting,  held  at  Charleston,  S.  C.,  on  the  29th  of  April, 
1850,  W.  C.  Bouck,  the  Treasurer,  reported  receipts  $4,230  42;  disbursements, 
principally  to  Rev.  Messrs.  Gunn,  Heyer  and  Martz,  who  had  been  sent  out  in  1849, 
$4,230  32,  leaving  a  balance  of  10  cents.  At  this  meeting  Martin  Buehler  was 
appointed  Treasurer. 
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An  evident  improvement  appears  in  these  five  years,  the  whole  amount  of  receipts 
being  $>7,020  83,  or  a  little  over  $1,400  a  year,  and  the  amount  of  disbursements 
$7,441  22. 

7.  At  the  seventh  (triennial)  meeting,  held  at  Winchester,  Va.,  on  the  23d  May, 
1853,  M.  Buehler,  Treasurer,  reported  receipts  $14,486  30;  disbursements  $14,478  12, 
leaving  a  balance  in  his  hands  of  $8  18. 

During  these  three  years  the  Rev.  Walter  Gunn  departed  this  life,  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Martz  returned  home  :  but  the  mission  was  reinforced  by  the  addition  of  the  Rev. 
Charles  W.  Greening  and  wife,  and  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Heise  from  the  North  German 
mission;  and  of  the  Rev.  William  J.  Cutter  and  wife,  and  the  Rev.  William  E. 
Snyder  and  wife,  from  this  country. 

At  the  present  eighth  meeting,  (biennial,)  held  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  on  the  15th 
June,  1855,  the  Treasurer  reports  receipts  $11,797  00;  and  disbursements  $11,485  93, 
leaving  a  balance  in  his  hands  of  $311  07. 

It  thus  appears  that  the  last  five  years  have  been  years  of  abundant  increase,  the 
whole  amount  of  receipts  being  $26,283  30,  or  more  than  $5,000  a  year ;  and  the 
disbursements  $25,964  05. 

What  hath  God  wrought ! 

The  whole  amount  received  by  the  society  since  its  organization,  eighteen  years 
ago,  is  $38,220  60;  and  of  disbursements  $38,021  03. 

The  present  condition  of  the  Mission  will  appear  from  the 
annexed  abstract  from  the  same  report : 

We  have  received  the  minutes  of  the  third  session  of  the  first  Evangelical  Luthe¬ 
ran  Synod  of  India,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  brethren  there  are  much  engaged 
in  the  laudable  effort  of  raising  up  and  educating  a  native  ministry.  The  three 
young  men,  mentioned  in  their  last  report,  are  making  commendable  progress,  and 
have  been  joined  by  two  others,  so  that  there  are  now  under  the  care  of  that  Synod 
five  preparandi.  More  teachers  and  ordained  missionaries  are  solicited,  as  the  fields 
are  already  white  for  the  harvest.  The  statistical  tables  present  the  following  facts : 

Number  of  congregations,  7;  preaching  places,  9;  baptisms — infants,  16,  adults, 
9;  deaths  among  the  native  Christians,  11;  marriages,  5;  communicants,  86;  female 
boarding  schools,  2,  scholars,  15 ;  female  day  schools,  2,  scholars,  39 ;  male  schools, 
20,  scholars,  355;  teachers — female,  2;  male,  20. 

Correspondence  has  been  held  with  other  Lutheran  missionaries  in  India,  and  the 
hope  is  entertained,  that,  ere  long,  a  General  Synod  may  be  held. 

The  President  appointed  the  following  gentlemen  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  nominate  officers  for  the  Society:  Rev.  G.  Diehl, 
Rev.  F.  W.  Conrad,  Rev.  H.  N.  Pohlman,  Judge  Martin, 
and  C.  A.  Morris. 

Dr.  S.  Sprecher  introduced  Mrs.  Gunn,  widow  of  the  late 
Rev.  Walter  Gunn,  with  her  two  children  to  the  Society.  The 
children  of  the  deceased  missionary,  Luther  and  Ella  Gunn, 
sang  several  native  Telugoo  airs,  and  the  hymn,  u  Guide  me 
O  thou  Great  Jehovah/'  in  Telugoo,  and  also  read  portions 
from  the  Testament  in  that  language.  The  audience  seemed 
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deeply  interested  in  these  exercises,  and  received  the  mission¬ 
ary’s  widow  and  his  children  with  open  hearts. 

The  nominating  committee  proposed  the  following  officers, 
and  the  nominations  were  unanimously  confirmed:

1.  Resolved ,  That  we  have  undiminished  confidence  in  the 
Executive  Committee  and  our  faithful  missionaries  in  India, 
and  that  we  feel  it  our  duty  to  increase  our  contributions  and 
efforts  in  behalf  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  bid  them  go  on  in  the 
name  of  The  God  of  missions,  and  pledge  ourselves  to  sustain 
them. 

2.  Resolved ,  That  as  God,  in  His  wise  providence,  has  given 
us,  through  the  death  of  our  beloved  brother  Gunn,  a  legacy 
in  his  orphan  children,  we  accept  the  sacred  trust,  and  pledge 
ourselves  to  attend  to  the  wants  of  the  widow  and  the  orphans, 
thus  committed  to  our  care. 

The  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  accounts  of  Martin  Buehler,  Treasurer  of 
the  F.  M.  Society,  report  that  they  have  performed  that  duty,  and  find  a  balance  in 
his  hands  of  $311  07,  as  stated  in  the  report.

Whole  amount  collected  for  this  cause  was  about  five  hundred 
dollars.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  PARENT  EDUCATION  SOCIETY. 

The  Parent  Education  Society  held  a  meeting  on  Tuesday 
afternoon,  June  19th,  1855.  Prayer  by  Rev.  G.  Parson. 

Rev.  B.  Kurtz,  D.  D.,  took  the  chair,  and  Rev,  Geo.  Diehl 
was  appointed  Secretary, 
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Rev.  Dr.  Krautli  read  the  following  report  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  which  was  adopted : 

Report  of  Executive  Committee  of  the  Parent  Education  Society . 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Parent  Education  Society  herewith  present  the 
ninth  report  of  their  proceedings,  embracing  the  operations  of  the  committee,  since 
the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  in  Winchester.  During  this  period,  there  have 
been  sustained,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  fifty-three  young  men  preparing  for  the 
ministry.  Of  this  number,  fourteen  were  received  on  the  funds  in  1853,  and  eleven 
in  1854.  The  remainder  had  been  received  anterior  to  these  dates.  Of  this  num¬ 
ber,  three  are  in  the  ministry;  seven  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  General  Sy¬ 
nod  at  Gettysburg;  two  in  the  Senior  Class  in  Pennsylvania  College;  four  in  the  Ju¬ 
nior;  nine  in  the  Sophomore,  and  seven  in  the  Freshman  Class;  five  have  withdrawn 
from  the  support  of  the  Society,  and  are  sustaining  themselves;  six  are  absent  with¬ 
out  permission,  and  will  probably  enter  the  ministry  by  a  short  course;  one  has  been 
dropped  on  account  of  ill  health,  and  has  since  deceased;  and  the  remainder  are 
pursuing  their  studies  in  the  Preparatory  Department  of  Pennsylvania  College.  Of 
the  young  men,  five  are  from  Europe;  eleven  from  the  bounds  of  the  Maryland  Synod; 
fifteen  from  the  West  Pennsylvania  Synod;  eight  from  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  adjacent  States;  nine  from  East  Pennsylvania  Synod;  three  from  the  Allegany 
Synod;  two  from  the  Pittsburg  Synod.  Of  this  number  at  least  one-half  will  be 
qualified  to  preach  in  the  German  language. 

DISCOURAGEMENTS. 

Your  committee  regret  that,  in  many  parts  of  the  Church,  the  interest  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  Beneficiary  Education  has  declined.  This  is  painfully  manifest  upon  a  com¬ 
parison  of  the  receipts  into  the  treasury,  from  certain  sections  of  the  Church,  during 
the  past  two  years,  and  the  receipts  from  the  same  sources  and  the  same  period 
years  ago.  It  is  manifest  that  the  committee  cannot  carry  into  execution  the  desire 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  church,  that  no  well  qualified  applicant  for  aid  be  rejected 
for  want  of  funds.  Many  have  been  rejected,  and  many  more  have  been  discouraged 
from  applying  to  the  committee,  from  the  assurance  given  them,  that  they  were  un¬ 
able  to  aid  them.  It  is  manifest  also  from  the  failure  of  the  effort,  so  auspiciously 
commenced  and  so  full  of  hope,  to  extinguish  the  debt,  so  that  in  all  cases  the  stu¬ 
dent  be  paid  in  money,  and  not  in  orders.  The  opinion,  that  the  great  work  of  the 
Lutheran  Church,  in  this  country,  is  the  education  of  pious,  talented  men  for  the 
ministry,  has  gained  strength  in  the  minds  of  your  committee,  upon  every  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  subject.  Whilst  they  would  not  abate  an  iota  of  the  interest,  that  is  felt 
in  other  enterprises  of  the  church,  but  would  rather  increase  it,  they  cannot  refrain 
from  the  expression  of  the  conviction,  that  this,  at  present,  is  the  mission  of  the  church. 
We  need  ministers  of  the  Gospel,  preachers  of  righteousness,  whose  personal  char¬ 
acter,  literary  attainments,  and  powers  of  eloquence  will  at  least'equal  those  of  the  same 
class  of  persons,  in  any  other  denomination,  and  then  there  will  be  comparatively  little 
difficulty  in  building  up  congregations,  whether  in  the  city  or  in  the  country,  and  in 
establishing  upon  a  permanent  foundation  those  which  have  a  feeble  existence.  For 
after  all,  the  character  of  the  ministry  gives  reputation  to  the  whole  church.  Whilst 
the  contributions  from  the  bounds  of  the  Maryland  Synod  have  fallen  off  more  than 
one-half,  it  is  refreshing  to  know  that  the  Synods  of  West  and  East  Pennsylvania, 
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have  doubled  their  contributions  of  1852,  and  more  than  tripled  those  of  former 
years.  May  the  Great  Head  of  the  church  give  wisdom  to  direct  and  awaken  in  the 
church  a  proper  interest  in  this  important  subject.

Kev.  Dr.  Krautli  also  read  tlie  following  report,  which  was 
adopted  : 

Illinois  Education  Society. 

By  a  resolution  of  the  Parent  Education  Society,  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  other  Education  Societies  in  the  church  were  invited  to  become  auxiliary 
to  it,  and  present  reports  of  their  doings  in  connection  with  it.  In  accordance  with 
this  invitation,  the  Education  Society,  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synods  of  Illinois, 
has  become  auxiliary,  and  we  here  present  a  brief  report  of  its  doings.  We  may 
also  state  that  this  report  covers  a  space  of  about  two  years  and  a  half.  During  this 
time  we  have  aided  twenty-one  young  men,  having  the  ministry  in  view,  at  our  insti¬ 
tution,  in  Springfield,  Illinois.  Of  this  number,  eight  were  Americans,  eight  Nor¬ 
wegians,  three  Germans,  and  two  Swedes.  Of  the  whole  number,  two  are  now  in 
the  ministry,  and  eminently  useful,  one  has  been  compelled  to  leave  on  account  of 
ill  health,  and  two  for  other  reasons,  one  of  whom  has  refunded  the  money  loaned 
him,  and  sixteen  are  yet  connected  with  the  institution.  The  whole  amount  of 
receipts  is  $1,983.47,  of  which,  however,  $402.65  is  money  borrowed  for  the  use 
of  the  Society,  so  that  the  actual  amount  of  contributions  to  its  treasury  has  been 
$1,580.82.  The  whole  amount  received,  together  with  the  money  borrowed,  has 
been  expended  in  the  support  of  our  beneficiaries,  and  there  is  at  present  a  small 
deficiency  in  the  treasury.  We  have  heretofore  been  acting  upon  the  principle  of 
extending  aid  to  every  properly  qualified  applicant,  whose  necessities  really  demand¬ 
ed  it.  We  have  turned  away  none,  and  do  not  intend  to  turn  away  any  for  want  of 
funds.  At  the  same  time  we  have  endeavored  to  manage  our  afiairs  in  the  most 
economical  manner,  and  have  required  our  young  men  to  do  all  for  themselves,  in 
their  power. 

We  feel  gratified  with  the  results  of  our  efforts,  thus  to  educate  ministers  for  our 
church  in  the  distant  West,  and  we  thank  God  and  take  courage  for  the  future.  In 
view  of  our  weakness  and  the  scattered  and  feeble  condition  of  our  churches  in  the 
West,  we  feel  that  it  is  by  the  special  favor  and  blessing  of  God  that  we  have  suc¬ 
ceeded,  as  well  as  we  have.  We  have  had  no  agent  to  collect  for  us,  and  no  special 
efforts  have  been  made.  What  we  have  received  has  been  the  free-will  offerings  of 
our  little  churches,  and  of  a  few  noble-hearted  friends  elsewhere.

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Report  of  the  Committee  on  a  Plan  of  Union ,  for  combining  the 
different  Educational  Operations  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Churches  of  the  Cenex cd  Synod. 

Your  committee  respectfully  submit  the  following  plan  : 

Article  I.  The  Parent  Education  Society  shall  remain  unchanged  in  all  its  pro¬ 
visions  and  powers,  except  as  they  may  be  modified  by  the  provisions  of  this  plan  of 
union,  hereinafter  detailed. 

II.  The  various  District  Synods  in  connection  with  the  General  Synod,  which 
have  not  already  done  so,  are  requested  to  organize  Synodical  Education  Societies, 
auxiliary  to  the  Parent  Society,  and  to  forward  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
said  Society  an  annual  statement  of  their  operations. 

III.  Should  there  at  any  time  be  any  funds  in  the  treasury  of  a  Synodical  Society, 
not  required  for  the  support  of  its  own  beneficiaries,  such  surplus  shall  be  forwarded 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Parent  Society. 

IV.  An  Executive  Committee  shall  be  appointed  at  or  near  the  seat  of  each  of  the 
Colleges  and  Theological  Seminaries  of  our  church,  who  shall  take  charge  of  the 
beneficiaries  there  pursuing  their  studies.  These  committees  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  several  Synods  patronizing  said  institution,  shall  be  responsible  only  to  these 
Synods,  and  shall  have  the  entire  control  of  the  educational  and  beneficiary  interests 
(such  as  collecting  and  disbursing  the  funds  which  have  been  or  may  be  raised) 
within  their  own  bounds. 

V.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  make  arrangements  for  holding  a  meeting  and 
anniversary  of  the  Society  at  each  convention  of  the  General  Synod,  and  also  one 
meeting  per  annum  inter-mediately,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint. 

VI.  All  the  funds  which  may  be  received  into  treasury  of  the  Parent  Society,  at  its 
anniversaries,  or  from  legacies,  or  surpluses  from  the  Synodical  Executive  Commit¬ 
tees,  or  other  donations,  shall  be  distributed  by  the  Parent  Executive  Committee,  at  each 
annual  meeting,  among  the  Executive  Committees  of  the  Synodical  Societies,  in  the 
ratio  of  the  number  of  beneficiaries  sustained  by  each  committee  according  to  its  an¬ 
nual  report. 

VII.  All  the  notes  of  beneficaries,  and  all  other  funds  of  any  kind,  heretofore  in 
the  hands  of  the  societies  connected  with  the  several  institutions,  shall  be  and  remain 
the  property  of  said  institution.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

The  Home  Missionary  Society  met  on  Friday,  2  o’clock,  P. 
M.,  June  25,  1855. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  George  Diehl. 

The  President,  Rev.  Dr.  B.  Kurtz,  took  the  chair,  and  Rev. 
George  Diehl  was  appointed  Secretary. 

The  following  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  read 
and  adopted: 

Fourth  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Home  Mission¬ 
ary  Society. 

In  presenting  their  fourth  report,  embracing  the  operations  of  two  years,  the  interim 
of  the  General  Synod,  the  Executive  Committee  would  gratefully  acknowledge  the 
continued  favor  of  God  in  sustaining  the  Society,  whose  management  has  been  en¬ 
trusted  to  their  hands.  Goodness  and  mercy  have  followed  us  along,  and  at  no  time 
since  the  organization  of  the  Society  in  1845,  have  its  friends  been  as  numerous,  its 
treasury  as  liberally  supported,  or  its  usefulness  as  extensive. 

Since  the  last  meeting  in  Winchester,  in  1853,  the  following  ministers  have  been 
commissioned  for  the  first  or  second  time,  but  who  are  no  longer  in  our  service,  hav¬ 
ing  either  removed  from  the  field  of  their  operation  or  needed  no  further  aid,  or  are 
deceased  :

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  since  our  last  meeting,  two  years  ago,  46  men  have  been 
appointed  or  reappointed  for  the  second  or  third  year,  18  of  whom  have  withdrawn, 
and  27  are  now  in  part  sustained  by  us,  viz  :  8  in  Texas,  1  in  Kentucky,  3  in  Illinois, 
3  in  Pennsylvania,  1  in  Wisconsin,  2  in  Iowa,  4  in  Indiana  and  6  in  Ohio. 

The  whole  number  aided  by  the  Society  since  its  organization  in  Philadelphia  in 
1845,  is  118. 
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The  following  parochial  report  will  show  that  our  ministers  have  been  industrious  : 

Baptized  1,254 ;  confirmed  429 ;  admitted  by  letter  or  profession  460 ;  churches 
built  40  ;  congregations  organized  37  ;  Sunday  schools  established  20  ;  contributions 
to  missions  and  education  $466.  Besides  these  labors,  some  of  our  men  have  dis¬ 
tributed  Bibles,  tracts,  and  other  good  books,  visited  and  preached  the  gospel  to  a 
large  number  of  families  not  in  connection  with  our  church,  preached  funeral  ser¬ 
mons  for  strangers  wherever  called,  aided  in  conducting  protracted  religious  meetings, 
and  labored  in  the  promotion  of  temperance  and  every  other  good  cause. 

Since  our  last  meeting  the  Rev.  J.  Rosenberg  has  served  -  months  as 

General  Agent,  and  the  committee  have  recently  appointed  the  Rev.  H.  Bishop  to  the 
same  office,  and  who  is  commended  to  the  Christian  courtesy  and  liberality  of  the 
churches  he  may  visit. 

The  establishment  of  an  English  mission  in  Chicago,  has  created  a  very  com¬ 
mendable  interest  in  the  Church,  and  has  been  the  subject  of  frequent  mention  in 
several  of  our  religious  journals.  The  plan  of  raising  $500  a  year  for  three  years 
by  Sunday  schools  has  met  with  approbation,  and  the  amount  has  been  subscribed. 
It  will  be  seen  from  the  Treasurer’s  report,  that  the  sum  of  $333  50  has  been 
paid,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  as  soon  as  a  missionary  will  have  been  appointed,  all 
the  schools  which  subscribed  will  promptly  remit  the  amount  due.  The  committee 
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have  been  extremely  cautious  in  selecting  a  man  for  that  field,  and  they  have  not  yet 
succeeded  in  securing  one  whom  they  deem  qualified  in  all  respects,  for  that  impor¬ 
tant  post.  In  addition  to  the  $500  a  year  pledged  by  the  Sunday  schools,  the  com¬ 
mittee  have  appropriated  $150  a  year  from  the  general  fund,  with  the  presumption 
that  the  people  among  whom  he  intends  to  labor,  will  also  contribute  something  to 
his  support. 

The  attention  of  the  committee  is  often  called  to  the  wants  of  other  places,  and 
sometimes  they  are  not  indirectly  rebuked,  for  seeming  to  neglect  destitute  fields. 
W  e  sympathize  as  deeply,  with  the  thousands  of  the  wandering  sheep  of  our  fold,  as  those 
brethren  who  urge  us  to  send  them  shepherds,  but  until  they  accompany  their  admo¬ 
nitions  with  “here  am  I,  send  me,”  or  recommend  a  minister,  well  qualified,  who  is 
willing  to  go,  and  whose  going  would  not  sacrifice  the  interests  of  old  established 
churches,  the  committee  cannot  act  in  the  case.  As  we  observed  in  our  last  report, 
wTe  do  not  consider  it  wise  policy  to  persuade  a  minister  to  leave  an  old  established 
church,  where  he  is  doing  good,  to  fill  a  vacant  place  merely  because  it  is  a-  new  set¬ 
tlement  or  missionary  ground.  Nothing  is  gained  to  the  cause  by  creating  a  vacancy 
at  an  important  place  merely  to  occupy  less  advantageous  ground.  Only  furnish  us 
the  men  and  we  will  aid  them,  to  the  extent  of  the  ability  which  the  Church  puts 
into  our  hands. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Society  in  Winchester,  103  life  memberships  were  sub¬ 
scribed  at  $10  each,  of  which  12  still  remain  unpaid.  This  measure  enriched  our 
treasury  materially,  and  enabled  us  to  be  more  liberal  in  our  appropriations  to  mis¬ 
sionaries,  and  it  is  hoped,  that,  at  this  meeting,  a  similar  spirit  will  prevail.  A  neat 
Certificate  of  life  membership  has  been  printed  and  a  copy  has  been  sent,  to  every 
person  entitled  to  it. 

The  Synods  now  contributing  to  our  funds  are  the  following :  1 — Syond  of  Mary¬ 
land;  2 — of  West  Pennsylvania ;  3 — of  East  Pennsylvania;  4 — of  Miami ;  5 — of 
Wittenberg;  6 — English  Synod  of  Ohio  ;  7 — of  Illinois  ;  8 — of  Northern  Illinois; 
9 — Olive  Branch  Synod;  10— of  South  West;  11— of  Kentucky;  12— Hartwick 
Synod  of  New  York. 

We  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  cause  of  Home  Missions  under  the  direction  of 
of  this  Society,  is  rightly  appreciated  to  a  great  extent  in  the  Church.  We  will  not 
complain  of  those  Synods  which  prefer  to  conduct  their  own  missionary  affairs,  within 
their  own  bounds,  and  which,  of  course,  as  such,  contribute  nothing  to  our  treasury ; 
but  we  cannot  but  express  the  conviction  that  it  would  be  better  if  we  were  all  uni¬ 
ted  in  one  association,  Since  we  all  aim  at  one  great  object.  If  we  were  thus  united, 
the  Society  might  afford  to  employ  a  Financial  Secretary,  whose  whole  time  would  be 
exclusively  devoted  to  its  interests,  which  we  believe  would  be  productive  of  un¬ 
speakable  benefit. 

We  commend  the  cause  to  the  continued  prayers  and  enlarged  liberality  of  the 
church.

1.  Resolved ,  That  we  do  hereby  solemnly  and  urgently  ap¬ 
peal  to  and  request  those  Synodical  Missionary  Societies,  not 
hitherto  in  connection  with  the  Home  Missionary  Society  of 
the  General  Synod,  to  enter  into  some  arrangements  to  co¬ 
operate  with  us  in  the  common  work  of  Home  Missions. 
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2.  Resolved,  That  if  the  Synodical  Societies  cannot  reconcile 
it  with  their  convictions  of  propriety  to  unite  wholly  with  us, 
that  they  he  respectfully  solicited  at  least  to  become  auxiliary 
to  us,  so  as  to  have  their  reports  incorporated  with  those  of  the 
General  Society. 

3.  Resolved ,  That  as  a  move  to  induce  kll  Synodical  So¬ 
cieties  to  co-operate  with  the  General  Society,  and  to  contribute 
their  funds  to  the  general  treasury,  the  Executive  Committee 
be  instructed  to  observe  as  a  fixed  rule,  that  all  applicants  for 
aid,  officially  recommended  by  the  local  Synods,  must  be  re¬ 
ceived  and  commissioned,  whenever  there  are  funds  to  warrant 
it. 

Rev.  Dr.  S.  S.  Schmucker,  Rev.  F.  R.  Anspach,  and  Rev. 
Dr.  S.  Sprecher  were  appointed  a  committee  to  nominate  offi¬ 
cers  for  the  ensuing  term. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  J.  R.  Drege,  Esq.,  of  Balti¬ 
more,  was  read  and  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Rev. 
Dr.  S.  W.  Harkey,  Rev.  W.  N.  Scholl,  and  Mr.  F.  Gebhart.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  CHURCH  EXTENSION  SOCIETY. 

The  Church  Extension  Society,  organized  two  years  ago  at 
Frederick  and  Winchester,  convened  in  the  Lutheran  church 
at  Dayton,  Ohio,  on  Monday,  June  18,  1855,  at  2  o’clock. 

P.  M. 

The  President,  Charles  A.  Morris,  Esq.,  of  York,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  took  the  chair  ;  J.  D.  Martin,  Esq.,  of  Ohio,  was 
appointed  Secretary.  The  session  was  opened  with  prayer  by 
Rev.  A.  Reck. 

The  Minutes  of  the  Conventions  held  at  Winchester  and 
Frederick  were  read  and  approved. 

William  M.  Heyl,  the  Treasurer,  being  present,  read  his 
report.  The  amount  in  his  hands,  belonging  to  the  Society,  is 
$4,356.24. 

Rev.  Dr.  W.  D.  Strobel  explained  the  causes,  why  so  little 
has  been  done  for  this  Society,  by  the  churches  in  the  State  of 
Hew  York. 

Rev.  Dr.  Kurtz  addressed  the  Society,  and  affirmed  his  be¬ 
lief  that  the  $50,000,  originally  contemplated,  could  he  raised, 
without  difficulty,  and  trusted  a  fresh  impetus  would  he  im¬ 
parted  here  to  this  work. 
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Rev.  E.  W.  Hutter  called  attention  to  certain  defects  in  the 
original  organization,  which  require  to  he  remedied. 

The  Society  was  addressed  by  Messrs.  Martin,  Morris,  Idinks, 
Heyl,  and  Rev’ds.  Wedekind,  Hay,  Spreclier,  Passavant,  Har- 
key,  and  others. 

John  Haas,  a  lay  delegate  from  Dansville,  Hew  York,  pledged 
himself  to  contribute  $100  to  the  Society. 

Rev.  Selmser,  of  Hew  York,  pledged  his  charge  for  $50,  and 
if  sufficient  time  were  offered,  for  $75. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  he  appointed  to  nominate  officers 
for  the  Society. 

Bros.  Strobel,  Hutter,  F.  Gebhart,  C.  D.  Hinks,  and  Wm. 
M.  Heyl  were  the  committee. 

The  committee  having  retired  a  short  time,  reported  the  fol¬ 
lowing,  which  were  agreed  to,  viz  :

— C.  D.  Hinks,  Martin  Buehler,  A.  T.  Chur,  Isaac  Sulger, 
and  Samuel  Schober. 

On  motion,  and  after  considerable  discussion,  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  the  Executive  Committee  he  directed  imme¬ 
diately  to  invest  the  moneys,  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer 
by  loaning  the  same  to  responsible  Lutheran  congregations,  at 
six  per  cent,  interest,  per  annum. 

Adjourned  until  6  o’clock,  P.  M. 

SECOND  SESSION. 

Society  met  at  the  call  of  the  President,  in  the  lecture  room, 
at  6  o’clock,  P.  M. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

1.  Resolved ,  That  those  congregations,  pastors  and  Synods, 
who  have  hitherto  withheld  the  sums,  respectively  collected  by 
them  for  the  Church  Extension  Society,  he  respectfully  and 
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earnestly  requested  to  forward  the  same,  without  delay,  to  the 
duly  constituted  Treasurer  of  the  society. 

2.  Resolved ,  That  it  he  recommended  to  the  ministers  and 
Church  Councils  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  throughout  the 
United  States,  to  take  up  collections  for  the  Church  Extension 
Society,  on  the  31st  of  October  next,  in  the  way  they  shall 
severally  deem  expedient. 

3.  Resolved ,  That  the  Executive  Committee  he  requested  to 
issue  to  the  different  ministers  and  Church  Councils,  a  circu¬ 
lar,  communicating  the  foregoing  resolutions,  to  he  publicly 
read  by  them,  and  soliciting  a  correspondent  action  thereon. 

4 .  Resolved ,  That  section  6  of  article  5  he  so  construed  as  to 
include  all  congregations,  which  are  in  such  a  position  as  to 
he  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  through  the  persons  in 
whom  the  property  is  vested  by  law. 

A  variety  of  propositions  were  submitted  and  discussed,  hut 
before  action  could  he  had  on  them,  the  time  for  the  holding  of 
the  Anniversary  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  had  arrived, 
and  the  Society  adjourned. 


THIRD  SESSION. 

Society  re-convened  at  the  call  of  the  President,  in  the  lec¬ 
ture  room,  on  Tuesday  morning,  June  19,  at  7  o’clock,  A.  M. 

Prayer  by  Eev.  Ruthrauff. 

The  Society  was  addressed  by  Mr.  Simon  Gebhart,  of  Day- 
ton,  who  expressed  his  confidence  in  the  ultimate  success  of 
the  Society,  and  favored  the  appointment  of  an  agent. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  invested  with 
unlimited  power  to  devise  any  means,  which  under  God,  they 
may  have  it  in  their  power  to  employ,  for  the  raising  of  the 
sum  originally  contemplated,  including  the  appointment  of  an 
agent,  if  they  deem  such  a  step  practicable. 

At  this  stage  of  the  proceedings,  on  motion  of  Rev.  Kuhl, 
of  Illinois,  seconded  by  Rev.  Kohler,  of  Pennsylvania,  the  re¬ 
solution  passed  yesterday,  authorizing  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  to  loan  the  moneys  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  to

responsible  Lutheran  congregations,  at  six  per  cent,  interest, 
was  unanimously  rescinded. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Hutter,  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society,  W.  M.  Heyl, 
be  -and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  invest  the  money,  now  in  his 
hands,  belonging  to  the  Society,  in  such  way  as  he  shall  deem 
proper  and  expedient,  and  most  conducive  to  the  best  interests 
of  the  Society. 

After  some  further  consultation,  the  following  resolution  was 
moved  and  adopted : 

Resolved ,  That  the  proceedings  of  this  convention  of  the 
Society  be  reported  to  the  General  Synod,  now  in  session,  with 
a  request  that  the  same  be  published  with  General  Synod’s 
minutes. 

After  which,  the  Church  Extension  Society  adjourned,  to  be 
re-convened  at  the  call  of  the  President,  or  at  the  time  and 
place  of  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.

Resolved ,  That  in  the  death  of  this  venerable  patriarch, 
we  have  occasion  not  only  to  lament  the  loss  of  one  whose 
Christian  character,  personal  virtues,  and  exemplary  life  com¬ 
mended  him  to  the  confidence  and  regard  of  all,  but  whose 
services  to  the  church,  and  whose  relations  to  this  Synod,  de¬ 
serve  and  receive  our  grateful  acknowledgments. 

Resolved ,  That  whilst  we  are  assured  that  our  loss  is  his 
gain,  we  devoutly  thank  God  for  the  grace  imparted  to  his 
servant,  to  honor  the  Gospel  by  a  useful  life  and  a  triumphant 
death  ;  and  we  humbly  pray  that  we  may  be  profited  by  his 
example,  and  like  him,  at  last,  when  our  work  here  is  finished, 
be  ready  to  depart  in  the  full  hope  of  eternal  life. 

The  Convention  adjourned  after  prayer  by  the  Rev.  D, 
Smith.

J.  (1.  Morris,  superintend  the  solemnities  of  the  Communion  on  Sabbath 
afternoon  in  Trinity  Church.

S  i  X  T  H  SESSION. 

Monday,  9  o’clock ,  A.  M. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  usual  devotional  exercises,  the 
President  called  the  Convention  to  order. 

Prayer  was  Offered  by  Rev.  C.  M.  Klink. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  session  were  read  and  approved. 

Rev.  Dr.  Bomberger  appeared  as  a  delegate  from  the  Syn- 
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©d  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  and  was  invited  to  take 
a  seat  in  the  Convention  as  an  advisory  member. 

The  minutes  of  the  German  -Reformed  Synod  were  pre¬ 
sented  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  ecclesiastical  corres¬ 
pondence. 

A  letter  was  also  received  from  the  Evangelical  Church 
Union  of  the  West,  and  referred  to  the  same  committee. 

Resolved ,  That  Rev.  J.  A.  Seiss,  of  Baltimore,  in  connex¬ 
ion  with  the  publisher,  be  requested  to  correct  the  typogra¬ 
phical  errors  in  the  Scriptural  references  of  the  General 
Synod’s  Catechism. 

Rev.  Dr.  Sprecher,  from  the  committee  appointed  at  the 
last  Convention  of  the  General  Synod,  to  found  in  this  coun¬ 
try  a  school  for  the  training  of  colored  persons,  and  to  ma¬ 
ture  a  plan  for  the  contemplated  mission  in  Western  Africa, 
presented  the  following  report : 

Report  on  the  African  Mission. 

1.  On  the  12th.  of  December,  1855,  the  committee  appointed  Rev.  M. 
Officer  Superintendent  of  the  enterprise,  with  instructions  to  travel  “through 
the.  church,  for  the  purpose  of  acquainting  our  people  with  the  object  and 
plan  of  the  movement,  and  of  collecting  funds  for  the  founding  of  the 
Home  School,  or  Mission  Institute. 

2.  The  Superintendent  has  been  constantly  employed  in  this  work, 
from  the  time  of  his  appointment,  and  reports  that  in  all  parts  of  the 
church  wrhere  he  has  been,  the  general  expression  on  the  part  of  both 
ministers 'and  people  is,  that  the  project  is  right  in  itself,  and  is  timely 
in  our  church. 

3.  As,  however,  the  movement  depends  on  the  whole  General  Synod 
for  its  support,  it  does  not  receive  as  large  contributions  from  any  one 
member  or  part  of  the  church,  as  objects  more  local  do,  and  as  contri¬ 
butions  are  made  only  on  the  solicitations  of  the  Superintendent,  the 
progress  in  raising  funds  has  been  slow.  On  the  other  hand,  the  effort 
being  made  to  acquaint  the  various  parts  of  the  church  with  the  enter¬ 
prise,  thus  requiring  much  travelling  on  the  part  of  the  Superintendent, 
his  expenses  have  been  proportionably  large. 

4.  We  have  on  hand,  clear  of  all  expenses,  about  one  thousand  dollars 
in  cash,  and  about  four  hundred  dollars  in  subscriptions  which  will  be 
due  in  a  few  weeks. 

5.  We  have  not  yet  selected  a  location  for  the  mission  school,  as  it  was 
thought  best  to  leave  this  an  open  question  till  after  the  meeting  of  this 
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Synod,  that  all  parts  of  the  church  may  have  an  opportunity  to  propose 
locations.  The  intention  is  to  locate  the  Institute  wherever,  upon  the 
whole,  we  can  secure  the  greatest  advantages. 

For  the  foreign  department  of  this  undertaking,  we  recommend  : 

1.  That  the  contemplated  mission  be  located  among  the  heathen  pop¬ 
ulation  in  the  territory  of  the  Republic  of  Liberia. 

2.  That  the  plan  of  the  work  be  to  establish,  under  the  superintend¬ 
ence  of  a  white  man,  a  small  settlement  of  Christian  colored  people — 
embracing  a  preacher,  fi  school  teacher,  and  one  or  more  farmers  and 
mechanics,  as  the  moans  of  the  church  will  allow. 

3.  That  the  heathen  children  taken  into  the  mission  be  taught — in 
connection  with  their  religious  training — the  common  branches  of  an 
English  education,  and  also  the  common  arts  of  civilization. 

4.  That  so  soon  as  practicable,  some  one  of  the  missionaries  acquire  a 
knowledge  of  the  language  spoken  by  the  heathen  about  the  mission,  so 
as  to  preach  to  the  adult  population,  and  also  to  understand  more  per¬ 
fectly  their  modes  of  thought. 

In  conclusion,  the  committee  recommend  the  continuance  of  the  agen¬ 
cy  by  Rev.  M.  Officer,  with  a  view  to  the  permanent  establishment  of  the 
African  Mission  Institute.

Report  on  the  Licensure  System. 

The  committee  . on  the  Licensure  System  respectfully  report,  that  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  this  body  requesting  the  several  District  Synods  to  take  into  con¬ 
sideration,  and  report  their  judgment  on  the  proposed  alteration  or  abo¬ 
lition  of  our  Licensure  System,  has  been  responded  to  by  fifteen  Synods. 
Out  of  this  number,  all  the  Synods  excepting  three,  have  decided  against 
a  change.  Your  committee  have  to  report  the  judgment  of  the  church  to 
be  decidedly  against  any  change  of  our  long  established  regulations  on 
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this  subject,  and  therefore  deem  it  unnecessary  to  enter  on  the  discussion 
of  the  merits  of  the  subject,  in  this  report,  and  propose  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolution  :

Rev.  G.  F.  Krotel,  from  tlie  committee  to  whom  were  com¬ 
mitted  certain  documents  from  the  Kirchentag  (Church  Diet) 
which  assembled  at  Liibeck,  in  the  year  1856,  presented  the 
following  report : 

Report  on  the  German  Kirchentag. 

The  committee  entrusted  with  certain  documents  from  the  German 
Kirchentag  (Church  Diet),  assembled  at  Liibeck,  Germany,  in  the  year 
185G,  respectfully  report  that  the  documents  placed  in  their  hands  consist 
of  a  printed  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  German  Church  Diet,  as¬ 
sembled  at  Liibeck,  in  185  6,  together  with  the  following  friendly  letter 
of  salutation,  addressed  by  the  Diet  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of  North  America: 

il  To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States,  through  the  President ,  the  Rev.  Augustus  II.  Lochman , 

Pastor  at  York,  Pennsylvania.  > 

Most  respected  Fathers  and  Brethren  in  the  Lord: — In  reply  to  our 
letter,  dated  May  22,  1855,  which  was  written  by  the  direction,  and  in 
the  name  of  the  Evangelical  Church  Diet,  and  was  addressed  to  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  although  intended  for 
you,  the  presiding  officers  of  both  Conventions  sent  us  friendly  letters, 
dated  August  14,  and  September  18,  of  the  same  year.  These  we  repor¬ 
ted  to  the  meeting  of  the  Church  Diet,  convened  at  Liibeck  during  the 
present  year,  and  they  exerted  an  'essential  iilfluence  in  giving  new  life 
to  the  feelings  of  brotherly  fellowship,  of  love  and  faith  existing  between 
us  and  our  dear  blood  relatives  beyond  the  ocean.  This  happy  impres¬ 
sion  was  strengthened  by  the  presence  of  three  delegates  of  the  German 
Reformed  Synod  of  the  United  States,  to  which  a  similar  letter  of  greet¬ 
ing  had  been  addressed,  and  which,  during  its  session  in  October,  1855, 
had  resolved  to  send  these  personal  representatives.  We  take  the  liberty 


to  send  you,  with  this,  the  proceedings  of  the  last  meeting  of  the  Diet, 
and  connect  with  it  the  following  request : 

That  your  Convention,  to  he  held  during  the  coming  spring,  may  be 
pleased  favorably  to  consider  our  desire,  to  establish  a  closer  connection 
between  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  the 
mother  church  in  the  German  Fatherland,  in  the  manner  pointed  out ; 
and  that  you  will  be  pleased  to  extend  the  right  hand  of  brotherly  love, 
and  aid  in  all  those  undertakings  which  might  promote  this  bond,  and 
be  for  the'good  of  the  two  sections  of  the  church. 

In  this  connection  we  refer  to  the  contents  of  our  letter  of  last  year, 
and  add  to  it  the  following  information  : 

We  addressed  an  appeal  to  the  various  ecclesiastical  authorities  of 
Germany,  calling  upon  them  to  make  such  arrangements  that  the  emi¬ 
grants,  (the  majority  of  whom  direct  their  eyes  towards  the  U.  States) 
when  they  are  about  to  leave  the-  congregation  of  their  home,  can  be 
either  dismissed  by  a  formal  religious  service  in  the  house  of  God,  if 
there  are  a  number  of  them,  or  by  a  special  address  from  the  minister. 
This  appeal  not  only  met  with  a  favorable  response  in  several  Ger¬ 
man  States,  but  has  also  called  forth,  beyond  the  ocean,  the  correspond¬ 
ing  establishment  of  a  formal  public  religious  service  for  the  reception 
of  newly  arrived  emigrants,  in  the  bosom  of  the  German  Reformed 
Church  in  North  America.  We  believe,  most  honored  fathers  and  breth¬ 
ren,  that  it  was  proper  for  us  to  give  you  this  information,  without  in  the 
least  intending  to  forestall  your  deliberations,  whether  a  similar  arrange¬ 
ment  in  your  church  might  be  feasible  and  useful. 

The  appointment  of  a  general  commission  in  Europe,  which  might 
advise  emigrants  concerning  the  choice  of  a  place  of  settlement,  both  in 
domestic  and  in  ecclesiastical  respects,  and  which  might  correspond 
with  a  similar  commission  in  North  America,  is  a  happy  suggestion  made 
by  your  worthy  presiding  officer.  W e  should  be  glad  to  reduce  it  to 
practice,  did  not  the  great  extent  of  the  territory  concerned  in  emigra¬ 
tion,  and  our  own  means,  limited  as  they  are  at  this  time,  interpose  in¬ 
superable  obstacles,  at  least  for  the  present.  In  the  meantime,  we  shall 
continue,  in  connection  with 'various  kindred  associations,  by  means*  of 
our  agents  in  the  principal  seaports,  from  which  the  emigrants  set  sail, 
to  supply  them  with  Bibles  and  Tracts,  and  to  assist  them  by  supplying 
temporal  and  spiritual  advice.  It  will  awaken  holy  joy  within  you,  to  be 
informed  that  we, have  succeeded  in*  Rotterdam,  where  many  Germans 
reside,  and  a  still  greater  number  pass  through  in  their  migrations  to 
transatlantic  regions,  in  appointing  an  Evangelist,  the  candidate  Oster- 
tag  of  Wurtemburg,  and  thus  laying  the  foundation  of  a  German  Evan¬ 
gelical  church  system,  which  promises  to  be  a  great  blessing  to  those  two 
classes  of  German  brethren,  and,  consequently,  also  to  the  immigrants 
of  your  confession  in  North  America. 


We  took  the  liberty  to  remark  in  our  former  communication,  that  it 
may  serve  to  render  those  gifts  of  the  Spirit,  which  the  Lord  has  bestow¬ 
ed  upon  the  mother  church  in  her  .Theological  Seminaries,  useful  to  the 
daughter  church,  if  highly  gifted,  and  truly  believing  young  men  of 
your  church  would,  in  greater  numbers,  attend  these  institutions,  in  order 
afterwards  to  labor  as  teachers  in  your  seminaries,  and  facilitate  the  per¬ 
formance  of  the  pastoral  duties  devolving  upon  you.  At  that  time  we 
already  expressed  our  readiness  to  assist  all  such  in  the  prosecution  of 
this  object,  in  every  way  open  to  us. 

It  gives  us  pleasure  to  be  able  to  inform  you  to-day,  that  one  of  the 
members  of  the  Central  Committee  has  placed  in  our  hands  an 
annual  stipend  of  one  hundred  Prussian  dollars,  for  the  support,  dur¬ 
ing  the  prosecution  of  his  studies  in  the  mother  land,  of  any  young 
German  American,  who  possesses  the  requisite  talents  and  acquire¬ 
ments,  and  who  desires  to  attend  the  lectures  of  some  theological 
faculty  of  Germany,  for  the  purpose  of  afterwards  serving  the  church  of 
his  home,  in  the  manner  indicated  above.  This  member  makes  such 
proposition  to  your  church,  to  the  German  Reformed  church  of  North 
America,  aud  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Union  of  the  West;  and,  in  case 
highly  talented  young  men  should  be  presented  from  different  quarters, 
he  leaves  the  selection  to  the  Central  Committee  of  Inner  Missions  of 
,the  Evangelical  church,  whose  names  are  subscribed  to  this  letter.  It  is 
also  his  wish  that,  in  addition  to  the  testimony  concerning  the  good  nat¬ 
ural  talents,  the  needful  preliminary  literary  studies,  and  the  living  faith, 
which  the  respective  ecclesiastical  authorities  will  present,  that  the  opin¬ 
ion  of  Prof.  Dr.  Schaff,  of  Mercersburg,  Pa.,  who  holds  friendly  relations 
to  us,  and  who  is  fully  acqhainted  with  the  present  condition  of  theolo¬ 
gical  science  in  Germany,  be  also  obtained.  The  person  referred  to  also 
believes,  that  it  would  be  exceedingly  satisfactory  to  the  brethren  beyond 
the  ocean,  if  the  studies  of  the  young  man,  so  far  removed  from  home, 
were  conducted  and  watched  over  by  a  theological  member  of  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Committee,  namely,  the  Court  Chaplain  and  General  Superintendent, 
Dr.  Hoffmann. 

Should  this  offer  be  accepted  by  you,  and  the  first  experiment  be 
crowned  with  success,  the  friend  referred  to  has  intimated  the  prospect, 
that  he  will  set  apart  a  perpetual  stipend  to  this  amount.  The  Central 
Committee  has  very  willingly  expressed  its  approbation  of  this  plan,  aud 
awaits  your  answer  in  reference  to  its  execution. 

We  further  believe,  that  we  should  now  inform  you,  that,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  resolution  just  passed  by  the  united  Central  Committees 
of  the  Church  Diet,  the  next  meeting  will  be  held,  God  willing,  in  the 
year  185 T,  during  the  week  from  the  21st  to  the  25th  of  September,  in 
Stuttgart,  whence  it  received  a  cordial  invitation  from  the  ecclesiastical 
and  civil  authorities.  A  personal  or  written  salutation  from  you,  dear 
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brethren,  and  a  communication  concerning  the  further  progress  of  your 
labors,  would  conduce  to  the  blessing  of  our  convention,  and  tend  to 
strengthen  the  bond  of  love  with  which  the  Lord  has  bound  us  together. 

May  the  Lord  our  God  pour  out,  abundantly,  his  spirit  upon  his 
evangelical  church,  both  among  us  and  you,  in  order  that  the  testimony 
concerning  his  free  grace  in  Christ  Jesus,  which  he  has  entrusted  to  her, 
may  resound  more  and  more  clearly  and  harmoniously,  to  the  .salvation 
of  many  thousand  souls,  and  to  the  honor  of  his  own  glorious  name !

4.  Pesolved ,  That  the  officers  of  this  Synod  be  directed  to  address 
a  letter  of  salutation  to  the  Church  Diet,  in  reply  to  this  friendly  com¬ 
munication. 

5.  Pesolved ,  That  members  of  this  body  be  chosen  during  this  meet¬ 
ing,  to  represent  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
of  the  United  States,  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Church  Diet,  to  be  held 
in  the  city  of  Stuttgart,  Wurtemburg,  during  the  month  of  September, 
1857.

Leave  of  absence  for  the  remainder  of  the  session  was 
asked  and  obtained  by  Rev.  A.  A.  Trimper  and  Messrs.*  Wi- 
song,  Erdman,  Musselman,  Schneider,  Dietz  and  Qckerhau- 
sen. 

The  hour  for  adjournment  having  arrived,  the  Synod  closed 
its  session  with  prayer  by  Rev.  D.  Jenkins. 

SEVENTH  SESSION. 

Monday,  2  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Synod  re-assembled,  and  prayer  was  offered  by  Rev. 
C.  C.  Culler. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  session  were  read  and  ap¬ 
proved. 

Resolved ,  That  whereas,  the  resolution  with  its  preamble, 
in  reference  to  the  Franckean  and  Tennessee  Synods,  adopted 
at  the  tenth  Convention  of  the  General  Synod,  held  at  Cham¬ 
ber  sburg  in  1839,  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  our 
Constitution,  and  not  the  sentiment  of^this  Convention,  it  be 
rescinded. 

Rev.  Dr.  Bomberger  now  delivered  an  address,  in  which 
he  expressed  the  fraternal  regard  entertained  by  the  body,  he 
represented,  for  the  Lutheran  church,  and  presented  interest¬ 
ing  statements  in  reference  to  the  condition  and  prospects  of 
the  German  Reformed  Church  of  this  country. 
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Rev.  Dr.  Kurtz  (who  was  in  the  Chair)  re  sponded  to  the 
address,  and  assured  the  delegate  of  our  sincere  reciproca¬ 
tion  of  the  kind  sympathy  and  good  will  expressed.  The 
following  resolution  was  also  adopted  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  Synod  has  heard  with  pleasure  the  in¬ 
teresting  and  highly  favorable  statements  of  Dr.  Bamberger, 
and  do  most  cheerfully  and  cordially  reciprocate  the  kind  and 
fraternal  sentiments  expressed  by  him. 

After  prayer  by  Rev.  J.  J,  Suman,  the  Synod  adjourned.  * 

EIGHTH  SESSION. 

Tuesday,  9  o'clock ,  A.  M. 

The  session  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  J.  L.  Scliock. 

The  minutes  of  the  former  session  were  read  and  approved. 

Rev.  Dr.  Rowland,  delegate  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  presented  his  credentials  and  the 
Christian  salutations  of  the  body  he  represented. 

He  was  cordially  welcomed,  and  invited  to  a  seat  as  an 
advisory  member.  On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  the  reports  of  delegates  from  other  bodies 
to  this  Synod,  and  the  reports  of  our  own  delegates  to  other 
ecclesiastical  bodies,  be  made  the  order  of  business  on  Wed¬ 
nesday  morning  at  ten  o’clock. 

A  letter  from  Dr.  Gilbert,  of  Philadelphia,  in  reference  to 
the  Pastors’  Pund,  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Trustees 
of  that  Fund. 

Rev.  Dr.  Strobel,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Lutheran 
ITiblication  Society,  presented  the  following  report,  which 
was  accepted  and  adapted  : 

Report  on  the  Lutheran  Publication  Society. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  recommend  the  proper  action  in  relation 
to  the  Publication.  Society,  report  that  after  the  action  of  our  last  Con¬ 
vention,  the  subsequent  response  of  the  Society  in  its  last  report,  and' 
the  resolution  passed  by  us  yesterday,  nothing  more  seems  to  be  necessa 
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ry  than  that  the  Society  agree  to  an  arrangement,  by  which  this  Synod 
shall,  at  each  of  its  stated  meetings,  elect  by  ballot,  two  members  of  the 
Board  of  Publication,  who  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  Publication 
Committee,  to  whom  all  books  and  pamphlets  intended  for  publication 
shall  be  submitted  for  examination,  and  whose  consent  shall  be  necessary 
to  their  publication. 

To  facilitate  your  action,  we  recommend  on  the  present  occasion,  the 
selection  of  Rev.  C.  A.  Hay  and  Rev.  G.  F.  Krotel.

F.  Ruthra.uff  and  J.  Oswald  were  appointed  tellers  of  the 
election,  who  subsequently  announced  that  Rev.  C.  A.  Hay 
and  Rev.  G.  F.  Krotel  were  the  choice  of  the  Convention. 

The  following  resolution  was  presented  and  adopted : 

Resolved ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Publi¬ 
cation  to  issue  no  books  devoted  to  the  discussion  of  the  ex¬ 
isting  controversies  of  the  church. 

Resolved ,  That  when  the  Bynod  adjourn,  it  re-assemble 
this  afternoon  immediately  after  the  meeting  of  the  Church 
Extension  Society,  and  that  the  communication  from  the  Lu¬ 
theran  Publication  Society,  be  made  the  first  business  in 
order. 

Rev.  Messrs.  D.  J.  Hauer  and  C.  M.  Klink,  and  Mr.  S. 
Huyett,  at  their  request,  were  excused  from  further  attend¬ 
ance  upon  the  sessions  of  Synod.

The  Synod  convened,  according  to  adjournment.

The  Committee  from  the  Lutheran  Board  of  Publication, 
asking  for  the  publication  of  its  Hymn  Book,  Liturgy  and 
Catechism,  was  read.  The  whole  subject,  with  the  accompa¬ 
nying  documents,  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  consist¬ 
ing  of  Bey.  Messrs.  A.  H.  Lochman,  S.  Sprecher,  D.  D.,  A. 
J.  Kara  and  Messrs.  G.  A.  Barnitz  and  F.  Smith. 

Bev.  Dr.  Strobel,  from  the  committee  on  mileage,  present¬ 
ed  a  report  which  was,  on  motion,  recommitted  with  instruc¬ 
tions  to  borrow  whatever  sum  of  money  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  delegates  to  the  General  Synod. 

The  session  closed  with  prayer  by  Bev.  P.  Andersen. 


T  E  N  T  H  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  9  o’clock ,  A.  M. 

At  the  appointed  hour  the  Chair  was  taken  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  and  prayer  offered  by  Bev.  T.  S.  Boinest. 

Bey.  W.  M.  Baum  reported  that  the  Lutheran  Publication 
Society  had  acceded  to  the  terms,  and  ratified  the  union  pro¬ 
posed  by  the  General  Synod. 

Mr.  F.  Gcbhart,  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  examine 
the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  Hymn  Book  Commit¬ 
tee,  reported  as  follows  : 

Report  of  the  Auditing  Committee. 

The  committee  appointed  to  audit  the  account  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
General  Synod,  and  of  the  Hymn  Hook  Committee,  respectfully  report 
that  they  have  examined  the  same,  and  believe  them  to  be  correct.

The  report  was  accepted. 

Rev.  Dr.  C.  W.  Schaeffer  presented  the  report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  which  was  received. 


Report  on  the  State  of  the '  Church . 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  respectfully  report  that,  as 
the  statistics  of  the  several  Synods  have  been  presented  in  their  respect¬ 
ive  minutes,  and  as  a  tabular  statement  of  each  one  has  been  prepared 
foi*  the  use  of  the  Secretary  of  this  body,  the  committee  were  of  opinion 
that  their  duty  did  not  require  them  to  devote  any  portion  of  their  report 
to  a  mere  statistical  exhibition. 

They  are  called  upon  to  endeavor  to  set  forth  the  state  of  the  church 
at  large.  They  have,  accordingly,  addressed  themselves  to  the  consider¬ 
ation  of  subjects  like  the  following  :  The  increase  of  the  church,  whether 
in  members  or  in  congregations  ;  the  intelligent  zeal  that  may  be  exhib¬ 
ited  in  the  preaching  of  the  word  and  the  administration  of  the  sacra¬ 
ments  ;  the  condition  of  the  Sunday  School  interest,  and  the  attention 
bestowed  upon  the*  catechetical  instruction  of  the  young  ;  the  labors  and 
results  of  pastoral  visitation ;  the  revivals  with  which  the  Lord  has  caused 
his  people  to  rejoice  in  him  ;  the  operations  of  benevolence;  the  rise  and 
progress  of  our  institutions  of  learning,  and  the  general  efforts  made  on 
the  right  hand  and  on  the  left,  for  the  building  up  of  the  kingdom  of 
God;  the  cries  of  importunity  that  urge  us  to  send  forth  laborers  into 
the  field ;  the  necessities  of  our  Scandinavian  brethren  in  the  West,  and 
of  our  German  brethren  everywhere,  and  the  many  manifest  indications 
that  the  Lord  has  not  been  unmindful  of  the  work  of  faith  and  labor  of 
love  which  the  brethren  have  endeavored  to  show  toward  his  name. 

The  committee  are  happy  to  state  that  their  inquiries  into  each  of 
these  subject's,  have  been  followed  by  results,  all  more  or  less  gratifying. 

The  increase  of  the  church  within  the  last  two  years,  has  been  especi¬ 
ally  noticed  in  the  reports  of  a  majority  of  the  Synods,  and  as  to  those 
which  have  not  so  distinctly  specified  such  results,  yet  the  causes  which 
almost  invariably  lead  to  such  results,  have  been  exhibited  in  their  re¬ 
ports  with  remarkable  prominence.  In  one  Synod,  c.  g.,  though  the  in¬ 
crease  is  only  remotely  referred  to,  yet  the  Pastors  are  said  to  love  their 
work,  to  be  devoted,  body,  soul  and  spirit,  to  the  cause  of  Home  Missions, 
and  the  members,  though  many  of  them  are  poor,  are  said  to  be  exhibit¬ 
ing  a  benevolence  and  zeal  worthy  of  the  highest  praise  and  commenda¬ 
tion.  In  other  Synods  catechetical  instruction  has  been  uniformly  main¬ 
tained,  a  hash  decree  of  zeal  has  been  manifested  in  works  of  benevo- 
lence,  Sunday  Schools  have  prospered  to  a  wonderful  extent,  and  all  with 
the  happiest  results.  Seeing  then,  that  good  wdrks  abound,  even  in  those 
Synods,  the  reports  of  which  have  not  distinctly  specified  any  particular 
increase,  the  committee  feel  at  liberty  to  conclude  that  there  has  been  a 
very  encouraging  increase  in  every  portion  of  our 'borders,  a  conclusion 
abundantly  justified  by  the  statistical  tables  furnished  to  the  Secretary. 
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The  reports  of  the  several  Synods  do  not,  for  obvious  reasons,  enter 
into  the  particulars  of  pastoral  labor  and.  fidelity,  yet  the  state  of  this 
interest  of  the  church  may  be  clearly  seen  in  the  exhibition  of  certain 
other  matters,  the  presence  of  which  is  a  correct  criterion  of  the  fidelity 
with  which  the  word  and  sacraments  are  administered. 

Catechetical  instruction,  e.  g.,  is  diligently  maintained,  not  as  a  ntere 
formal  exercise,  but  as  a  blessed  means  of  grace,  by  Avhich  the  young 
may  be  fully  taught  the  way  of  life.-  In  some  places,  where  it  had  been 
neglected,  and  even  abandoned,  it  has  again  secured  that  attention,  on 
the  part  both  of  pastors  and  people,  to  which  it  is  so  eminently  entitled. 
The  Baptism -of  the  children  seems,  indeed,  to  be  growing  in  importance 
in  the  affectionate  faith  of  many,  and  some  quarters  are  mentioned, 
where  the  neglect  of  infant  baptism,  on  the  part  of  the  parents,  is  treat¬ 
ed  as  a  proper  subject  of  discipline.  Revivals  have  been  enjoyed  in  ev¬ 
ery  quarter,  many  souls  have  been  added  to  the  Lord,  and  whilst  the  con¬ 
gregations  have  thus  been  largely  increased,  there  is  every  reason  to  an¬ 
ticipate  that  the  addition  thus  secured  for  the  ranks  of  the  ministry  will 
not  be  a  small  one.  Several  of  our  colleges  have  enjoyed  the  Divine 
blessing  upon  the  word,  so  that  many  precious  youth  now  in  these  insti¬ 
tutions,  are  expected  to  answer  the  calls  addressed  to  them  on  behalf  of 
the  ministry  of  reconciliation.  Meetings  for  prayer  are  greatly  increased, 
and  devoutly  attended.  Certain  of  the  Synods  have  endeavored,  and  with 
the  happiest  results,  to  encourage  and  carry  out  a  system  of  pastoral  vis¬ 
itation  from  house  to  house.  This,  indeed,  is  everywhere  acknowledged 
to  be  a  part  of  our  general  system,  but  in  the  Synods  referred  to,  it  has 
been  prosecuted  with  unwonted  vigor. 

It  is  encouraging  to  observe  the  present  state  and  prospects  of  the 
several  institutions  of  learning  that  have  risen  up  under  the  fostering 
care  of  the  District  Synods.  The  committee  mention  Pennsylvania  Col¬ 
lege,  Illinois  University,  Wittenburg  College,  Roanoke .  College,  Hartwick 
Seminary,  Western  Carolina  Male  Academy,  the  Female  Seminaries  at 
Lutherville,  Hagerstown  and  Wytheville,  as  prospering  under  the  divine 
blessing,  and  enjoying  the  pleasant  prospect  of  much  increase,  and  of 

an  enlarged  ability  to  exert  an  influence  for  good.  The  Wartburg  Semi¬ 
nary,  a  new  institution  under  the  supervision  of  the  Synod  of  Northern 

Indiana,  has  had  between  fifty  and  sixty  students,  and  is  efficiently  man¬ 
aged.  The  College  at  Newberry,  South  Carolina,  is  in  a  state  altogether 
cheering.  The  corner-stone  of  the  new  building,  it  is  expected,  will  be 
laid  in  July  next.  Funds  are  in  hand  to  complete  the  edifice,  and  steps 
have  been  taken  to  secure  an  ample  endowment.  Another  institution 
for  the  training  of  young  men,  in  their  preparatory  studies  for  the  min¬ 
istry,  has  been  established  in  Zelienople,  Pa.,  which  has  fair  prospects 
for  the  future. 


The  committee  could  not  fail  to  notice,  from  the  beginning,  the  loud 
and  increasing  demands  that  are  made  upon  our  ministry,  as  the  result, 
partly  of  the  growing  immigration  to  our  borders,  and  partly  of  the  Di¬ 
vine  blessing  upon  the  faithful  labors  of  those  already  in  the  field.  The 
harvest  is  great.  Germans  abound  in  most  of  our  cities,  and  in  many 
of  our  rural  districts.  The  Scandinavians  are  occupying  extensive  re¬ 
gions,  and  are  giving  the  impress  of  their  own  character  to  entire  States 
of  the  West. 

But  for  all  these  wide  and  inviting  fields,  already  white  for  the  harvest, 
the  laborers  are  few,  and  we  are  pained  to  observe  that,  as  a  consequence, 
many,  very  many  who  might  be  permanently  secured  for  our  church,  are 
exposed  to  all  the  dangers  of  fanaticism  and  of  worldly  distractions,  be¬ 
cause  no  one  seems  to  care  for  their  souls.  Yet  the  cause  of  Beneficiary 
education  is  engaging  much  attention.  Many  Synods  address  themselves 
particularly  to  the  work  of  seeking  out  young  men,  and  furnishing  them 
with  the  means  necessary  to  prosecute  their  preparatory  studies. 

References  have  also  been  made  to  the  influences  of  a  worldly  spirit, 
in  checking  the  ardor  of  the  church,  and  curbing  the  operations  of  her 
ministry.  But  this  formidable  difficulty  has  been  met,  even  in  the  regions 
of  its  greatest  strength,  by  the  increased  diligence  and  faithfulness  of 
tile  pastors,  and  of  believing  brethren  already  in  the  field. 

Nothing  has  been  said  about  the  pecuniary  support  extended  to  the 
ministers  of  the  word.  Pastors  modestly  refrain  from  any  allusion  to 
this  subject  in  their  several  reports,  but  the  impression  is  a  very  strong 
one,  that  if  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case  were  related,  there  would 
appear  to  be  abundant  reason  for  the  General  Synod’s  attempting,  in  its 
collective  capacity,  to  recommend- an  increased  attention  to  this  matter, 
throughout  every  portion  of  the  Church.

the  following  resolutions 
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Resolved ,  That  tliofigli  Christians  should  pray  habitually, 
and  that  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  will  send  fo^th  more  laborers 
into  the  harvest,  yet  in  grateful  remembrance  of  the  signal 
marks  of  Divine  power  upon  the  observance  of  special  seasons 
of  prayer,  this  Synod  recommend  most  earnestly  that  the  last 
Thursday  of  February,  of  every  .year,  be  observed  by  the 
churches  as  a  day  of  prayer  for  the  blessing  of  God  upon 
the  work  of  the  ministry,  especially  in  its  relation  to  the  bap¬ 
tized  children  of  the  church,  and  for  the  outpouring  of  the 
Spirit  of  Goct  upon  the  youth  of  the  land,  particularly  those 
who  are  in  a  course  of  training  in  the  various  institutions  of 
learning  of  our  country  and  the  world. 

Resolved ,  That  the  churches  in  connexion  with  the  General 
Synod  be  recommended  to  observe  our  regular  ecclesiastical 
festivals,  in .  commemoration  of  the  fundamental  facts  of  our 
religion,  viz :  Christmas,  Good  F riday,  Easter,  Ascension 
Day  and  Whit-Sunday,  in  the  hope  and  persuasion  that,  by 
the  Divine  blessing,  they  will  be  found  to  be,  as  they  have 
often  proved,  occasions  of  reviving  to  our  congregations. 

Resolved ,  That  whilst  we  rejoice  in  the  evidences  of  in¬ 
creased  liberality  in  our  churches,  yet  in  view  of  the  ever 
increasing  wants  of  the  church,,  we  urge  upon  the  attention  of 
our  district  Synods,  the  importance  of  systematic  benevolence, 
and  that  all  our  pastors  be  earnestly  requested,  for  the  blas¬ 
ter’s  sake,  to  give  to  every  member  of  their  churches  the 
opportunity  to  contribute  something  for  the  glory  of  God,  by 
presenting  the  various  objects  *of  church  benevolence  publicly 
and  prominently  from  the  pulpit. 

Rev.  A.  H.  Lochman,  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Gettysburg  Theological  Seminary,  presented  a  report 
which  was  received  and  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  minutes, 
with  some  additional  statistics  to  be  furnished  by  the  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Faculty. 


Report  on  the  Gettysburg  Theological  Seminar)/. 

Wheuiias,  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  there  was  not  a  quorum  present,  and 
consequently  no  committee  could  be  appointed  to  report  to  this  body : — 
ancP  whereas,  a  report  of  the  state  and  condition  of  the- Seminary  is  re¬ 
quired  to  be  made  to  the  General  Synod,  I  feci  it?*my  duty,  as  President, 
merely  to  bring  the  matter  before  Synod.  I  am  happy  in  being  able  to 
state  that  the  financial  affairs  are  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  becom-* 
mg  more  so  every  year.  The  sum  invested  is  rising  of  thirty  thousand 
dollars,  and  if  constantly  bearing  interest,  would  meet  the  salaries  of  the 
Professors.  Being  loaned  out  in  moderate  sums,  there  is  annually  some 
portion  of  it  repaid,  and  until  reinvested,  lying  idle.  This  will  be  reme¬ 
died  by  the  late  resolution  of  the  Board,  instructing  the  Treasurer  to  in¬ 
vest  all  sums  thus  repaid,  in  ground-rents  in  Philadelphia,  which  are  per¬ 
manent,  and  never  fluctuate,  always  yielding  six  per  cent,  on  the  par 
value. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  state  that  the  Professorships  are  all  ably 
filled,  and  the  duties  of  the  Professors  regularly  attended  to. 

The  German  Professorship  in  Pennsylvania  College,  funded  by  the 
Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  has  been  filled  by  the  election  of  Rev.  C. 
F.  Schaeffer,  D.  D.  As  this  Professor  is  to  divide  his  time  equally  be¬ 
tween  the  College  and  Seminary,  directing  his  efforts  in  the  former  In¬ 
stitution  to  teaching  the  German  language,  and  in  the  latter  also  to  giv¬ 
ing  instruction  in  some  of  the  theological  branches  in  the  German  lan¬ 
guage  exclusively ;  it  may  reasonably  be  expected,  that  something  more 
will  be  accomplished  on  behalf  of  the  German  students. 

It  is,  however,  to  be  regretted,  that  whilst  the  advantages  offered  by  our 
Institution  are  so  numerous  and  important,  the  number  of  students  has 
not  increased,  and  falls  far  short  of  the  necessities  of  the  church.  It 
becomes  a  solemn  duty  for  our  Synods  to  inquire,  why  it  is  that  so  few  of 
the  professedly  pious  youth  in  all  parts  of  our  church,  are  found  willing 
to  consecrate  their  lives  to  the  service  of  God  in  the  ministry.  Let  pro¬ 
fessing  parents  inquire  whether  the  influences  thrown  around  their  child¬ 
ren  in  the  family  circle,  are  directed  mainly  to  fix  their  attention  on 
heaven  or  earth;  whether  they  are  cherishing  habits  and  desires  in  their 
children,  calculated  to  encourage  them  to  self-dedication  to-  the  sacred 
office,  or  to  deter  tfiem  from  it.  And  let  our  churches  inquire  why  it  is 
that  so  few  of  their  members  are  willing  to  consecrate  their  lives  to  God 
in  the  work  of  the  ministry,  whilst  the  number  of  laborers  is  so  utterly 
inadequate  to  the  extent  of  the  field.  Is  it  the  low  state  of  piety  in  the 
churches,  or  the  scanty  support  so  extensively  given  to  those  who  conse¬ 
crate  themselves  to  the  service  of  our  churches,  or  the  neglect  of  calling 


the  attention  of  pious  youth  with  sufficient  frequency  to  the  want  of 
ministers 5  or  is  it  owing  to  all  these  causes  combined?  But  whatever 
be  the  cause,  it  is  certainly  to  be  lamented  that  whilst  our  Institutions 
are  prepared  to  teach  five  times  their  present  number  of  students,  with¬ 
out  any  additional  expense,  tlfe  Church  herself  should  be  suffering  for 
want  of  ministers,  to  say  nothing  of  her  obligations  of  aggressive  move¬ 
ments  on  the  unevangflized  world. 

We  are  happy  to  know  that  the  missionary  spirit  is  actively  at  work  in 
our  Seminary.  Two  of  our  Alumni,  Messrs.  Unangst  and  Long,  expect 
shortly  to  repair  to  India,  to  supply  the  place  of  the  lamented  Mr.  Gunn, 
and  to  be  colaborers  with  those  devoted  brethren  now  laboring  in  that 
field. 

On  the  whole,  when  we  reflect  that  our  institution  has  educated  up¬ 
wards  of  three  hundred  ministers,  many  of  whom  are  now  among  the 
most  useful  and  prominent  men  in  all  parts  of  our  church,  we  have  rea¬ 
son  to  bless  God  for  the  past,  and  trust  in  him  fof  the  future  destiny  of 
our  Seminary.

Rev.  A.  Essick,  Chairman  of  the  committee  on  our  Liter¬ 
ary  and  Theological  Institutions,  reported  as  follows : 

Report  on  our  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions. 

The  Committee  on  the  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions  under  the 
patronage  and  direction  of  our  church,  beg  leave  to  present  the  following 
general  report: 

Pennsylvania  College ,  Gettysburg ,  has  been  in  existence  twenty-five 
years,  during  which  period  it  has  not  only  done  great  things  for  the 
Church,  but  exerted  an  important  influence  in  other  directions.  It  is  the 
parent  of  nearly  all  our  other  literary  institutions,  having  educated,  in 
most  instances,  the  men  who  are  conducting  their  operations.  Between 
two  and  three  thousand  young  men  have  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  in¬ 
struction  afforded  by  this  College,  who  are  now  filling  important  spheres 
of  usefulness  in  almost  every  State* of  the  Union,  and  some  are  laboring 
in  distant  climes.  Two  hundred  and  forty-two  graduates  have  been  sent 
forth,  of  whom  one  hundred  and  fifty-four  have  either  been  licensed  to 
preach  the  Gospel,  or  are  now  in  a  course  of  preparation  for  that  work. 
Few  Colleges  have  sent  forth  so  many  ministers,  in  proportion  to  their 
number  of  graduates.  Its  claims  upon  the  church  cannot  be  too  highly 
estimated.  The  number  of  students  in  attendance  is  about  one  hundred 
and  thirty. 

Hartvnck  Seminary,  N.  Y — The  Institution  at  Hartwick  has  been  at¬ 
tended  with  gratifying  success  since  its  condition  was  last  reported  to 


tliis  body.  During  the  past  Academic  year  there  have  been  connected 
with  the  Seminary,  one  hundred  and  twenty  students,  of  whom  sixteen 
are  in  the  theological  department.  It  should  be  understood,  that  to  those 
preparing  for  the  ministry  in  the  Lutheran  church,  tuition  is  free,  through 
their  classical  as  well  as  theological  course. 

Wittenberg  College ,  Springfield ,  Ohio,  is  in  a  condition  very  similar 
to  that  reported  two  years  ago,  except  that  the  prospects  of  a  permanent 
endowment  have  been  somewhat  improved  ;  and  it  may  stimulate  others 
to  do  likewise,  to  state  that  the  following  are  some  of  the  subscriptions 
of  our  Western  brethren,  besides  the  hundreds  they  had  given  before: — • 
J.  1).  Martin  gives  $2000  5  Peter  Graff  1000;  a  brother  in  Cincinnati 
1000  5  Frederick  Gebhart  1000  5  Simon  Gebhart  1000  ;  Alexander  Geb¬ 
hart  1000;  Josiah  Gebhart  1000;  Frederick  Ramelsberg  1000  ;  Samuel 
Startzmans  1000  ;  .Michael  Culler  1000  ;  Lewis  Hershberger  1000.  How 
soon  would  all  our  institutions  be  endowed;  if  our  brethren  generally 
were  to  manifest  the  same  liberality. 

Illinois  State  University. — This  Institution  promises  abundantly  to 
realize  the  expectations  of  its  friends.  Like  most  of  our  educational 
enterprises,  its  history  is  marked  by  difficulties  and  embarrassments  that 
severely  tried  the  courage  and  fidelity  of  its  friends.  But  it  has  survived 
thus  far,  and  now  looks  with  confidence  to  a  cheering  future.  A  debt  of 
fifteen  thousand  dollars  has  seriously  threatened  its  existence,  but  an 
effort  of  a  little  more  than  two  months,  has  secured  subscriptions  to  the 
amount  of  eight  thousand  dollars  towards  the  liquidation  of  this  debt. 
This  sum  was  obtained  mostly  from  its  friends  in  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  Illinois, «|vho  rallied  around  it  with  liberal  hands  in  its  hour  of  need. 

Although  not  possessed  of  all  the  means  and  facilities  of  some  other 
Institutions  in  the  West,  it  is,  nevertheless,  securing  a  place  in  the  esteem 
of  the  people  at  large,  as  is  manifest  from  the  attendance  of  constantly 
increasing  numbers  of  students  from  abroad. 

*D urine:  the  current  collegiate  year,  about  one  hundred  and  thirty  stu- 
dents  have  been  connected  with  this  Institution,  fifteen  of  whom  are 
studying  with  a  view  to  the  Christian  ministry. 

Newberry  College  and  Theological  Seminary. — Since  the  last  meeting 
of  the  General  Synod,  the  resolutions  which  were  then  reported  as  having 
been  passed  by  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina  and  adjacent  States,  have 
been  in  the  main  carried  into  effect,  and  the  classical  and  theological 
Seminary  of  Lexington,  S.  C.,  has  now  received  the  title  of  Newberry 
College  and  Theological  Seminary.  The  location  has  been  changed  to 
the  town  of  Newberry,  and  a  College  charter  has  been  obtained  from  the 
Legislature  of  the  State.  The  transfer  of  the  Seminary  has,  however, 
not  yet  been  made,  but  will  be,  so  soon  as  suitable  buildings  are  prepared 
for  it  at  its  intended  place  of  location. 
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The  new  College  enterprise  is  succeeding  beyond  our  most  sanguine 
expectations.  The  trustees  have  secured  a  fine  site  for  the  building, 
containing  fifty  acres  of  land,  a  the  cost  of  $2,500,  and  have  entered 
into  a  contract  for  the  erection  of  a  large  and  commodious  college 
edifice,  for  the  sum  of  $18,000  ;  to  meet  which  they  have  subscriptions 
and  pledges  to  the  amount  of  near  $23,000. 

Operations  have  already  been  commenced  preparatory  to  laying  the- 
corner-stone  of  the  building,  which,  it  is  expected,  will  take  place  in 
June*,  and  it  is  hoped  that,  by  the  blessing  of  Heaven  upon  our  humble 
undertaking,  ere  the  next  Convention  of  this  body  shall  be  held  the  new 
institution  will  be  in  active  operation. 

Roanoke  College .- — Roanoke  College  is  located  in  the  beautiful  town 
of  Salem,  Roanoke  county,  Virginia,  immediately  on  the  Virginia  and 
Tennessee  Railroad,  which  extends  through  the  State  and  connects  with 
the  great  u  Northern  route,”  Although  it  has  to  contend  with  all  the 
older  and  well  endowed  colleges  of  the  State,  it  has  prospered  beyond 
the  most  sanguine  expectation  of  its  warmest  friends.  During  the  last 
session  its  students  numbered  over  one  hundred,  and  the  number  has 
been  increasing  every  session  since  it  was  chartered.  The  sum  of  $5,000 
which  it  contemplates  raising  within  the  State  alone,  is  increasing  rap¬ 
idly.  About  $1200  have  been  raised  in  the  Western  part  of  the  State 
already.  The  wings  of  the  main  building  are  up,  and  present  a  beauti¬ 
ful  appearance. 

Central  College  of  Iowa ,  located  at  Des  Moines.  This  institution  was 
organized  in  May,  1855.  The  charter  was  procured  in  November  of  the 
same  year.  The  College  edifice  was  commenced  in  May,  1$5G.  It  is 
eighty-two  feet  long,  and  forty -two  feet -deep,  and  will  be  under  roof  in 
October  next  *,  at  which  time  it  is  expected  that  the  school  will  com¬ 
mence  active  operations.  The  Rev.  R.  Weiser  is  President.  No  other 
teachers  have  been  appointed. 


Western  Carolina  Male  Academy. — This  institution,  located  at  Mount 
Pleasant,  North  Carolina,  vras  founcTed  in  1854,  and  is  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina.  The  ob¬ 
ject  of  this  institution  is  to  elevate  the  standard  of  education  in  that  part 
of  the  Lutheran  Church,  and.  to  afford  the  necessary  facilities  for  the  in¬ 
tellectual  qualification  of  young  men  designing  to  enter  the  ministry ; 
and  it  is  contemplated  to  change  it  into  a  College,  as  soon  as  the  requi- 
site  means  are  at  hand.  The  institution  is  located  in  a  healthy,  wealthy, 
and  liberal  community,  and  its  steady  progress  for  the  two  years  since  it 
has  been  in  operation,  is  a  sufficient  guarantee  (4’  its  future  success.  Hie 
Academy  edifice  is  a  neat  and  substantial,  three  story,  brick  building, 
seventy-live  feet  by  forty,  with  rooms  to  accommodate  fifty  students; 


besides  a  commodious  chapel  two  society  halls,  and  several  recitation 
rooms,  &c.  A  Professors  house  has  also  been  erected.  One  Professor¬ 
ship  has  been  endowed,  and  efforts  are  now  making  to  endow  another. 
A  plan  is  also  on  foot  now,  by  the  mothers  and  daughters  of  the  church, 
to  raise  one  thousand  dollars  for  a  Chemical  and  Philosophical  Apparatus. 
The  number  of  students  in  attendance  during  the  last  year,  has  been 
sixty-five. 

Female  Seminary  at  Hagerstown ,  Md. — This  institution  is  in  a  pros¬ 
perous  condition.  '  The  number  of  boarders  has  greatly  increased.  The 
Seminary  is  well  organized.  The  course  of  instruction  is  thorough,  and 
the  progress  of  the  pupils  very  commendable.  This  enterprise  has  been 
greatly  blessed  of  God,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  continue  to  share  in 
the  Divine  favor,  and  in  the  patronage  of  the  church. 

Lutherville  Female  Seminary ,  Md. — This  institution  continues  to  be 
in  successful  operation.  It  is  now  in  the  sixth  session,  or  the  last  of  the 
third  academic  year.  The  average  number  of  scholars  is  about  sixty- 
five,  of  whom  sixty  are  boarders,  and  the  gross  annual  income  is  about 
twelve  thousand  dollars.  The  room  in  the  Seminary  building,  which 
had  been  used  for  divine  worship,  having  become  too  small,  a  neat  church 
has  been  built  in  the  village  of  Lutherville,  adjoining  the  Seminary 
grounds,  which  will  be  consecrated  and  opened  for-  use  very  shortly. 


Wytheville  Female  College. — This  institution  for  the  education  of 
young  ladies,  is  located  in  the  town  of  Wytheville,  Va.,  and  is  easy  of 
access  by  railroad  and  stages  from  all  parts  of  the  State.  It  has  capa¬ 
cious  buildings,  sufficient  to  accommodate  a  large  number  of  pupils,  who 
can  board  in  the  building,  and  be  constantly  under  the  eye  of  the  teach¬ 
ers.  The  course  of  instruction  is  thorough,  embracing  four  years,  though 
pupils  may  be  entered  at  any  time.  It  has  also  a  juvenile  department 
under  its  direction.  And  although  it  has  not  yet  existed  two  years,  it 
numbers  ninety  pupils.  It  is  under  the  control  of  a  board  of  intelligent 
directors,  who  intend  to  make  it  a  school  of  the  very  highest  order,  a 
majority  of  whom  are  members  and  ministers  of  the  Lutheran  church. 


The  Infirmary. — This  hospital  for  the  relief  of  the  sick  is  located  at 
Pittsburg,  Pa.,  and  is  under  the  entire  control  and  government  of  the 
Institution  of  Deaconesses,  an  incorporated -body,  composed  of  members 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church'.  Since  its  humble  commencement 
in  1849,  up  to  this  time,  it  has  received  upwards  of  two  thousand  pa¬ 
tients  within  its  walls,  more  than  two-thirds  of  whom  have  been  cared 
/or,  “without  money  and  without  price."  The  benefits  of  the  institution 
are  free  alike  to  the  suffering  of  every  creed,  color  and  .country — and  no 
discrimination  is  tolerated,  in  lavor  ol  one  class  over  another.  The  moral 
and  spiritual  results  of  this  charity,  so  far  as  they  can  be  ascertained 


abundantly  confirm  the  belief)  that  the  offices  of  mercy  in  connection 
with  the  services  of  religion,  have  produced  and  revived  impressions  for 
good,  which  time  can  never  efface,  and  instances  are  of  encouraging  fre¬ 
quency,  which  awaken  the  hope,  that  many  a  sinful  wanderer  from  God 
has  been  reclaimed,  and  that  many  a  chafed  and  sorely  tried  disciple  has 
been  restored,  and  enabled  to  die  in  Christ  and  in  peace. 

It  may  yet  be  necessary  to  add*  that  the  institution  has  no  vested 
funds,  but  supports  its  large  family  of  sick  wholly  from  the  voluntary 
donations  of  individuals. 

•  The  Orphans'  Home. — This  institution,  designed  for  the  care  and  ed¬ 
ucation  of  the  fatherless  children  of  the  Church,  is  likewise  located  at 
Pittsburg',  Pa.  A  temporary  building  has  been  rented,  and  thirty  girls 
and  small  boys  find  a  home  and  Christian  training,  under  the  excellent 
care  of  the  ladies  of  the  Deaconesses’  institution.  It  is  proposed  to 
teach  the  girls  suitable  trades,  and  thus  qualify  them  for  usefulness  and 
respectability  in  life,  while  the  boys  will  be  sent  to  the  farm-school,  so 
soon  as  they  arrive  at  the  proper  age.  The  institution  labors  under 
many  disadvantages,  for  want  of  a  capacious  and  suitable  house  of  its 
own,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  Lutheran  Church  in  this  country 
will,  ere  long,  enable  the  managers  to  purchase  ground  and  erect  an  edi¬ 
fice  for  this  purpose,  which  shall  be  equal  to  the  wants  of  an  ever-in¬ 
creasing  family  of  orphan  children. 

The  Orphans'1  Farm  School. — This  institution,  designed  exclusively 
for  boys  above  the  age  of  ten,  is  located  at  Zelienople,  Butler  Co.,.  Pa., 
where  it  possesses  a  small  fatun  and  suitable  buildings,  for  its  peculiar 
organization.  The  boys  are  divided  into  families  of  ten  each,  at  the 
head  of  each  of  which  is  placed  a  young  man  preparing  for  the- ministry, 
who  sustains  to  them  the  relation  of  an  elder  brother,  and  seeks  to  lead 
them  to  the  love  and  practice  of  that  which  is  right.  The  day  is  divided 
in  such  a  manner,  that  the  hoflrs  of  instruction  are  succeeded  by  those 
of  labor,  and  recreation,  and  all  are  required  to  work  a  specified  number 
of  hours  daily,  either  on  the  farm  or  in  the  shops.  The  boys  remain  un¬ 
til  their  twenty-first  year,  so  that  they  go  forth,  not  only  familiar  with 
religious  principles,  but  with  an  occupation  suited  to  their  mental  and 
physical  capacities.  When  the  present  heavy  liabilities  against  the  insti¬ 
tution  are  cancelled,  and  the  necessary  workshops  are  erected  and  fur¬ 
nished,  it  is  believed  that  the  earnings  of  the  boys  will  be  nearly  suffi¬ 
cient  for  their  support.  The  present  number  of  orphans  is  thirty.

In  accordance  with  the  order  of  business  previously  adop¬ 
ted,  Rev.  Dr.  Rowland,  delegate  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  was  invited  to  address  the  Syn¬ 
od.  He  presented  an  interesting  report  of  the  prosperity  of  . 
the  church  he  represented,  with  the  assurance  of  the  kind 
sympathy  of  his  constituents,  and  of  their  desire  to  cooperate 
with  us  in  the  great  work  of  extending  the  Redeemer’s  king¬ 
dom. 

The  President  of  the  Synod  responded  to  the  address,  cor¬ 
dially  reciprocating  the  friendly  sentiments  expressed. 

The  following  resolution  was  also  proposed  and  adopted  : 

Resolved ,  That  we  have  heard  with  much  pleasure,  Hr. 
Rowland’s  representations  of  the  condition  and  encouraging 
prospects  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  of  the  Christian  sympathy  entertained  by  that  large 
and  respectable  body  for  our  Lutheran  Zion,  and  of  their 
desire  to  cooperate  with  us  in  the  extension  of  Christ’s  king¬ 
dom,  and  the  promotion  of  vital  godliness ;  that  we  most 
cordially  reciprocate  their  kind  feelings  and  friendly  wishes, 
and  will  gladly  unite  with  them  in  a  Christian  correspondence, 
and  in  their  prayers  and  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  the 
best  interests  of  the  church  of  our  common  Lord  and  Re¬ 
deemer. 

Reports  of  Delegates  to  Corresponding  Bodies. 

Rev.  F.  R.  Anspach  submitted  the  following  report : 

Report  of  the  delegate  to  the  Synod  of  the  Servian  Reform¬ 
ed  Church. 

The  delegate  appointed  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  of 
the  German  Reformed  Church,  respectfully  reports,  that  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  Maryland  Synod  met  at  the  same  time  that  the  above  body 
was  assembled,  lie  could  not  personally  meet  them.  Brother  Eyster,  of 
Chambersburg,  being  alternate,  and  residing  in -the  place  of  their  meet¬ 
ing,  attended  their  sessions  ;  he  was  cordially  received,  and  exchanged 


the  usual  friendly  and  Christian  salutations,  and  that  body  appointed  .the 
Rev.  Dr.  Bomberger  delegate  to  this  body.

Report  of  the  Committee  in  correspondence  with  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Union  of  the  West. 

The  undersigned  were  appointed  to  correspond  with  the  Evangelical 
Union  of  the  West.  A  letter  was  written  to  that  body,  which  met  with 
a  friendly  reception,  and  a  delegate  was  appointed  to  meet  with  us  at  the 
present  time.  He  has,  however,  been  unable  to  attend,  but  has  written 
a  letter  of  salutation,  which  has  been  received  by  us,  and  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence.  We  hope  that  our  friendly 
correspondence  with  these  brethren  will  be  continued.

Rev.  Dr.  Pohlman,  from  the  Committee  on  Ecclesiastical 
Correspondence,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was 
received  and  the  suggestions  adopted  : 

Report  on  Ecclesiastical  Correspondence. 

The  Committtee  on  correspondence  with  other  ecclesiastical  bodies 
respectfully  report,  that  the  only  documents  put  into  their  hands  were  the 
acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church  in 
the  United 'States,  at  Reading,  1850,  and  a  fraternal  letter  addressed  to 


this  Synod  by  the  Rev.  A,  Boltzer,  President  of  the  Evangelical  Church 
Union  of  the  West. 

From  the  minutes  of  the  German  Reformed  Synod,  it  appears  that 
this  large  and  respectable  branch  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  continues  to 
labor,  in  its  appropriate  sphere,  with  commendable  zeal  and  energy. 
There  is  nothing  in  their  proceedings  particularly  referring  to  this  Synod, 
save  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bomberger  as  their  delegate,  whom 
rve  have  had  the  pleasure  of  receiving  at  our  present  session,  and  to 
whose  fraternal  greetings  our  hearts  have  so  cheerfully  responded. 

From  the  letter  of  the  President  of  «the  Evangelical  Church  Union  of 
the  West,  it  appears  that  a  delegate  had  been  appointed  to  attend  this 
Convention,  but  being  unable  to  fulfil  his  appointment,  and  no  provision 
having  been  made  to  meet  such  a  contingency,  the  President  felt  it  his 
duty  to-  send  this  letter  of  greeting,  in  which  he  gives  expression  to  the 
kind  and  fraternal  feelings  entertained  for  this  body  by  the  Church 
Union. 

From  this  communication  we  also  gather  the  following  information: 
The  Church  Union,  at  the  present  time,  numbers  forty -four  ordained 
pastors,  and  twelve  evangelical  congregations,  represented  by  delegates. 
Its  field  of  labor  extends  over  the  States  of  Missouri,  Illinois,  Iowa,  In¬ 
diana  and  Kentucky,  xdbout  one  hundred  parishes  have  been  formed, 
and  are  supplied  with  the  word  and  sacraments  by  members  of  the  Union, 
and  these  churches  are  generally  characterized  by  a  living  faith  and  a 
holy  -walk  and  conversation. 

The  Union  has  had  a  Theological  Seminary  in  operation  in  Missouri 
during  the  past  seven  years,  which  has  annually  sent  forth  several  labor¬ 
ers  into  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord.  It  now  contains  fifteen  pupils,  sever¬ 
al  of  whom  will  receive  ordination  at  the  next  annual  Conference,  to  be 
held  on  the  Thursday  after  Trinity  Sunday,  at  Evansville,  Indiana. 

The  Union  has  commenced  the  erection  of  a  college  building,  which 
they  hope  will  be  finished  in  a  few  weeks,  and  be  opened  for  the  recep¬ 
tion  of  pupils  in  the  autumn. 

Their  Evangelical  Catechism,  which  was  first  published  in  1847,  has 
now  reached  its  fifth  edition,  and  they  have,  during  the  present  year, 
issued  an  Evangelical  Liturgy. 

With  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  we  have  now 
been- in' correspondence  for  twelve  years,  and  every  interchange  of  dele¬ 
gates  only  strengthens  the  conviction  expressed  at  its  commencement, 
that  it  “would  draw  more  closely  the  bonds  of  Christian  union,  and  so 
level  the  mountains  and  elevate  the -valleys  of  sectarianism,  as  to  prepare 
the  way  of  the  Lord  in  his  coming  to  millennial  glory.”  We  rejoice  to¬ 
day  to  greet  a  delegate  from  that  large  and  influential  body  of  Christians, 
and  tender  to  him  our  Christian  salutations  and  brotherly  love, 
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In  this  connection  we  would  suggest  to  the  General  Synod  the  propri 
ety  of  opening  a  correspondence  witli  our  blood  relations,  the  brethren 
of  the  Moravian  Church,  and  recommend  the  appointment  of  Rev.  G.  F. 
Krotel  and  Rev.  A.  H.  Lochman  as  delegates  to  their  'Synod  to  effect 
this  object. 

We  also  recommend  the  appointment  of  the  following  delegates  to  re¬ 
present  the  General  Synod  in  the  several  ecclesiastical  bodies  in  corres¬ 
pondence  with  us : 

To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church — Rev.  H.  N. 
Pohlman,  E.  I).,  Primarius ;  Rev.  J.  L.  S chock,  Alternate. 

To  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed. Church — Rev.  E.  W.  Hutter, 
Primarius  ;  Rev.  B.  M.  Sch  mucker,  Alternate. 

To  the  Evangelical  Church  Union  of  the  West — Rev.  W.  II.  Harrison, 
Printer  ins  ;  I).  Smith,  Alternate.

ELEVENTH  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  2  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Convention  re-assembled. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  C.  C.  Culler. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  session  were  read  and  ap¬ 
proved. 

Rev.  A.  II.  Lochman,  from  the  Committee  to  whom  was 
referred  the  proposition  of  the  Lutheran  Publication  Society, 
made  a  report  which  was  received  and,  after  some  discussion, 
the  whole  subject  was  disposed  of  by  the  adoption  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolution : 

■ Unsolved ,  That  a  Ilymn  Book  Committee  of  five  laymen 
be  nominated  and  elected  by  ballot,  to  enter  into  a  contract 
for  the  publication  of  the  Ilymn  Book  for  the  next  two  years, 
on  terms  most  favorable  to  the- General  Synod,  provided  that 
these  terms  be  not  less  favorable  than  those  offered  by  the 
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Board  of  Publication,  giving  the  preference,  however,  if  it 
can  he  done  consistently  with  the  interests  of  the  Synod,  to 
a  Lutheran  'publisher :  also  that  vouchers  be  required  from 
the  publisher  for  the  number  of  copies  sold. 

The  Synod  then  proceeded,  in  accordance  with  the  resolu¬ 
tion  adopted,  to  elect  the  Hymn  Book  Committee.  Rev.

Rev.  Dr.  Strobel,  from  the  committee  on  mileage,  submit¬ 
ted  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted : 

Report  on  Mileage . 

The  committee  on  mileage  beg  leave  to  report,  that  the  Treasurer  lias 
put  at  their  command  $1300,  a  sum  by  no  means  adequate  to  meet  the 
expenses  of  this  body.  It  has  been  necessary,  therefore,  to  make  a  tem¬ 
porary  loan  of  $1000,  to  be  assumed  by  the  parties,  obtaining  the  Hymn 
Book  contract.  With  this  we  have  been  able  to  pay  all  claimants  lor 
mileage,  amounting  to  $2,286.

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'Churches,  and  citizens  of  Reading,  the  high  sense  entertained 
by  this  body  of  their  generous  hospitality,  and  the  grateful 
recollections  we  shall  continue  to  cherish  of  the  many  kind¬ 
nesses  we  have  enjoyed  at  their  hands. 

Resolved ,  That  the  thanks  of  this  body  be  presented  to  the 
Officers  of  the  several  Railroad  Companies,  whose  favor  we 
have  enjoyed,  in  the  facilities  and  accommodations  afforded 
us  in  our  attendance  upon  this  Convention. 

A  plan  was  presented  by  General  Weidman,  in  reference 
to  the  publication  and  distribution  of  the  present  and  past 
minutes  of  the  General  Synod,  which  was  referred  for  con¬ 
sideration  to  the  Board  of  Publication. 

Resolved ,  That  two  thousand  copies  of  the  proceedings  of 
this  Convention  be  published,  under  the  direction  of  the  Sec¬ 
retary,  and  distributed  in  the  usual  manner. 

Resolved ,  That  one  thousand  copies  of  an  abstract  of  the 
proceedings,  in  the  German  language,  be  published  under  the 
direction  of  Rev.  Dr.  C.  F.  Schaeffer. 

Resolved ,  That  members  of  this  body  desiring  extra  copies 
of  the  minutes,  inform  the  Secretary  of  the  fact,  and  that  he 
make  arrangements  to  supply  them  at  the  cost  price. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Synod  now  adjourn  to  meet  again  this 
evening  at  eight  o’clock.

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PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 
OF  THE  EVANGELICAL  LUTHERAN  CHURCH. 


The  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Evangelical  Lu¬ 
theran  Church  of  the  United  States,  assembled  in  St.  Mat¬ 
thew’s  Church,  Reading,  Pa.,  on  the  18th  of  May,  1857. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  Rev.  Dr.  Baker,  the  Chair 
was  taken  by  Rev.  Dr.  Morris,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents. 
After  uniting  in  singing  “From  Greenland’s  icy  mountains,’5 
prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Dr.  Reynolds.  An  opportunity 
was  then  given  to  those  present  to  pay  in  their  annual  contri¬ 
butions.  A  large  number  responded  to  the  invitation. 

Rev.  J.  Z.  Senderling,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the 
Society,  read  the  Biennial  report  of  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee,  which  was  adopted. 


Report  of  the  Executive  Committee . 

At  no  time  in  the  history  of  our  mission,  have  the  Executive  Commit 
tee  been  more  encouraged,  than  at  the  present.  Twice  during  that  brief 
history,  have  our  operations  been  near  the  point  of  suspension ;  onc< 
when  brother  Gunn  was  alone  in  the  field,  and.  again,  during  the  last  b 
ennial  period.  This  is  attributable,  not  to  any  unusual  obstructions  r 
the  field,  not  to  any  loss  of  territory,  or  any  diminution  in  the  mission 
churches  or  schools,  not  to  any  decline  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  na 
tivcs,  or  any  failure  in  patronage  from  English  Residents  ;  but  simply 
and  entirely  tovthe  failure  in  the  health  of  the  laborers’  in  the  field.  If 
blame  is  due  anywhere,  let  it  fall  upon  the  churches  who  have  failed  to 
send  out  •  the  timely  reinforcement.  The  crisis  is,  however  past,  and  a 
faithful  God  has  declared  in  our  favor.  We  gratefully  acknowledge  his 
merciful  interposition  ;  freely  and  heartily  ascribe  all  the  glory  to  his 
excellent  name. 

It  is  due  to  the  Society  and  the  churches  whose  agents  we  are,  to  pre¬ 
sent  a  detailed  statement  of  the  return  of  our  missionary  brethren,  and 
of  the  immediate  causes  of  their  return. 

Brother  Ileise’s  return  to  Germany,  after  an  absence  of  more  than  ten 


years,  during  which  time  he  labored  most  conscientiously  and  faithfully 
at  his  post,  will  nhver  be  the  subject  of  regret  to  any,  either  in  Germany 
or  in  this  country.  Still,  it  is  our  duty  to  state  that  it  was  with  great  re* 
luctance,  and  after  much  entreaty  from  our  missionaries  on  the  ground, 
and  other  friends,  that  he  was  at  length  induced  to  leave  his  dear  Rajah- 
mundry,  and  go  home  to  recruit.  ’  Severe  mental  depression,  occasioned 
by  sickness  after  a  northern  tour  in  the  district,  and  also  by  long  expos¬ 
ure  to  the  heat  of  a  tropical  sun,  was  the  reason  why  he  was  urged  to 
try  a  change  of  climate,  and  to  return  to  his  friends.  The  Executive 
Committee,  without  wThose  permission  brother  Heise  would  not  leave  In¬ 
dia,  cheerfully  gave  their  consent. 

Brother  Cutter’s  return  to  America  was  on  account  of  the  *  impaired 
icalth  of  his  wife,  who  was  also  suffering  under  severe  mental  depres- 
ion,  which  demanded  immediate  attention  and  a  change  of  climate. 

Brother  Snyder's  health  also  evidently  demanded  a  change  of  climate- 
le  had  suffered  much  on  a  journey  to  and  from  the  Palnaud,  but  more 
>y  an  exhausting  effort  to  save  the  life  of  the  native  Barnabas,  a  student 
f  divinity,  and  a  teacher,  who  was  drowned  in  a  tank.  Brother  Heyer 
nd  others  advised  him  to  return  to  America,  with  which  advice  he  was 
reluctant  to  comply.  His  first  appearance  in  this  country  confirmed  the 
propriety  and  judiciousness  of  the  advice  given  him.  Our  Society  may 
well  imagine  the  sad  feelings  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  trials  of 
their  faith,  as  they  witnessed  the  struggles  of  their  sinking  brethren,  and 
the  reduction  of  our  missionary  force.  They  well  knew  that  the  brethren 
left  in  the  mission  had  been  long  there,  that  they,  too,  were  becoming 
weary  and  way-worn,  and  that  they  had  now  no  other  alternative,  but  to 
do  the  work,  each  of  them,  of  several  men,  or  see  the  rapid  uprising 
again  of  Satan’s  forces.  The  contest  now,  more  than  ever,  assumed  a 
serious  character.  But  our  little  band  courageously  stood  in  the  deadly 
breach,  holding  on  to  the  standard  of  the  cross,  and  wielding  the  sword 
of  the  Spirit.  They  did  what  Christian  men  could  do. 

But  the  churches  would  like  to  know  what  has  been  done  f 

The  stations  have  all  been  kept  up,  and  a  goodly  ariiount  of  work  has 
been  done-  ’ 

The  Palnaud ,  under  the  superintendence  of  brother  Gronning,  receives 
instruction  in  different  places  from  the  following  teachers  :  John  at  Col- 
acotla,  Jacob  at  Pilutla,  Samuel  at  Yeldurty,  Simeon  at  Adugopula,  Jo¬ 
seph  as  Catechist  and  Schoolmaster  at  Macherla.  There  are  some  five 
or  six  boarding  scholars  from  this  station.  Two,  Moses  and  Paulus,  are 
preparing  themselves  for  the  gospel  ministry.  Teachers  and  catechists 
occasionally  pass  through  the  district,  visiting  scores  of  villages,  and 
occasionally,  a  hundred  or  more,  distributing  tracts  and  conversing  with 
the  natives.  Sometimes  brother  Gronning  accompanies  them,  making 
the  tour  of  the  mission. 
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The  Guntoor  Mission  is  in  charge  of  brother  Gronning.  Nine  of.  our 
missionaries,. six  ordained  and  three  assistant,  have  labored,  some  con¬ 
secutively,  others  conjointly,  in  this  place.  Two  of  them  sleep  their  last 
sleep  in  the  little  cemetery.  The  story  of  the  cross  of  Jesus,  the  God  - 
man,  which  these  strangers  from  a  distant  land  had  often  told,  will  be 
often  repeated  around  their  graves,  even  after  the  present  generation, 
and  the  next,  shall  have  passed  away. 

In  this  mission  are  about  six  schools  and  some  nine  teachers,  besides 
Mrs.  Gronning.  The  girls’  school  numbers  between  fifty  and  sixty  scho¬ 
lars.  The  boarding  school  about  thirteen.  One  of  the  Telugu  teachers 
is  preparing  for  the  work  of  the  holy  ministry.  There  are  certain  points 
in  a  letter  received  from  brother  Gronning,  upon  which  it  would  be  well 
to  remark : 

1.  An  account  of  a  very  interesting  work'  of  grace  in  Guntoor.  The 
conversion  of  a  Brahmin  is  considered  in  India  an  event  of  no  ordinary 
magnitude.  His  renunciation  of-  caste,  loss  of  friends  and  relations, 
show  the  genuineness  of  the  conversion  ;  his  steadfastness,  notwithstand¬ 
ing  the  laborious  and  unwearied  efforts  of  his  caste  people  to  reclaim 
him  show  its  depth. 

2.  The  loss  in  the  English  school,  occasioned  by  the  conversion  of  the 
Brahmin  youth,  we  are  enabled  to  state,  is  very  nearly  made  up. 

3.  A  proposition,  through  brother  Gronning,  from  an  agent  of  the 
British  government,  concerning  the  establishment  of  an  English  gov- 
eminent  school  in  Guntoor,  was  duly  considered  by  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  in  January  last.  The  English  government  would  appropriate 
220  rupees  per  month,  giving  us  the  privilege  of  teaching  the  gospel, 
reserving  to  itself  the  supervision  only  over  the  literary  part.  The  pro¬ 
position  was  rob  Ad,  as  calculated  to  lead  into  entanglements  that  might 
embarrass  our  fut.u  •  operations.  The  English  school  is  to  be  continued 
with  such  resources  as  we  may  possess,  and  brother  Snyder  is  designated 
for  that  field. 

Rajahmundrij. — The  brethren  who  have  labored  in  this  station  were, 
Rev.  Yalette,  Gronning,  Ileise,  Cutter,  Heyer  and  Snyder.  Those  now 
connected  with  it  are,  Rev.  Heyer,  Heise  and  lady.  There  are  in  this 
mission,  two  very  good  brick  houses,  also  built  at  considerable  expense, 
which  will  compare  well  with  houses  in  this  country  ;  besides  a  large  and 
substantial  brick  school  house,  for  the  wants  of  the  mission.  The  grounds 
connected  with  them  are  ample  for  all  buildings  needed  for  the  mission. 
Some'  seven  or  eight  schools  have  been  established  here,  and  kept  up  as 
well  as  could  be  expected  from  the  feAv  laborers  in  the  field.  The  results 
have  been  fully  in  proportion  to  the  force  employed. 

Letters  of  this  year,  received  from  brother’ Heyer,  report  the  outward 
man  to  be  yielding  to  the  attacks  of  disease.  He  has  made  up  his  mind

to  come  home  as  soon  as  practicable*  The  Executive  Committee  have 
informed  him  that  as  soon  as  our  new  missionaries  have  been  comfort  a' 
lily  established.in  India,  they  will  interpose  no  objection  to  his  relinquish¬ 
ing  his  connection  with  the  mission,  and  returning  home,  if  he  pleases.

Whilst  there  is  an  apparent  balance  in  the  treasury,  there  are  also 
«iiroe  liabilities.  We  need  some  $1500  more  to  send  out  our  missionaries 
v  ho  are  now  under  appointment. 

Our  prospects. — There  is  no  good  reason  why  they  should  not'  cheer 
our  hearts,  and  urge  us  onward.  For  this. work  is  of  God,  and  cannot 
come  to  naught.  W e  read,  “The  isles. shall  wait  for  his  law,  and  all  the 
ends  of  the  earth  shall  see  the  salvation  of  God.”  “Ask  of  me,  and  I 
will  give  thee  the  heathen  for  thine  inheritance,  and  the  uttermost  parts 
of  the  earth  for  his  possession.”  As  sure  as  -we  live  shall  all  this  take 
place,  and  in  due  time.  Not  one  jot  or  tittle  shall  fail  of  aught  that  the 
Lord  hath  spoken*  The  sacramental  host  of  the  Lord  shall  abide  under 
the  shadow  of  the  wings  of  the  Almighty.  As  long  as  this  is  so;  there 
can  be  no  defeat.  There  is  progress  in  our  mission  work,  commendable, - 
satisfactory,  noble.  Everything  seems  to  say,  go  forward.  The  schools,- 
with  their  hundreds  of  children,  the  native  teachers  who  are  pleased  with 
their  employment,  and  who  are  profited  so  much  by  it ;  the  infant 
churches  and  their  recently  added  young  converts,  the  thousands  of  souls, 
who  after  the  labor  of  years  spent  upon  them,  are  just  waking  up  out  of 
their  long  and  deep  sleep — all  have  but  one  language  in  this  matter,  all 
seem  to  say,  Go  forward.  We  need  not  ask  our  hard  toiling  brethren  in 
the  field  j  for  their  scars  and  wounds,  their  weak  and  fainting  bodies, . 
whilst  they  are  still  unyielding  to  the  foe— -all  utter  voices,  Go  forward. 
Do  the  spirits  of  the  departed  ever  linger  around  their  graves?  Then 
around  that  cemetery  in  Guntoor  are  spirit  voices  that  softly  utter  the 
same  language.  And,  if  we  mistake  not,  the  spirit  of  the  churches  at 
home  imperatively  demands  that  we  go  forward.  Brother  Heise,  who 
sailed  on  the  5th  inst.,  in  the  steamer  Vanderbilt,  bore  with  him  pledges 
of  kind  remembrance  and  hearty  prayer.  Around  that  vessel,  now  surg¬ 
ing  over  the  billows  of  the  mighty  deep,  are,  we  may  believe,  holy  ones,* 
sent  down  from  heaven,  in  answer  to  a  thousand  warm-hearted  prayers  ’ 
from  the  bosom  of  our  church,  and  to  as  many  from  German  homes. 
“Lord  Jesus,”  they  seem  to. say,  “Let  thy  holy  ones  protect  our  missiona¬ 
ry/.,  and  bring  them  safely  to  yon  dark  and  far  off  land  !”  Who  would 
way  to  your  committee  and  this  society,  stop!  They  must  stop  first  those 
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two  streams  of  prayer  ascending  simultaneously  from  Germany  and 
America.  If  they  cannot  do  this,  then  they  might  as  well  try  to  stop 
the  whirlwind.  For  those  prayers  will  be  answered;  and  if  answered, 
the  mightiest  Spirit  in  the  universe  will  be  moving  forward,  bearing 
churches,  committee,  missionaries  and  the  heathen  along  with  it. 

The  visit  of  brother  Heise  to  this  country,  was  a  very  happy  circum¬ 
stance.  The  man,  his  spirit,  his  modesty,  his  mental  and  missionary 
endowments,  his  zeal,  his  unwearied  toil,  proved  him  to  be  the  man  for 
his  calling,  Mot  unlike  DrP  Duff,  he  passed  from  city  to  city,  and  from 
city  to  country,  everywhere  enlightening  and  gratifying .  crowded  audi¬ 
ences,  and  infusing  a  new  missionary  spirit  among  our  people. 

Three  brethren,  Rev.  W.  E.  Snyder,  E.  Unangst,  A,  Long,  are  expect¬ 
ed  to  follow  brother  Heise,  about  the  1st  of  July  next,  if  practicable 
They  are  present  at  this  meeting.  Of  brother  Snyder  we  need  notspea! 
snore  at  this  time,  as  he  is  well  known  to  the  church.  We  have  honora 
Me  testimonials  in  favor  of  the  brethren  Unangst  and  Long,  from  th 
Professors  under  whom  they  prosecuted  their  studies,  respecting  their 
piety,  mental  endowments,  literary  and  theological  attainments.  From 
these  evidences,  and  from  personal  intercourse  with  them,  we  have  grat¬ 
ifying  indications  of  their  fitness  for  their  work. 

We  now  ask  this  Convention,  shall  we  go  forward  in  this  good  and 
noble  cause?  As. your  agents,  we  have  taken  possession  in  the  name  of 
tire  Lord,  of  a  small  portion  of  India’s  dark  land.  We  have  planted  there 
the  standard  of  the  cross,  and  from  it  streams  of  light  are  rolling  down 
upon  the  people.  Will  you  sustain  us?  First  with  your  prayers  ?  For 
these,  through  Christ,  give  us- power  with  God,  and  through  his  blessed 
Spirit  with  men.  Will  you  sustain  us  with  your  funds  ?  Shall  your 
prayers  and  alms  go  up  as  a  memorial  before  God?  Ought  the  money 
to  be  a  question  ?  The  grand  ruling  question  is  this,  shall  we  send  the 
gospel  to  the  heathen  at  all  ?  An  answer  in  the  negative  would  virtually 
pronounce  the  entire  ministry  of  Paul,  among  the  Corinthians,  Galatians, 
Ephesians,  Philipians,  Colossians  and  Thessalonians,  as  useless.  It 
would  tribe  •with  the  Masters  last  command,  and  with  his  great  commis¬ 
sion  to  his  church,  “Go  ye  into  all  the  world*,  and  preach  the  gospel  to 
every  creature.” 

Once  more,  dear  brethren,  may  we  ask,  will  you  sustain  us  and  our 
mission  with  your  treasure  and  your  prayers  ?  Will  you  say  to  us  heart¬ 
ily,  “Go  forward  ?”

Resolved ,  That  the  editors  of  the  Church  papers  be  re¬ 
quested  to  publish  this  report,  and  that  an  abstract  of  the 
same  appear  in  the  proceedings  of  the  society,  as  appended 
to  the  minutes  of  the  General  Synod. 

Resolved ,  That  five  hundred  copies  of  the  report  be  print¬ 
ed  in  pamphlet  form. 

Adjourned. 

At  night  the  anniversary  exercises  were  held  in  Trinity 
Church,  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  J.  N.  Hoffman.  A 
very  large  audience  was  in  attendance.  Rev.  Dr.- Morris  oc¬ 
cupied  the  chair.  After  singing,  the  throne  of  grace  was 
addressed  by  Rev.  J.  R.  Kciser.  The  Corresponding  Secre¬ 
tary  made  a  brief  statement  in  reference  to  the  operations 
and  condition  of  the  Society.  After  which  addresses  were 
delivered  by  Rev.  Messrs.  C.  W.  Schaeffer,  D.  D.,  G.  F. 
Ivrotel,  A.  C.  Wedekind  and  W.  A.  Passavant.  A  collection 
was  taken  up,  and  the  audience  dismissed  by  Rev.  Dr.  Strobel.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 


The  Home  Missionary  Society  met  on  Saturday  morning, 
the  16th  of  May.  Rev.  Dr.  Kurtz  took  the  chair,  and  Rev. 
Gr.  Diehl  was  appointed  Secretary  pro  tern ,  The  report  of 
the  Executive  Committee  was  then  read  by  Rev.  Dr.  Morris, 
Corresponding  Secretary,  which  was.  accepted  and  adopted. 

Jleport  of  the  Executive  Committee . 

Twelve  years  ago,  this  Society  was  organized  at  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Synod  in  Philadelphia,  and  from  that  day  until  this,  the  God  of 
missions  has  prospered  it,  for  which  it  becomes  us  to  render  to  Him  all 
praise  and  honor.  It  began  its  operations  with  vigor,  and  the  committee 
to  whom  its  practical  affairs  have  been  particularly  entrusted,  have  en¬ 
deavored  to  carry  them  on  in  the  same  spirit.  If  in  all  cases  we  have 
not  given  satisfaction,  it  is  not  because  we  have  purposely  neglected  our 
duty.  We  have  studied  to  make  an  economical  and  judicious  appropri¬ 
ation  of  the  funds  committed  to  us.  W e  have  respectfully  answered  all 
proper  inquiries  made  of  us  in  regard  to  Home  Missions.  We  have 
cheered  many  a  poor  missionary  in  his  arduous,  and  too  frequently  un¬ 
appreciated  labor.  We  have  supplied  many  a  vacant  church  with  the 
regular  preaching  of  the  gospel.  We  have  founded  many  new  pastorates, 
erected  not  a  few  houses  of  worship,  established  a  considerable  number 
of  Sunday  Schools,  and  promoted  the  circulation  of  the  Scriptures,  tracts, 
our  own  church  papers  and  other  publications.  We  have  saved  some 
congregations  from  dispersion,  and  have  “strengthened  the  things  that 
remain,  which  were  ready  to  die/7  We  have  extended,  our  name  and 
principles  into  sections  of  the  western  country,  where  neither  was  previ¬ 
ously  known.  We  have  brought  out  some  young  men  who  are  now  pre¬ 
paring  for  the  ministry.  W e  have  added  a  goodly  number  of  persons  to 
the  church,  and  have  brought  the  waters  of  baptism  to  a  crowd  of  those 
of  whom  Christ  has  said,  “of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven.”  Our  aid 
has  been  extended  to  every  church  that  applied  for  it  in  the  constitutional 
way,  and  there  is  a  multitude  of  souls  this  day,  who  bless  God  for  the  es¬ 
tablishment  .of  the  missionary  society.  These  are'  some  of  the  benefits 
which  the  society  has  conferred  on  the  church. 

The  attention  of  the  committee  is  frequently  called,  through  the  papers 
and  other  channels,  to  destitute  fields,  and  something  in  a  tone  of  implied 
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censure,  as  though  we  purposely  neglected  them.  But  before  the  charge 
can  be  fairly  made,  it  should  be  shown  that  we  have  the  men  and  the  mo¬ 
ney  at  our  disposal,  and  yet  refuse  to  employ  men.  Neglect  implies  an 
ability  to  discharge  a  duty,  and.  a  wilful  oversight  or  forgetfulness  of  it, 
and  no  man  who  knows  your  committee,  will  charge  them  with  this  sin. 
Let  the  church  furnish  the  men  and  the  means,  and  the  committee  will 

supply  every  poor  and  destitute  parish  in  all  our  borders  with  an  active 

•  •  • 
ministry. 

Since  the  last'  meeting  of  the  society,  the  committee  have  had  a  col¬ 
lecting  agent  in  the  field  (Rev,  W.  G.  Harter),  but  he  served  us  only  six 
months,  and  withdrew. 

At  the  last  meeting  in  Dayton,  it  was  resolved  that  an  additional  officer, 
Home  Missionary  Superintendent,  be  appointed.  The  Rev.  P.  W.  Conrad 
was  elected,  but  he  subsequently  declined,  and  though  the  power  to  fill 
the  vacancy  was  given  to  the  Executive  Committee,  yet  we  have  not  ex¬ 
ercised  it,  because  some  of  us  have  felt  no  special  need  of  such  an  officer, 
because  we  did  not  deem  our  present  income  sufficient  to  justify  the  ex¬ 
pense,  and  because  we  did  not  deem  it  proper  to  call  a  man  whom  we 
considered  qualified  for  such  a  work,  from  his  pastoral  field.  When’the 
operations,  of  the  society  shall  be  greatly  enlarged,  and  our  funds  aug¬ 
mented  beyond  the  demands  of  our  appropriate  work,  it  will  be  time 
enough,  in  the  judgment  of  some  of  the  committee,  to  appoint  such  an 
officer. 

A  resolution  was  also  passed,  to  the  intent  that  if  Synodical  Societies 
cannot  reconcile  it  with  their  convictions  to  unite  wholly  with  this  society, 
they  be  respectfully  solicited,  at  least,  to  become  auxiliary,  so  as  to  have 
their  reports  incorporated  with  those  of  the  Central  Society.  The  Synod 
of  New  York  is  the  only  one  which  has  sent  us  its  report,  which  is  as 
follows : 

Dear  Brethren: — We  beg  leave  to  report,  that  in  the  years  1855 — 56, 
we  had  five  missionaries  employed  under  our  direction,  and  that  in  the 
years  56 — 57  we  have  continued  tlm  same  number,  all  of  whom  are  per¬ 
forming  missionary  labor  in  incipient  congregations,  viz  : 

In  Albany,  amongst  the  Germans. 

At  Liverpool,  N.  Y.,  do.* 

At  Hoboken,  N.  J.,  do. 

In  New  York  City,  amongst  the  Scandinavians. 

At  Sftiyvesant,  N.  Y.,  an  English  Church.

We  wish  that  other  Synods,. not  now  cooperating  with  us,  would  follow 
this  laudable  example  of  New  York,  if  they  will  not  wholly  unite  with 
us  ;  or  rather,  we  wish  that  all  the  Synods  constituting  this  body,  were 
united  in  one  solid,  active,  harmonious  Home  Missionary  Society. 

After  repeated  failures  to  secure  a  missionary  for  Chicago,  we  have  at 
length  appointed  the  Rev.  T.  W.  Kemp,  who  has  but  recently  entered  on 
his  held  of  labor.  We  hope  to  hear  an  encouraging  report  at  the  end  of 
the  quarter. 

In  our  last  report  we  stated  that  twenty  men  were  in  our  service, 
since  that  time,  fifteen  have  withdrawn  from  our  aid,  and  five  are  still  on 
the  funds,  but  the  commissions  of  all  these  will  expire  sometime  during' 
this  year. 

Since  the  last  meeting,  forty-three  new  commissions  have  been  issued, 
some'  of  which  have  expired  since  that  time,  but  still,  we  have  now  thir- 
iy-five  missionaries  deriving  part  of  their  support  from  our  society,  and 
distributed  as  follows,  viz  :  in  Illinois,  ten  ;  in  Iowa,  five ;  in  Ohio,  sev¬ 
en  ;  in  Indiana,  six  ;  in  Texas,  three  5  in  Pennsylvania,  four ;  in  Michi¬ 
gan,  one  ;  in  Minesota,  two  :*  in  Wisconsin,  one.  This  we  regard  as  do¬ 
ing  well,  and  at  nearly  every  meeting  of  the  committee,  which  occurs- 
twice  a  month,  new  applications  are  made. 

From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  it  will  be  seen  that  a  considerable 
amount  remains  at  this  date  in  his  hands,  but  let  it  be  remembered  that 
every  cent  of  this  is  already  appropriated,  and,  as  it  were,  due  to  mis¬ 
sionaries,  so  that,  properly  speaking,  we  have  not  a  farthing  of  surplus, 
and  will  require  constant  contributions  to  keep  the  society  in  active  and 
healthy  operation. 

The  following  is  a  synopsis  of  the  ministerial  acts  of  our  missionaries 
for  the  last  two  years  :  Baptized  infants,  595  ;  baptized  adults,  34  ;  con¬ 
firmed,  223  5  received  into  membership  by  certificate  or  profession,  386  ; 
which  added  to  the  number  confirmed,  who  were,  of  course,  admitted, 
makes  609  ;  collections  for  benevolent  societies,  $401  50  ;  houses  oi 
worship  built,  20  ;  churches  organized,  24.  All  this  is,  of  course,  inde¬ 
pendent  of  the  thousands  of  sermons  preached  and  addresses  delivered, 
pastoral  visits  paid,  sacraments  administered,  and  prayer  meetings  held. 

In  order  fairly  to  estimate  these  results,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that 
most  of  our  missionaries  labor  in  distant,  sparsely  populated  districts, 
where  the  people  have  not  enjoyed  the  means  of  grace  as  dispensed  by 
us,  and  not  accustomed  to  the  advantages  of  church  membership.  But 
the  state  of  things  is  improving,  and  a  few  years  will  exhibit  different 
results. 


The  committee  have  to  record  the  decease  of  one  of  their  number, 
since  the  last  Synod,  the  Rev.  Charles  Weyl.  He  was  always  at  his  post 
of  duty  in  the  committee,  and  felt  a  deep  interest  in  the.  welfare  of  the 
society. 

The  number  of  life  members  amounts  at  present  to  one  hundred  and 
sixty.  The  cause  of  Home  Missions  is  sanctioned  of  heaven,  and  we 
should  cherish  it  warmly.  Our  field  of  operations  is  extending  every 
year,  and  we  must  put  forth  our  energies  to  cultivate  it.

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee . 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Parent  Education  Society  herewith 
present  their  report  of  their  operations  since  the  meeting  in  Dayton, 
Ohio,  it  being  their  tenth  report.  During  the  summer  of  1855,  the  inter¬ 
val  transpiring  between  the  meeting  of  the  Parent  Society  and  that  of 
the  District  Synods,  they  sustained  seventeen  young  men,  in  various 
stages  of  preparation  for  the  ministry.  These  young  men  had  been  re¬ 
ceived  on  the  funds,  and  had  returned  to  the  Seminary  and  College  at 
the  beginning  of  the  summer  session,  and  before  the  action  of  the  Soci¬ 
ety  was  known,  and,  indeed,  before  the  Society  had  convened.  The  com¬ 
mittee  could  not,  therefore,  in  common  honesty,  say  to  these  young  men, 
we  cannot  sustain  you  during  the  summer  session,  and  you  must  seek 
for  support  elsewhere.  After  the  summer  of  1855,  no  more  students 
were  received  by  this  committee.  No  Synodical  Society  has  given  notice 
to  the  committee  of  its  desire  to  be  auxiliary  to  the  Parent  Society,  and 
no  statement,  either  annual  or  otherwise,  of  the  operations  of  such  soci¬ 
ety,  has  been  transmitted  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary.  No  annual 
distribution,  therefore,  of  the  funds  of  the  society,  could  be  made  to  the 
committees  of  the  Synodical  Societies,  and  no  report  of  their  proceed¬ 
ings,  therefore,  is  contained  in  this  paper.

The  following  additional  items  were  reported  : 

The  Ministerium  of  New  York  lias  had  under  its  .care,  du¬ 
ring  the  yeai*1855 — 56,  six  young  men,  in  different  stages  of 
preparation  for  the  Gospel  Ministry.  In  1856 — 57  it  has 


had  ten,  four  of  whom  will  apply  for  license  next  September* 
The  expenditures  for  the  two  years  have  been  $1040. 

The  Synod  of  Central  Pennsylvania  has  had  on  its  funds 
during  the  last  year,  eight  beneficiaries,  and  has  recently  re- 
ceivcd  two  more,  all  of  whom  are  prosecuting  their  studies  at 
Gettysburg.  The  contributions  last  year  were  $660.  The 
Synod  determined  to  receive  all  applicants  of  suitable  quali¬ 
fications-. 

The  Alleghany  Synod  has  had  on  its  funds  ten  beneficia¬ 
ries,  two  of  whom  have  been  licensed  to  preach.  Seven  are 
still  on  the  funds  of  Synod.  The  Synod  has  also  contributed 
$400  for  the  education  of  Scandinavians  at  Illinois  Univer¬ 
sity. 

The  Board  of  the  Education  Societies  associated  with  Wit¬ 
tenberg  College,  report  that  they  have  fourteen  beneficiaries 
in  their  care  ;  and  some  funds  have  also  been  .  collected  on 
their  territory,  for  the  Parent  Education  Society. 

Rev.  Dr.  Harkey  read  the  report  of  the  Education  Society 
of  Illinois. 


'Education  Society  of  Illinois . 

Our  three  Synods  in  Illinois  are  united  in  an  Education  Society,  the 
object  of  which  is  to  aid  poor  pious  young  men,  who  are  studying  for  the 
ministry  of  our  church  at  Illinois  University.  The  Society  is  auxiliary 
to  the  Parent  Education  Society,  and  is  required  to  report  in  connection 
with  it.  Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  in  Dayton,  Ohio, 
the  entire  amount  received  into  the  Treasury  of  this  Society,  from  all 
sources,  is  $2014  85.  Of  this  sum,  the  Alleghany  Synod  has  kindly 
given  us  $400,  and  several  hundred  more  have  been  voluntarily  sent  us 
by  benevolent  friends  in  the  East  and  South,  and  the  balance  has  been 
raised  in  the  churches  of  our  Illinois  Synods.  The  whole  amount  ex¬ 
pended  in  the  same  length  of  time,  has  been  $2133  64,  leaving  the  So¬ 
ciety  in  debt  to  the  Treasurer,  in  two  years,  $118  19,  which  is,  however, 
covered  by  the  amount  that  was  in  his  hands  when  the  last  report  was 
made  to  the  General  Synod. 

Twenty-two  young  men  have  received  more  or  less  aid  from  our  funds. 
Of  this  number,  four  are  now  in  the  ministry,  and  are  actively  and  suc¬ 
cessfully  engaged  in  the  Master’s  work ;  one  is  employed  as  a  Colporteur; 
five  are  studying  Theology  ;  one  has  been  expelled  fropr  the  Society  ; 
two  have  withdrawn,  and  nine  are  in  various  stages  ol  their  literary 


'Course,  preparatory  to  the  study  of  Theology.  Many  of  our  young  men 
are  compelled  to  devote  a  portion  of  each  summer  to  some  employment, 
to  obtain  the  means  of  continuing  their  studies  in  the  winter,  as  we  have 
never  been  able  fully  to  sustain  them.  An  increase  of  funds  would  en¬ 
able  us  largely  to  increase  our  operations  ;  for  although  we  have  never 
refused  aid  to  any  properly  qualified  applicant,  we  know  that  some  have 
been  prevented  from  applying,  on  account  of  the  low  state  of  our  funds. 
Of  the  number  aided  by  us  during  these  two  years,  ten  are  Americans, 
six  Norwegians,  four  Germans,  and  two  Swedes. 

We  have  been  much  encouraged  in  this  department  of  our  labors,  and 
from  the  manifest  tokens  of  the  Divine  favor  in  the  past,  we  take  encou¬ 
ragement  for  the  future.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  CIIURCII  EXTENSION  SOCIETY. 

The  Church  Extension  Society  convened  in  St.  Matthew’s 
Lutheran  Church,  Reading,  Pa.,  on  the  19th  of  May,  1857. 

The  President,  Charles  A.  Morris,  Escp,took  the  chair  and 
called  upon  the  Rev.  J.  P.  Cline  to  open  the  meeting  with 
prayer. 

In  the'  absence  of  the  Secretary,  the  Rev.  C.  A.  Hay  was 
appointed  Secretary  pro  tem. 

After  the  readme;  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting,  the 
report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  presented  by  Rev. 
E.  W.  Ilutter,  the  following  abstract  of  which  was  ordered 
to  be  inserted  in  the  minutes. 

Abstract  of  Report  of  Executive  Committee . 

Your  Committee,  although  in  office  only  half  the  period  during  which 
the  Society  has  been  in  existence,  have  much  to  report  that  is  encoura¬ 
ging,  although  not  unmixed  with  much  that  is  of  an  opposite  character. 
It  would  not  be  performing  the  part,  either  of  candor  or  of  wisdom,  to 
disguise  that  the  churches,  with  only  here  and  there  an  exception,  have 
not  responded  to  the  appeals  made  to  them  in  behalf  of  the  Church  Ex¬ 
tension  Society,  in  a  manner  that  has  been  at  all  commensurate  either 
with  the  magnitude  of  the  object,  or  the  vastness  of  their  resources.  In 
most  of  the  churches  a  degree  of  apathy  has  prevailed,  in  reference  to 
this  most  laudable  and  useful  Society,  and  continues  to  prevail,  which  no 
efforts  nor  importunities  of  vour  Committee  have  availed  to  remove.  'This 


lukewarmness  we  attribute  in*  part  to  the  difficulties  which  attend,  more 
or  less,  all  great  enterprises  in  the  beginning — in  part,  too,  to  the  differ¬ 
ences  which  have  agitated  the  church  on  the  subject  of  her  doctrinal 
basis— but  chiefly,  perhaps,  to  the  action  of  certain  district  Synods  in 
erecting  organizations  separate  and  distinct  from  the  duly  official  author¬ 
ity  of  the  Parent  Society,  whereby  that  centralized  and  systematic  action 
which  is  an  indispensable  element  of  success,  was  prevented,  and  a  feel¬ 
ing  of  doubt  and  distrust  was  awakened,  that  has  operated  most  injuri¬ 
ously  on  the  interests  of  the  Society. 

And  yet,  notwithstanding  these  hinderances,  your  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  have  it  in  their  power  to  state,,  and  the  statement  calls  for  expressions 
of  the  most  devout  gratitude  to  God,  that  the  Society  has  nevertheless 
proved,  in  the  hands  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  church,  a  highly  efficient 
instrumentality  for  good  to  our  beloved  Lutheran  Zion,  as  the  subjoined 
statement  of  its  operations  will  abundantly  show

Which  will  leave  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  of  two  thousand  and  thir¬ 
ty-eight  dollars  and  one  cent,  for  which,  however,  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  have  a  number  of  earnest  and  pressing  applications  not  yet  acted  on- 
The  attention  of  the  Society  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  most  of  the 
churches  to  which  loans  have  been  awarded  are  located  in  remote  parts 
of  our  country,  where  money  is  exceedingly  scarce,  and  the  rates  of  in¬ 
terest  are  exorbitantly  high.  If  it  did  not  extend  our  report  to  an  inor¬ 
dinate  length,  we  could  furnish  copious  extracts  from  the  correspondence 
in  our  possession,  all'  proving  that  a  number  of  churches  have  been  erec¬ 
ted  through  the  timely  assistance  derived  from  the  funds  of  this  Society, 
and  that  others,  which  have  been  in  an  unfinished  condition,  by  the 
same  means  have  been  prosecuted  to  completion.  Some  of  the  applica¬ 
tions  for  loans  yet  unacted  on,  are  of  a  highty  meritorious  character,  and 
your  Executive  Committee  feels  disposed  to  grant  them  at  an  early  date. 
Other  applications  have  been  reluctantly  denied,  for  the  reason  that  the 
amounts  asked  for  were  deemed  too  large.  We  concluded  that  it  would 
be  unfair,  and  defeat  the  great  ends  of  the  Society  to  confer  the  assist¬ 
ance  contemplated  by  this  Society,  upon  one  or  a  few  large  churches, 
while  the  smaller  congregations,  located  in  more  sparsely  settled  locali¬ 
ties,  who  were  content  with  smaller  sums,  would  be  thereby  cut  off  en¬ 
tirely.  Our  aim  has  been  to  confer  the  greatest  possible  benefit  upon 
the  greatest  possible  n umber,  and  hence  our  resolution,  in  the  low  state 
of  our  funds,  not  to  loan  to  any  one  congregation  an  amount  exceeding 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  in  this  we  trust  we  shall  have  the 
approval  of  the  Society,  as  we  have  that  of  our  own  consciences  and 
judgments.  Other  applicants  have  been  denied,  for  the  reason  that  they 
did  not,  in  our  opinion,  come  within  the  category  of  churches  designated 
by  tin1  constitution.  In  all’cases  we  have  endeavored  to  adhere  faithfully 
to  the  requirements  of  the  organic  law  enacted  for  our  government, since 


if  such  a  law  was  proper  to  be  adopted ,  wc  have  held  that  it  was  likewise 
proper  to  be  obeyed.

The  propriety  of  appointing  a  General  Agent  to  visit  the  churches 
and  collect  moneys,  has  received  our  prayerful  attention,  but  we  have  not 
been  able  to  reconcile  the  step  to  our  views  of  expediency,  and  we  will 
not  appoint  such  an  agent,  unless  instructed  to  that  effect  by  the  Society. 
The  question  is  submitted  to  your  consideration.  One  happy  conse¬ 
quence  of  our  action  in  this  respect,  has  been,  that  the  entire  expenses 
of  the  Society,  up  to  the  present  date,  for  all  purposes  whatsoever,  have 
been  seventy-one  dollars  and  fifty-five  cents,  incurred  in  printing  circu¬ 
lars  and  paying  postage,  so  that  no  part  ol  the  fund  has  been  expended 
in  the  remuneration  of  agents,  but  all  has  been  applied  to  the  legitimate 
and  specific  purposes  lor  wMch  it  was  collected. 


Various  amendments  to  tlie  Constitution,  of  which  due 
notice  had  been  given,  were  now  proposed  by  the  Executive 
Committee  and  unanimously  adopted.  The  Constitution  thus 
amended,  will  be  found  appended  to  these  minutes. 

The  Treasurer,  W.  M.  Heyl,  Esq.,  then  presented  his  re¬ 
port,  which  was  accepted  and  referred  to  an  auditing  commit¬ 
tee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Barnitz  and  Stough. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  C.  Kuhl,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  our  Executive  Committee  is  hereby  in¬ 
structed  to  appropriate  their  aid  to  such  churches  only  as  are 
in  connection  with  Synods  represented  in  the  General  Synod, 
unless  there  be  a  surplus  on  hand  which  may  not  be  needed 
for  those  of  the  above  character. 

On  behalf  of  the  Executive  Committee,  A.  T.  Chur,  Esq. 
presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was  unanimously 
adopted ;» 

Whereas,  upon  the  urgent  solicitation  of  the  Rev.  D.  S. 
Altman,  of  Richmond,  Wayne  Ock,  Ohio,  Mr.  Herman  Haupt 
of  Philadelphia,  at  the  time  a  member  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  this  Society,  did  advance  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
and  eighty  dollars,  in  aid  of  the  church  at  New  Germantown, 
which  sum  has  not  yet  been  repaid ;  therefore, 

Resolved. I,  That  the  President  of  this  Society  be  directed 
to  draw  a  draft  upon  the  Treasurer  for  the  above  amount,  in 
favor  of  Mr.  Herman  Haupt,  as  soon  as  the  church  in  New 
Germantown  shall  have  given  such  securities  to  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee,  as  are  required  when  loans  are  made. 

On  motion  of  Isaac  Sulger,  Esq.,  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  this  Society  has  heard  with  profound  satis¬ 
faction  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  approve 
the  course  of  the  committee,  in  the  appropriation  of  moneys 
contributed  to  the  laudable  objects  contemplated  in  the  organ¬ 
ization  of  the  Society. 

Resolved ,  That  the  objects  of  this  Society  commend  them¬ 
selves  to  the  sympathy  and  hearty  cooperation  of  the  minis- 


ters  and  church  councils  and  Synods  in  our  connection,  and 
that  we  recommend  that  an  annual  collection  for  the  Church 
Extension  Society,  bo  taken  up  on  the  81st  of  October,  or 
the  Sunday  nearest  to  that  day,  in  such  manner  as  they  may 
deem  most  expedient,  until  the  original  amount  contemplated 
shall  be  collected. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  requested  to 
prepare  a  circular  embodying  an  abstract  of  the  report  sub- 
mitted,  communicating  the  foregoing  resolutions,  to  be  ad¬ 
dressed  to  the  different  ministers  and  church  councils,  to  be 
publicly  read  by  them,  and  soliciting  a  correspondent  action 
thereon* 

Messrs.  Shirmer,  Buehler  and  Rugler  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  nominate  officers.  This  committee,  after  a  brief 
interval,  reported  the  following  nominations,  which  were 
unanimously  confirmed :

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  THE  CHURCH  EXTEN¬ 
SION  SOCIETY. 


Constitution. 

Article  I.- — This  Society  shall  be  termed  the  Church  Extension  Soci¬ 
ety  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States ,  whose  ob¬ 
ject  shall  be  to  establish  a  fund  of  at  least  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  as¬ 
sist  poor  and  destitute  Lutheran  congregations  in  obtaining  houses  of 
public  worship. 

Article  II. — This  Society  shall  hold  its  meetings  at  the  time  and 
place  of  the  meeting  of  every  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Luther¬ 
an  Church,  or  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Society  may  designate,  when 
there  shall  be  elected  a  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  a 
Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary  and  five  Managers. 
The  Managers,  with  the  Treasurer  and  Corresponding  Secretary,  shall 
constitute  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  officer  presiding  at  atiy  meeting  of  the  Society,  shall  have  no 
vote,  excepting  a  casting  vote  when  there  is  a  tie.  The  Corresponding 
Secretary  shall  exercise  a  superintendence  over  the  affairs  of  the  Society, 
and  seek,  by  correspondence,  communication,  &c.,  to  promote  its  interest. 

The  Treasurer  shall  pay  out  no  moneys  except  upon  orders  signed  by 
four  of  the  Managers.  Any  surplus  funds  he  shall,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Managers,  safely  invest,  returnable  at  call ;  and  he  shall 
give  such  security  as  the  Managers  shall  require,  for  the  faithful  perfor¬ 
mance  of  Iris  trust. 

Article  III. — The  Executive  Committee  shall  appoint  their  own 
chairman  and  secretary.  They  may  enact  rules  for  their  own  govern¬ 
ment,  and  amend  or  repeal  the  same  at  pleasure  ;  they  shall  keep  regular 
minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  report  their  transactions  to  each  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Society.  They  shall. hear  all  applications  for  aid,  requiring 
the  conditions  hereinafter  named, -and  draw  orders  on  the  Treasurer,  as 
prescribed  in  Art.  II.,  paragraph  3  ;  provided  that  every  member  of  the 
committee  shall  have  had 'an  opportunity  of  being  heard. 

Article  IV. — Aid  shall  be  extended  only  to  congregations  destitute 
of  a  suitable  house  of  worship,  whose  pastor  is  a  member  in  good  stand¬ 
ing,  of  any  regular  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  in  the  United  States, 
and  no  congregation  shall  be  allowed  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Executive  Committee,  which  allowance  shall  not  be 
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considered  as  a  gift,  but  as  a  loan  without  interest,  and  which  shall  be 
repaid  into  the  common  church  extension  fund,  at  such  times,  and  in 
such  instalments  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  require,  and  such 
loan  shall  be  made  to  assume  a  legal  form. 

Article  Y. — It  shall  be  necessary  for  every  congregation  ashing  ald? 
to  observe  the  following  rules  and  regulations,  viz : 

1.  They  shall  use  every  exertion  among  themselves  to  raise  funds  for 
their  church  edifice. 

2.  Their  church  edifice  shall  be  plain  and  substantial,  without  any  un¬ 
necessary  cost  and  expenditure. 

3.  They  shall  exhibit  a  just  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  building,  and 
the  amount  of  money,  or  its  equivalent,  already  furnished  or  secured. 

4.  They  shall  state  the  condition  of  the  neighborhood  in  which  the 
congregation  is  organized,  the  number  of  members,  and  the  future  pros¬ 
pects. 

5.  These  facts  shall  be  certified  by  the  pastor  and  church  council  to 
the  officers  of  their  Synod,  and  by  the  latter  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

G.  Any  congregation  applying,  shall  be  an  incorporated  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church. 

Article  YI. — Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society,  by 
an  annual  contribution  to  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  by  the  payment  of 
thirty  dollars,  or  more,  given  at  one  time, ''shall  be  constituted  a  life- 
member. 

Article  YII. — The  members  of  the  General  Synod  shall  be  ex  officio 
members  of  this  Society,  and  shall  be  competent  to  transact  business; 
but  the  officers  and  standing  committees  shall  be  composed  of  laymen, 
except  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  who  may  be  a  clergyman. 

Article  VIII. — This  Society  shall  be  the  Parent  Society,  to  which 
societies  formed  by  district  Synods  shall  be  auxiliary,  provided  they  pay 
into  the  general  fund  the  funds  collected  within  their  bounds.  The  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  auxiliary  societies  shall  be  members  of  the  Parent  Society. 

Article  IX. — This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any 
stated  meeting  of  the  Society,  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present — - 
three  months  notice  of  any  contemplated  alteration  or  amendment  hav¬ 
ing  first  been  given  in  the  papers  of  the  church. 


By-Laws. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  fill,  ad  interim , 
any  vacancies  that  may  occur  by  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  of  the 
officers  of  the  Society. 


» 
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2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  a  special  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Society  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

3.  The  collection  of  funds,  as  provided  for  by  resolution  of  the  meet¬ 
ing  held  at  Winchester,  Va.,  May  21st,  1853,  shall  be  made  by  subscrip¬ 
tion,  or  otherwise,  as  the  respective  congregations  shall  deem  most  advi¬ 
sable. 

4.  The  sums  thus  raised  shall  be  transmitted  directly  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Society,  and  be  reported  by  the  pastors  io  their  respective  Synods, 
for  the  purpose  of  being  regularly  entered  upon  the  minutes,  with  their 
parochial  reports. 


PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  LUTHERAN  PUBLICATION  SOCIETY. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Publication  Society  of  the  Lu¬ 
theran  Church,  was  held  according  to  previous  appointment, 
in  the  City  of  Reading,  Pa.,  in  the  Lecture  Room  of  St. 
James’  Church,  on  Wednesday  evening,  May  13th,  1857. 

Rev.  Dr.  Morris,  of  Baltimore,  was  called  to  the  Chair, 
and  Professor  Stoever,  of  Gettysburg,  appointed  Secretary. 


An  invitation  was  given  to  those  present  to  unite  Avith  the

The  Board  of  Publication  then  submitted  a  new  Constitu¬ 


tion  and  rules  for  the  government  of  the  Board,  which  were 
taken  up  seriatim  and,  after  amendment,  adopted  as  follows: 


CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I.— The  name,  style  and  title  of  this  Society  shall  be,  “The 
Lutheran  Publication  Society/’ 

Art.  IT. — This  Society,  assuming  the  doctrinal  basis  of  the  General 
Synod,  shall  have  for  its  ‘object  the  diffusion  of  religious  knowledge,  by 
means  of  translations  and  original  productions,  and  thus  to  furnish  and 
circulate  a  suitable  literature  for  the  church. 

A  rt.  III. — The  officers  of  the  Society,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting,  shall  be  a  President  and  Secretary.  At  the  same  time,  the  So-  • 
cicty  shall  elect  a  Board  of  Publication^  to  hold  its  meetings  in  Philadel¬ 
phia*  and  to  be  composed  of  twenty-four  members,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
members  in  good  standing  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  and  two- 
thirds  of  whom  shall  be  within  such  a  distance  of  Philadelphia  as  to  be 
able  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

Art.  IV. — Each  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod,  in  connection  with  the 
General  Synod  of  the  United  States,  is  recommended  to  establish  depos¬ 
itories  within  its  own  boundaries,  and  to  circulate  the  publications  of  the 
Board,  either  by  colporteurs  or  otherwise  ;  said  colporteurs  to  be  appoint¬ 
ed  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  General  Agent  of  the  Board. 

The  President  of  any  such  Synodical  organization  to  be  ex  officio  Yico 
President  of  the  Publication  Society,  and  shall  be  expected  to  pay  into 
the  Treasurer’s  hands,  at  each  annual  meeting,  whatever  money  may 
have  been  collected  during  the  year  ;  ancj  shall,  at  the  same  time,  receive 
from  him  the  amount  requisite  to  pay  the  salaries  of  colporteurs  and 
others  employed. 

Art.  Y. — The  Board  of  Publication  shall  have  power  to  elect  its  own 
officers,  viz  :•  a  President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary, 
General  Agent  and  Treasurer,  who  shall,  at  the  same  time,  be  Treasurer 
of  the  Society. 

The  Board  shall  have  power  to  enact  its  own  bydaws,  to  fill  vacancies 
occurring  during  the  yea?,  to  provide  for  the  publication  ot  books  and 
tracts,  and  to  print  and  circulate  appeals  to  the  church  in  behalf  of  the 
benevolent  objects  of  the  .Society. 

Art.  VI. — The  Board  shall  have  power,  whenever  the  funds  of  the 
Society  shall  justify  it,  to  establish  a  publication  house  or  depository,  in 
some  suitable  location  in  Philadelphia,  where  our  books,  tracts,  pam¬ 
phlets,  periodicals,  and  all  kinds  of  stationery  may  be  kept  for  sale 5  the 
profits  of  which  sales  to  be  appropriated  toward  the  support  ot  the  Edu¬ 
cation  and  Missionary  Societies  of  the  Church. 

Art.  VI I, — The  Society  shall  hold  anniversary  meetings,  the  time 
when,  and  place  where,  to  be  previously  designated  by  the  Board. 
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At  1h ese  meetings  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall 
make  a  detailed  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Society  during  the  past, 
showing  its  present  condition  and  future  prospects. 

Art.  VIII.' — Any  Lutheran  minister  or  layman  shall  be  considered  a 
member  of  this  Society  by  paying  one  dollar  annually. 

Art.  IX. — The  payment  of  twenty  dollars,  or  more,  in  one  year,  shall 
constitute  the  person  so  paying,  a  Life  Director,  and  the  payment  of  ten 
dollars,  a  Life  Member. 

Art.  X. — Each  Life  Director  shall  be  entitled  to  publications  to  the 
amount  of  two  dollars,  and  each  Life  Member  to  the  amount  of  one  dol¬ 
lar  annually,  if  called  for  within  the  year.  Each  Life  Director  shall 
be  further  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  to  take  an 
active  part  in  its  proceedings. 

Art.  XI. — This  Constitution  may  be  amended  in  any  of  its  provisions, 
by  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present  at  an  annual 
meeting,  provided  one  month’s  notice  has  been  given  in  the  church 
papers. 

BY-LAWS. 


1.  Nine  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  monthly,  and  shall 
be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer. 

3.  Special  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  President  or  Cor¬ 
responding  Secretary. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and 
expended,  report  the  same  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  and 
submit  a  detailed  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  at  each 
annual  meeting,  or  oftener  if  required. 

.  He  shall  be  expected  to  give  such  security  as  the  Board  may  require, 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  trust. 

5.  The  General  Agent  shall  collect  funds  for  the  establishment  of  the 
Publishing  house,  and  to  enable  the  Society  to  carry  on  its  operations  ; 
he  shall  have  the  appointment  of  the  sub-agents  and  colporteurs,  and  by 
the  consent  of  the  Board,  shall  select  some  suitable  person  to  take  charge 
of  the  depository,  over  which  he  shall  exercise  a  general  control :  the 
salaries  of  all  such  persons'  employed,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Board. 

.The  General  Agent  shall  pay  over  from  time  to  time,  to  the  Treasu¬ 
rer,  all  moneys  he  has  collected  by  subscription,  or  from  colporteurs  or 
others,  who  shall  be  responsible  to  him  alone:  and  lie  shall  be  .expected 
to  make  a  general  report  quarterly,  to  the  Board,  of  h\s  collections,  and 
matters  of  interest  coming  under  his  notice. 

G.  There  shall  be  three  or  more  standing  •committees  appointed  at 
(■run  annual  meeting  of  the  Board,  viz  :  a  Publication  Committee  of 
seven,  an  Editing  Committee  of  three,  and  a  Financial  Committee  of 


ilirce,  who  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary,  and  report  monthly  to  the 
Board  concerning  all  matters  that  have  been  brought  before  them. 

ihe  Publishing.  Committee  shall  act  in  concurrence  with  the  financial 
committee,  shall  have  power  to  decide  upon  and  publish,  if  the  funds  of 
the  Society  warrant  it,  all  works,  original  or  translated,  or  selected,  pre¬ 
sented  to  it  for  publication,  and  no  work  shall  he  published  by  this  asso¬ 
ciation,  to  which  anyone  of  the  committee  shall  object;  and  also  to 
make  arrangements  and  contracts  for  their  publication  and "  circulation. 
And  in  case  they  may  consider  any  book  unworthy  of  publication,  they 
shall  report  the  same  to  the  Board,  with  their  reasons,  that  final  decision 
in  regard  to  it  may  he  then  made. 

The  Editing  Committee  shall  take  special  charge  of  the  periodicals  of 
the  Society,  and  see  that  they  are  published  and  circulated  in  proper 
time  and  shape,  and  also  that  the  publications  of  the  Board  Be  properly 
advertized. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Society  shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the  Financial 
Committee,  who  shall  attend  to  the  investment  of  the  funds  of  the  So¬ 
ciety,  and  to  such  other  duties  as  may  devolve  upon  them. 


The  Society  then  adjourned  to  attend  the  ‘anniversary  ex¬ 
ercises  in  the  Church.  The  services  were  introduced  with 
prayer  by  Rev.  J.  G.  Butler,  after  which  the  annual  report 
was  read  by  Rev.  W.  hi.  Baum,  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 


Report  of  the  Lutheran  Board  of  Publication. 

In  presenting  the  second  annual  report  of  the  Lutheran  Board  of  Pub¬ 
lication,  the  Executive  Committee  desire  to  acknowledge  the  goodness  of 
God,  who  has  been  pleased  to  watch  over  all  our  interests,  and  to  bless 
all  our  efforts.  Although  our  operations  have  not  been  as  extended  as 
many  might  have  desired,  we  are  still  very  thankful,  in  being  able  to  re¬ 
port  a  far  more  encouraging  state  of  affairs  than  could  be  given  at  our 
last  anniversary.  Many  who  once  felt  indifferent,  have  been  led  to  take 
an  active  part  in  our  operations.  Some,  who  were  once  opposed  to  us, 
have  been  induced  to  change  their  relations,  and  are  now  numbered  among 
our  warm  adherents.  These  changes  are  to  be  ascribed  to  the  influence 
of  a  more  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  true  spirit  and  real  position  of 
our  society.  Aiming  at  the  one  purpose  of  building  up  the  kingdom  of 
God  in  the  midst  of  the  Lutheran  church  in  America,  by  the  diffusion 
of  evangelical  literature,  we  claim  the  sympathy  and  cooperation  of  all 
our  brethren.  If,  unexpectedly  and  undesignedly,  we  were  for  a  moment 
drawn  into  the  arena  of  Theological  controversy,  we  feel  much  encouraged 
by  the  hope  that,  ere  this,  all  have  been  fully  convinced  that  wc  aim  not 
to  exercise  our  prowess  on  that  field,  lior  to  achieve  oui  triumphs  with 


such  weapons.  Much  more  is  it  our  desire,  and  prayer,  to  scatter  the 
simple  and  unquestioned  truths  of  vital  Godliness,  so  that  losing  sight  of 
minor  differences,  we  may  all  unitein  the  essentials  of  the  Gospel  of  peace. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  mainly  engaged  in  preparing  the 
way  for  future  activity.  No  small  parr  of  our  time,  at  our  weekly  meet¬ 
ings,  was  occupied  in  discussing  the  expediency  of  establishing  a  genera  l 
agency ,  preparatory  to  the  opening  of  a  Depository  in  some  central  part 
of  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  The  course  we  have  pursued,  received  the 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  wherever  heard  from, 
the  church  at  large  has  sanctioned  it.  In  the  appointment  of  that  tried 
agent,  Rev.  B.  Keller,  we  feel  assured  that  if  a  kind  Providence  contin¬ 
ue  to  smile  upon  us,  our  highest  hopes  and  brightest  expectations  will  be 
realized.  The  few  weeks  of  his  labor,  since  his  appointment,  augur  well 
for  the  future.  His  operations  thus  far,  present  a  total  subscribed  of 
$1,189  00.  Cash  received,  $699  00.  This  money  is  securely  invested, 
yielding  the  legal  interest  until  applied  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
contributed. 

The  condition  of  the  general  Treasury  is  far  more  encouraging  than 
we  had  anticipated.  Under  the  careful  supervision  of  Rev.  G.  A.  Wen¬ 
zel,  our  expenses  have  materially  diminished,  whilst  our  income  has  been 
increased.  The  transfer  of  tire  mail  books  of  the  Lutheran  Home  Journal 
to  this  officer  of  the  Board,  by  whom  they  are  kept  without  charge,  will 
save  annually  a  considerable  sum. 

The  Executive  Committee  take*  pleasure  in  looking  over  the  list  of 
books  they  have  issued  during  the  past  year.  Among  them  we  found 
works  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  old  and  of  the  young,  and  all  we  hope 
of  permanent  value.  The  number  published  would  have  been  much  lar¬ 
ger,  could  we  have  commanded  the  capital  necessary  for  the  issue.  Sev¬ 
eral  manuscripts  of  much  value  are  now  on  hand,  awaiting  the  obtaining 
•of  means  for  their  publication.  In  almost  all  cases,  publishers  refuse  to 
advance  the  price  of  stereotyping,  and  not  unfrequently  require  authors 
to  bear  a  portion  of  the  other  expenses  of  publication,  so  that  we  were 
unable  to  send  forth  some  works,  which  were  deemed  by  us  very  suitable 
lor  our  church.  Should  our  present  plans  be  matured,  and  our  efforts  be 
successful,  we  will  soon  be  above  all  dependence  upon  the  generosity  of 
others,  and  be  able,  from  our  own  resources,  to  send  forth  whatever  we 
may  deem  worthy -of  the  press.  We  do  not  think  it  n'eessary  to  refer  in 
detail  to  each  of  The  volumes  now  bearing  the  imprint  of  the  Board. 
They  have  been  sent  forth  upon  their  mission,  and  we  earnestly  pray 
that  God  will  bless  them. 

During  the  coming  year,  we  hope  to  make  a  large  addition  to  the 
number  ot  our  books.  As  our  facilities  increase,  we  will  eudeavor  to  in¬ 
crease  the  value  of  our  church  literature,  knowing  that  in  the  present 


day  the  printed  page  is  more  and  more  in  demand.  G  od  lias  blessed  the 
publications  of  other  Churches  in  a  most  remarkable  manner.  Dare  we 
not  expect  the  same  upon  our  own  ? 

Before  closing  this  report,  we  desire  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  So¬ 
ciety  to  the  interests  of  the  “Lutheran  Home  Journal.”  The  full  suc¬ 
cess  of-  this  periodical  is  regarded  a£  of  the  first. importance.  With  the 
manner  in  which  it  has  been  conducted,  we  believe  the  church  to  be  well 
satisfied.  Many  friends  have  expressed  their  approbation  of  the  labors 
of  the  Editing  Committee.  As  far  as  possible,  we- have  employed  agents 
to  assist  in  enlarging  the  circulation.  Much,  however,  remains  to  be 
done.  The  number  of  subscribers  is  still  entirely  too  small.  The  cost 
of  publishing  is  very  great,  so  as  to  leave  no  revenue  from  which  to  com¬ 
pensate  the  editors.  Of  this,  however,  the  generous  committee  do  not 
complain,  but  they  do.  complain  of  the  remissness  of  the  members 
of  the  Society,  in  furnishing  matter  with  which  to  fill  its  pages.  It  is  de¬ 
sired  by  the  committee  to  send  forth  each  number  with  entirely  original 
matter,  but  this  cannot  be  done  unless  the  members  of  the  society  con¬ 
tribute  more  regularly  to  its  columns.  The  finances  of  the  Home  Jour¬ 
nal  are  in  a  healthful  condition,  and  might  be  made  quite  satisfactory  to 
all,  were  there  not  so  many  delinquent  subscribers.  Many  of  these  ar¬ 
rearages  will  doubtless  be  realized,  and  the  Journal  be  made  not  only  to 
sustain  itself,  but  also  to  afford  a  surplus,  from  which  to  remunerate  its 
editors.  As  soon- as  the  result  of  our  general  agency  will  justify,  it  is 
our  purpose  to  open  the  contemplated  Depository.  Should  any  profits 
accrue  from  the  sales  of  books  and  stationery,  an  equitable  division  will 
be  made  among  the  various'  benevolent  operations. of  our  Church.  The 
coming  year  promises  to  be  one  of  great  activity  for  our  Society.  The  past 
labors  of  our  General  Agent  give  us  good  reason  to  expect  a  rapid  increase 
of  funds.  The  work  of  superintending  our  own  stereotyping  'and  print¬ 
ing,  and  the  still  more  responsible  and  difficult  work  of  selling  our  books, 
when  once  issued,  will  call  into  exercise  all 1  our  resources.  But  in  hum¬ 
ble  reliance  upon  Divine  aid,  we  hope  to  shrink  from  no  duty.  Associated 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  doing  good,  and  having  already  devoted  much 
time,  and  no  small  amount  of  labor  and  money,  in  accomplishing  the* 
feeble,  but  still  very  important  results  thus  far  attained,  we  feel  ourselves 
fully  justified  in  asking  the  cooperation  of  our  brethren  throughout  our 


whole  Church. 

The  control  of  this  Society  is  in  the  hands  of  its  members.  Any  abuse 
of  power,  or  violation  of  trust,  may  be  remedied  by  an  immediate  remo¬ 
val  from  office.  The  objects  contemplated  cannot  but  approve  them¬ 
selves  to  the  judgment  of  every  friend  of  Evangelical  Christianity  in  our 
country.  If,  in  the  administration  of  its  a  flairs,  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  have  failed  to  meet  the  reasonable  expectations  of  its  friends,  let 
them  be  removed,  and  others  substituted,  but  let  no  one,  for  a  moment, 


lose  sight'  of  the  glorious  results  which  may  he  accomplished  by  a  liber¬ 
al  and  enlightened  policy  in  furnishing  our  church  with  the  literature 
which  the  times  demand. 

Committing  the  interests  of  our  association  to  the  sympathy  of  its 
friends,  and  to  the  care  of  Him  whose  honor  it  seeks  to  promote,  we  in¬ 
vito  your  attention  to  those  who  shall  now  address  you  in  its  behalf. 


Rev.  Dr.  Ilarkey  then  delivered  a  discourse  on  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  objects  contemplated  by  the  Society,  in  promot¬ 
ing  piety,  intelligence,  liberality,  church  feeling  and  a  spirit 
of  fraternal  union  in  the  church. 


After  the  public  exercises  were  concluded,  the  Society  re¬ 
sumed  business.  The  following  resolution,  with  the  pream¬ 
ble,  was  offered  and  adopted  : 

Whereas,  the  General  Synod,  at  its  last  session,  held  in 
Dayton,  Ohio,  expressed  its  approbation  of  the  general  ob¬ 
jects  of  the  Lutheran  Publication  Society,  then  recently  es¬ 
tablished  in  Philadelphia,  and  intimated  its  willingness  to  give 
its  official  sanction  to  said  Society,  so  soon  as  its  Constitution 
was  so  altered  as  to  allow  a  representation,  on  the  part  of 
the  General  Synod,  in  its  Executive  Committee,  therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  the  Lutheran  Publication  Society  is  desi¬ 
rous  of  receiving  the  endorsement  of  the  General  Synod,  in 
order  that  its  efforts  may  be  rendered  more  effective,  and  the 
cooperation  of  the  whole  Church  secured. 

Resolved ,  That  C.  W.  Schaeffer,  D.  D.,  W.  M.  Reynolds, 
D.  D.,  and  II.  II.  Muhlenberg,  M.  D.,  be  appointed  to  com¬ 
municate  the  above  resolution  to  the  General  Synod. 


The  Society  proceeded  to  the  election  of  officers  for  the 
ensuing:  year,  which  resulted  as  follows  :

of  the  General  Synod,  pronounced  by  Rev.  Dr.  Harkey,  of 
Springfield,  Illinois,  President  of  the  last  Convention,  from 
the  words :  UA  little  one  shall  become  a  thousand ,  and  a  small 
one  a  strong  nation  :  1  the  Lord  will  hasten  it  in  his  time.” 
Is.  60 :  22.

stitution  of  this  Body  (Art.  III.,  Sect.  VIII.)  it  is  declared 
that  “the  General  Synod  shall  apply  all  their  powers,  their 
prayers,  and  their  means,  toward  the  prevention  of  schisms 
among  us,  and  be  sedulously  and  incessantly  regardful  of  the 
circumstances  of  the  times- — in  order  that  the  blessed  oppor- 
1  tunities  to  promote  concord  and  unity,  and  the  interest  of  the 
Redeemer’s  kingdom  may  not  pass  by,  neglected  and  una¬ 
vailing,”  we  would  fraternally  solicit  them  to  consider  wheth¬ 
er  a  change,  in  their  doctrinal  basis,  of  the  paragraph  in  re¬ 
gard  to  certain  alleged  errors,  would  not  tend  to  the  promo¬ 
tion  of  mutual  love,  and  the  furtherance  of  the  great  objects 
for  which  we  are  laboring  together.

Pohlman  from  the  committee  on  Religious  exer¬ 
cises  reported  a  series  of  appointments  for  different  evan¬ 
gelical  pulpits  of  Pittsburg  on  the  approaching  Lord’s  Hay, 
which  were  approved. 

Rev.  Hr.  Harkey  presented  several  documents  and  a  let¬ 
ter  from  the  German  Church  Hiet,  addressed  to  the  General 
Synod  in  reply  to  the  communication  written  by  the  officers 
of  our  last  Convention. 

They  were  referred  to  a  special  committee,  consisting  of 
W.  J.  Mann,  H.  H.,  S.  W.  Harkey,  H.  H.,  and  II.  L.  Baugh- 
er,  H.  H. 

A  letter  was  also  presented  to  the  Synod  from  Rev.  Hr. 
Heiner,  who  had  been  appointed  as  a  delegate  to  this  Con¬ 
vention  from  the  German  Reformed  Church.  It  was  refer¬ 
red  to  the  committee  on  Ecclesiastical  Correspondence.

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Isaac  Sulger,  Esq.,  from  the  Hymn  Book  Committee,  pre¬ 
sented  the  following  report : 

Report  of  the  Financial  Hymn  Book  Committee. 

The  undersigned  a  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  the 
General  Synod  held  at  Reading,  Pa.,  in  May,  1857,  to  contract  for  the 
publication  of  tha  Hymn  Book,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report :  That 
they  met  in  persuance  of  the  object  of  their  appointment  on  the  27th  of 
May,  1857,  immediately  on  the  adjournment  of  Synod,  and  solicited  and 
obtained  proposals  for  printing  and  publishing  the  21  mo.  and  48  mo. 
editions  of  the  Hymn  Book.  Proposals  were  received  from  Mr.  T.  N. 
Kurtz,  the  Lutheran  Board  of  Publication,  Messrs.  Lindsay  &  Blakiston 
and  Messrs  Lippincott  &  Co. — and  are  on  file  among  the  papers  of  your 
committee,  ready  for  inspection,  if  desired  by  Synod, 

Your  committee,  by  way  of  preliminary,  adopted  certain  rules  and 
conditions  to  govern  all  future  contracts  that  might  be  thereafter  entered 
into  for  the  publication  and  sale  of  the  Hymn  Book,  embodied  and  ex¬ 
pressed  in  the  followimg  Resolution,  to  wit : 

Resolved ,  “That  this  committee,  in  contracting  for  the  publication  of 
the  Hymn  Book,  will  insist  upon  having  possession  of  the  stereotype 
plates ;  and  upon  the  issuing  of  every  edition,  vouchers  will  be  required 
from  the  printer,  as  to  the  number  of  issues,  and  from  the  publishers,  a 
statement  of  sales  every  sixty  days,  and  payments  to  the  Treasurer  of 
Synod  of  premiums  then  due,  and  an  account  current  at  the  end  of  every 
year.” 

Your  committeee,  to  their  surprise,  immediately  after  their  appoint¬ 
ment,  ascertained  that  the  late  publisher,  on  the  eve  of  the  adjournment 
of  Synod,  and  without  the  authority  of  the  former  committee,  had  pub¬ 
lished  a  large  edition  of  the  24  mo.  and  48  mo.  Hymn  Book,  sufficient  to 
supply  the  church  for  at  least  the  two  years  intervening  before  its  next 
(present)  biennial  session,  thereby  forestalling  the  action  of  your  com¬ 
mittee,  and  almost  in  effect  rendering  nugatory  the  resolution  of  Synod, 
and  the  object  of  their  appointment.  Your  committee  addressed  a  let¬ 
ter  to  Mr.  Kurtz,  inquiring  whether  he  would  contract  for  a  single  year 
for  the  publication  of  the  Hymn  Book  at  increased  rates  and  premiums 
set  forth  in  his  proposal  of  June  5th,  1857,  hoping  thereby  to  get  rid  of 
this  seeming  difficulty,  which  proposition  he  emphatically  declined. 

In  this  dilemna,  your  committee  determined  by  resolution,  not  to  con¬ 
tract  with  any  parties  for  the  publication  of  the  Hymn  Book,  until  an 
arrangement  had  been  entered  into  for  the  disposition  of  the  stock  then 
on  hand ;  reported  June  5th,  1857,  to  be  as  follows  :

After*  some  ‘correspondence,  an  arrangement  was  effected  with  Mr. 
Kurtz  October  1st,  1857,  styled  by  him  the  “New  arrangement,”  for  the 
sale  of  the  stock  on  hand  at  increased  rates  and  premiums  correspon¬ 
ding  with  the  rates  and  premiums  offered  in  his  proposal  of  June  1857. 
Your  committee  also  insisted  upon  an  account  of  sales  every  three 
months,  which  was  afterwards  extended  to  six  months  to  suit  the  con¬ 
venience  of  the  publisher,  the  last  account  of  sales,  however,  extends 
over  a  period  of  eleven  months.  Your  committee,  at  the  same  time  in¬ 
sisted  upon  the  delivery  and  possession  of  all  the  stereotype  plates  be¬ 
longing  to  Synod,  these  consist  of  the  following  :

Mr.  Kurtz,  on  June  3d,  1858,  made  application  to  your  committee  to 
publish  a  small  edition,  say  3000  copies  of  the  24mo.  Hymn  Book  to  in¬ 
sure  a  constant  supply  to  the  church,  and  also  for  an  abatement  in  the 
rates  and  premiums  fixed  in  the  new  arrangement. 

The  matter  of  the  publication  of  the  Hymn  Book  was  then  again  con¬ 
sidered  and  discussed  by  your  committee,  and  on  motion,  a  contract  was 
awarded  to  the  Lutheran  Board  of  Publication  to  publish  the  24 mo 
Hymn  Book,  said  contract  to  extend  until  the  next  (present)  meeting  of 
General  Synod,  at  rates  and  premiums  corresponding  with  their  propo¬ 
sal  of  August  12th,  1857. 

Mr.  Kurtz,  again  September  29,  1857,  applied  to  your  committee  to 
publish  another  small  edition,  say  2000  copies  of  the  24mo.  Hymn  Book, 
which  application  of  cour^  your  committee  were  unable  to  grant,  hav¬ 
ing  already  awarded  the  contract  to  the  Lutheran  Board  of  Publication 
above  stated. 

Your  committee,  February  1859,  upon  the  application  of  the  Lutheran 
Board  of  Publication,  awarded  them  permission  to  publish  3000  copies 
of  the  24mo.  also  3000  copies  of  the  48mo.  Hymn  Book,  to  insure  a  con- 
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slant  supply  to  the  church,  which  latter  request  on  the  part  of  the  Board 
of  Publication  was  made  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Kurtz,  he  desiring  to 
sell  the  remainder  of  his  stock  himself.

Your  committee  would  further  report  wdiat  was  stated  at  the  last  hi- 
enniaPsession  of  Synod,  that  no  account  of  sales  has  been  rendered  by 
the  publisher  in  reference  to  the  12  mo.  edition  of  the  Hymn  Book,  said 
edition  having  been  published  under  a  contract  dated  October  28,  1851, 
which  does  not  require  an  account  of  sales  from  the  publisher,  until  he 
is  fully  paid  for  the  expense  of  stereotype  plates  and  for  publishing  the 
same.  This  expense  and  costare  fixed  by  the  publisher  at  $550,  but  un¬ 
til  this  sum  is  fully  paid,  the  publisher  is  exempt  from  any  premiums  or 
bonus,  with  this  additional  proviso,  “that  the  continued  sale  of  the  Book 
(12rao.)  be  further  secured  to  him  for  the  term  of  ten  years  thereafter 
subject  to  such  premiums  as  General  Synod  may  think  proper  to  impose, 
said  premiums  not  to  exceed  that  (then)  paid  on  the  smaller  24mo  Eng. 
Luth.  Hymn  Book,  viz,  10  cents  per  copy. 

Your  committee,  in  conclusion,  would  congratulate  the  members  of 
Synod  that  the  object  of  their  appointment  has,  in  a  measure,  been  ac¬ 
complished,  and  that  the  revenues  of  Synod,  from  the  publication  of  the 
Hymn  Book  have  been  increased  by  the  terms  of  the  “new  arrangement” 
entered  into  and  above  reported  for  the  sale  of  the  stock  in  hands  of  late 
publisher  and  by  the  liberal  terms  of  the  present  contract  with  the  Lu¬ 
theran  Board  of  Publication,  in  the  hope  that  what  your  commit¬ 
tee  have  done  in  the  premises  may  be  approved  by  Synod,  and  such 
instructions  given  to  the  committee  to  be  appointed  at  its  present  session 
as  will  secure  to  Synod,  in  the  future  publication  of  the  Hymn  Book,  as 
favorable  rates  and  premiums  as  are  at  present  realized.  Your  Commit¬ 
tee  cannot  close  their  report  without  the  sad  mention  of  the  decease  of 
John  Baer,  Esq.,  of  Lancaster,  Pa.,  the  senior  member  of  the  Committee. 

The  surviving  members,  however,  before  this  sad  occurrence,  enjoyed 
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the  benefit  of  the  wisdom  and  counsel,  winch  his  years  and  long  expe¬ 
rience  as  a  printer,  fully  qualified  him  to  impart. 

Mr.  Baer  was  present  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  Committee,  participat¬ 
ing  in  its  deliberations  and  uniting  cordially  in  all  its  resolutions,  but  es¬ 
pecially  in  what  is  above  set  forth  as  the  deliberate  action  and  policy  of 
your  Committee.

The  report  was  received  and  a  Committee,  consisting  of 
Rev.  Dr.  Pohlman,  D.  A.  Buehler,  Esq.,  Rev.  Prof.  Jacobs, 
Gen.  S.  Myers  and  Rev.  F.  W.  Geissenliainer,  appointed 
to  examine  into  the  facts  connected  with  the  publication  of 
the  Liturgy,  Catechism,  etc.,  by  T.  Newton  Kurtz  and  report 
thereon  at  the  present  Convention  of  General  Synod. 

The  Minutes  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  India 
were  presented  and  referred  to  a  Special  Committee,  consist¬ 
ing  of  Rev.  Dr.  Strobel,  Rev.  John  Heck,  Rev.  D.  Steck,  A. 
F.  Ockerhausen  and  I.  Sulger,  Esqs. 

Rev.  C.  J.  Ehrehart,  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  ex¬ 
amine  the  minutes  of  the  last  Synod,  submitted  the  following 
report : 

Report  on  the  Minutes  of  the  last  Convention. 

The  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  minutes  of  the  last  Conven¬ 
tion  of  the  General  Synod,  respectfully  report : 

That  having  examined  the  document  submitted  to  them,  they  find  the 
following  items,  claiming  the  attention  of  Synod. 

1.  On  page  15,  we  see  it  noticed,  that  five  Trustees  were  appointed  to 
take  charge  of  the  Pastors’  Fund  for  the  ensuing  two  years.  It  was 
made  the  duty  of  these  Trustees  to  report  at  this  meeting  of  Synod.  To 
hear  this  report  and  to  elect  Trustees  for  the  ensuing  two  years  will 
properly  be  the  business  of  this  Convention. 

2.  On  page  16,  the  Secretary  of  Synod  was  requested  to  continue  the 
work  of  completing  two  sets,  one  printed  and  another  in  manuscript,  of 
the  minutes  of  all  past  Conventions  of  the  General  Synod.  AVe  would 
inquire  whether  this  work  has  been  accomplished  ? 

3.  On  page  19,  we  perceive  that  Rev.  J.  A.  Seiss,  in  connection  with 
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the  publisher,  was  requested  to  correct  the  typographical  errors  in  the 
scriptural  references  of  the  General  Synod’s  Catechism.  We  would  ask 
have  these  corrections  been  made  ? 

4.  On  page  10,  we  learn  that  the  term  of  the  Committee  on  the  con¬ 
templated  African  Mission  expires  with  the  present  session  of  Synod. 
It  will  be  the  duty  of  this  Synod  again  to  appoint  such  a  committee,  and 
no  doubt  its  pleasure  to  hear  a  report  from  the  last  committee. 

5.  On  page  25,  we  notice  that  a  committe  was  appointed  to  receive  ap¬ 
plications  from  young  men,  desirous  of  availing  themselves  of  the  scholar¬ 
ship  offered  by  the  Central  Committee  of  Irfner  Missions  of  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  church  of  Germany.  We  would  ask  have  any  applications  been 
made, ^and  with  what  success? 

6.  On  the  same  page,  we  see  it  stated  that  a  delegation  was  chosen, 
of  which  Dr.  Stohlman  is  chairman,  to  represent  the  General  Synod 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Church  Diet.  What  report  have  said  committee 
to  offer  ? 

7.  The  officers  of  Synod  were  also  directed  to  address  a  letter  of  salu¬ 
tation  to  the  Church  Diet.  It  will  be  gratifying  to  Synod  to  hear  that 
this  has  been  done. 

8.  By  arrangement  made  with  the  Lutheran  Publication  Society  and 
recorded  on  the  27th  page  of  the  minutes  it  will  devolve  upon  this  Synod 
to  elect  two  members  of  the  Board  of  Publication  who  shall  be  ex-officio 
members  of  the  Publication  Committee.

The  Report  was  received  and  taken  up  seriatim : 

In  reference  to  the  first  item,  Isaac  Sulgcr,  Esq.,  offered  a 
report,  which,  after  some  discussion,  was  adopted  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Pastors ’  Fund . 

The  Trustees  of  the  “Pastors’  Fund”  appointed  at  the  last  meeting 
of  General  Synod,  held  at  Reading,  Pa.,  May,  1857,  beg  leave  respectful¬ 
ly  to  report  the  following  statements  of  what  has  been  done,  in  pursuance 
of  the  authority  vested  in  them  by  Synod,  in  reference  to  the  interests  of 
the  “Fund”  committed  to  their  custody  and  management. 

In  July,  1857,  the  Trustees  met  and  organized  permanently,  by  the 
appointment  of  Rev.  Benjamin  Keller,  President,  Lewis  L.  Iloupt,  Ireas- 
urer,  and  Isaac  Sulgcr,  Secretary. 

Previous  minutes  and  records  of  Synod  constituting  the  Fund  were 
examined  and  carefully  considered,  with  a  view  to  discover,  if  possible, 


why  the  ‘‘Pastors’  Fund  Society/’  although  twenty  years  and  upwards 
have  transpired  since  its  organization,  had  so  signally  failed  in  its  object, 
and  in  a  measure  been  almost  abandoned  by  its  founders  and  neglected 
by  the  church. 

In  tracing  the  early  history  of  this  Society,  the  Trustees  have  ascer¬ 
tained  that  this  Fund  originated  as  far  back  as  November,  1831,  by  a 
resolution  of  Synod,  setting  apart  one  half  of  the  profits  of  the  works 
published  by  Synod,  as  a  Fund  for  the  relief  of  “superannuated  Lutheran 
ministers.  Vide  Appendix  A,  minutes  8th  Convention  General  Synod, 
page  39.  Nothing,  however,  seems  to  have  been  actually  done  until 
June  1837,  when  the  importance  and  necessity  of  making  some  provis¬ 
ion  for  superannuated  ministers  and  their  families  was  again  urged  upon 
General  Synod,  and  a  “Plan”  adopted  for  this  purpose.  Vide  minutes 
9th  Convention,  page  23. 

In  June,  1839,  a  Constitution  was  submitted,  and  adopted  by  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  which  at  present  constitutes  the  basis  and  plan  for  the  crea¬ 
tion  and  disposition  of  this  Fund.  Vide  minutes,  10th  Convention,  page 
17,  and  Appendix  B,  page  27-31. 

Its  provisions  and  articles  are  based  upon  the  mutual  principle,  and 
require,  for  the  enjoyment  and  reception  of  its  benefits,  a  stated  annu¬ 
al  contribution  from  its  members,  in  order  to  entitle  them  or  their  fam¬ 
ilies  (in  case  of  sickness  or  death,)  to  be  beneficiaries  of  its  bounty. 

Besides,  it  provides  for  a  Fund  of  ten  thousand  dollars  to  be  realized 
before  any  income  or  benefits  can  be  paid  out  to  those  applying  for  re¬ 
lief,  no  matter  how  urgent  the  application  or  how  needy  the  applicant. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees,  this  latter  provision,  especially,  oper¬ 
ates  fatally  upon  the  prospects  of  the  Society,  and  postpones  its  opera¬ 
tion  and  usefulness  to  an  indefinite  period,  while  many  ministers  and 
their  families  are  now  in  need  of  the  assistance  intended  to  be  provided 
by  this  Fund 

In  view  of  this  apparent  difficulty  and  embarrassment,  the  Trustees 
addressed  a  circular  to  the  several  District  Synods,  in  connection  with 
General  Synod,  propounding  certain  questions  and  soliciting  an  expres¬ 
sion  of  opinion  upon  the  subject,  with  a  view  to  understand  what  were 
the  wants  and  wishes  of  the  church  in  reference  to  this  Fund,  and  to  re¬ 
constitute  the  Society,  if  practicable,  upon  a  new  basis,  so  that  its  mo¬ 
neys  may  the  more  steadily  accumulate,  and  the  income  be  accessible  to 
all  the  destitute  and  worthy,  who  come  within  its  provisions. 

Xu  answer  to  this  circular  the  Trustees  have  received  several  letters 
from  District  Synods,  in  which  no  Pastors’  Fund  exists,  acknowledging 
the  importance  of  the  object  and  promising  action  and  effort  in  its  behalf, 
within  their  limits. 

Two  letters  only  were  received  in  this  connection,  notifying  the  Trus¬ 
tees  of  the  existence  of  Pastors’  or  Widows’  Fund  Societies,  within  the 
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boundary  of  General  Synod,  to  wit:  The  Widows’  Fund  of  the  E.  L. 
Miuisterium  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  the  Pastors’  Fund  of  the  Syn¬ 
od  of  Maryland,  both  of  which  societies  are  organized  under  a  charter 
of  incorporation  from  the  States  in  which  they  are  respectively  located, 
and  neither  of  which  can  by  the  terms  of  their  charter  become  auxilliartj 
to  the  Pastors’  Fund  of  the  General  Synod. 

The  Trustees  in  view  of  all  these  circumstances  and  the  express  reso¬ 
lution  of  Synod  have  prepared  a  new  Constitution,  which  was  published 
in  the  Observer  and  Missionary,  and  present  and  respectfully  submit  the 
same  as  part  of  their  report,  and  do  cordially  recommend  it  to  the  calm 
and  prayerful  consideration  of  the  members,  in  the  hope  that  its  adoption 
may  stimulate  the  several  District  Synods  to  united  and  vigorous  action 
in  this  behalf,  and  enable  the  Trustees  to  command  the  contributions  of 
the  Lutheran  church,  with  a  view  to  a  more  steady  increase  of  the  Pas¬ 
tors’  Fund,  greater  efficiency  and  usefulness  in  its  management,  and  the 
addition  of  a  wise  and  liberal  policy  for  the  distribution  of  the  means  and 
accumulations  constituting  it,  according  to  the  original  design  and  intent 
of  its  founders  and  patrons. 

The  Trustees  report,  that  in  addition  to  the  circular  addressed  to  the 
several  District  Synods  above  referred  to,  they  have  published  in  the 
church  papers  an  appeal  on  behalf  of  the  Lutheran  Pastors’  Fund,  calling 
upon  the  Church  generally  to  contribute  to  this  object.  This  appeal  was 
responded  to  in  one  or  two  instances  only,  by  individual  donations  which 
have  been  already  acknowledged  in  the  Church  papers  and  will  be  found 
in  the  Treasurer’s  report  hereto  annexed. 

The  Trustees  would  be  glad  were  they  able  to  report  a  larger  amount 
of  principal  moneys  on  hand,  as  a  basis  of  a  fund  to  be  steadily  accumu¬ 
lating,  the  interest  and  income  of  which  might  be  sufficient  for  imme- 
diate  and  pressing  demands  upon  the  Treasury  from  any  portion  of  the 
church. 

The  Trustees  further  report  that  in  answer  to  an  application  on  behalf 
of  the  widow  of  Rev.  E.  R.  Ginney,  late  of  Urbana,  Ohio,  deceased,  they 
have  appropriated  and  paid  the  sum  of  Fifty  Dollars  for  her  benefit. 

►  The  principal  moneys  reported  to  Synod  at  its  last  session,  amounting 
to  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  have  been  secured  by  bond  and 
mortgage  upon  Real  Estate  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  Gettysburg, 
in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  bearing  six  per  cent,  interest,  payable  half- 
yearly,  and  the  interest  and  accumulations  collected  and  received  by  the 
present  Trustees  have  been  by  resolution  depositedun  the  Philadelphia 
Savings  Fund,  bearing  interest  at  4  percent,  per  annum.  In  conclusion 
the  Trustees  are  more  and  more  convinced  that  the  Lutheran  Pastors’ 
Fund  should  be  reconstituted  in  the  future  upon  the  basis  of  Christian 
Charity,  in  accordance  with  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  to  which  the  Pastors’ 
Fund  Societies  of  the  different  District  Synods  should  be  auxilliary,  in 


order  to  unite  the  contributions  of  the  church  and  make  them  available 
to  all  proper  applicants  whose  applications  are  supported  by  responsible 
and  credible  testimonials.

Constitution  of  the  Pastors ’  Fund. 

Whereas,  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Synod’s  Pastors’  Fund  is 
so  exceedingly  complicated  and  its  requirements  such  as  can  but  in  a  few 
cases  be  complied  with,  and 

Whereas,  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  -whole  plan  of  operation  should 
be  changed  and  that  each  District  Synod  should  establish,  in  connection 
with  (and  fiuxilliary  to)  the  Pastors’  Pund  of  the  General  Synod,  a  Pas¬ 
tors’  Fund  within  its  own  limits,  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel  of  Christ,  therefore,  the  present  Trustees  would  beg  leave  to  lay  before 
the  General  Synod  at  its  present  Convention,  the  following  Constitution 
as  a  plan  of  Union  for  combining  the  charitable  operations  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Synods  in  connection  with  the  General  Synod  of  the  Ev.  Luth. 
Church  ill  the  United  States. 

Article  1.  The  present  fund  for  superannuated  ministers,  their  wid¬ 
ows  or  orphans,  shall  be  known,  as  the  Pastors’  Fund  of  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States. 

Art.  2.  The  present  Synod  shall,  at  its  present  convention,  elect  six 
Trustees,  namely:  three  clergymen  and  three  laymen,  all  of  whom  shall 
be  in  good  standing  in  the  Luth.  Church,  residing  at  some  point,  where 
they  can  be  conveniently  assembled,  who  shall  serve  in  manner  following, 
to  wit:  The  first  two  shall  serve  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod.  The  nex,t  two  shall  serve  until  the  next  succeeding  meeting  of 
Synod,  and  the  last  two,  until  the  next  succeeding  meeting  of  Synod,  af¬ 
ter  which  time,  each  Trustee  elect  shall  serve  a  term  of  six  years,  two  to 
be  elected  at  every  Session  of  Synod.  Any  Trustee  may  be  removed  by 
a  vote  of  Synod. 

Art.  3.  The  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  elect  their  own  officers, 
namely:  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  fill  vacancies  that  may  oc¬ 
cur  between  the  Sessions  of  Synod,  and  also  to  make  their  own  By-Laws, 
which  shall  not  conflict  with  their  constitution. 

Art.  4.  Said  Trustees  shall  receive  into  their  hands  the  Funds  remain¬ 
ing  in  the  Treasury  at  this  time  and  they  shall  endeavor  by  all  proper  and 


lawful  means,  to  Increase  these  funds  by  bequests,  donations,  from  in¬ 
dividuals,  and  contributions  or  collections  from  congregations  belonging 
to  such  District  Synods,  in  which  no  Pastors’  Fund  exists. 

Art.  5.  All  congregations,  within  the  bounds  of  such  District  Synods 
in  which  no  Pastors’  Fund  exists,  are  earnestly  solicited  to  take  up  an- 
nualcollections,  at  or  about  the  time  when  the  Harvest  Thanksgiving  ser' 
mon  is  preached,  and  forward  the  amount,  be  it  much  or  little,  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Parent  or  General  Fund. 

Art.  6.  The  different  District  Synods,  in  connection  with  the  General 
Synod,  which  have  not  already  done  so,  are  respectfully  and  earnestly 
requested  to  organize  Synodical  Pastors’  Fund  Societies,  auxilliary  to 
the  Parent  Society,  and  to  forward  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  an  annual  statement  of  their  operations. 

Art.  7.  Each  District  Synodical  Society  may  make  its  own  constitu¬ 
tion  and  by-laws  and  carry  on  its  operations,  as  it  shall  find  expedient, 
Provided  the  same  shall  not  in  any  way  militate  against  the  constitu¬ 
tion,  by-laws  and  operations  of  the  Parent  Society. 

Art.  8.  While  each  District  Synod  seeks  to  supply  the  wants  of  the 
Superannuated  or  disabled  ministers,  its  widows  and  orphans  within  its 
bounds  whenever  any  Funds  remain  unappropriated  at  the  end  of  each 
Synodical  year,  these  Synods  are  respectfully  requested  to  transmit  their 
surplus  funds  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Parent  or  General  Fund,  and  the 
Trustees  of  the  General  or  Parent  Fund  shall  consider  and  decide  all 
applications  for  relief  from  any  portion  of  the  Church  in  connection  with 
the  General  Synod,  such  applications  being  accompanied  by  proper  and 
credible  testimonials. 

Art.  9.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Pastors’  Fund  shall  transmit  to 
the  several  District  Synods  the  constitution  of  this  association  with  a 
statement  of  its  financial  condition. 

Art.  10.  This  constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  of  the 
sessions  of  the  General  Synod  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  mem¬ 
bers  present.

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  nominations  confirmed. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Pastors’  Fund  be  in¬ 
structed  to  procure,  at  an  early  period,  an  act  of  incorpora¬ 
tion,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution 
just  adopted. 

In  reference  to  the  second  item,  on  the  minutes  of  the  last 
Convention,  the  following  report  was  presented  : 

Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention. 

Tfic  undersigned  has  succeeded  in  completing  the  set  of  the  General 
Synod’s  printed  minutes,  with  the  exception  of  the  meeting,  held  in 
Frederick,  in  1821.  As  its  proceedings  occupy  only  a  few  pages,  he  had 
them  transcribed  and  bound  up  with  the  printed  minutes  of  the  other 
Conventions.  If,  at  any  time,  the  printed  pamphlet  is  secured,  it  can 
readily  be  substituted  in  the  volume,  in  place  of  the  manuscript  pages. 
The  proceedings  of  the  first  eighteen  Conventions,  together  with  those 
of  the  Convention,  which,  in  1820  organized  the  General  Synod,  have 
been  bound  in  two  volumes,  and  are  herewith  presented,  as  the  property 
of  the  General  Synod. 

The  Secretary  has  also  completed  the  transcript  of  several  former 
Conventions  in  the  Protocol ,  and  the  volumes,  according  to  the  directions 
of  the  last  General  Synod,  have  been  deposited  in  the  Historical  Library 
of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  Seminary  building  at  Gettysburg,  Pa.

R  esolved ,  That  the  Report  be  accepted  and  the  thanks  of 
the  Synod  be  presented  to  the  Secretary  for  the  services 
rendered. 

With  regard  to  the  third  item.  Rev.  J.  A.  Seiss,  reported 
as  follows: 
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Report  on  Correction  of  Scripture  References  in  the  Cate¬ 
chism. 

The  undersigned,  who,  at  the  last  Convention  of  this  body,  was  desig¬ 
nated  and  “requested  to  correct  the  typographical  errors  in  the  Scriptu¬ 
ral  references  of  the  General  Synod’s  Catechism,”  respectfully  reports — 

1.  That  lie  has  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  him,  having  carefully  re¬ 
vised  and  verified  all  the  references  to  Scriptural  proof-texts  contained 
in  the  General  Synod’s  edition  of  the  Catechism. 

2.  That  the  result  of  this  examination  has  been  the  discovery;  1.  of 
more  than  sixty  errors  in  the  printing  of  said  references  ;  2.  of  about  one 
dozen  of  omissions  of  the  principal  texts  (on  as  many  different  points,) 
which  are  ordinarily  referred  to  for  scriptural  proof  in  other  editions  of 
the  catechism ;  3.  of  three  references  to  apocryphal  books  ;  and  4.  a 
misprint  in  the  last  three  lines  (being  also  a  scriptural  quotation)  in  that 
section  of  the  u Table  of  duties ”  headed  u  Of  Hearers.” 

3.  That  he  has  corrected  these  mistakes,  supplied  the  omissions, 
changed  the  references  to  apocryphal  writings  to  corresponding  texts  in 
canonical  books,  and  restored  the  proper  passage  in  the  table  of  duties. 

4.  That,  at  an  early  period  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  General 
Synod,  he  delivered  a  copy  of  the  corrections  to  Mr.  T.  N.  Kurtz,  who 
claimed  to  be  the  authorized  publisher  of  the  catechism,  but  who  has  not 
as  yet  (to  the  knowledge  of  the  subscriber)  produced  an  edition  contain¬ 
ing  these  corrections. 

5.  That  there  is  herewith  presented  to  the  General  Synod  a  copy  of  the 
catechism  with  the  corrections  referred  to,  all  carefully  marked,  with  the 
hope  that  what  has  been  done  in  the  premises  may  prove  satisfactory  to 
those  who  desired  the  examination  to  be  made.

Resolve That  the  control  and  management  of  the  publi¬ 
cation  of  the  Catechism,  Liturgy  and  other  books  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  be  entrusted  to  the  Hymn  Book  Committee. 

The  consideration  of  the  other  items  in  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  minutes  of  the  last  Synod  was  postponed 
for  the  present,  and  Rev.  George  E.  Curtiss,  the  delegate 
from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
invited  to  address  the  Convention.  He  made  some  interesting 
statements  with  regard  to  the  Church  lie  represented,  and  as- 


sured  the  Bynod  of  the  cordial  sympathy  of  his  brethren  with 
us  in  the  great  work  in  which  we  are  engaged. 

Bev.  W.  L.  Lennert,  the  delegate  from  the  Moravian 
Church,  subsequently  presented  the  Christian  salutations  and 
friendly  wishes  of  his  Synod,  together  with  a  detailed  report 
of  the  condition  and  prospects  of  that  branch  of  the  Church. 

Itev.  Theodore  Dresel  from  the  Evangelical  Church  Union 
of  the  West,  also  addressed  the  Convention  on  behalf  of  his 
constituents,  in  words  of  kind  regard  and  fraternal  interest. 

To  all  of  'whom,  the  President  appropriately  responded  in 
substantially  the  following  language  : 

“I  am  happy  in  assuring  you,  dear  brethren,  that  the 
words  of  cordial  greeting  and  the  sentiments  of  Christian  love 
which  you  utter  on  behalf  of  the  several  bodies  you  represent, 
are  promptly  received,  and  heartily  reciprocated  by  this  body. 
The  personal  intimacy  of  many  of  us  with  pastors  of  the 
churches  you  represent,  is  an  enjoyment  which  we  highly 
prize  in  the  several  fields  of  our  labor ;  and  we  venture  to 
hope,  that  this  our  personal  intercourse,  and  our  ecclesiasti¬ 
cal  correspondence,  will  convince  us  more  and  more,  that 
though  different  in  name,  yet  One  is  our  Master ,  even  Christy 
and  all  we  are  Brethren. 

“The  report  of  the  present  condition  and  prosperity  of  the 
Unitas  Fratrum  has  been  received  with  interest.  Many  of 
us  have  conceived  and  cherished  profound  sentiments  of 
Christian  Love  for  the  Moravian  Brethren,  even  from  our 
earlier  years.  In  our  childhood  we  learned  to  venerate  the 
names  and  memories  of  their  missionary  heroes,  their  mar¬ 
tyrs,  their  apostles;  and  we  have  been  deeply  interested  in 
what  we  have  heard  this  hour.  The  zeal  of  these  brethren 
of  the  Augsburg  Confession  seems  yet  to  burn  with  much  of 
its  ancient  purity  and  fervor,  and  their  missionary  enterprise 
appears  to  aim  at  taking  in  the  whole  habitable  globe. 

“To  the  statement  of  the  representative  of  the  Evangeli¬ 
cal  Church  Union  of  the  West,  the  Synod  has  listened  with 
delight.  That  is  the  spirit,  which  we,  too,  seek  to  cultivate 
amongst  ourselves,  and  to  diffuse  abroad,  whithersoever  our 
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influence  may  extend,  the  spirit  of  faith  and  love  in  Christ  Je¬ 
sus.  We  rejoice  therefore,  in  our  correspondence  with  these 
brethren,  which  having  been  previously  opened,  has  been  con¬ 
firmed  this  day.  We  are  happy  in  the  information  we  have 
received  of  their  success,  and  pray  that  it  may  ever  continue. 

“Let  me,  in  a  word,  give  utterance  to  the  sentiment  of  Syn¬ 
od  on  behalf  of  the  several  churches  you  represent.  May 
grace  and  peace  be  multiplied  unto  you  all  through  the  knowl¬ 
edge  of  God  and  of  Jesus  our  Lord!” 

Resolved ,  That  the  President  of  this  Convention  reduce 
to  writing,  the  sentiments  just  expressed  in  reply  to*the  del¬ 
egates  from  corresponding  bodies  ;  and  that  they  be  regarded 
as  our  sentiments  and  incorporated  in  the  proceedings  of 
this  Synod.

Ruthrauff,  and  the  Convention  was  then  called  to  order  by 
the  President  for  the  transaction  of  business.

Resolved ,  That,  in  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer  of  Synod,

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  on  Leave 
of  Absence ,  to  whom  all  applications  for  absence  from  the  ses¬ 
sions  of  Synod  shall  be  presented.

Resolved ,  That  the  thanks  of  this  body  be  most  respectful¬ 
ly  tendered  to  the  Trustees  of  the  House  of  Refuge,  and 
that  nothing  but  the  pressure  of  business  prevents  us  from 
accepting  their  kind  invitation  to  visit  their  Institution,  in  the 
efficiency  and  success  of  which  we  feel  the  deepest  interest. 

The  report  of  the  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary 
at  Gettysburg,  was  read  by  Rev.  Dr.  Morris,  President  of 
the  Board,  and  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  minutes. 

Report  on  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg. 

.The  President  of  the  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Get¬ 
tysburg,  in  compliance  with  the  Constitution  of  this  Synod,  reports  on 
the  state  of  that  Institution,  as  follows  : 

The  number  of  students  in  actual  attendance  during  the  session  just 
closed,  was  25;  during  the  two  years  since  the  last  General  Synod,  40 
students  have  been  connected  with  the  Seminary. 

Three  Professors,  one  of  whom  lectures  exclusively  in  the  German 
language,  have  been  engaged  in  giving  instruction,  and  the  examination 
of  the  students  shows  that  the  Professors  have  been  diligent  and  success¬ 
ful  in  imparting  instruction. 

The  Professors  report  the  conduct  of  the  students  as  exemplary,  and 
the  state  of  harmony  among  themselves  as  very  gratifying. 

The  health  of  the  students  has  been  uninterruptedly  good. 

Several  estimable  young  men,  who  had  been  pursuing  their  studies  in 
the  Institution  at  Chrisona,  in  Switzerland,  have  been  sent  to  our  Semi¬ 
nary,  and  are  esteemed  as  promising  students. 

The  Library  has  been  steadily  increasing  by  means  furnished  by  the 
annual  contributions  of  the  Synods  connected  with  the  Institution.  The 
number  of  volumes  may  be  estimated  at  about  10,500,  embracing  a 
large  portion  of  the  most  important  theological  literature  of  Germany 
and  America. 

The  Treasurer  reports  the  following  statement  of  the  Permanent  Fund

Rev.  Dr.  Reynolds,  from  the  committee  on  Ecclesiastical 
Correspondence  presented  the  following  report : 

Report  on  Ecclesiastical  Correspondence. 

The  most  interesting  point  to  which  your  Committee  would  call  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  General  Synod  is  the  prompt  and  cordial  response  of  the 
Northern  Provincial  Synod  of  the  United  Brethren  (Moravian)  to  the 
overture  for  correspondence  made  to  them  at  our  last  meeting  in  Reading. 
The  action  then  taken  was  laid  before  you  on  last  Friday  by  their  repre¬ 
sentative,  the  Rev.  W.  L.  Lennert,  who  was  so  cordially  welcomed  by  you 
and  who  has  given  you  some  most  interesting  statements  in  regard  to 
the  present  condition  of  that  venerable  body.  There  is  no  part  of  our 
correspondence  upon  which  we  look  with  deeper  interest  than  this,  for 
(there  is  no  part  of  the  church  which  does  not  call  itself  Lutheran,  to  which 
yve  feel  ourselves  more  closely  drawn.  Like  ourselves,  they  acknowledge 
the  Augsburg  Confession  as  their  common  bond  of  union  and  have,  ever 
.since  the  commencement  of  the  last  century,  sustained  a  peculiar  and  in¬ 
timate  relation  towards  our  church.  It  is  only  by  discipline  and  forms 
of  church  government  that  we  are  separated,  and  we  trust  that  the  step 
which  has  now  been  taken  will  draw  us  still  more  closely  together  and 
tend  to  our  mutual  edification  and  progress  in  Christian  activity  as  well 
as  in  brotherly  love. 

A  delegate  from  the  Evangelical  Church  Union  of  the  West,  the  Rev. 
T.  Dresel,  also  makes  his  appearance  among  us  at  this  session,  the  first 
occasion  upon  which  that  body  has  been  thus  represented,  although  our 
correspondence  has  been  established  for  some  years  past.  You  were 
pleased  to  hear  Mr.  Dresel’s  statements  by  which  you  are  assured  of 
the  near  relationship  of  the  body  which  he  represents  tp  the  Lutheran 
.church  generally.  They  too,  recognise  the  Augsburg  Confession  as  a  part 
.of  their  confessional  basis,  although  they  have  modified  it  by  the  admis¬ 
sion  of  the  Heidelberg  Catechism  and  other  Reformed  Confessions  to 
.equal  authority — standing  as  they  do  upon  the  basis  of  the  United  Evan¬ 
gelical  church  of  Prussia  and  other  parts  of  Germany.  It  is  not  our  bu¬ 
siness  here  to  criticise  the  action  of  the  State  authorities  in  Germany,  by 
which  that  Union  was  established,  or  of  our  brethren  who  found  them¬ 
selves  in  this  country  sympathising  with  the  church  in  which  they  had 
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there  been  reared.  It  was  enough  for  this  body  to  be  assured  that  these 
brethren  are  of  an  evangelical  character,  holding  the  great  doctrines  of 
Protestantism  and  zealously  laboring  for  the  diffusion  of  Christian  know¬ 
ledge  and  unfeigned  piety  among  their  countrymen,  especially  in  the 
great  yvalley  of  the  Mississippi.  Although  distinct  in  doctrinal  position 
and  church  organization,  our  relations  to  them  here  are  of  the  most  inter¬ 
esting  character  and  you  will  be  pleased  to  hear  of  the  progress  which 
they*are  making  in  various  departments  of  Christian  labor. 

The  delegate  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  church  (N. 
S.)  Rev.  Gf.  C.  Curtiss,  has  also  made  his  appearance  in  your  midst  and 
been  welcomed  by  you  and  will  bear  the  fraternal  greetings  of  this  body 
to  that  important  section  of  the  church  with  which  he  is  connected. 

A  letter  has  been  received  from  Rev.  Dr.  Heiner,  of  Baltimore,  advising 
Synod  of  his  appointment  as  a  delegate  from  the  Synod  of  the  Germ  an  Re¬ 
formed  church,  to  this  body  and  regretting  his  inability  in  consequence  of 
sickness,  to  attend  our  present  Convention.  The  Committee  recommend 
that  the  Synod  herewith  express  its  regret  at  Dr.  Seiner’s  absence,  and 
hope  that  the  friendly  intercourse  hitherto  existing  between  the  two  bo¬ 
dies  may  continue  to  be  regularly  maintained. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  appointment  of  delegates  to  the  va¬ 
rious  bodies  with  which  we  are  in  correspondence,  for  the  ensuing  two 
years,  as  follow's :

After  the  devotional  exercises,  which  were  conducted  by 
Rev.  J.  Ulrich,  the  Synod  proceeded  to  the  regular  business. 

Mr.  Lennig,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  the 
Treasurer’s  account,  reported  as  follows: 

Report  on  the  Treasurer  s  Account. 

The  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  account  of  Peter  S.  Michler, 
Esq.,  Treasurer,  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  figures  being  right,  in  the 
absence  of  vouchers  for  his  credits  claimed,  presume  the  whole  to  be 
correct,  which  leaves  a  balance  in  his  hands  of  $1,683  28,  for  which  sum 
he  has  forwarded  his  check  on  the  Farmers’  and  Mechanics’  Bank  of 
Easton  to  the  order  of  Rev.  E.  Greenwald. 

Your  committee  would  respectfully  recommend  Synod  to  adopt  the 
suggestion  of  Mr.  Michler,  of  appointing  a  committee  residing  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Easton  to  compare  vouchers  with  credits  claimed. 

The  committee  would  also  respectfully  advise  that  the  Auditing  Com¬ 
mittee,  as  recommended  above,  be  required  to  forward  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  General  Synod,  immediately  after  the  examination  of  the  Treas¬ 
urer’s  account,  a  duplicate  draft  of  said  account,  certified  by  themselves, 
to  be  embodied  in  the  present  forthcoming  report.

Report  on  Mileage. 

The  committee  on  mileage  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  adopted 
the  principal,  hitherto  obtaining  in  this  body,  of  allowing  the  actual  ex¬ 
penses  of  every  delegate,  where  they  did  not  exceed  the  rate  of  six  cents 
per  mile  of  the  distance  travelled  in  coming,  and  with  a  very  few  excep¬ 
tions,  we  have  found  this  allowance  amply  sufficient.  To  meet  these 
claims  the  sum  of  $2,500  will  be  required.  A  list  of  delegates,  with 
their  allowances  is  appended. 

To  pay  this  $2,500,  there  is  in  the  Treasury  about  $1,G00,  leaving  a 
deficiency  of  about  35  per  cent,  or  about  $900  00.

EIGHTH  SESSION. 

Tuesday,  2  o’clock ,  P.  M. 

The  Synod  re-assembled,  according  to  adjournment. 

The  session  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev  T.  T.  Jgeger. 

The  death  of  Col.  J.  Tressler,  a  member  elect  of  this 
Convention,  was  announced,  and  Rev.  Messrs.  P.  P.  Lane 
and  G.  Bassler,  were  appointed  a  committee  to  report  a  min¬ 
ute  on  the  subject. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Reynolds  presented  a  report  in  reference  to 
the  University  at  Springfield,  on  behalf  of  the  delegations  of 
the  Synods  of  Illinois  and  Northern  Illinois,  under  whose 
care  the  Institution  has  been,  since  its  establishment. 

The  report  was  referred  to  a  special  committee,  consisting 
of  Rev.  Messrs.  G.  Diehl,  D.  D.,  T.  N.  Hasselquist,  S. 
Scherer  and  Messrs.  J.  Lennig  and  A.  F.  Ockerhausen. 

A  memorial  was  presented,  by  Rev.  Dr.  Pohlman,  from  the 
Lutheran  Publication  Society,  requesting  the  action  of  the 
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General  Synod  on  several  points  connected  with  the  opera¬ 
tions  of  the  Society. 

In  reference  to  which  the  following  resolutions  wTere  adop¬ 
ted  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  cannot  consent  to  any 
change  in  the  relations,  at  presentexisting  between  this  body 
and  the  Board  of  Publication ;  if  there  be  dissent  or  disagree¬ 
ment  between  the  members  of  the  Board  and  the  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  General  Synod,  the  latter  shall  attend  the  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Board  and  their  expenses  be  paid  from  the  funds 
of  the  General  Synod. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Hymn  Book  Committee  issue  proposals 
and  have  power  to  contract  for  the  publication  of  the  several 
editions  of  the  Church  Hymn  Book  upon  terms  most  advan¬ 
tageous  to  Synod :  also  that  they  be  instructed  to  correct  any 
typographical  or  verbal  inaccuracies  at  present  existing  in 
the  Book. 

Resolved ,  That  we  regard  a  good  Sunday  School  IlymnBook 
for  the  Lutheran  Church  as  necessary,  and  hereby  authorize 
the  Board  of  Publication  to  prepare  and  issue  such  a  work  at 
an  early  period;  also  that  the  Hymn  Book  Committee  be  di¬ 
rected  to  enter  into  contract  with  the  Board  of  Publication 
for  its  publication  under  the  auspices  of  the  General  Synod, 
and  that  a  reasonable  premium  for  every  copy  sold  be  allow¬ 
ed  the  Synod. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Lutheran  Board  of  Publication  be  re¬ 
commended  to  take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  publish¬ 
ing  a  Lutheran  Sunday  School  paper,  to  be  issued  monthly. 

The  Synod  then  adjourned  to  meet  to-morrow  morning,  at 
half  past  8  o’clock.

N  1NTH  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  A.  M.,  May  25th. 

The  Convention  was  opened  with  the  usual  religious  exer¬ 
cises,  conducted  by  llcv.  I).  S-  Altman. 


With  the  consent  of  Synod,  the  calling  of  the  roll  was 
omitted. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  and  ap= 
proved. 

Rev.  Dr.  Pohlman,  from  the  Committee  on  Leave  of  Ab¬ 
sence,  presented  applications  from  the  following  members  of 
Synod:  Rev.  Messrs.  E.  A.  Bolles,  J.  P.  Smeltzer,  J.  Ficht- 
ner,  J.  F.  Campbell,  W.  J.  Mann,  D.  D.,  W.  A.  Wynn  and 
T.  T.  Jaeger,  Dr.  H.  H.  Muhlenberg,  Dr.  J.  J.  Culler,  Dr. 
J.  Breitenbach,  Gen.  Means,  Col.  Shimpoch,  Col.  Baylor,  and 
Messrs.  J.  Hill,  M.  D.  Baker,  J.  Walthour,  J.  Schaeffer,  J. 
Pepple,  J.  Williams,  A.  F.  Ockerkausen,  D.  Easterday,  B, 
Trexler,  J.  Garver  and  M.  EakeL 

Permission  was,  on  motion,  granted  them. 

The  Synod  now  resumed  the  consideration  of  unfinished 
business.  The  subject  in  order  was  the  fifth  item  of  the  Re¬ 
port  on  the  Minutes  of  the  last  Convention.  In  reference  to 
which  Rev.  Dr.  Baugher,  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman, 
presented  the  following  report : 

Report  on  the  German  Evangelical  Church  Diet. 

We  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report  that  the  documents  put  into  our 
hands,  are  first,  a  letter  signed  by  Bethmann  Hollweg,  Secretary  of  ec¬ 
clesiastical  affairs  in  Prussia,  on  behalf  of  the  Church  Diet,  and  ad¬ 
dressed  to  this  body  5  in  it  he  communicates  the  fact,  that  they  had  re¬ 
ceived  the  letter  of  the  General  Synod  of  1857,  and  were  gratified  with 
the  kind  feeling  manifested  in  it,  which  they  reciprocate,  and  hope  to  see 
a  delegate  from  this  body  to  the  Church  Diet.  At  the  same  time  the  writer 
gives  the  assurance,  that  the  church  governments  of  Germany  are  doing 
what  they  can  to  put  the  emigrant  into  possession  of  the  means  of  spiritual 
improvement  before  he  leaves  the  Fatherland  ;  also  they  regard  our  prop 
osition  as  right  and  proper,  and  that  the  emigrants  receive  certificates  of 
church  connexion  in  Germany.  They  express  regret,  that  we  are  not 
yet  provided  with  the  necessary  number  of  ministers  for  our  large  field 
of  operation  and  that  they  can  not  supply  us  as  we  need  and  they  would 
wish.  He  concludes  with  kind  wishes  and  the  blessing  of  God  upon 
our  labors. 

The  second  paper  contains  the  minutes  of  the  9th  session  of  the  Ev¬ 
angelical  Church  Diet,  which  met  at  Stuttgart,  1857. 
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The  third  paper  is  a  review  of  the  operations  and  sphere  of  Home 
Missions  in  connexion  with  the  Church  Diet,  1855-56.  In  this  we  find 
one  point,  which  claims  the  particular  attention  of  this  body,  viz  :  the 
proposition  to  grant  one  hundred  dollars  as  a  support  in  part,  to  a  youug 
man,  who  may  be  selected  to  finish  his  course  of  Theological  study 
in  Germany,  and  that,  if  the  proposition  meet  with  favor,  to  invest  a  suf¬ 
ficient  sum  of  money,  permanently  for  this  purpose,  the  interest  of  which 
will  amount  to  100  Prussian  dollars,  provided  the  remainder  of  the  ex¬ 
penses  involved,  be  defrayed  in  this  country.  As  this  point  is  alluded 
to  in  your  minutes  of  1857,  and  as  this  body  has  acted  upon  it,  we  have 
no  remarks  to  offer. 

In  reference  to  the  letter  addressed  to  this  body  by  the  President  of 
the  German  Evangelical  Church  Diet,  we  propose  the  following: 

Resolved ,  That  we  endeavor  to  preserve  the  friendly  intercourse  au¬ 
spiciously  commenced  between  the  Church  Diet  and  this  Synod  by  cor¬ 
respondence  and  the  interchange  of  delegates.

Honored,  by  the  last  General  Synod,  with  an  appointment  to  be  one  of 
its  representatives  at  the  Church  Diet,  in  Stuttgart,  Germany,  I  regret 
very  much  that  it  was  not  in  my  power  to  attend. 

After  a  long  and  earnest  consideration  of  the  matter,  and  various 
fluctuations,  I  was  compelled  to  forego  the  pleasure  of  being  present.  I 
would  not  have  accepted  the  appointment,  if  1  had  not  had  a  very  serious 
intention  of  complying  with  the  wishes  of  Synod.

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The  officers  of  the  last  Convention  of  Synod  stated  that 
they  had,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  Synod,  ad¬ 
dressed  a  letter  to  the  German  Church  Diet  which  met  in  the 
city  of  Stuttgart,  Wurtemberg,  during  the  month  of  Septem¬ 
ber,  185T.  To  this  letter,  as  mentioned  in  the  report  of  the 
Committee,  there  was  a  prompt  and  friendly  response. 

The  Convention  now  proceeded  to  elect,  by  ballot,  the 
representatives  of  the  General  Synod  in  the  Board  of  Publi¬ 
cation.  Rev.  W.  F.  Eyster,  D.  A.  Buehler  and  P.  A.  Keller, 
Esqs.,  were  appointed  tellers,  who  subsequently  reported  that 
Rev.  Messrs.  C.  A.  Hay  and  G.  F.  Krotel  were  the  choice  of 
the  Synod. 

Rev.  Dr.  Baugher,  from  the  Committee  on  our  Literary 
and  Theological  Institutions,  submitted  the  following  report : 

Report  on  our  Literary  and  Theological  Insitutions. 

The  Committee  on  the  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions  in  our 
Church,  present  the  following  report: 

So  far  as  we  have  been  put  in  possession  of  information  on  these  sub¬ 
jects,  the  schools,  both  Literary  and  Theological  mentioned  in  the  minutes 
of  the  last  General  Synod,  have  been  making  progress  both  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  students,  the  improvement  of  the  funds  and  the  general  spiritual 
health  of  the  students.  These  institutions  are  the  Theological  Seminary  of 
the  General  Synod  at  Gettysburg,  of  which  Dr.  S.  S.  Schmucker  is  Chair¬ 
man  ;  Seminary  at  Hartwick,  of  which  Rev.  L.  Sternberg  is  Princi¬ 
pal;  Pennsylvania  College,  Gettysburg,  of  which  Dr.  H.  L.  Baugher  is 
President;  Wittenberg  College  and  Seminary,  of  which  Dr.  S.  Sprecher 
is  President;  Illinois  University  at  Springfield,  Illinois,  of  which  Dr.  W.  M. 
Reynolds  is  President;  Newberry  College,  S.  C.,  of  which  Dr.  T.  Stork  is 
President,  and  Newberry  Theological  Seminary  of  which  Rev.  J.  A. 
Brown  is  Principal;  Roanoke  College,  Va.,  of  which  Dr.  D.F.Bittle  is  Pres¬ 
ident;  North  Carolina  College  of  which  Rev.  D.  H.  Bittle  is  President; 
Central  College  of  Iowa,  of  which  Rev.  R.  Weiser  is  President;  Female 
Seminary  of  Hagerstown,  of  which  Rev,  C.  C.  Baughman  is  Principal; 
Lutherville  Female  Seminary,  of  which  Rev.  A.  Essiclc  is  Principal; 
Wytheville  Female  Seminary,  of  which  Rev.  W.  D.  Rcedel  is  Principal; 
Esther  Institute,  Columbus,  Ohio,  of  which  Lewis  Heyl,  Esq.,  is  Princi¬ 
pal;  Grove  Female  Seminary,  of  which  Rev.  B.  Pope  is  Principal;  Men- 
dota  Female  Seminary,  of  which  Rev.  D.  Harbaugh  is  Principal;  Or¬ 
phan  House  at  Pittsburg,  of  which  Rev.  W.  A.  Passavant  is  the  Principal; 
Eminaus  Orphan  House,  of  which  Rev.  J.  Ehrebart  is  Principal;  Con- 
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noqnenessing  Academy,  Zelienople,  Pa.,  of  which  J.  R.  Titze4  is  Principal; 
Aaronsburg  Academy  under  the  care  of  the  Central  Synod  of  Pa.,  of  which 
Rev.  E.  J.  Koons  is  Principal;  Cooper  Female  Seminary,  Dayton,  Ohio, 
Rev.V.L.  Conrad,  Principal.  Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod 
at  Reading,  there  were  formed  a  Synodical  Academy  at  Somerset,  under 
the  care  of  the  Alleghany  Synod,  of  which  G.  F.  Schaffer  is  Princi¬ 
pal,  and  the  Missionary  Institute  at  Selinsgrove,  of  which  Dr.  B.  Kurtz 
is  Superintendent.  This  latter  Institution  is  composed  of  a  classical  and 
theological  department,  “and  is  designed  to  prepare  men  for  the  minis¬ 
try,  irrespective  of  their  ages  or  domestic  ties,  without  necessitating 
them  to  pass  through  an  entire  collegiate  course,  as  preparative  to  the 
study  of  theology,”  and  to  finish  their  theological  course  in  three,  six 
twelve  or  more  months  as  the  case  may  be. 

Your  committee  cannot  withhold  the  expression  of  the  gratification 
which  they  feel  in  the  educational  progress  of  the  church.  They  ex¬ 
press  the  conviction  deliberately  formed,  that  the  prosperity  of  the  church 
depends  largely  upon  the  thorough  education  of  the  youth  of  both  sexes. 
They  believe  that  our  ministry  can  not  be  too  thoroughly  trained  intel¬ 
lectually,  nor  too  profoundly  indoctrinated  in  the  doctrines  of  the  Word  of 
God  as  set  forth  in  our  doctrinal  standards.  They  deprecate  the  thought 
that  our  ministry  should  not  make  progress  intellectually  with  the  edu¬ 
cational  progress  of  the  age,  and  believe  that  the  greatest  calamity 
which  can  befall  us  as  a  church,  is  an  unconverted  and  an  uneducated 
ministry.  They,  therefore  respectfully  suggest,  as  the  expression  of  the 
views  of  this  Synod  on  the  subject,  that  all  our  Literary  and  Theologi¬ 
cal-schools  be  urged  to  use  all  well-considered  means  to  elevate  the  stand¬ 
ard  of  intellectual  and  moral  attainments  among  their  students.

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Report  on  the  Minutes  of  the  Synod  of  India . 

The  larger  portion  of  this  very  interesting  document  refers  more  par-' 
ticularly  to  the  relations  of  the  Synod,  with  the  Executive  Committee  of 
our  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  From  it,  we  will  abstract  such  facts, 
as  will  be  of  general  interest  to  the  church.  The  Synod  met  at  Rajah- 
mundry,  on  the  23d  December,  and  remained  in  session  for  five  days, 
four  members  being  present  and  one  absent.  Rev.  F.  A.  Heise  was  elect¬ 
ed  President  and  Rev.  E.  Unangst,  Secretary.  A  resolution  was  adopted 
to  open  a  new  mission  in  a  very  populous  district,  affording  many  faci¬ 
lities  for  the  work.  One  was  also  adopted,  contemplating  the  publication 
of  a  Hymn  Book  and  Catechism  in  the  native  tongue. 

We  particularly  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  series  of  resolu¬ 
tions,  believing  that  they  will  meet  with  a  hearty  response  from  all  the 
brethren. 

Resolved ,  That  the  news  of  the  great  awakening  in  our  native  land 
has  caused  among  us  unfeigned  joy  and  gratitude  to  God,  and  that  we 
pray  Him  for  its  extension  to  every  part  of  the  country. 

Resolved ,  That  we  request  the  fervent  supplications  of  the  churches 
in  America  on  behalf  of  our  Mission,  that  we  may  have  a  large  portion 
of  wisdom  and  grace  to  strengthen  us  in  our  work,  that  the  Holy  Spirit 
may  be  poured  out  upon  our  native  churches  and  upon  the  heathen

world  at  large. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Telegu  Mission,  which  has  been  entrusted  to  our 
charge,  calls  for  increased  earnestness  and  enlarged  operations,  and  that 
we  entreat  our  churches  in  America  to  send  out  immediately  additional 
laborers  to  supply  important  fields  now  ready  to  be  occupied. 

Resolved ,  That  we,  as  a  Missionary  Synod,  most  gratefully  acknowl¬ 
edge  the  goodness  of  Godin  preserving  us  from  the  desolations  and 
heart-rending  calamities  which  were  caused  by  the  recent  mutiny  in 
Northern  India,  that  we  sympathise  deeply  with  those  who  were  bereft 
of  dear  ones,  who  fell  in  their  Savior’s  cause,  and  that  we  beseech  the 
Great  Shepherd  of  souls  to  gather  in  his  scattered  flock  and  to  strength¬ 
en  and  qualify  them  for  a  more  successful  and  glorious  work  than  that 
which  has  been  hitherto  accomplished. 

An  interesting  statistical  report  is  given,  the  substance  of  which  will 
appear  in  the  report  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

The  Synod,  has,  since  its  meeting,  been  called  to  mourn  the  death  of 
Rev.  W.  J.  Snyder,  but  a  more  appropriate  occasion  will  be  presented, to 
dwell  upon  that  sad  event.  We  can  only  now  remark,  that  it  seems  to 
offer  a  new  motive  to  humble  ourselves  before  the  mighty  power  of  God, 
to  cast  ourselves  in  humble  dependence  upon  his  assistance,  and  relying 
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thereon,  to  put  forth  new  efforts,  to  push  forward  the  standard  of  the 
Cross,  until  it  shall  be  planted  on  every  heathen  shore.

Rev.  Dr.  Reynolds  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Tune  and  Hymn  Book.  But  after  an  extended  dis¬ 
cussion  and  a  free  expression  of  opinion,  the  whole  subject 
was  indefinitely  postponed. 

Rev.  G.  Bassler,  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  prepare 
a  minute  on  the  death  of  Col.  Tressler,  reported  as  follows : 

j Resolutions  on  the  death  of  Col.  J.  Tressler. 

Your  committee,  appointed  to  prepare  a  minute  on  the  death  of  Col. 
John  Tressler,  late  of  Loysville,  Perry  county,  Pa.,  one  of  the  delegates 
to  this  body  from  the  Synod  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  respectfully  sub¬ 
mit  the  following : 

AVhereas  in  the  all-wise  providence  of  God,  Brother  Tressler,  one  of 
the  delegates  to  this  body,  whom  we  expected  to  meet  here,  has  been 
called  to  his  reward,  therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  in  the  death  of  this  brother,  we  feel  and  acknowledge 
that  the  Church  has  lost  a  consistent  and  active  member,  and  our  insti¬ 
tutions  a  constant  and  zealous  supporter  ;  and  yet,  as  we  have  the  com¬ 
forting  assurance  that  our  loss  here  is  his  gain,  we  bow  humbly  to  this 
dispensation  of  God’s  providence. 

Resolved ,  That  we  hereby  express  our  heartfelt  sympathy  with  the 
bereaved  and  sorrowing  family,  and  humbly  pray  God  to  comfort  and 
sustain  them  in  their  affliction. 
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Resolved ,  That  a  copy  of  this  minute  be  transmitted  to  the  family.

Your  committee  on  the  communication  from  the  delegates  of  the  Syn¬ 
ods  of  Illinois  with  reference  to  the  Institution  at  Springfield,  Ill.,  re¬ 
spectfully  report,  that  they  have  examined  the  document  put  into  their 
hands,  and  propose  that  this  Synod  adopt  the  following  resolutions  as  its 
action  on  the  subject : 

1.  That  the  General  Synod  herewith  renews  the  recommendation 
which  it  has,  on  former  occasions  given  to  the  Illinois  State  University, 
and  express  its  gratification  at  the  progress  which  it  has  made,  and  the 
service  which  it  has  rendered  to  the  Church  as  well  as  to  the  general  in¬ 
terests  of  education  in  that  important  section  of  country  in  which  it  is 
located.

2.  That  in  view  of  the  present  condition  of  business  and  monetary 
affairs  in  the  West,  and  the  small  number  of  churches  yet  organized  for 
that  immense  region  extending  from  the  Wabash  to  Lake  Superior  and 
embracing  so  large  a  part  of  the  Northwest  upon  the  Mississippi  and  Mis¬ 
souri  rivers,  it  be  recommended  to  the  Synod  and  churches  of  that  region 
to  concentrate  their  efforts  as  much  as  possible  upon  the  Illinois  Univer¬ 
sity,  until  it  is  firmly  established. 

3.  That  we  also  hereby  most  affectionately  and  earnestly  recommend 
.  this  Institution  to  the  increased  liberality  of  our  churches  in  the  older 

States,  and  especially  for  the  endowment  of  at  least  two  additional  Pro¬ 
fessorships  which,  together  with  the  scholarships  that  it  now  has,  and  the 
income  from  its  steadily  increasing  number  of  students,  would  make  it 
one  of  the  most  respectable  and  efficient  Literary  and  Theological  Insti¬ 
tutions  in  that  important  part  of  our  church  and  country. 

4.  That  this  Synod  express  its  satisfaction  with  the  measures  taken  by 
the  Synods  of  Illinois  to  supply  the  spiritual  wants  of  our  Scandinavian 
brethren,  and  would  encourage  a  similar  effort  for  the  establishment  of  a 
German  Professorship. 

5.  That  we  also  earnestly  recommend  to  Ihe  liberality  of  the  church 
the  plan  proposed  by  the  Prudential  Committee  of  Illinois  University  for 
obtaining  contributions  to  a  contingent  fund  whereby  the  present  neces¬ 
sities  of  the  Institution  may  be  relieved  as  promptly  as  possible. 
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Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod,  having  obtained  all  necessary  in¬ 
formation  respecting  the  condition  and  wants  of  the  Scandanavian  Pro¬ 
fessorship  in  Illinois  State  University,  most  cordially  and  earnestly  re¬ 
commend  the  Agent  for  the  endowment  of  said  Professorship,  Prof.  L.  P. 
Esbjorn  to  the  liberality  and  co-operation  of  all  our  Pastors  and  Churches 
when  he  applies  to  them  for  contributions  towards  said  endowment  fund.

ELEVENTH  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  8  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Synod  re-assembled.  Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Sclimucker. 
Rev.  Dr.  Pohlman,  from  the  Committee  charged  with  the 
duty  of  examining  into  the  facts  connected  with  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  Liturgy,  Catechism,  etc.,  reported  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  the  General  Synod's 

Publications. 

The  committee  charged  with  the  duty  of  examining  into  and  repor¬ 
ting  the  facts  connected  with  the  publication  of  the  Liturgy,  Catechism, 
Ac.,  by  Mr.  T.  Newton  Kurtz,  submit  the  following  statement,  gathered 
from  otlicial  documents  and  a  personal  interview  with  the  publisher : 


1.  The  Liturgy. — At  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  held  in  Day- 
Ion,  in  1855,  (see  pages  of  minutes  16-17)  the  committe  on  Liturgy  was 
continued,  and  a  Resolution  adopted  authorizing  the  publication  of  an 
edition  of  the  Liturgy  for  present  use,  provided  it  could  be  done  without 
expense  to  the  Synod.  Mr.  Kurtz,  under  verbal  arrangement  with  the 
committee,  undertook  its  publication  at  his  own  expense  and  risk.  Of 
this  edition  there  remains  unsold  about  500  copies.  Although  profes¬ 
sing  to  be  copy-righted  in  the  name  of  the  publisher,  Mr.  Kurtz  seems 
to  be  under  the  impression  that  no  copy-right  was  ever  taken  out.  Mr. 
Kurtz  states  that,  in  appending  the  certificate  of  copy-right,  it  was  not 
his  purpose  to  deprive  the  General  Synod  of  the  property  in  the  work, 
but  because  lie  is  in  the  habit  of  taking  out  the  copy  right  in  cases  of  pub¬ 
lications  made  at  his  own  risk  and  expense.  Whether  copy-righted  or 
not,  Mr.  Kurtz  avows  his  willingness  to  transfer  the  property  in  it  to  the 
General  Synod,  with  the  condition,  however,  that  no  additional  copies 
be  printed  until  the  present  edition  is  exhausted. 

The  committee  cannot  find  that  the  committee  on  Liturgy  appointed 
at  the  Dayton  session  have  either  made  report  or  been  discharged. 

2.  Catechism. — At  the  Reading  session  of  the  General  Synod,  in  1857, 
(page  19  of  minutes,)  a  resolution  was  adopted  authorizing  the  correc¬ 
tion  of  errors  in  the  references.  Immediately  after,  an  edition  of  10,- 
000  copies  of  the  Catechism  was  printed  by  Mr.  Kurtz.  This  publica¬ 
tion  was  made  without  contract  with  any  committee  representing  the 
General  Synod,  but  upon  the  individual  responsibility  of  the  publisher, 
under  the  authority  which  he  claims  to  have  been  implied!}?-  conferred 
upon  him  by  the  action  of  the  General  Synod  at  Reading.  It  seems 
that  his  revised  edition,  although  printed  soon  after  the  adjournment  of 
Synod  in  1857,  has  not  yet  been  published,  in  consequence  of  the  large 
number  of  copies  of  the  old  edition  on  hand  at  the  time,  and  which  are 
not  yet  exhausted.  June  5,  1857,  the  publisher  reported  17,550  copies 
of  the  Chatechism  on  hand — and  in  his  report  of  May  1,  1859,  the 
number  is  put  at  11,775.  This  statement  would  indicate  the  number  of 
copies  of  the  old  edition  still  on  hand  to  be  1,775 — with  the  entire  revised 
edition  10,000.  The  stereotype  plates  of  the  Catechism  have  all  been 
handed  over  to  the  Hymn  Book  committee.  The  publisher  pays  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Synod  a  premium  of  1£  cents  on  each  copy  sold,  having 
voluntarily  agreed  to  pay  £  cent  per  copy  more  than  he  had  previously 
done. 

3.  Ilymn  Book. — The  stereotype  plates  of  the  various  editions  of  the 
Hymn  Book  have  been  delivered  to  the  Hymn  Book  Committee,  with  the 
exception  of  those  of  the  duodecimo  (or  large)  size.  These  Mr.  Kurtz 
claims  to  retain  under  a  special  contract  with  the  Hymn  Book  Commit¬ 
tee,  dated  Oct.  28, 1851 — by  which  Mr.  Kurtz  agreed  to  incur  the  expense 
and  risk  of  stereotyping  and  publishing  the  duodecimo  size,  the  sale 


thereof  to  be  secured  to  him,  exempt  from  premiums  or  bonus ,  until  he 
considers  himself  re-imbursed  by  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  same 
• — the  plates  then  to  be  transferred  to  the  General  Synod,  provided  the 
continued  sale  of  the  books  is  secured  to  him  for  10  years — he,  in  the 
latter  contingency,  to  pay  such  premium,  not  exceeding  10  cents  per 
copy,  as  the  General  Synod  may  impose.  There  are  about  1,200  copies 
of  this  edition  now  on  hand,  and  upon  their  being  sold,  the  publisher 
thinks  he  will  have  been  re-imbursed,  and  will  be  prepared  to  deliver  up 
the  plates  as  per  contract. 

The  number  of  Hymn  Books  on  hand,  reported  by  Mr.  Kurtz,  May  1, 
1859,  is  as  follows:  48mo.  4,266;  24mo.  464  ;  duodecimo  about  1,200  j 
German  1,278.  The  24mo.  copies  arc  principally  costly  bindings.

Resolvvd ,  That  Mr.  T.  N.  Kurtz- be  requested  to  transfer 
the  copy  right  of  the  Liturgy  to  the  Hymn  Book  Committee, 
who  shall  allow  him  a  reasonable  time  for  disposing  of  the 
copies  of  said  Book  which  he  has  still  on  hand. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Liturgy,  appointed 
at  Dayton,  be  discharged  from  further  duty. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Hymn  Book  Committee  be  directed  to 
make  an  equitable  arrangement  with  Mr.  Kurtz  for  the  dispo¬ 
sition  of  the  large  edition  of  the  new  issue  of  the  Catechism 
which  he  has  on  hand,  in  regard  to  which  the  Synod  ex¬ 
presses  the  hope  that  Mr.  Kurtz  will  act  in  conformity  with 
the  principles  by  which  our  business  has  hitherto  been  con¬ 
ducted. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Hymn  Book  Committee  be  instructed 
to  effect,  if  possible,  an  arrangement  with  Mr.  Kurtz,  by 
which  the  12mo.  edition  of  the  Hymn  Book  may  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  General  Synod. 

The  following  resolutions,  on  the  subject  of  Church  Exten¬ 
sion,  were  also  offered  and  adopted. 


Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  regards  with  pleasure 
the  future  prospects  of  the  Church  Extension  Society  as  ex¬ 
hibited  in  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  presented 
during  this  Convention,  and  the  bearing  it  has  upon  the  wants 
of  the  Great  West:  that  we  also  urge  upon  the  delegates 
present,  as  well  as  our  Pastors  and  churches  generally  the  in¬ 
terests  and  necessities  of  this  church  institution,  and  recom¬ 
mend  them  individually  to  do  all  in  their  power  among  their 
congregations  and  church  members  towards  increasing  the 
funds  of  this  Society,  thereby  facilitating  its  benevolent  op¬ 
erations  and  the  extension  of  our  Lutheran  Zion. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Church 
Extension  Society  be  requested  to  make  an  additional  loan 
of  four  hundred  dollars  to  the  English  Lutheran  Church  at 
Davenport,  Iowa,  and  that  our  congregations  be  requested  to 
raise  collections  with  the  view  to  refund  the  amount  to  the 
Church  Extension  Society ;  also  that  Rev,  J.  Id.  W.  Stuck- 
enberg,  the  Pastor  of  said  church,  or  any  agent,  be  advised 
to  present  the  claims  of  the  church  to  such  congregations  as 
he  may  convenien 

Resolved ,  That  Rev,  S.  Sprecher,  D.  D.,  Rev.  P.  A.  Strobel 
and  A.  S.  Kissell  be  appointed  a  committee  to  receive  funds 
and  subscriptions,  during  the  present  Convention  of  Synod, 
for  the  relief  of  the  church  in  Davenport,  Iowa. 

The  Synod  then  adjourned  to  meet  to-morrow  morning,  at 
8  o’clock.

TWELFTH  SESSION. 

Thursday,  8  o'clock,  A.  M. 

The  Synod  re-assembled.  The  President  in  the  chair. 

Prayer1  was  offered  by  Rev.  J.  AY.  Goodlin. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  session  were  read  and  approved. 

Resolved,  That,  during  the  discussions  of  subjects  yet  to* 
be  brought  before  Synod,  no  member  be  permitted  to  speak 
more  than  five  minutes  at  a  time,  or  more  than  twice  on  any 
subject  without  the  permission  of  the  Convention. 
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The  Synod  proceeded  to  elect  by  ballot  the  Hymn  Book 
Committee.  Rev.  F.  Springer,  Rev.  J.  B.  Baltzly  and  Mr. 
J.  Kuhns  were  appointed  tellers,  who  subsequently  reported 
as  the  result,  the  election  of  the  following  gentlemen  :  Isaac 
Sulger,  of  Philadelphia,  J.  J.  Cochran,  of  Lancaster,  Pa., 
W.  A.  Wisong,  of  Baltimore,  Dr.  D.  Luther  of  Philadelphia 
and  Dr.  H.  H.  Muhlenberg  of  Reading,  Pa. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  take 
into  consideration  the  condition  of  the  German  population 
in  North  America,  and  to  report  at  the  next  Convention 
some  plan  of  operation  among  them. 

Committee . — W.  M.  Reynolds,  D.  D.,  C.  F.  E.  Stohlman, 
D.  D.,  J.  Bachman,  D.  D.,  S.  Sprecher,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  II. 
B  orchard. 

Inasmuch  as  one  object  of  the  formation  of  the  General 
Synod  is  to  promote  union,  harmony  and  love  among  the  dif¬ 
ferent  portions  of  the  Lutheran  church  :  Therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  in  the  reception  of  Synods,  formed  out  of 
existing  Synods,  the  General  Synod  require  that  the  separa¬ 
tion  be  amicably  effected,  and  that  the  evidence  of  this  ami¬ 
cable  separation  be  found  in  the  printed  minutes  of  the  Pa¬ 
rent  Synod. 

Resolved ,  That  when  a  Synod  makes  application  for  ad¬ 
mission  into  this  Synod,  the  constitution  and  minutes  of  said 
Synod  be  submitted  to  a  committee,  who  shall  report  on  the 
conformity  of  the  same  with  the  Constitution  of  this  Synod. 

Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  again  earnestly  recom¬ 
mend  the  District  Synods  in  connexion  with  this  body,  to 
adopt  a  uniform  rule,  requiring  ministers  and  congregations 
to  unite  with  the  respective  Synods,  within  whose  bounds  they 
may  be  located. 

Resolved ,  That  Rev.  Dr.  Ilarkey  be  requested  to  furnish 
a  copy  of  the  discourse  delivered  by  him  at  the  opening  of 
the  Convention,  for  publication  in  the  German  as  well  as  in 
the  English  language,  and  that  a  committee  of  three  be  ap¬ 
pointed  to  devise  the  means  for  defraying  the  necessary  ex¬ 
penses. 
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Committee. —  Bev.  Messrs.  P.  A.  Stroke!,  A.  C.  Wedekind 
and  II.  Borchard. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Editors  of  our  church  periodicals  be' 
requested  to  publish  the  same  in  their  respective  papers. 

Bev.  Dr.  Harkey,  from  the  committee  on  the  State  of  the' 
Church,  reported,  but  the  report,  being  incomplete,  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  failure  of  some  members  of  the  committee  to 
furnish  the  necessary  statistics  in  reference  to  their  respec¬ 
tive  Synods,  was  re-committed  to  the  Chairman  of  the  com-  ' 
mittee  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Contention,  with  instructions- 
to  have  it  published  in  the  minutes. 

Report  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

It  lias  been  thought  important  to  have,  at  each  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod,  a  somewhat  full  report  of  the  state  of  religion  within  the  bounds' 
of  those  Synods  connected  with  this  body,  and  accordingly  the  under¬ 
signed,  representing  all  the  District  Synods,  having  been  appointed  a 
committee  for  this  purpose,  respectfully  present  the  following  as  their 
report.  We  begin  by  first  giving  a  brief  statement  in  regard  to  each 
Synod,  in  the  order  in  which  they  have  usually  been  published  in  the 
Minutes. 

1.  The  Maryland  Synod. — -A  division  has  taken  place  in  this  Synod, 
as  is  well  known,  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  by  the 
formation  of  the  Melanchthon  Synod  on  the  same  territory,  so  that  it  is 
now  smaller  than  formerly.  This  caused  some  unpleasant  feelings,  at 
the  time,  which  have  not  yet  been  entirely  removed  ;  but  we  cherish  the 
hope  that  the  two  bodies  will  hereafter  be  able  to  labor  on  in  peace  in 
the  Master’s  work,  The  cause  of  religion  is  prosperous  in  the  bounds 
of  the  Maryland  Synod.  Extensive  revivals  have  been  enjoyed  by  many 
of  the  churches  ;  the  attendance  on  the  preaching  of  the  word  has  been 
good  ;  amd  prayer-meetings  have  been  well  attended.  The  contributions 
to  various  objects  give  evidence  that  our  people  are  becoming  liberal, 
and  the  duty  of  benevolence  is  more  fully  appreciated  than  formerly.—* 
We  have  reason  to  be  grateful  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  for  what 
He  has  done  for  his  people. 

2.  The  Synod  of  West  Pennsylvania. — The  churches  generally  under 
the  care  of  this  Synod  have,  during  the  last  two  years,  enjoyed  the  Divine 
blessing  in  an  unusual  degree.  The  attendance  on  the  worship  of  God 
has  been  good,  and  especially  far  better  than  usual  at  the  weekday  meet-' 
ings.  Nearly  all  the  churches  have  enjoyed  revivals  of  .religion  more  or 
less  extensive  ;  conversions  have  been  numerous,  and  additions  by  con¬ 
firmation  and  profession  of  faith  larger  than  ever  before  in  the  sajne 
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length  of  time.  A  deeper  tone  of  piety  exists— there  is  more  prayerful 
looking  for  the  blessing  of  God,  and  more  earnest  effort  for  the  conver¬ 
sion  of  souls. 

In  Pennsylvania  College,  partly  under  the  care  of  this  Synod,  a  very 
interesting  state  of  religion  existed  during  the  past  winter.  There  were 
some  conversions,  and  professors  of  religion  rose  to  a  higher  standing  of 
piety,  and  a  number  who  had  not  definitely  made  up  their  minds  to  de- 
vote  themselves  to  the  Gospel  Ministry  have  been  enabled  to  consecrate 
themselves  to  this  work.  The  church  at  large  will  reap  the  happy  fruits. 
We  feel  sure  that  there  has  been  a  very  decided  advance  in  intelligence, 
piety,  benevolence,  and  all  that  belongs  to  the  true  interests  of  the  church 
in  the  bounds  of  this  Synod. 

3.  Synod  of  North  Carolina. — The  delegates  from  this  Synod  state 
that  there  has  been  a  decided  advancement  in  the  missionary  and  educa¬ 
tion  operations,  in  Sunday  Schools,  Bible  Classes,  Prayer-meetings  and 
vital  piety,  as  well  as  in  liberality  both  to  local  objects  and  general  be¬ 
nevolent  enterprises.  We  are  extending  our  church  to  the  eastern  and 
western  portions  of  the  State,  having  provided  for  the  sending  forth  of  an 
Evangelist  to  these  various  parts  of  our  Synod.  Seven  new  organiza¬ 
tions  have  been  effected  and  four  new  churches  built.  Our  Western  Car¬ 
olina  Academy  has  been  changed  into  a  College,  under  the  name  of 
North  Carolina  College,  and  a  very  good  beginning  has  been  made. — 
Upwards  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  have  been  obtained  for  the  Institu¬ 
tion,  and  wre  feel  encouraged  in  our  effort  to  establish  a  first-class  Col¬ 
lege.  On  the  whole  our  Lutheran  interests  are  certainly  looking  up  in 
the  “Old  North  State,”  and  a  brighter  day  is  at  hand. 

4.  Synod  of  South  Carolina. — The  interests  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  which  include  South  Carolina  and  a  part  of 
Georgia,  are  manifestly  on  the  advance.  A  more  than  ordinary  share  of 
the  Divine  blessing  has  been  granted  to  ministers  and  churches  during 
the  last  two  years.  Large  numbers  have  united  with  the  church,  .and 
there  has  been  an  increased  attention  to  the  subject  of  religion.  Our 
people  are  improving  from  year  to  year  in  their  contributions-*-in  the 
support  of  the  ministry  and  objects  of  general  benevolence.  Much  more 
is  done  than  formerly  for  the  religious  instruction  of  the  colored  popula¬ 
tion,  and  a  deep  interest  is  felt  in  their  welfare. 

But  perhaps  the  greatest  improvement  has  been  made  in  our  educa¬ 
tional  matters.  Our  Literary  Institution,  formerly  at  Lexington,  has 
been  removed  to  Newberry,  and  changed  into  a  College.  An  elegant 
building  has  been  erected,  which  is  now  about  completed,  and  the  Insti¬ 
tution  has  opened  in  its  new  location  under  very  favorable  prospects. — 
Rev.  Dr.  Stork  of  Philadclpnia  has  been  elected  President  of  the  College 
and  Rev.  J.  A.  Brown  of  Reading,  Pa.,  Professor  of  Theology.  Both 
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these  brethren  have  entered  upon  the  vigorous  discharge  of  their  duties, 
and  in  them  our  church  in  the  Sonth  has  received  no  small  accession  of 
strength. 

5.  Hartwick  Synod. — In  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  there  have  been  ex¬ 
tensive  revivals  of  religion.  This  was  especially  the  case  during  the 
past  year.  The  increase  in  the  membership  in  that  period  has  been 
about  1000.  At  the  session  of  1858  a  Synodical  Missionary  and  Educa¬ 
tion  Society  was  formed,  and  at  its  first  meeting  over  $200  were  raised 
in  subscriptions  and  cash.  There  are  but  few  vacant  charges  in  this 
Synod.  Since  the  adjournment  of  Synod  extensive  revivals  have  occur¬ 
red  in  several  of  the  churches,  aud  the  additions  for  this  year  already 
amount  to  about  300.  The  Synod  has  been  divided  into  conferences, 
and  especial  attention  has  been  awakened  in  relation  to  the  state  of  the 
churches  in  Western  New  York.  Four  beneficiaries  have  been  sustained 
at  Hartwick  Seminary,  and  aid  has  been  given  to  feeble  churches.  Our 
people  are  manifestly  making  progress  in  piety,  knowledge,  zeal,  and 
liberality  in  sustaining  the  institutions  of  the  church. 

6.  New  York  Ministerium. — This  Synod  embraces  a  large  proportion 
of  German  ministers,  and  they  have  labored  with  their  American  breth¬ 
ren  in  great  harmony,  and  the  work  of  the  Lord  is  prospering  among  us. 
Our  churches  are  becoming  more  industrious  and  devoted  to  the  Mas¬ 
ter’s  cause.  Much  interest  is  felt  in  Foreign  Missions,  as  also  in  Home 
Missions,  Education,  and  Church  Extension.  Our  people  are  taking 
more  enlarged  views  of  benevolence,  and  charity,  and  are  coming  up  bet¬ 
ter  to  their  duty  in  this  respect.  The  great  revival  has  had  its  influence 
upon  our  churches,  many  have  been  added  to  our  number,  and  vital 
piety  has  increased.  The  Sabbath  School  cause  is  advancing  and  is 
doing  a  noble  work,  qualifying  many  for  church  membership.  In  all 
departments  of  the  church  there  is  a  growing  interest,  and  we  are  pre¬ 
paring  for  a  greater  work  in  future. 

7.  Virginia  Synod. — Whilst  the  last  two  years  have  not  been  signa¬ 
lized  by  gmy  extraordinary  religious  movements  within  the  bounds  of  this 
Synod,  we  have  shared  to  some  extent  the  great  revival  blessings  which 
God  has  poured  out  upon  the  land.  There  has  been  a  marked  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  piety,  benevolence,  and  church  spirit  of  our  people.  In  the 
work  of  Home  Missions,  Education,  and  all  the  Christian  enterprises  of 
the  day,  we  are  certainly  advancing,  slowly,  but  steadily.  We  have  had 
all  the  embarrassments  and  discouragements,  so  bitterly  complained  of 
by  nearly  all  the  brethren,  to  struggle  with,  but  still  it  is  very  clear  from 
our  history  that  we  are  steadily  advancing  in  every  good  word  and  work. 

And  while  we  complain  of  our  difficulties  on  the  one  hand,  we  have 
•  much  for  which  to  thank  and  praise  God  on  the  other.  Our  Synod  is 
aiding  in  the  support  of  Roanoke  College  and  in  return  its  influence  up¬ 
on  our  churches  cannot  but  be  good. 


8.  Alleghany  Synod. — A  reference  to  the  statistical  table  will  show 
that  the  churches  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  are  in  a  prosperous 
(Condition  as  a  general  thing.  -Extensive  revivals  have  been  enjoyed  and 
.a  large  number  of  members  added.  There  is  a  deeper  and  more  active 
spirit  of  practical  piety.  A  number  of  new  churches  have  been  built, 
and  more  is  done  than  ever  in  the  cause  of  Missions  and  Education.  It 
is  the  beginning  of  better  days  and  we  hope  to  see  a  great  advance  in 
future. 

9.  East  Pennsylvania  Synod. — Points  noticed  in  the  annual  reports 
made  to  Synod  of  the  state  of  religion  are  such  as  the  following:  Large 
accessions  to  the  communion  of  the  church,  especially  of  young  men — 
the  presence  of  God’s  Spirit  in  the  churches — benevolent  contributions 
have  suffered  somewhat  from  the  financial  pressure,  but  there  is  evidently 
a  spirit  of  growing  liberality  among  our  people — a  better  attendance  up¬ 
on  the  means  of  grace-— catechetical  instruction  is  very  generally  attend¬ 
ed  to  and  cherished— the  Sabbath  School  interest  is  cared  for,  and  our 
schools  are  in  a  prosperous  condition — -and  there  is  a  general  advanco  in 
.all  that  is  good  in  the  church,  and  a  brighter  day  is  at  hand. 

10.  Miami  Synod  of  Ohio. — -The  statistics  presented  of  this  Synod 
embrace  the  two  years  closing  with  May  1858  ;  the  Minutes  of  the  lato 
Synodical  meeting  not  being  yet  published.  These  Minutes  show 
a  considerable  advancement  in  the  church.  The  cause  of  relia-ion  is 
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steadily  progressing  in  our  bounds.  Revivals  have  been  enjoyed  in 
.almost  every  charge,  and  large  numbers  have  been  brought  to  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  truth.  Several  new  pastoral  districts  have  been  formed,  des¬ 
titute  ones  supplied,  the  various  benevolent  operations  of  the  church 
have  been  sustained,  the  external  condition  of  the  various  charges  has 
been  improved,  and  their  spiritual  interests  advanced.  While  there  is 
much  room  for  still  farther  improvement,  we  have  reason  to  thank  God 
for  the  past  and  take  courage  for  the  future. 

11.  Wittenberg  Synod  of  Ohio. — The  delegate  from  this  Synod  says  : 
During  the  past  two  years  our  churches  have  enjoyed  the  special  visita¬ 
tions  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  the  number  of  our  members  has  been  great¬ 
ly  enlarged.  Great  unanimity  of  sentiment  and  feeling  prevails  among 
our  Pastors  and  people.  Our  geographical  territory  is  small  but  well 
cultivated  and  yields  a  proportionably  abundant  harvest  to  the  glory  of 
God.  The  Synod  aids  in  the  support  of  Wittenberg  College,  and  our 
people  contribute  liberally  to  the  cause  of  Missions  and  education  and 
the  other  benevolent  operations  of  the  church  ;  although  the  building 
of  churches  and  home  operations  necessarily  claim  a  large  share  of  their 
attention,  as  is  the  case  in  all  new  territories. 

12.  East  Ohio  Synod. — The  name  of  this  Synod  has  been  changed 
from  "English  Synod  of  Ohio'’  to  that  here  given.  We  have  nine  minis¬ 
ters  more  than  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  aud  at  least 


1500  more  members.  The  last  two  years  have  been  marked  by  special 
manifestations  of  God's  goodness  and  mercy.  In  all  of  our  churches 
most  precious  seasons  of  grace  were  enjoyed.  The  spirit  of  God  “came 
down  like  ram  upon  the  mown  grass,”  and  righteousness  flourished  in 
all  our  borders.  Our  people  are  becoming  benevolent  and  all  the  in¬ 
terests  of  Christ’s  kingdom  are  well  sustained.  Vital  piety  is  on  the 
increase  and  our  churches  are  prospering. 

13.  Synod  of  Illinois. — This  Synod  is  only  thirteen  years  old,  but  is 
nevertheless  the  mother  of  two  other  Synods,  namely  that  of  Northern 
Illinois  and  that  of  Iowa.  It  has  in  it  a  large  portion  of  the  German 
element,  more  than  one  half  of  its  ministers  being  Germans.  It  occu¬ 
pies  the  central  portion  of  the  State,  having  a  very  interesting  and  im¬ 
portant  territory.  The  churches  under  its  care  are  all  young  and  most 
of  them  small,  a  few  only  of  the  German  congregations  being  large.  A 
few  years  ago  most  of  the  congregation  were  not  in  existence,  and  those 
that  were  organized  had  no  houses  of  worship.  Now  we  have  quite  a 
number  of  houses  of  worship  erected,  and  others  are  constantly  being 
built.  This  Synod  also  aids  largely  in  sustaining  Illinois  University, 
and  supports  the  benevolent  operations  of  the  church.  The  people  are 
liberal  in  proportion  to  their  means,  but  the  demands  upon  them  for 
home  operations  are  so  constant  and  heavy,  that  for  the  present  not 
much  can  be  expected  beyond  their  own  territory. 

At  present  our  churches  and  all  our  benevolent  operations  are  suffer¬ 
ing  from  the  severe  pressure  of  the  times  in  the  West,  but  as  prosperity 
returns  to  the  country,  all  will  come  right  again.  Many  of  the  churches 
have  enjoyed  refreshing  seasons  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  and  vital 
piety  is  advancing.  We  cannot  but  feel  that  the  foundations  of  a  pious, 
liberal,  and  prosperous  Lutheran  church  are  being  laid  in  this  State. 

14.  The  Synod  of  Western  Virginia. — Since  the  last  meeting  of  the 
General  Synod,  the  churches  embraced  within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod 
of  Western  Vi  rginia  have,  with  few  exceptions,  been  visited  with  the 
out-pouring  of  the  Spirit  of  God.  There  has  been  a  large  increase  in 
the  membership  as  the  parochial  reports  show.  A  number  of  new 
fields  of  labor  have  been  opened  and  supplied  with  the  preached  word. — 
Several  lar^e  and  commodious  new  churches  have  been  erected  where 
Lutheranism  had  before  been  represented,  and  several  others  are  in  pro¬ 
cess  of  erection.  The  two  Institutions,  Roanoke  College  and  Wythe- 
ville  Female  College,  which  are  under  the  fostering  care  of  this  Synod, 
have  also  been  blessed,  not  only  with  outward  prosperity,  but  with  gra¬ 
cious  visitations  from  on  high,  which  resulted  in  the  conversion  of  a 
number  of  students  in  both  Institutions.  Our  church  is  evidently  mak¬ 
ing  substantial  progress  in  Western  Virginia. 


15.  01  tot  Branch,  Synod  of  Indiana. — With  a  few  exceptions  the 
churches  connected  with  this  Synod  have,  during  the  last  two  years  been 
in  a  prosperous  condition.  Many  of  them  have  enjoyed  refreshing  sea¬ 
sons  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  by  which  they  have  become  much 
strengthened  and  encouraged.  Several  new  houses  of  worship  have  been 
built,  Sabbath  Schools,  prayer-meetings  and  family  altars  have  been 
established  where  they  did  not  exist  before  ;  but  still  we  see  and  feel  that 
“the  harvest  is  great  and  the  laborers  are  few.”  There  is  still  an  immense 
and  very  inviting  field  for  our  church  in  Indiana,  which  we  are  just  be¬ 
ginning  to  occupy.  We  have  hundreds  and  thousands  of  our  people 
scattered  over  the  State  which  are  unprovided  for  by  our  church.  We 
have  sometimes  felt  as  if  Indiana  had  been  partly  overlooked  in  our 
missionary  and  church  extension  efforts.  We  doubt  if  there  is  a  State 
East  of  the  Mississippi  river  more  destitute,  and  at  the  same  time  more 
promising,  and  we  desire  to  call  special  attention  to  it. 

16.  Synod  of  Pennsylvania. — The  statistics  of  this  Synod  given  in 
the  table  are  only  for  one  year,  and  are  taken  from  the  Minutes  of  the 
111th  annual  session  of  the  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium 
of  Pennsylvania  and  adjacent  States.  These  minutes  abundantly  prove 
that  the  portion  of  our  church  embraced  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod, 
is  in  a  very  flourishing  condition.  The  habitual,  faithful  use  of  the 
means  of  grace  has  resulted  in  a  healthy  gradual  developement  of  true 
practical  church  life.  Large  pastoral  districts  are  being  very  generally 
divided,  and  provided  with  more  frequent  and  satisfactory  supervision. — 
The  appointment  of  a  general  Home  Missionary  to  visit  the  destitute  re¬ 
gions  within  our  Synodical  bounds  has  been  resolved  upon — church  dis¬ 
cipline  is  arresting  fery  general  attention — Christian  benevolence  is  on 
the  increase — and  pastors  and  people  enjoy  abundant  proof  that  God  is 
still  in  their  midst. 

There  are  immense  resources  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  and 
we  feel  sure  that  they  are  being  more  and  more  developed,  and  that  this 
mother  Synod  of  our  church  in  America  is  destined  to  accomplish  yet 
much  more  for  our  beleved  Luthern  Zion. 

17.  Synod  of  Northern  Illinois. — This  body  is  not  yet  8  years  old, 
having  been  organized  in  1  ho  fall  of  1851  with  8  ministers,  who  reported 
some  600  communing  members.  It  now  numbers  50  ministers  and  over 
5,000  communicants.  We  suppose  there  is  not  in  the  history  of  the 
Lutheran  church  an  instance  of  so  rapid  and.  at  the  same  time,  healthy 
growth.  A  peculiarity  of  this  body  is  that  four  nations  are  represented  in 
it,  and  its  ministers  preach  the  gospel  in  four  different  languages- — Eng¬ 
lish,  German,  Swedish  and  Norwegian.  This  union  has  thus  far  been  most 
harmonious  and  pleasant  on  the  ground  of  our  common  faith.  Our 
Swedish  and  Norwegian  Brethren  are  very  active,  and  a  living  practical 
Christianity  is  making  powerful  progress  among  them.  They  huveeatab- 


lished  a  Professorship  in  our  University  at  Springfield,  and  their  Pro 
feasor  Rev.  L.  P.  Esbjorn,  is  already  on  the  ground  and  busily  engaged 
in  his  appointed  duties.  The  Synod  aids  vigorously  in  the  support  of 
Illinois  University,  having  the  appointment  of  one  third  of  its  trustees. 

During  the  last  two  years  extensive  and  powerful  revivals  of  religion 
have  been  enjoyed  by  many  of  the  churches  connected  with  this  Synod, 
and  there  has  been  a  great  increase  of  spiritual  life.  No  report  is  given 
in  the  statistical  table  of  Sabbath  Schools,  simply  because  the  reports 
in  the  minutes  are  so  imperfect;  Sabbath  Schools  are  however  very  gen¬ 
erally  established  snd  well  sustained  in  the  Synod,  and  many  of  the 
Scandinavian  and  German  churches  also  have  parochial  schools.  All 
the  benevolent  enterprises  of  the  church  are  liberally  sustained,  and  not¬ 
withstanding  the  very  “hard  times’7  in  money  matters  of  the  past  two 
years,  the  contributions  have  been  quite  liberal,  especially  in  church 
building.  Many  churches  have  been  built  and  are  in  process  of  erec¬ 
tion.  . 

18.  Pittsburg  Synod,— This  Synod  is  still  moving  forward  in  every 
good  work  and  word,  and  its  churches  enjoy  a  very  encouraging  degree 
of  prosperity.  It  is  still  actively  engaged  in  its  Missionary  operations 
in  Western  Pennsylvania  and  in  Canada-  The  great  draw  back  is  the 
want  of  suitable  men,  in  consequence  of  which  there  are  many  vacant 
fields  which  Synod  is  not  able  to  supply.  Seven  new  churches  have  been 
organized  during  the  past  two  years,  and  God  has  graciously  blessed  the 
labors  of  our  ministers,  and  our  congregations  have  been  much  strength¬ 
ened  and  encouraged.  They  are  evidently  advancing  in  piety  and  every 
Christian  grace.  The  contributions  of  our  people  have  been  liberal  to 
the  various  objects  of  Christian  benevolence  claiming  attention.  We 
have  great  reason  to  thank  God  for  the  past  and  take  encouragement  for 
the  future. 

19.  Synod,  of  Texas. — -The  delegate  from  this  Synod,  Rev.  Mr.  Ebin- 
ger,  lias  furnished  the  committee  with  the  following  statement  in  regard 
to  the  work  in  Texas,  which  we  give  in  his  own  language  :  “As  I  have 
the  honor  to  represent  the  First  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of 
Texas  in  the  General  Synod,  I  ask  permission  to  present  a  few  plain 
statements.  We  have  for  6  years  now  been  connected  with  this-  body  not 
as  a  matter  of  mere  formality,  or  as  some  have  supposed  in  a  Spirit  of 
opposition,  but  in  all  sincerity  of  heart,  and  a  desire  that  this  connec¬ 
tion  may  be  continued  in  all  future  time.  We  are  conscious  that  we 
have  not  been  able  fully  to  discharge  our  duty  towards  the  General 
Synod  in  sustaining  the  operations  of  its  benevolent  Societies  and  in 
sending  delegates  to  its  meetings.  This  is  however  not  to  be  regarded 
as  a  wilful  neglect,  but  results  purely  from  the  difficulties  in  our  way. 
We  have  so  much  to  do  at  home  and  our  means  are  so- small,  that  it 
is  impossible  for  us  to  collect  much  for  objects  of  general  benevolence 


in  the  church  ;  and  our  great  distance  from  the  places  of  meeting  of 
the  general  Synod  renders  it  difficult  for  us  to  find  a  brother  who  can 
be  spared  from  home  so  long  as  to  attend  its  sessions.  It  will  take  me 
seven  weeks  coming  and  returning  from  this  convention.  We  trust 
that  in  the  future  we  shall  be  more  able  to  do  our  part  and  that  with 
Cheerfulness- 

Ours  is  missionary  work,  and,  though  our  Synod  was  organized  in 
1851,  we  have  only  made  a  beginning,  but  we  trust  a  good  one.  We  try 
faithfully  to  “preach  Christ  crucified,”  and  this  we  all  know  is  ihe 
only  foundation  on  which  we  can  confidently  build.  In  regard  to  out¬ 
ward  growth,  I  must  state,  our  church  in  Texas  has  not  increased,  but 
rather  decreased  in  the  last  two  years.  We  have  lost  a  few  small  con¬ 
gregations,  and  others  have  been  divided  so  that  theyare  small.  But 
we  do  not  consider  that  we  have  lost  any  thing  by  these  separations,  be¬ 
cause  our  churches  are  thus  more  entirely  freed  from  their  rationalistic 
elements.  There  is  s$id  to  be  a  German  population  of  40,000  in  Tex¬ 
as;  and  one-half  of  it  is  made  up  of  a  most  desperate  sort  of  unbeliev¬ 
ers  of  all  kinds. 

In  some  places  we  have  had  awakenings,  where  sinners  were  anxious 
for  the  salvation  of  their  souls.  There  are  at  present  17  congregations 
connected  with  our  Synod  with  about  2G00  communicants,  all  the  others 
are  left  destitute  of  gospgl  preaching,  just  because  we  have  not  the 
means  of  supplying  them.  Some  of  our  congregations  have  contributed 
liberally  towards  the  support  of  a  travelling  missionary  in  our  bounds, 
but  not  yet  enough  to  sustain  one,  although  we  ought  to  have  at  least 
two.  The  Baptist  and  Methodist  churches  are  sending  out  German 
preachers  in  Texas.  They  try  to  take  away  the  members  of  our  church 
right  before  our  eyes.  Why  will  not  our  Lutheran  church  rouse  up  to 
her  full  duty ‘in  this  matter?  Could  we  not  be  aided  in  sending  out  at 
least  one  travelling  Missionary  among  the  lost  sheep  in  the  wide  wild 
wilderness  of  Texas  ?  If  something  cannot  be  done  our  Lutheran  Zion 
in  Texas  cannot  have  much  growth,  though  the  material  is  abundant. 
All  our  brethren  in  Texas  are  fully  employed,  so  that  they  can  do  but 
little  more,  however  good  may  be  their  will.  They  have  to  preach  to 
their  churches  on  Sunday  and  during  the  week  teach  school,  so  that 
they  can  only  “pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  send  forth  laborers  into 
his  harvest.”  We  know  that  the  General  Synod’s  Missionary  Society 
does  not  send  out  travelling  missionaries — but  we  ask,  could  not  an  ex¬ 
ception  be  made  in  this  case  of  necessity?  Or  is  there  any  other  way 
in  which  this  great  want  can  be  supplied  ?  This  is  not  a  matter  that 
concerns  Texas  alone,  but  the  whole  Luthern  church.  It  is  not  a  com¬ 
mon  Christian  duty  to  help  those  who  need  assistance  ?  May  the  Lord 
come  to  our  help  in  this  matter  !” 
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20.  English  Synod  of  Ohio . — Five  years  ago  this  body  numbered  23 
ministers;  but  owing  to  removals,  some  West  and  some  East,  and  not 
receiving  adequate  additions  to  take  their  places,  the  Synod  has  been 
much  reduced.  A  number  of  congregations  are  vacant,  and  some 
churches  have  passed  over  into  other  Synods.  But  a  new  start  has  now 
been  made,  and  we  hope  the  Synod  will  soon  increase  to  its  usual  number 
of  ministers.  Perhaps  one  of  our  greatest  draw-backs  has  been  the  fact, 
that  many  of  our  pastors  are  inadequately  supported.  Their  salaries  are 
by  no  means  a  compensation  for  the  labor  performed.  This  has  been  felt 

.  to  be  quite  a  difficulty  in  the  way  of  obtaining  supplies  for  vacant  con¬ 
gregations.  Still  we  have  also  some  things  to  encourage  11s,  and  we  feel 
confident  that  a  better  day  is  at  hand. 

21.  Synod  of  Kentucky. — Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod 
some  of  our  charges  have  enjoyed  revivals  of  religion,  which  greatly  re¬ 
freshed  both  ministers  and  people,  and  considerably  increased  our  numer¬ 
ical  strength.  Our  Synod  is  small  and  we  have  some  discouragements. 
We  regret  to  state  that  the  second  attempt  to  establish  a  Lutheran  Church 
in  the  city  of  Louisville  on  the  basis  of  the  General  Synod  has  failed. 
The  church  was  sold  for  debt,  the  minister  retired,  and  the  congregation 
disbanded. 

One  church  is  in  process  of  erection  within  our  bounds.  We  have 
contributed  $50  towards  the  support  of  Illinois  University,  upwards  of 
$1-00  to  Mendbta  College,  and  about  $200  to  the  building  of  churches  in 
Ohio  and  Indiana.  Though  it  is  “a  day  of  small  things”  with  us,  it 
ought  not  to  be  despised,  and  by  the  help  of  God  we  are  determined  to 
take  courage  and  go  forward. 

Oo  - 

22.  Synod  of  Central  Pennsylvania. — The  report  from  this  Synod  is 
as  follows;  “The  state  of  religion  within  our  bounds,  is  decidedly  encour¬ 
aging.  There  is  a  general  attendance  upon  the  ordinances  of  divine  ap¬ 
pointment— -catechetical  instruction  of  the  young  is  diligently  prosecuted 
— sabbath  schools  and  prayer  meetings  are  much  encouraged  and  are 
full  of  interest — and  in  many  churches  the  spirit  of  God  has  evidently 
manifested  his  power  and  grace  in  the  conversion  of  souls.  Our  people 
have  contributed  liberally  not  only  to  the  building  of  churches  and  other 
works  immediately  in  their  own  midst,  but  also  to  the  cause  of  education 
and  missions.  Our  motto  still  is  “onward.”  The  statistics  given  in  the 
table  are  only  for  one  year,  for  that  ending  in  May,  1858.  The  min- 
ntes  for  the  year  ending  in  May,  1859,  are  not  yet  published. 

23.  Synod  of  Northern  Indiana. — This  infant  Synod  is  in  a  flourish¬ 
ing  condition,  gradually  increasing  in  numbers  and  influence.  \\  hen  it 
united  with  the  General  Synod  at  Reading,  two  years  ago,  it  numbered5 
13  ministers,  32  churches,  and  1,040  communicants;  it  now  numbers  19" 
ministers,  43  churches,  1,652  communicants,  40  sabbath,  schools,  250' 
teachers  and  1.600  scholars, 
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In  the  last  two  years  many  of  its  churches  have  enjoyed  revivals  of  re¬ 
ligion,  Eight  churches  have  been  built  and  paid  for,  within  its  bounds, 
prayer  meetings  have  been  established,  and  our  cause  has  very  decidedly 
improved.  Yet  there  is  much  still  to  be  done  in  Northern  Indiana.  One 
of  our  ministers,  Rev.  Jacob  Wolf,  of  Coes-se,  Ind.,  has  built  the  Wart- 
burg  Seminary,  where  he  is  ready  to  receive  and  educate  young  men  for 
the  ministry  on  the  most  favorable  terms.  He  is  a  regular  graduate  and 
every  "way  competent  for  this  important  work.  We  much  need  a  travel¬ 
ling  missionary  in  this  part  of  the  work  and  our  Synod  will  probably  take 
some  steps  to  appoint  one. 

24.  Synod  of  Southern  Illinois. — -This  Synod  contains  only  7  minis¬ 
ters  and  1,050  communicants.  Rev.  J.  Krimminger,  at  the  time  its  Pres¬ 
ident,  has  recently  been  called  away  from  the  Church  on  Earth  to  that 
which  is  triumphant  in  Heaven.  The  Synod  is  situated  at  the  extreme 
end  of  the  Church  and  has  many  difficulties  to  encounter  which  others 
have  not.  During  the  past  two  years  the  blessing  of  God  has  attended 
the  preaching  of  the  word  among  the  members  of  this  Synod,  and  much 
good,  wre  trust,  has  been  done.  Most  of  the  churches  are  small  and 
poor,  yet  they  have  contributed  something  to  the  various  objects  of  be¬ 
nevolence  among  us.  Especially  the  churches  in  Union  county,  Illinois, 
have  paid  about  $600  dollars  to  Illinois  University.  There  is  an  exten- 
tensive  field  yet  to  be  cultivated,  in  this  section  of  the  church,  and  addi¬ 
tional  laborers  are  much  needed. 

25.  Synod  of  Iowa. — The  state  of  religion  in  Iowa  is  not  very  prosper¬ 
ous,  Like  all  new  counties  it  produces  more  worldliness  than  true  God¬ 
liness.  Some. of  the  churches  have  been  visited  by  revivals  of  religion, 
and  there  a  more  healthful  state  of  piety  is  seen.  The  ordinances  of  the 
church  are  not  appreciated,  and,  of  course,  not  attended  as  they  should 
be.  The  youth  are  not  instructed  in  the  catechism,  and  the  church  loses 
many  of  those  who  should  belong  to  it.  The  work  of  keeping  men  and 
women  in  the  Church,  who  have  not  learned  to  love  it,  is  very  hard. 
Our  pastors  are  poorly  supported,  and  most  of  them  could  not  live  if  it 
were  not  for  other  resources.  But  we  hope  for  better  days.  We,  in  the 
West,  must  pray,  labor,  and  hope  on  until  a  brighter  day  dawns  upon 
our  Lutheran  Zion.  The  Lord  will  hear  prayer. 

26.  The  Melanchfhon  Synod  of  Maryland. — The  churches  within  the 
bounds  of  this  Synod,  are  known  to  be  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Ex¬ 
tensive  revivals  of  religion  have  been  enjoyed  in  many  of  the  congre¬ 
gations;  and  large  additions  have  been  mode  to  the  membership.  Tim 
various  benevolent  operations  of  the  day  have  been  sustained,  some  fi  .io 
newT  churches,  especially  one  at  Middletown,  in  Frederick  county,  are  hi 
process  of  erection,  and  the  cause  of  Christ  is  advancing. 


Recapitidat  ion. 

We  have  thus  briefly  surveyed  the  whole  field  of  our  church  as  con¬ 
nected  with  the  General  Synod,  and  arise  from  this  survey  with  feelings 
of  the  most  profound  gratitude  to  God  for  the  prosperous  condition  in 
which  our  beloved  Zion  is  found.  In  summing  up  the  results  we  are 
led  to  make  the  following  remarks  : 

1.  The  Church  is  icicle  aicake. — It  is  our  decided  conviction  that  at  no 
former  period  of  her  history  has  she  been  so  fully  and  so  generally  arous¬ 
ed  to  her  great  mission  and  work  as  at  the  present  moment.  True,  much 
yet  remains  to  be  done — yea,  it  is  only  a  fair  beginning  that  has  been 
made  ;  but  it  is  evident  that  the  night  of  her  slumbers  is  past,  and  she  is 
fully  awaked  and  equipped  for  her  great  mission  in  this  country  and  in 
the  world.  She  has  heard  the  voice  of  her  exalted  Head,  saying,  “Arise 
and  shine,  for  thy  light  has  come,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  has  risen 
upon  thee.”  In  the  work  of  church  building  and  church  extension,  do¬ 
mestic  missions,  beneficiary  education,  the  establishment  and  support  of 
literary  and  theological  institutions,  foreign  missions,  sabbath  schools, 
and  efforts  for  the  intellectual  and  moral  improvement  of  our  people,  she 
has  made  great  advances :  and  she  is  now  in  a  position  to  do  much  more 
in  all  these  directions  than  heretofore. 

2.  She  has  arisen  to  a  more  irdelligent  self-consciousness  and  union 
than  ever  before. — Her  ministers  and  people  have  studied  and  are  study¬ 
ing  her  history  and  doctrines  more,  and  are  forming  *  more  intelligent 
views  of  the  position  and  standing  of  their  Church.  They  do  not  agree 
in  all  minor  points  of  doctrine  and  practice,  but  they  understand  each 
other  better,  prejudices  are  giving  way,  and  they  are  becoming  more  in¬ 
telligently  united  than  at  any  former  time.  Passion  is  yielding  to  reason 
and  conscience,  and  they  are  enabled  to  discuss  most  fraternally  and  in 
the  spirit  of  Christ,  the  very  exciting  questions  which  have  rent  asunder 
other  Churches.  The  slavery  question,  the  church  or  symbolic  question, 
and  other  very  delicate  points  were  extensively  debated  at  this  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  General  Synod,  in  the  very  best  spirit  This  must  be  regarded 
as  a  very  decided  advance. 

3.  The  spiritual  condition  of  our  churches  is  greatly  improved. — The 
most  extensive  and  powerful  revivals  of  religion  ever  known  among  us 
have  been  enjoyed  by  a  very  large  number  of  our  churches,  during  the 
past  two  years.  At  the  same  time  more  attention  is  given  to  the  cate¬ 
chetical  instruction  of  the  young,  and  it  is  becoming  a  more  powerful 
means  of  leading  them  to  Christ  and  making  them  truly  pious,  as  well  as 
intelligent  Christians.  Our  laity  are  becoming  more  of  a  praying,  as 
well  as,  working  people.  The  number  of  candidates  for*  the  ministry 
is  multiplying,  so  that  there  are  now  more  than  two  hundred  stu¬ 
dents  at  the  different  institutions -connected  with  the  General  Synod,  stu- 


dying  with  a,  view  to  the  ministry  of  our  own  Church.  God  has 
done,  and  is  doing  great  things  for  us.  Blessed  be  his  name! 

4.  Large  additions  have  been  made  to  the  membership  of  our  churches. 
— We  have  done  the  best  we  could  to  prepare  a  full  and  complete  statis¬ 
tical  table ,  which  is  submitted  wTith  this  report.  It  is  still  far  from  being 
accurate,  but  it  exhibits  a  very  pleasing  state  of  things.  It  is  designed  to 
cover  two  years,  but  in  a  number  of  instancee,  as  in  the  Mother  Synod  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  several  other  principal  Synods,  it  covers  only  one. 
The  latest  statistics,  too,  have  not  been  obtained  in  a  number  of  instances, 
as  all  those  Synods  meeting  in  the  Spring,  had  their  last  Minutes  not  yet 
published.  We  have,  however,  sufficient  data  to  make  out  a  report  in  the 
main  correct.  The  following  is  the  showing  of  the  statiscal  table:  Minis¬ 
isters  7G4  ;  congregations  1,506:  additions  by  adult  baptisms  3,308;  by 
confirmations  16,626,  and  by  certificate  4,632,  making  25,676  ;  commu¬ 
nicants  153,521  ;  Sunday  schools,  Lutheran  680,  Union  626,  teachers 
8,491,  and  scholars  57,250.  If  we  make  the  proper  allowance  for  omis¬ 
sions  in  the  reports,  and  the  additions  of  the  last  winter  and  spring,  the 
following  will  approximate  the  truth:  Ministers  800;  congregations 
1,550,  and  this  does  not  include  about  300  preaching  stations;  additions 
to  the  churches  in  the  two  years  30,000,  making  15,000  a  year,  we  feel 
sure  that  this  estimate  falls  rather  below  the  truth  than  above  it,  and 
communicants  160,000.  Of  course  these  statistics  are  confined  to  that 
portion  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  this  country  connected  with  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod, 

5.  There  has  been  a  decided  advance  in  the  contributions  of  our  people 
to  the  upbuilding  of  the  Church  and  her  benevolent  institutions. — The 
figures  in  the  table  sum  up  as  follows :  Synodical  Treasury  $7,495 ; 
Beneficiary  Education  $17,183;  Home  Missions  $10,051;  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions  $10,096;  General  Benevolence  $80,566;  and  local  objects  $277,- 
666  ;  making  a  grand  total  of  $403,007.  And,  as  already  stated,  several 
of  the  largest  Synods  have  reported  only  for  one  year,  several  have  not 
reported  their  contributions  at  all,  or  very  imperfectly,  so  that  an  accur¬ 
ate  statement  would  swell  the  amount  to  many  thousand  dollars  more. 
It  is  safe  to  say  that  during  Ihe  past  two  years  there  have  been  raised  for 
all  the  objects  above  specified  Four  Hundred  and  Twenty- Five  Thousand 
Dollars  ;  and  this,  too,  during  two  years  of  the  most  severe  financial  em¬ 
barrassments  that  have  ever  afflicted  the  country.  Under  the  head  of 
local  objects  are  given  the  amounts  raised  for  church  building  purposes, 
but  by  no  means  all,  for  many  churches  never  report  this  at  all ;  and  un¬ 
der  the  head  of  general  benevolence  are  included  contributions  to  our  liter¬ 
ary  and  theological  institutions.  To  the  three  objects  of  Beneficiary  Edu¬ 
cation,  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  the  contributions  are,  as  will  be  seen, 
$36,913,  which  is  a  decided  advance  on  former  years,  though  still  not  by 
any  means  what  they  ought  to  be.  We  ought  to  have  no  difficulty  in 


raising  $100,000  a  year  lor  these  objects,  and  when  our  people  all  come 
up  properly  to  the  work,  this  and  more  ^vill  be  done.  But  we  have,  un¬ 
doubtedly,  much  reason  to  be  encouraged,  and  to  bless  God  for  what  has 
been  done.  O  that  His  Spirit  may  abide  with  us  and  lead  us  into  all 
truth,  for  Christ’s  sake,  Amen  !

The  following  resolutions  were  then  introduced  and  adopt¬ 
ed  : 


Resolved ,  That  two  thousand  copies  of  the  proceedings  of 
this  Convention  be  published,  under  the  direction  of  the  Sec¬ 
retary,  and  distributed  in  the  usual  manner. 

Resolved ,  That  members  of  this  body,  desiring  extra  copies 
of  the  minutes,  inform  the  Secretary  of  the  fact,  and  that  he 
make  arrangements  to  supply  them  at  the  cost  price. 

Resolved ,  That  five  hundred  copies  of  the  proceedings,  in 
the  German  language,  be  published  under  the  direction  of 
Rev.  P.  Anstajlt,  and  that  he  in  connexion  with  Rev.  Dr. 
Reynolds  distribute  the  same. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Directors  of  the  Swedish  Publication 
Society  be  authorized  to  translate,  publish  and  distribute  five 
hundred  copies  of  the  minutes,  either  in  the  Swedish  or  Nor¬ 
wegian  language,  as  they  may  think  most  expedient. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Editors  of  our  German,  Swedish  and 
Norwegian  papers,  are  hereby  requested  to  publish  an  ab¬ 
stract  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Convention  in  their  respec¬ 
tive  papers. 
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Resolved ,  That  the  Secretary  have  appended  to  the  min¬

Synod,  containing  the  various  amendments  that  have,  from 
time  to  time,  been  adopted. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Secretary  be  also  directed  to  append 
to  the  minutes  the  proceedings  of  the  several  general  Socie¬ 
ties  of  the  Church,  which  have  held  their  meetings  during  the 
Convention  of  the  General  Synod,  and  the  Secretaries  of  the 
various  Societies  forward  their  minutes  promptly  to  the  Sec¬ 
retary. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  six  be  appointed  to  devise 
a  plan,  by  which  the  business  of  the  Societies  represented  in 
this  body  may  be  best  transacted  in  connexion  with  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  Synod,  and  that  they  report  at  the  first  session  of 
the  next  Convention  of  General  S}7nod.

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  ex¬ 
amine  all  former  minutes  of  the  General  Synod,  codify  and 
arrange  the  by-laws,  rules  of  order  and  standing  resolu¬ 
tions,  and  that  they  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Gener¬ 
al  Synod. 

Committee — H.  N.  Pohlman,  D.  D.,  IT.  L.  Baugher,  D. 
D.,  and  Prof.  M.  L.  Stoever. 

Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  instruct  delegates, 
hereafter  to  be  sent  to  this  Convention,  to  make  arrangements 
to  remain  in  session  as  long  as  the  interests  of  the  church 
may  demand ;  that  the  District  Synods  be  recommended  to 
send  such  delegates  only  as  may  be  whiling  to  continue  two 
vTeeks,  if  the  Convention  should  so  require,  and  that  hereaf¬ 
ter  no  mileage  be  paid  to  those  delegates  who  leave  before 
adjournment,  except  in  cases  of  absolute  necessity. 

Resolved ,  That  the  grateful  acknowledgements  of  this 
Synod,  are  hereby  tendered  to  the  Pastor  and  Congregation 
and  other  Christian  friends  of  Pittsburg  and  vicinity,  by 
whom  the  members  and  visiting  brethren  have  been  so  gen-

erously  received  and  entertained1  during  their  sojourn  in  this 
citv. 

Resolved ,  That  the  thanks'  of  this  Synod  are  returned  to 
the  officers  of  the  several  Railroad  Companies,  whose  kind¬ 
ness  has  been  expressed  by  the  facilities  and  accommodations 
afforded  us  in  our  attendance  on  this  Convention. 

Resolved ,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Synod  are  also  due  the 
officers  of  this  Convention,  for  the  fidelity  and  impartiality,, 
with  which  they  have  performed  their  respective- duties. 

Resolved ,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Synod  be  presented  to 
the  Reporters  of  the  Pittsburg  press  for  the  faithful  reports, 
they  have,  from  day  to  day,  furnished  of  the  proceedings  of 
this  Convention.. 

Resolved ,  That  the  members  of  Synod,  having  visited  the 
Home  and  the  Infirmary ,  of  this  city,  under  the  care  of  Rev. 
W.  A.  Passavant,  express  their  satisfaction  and  pleasure  with 
the  visit,  and  recommend  these  institutions  to  the  confidence- 
and  liberality  of  the  Church.. 

The  Synod  then  proceeded  to  decide  by  ballot  the  place 
and  time  for  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  Invi¬ 
tations  were  presented  from  Lancaster,  Pa.,  Staunton,  Va., 
Springfield,  Ill,,  Charleston,  S.  C.,  and  Pittsburg,  Pa.  Rev. 
Messrs.  J.  B,  Crist,  L.  C.  Groseclose  and  P.  P.  Lane  were 
appointed  tellers,  who  on  counting  the  votes,  reported  that 
Lancaster,  Pa.,  had  been  selected  as  the  place,  and  the  third 
Thursday  of  May,  1861,  as  the  time  for  the  next  Convention 
of  the  General  Synod. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Synod  now  adjourn  to  meet  again  in 
Lancaster,  Pa.,  on  the  third  Thursday  of  May,  1861,  and 
that  the  Pastors  of  our  several  Lutheran  Churches  in  that 

city  be  a  local  committee  to  make  the  arrangements  with  re- 

* 

gard  to  the  place  for  holding  the  sessions  of  Synod  and  the 
public  services  during  the  Convention. 

The  Synod  then,  after  a  parting  address  by  the  President, 
and  engaging  in  devotional  exercises,  adjourned  with  the

Jesus  Christ,  the  Supreme  Head  of  His  Church,  having  prescribed 
no  entire  and  specific  directory  for  government  and  discipline,  and  every 
section  of  His  Church  being  left  at  full  liberty  to  make  such  additional 
regulations  to  that  effect  as  may  be  best  adapted  to  its  situation  and  cir¬ 
cumstances:  therefore,  relying  upon  God  our  Father,  in  the  name  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  under  the  guidance  and  direction  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  in  the  word  of  God,  for  the  promotion  of  the  practice  of  brother¬ 
ly  love,  to  the  furtherance  of  Christian  concord,  to  the  firm  establish¬ 
ment  and  continuance  of  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace — • 
We,  the  deputies  of  the  “German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of 
Pennsylvania  and  the  neighboring  States,”  of  the  “German  and  Eng¬ 
lish  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  the 
bordering  States,”  of  the  “Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium  in  the 
State  of  New  York,  and  the  neighboring  States  and  countries,”  and  of 
the  “E  vangelieal  Lutheran  Synod  of  Maryland  and  Virginia,  &c.,  for 
ourselves  and  successors,  do  adopt  the  following  fundamental  articles, 
viz : 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  name,  style  and  title  of  this  Convention  shall  be  :  uTJie  Evan¬ 
gelical  Lutheran  General  Synod  of  the  United  States  of  North  A- 
m  erica  A 

ARTICLE  II, 

The  General  Synod  shall  consist  of  the  deputies  from  the  several  Ev¬ 
angelical  Lutheran  Synodical  Conventions  in  the  United  States,-  who 
may  join  themselves  thereunto,  and  be  duly  acknowledged  as  members 
thereof,  in  the  following  ratio,  viz : 

Every  Synodical  body,  or  Synod,  (whether  of  ministers  only,  or  of  min-  ‘ 
isters  and  lay  deputies  together,)  containing  six  ministers,  may  send 
two  5  if  it  contains  fourteen,  three;  if  twenty-five,  four;  if  forty,  five;  if 
sixty,  six ;  and  if  it  contains  eighty-six  ministers  or  upwards,  seven  dep¬ 
uties  of  the  .  rank  of  ordained  ministers,  and  an  equal  number  of  lay- 
deputies. 

‘  Each  Deputy,  appearing  in  the  General  Synod  according  to  this  ratio, 
shall,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  enjoy  an  equal  right  and  vote  with 
all  others*  Every  Svnod  may  choose  its  Deputies  in  such  a  way  and 
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manner  as  to  them  may  seem  proper;  and  shall  pay  the  traveling  expen* 
ses  of  the  same  to  and  from  the  General  Synod,  until  the  General  Synod 
shall  have  established  for  itself  a  treasury  from  which  the  future  expenses 
may  be  discharged.  f 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  business  of  the  General  Synod  shall  be  as  follows,  viz : 

Section  I.  The  General  Synod  shall  examine  the  proceedings  of  the 
several  Synods  and  Ministeriums  belonging  to  this  association,  in 
order  that  they  may  obtain  some  knowledge  of  the  existing  state  and 
condition  of  ihe  Church.  The  several  Synods,  therefore,  shall  transmit 
as  many  copies  of  their  proceedings  to  the  General  Synod,  as  there  shall 
be  members  contained  in  the  General  Synod. 

Sec.  II.  Whenever  the  General  Synod  shall  deem  it  proper  or  ne¬ 
cessary,  they  may  propose  to  the  special  Synods  or  Ministeriums,  new 
books  or  writings,  such  as  catechisms,  forms  of  liturgy,  collections  of 
hymns  for  general  or  special  public  use  in  the  Church.  Every  pro¬ 
posal  of  the  kind,  the  several  or  respective  Synods  may  duly  consider ; 
and  if  they,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  of  opinion,  that  the  said  book 
or  books,  writing  or  writings,  will  not  conduce  to  the  end  proposed,  they 
may  reject  them,  and  adopt  such  liturgical  books  as  they  may  think 
proper. 

But  no  General  Synod  can  be  allowed  to  possess  or  arrogate  unto  it¬ 
self  the  power  of  prescribing  among  us  uniform  ceremonies  of  religion 
for  every  part  of  the  Church  ;  or  to  introduce  such  alterations  in  mat¬ 
ters  appertaining  to  the  faith,  or  to  the  mode  of  publishing  the  Gos¬ 
pel  of  Jesus  Christ,  (the  Son  of  God,  and  ground  of  our  faith  and  hope,) 
as  might  in  any  way  tend  to  burden  the  consciences  of  the  brethren 
in  Christ 

Sec.  III.  All  regularly  constituted  Lutheran  Synods,  holding  the  funda¬ 
mental  doctrines  of  the  Bible  as  taught  by  our  Church,  not  now  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  General  Synod,  may.  at  any  time,  become  associated  with 
it,  by  adoptingthis  Constitution,  and  sending  delegates  to  its  Convention, 
according  to  the  ratio  specified  in  Art.  II. 

Sec.  IV.  With  regard  to  the  grades  in  the  ministry,  the  General  Synod 
may  give  to  the  several  Ministeriums  their  deliberate  advice,  wherein  the 
circumstances  of  time,  place  and  condition  must  be  duly  contemplated, 
and  a  beneficial  uniformity,  and  actual  equality,  of  rank  among  the  sev¬ 
eral  ministers  must,  as  much  as  possible,  be  had  in  view.  The  General 
Synod  shall  also  advise  such  rules  and  regulations  among  the  several 
Synods  and  Ministeriums,  as  may  prevent  unpleasant  and  unfriendly  col¬ 
lisions,  that  otherwise  might  arise  out  of  any  difference  of  grades  existing 
among  them,  or  from  any  other  possible  causes. 

Sec.  V.  The  General  Synod  shall  not  be  looked  upon  as  a  tribunal  of 


appeal;  it  may,  however,  be  employed  in  the  following  cases,  and  after 
the  following  manner: 

1.  The  General  Synod  may  give  advice  or  opinion,  when  complaints 
shall  be  brought  before  them  by  whole  Synods,  Ministeriums,  Congrega¬ 
tions,  or  individual  Ministers,  concerning  doctrine  or  discipline.  They 
shall,  however,  be  extremely  careful,  that  the  consciences  of  ministers  of 
the  Gospel  be  not  burdened  with  human  inventions,  laws  or  devices,  and 
that  no  one  be  oppressed  by  reason  of  differences  of  opinion  on  non-fun¬ 
damental  doctrines, 

2.  If  parties,  differing  in  matters  of  doctrine  and  discipline,  refer  the 
cause  of  difference  in  a  brotherly  manner  to  the  General  Synod,  they 
shall  institute  a  close  and  exact  scrutiny  and  examination  thereof,  and 
give  their  opinion  on  the  subject  of  difference,  according  to  their  best  in¬ 
sight  of  right,  equity>  and  brotherly  love  and  truth. 

3.  If  difference  between  Synods  be  referred,  the  votes  thereon  shall  be 
taken  by  Synods,  and  the  referring  Synods  shall  have  no  vote. 

Sec.  VI.  The  General  Synod  may  devise  plans  for  Seminaries  of  Edu¬ 
cation  and  Missionary  Institutions,  as  well  as  for  the  aid  of  poor  minis¬ 
ters,  and  the  widows  and  orphans  of  poor  ministers,  and  endeavor  with 
the  help  of  God  to  carry  them  into  effect. 

Sec.  VII.  The  General  Synod  may  also  institute  and  create  a  treasury, 
for  the  effectual  advancement  of  its  purposes. 

Sec.  YIII.  The  General  Synod  shall  apply  all  their  powers,  their  pray¬ 
ers  and  their  means,  towards  the  prevention  of  schisms  among  us;  be 
sedulously  and  incessantly  regardful  of  the  circumstances  of  the  times, 
and  of  every  casual  rise  and  progress  of  unity  of  sentiment  among 
Christians  in  general,  in  order  that  the  blessed  opportunities  to  promote 
concord  and  unity,  and  the  interests  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom,  may  not 
pass  by  neglected  and  unavailing. 

ARTICLE  IY. 

The  General  Synod  shall  choose,  from  among  their  own  number  a 
President  and  a  Secretary;  and  from  among  their  own  number  or  else¬ 
where,  as  soon  as  it  may  be  necessary,  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  con¬ 
tinue  in  office  until  the  next  succeeding  convention.  The  same  person 
is  at  all  times  re-eligible  as  Secretary  or  Treasurer;  but  no  one  may  be 
elected  President  more  than  two  Conventions  in  succession,  and  the  same 
person  cannot  thereafter  be  elected  for  the  two  successively  following 
Conventions. 

Sec.  I.  The  President  shall  act  as  Chairman  of  the  Convention.  He 
may  make  motions,  give  his  opinion,  and  vote  like  every  other  member. 
With  the  consent  and  concurrence  of  the  minister  of  the  place,  where  the 
Convention  is  held,  he  shall  appoint  the  several  preachers  during  the 
Convention.  He  shall  subscribe  all  letters,  written  advices,  resolutions 
and  proceedings  of  the  Synod.  In  extraordinary  cases,  and  by  request 
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of  any  one  of  the  acknowledged  Synods,  made  known  to  him  in  the  form 
of  a  Synodical  or  Ministerial  resolution,  he  may  call  together  special 
Conventions  of  the  General  Synod.  In  case  the  business  of  the  Secreta¬ 
ry  become  too  burdensome  for  one  person  to  execute,  he  shall,  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  Secretary,  appoint  an  assistant  Secretary,  and  make 
known  to  him  what  portion  of  the  labors  he  ought  to  undertake. 

Sec.  II.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceedings,  write, 
attest,  take  care  of  all  the  documents  and  writings,  make  known  the  time 
and  place  of  the  Convention,  through  the  medium  of  the  public  prints,  at 
least  three  months  beforehand,  and  in  the  special  or  extraordinary  cases 
mentioned  in  the  foregoing  section,  he  shall  give  written  notice  thereof  to 
each  of  the  special  Synods  or  Ministeriums. 

Sec.  III.  If  the  President  or  Secretary,  in  the  intermediate  time  be¬ 
tween  the  Conventions,  depart  this  life,  resign  his  office,  or  become  inca¬ 
pable  of  executing  the  same,  the  next  in  office  '  shall  take  his  place 
and  perform  his  duties  ;  if  it  be  the  Treasurer,  then  the  President  shall 
appoint  another  Treasurer,  ad  interim  in  his  stead. 

Sec.  IV..  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  Synod.  He  shall  give  receipts  for  all  moneys  put 
into  his  hands.  He  shall  not  pay  any  moneys  out  of  his  hands  but  by 
order  of  the  President,  attested  by  the  Secretary,  in  pursuance  of  a  res¬ 
olution  of  the  Synod  to  that  effect.  At  every  Convention  of  the  Synod 
he  shall  render  account. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  course  of  business  shall  be  conducted  as  follows,  viz : 

1.  The  deputies  shall  give  personal  notice  of  their  arrival  to  the  minis¬ 
ter  of  the  place,  or  if  the  congregation  be  destitute  of  a  minister,  to 
any  other  person  appointed  by  the  congregation  for  the  purpose,  who 
shall  make  known  to  them  their  place  of  residence,  and  the  place  where 
the  session  shall  be  held. 

2.  At  nine  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  of  the  first  week  day  of  the 
time  of  Convention,  the  session  shall  begin  and  be  opened  with  prayer. 

3.  The  President,  elected  by  the  former  Convention,  shall  act  as  Chair¬ 
man  till  another  President  be  chosen.  In  case  of  his  absence  the 
persons  present  may,  on  motion  made  and  seconded,  appoint  another  in 
his  stead. 

4.  The  members  shall  give  in  to  the  Chairman  their  attestations  or  cer¬ 
tificates.  For  all  the  deputies  from  any  one  particular  Synod,  one  certifi¬ 
cate,  signed  by  the  President  and  attested  by  the  Secretary  of  that 
Synod,  shall  be  deemed  sufficient,  and  all  the  members  of  the  same 
Synod  shall  sit  together. 

5.  If  a  majority  of  the  deputies  of  a  majority  of  the  Synods,  attached 
to  the  General  Synod,  be  present,  the  business  shall  go  on.  If  this  pro¬ 
portion  be  lacking,  the  members  present  may  from  time  to  time  post 


pose  tlic  session  of  the  convention. 

6.  The  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  ballot, 
on  the  first  day  of  the  session,  and  so  soon  as  the  members  shall  have 
given  in  their  certificates. 

7.  The  Proceedings  of  the  former  convention  shall  be  read  by  the 
Secretary. 

8.  Hereupon  follow  the  several  portions  of  business  according  to  ar¬ 
ticle  III.  section  for  section. 

9.  Now  other  mixed  motions  may  be  made,  concerning  the  subjects 
already  discussed,  or  any  other  matters  that  may  occur. 

10.  In  conclusion,  the  General  Synod  shall  appoint,  by  ballot,  the 
time  and  place  of  the  next  Convention,  observing  at  all  times,  however, 
that  one  convention,  at  least,  be  held  every  three  years. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  General  Synod  may  make  whatever  by-laws  they  may  deem  ne¬ 
cessary  5  provided  only,  that  the  said  by-laws  do  not  contradict  the  spirit 
of  the  Constitution. 

No  alteration  of  this  Constitution  may  be  made  except  by  the  con¬ 
sent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Synods  attached  to  this  Convention;  an  exact 
copy  of  the  intended  alterations  to  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  all  the 
Presidents  of  the  District  Synods  in  connection  with  this  body,  with  the 
request,  that  they  would  lay  them  before  their  respective  Synods  for  de¬ 
cision.  If  at  the  subsequent  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  it  shall  ap- 
appear  from  their  minutes  that  two-thinds  of  the  District  Synods  are  in 
favor  of  the  alterations,  they  shall  accordingly  be  made.

Report  of  'the  Executive  Committee . 

In  presenting  to  the  Society  our  Tenth  Biennial  Report,  we  would  in¬ 
vite  its  members  to  join  us  in  thanksgiving  and  praise  to  the  Great  Head 
of  the  Church,  for  the  auspicious  circumstances  under  which  we  meet.  The 
lives  of  our  Missionaries,  and  their  health  and  strength,  have  been  preserv¬ 
ed,  and  no  untoward  event  has  been  permitted  to  impede  their  progress,  or 
to  mar  their  happiness.  We  have  now  ten  missionaries  in  our  employ,  two1 
of  whom  have  been  permitted  to  return  home  for  a  season,  to  recruit. 
The  rest  are  laboring  at  their  respective  posts,  with  acceptance  and  suc¬ 
cess.  The  Synod  of  India,  we  are  happy  to  state,  after  an  intermission 
of  one  or  two  years,  held  its  Fourth  Annual  Convention ,  Dec.  25th, 
1858,  in  Rajahmundry,  at  which  much  business  of  an  important  char¬ 
acter  was  transacted.  We  would  also  announce,  that  the  mission  has 
been  favored  with  some  precious  tokens  of  the  Divine  Presence.  Four¬ 
teen  adult  persons  have  been  added  to  the  churches,  and  some  thirty  more 
are  inquiring  what  they  must  do  to  be  saved.  To  God  be  all  the  praise  1 

State  of  the  Mission. 

Return  of  Missionaries.— Rev.  C.  F.  Heyer  left  his  station  at  Rajah- 
raundry  in  the  spring  of  1857.  A  letter  dated  May  4th,  Red  Sea,  nearly 
opposite  Mount  Sinai,  gave  us  the  first  information  of  his  departure. 
That  station  was  consequently  left  destitute  of  Missionaries,  until  Brother 
Heise  arrived  in  the  fall.  The  vacancy  at  this  station  our  Committee 
deeply  regretted.  Mr.  ITeyer’s  apology  for  leaving  at  the  time  he  did,  is 
expressed  in  his  letter  of  March  2d,  1857.  ‘‘Brother  Heise  informed  me 
some  time  ago,  that  he  would  have  returned  to  India  last  year,  but  the 
Executive  Committee  had  requested  him  to  come  to  America,  where  he 
is  at  present.  When  he  may  be  expected  here  I  know  not.  Having 
wrnited  for  him  two  years,  insteftd  of  one,  as  at  first  arranged,  I  do  not  feel 
inclined  to  stop  here  longer  under  such  uncertainties.”  In  regard  to  his 
health,  which,  he  had  maintained,  could  not  endure  another  hot  season, 
he  writes  May  4th,  on  ship-board;  “With  the  exception  of  occasional 
pain  in  my  right  side,  I  have  nothing  to  complain  of  with  regard  to  my 
health.  The  case  would  have  been  different,  if  I  had  remained  during 
May  and  June.” 

Return  of  Brother  Growling  to  Germany.  In  our  last  Report,  we 
laid  before  the  Society  the  request  of  this  Brother,  that  he,  with  his  fam¬ 
ily,  might  be  released,  for  a  season,  from  their  labors  in  India.  He  had 
been  there  twelve  years,  and  the  Committee  feeling  that  he  needed  a 
change,  cheerfully  acceded  to  his  wishes.”  In  a  letter  dated  Hamburg, 
Sept.  25,  1858,  he  writes  :  ‘After  a  voyage  of  four  months  and  nine  days, 
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we  arrived  safely  in  London.  Blessed  be  God  for  bis  unspeakable  mercy 
in  having  preserved  ns  all  on  the  mighty  deep.  We  had  no  storm  around 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  no  sickness  on  board  except  among  the  na¬ 
tive  crew.”  At  Hamburg  his  friends  came  on  board,  and  received  them 
with  “almost  unspeakable  joy.” 

Mrs.  Lorena  Gunn.  Our  official  relations  with  Mrs.  Gunn  ceased 
July  1st,  1858.  The  following  action  of  our  Board  took  place  at  Albany 
Dec.  7th,  1857.  Whereas  Mrs.  Gunn  has  permanently  located  herself  in 
Springfield,  Ohio,  and  can  no  longer  co-operate  in  the  work  in  which  we 
are  engaged  ;  Resolved ,  That  Mrs.  Gunn  be  notified,  that  her  connection 
with  this  Board  will  be  dissolved  July  1st,  1858. 

The  Falnaud. — At  present  we  have  no  resident  Missionary  at  this  sta¬ 
tion,  although  this  seems  to  have  been,  in  a  certain  sense,  the  most  flour¬ 
ishing  of  them  all.  The  Rev.  Mr.  ITeyer  was  the  founder  of  this  mission 
and,  during  his  residence  there,  the  membership  rose  at  one  time,  to 
nearly  200.  Time,  however,  proved,  as  we  had  feared,  that  they  had 
been  admitted  too  hastily,  as  numbers  of  them  fell  away,  while  others 
seemed  to  have  no  clear  views  of  the  plan  of  salvation.  The  station  has 
been  visited  and  attended  to  by  the  Brethren  Gronning,  Cutter,  Snyder 
and  now  by  Mdssrs.  Snyder  and  Unangst.  It  has  always  seemed  to  be 
dear  to  Mr.  Stokes,  and  to  it  his  money  is  still  contributed.  .  We  owed 
him  upwards  of  300  rupees,  money  which  he  had  loaned  to  our  returning 
Missionaries,  and  which  he  very  kindly  permitted  us  to  retain  until  we 
were  able  to  repay  him.  In  his  last  letter  to  us,  he  begs  our  Committee 
to  accept  said  amount  as  a  donation  to  be  applied  exclusively  for  the 
evangelization  in  the  Palnaud.  The  last  accounts  gave  to  the  Palnaud 
over  50  communicants,  5  families  had  been  receiving  instructions  with  a. 
view  to  baptism.  There  are  preaching  places  7 ;  schools  7  ;  teachers  7  ; 
scholars  52, 

Gvntoor. — Ordained  Missionaries,  2  (Revs.  Wm.  E.  Snyder,  Erias 
Unangst) ;  Assistants  2  (Mrs.  Snyder,  Mrs.  Unangst)  5  Natives,  Catechist, 

1 ;  Colporteurs,  2.  , 

These  Missionaries  reached  their  field  of  labor  about  the  14th  of 
March,  1858.  Brother  Snyder  was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  Eng¬ 
lish  School,  and  as  the  oldest  and  most  experienced  Missionary,  to  exer¬ 
cise  something  of  a  supervision  over. the  mission.  These  Brethren  have 
charge  also  of  the  Palnaud,  and  appoint,  send  out  and  pay  the  teachers, 
catechist,  and  colporteurs.  The  Brethren  will,  probably,  recollect  that 
the  Question  of  a  government  school  at  this  station  was  left  finally  to  the 
judgment  of  the  Missionaries  on  the  ground.  Rev.  Mr.  Snyder  writes  un¬ 
der  date  of  Aug.  28th,  1858 :  “I  have  recently  made  application  for  a  grant 
in  aid  for  an  English  school,  but  have  as  yet  had  no  reply  to  my  letter. 
The  Inspector, "Capt.  McDonald  was  here  two  days  examining  the  school. 
He  encouraged  me  to  make  the  application.  They  have,  indeed,  been  de- 
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ferring  the  establishment  of  a  school  here,  in  hopes,  we  might  be  induced 
to  make  the  application.  The  school  now  numbers  52  boys  of  almost 
every  caste,  about  one  half  of  whom  are  Brahmins.  In  addition  to  this 
there  are  5  other  vernacular  schools  in  and  around  Guntoor,  with  7  teach¬ 
ers.  In  the  girls’  there  are  between  30  and  40  scholars,  9  of  whom  are 
boarders.  In  the  Telugu  school  ke*e  there  are  about  30  pupils  and  in 
the  neighboring  village  about  25.  So  that  the  total  here  and  in  the 
Palnaud  will  be  about  200.  Joseph,  Catechist,  is  engaged  in  distribut¬ 
ing  the  Scriptures  for  the  Madras  Bible  Society,  under  our  superintend¬ 
ence.  Peter  is  acting  as  Colporteur  for  the  American  Tract  Society,  dis¬ 
tributing  tracts  throughout  the  District.  Joseph  also  spends  a  portion  of 
his  time  in  the  same  manner.  He  has  spoken  from  July  to  December 
last,  in  114  villages,  visited  292  families,  given  away  145  portions  of 
Scripture,  and  sold  42.  In  7  villages  the  people,  mostly  Pariahs,  desired 
Christian  schools.  During  7  months  Peter  visited  189  villages,  554  fam¬ 
ilies,  gave  away  620  books  and  sold  89.  The  reports  of  these  two  native 
helpers  are  very  interesting  and  will  be  given  to  our  churches  through 
the  papers.  The  Lord’s  Supper  was  dispensed  (Aug.  27th,  1858)  to 
above  30  communicants. 

Brother  Snyder  writes  again,  Jan.  17th,  1858:  “It  will  be  interesting 
to  learn  that  since  my  last  Report,  we  have  been  permitted  to  baptize  8 
adults.  One  of  these  is  the  only  fruit  of  bazar  preaching.  He  is  very 
sincere  in  the  profession  of  his  faith.  He  has  suffered  some  persecution 
from  his  friends.  The  great  source  from  which  our  churches  here  are 
to  be  filled  up,  is  from  the  Christian  schools,  scattered  here  and  there 
among  the  villages.  At  this  time  there  are  probably  as  many  as  20  or 
■  30  in  the  various  villages,  here  and  in  the  Palnaud,  waiting  to  receive 
the  ordinance  of  baptism.  In  a  few  weeks  we  expect  to  visit  that 
interesting  field,  when,  God  willing,  we  shall  have  many  baptisms  to 
report.” 

Brother  Unangst  writes,  Aug.  21,  1858  :  “Yesterday  Brother  Snyder 
and  I  went  out  to  Jamalagadda,  partly  to  visit  and  partly  to  preach  to 
the  people.  We  were  happy  to  find  the  people  so  willing  to  hear  the 
truth.  Some  50  or  more  surrounded  us,  when  we  came  into  the  town. 
An  old  man,  Simeon’s  uncle,  was  present,  and  seemed  to  be  very  much 
concerned  about  his  soul.” 

This  mission  field  embraces  Guntoor  and  the  Palnaud.  It  has  4  mis¬ 
sionaries,  2  ordained  and  2  assistant;  3  native  helpers;  92  communi¬ 
cants,  of  whom  50  are  scattered  among  some  ten  or  twelve  villages,  70 
miles  west  of  Guntoor;  14  or  15  schools,  with  above  200  scholars;  1  Sun¬ 
day  School,  with  53  scholars.  Who  that  will  carefully  survey  the  whole 
ground,  and  consider  the  numerous  claims  upon  these  two  American 
families,  can  withhold  their  sympathies,  prayers  and  aid  ?  He  that  loves 
Jesus  more  than  he  loves  life,  and  is  a  suitable  candidate  for  the  foreign 
10 
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field,  can  scarce  resist  the  Macedonian  cry,  “Come  over  and  help  us.” 

Raj  a  hmundry. — Ordained  Missionaries  2  (Rev.  F.  A.  Heise,  Rev. 
Adam  Long)  ;  Assistants  2  (Mrs.  Heise,  Mrs*  Long)  ■  Catechist  1  ; 
Colporteur  1. 

Brother  Heise  was  at  his  post  Sept.  1857,  and  Brother  Long,  March, 
1858.  The  former  writes,  Nov.  11,  1858  :  “Yesterday  we  celebrated  the 
Lord’s  Supper  in  our  native  church.  Three  weeks  ago  I  had  the  pleas¬ 
ure  of  baptizing  a  sepoy  and  his  wife.  Both  give  us  much  satisfaction. 
Our  schools  are  doing  very  well  through  the  Lord’s  blessing.  In  the 
English  school  we  have  nearly  80  boys,  and  in  G  Telugu  schools  we  have 
about  160  boys.  In  the  girls’  school  there  are  about  45  scholars.  I 
have  distributed  2,000  Iracts  by  means  of  some  of  our  friends.  A  very 
large  number  of  these  tracts  have  come  into  the  hands  of  the  educated 
natives,  and  native  servants  of  the  government.  There  are,  then,  in  this 
station,  22  communicants,  8  schools,  13  teachers,  285  scholars.” 

Brother  Long  writes,  Aug.  1G,  1858:  “We  have  divine  service  every 
Sabbath  at  8  A.  M.,  when  Brother  Heise  usually  preaches,  and  at  5  P. 
M.,  a  young  man  speaks  (Joseph,  a  native  Catechist).  The  congre¬ 
gation  numbers,  on  an  average,  120.  Instruction  is  given  also  to  the 
young,  which,  through  the  divine  blessing,  must  exert  a  salutary  influ¬ 
ence  upon  the  rising  generation.  The  population  here  ranges  from 
15,000  to  18,000.  The  great  mass  of  the  most  intelligent  and  influen¬ 
tial  portion  of  community  has  scarcely  been  touched  (i.  e.  savingly). 
Although  the  truth  has  been  uttered  by  the  living  voice,  and  commu¬ 
nicated  by  books,  tracts,  and  by  the  Holy  Scriptures,  the  heart  is  still 
unsubdued,  the  people  still  worship  idols.”  This  may  be  all,  in  a  cer¬ 
tain  sense,  true  ;  but  how  far  the  truth  sown  in  their  hearts  may  have 
uprooted  idol  worship,  God  only  knows.  The  church  at  home,  and  our 
brethren  in  India  must  know  that  God’s  word  “will  not  return  to  him 
void.”  "When  that  great  event  shall  take  place,  when  “a  nation  shall 
be  born  in  a  day,”  it  will  then  appear  how  long,  and  through  what 
means  and  instrumentalities,  the  truth  of  God  had  been  secretly  working, 
in  bringing  about  the  glorious  result. 

Brother  Heise  communicates  some  interesting  intelligence,  which  per¬ 
haps,  had  better  be  given  in  his  own  words :  “I  have  to  report  to  you  a 
circumstance  which  is  rather  interesting.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Ochs,  one  of 
the  Leipzig  missionaries,  has  written  me  a  letter,  in  which  he  mentions 
that  he  and  several  other  missionaries  of  that  society  have  changed 
their  views  in  regard  to  caste  among  the  native  Christians.  Hitherto 
they  have  allowed  their  converts  to  observe  the  distinction  of  caste, 
contrary  to  the  practice  of  all  other  denominations  without  exception. 
The  Leipzig  Society  has  of  late  become  more  decided  in  keeping  up 
the  system  among  the  converts.  These  missionaries  being  convinced 
that  such  a  course  is  wrong,  are  upon  the  point  of  separating  from  their 
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Society.  As  Lutherans,  they  would  like  to  join  a  Lutheran  Society,  and 
have  offered  their  services  to  ycur  Board.  They  would  like  to  remain  in 
the  Tamul  country,  which  would  require  the  establishment  of  several 
new  missionary  stations.”  The  Executive  Committee  have  considered 
the  proposal  of  Mr.  Ochs  and  his  brethren,  and  resolved  (Sept.  25th, 
1858,)  that  while  we  rejoice  at  the  position  assumed  by  the  Leipzig 
missionaries  in  regard  to  caste,  we  do  not  feel  at  liberty,  with  the  light 
before  us,  to  accept  or  reject  their  proposal.  Brother  Heise  has  been 
directed  to  continue  the  correspondence  ;  to  ascertain  their  number, 
location,  plan  of  operation,  and  the  probable  expense  of  supporting 
them.  When  we  shall  have  ascertained  all  these  facts,  we  will,  under 
the  Divine  guidance,  seek  such  a  conclusion  as  will  redound  to  the 
advancement  of  the  cause  of  Christ.  Brother  Heise  writes  again,  Jan. 
8th,  1859:  “Your  resolutions  I  have  commnnicated  to  the  Leipzig 
brethren,  and  expect  an  answer  soon.  Mr.  Stokes,  to  whom  the  Sec¬ 
retary,  in  a  recent  communication,  had  incidentally  mentioned  the  above 
proposal,  thus  writes  :  “If  some  of  the  Leipzig  missionaries,  especially 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ochs,  should  join  you,  I  shall  be  truly  glad.” 

Recapitulation . 

There  are  connected  with  our  mission  in  India  :  10  missionaries  ;  110 
communicants-;  2  catechists;  3  colporteurs;  21  schools;  22  teachers  ; 
485  scholars  ;  1  Sunday  school ;  4  native  youths  who  are  preparing  for 
the  gospel  ministry.

A  New  Mission  Proposed. — At  the  last  Synod  of  the  New  York 
Ministerium,  the  fact  that  China  was  now  open  to  the  labors  of  the 
Christian  missionary,  was  stated  and  enlarged  upon,  and  a  desire 
manifested  by  many  of  the  brethren  that  the  Lutheran  Church  in  this 
country  should  take  advantage  of  the  opening.  After  a  thorough  in¬ 
vestigation  of  the  subject,  it  was  unanimously  uResolved,  That  the 
propriety  of  establishing  a  mission  in  China  be  commended  to  the 
special  attention  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  the  United  States.”  A  similar  resolution  was  also  adopted 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Hartwick  Synod  ;  with  the  additional  request 
that  the  Society  establish  such  Mission  at  the  earliest  practicable  pe¬ 
riod.  The  Executive  Committee  have  no  doubt  as  to  the  importance 
and  feasibility  of  such  a  measure  ;  and  only  wait  the  action  of  the 
Society  to  enter  at  once  upon  this  new  and  inviting  held. 
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Requests. — The  burden  of  the  requests  of”  our  brethren  in  Iiidia  are 
comprised  in  the  following  extracts.  Says  one,  writing  from  Kajali- 
mundry,  January  18th  :  “I  hope  your  prayers  are  offered  up  for  us 
continually.  0,  that  we  and  our  mission  might  be  remembered  in 
your  meetings  for  prayer!  Please  present  our  case  to  God’s  people, 
his  faithful  ones.” 

Another,  from  Guntoor,  writes,  Jan.  17th:  “I  trust,  in  the  midst  of 
the  great  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  our  dear  native  land,  our 
little  flocks  here  are  not  forgotten,  but  that  many  an  ardent  prayer 
ascends  to  the  Throne  of  Grace  in  their  behalf.”  “Finally,  brethren, 
pray  for  us,  that  the  word  of  the  Lord  may  have  free  course  and  be 
glorified,  even  as  it  is  with  you.” 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  embodied  in  this  Report,  what  can,  what 
ought  your  Committee  to  say,  but  that  God  is  with  our  Mission,  our 
Society,  and  its  Executive  Board.  It  is  said  :  “In  the  bright  lexicon 
of  truth,  there  is  no  such  word  as  fail.”  If  we  hallow  the  sentiment, 
and  say,  “in  the  Divine  word  of  truth,  there  is  no  such  word  as  fail,”  we 
have  omnipotence,  infinite  wisdom,  and  the  immeasurable  love  of  the 
Redeemer  to  verify  the  sentiment.  Only  believers,  however,  can  use 
such  bold  language.  For  it  is  written,  “All  things  are  possible  to  him 
that  believeth.”  “He  that  believeth  shall  not  be  confounded.”  We  have 
faith  to  believe  that  we  shall  not  fail;  and  we  are  encouraged  by  the  fact, 
that,  under  the  blessing  of  Heaven,  after  years  of  trial,  patient  endur¬ 
ance  and  toil,  our  Foreign  Mission  has  at  length  obtained  a  standing  and 
permanency  that  enables  us,  thank  God,  to  breathe  freely.  To  Him,  and 
only  to  Him,  be  all  the  glory  ascribed,  “world  without  end  !”  Amen.

Of  this  number  forty-nine  have  been  appointed  or  re-appointed  since 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Society,  twenty-one  of  whom  have  withdrawn,  ma¬ 
king  the  whole  number  aided  by  the  Society,  since  its  organization  in 
1845,  two  hundred  and  thirty-seven. 

The  parochial  reports  show  the  following  items  of  industrial  success 
in  our  missions:  Baptized  973  infants  and  104  adults  ;  confirmed  506  ; 
received  by  certificate  or  profession  463  ;  Sunday  schools  established  56, 
attended  by  3,426  scholars ;  Churches  built  28 ;  congregations  organ¬ 
ized  47;  amount  contributed  to  missions  $276  ;  while  in  pastoral  labor 
and  family  visitation,  and  untiring  exertion  for  the  salvation  of  souls 
much  might  be  legitimately  said  in  praise. 

Since  our  last  meeting,  the  Rev.  Charles  Martin,  M.  D.,  was  appointed 
superintendent,  and  filled  the  post  for  about  seven  months,  when  finding 
that  the  expense  to  the  society  was  greatly  beyond  the  advantage  accru¬ 
ing  from  the  office,  he  generously  resigned,  and  assumed  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  duties  of  missionary  in  Chicago. 
As  it  is  not  so  much  a  superintendent,  but  a  collecting  agent  that  is  re¬ 
quired,  the  attention  of  the  Society  is  called  to  this  fact.  The  duties  of  a 
superintendent  can  all  be-  discharged  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary, 
while  perhaps  a  collecting  agent  might  be  of  financial  advantage.  We 
have  had  no  such  traveling  agent  in  the  field  since  the  last  meeting  of 
the  society,  and  if  our  ministers  would  urge  the  cause  on  their  churches, 
we  might  spare  the  expense  of  one  hereafter.  The  Committe  gave  no 
small  portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  entrusted  to  them,  aud  are 
frequently  called  upon  to  decide  important  and  delicate  questions. 
Nothing  presents  more  serious  difficulties  than  the  question  of  continu¬ 
ing  aid  to  missionaries,  when  reports  indicate  a  most  unpromising  state 
of  things  in  their  churches.  If  we  were  to  discontinue  the  aid,  the  mis¬ 
sionary  would  be  compelled  to  leave ;  and  yet  it  is  doubtful  whether  the 
experiment  is  worth  the  money  it  cost  to  sustain  it ;  and  whether  the 
same  man  might  not  be  more  usefully  employed  elsewhere,  or  whether 
another  man  might  not  be  more  successful  in  the  same  field. 

The  attention  of  the  Committee  is  often  directed  to  fields  which  should 
be  occupied;  and  they  have  sometimes  been  unjustly  censured  for  not 
sending  men  and  means.  The  Committee  do  not  feel  bound  to  furnish 
men  unless  the  church  supply  the  means  ;  and  even  if  the  means  were  at 
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hand,  the  men  may  be  wanting.  Almost  every  week,  our  papers  contain 
appeals  for  ministers  from  various  churches,  which  promise  a  good  sup¬ 
port,  and  yet  most  of  them  appeal  in  vain.  If  this  be  so,  how  can  it  be 
expected,  that  your  Committee  should  furnish  men  for  places  which 
promise  nothing  towards  their  support. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Society,  a  lively  interest  was  displayed  on 
the  subject  of  a  mission  in  San  Francisco.  Glorious  descriptions  of  the 
ripeness  of  the  field  were  given;  but  correspondence  with  judicious  men 
in  that  city,  did  not  encourage  the  Committee  to  act  without  grave  con¬ 
sideration.  Besides  this,  the  Committee,  have  not  found  any  man,  who 
was  willing  to  go,  perfectly  qualified,  in  their  judgment,  for  that  field. 

The  frequent  abstracts  of  reports  published  in  our  Church  Journals 
render  it  unnecessary  to  encumber  this  report  with  minute  details  ©f  the 
operations  of  the  Society. 

The  following  is  a  synopsis  of  the  operations  of  the  Home  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Ministerium  of  New  York,  the  Alleghany  Synod  and  the 
Pittsburg  Synod  : 

The  Ministerium  of  New  York  has  sustained  from  its  funds  six  mis¬ 
sionary  stations,  viz  :  Hoboken,  New  Jersey ;  Poughkeepsie,  West  Ley- 
don,  Oswego,  Lyons  and  Oswego,  New  York,  all  German  stations  under 
the  charge  of  five  pastors,  and  at  an  expense  of  $350  or  $700,  since  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Society.

The  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Pittsburg  Synod  transmits  the 
following  report  of  its  operations  during  the  Synodical  years  1757-8  : 

In  the  year  1857  the  society  had  under  its  care  in  Canada  West  six 
missions.  Of  these,  three  were  supplied  with  missionaries  and  the  rest 
vacant,  but  occasionally  supplied  with  preaching.  Wheeling,  Va.,  one — - 
Texas,  one,  and  five  in  the  immediate  bounds  of  the  Synod,  making  a 
total  of  thirteen  missions  with  nine  settled  missionaries.  During  this 
year  there  was  paid  into  the  treasury  by  collections  the  sum  of  $330  15, 
which  with  $250,  received  from  the  Pennsylvatia  Synod,  makes  $580  15. 

In  the  year  1858,  there  were  in  Canada  West  eight  missions,  and 
in  the  immediate  bounds  of  the  Synod  six,  making  in  all  fourteen.  The 
11 
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collections  this  year  amounted  to  $686  15,  which  with  $250  from  the 
Pennsylvania  Synod  made  a  sum  total  of  $936  15. 

These  receipts  being  inadequate  to  meet  the  appropriations,  made  to 
the  mission,  the  Treasurer  was  obliged  to  borrow  to  make  up  the  defi¬ 
ciency. 

The  Society  is  still  prosecuting  with  zeal  its  efforts  in  the  home  field. 
The  receipts  for  the  year  just  closed  will  show  a  considerable  increase, 
whilst  at  the  same  time  new  missions  have  been  laid  out.  During  the 
year  embraced  in  the  report,  several  missions  became  self  sustaining.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  PARENT  EDUCATION  SOCIETY. 


Tuesday  Afternoon,  May  2ith ,  1859. 

The  parent  Education  Society  held  a  meeting  in  Pittsburg 
on  Tuesday  afternoon,  May  24th,  1859. 

Rev  F.  W.  Conrad  was  appointed  Chairman,  and  Rev.  Gr. 
Diehl,  Recording  Secretary. 

Dr.  Baugher  read  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Parent  Education  Society  herewith 
present  their  eleventh  report.  So  far  as  the  facts  of  Beneficiary  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  Lutheran  church  can  be  obtained  without  authenticated  re¬ 
ports  from  the  societies  themselves,  we  are  enabled  to  state  that  the  West 
Pennsylvania  Synod  sustained  during  the  past  year,  14  beneficiaries  ; 
East  Pennsylvania  Synod  14  ;  Maryland  Synod  7  5  Pennsylvania  Synod 
10;  Central  SynodS;  Alleghany  4 Synod  9;  Pittsburg  Synod  1 ;  Hart- 
wick  Synod  4  ;  New  York  Ministerium  9  ;  Virginia  Synod  2  ;  South  Caro¬ 
lina  Synod  6  ;  Synods  of  Illinois  16;  Wittenberg  Synod  2;  Western 
Virginia  4  ;  English  Synod  of  Ohio  2  ;  East  Ohio  5  ;  Olive  Branch  1 ; 
Miami  Synod  5  ;  English  Synod  of  Ohio  2. 

The  whole  number  is  122.  The  portions  of  the  Church,  not  here  rep¬ 
resented,  would  probably  support  50,  making  in  all  172  beneficiaries  sus¬ 
tained  by  the  Lutheran  church  in  this  country. 

These  young  men  are  in  various  stages  of  progress  in  their  preparation 
for  the  ministry. 

From  the  facts  may  be  clearly  seen  the  importance  of  beneficiary  ed¬ 
ucation.  It  has,  in  part,  supplied  a  want  in  the  church  most  deeply  felt. 
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The  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  the  general  revival  of  religion 
throughout  the  church  during  the  two  years  since  the  Society  met  in  Read¬ 
ing,  has  opened  the  hearts  of  many  and  made  them  willing  to  devote  ., them¬ 
selves  to  the  work  of  the  ministry.  We  have  now  more  men, than  means. 
Many  there  are  who  are  willing  to  engage  in  preparation  for  the  gospel 
ministry,  but  destitute  of  the  means.  The  members  of  the  church,  whom 
God  has  now  blessed  in  awakening  young  men  and  making  them  willing 
to  devote  themselves  to  his  service,  are  now  summoned  to  the  test  of 
their  love  for  their  Savior.  They  prayed  “Send  more  laborers  into  thy 
vineyard  oh  Lord  !”  He  has  heard  them.  Many  have  been  converted  to 
God  during  the  past  year,  and  now  he  asks  them  to  educate  and  prepare 
these  men  for  the  work,  whom  he  has  awakened.  He  works  through  his 
church  and  employs  her  as  the  great  instrument  of  evangelizing  the 
world.  He  gives  her  wealth  and  talents  and  influence,  and  requires  of 
her,  not  by  constraint,  but  cheerfully,  gladly  to  consecrate  all  to  Him 
as  a  proof  of  her  love.  Is  she  willing  to  do  it,  and  come  up  to  the  help 
of  the  Lord  against  the  mighty  ?  But  God  asks  of  his  people,  whom  he 
has  blessed  with  the  means  of  educating  their  sons,  to  devote  them  also 
to  his  service  in  the  gospel  ministry.  He  asks  young  men  whom  he  has 
converted  by  his  heavenly  grace  to  engage  in  this  work,  and,  whilst  they 
pray  “Send  forth  laborers  into  thy  vineyard,”  to  consecrate  themselves 
to  this  work.  Why  should  they  not  labor  for  the  Lord  in  saving  souls  as 
cordially  and  as  successfully  as  they  labor  for  themselves  in  keeping  up 
perishable  riches  ? 

Much  of  the  value  and  permanent  blessing  of  the  cause  of  beneficiary 
education  depends  upon  the  character  of  the  men  educated.  They  should 
be  tried  and  approved  before  the  money,  and  the  confidence  of  the  church 
are  given  to  them.  There  is  no  severer  test  of  character  than  a  thorough 
education.  It  is  the  crucible  to  the  metal.  Before  a  young  man,  there¬ 
fore,  is  invited  to  engage  in  this  great  work,  he  should  have  elementary 
training  and  affectionate  pastoral  supervision.  His  piety  not  hastily  de¬ 
duced  from  the  fact  of  a  religious  excitement,  and  then  received  into  the 
church,  but  carefully  scrutinised,  with  time  for  calm  reflection  and  self- 
examination  established  beyond  a  doubt.  His  ability  to  acquire  knowl¬ 
edge  should  be  well  ascertained.  He  should  possess  an  active  mission¬ 
ary  spirit;  not  be  a  drone  in  the  hive,  eating  the  bread  of  idleness.  He 
should  be  modest  and  distrust  his  own  powers,  not  self-conceited  and 
puffed  up  with  vanity,  displaying  in  the  earliest  stage  of  his  course  a 
fondness  for  dress  and  jewelry,  but  trusting  in  the  help  of  God  so  freely 
promised  to  those  who  ask  it.  Finally  he  should  be  a  man  of  prayer 
and  understand  practically  the  value  of  prayer.  If  more  attention  had 
been  given  to  these  particulars,  in  the  selection  of  men  as  suitable  subjects 
for  the  aid  of  the  church,  much  less  reproach  would  have  come  upon 
the  cause  of  beneficiary  education,  and  the  honor  of  our  common  ckris- 
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tianity  would  have  been  better  sustained.  On  this  subject  we  cannot  be 
too  rigid  and  exacting.  The  curse  of  a  cold,  heartless,  indolent  pleas¬ 
ure-loving  and  selfish  ministry,  is  the  greatest  which  can  befall  the 
church.  As  the  guardians  of  the  church,  with  this  high  commission 
from  the  Great  Head  of  the  church,  it  becomes  us,  in  the  midst  of  aboun¬ 
ding  iniquity  and  deception,  to  abound  in  watchfulness  and  earnest  pray¬ 
er  on  this  behalf.  So  that,  whilst  on  the  one  hand,  it  ought  to  be  regard¬ 
ed  as  a  solemn  act  to  reject  from  this  work  any  well  qualified  person, 
on  the  other,  it  is  equally  solemn  to  receive  upon  the  funds  of  the  church 
and  then  into  the  ministry  any  one,  who  does  not  give  evidence  that  his 
heart  is  right  with  God.

Education  Society  of  Illinois. 

As  an  auxiliary  of  the  Parent  Education  Society,  the  Education  Soci¬ 
ety  of  the  Synods  of  Illinois  is  required  to  report  in  connection  with  the 
Parent  Society,  and  the  undersigned  Executive  Committee,  respectfully 
present  the  following  : 

Since  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  in  Reading,  Pa.,  our  cash  re¬ 
ceipts  have  amounted  to  $1,498  G9,  of  which  the  sum  of  $200  was  kindly 
sent  us  by  the  Synod  of  East  Pennsylvania,  for  which  we  desire  thus 
publicly  to  tender  our  grateful  acknowledgments.  The  remainder,  with 
the  exception  of  a  few  small  donations,  was  contributed  by  our  churches 
in  connection  with  the  Illinois  Synods.  We  desire  also  to  state  thahMr. 
J.  R.  Kenedey,  a  gentleman  connected  with  the  Presbyterian  church  in 
Springfield,  furnished  boarding  gratuitously  to  two  of  our  students  du¬ 
ring  the  past  winter,  to  the  amount  of  $160.  We  state  this  act  of  benev¬ 
olence  the  more  cheerfully,  as  it  was  done  voluntarily,  without  any  soli¬ 
citation  on  our  part.  Our  expenses  during  the  same  time,  including  in¬ 
terest  on  borrowed  money,  amount  to  $2,324  72,  overrunning  our  income 
by  $826  03,  which  will  probably  be  increased  $100  by  the  end  of  our 
present  summer  session,  which  closes  in  the  last  week  of  June.  This 
added  to  the  sum  of  $400,  borrowed  several  years  ago,  will  make  the  en> 
tire  amount  of  our  indebtedness,  by  the  time  named,  nearly  or  quite 
$1,300.  To  meet  this  we  have  unredeemed  pledges  by  the  brethren  of 
the  Illinois  Synods  amounding  to  about  $1,200.  This  shows  that  the 
unfortunate  position  in  which  we  find  ourselves  at  present  is  not  owing 
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to  our  having  overdone  the  matter,  or  to  any  unwillingness  on  the  part 
of  our  Western  people  vigorously  to  sustain  this  department  of  our  be¬ 
nevolent  operations,  but  simply  to  the  scarcity  of  money  among  us.  The 
general  failure  of  the  crops  in  the  West  last  year,  added  to  the  previous 
prostration  of  business  by  the  financial  pressure,  have,  for  the  present,  so 
completely  exhausted  our  resources,  as  to  make  collections  for  any  pur¬ 
pose  almost  an  utter  impossibility.  Ours  is  so  entirely  an  agricultural 
country,  that  such  a  failure  affects  us  most  seriously.  We  are  happy  to 
add  that  farming  prospects  for  the  present  season  are  quite  good,  and  if 
it  shall  please  God  to  give  us  good  crops  this  summer,  all  will  be  right, 
six  months  hence. 

During  the  two  years  covered  by  this  report,  24  young  men  have  re¬ 
ceived  more  or  less  aid  from  the  funds  of  our  Society.  Of  these,  eight 
are  Americans,  eight  Norwegians,  five  Swedes,  and  three  Germans.  Of 
the  whole  number,  four  have  entered  the  ministry  of  our  church,  and 
we  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  say,  are  eminently  useful  in  the  Master’s 
cause ;  three  are  in  the  present  Theological  class,  one  has  withdrawn, 
and  sixteen  are  in  the  Collegiate  and  Preparatory  departments  of  Illinois 
University.  As  a  general  thing  we  have  been  highly  gratified  with  the 
deportment  and  progress  of  our  young  men.  As  to  their  piety,  moral 
character,  and  progress  in  study,  we  have  no  fault  to  find.  We  believe 
them  to  be  such  men  as  the  church  will  approve  and  delight  to  aid  in 
their  preparation  for  her  ministry.  The  number  could  be  greatly  in¬ 
creased  and  ought  to  be  increased,  for  our  Western  church  greatly 
needs  their  services,  but  the  means  to  sustain  them  are  wanting.  We 
have,  within  the  last  few  months,  upon  several  occasions,  been  greatly 
embarrassed  in  our  operations.  At  one  time  we  were  withoukmoney  and 
without  bread  to  sustain  our  interesting  family  of  students.  We  had  con¬ 
cluded  to  dismiss  them  all  for  the  remainder  of  the  session,  that  they 
might  go  out  and  wrork  and  earn  something  for  themselves.  Before  the 
final  decision,  we  met  several  times  for  consultation  and  prayer.  A  little 
light  dawned  upon  our  pathway.  Several  small  sums  were  just  then 
sent  into  the  treasury,  and  a  gentleman  was  found  who  was  willing  to 
lend  us  $150  for  several  months  wutliout  interest,  and  by  the  help  of  God 
we  determined  still  to  go  on  to  the  end  of  the  present  session.  We  feel 
sure  that  if  the  church  could  have  looked  in  upon  that  interesting  com¬ 
pany  of  young  men  assembled,  with  anxious  hearts,  to  hear  the  decision 
to  which  we  had  come,  no  farther  appeal  for  aid  would  have  been  needed. 
Hearts  and  purses  would  at  once  have  been  opened,  and  the  necessary 
means  would  have  flowed  in  unbidden. 

We  feel  it  our  duty  to  place  these  facts  before  the  church.  By  the  help 
of  God  we  are  really  doing  a  great  and  good  work  for  our  Zion  in  the 
Great  West,  and  we  ought  to  be  and  must  be  sustained.  We  have  no  doubt 
that,  in  a  short  time,  the  present  embarrassments  of  our  portion  of  the 


country  will  pass  away,  and  its  returning  prosperity  will  also  bring  pros¬ 
perity  to  all  the  enterprises  of  the  church. 

Casting  ourselves  upon  the  Lord  and  his  people  in  this  work  as  in  ev¬ 
ery  other,  we  feel  sure  that  all  will  be  well.

Resolved ,  That  the  plan  of  union  adopted  at  Dayton,  by 
the  Parent  Education  Society,  be  re-published  in  connexion 
with  the  proceedings  of  this  meeting  in  the  minutes  of  the 
General  Synod. 

1.  The  Parent  Education  Society  shall  remain  unchanged 
in  all  its  provisions  and  powers,  except  as  they  may  be  mod¬ 
ified  by  the  provisions  of  this  plan  of  union,  hereinafter  de¬ 
tailed. 
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II.  The  various  District  Synods  in  connexion  with  the 
General  Synod,  which  have  not  already  done  so,  are  request¬ 
ed  to  organize  Synodical  Education  Societies,  auxiliary  to 
the  Parent  Society,  and  to  forward  to  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  of  said  Society,  an  annual  statement  of  their  ope¬ 
rations. 

III.  Should  there  at  any  time  he  any  funds  in  the  treasury 
of  a  Synodical  Society,  not  required  for  the  support  of  its 
beneficiaries,  such  surplus  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Parent  Society. 

IY.  An  Executive  Committee  shall  be  appointed  at  or  near 
the  seat  of  each  of  the  Colleges  and  Theological  Seminaries 
of  our  church,  who  shall  take  charge  of  the  beneficiaries  there 
pursuing  their  studies.  These  committees  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  several  Synods  patronizing  said  institution,  shall  be 
responsible  only  to  these  Synods,  and  shall  have  the  entire 
control  of  the  educational  and  beneficiary  interests  (such  as 
collecting  and  disbursing  the  funds  which  have  been  or  may 
be  raised)  within  their  own  bounds. 

V.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  make  arrangements  for 
holding  a  meeting  and  anniversary  of  the  Society  at  each 
convention  of  the  General  Synod,  and  also  one  meeting  per 
annum  inter-mediately,  at  such  time  and  place  they  may  ap¬ 
point. 

VI.  All  the  funds  which  may  be  received  into  the  treasu¬ 
ry  of  the  Parent  Society,  at  its  anniversaries,  or  from  lega¬ 
cies,  or  surpluses  from  the  Synodical  Executive  Committees, 
or  other  donations,  shall  be  distributed  by  the  Parent  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee,  at  each  annual  meeting,  among  the  Executive 
Committees  of  the  Synodical  Societies,  in 'the  ratio  of  the 
number  of  beneficiaries  sustained  by  each  committee  accord¬ 
ing  to  its  annual  report. 

VII.  All  the  notes  of  beneficiaries,  and  all  other  funds  of 
any  kind,  heretofore  in  the  hands  of  the  ^societies  connected 
with  the  several  institutions,  shall  be  and  remain  the  proper¬ 
ty  of  said  institutions.

CHURCH  EXTENSION  SOCIETY 


A  meeting  of  the  Church  Extension  Society  of  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Lutheran  Church  was  held  on  the  23d  of  May,  1859, 
in  the  English  Lutheran  Church,  Pittsburg.  C.  A.  Morris, 
Esq.,  in  the  Chair — -who  called  upon  Rev.  H.  Wells  to  open 
the  exercises  with  prayer. 

After  the  reading  of  the  minutes,  a  committee  was  appoint¬ 
ed  to  nominate  officers.  This  committee  consisting  of  Prof. 
M.  L.  Stoever,  Rev.  W.  F.  Eyster  and  Philip  Smyser,  Esq., 
presently  reported  the  following  names :

The  reports  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  Treasurer 
were  then  laid  before  the  meeting. 

Report  of  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  beg  leave,  most  respectfully  to  report  that 
since  the  meeting  of  the  Society,  held  two  years  ago,  at  Reading,  Pa., 
the  comparatively  small  amount  of  $1,267  86  has  been  added  to  the  fund. 
This  diminution  of  receipts,  has  been  owing,  we  think,  chiefly  to  the  ex¬ 
traordinary  monetary  pressure,  which  during  that  period  has  affected  the 
business  relations  of  the  entire  country,  the  effects  of  which  are  only  now 
partially  subsiding.  So  general  and  disastrous  has  been  this  pecuniary 
pressure,  that  we  did  not  feel  warranted  in  making  the  experiment  of  ap¬ 
pointing  a  General  Agent  to  visit  the  churches,  to  collect  funds. 

An  accurate  statement  of  the  loans  made,  up  to  the  time  of  the  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  last  General  Synod,  will  be  found  in  the  minutes  of  that  body. 
At  that  time  there  was  an  unappropriated  balance  in  the  treasury  of  $2,- 
038  10.  During  these  two  years  there  have  been  received  into  the  treas¬ 
ury,  likewise,  from  obligations  that  have  come  to  maturity,  $1,025.  Bal- 
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«„nce  now  on  hand,  unappropriated,  $1003  38,  for  which  applications  are 
pending.

When  it  is  recollected,  that  these  loans  have  all  been  awarded,  for  one 
and  more  years,  ‘without  interest ,  but  with  the  confident  expectation, 
that,  at  maturity,  they  would  be  punctually  paid,  these  failures  are  deep¬ 
ly  to  be  regretted,  and  casta  dark  shadow  over  the  future  operations  of 
the  Society.  Had  these  obligations  been  liquidated,  as  was  promised 
and  expected,  at  maturity,  the  sums  thus  accruing  to  the  Treasury, 
might  have  been  loaned  out  again  to  other  needy  congregations,  and 
have  proved  the  means  of  erecting  churches  in  other  destitute  places.  It 
is  proper  to  state,  that  the  reason  assigned  for  the  failures,  in  all  cases, 
has  been  the  pecuniary  revulsion,  already  referred  to.  Whether  the 
other  obligations,  as  they  shall  fall  due,  will  be  paid,  remains  to  be  seen. 
It  is  submitted  to  the  Parent  Society  in  the  exercise  of  that  wisdom  and 
charity  which  come  from  above,  what  steps,  if  any,  are  to  be  taken  for 
the  recovery  of  the  amount  due. 

"Whilst,  without  controversy,  in  the  past  history  of  this  Society,  many 
and  formidable  discouragements  have  hindered  its  progress,  and  measur¬ 
ably  defeated  the  reasonable  expectations  of  its  founders,  it  has,  never¬ 
theless,  by  the  Divine  blessing,  proved  eminently  useful  in  the  promotion 
and  extension  of  the  Kingdom  of  our  Divine  Lord  and  Savior. 

Many  applications  for  loans,  meritorious  in  themselves,  have  been  re¬ 
jected,  as  not  coming  within  the  scope  and  design  of  the  Society,  Some 
of  the  congregations,  who  have  applied  for  loans,  are  not  in  connexion 
with  District  Synods  belonging  to  General  Synod,  which  fact  was  always, 
of  itself,  fatal.  Others  have  net  been  incorporated,  and  could  not  com¬ 
ply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  others,  again 
desired  to  apply  the  money,  not  to  the  erection  of  churches,  but  to  the 
payment  of  church  debts  previously  incurred,  which  applications  have 
been  promptly  and  uniformly  declined. 

Your  Executive  Committee,  at  the  commencement  of  their  operations, 
in  view  of  the  limited  character  of  the  fund,  adopted  the  policy  of  award- 


ing  small  loans,  in  no  case  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  to  feeble  en- 
terprizes.  This  policy  was  based  on  the  principle  of  conferring  the  great¬ 
est  possible  benefit  on  the  greatest  possible  number.  In  reference  to  the 
wisdom  of  this  policy,  in  the  future,  we  request  the  counsel  and  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Society.  In  the  disposition  of  the  funds,  hereafter  to  be  dis¬ 
bursed,  it  is  submitted,  whether  it  would  not  subserve  a  more  effective 
purpose,  to  loan  the  money  out  in  larger  sums,  and  at  the  most  import¬ 
ant  points,  looking  to  the  prospect  of  a  more  certain  return,  and  also  to  the 
real  extension  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States. 

In  the  presentation  of  this  biennial  report,  however  discouraging  in 
some  of  its  aspects,  the  Executive  Committee  cannot  forbear  the  remark, 
that,  in  humble  reliance  on  the  Divine  blessing,  they  have  sought,  with 
conscientious  fidelity  and  integrity,  to  discharge  their  trust  in  such  a 
manner,  as  best  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  Society,  and  acquit  them¬ 
selves  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church.  They  have  met  regularly  once 
in  every  month — sometimes  oftener — and  have  considered  all  the  applica¬ 
tions  presented  to  them,  deliberately  and  prayerfully.  They  have  issued 
one  appeal  after  another,  by  circular  and  through  the  church  paper,  be¬ 
seeching  the  whole  Lutheran  church  in  the  United  States,  to  come  to  the 
rescue  of  this  most  excellent  and  praise-worthy  organization.  They  have 
administered  the  fund  entrusted  to  them,  amounting  to  nearly  $11,000, 
in  the  most  economical  manner,  so  that  the  entire  expense  incurred,  both 
in  its  collection  and  disbursement,  have  amounted  only  to  ninety-nine 
dollars  !  If  the  operations  of  the  Society,  therefore,  have  not  met  the 
sanguine  expectations  of  its  founders,  as  cherished  and  expressed  at  the 
time  of  its  organization,  we  have  the  pleasing  consciousness,  that  the 
failure  has  been  produced  by  causes  wholly  beyond  our  agency  or  control. 

Invoking  the  blessing  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  in  this  and 
all  other  excellent  organizations  of  our  beloved  Lutheran  Zion,  we  re¬

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  next  taken 
up  and  the  question  discussed  at  some  length  as  to  the  course 
that  should  be  pursued  in  regard  to  those  churches  that  have 
failed  to  meet  their  obligations  as  set  forth  in  the  report. 

On  motion,  adjourned  to  meet  to-morrow  afternoon  at  two 
o’clock. 

SECOND  SESSION. 

Tuesday  Afternoon,  3J  o, clock,  May  24 th,  1859. 

Society  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  In  the  absence  of 
the  President,  Peter  A.  Keller,  Esq.,  was  appointed  Chair¬ 
man. 

The  Committee,  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  reported 
through  its  chairman,  Mr.  Sulger,  the  following  resolutions, 
namely : 

1.  Resolved ,  That  this  Society  does  not  find  in  the  Report 
of  the  Executive  Committee  just  read,  anything  discouraging 
as  to  its  future  operations,  but  are  of  the  opinion  that  a 
greater  necessity  is  laid  upon  the  churches,  in  connexion 
with  the  General  Synod,  to  do  their  individual  part  in  sup¬ 
plying  funds  and  means  for  the  immediate  and  pressing  wants 
of  the  Great  West. 

2.  Resolved ,  That  vre  would  reiterate  what  has  been  re¬ 
solved  upon  at  a  former  meeting  of  Synod,  to  wit :  That  the 
objects  of  this  Society  commend  themselves  to  the  sympathy 
and  hearty  co-operation  of  the  Ministers,  Church  Councils, 
and  District  Synods  in  connexion  with  the  General  Synod, 
and  that  wre  recommend  that  a  stated  annual  collection  for 
the  Church  Extension  Society  be  taken  up  on  the  31st  day 
of  October,  or  the  Sunday  nearest  that  day,  in  such  manner 
as  they  severally  may  deem  most  expedient. 

3.  Resolved ,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  requested 
to  prepare  an  appeal  on  behalf  of  this  Society,  embodying 
the  foregoing  resolutions,  to  be  addressed  to  the  different 
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Church  Councils  in  our  connection,  soliciting  them  to  contri¬ 
bute  liberally  toward  the  laudable  objects  contemplated  in 
the  organization  of  this  Society. 

4.  Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  be  requested,  at  its 
present  session,  to  urge  \ipon  the  members  and  delegates 
present,  the  interests  and  necessities  of  the  Church  Ex¬ 
tension  Society,  and  recommend  them  individually  to  do  all 
in  their  power  toward  increasing  the  Funds  of  this  Society, 
thereby  facilitating  its  benevolent  operations  and  the  exten¬ 
sion  of  our  Lutheran  Zion. 

5.  Resolved ,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  instruct¬ 
ed  to  notify  those  churches  and  congregations  that  have  pro¬ 
cured  loans  and  are  in  arrears  on  account  thereof,  that  inter¬ 
est  at  6  per  cent,  per  annum  will  be  charged  thereon  from 
the  date  on  which  their  several  obligation  have  fallen  due, 
and  that  these  instructions  are  intended  to  govern  all  arrear¬ 
ages  that  may  hereafter  fall  due  on  account  of  loans  hereaf¬ 
ter  made  by  them. 

On  motion,  the  Recording  Secretary  was  instructed  to  of¬ 
fer  to  the  General  Synod,  at  the  meeting  to-morrow  morning, 
a  copy  of  the  following  resolution  for  its  adoption,  namely  : 

Resolved ,  That  this  General  Synod  do  regard  with  pleas¬ 
ure,  the  future  prospects  of  the  Church  Extension  Society, 
as  exhibited  in  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
the  bearing  it  has  upon  the  wants  of  the  Great  West,  and  do 
urge  upon  the  members  and  delegates  present,  the  interests 
and  necessities  of  this  Church  Institution,  and  recommend 
them  individually,  to  do  all  in  their  power,  among  their  con¬ 
gregations  and  church  members,  towards  increasing  the 
Funds  of  this  Society,  thereby  facilitating  its  benevolent  op¬ 
erations,  and  the  extension  of  our  Lutheran  Zion.

On  motion  of  Rev.  F.  W.  Conrad,  the  following  preamble 
and  resolution  were  adopted  : 

Whereas,  The  Mission  Church  at  Davenport,  Iowa,  is  now 
in  a  state  of  distressing  embarrassment,  and  whereas,  the  re¬ 
lief  needed  cannot  be  extended  to  it  by  the  Church  Exten¬ 
sion  Society,  according  to  its  Constitution, 


Resolved ,  That  we  hereby  recommend  that  the  pastors  of 
churches  bring  the  wants  of  this  church  before  their  congre¬ 
gations,  at  their  earliest  convenience. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Harkey,  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted: 

Resolved ,  That  the  attention  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Church  Extension  Society,  be  specially  directed  to 
the  wants  of  the  Norwegian  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church, 
at  Leland,  Illinois ;  the  English  Lutheran  Mission  Church, 
at  Chicago,  and  the  English  Lutheran  Church,  at  Springfield, 
Illinois. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  C.  J.  Ehrehart,  the  following  resolu¬ 
tion  was  adopted  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Church 
Extension  Society,  be  instructed  to  procure  an  act  of  incor¬ 
poration  as  soon  as  possible,  conformed  to  the  provisions,  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  Society. 

On  motion,  the  Society  then  adjourned.

Resolved,  That  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  as  read  at  the  anniversary  of  the  Society,  be  incor¬ 
porated  in  its  proceedings  and  published. 

Resolved ,  That  the  proceedings  be  published  in  the  papers 
of  the  church,  and  appended  to  the  minutes  of  the  next  Con¬ 
vention  of  the  General  Synod. 

An  invitation  was  received,  per  Rev.  Dr.  Me  Cron,  from 
the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  of  Baltimore,  re¬ 
questing  the  Society  to  attend  its  daily  meeting  for  prayer, 
at  5  o’clock,  this  afternoon. 

Resolved ,  That  the  invitation  be  accepted. 

An  invitation  was  also  presented,  per  Rev.  Dr.  Morris, 
from  the  Directors  of  Lutherville  Seminary  to  visit  that  In¬ 
stitution  on  VvT ednesday  morning. 

Resolved ,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Society  be  presented 
to  the  Directors,  and  the  invitation  accepted. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Society  now  adjourn  to  meet  again  at 
the  time  and  place  of  the  next  meeting  of  the  Gen.  Synod. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  S.  Sentman. 

On  Monday  evening  the  Anniversary  exercises  of  the  So¬ 
ciety  were  held.  Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  E.  W. 
Ilutter,  and  the  following  Annual  report  read  by  Rev.  L.  E. 
Albert : 

Third  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Lutheran  Board  of  Publication  pre¬ 
sent  their  third  annual  report  to  the  Society  and  the  church  at  large, 
with  devout  gratitude  to  Almighty  God,  who  graciously  smiled  upon 
their  efforts  and  blessed  their  labors. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  no  little  activity  and  of  marked  suc¬ 
cess  for  our  Society.  The  results  of  former  deliberations  and  arrange¬ 
ments  have  commenced  to  appear.  Those  engaged  in  the  management 
of  this  association  have  looked  to  these  results  with  much  comfort,,  and 
take  pleasure  in  pointing  to  them  as  an  earnest  of  what  may  yet  be  ex- 
pected.  Let  it  be  the  heartfelt  prayer  of  every  friend  of  Christian  liter- 


atnre  in  our  church,  that  these  expectations  may  be  speedily  realized  lo 
their  fullest  extent. 

Although  the  past  year  has  been  characterized  by  great  stringency  in 
monetary  affairs,  our  Society  has  steadily  advanced  its  objects  and  in¬ 
creased  its  funds.  Many  thanks  and  much  credit  are  due  to  those  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  Society  to  whose  supervision  its  pecuniary  matters  are  en¬ 
trusted. 

The  unexpected  success  of  our  indefatigable  General  Agent,  Rev.  Ben¬ 
jamin  Keller,  duringHtlie  first  year  of  his  arduous  labors,  encouraged  the 
Executive  Committee  to  hazard  the  opening  of  a  Depository,  as  was  inti¬ 
mated  in  our  last  annual  report.  This  step  was  taken  with  great  circum¬ 
spection,  and  not  until  its  propriety  and  necessity  were  fully  apparent. 
We  believe  the  Church  at  large  has  already  in  many  ways  endorsed  our 
action.  Thus  far  it  has  met  every  expectation.  A  very  suitable  build¬ 
ing  on  Arch  street,  below  Eighth  (Philadelphia),  has  been  leased  for  five 
years  for  five  thousand  dollars — making  our  annual  rent  one  thousand 
dollars,  with  privilege  of  renting  the  basement  as  may  be  deemed  best. 
A  valuable  stock  of  books  and  stationary  has  been  purchased  for  cash, 
to  which  constant  additions  are  being  made  to  suit  the  wants  of  custom¬ 
ers.  In  the  hands  of  a  most  admirable  local  Agent,  Henry  W.  Knauff, 
and  of  his  attentive  assistant,  Jacob  Haupt,  the  quarterly  reports  of  sales 
made  have  been  very  satisfactory. 

The  local  business  has  steadily  advanced,  and  as  our  influence  extends 
and  our  agencies  increase,  we  may  confidently  expect  a  large  proportion 
of  church  patronage.  Already  do  we  feel  the  necessity  of  greater  facili¬ 
ties  in  filling  the  orders  for  the  standard  publications  of  the  General  Syn¬ 
od.  We  have  therefore  continued  the  application  so  publicly  made  to 
the  General  Synod  at  Reading,  1857,  for  the  contract  to  do  its  printing 
with  at  least  equal  chance,  by  the  side  of  other  aspirants,  for  success. 
We  have  reason  to  believe  the  Hymn  Book  Committee  of  the  General 
Synod  will  ere  long  give  out  a  new  contraot,  and  thus  relieve  all  parties 
of  further  expectation. 

The  annual  report  of  the  General  Agent  is  of  the  most  gratifying 
character.  His  fidelity  and  success  are  proverbial.  The  results  of  his 
labors  have  already  appeared  in  extenso,  in  the  papers  of  the  church, 
from  his  own  graphic  pen,  so  that  we  need  merely  present  the  aggregate. 
Father  Keller  commenced  his  labors  March  1,  1857.  Your  committee 
design  to  exhibit  the  data  of  one  year’s  service,  closing  with  February 
28th,  1858.

The  great  aim  of  the  Executive  Committee  now  is  to  raise  a  sum  suffi¬ 
cient  for  the  purchase  of  a  store,  and  thus  save  annually  a  heavy  rent. 
Should  the  labors  of  Father  Kellerbe  continued  to  the  Society  for  a  few 
years  longer,  it  will  doubtless,  under  God,  be  accomplished. 

The  agency  for  the  current  year  was  partially  interrupted  by  the  se¬ 
vere  illness  of  the  agent.  With  devout  gratitude  do  we  acknowledge  the 
Divine  goodness  in  again  restoring  our  beloved  and  useful  brother  to 
health.  May  he  long  be  spared  to  the  Church. 

Associated  with  the  General  Agent,  it  is  designed  to  have  several  sub¬ 
agents.  Rev.  Jacob  Medtart  has  already  labored  in  Maryland  and  Vir¬ 
ginia.  His  reports  will  also  appear  from  time  to  time  in  the  church  pa¬ 
pers.  Your  committee  will  leaye  no  means  unemployed  to  accomplish 
the  work  entrusted  to  them. 
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We  take  great  pleasure  in  referring  to  the  condition  and  prospects  of 
the  Lutheran  Home  Journal.  At  no  time  since,  under  the  control  of  our 
Society,  has  it  given  such  good  promise  of  success.  Under  the  man¬ 
agement  of  Messrs.  Iloupt  &  Knauff,  it  has  received  a  new  life,  and  bids 
fair  to  attain  a  vigorous  growth.  A  single  agent  in  a  few  months  return¬ 
ed  over  two  hundred  names  as  new  subscribers.  It  deserves  a  place  in 
every  Lutheran  family  in  our  land.  We  bespeak  for  it  the  cordial  sup¬ 
port  of  the  Society.  As  an  association,  we  cannot  safely  dispense  with  it. 

Under  the  peculiar  circumstances  in  money  matters,  it  was  deemed 
necessary  to  follow  the  example  of  other  much  older  and  more  richly  en¬ 
dowed  Boards  of  Publication,  in  refusing  to  publish  much  during  the 
past  year.  The  works  which  have  gone  forth  under  our  imprint  since 
our  last  report  have  been  favorably  received.  Negotiations  are  in  pro¬ 
gress  to  bring  out  others  as  soon  as  business  begins  somewhat  to  revive. 
Special  contributions  having  been  made  by  several  members  of  St.  James’ 
Lutheran  church,  Gettysburg,  and  by  a  member  o(  St.  Matthew’s  con¬ 
gregation,  Philadelphia,  towards  the  publication  of  Bogatsky’s  Golden 
Treasury,  an  edition  of  which  may  be  expected  beipre  long,  the  Board 
having  made  arrangements  for  a  new  translation  from  the  original. 

More  fully  convinced  than  ever  of  the  importance  of  this  Society  to 
the  rapid  development  of  our  church  resources,  we  again  commit  its  in¬ 
terests  to  the  sympathy  of  its  friends,  and  to  the  care  and  control  of  Him, 
by  whose  blessing  alone  it  can  attain  to  permanent  usefulness. 

Interesting  and  able  addresses  were  then  delivered  bj  Rev. 
T.  Stork,  D.  I).,  of  Philadelphia,  and  Rev.  G.  F.  Ivrotel,  in 
the  presence  of  a  large  and  attentive  assembly.  After  which 
the  Benediction  was  pronounced  by  the  President  of  the  So¬ 
ciety.

The  Society  convened  according  to  adjournment.  Rev. 
Frederick  Ruthrauff  was  called  to  the  Chair,  and  prayer  of¬ 
fered  by  Rev.  D.  Garver.  The  annual  report  was  then  read 
by  Rev.  T.  T.  Titus,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Publication.  After  which,  addresses,  interesting  and  ap¬ 
propriate  to  the  occasion,  were  delivered  by  Rev.  F.  Spring¬ 
er,  Rev.  Dr.  McCron  and  Rev.  R.  A.  Fink. 

Fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication. 

The  Lutheran  Board  of  Publication  desire  to  present  their  Fourth  An¬ 
nual  Report  to  the  Society  they  represent,  with  feelings  of  devout  grati¬ 
tude  to  the  Head  of  the  Church  for  whatever  success  may  have  crowned 
their  efforts  in  the  sphere  of  labor  assigned  them.  If  these  efforts  have 
not  resulted  in  the  accomplishment  of  as  much  good  as  Ike  friends  of 
the  cause  may  have  desired  and  anticipated,  it  must  be  recollected  that 
institutions  of  extensive  and  beneficial  influence  cannot  spring  forth, 
Minervadike,  fully  equipped  for  usefulness  in  a  few  months,  or  even  years; 
they  are  the  product  of  the  combined  wisdom  and  energy  of  Christian  hearts 
and  hands,  patiently  and  perseveringly  toiling  on  for  many  years,  laying 
broad  and  deep  the  foundations,  and  cautiously  placing  stone  after  stone 
of  wrell-tested  solidity  and  beauty  in  the  superstructure.  Thus  slowly, 
but  surely,  have  the  great  institutions  of  the  past  and  present  arisen 
from  small  beginnings,  to  be  edifices  of  harmonious  proportions  and  un¬ 
crumbling  durability,  a  praise  in  the  earth  and  a  blessing  to  mankind. 

G  uided  by  such  examples  as  well  as  by  the  dictates  of  sound  reason, 
the  Board  have  preferred  to  hasten  slowly  in  the  work  entrusted  to  their 
hands,  and  to  build  strongly  and  compactly,  rather  than  rapidly.  If  they 
have  been  remiss  in  duty,  and  are  guilty  of  unfaithfulness  to  their  trust, 
“Let  him  that  is  without  sin  cast  the  first  stone,”  and  the  first  vote  to 
transfer  our  publication  interests  to  other  hands.  Whilst  conscious  of  hu¬ 
man  imperfections,  they  can  sincerely  say  u  We  have  done  what  ive  could .” 
Nor  have  their  efforts  been  feeble  and  fruitless,  though  they  thus  dis¬ 
claim  any  pretensions  to  great  achievements.  With  hearts  fully  devoted, 
they  believe,  to  the  interests  of  vital  piety  and  the  welfare  of  our  beloved 
Zion,  they  have  steadily  aimed  at  the  development  and  circulation  of  a 
sound  Lutheran  literature  in  the  church,  according  to  the  declared  ob* 
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ject  of  your  Society.  In  order  the  most  successfully  to  carry  out  this 
cardinal  design  of  their  appointment,  the  Board  have  felt  convinced  that 
a  Publication  House,  the  property  of  the  Society,  was  indispensable,  as  a 
centre  of  operations  and  a  source  of  revenue.  In  this  they  were  guided 
by  the  experience  and  practice  of  all  other  denominations  which  have  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  work  of  publication,  each  having  a  depository,  which,  in 

« 

many  cases,  is  a  source  of  much  pecuniary  profit  as  well  as  an  all-impor¬ 
tant  adjunct  to  the  work  of  publishing  and  circulating  the  literature  of 
the  Church. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Society  held  in  Baltimore  about  a  year  ago, 
it  was  communicated  to  the  members  present  and  also  through  our  de¬ 
nominational  papers  to  the  Church  at  large,  by  the  report  of  the  former 
worthy  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board,  that  a  commodious  and  ele- 
gible  house  had  been  rented  by  the  Board  on  Arch  street,  below  8th, 
Philadelphia,  in  which  a  Depository  of  Lutheran  books  and  other  stan¬ 
dard  religious  works  was  opened  in  September,  1857.  This  was  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  a  Publication  House,  such  as  was  contemplated  by  the  foun¬ 
ders  of  the  Society,  and  authorized  to  be  established  in  the  Vltli  Article 
of  the  Constitution.  It  still  exists,  and  has  been  gradually  enlarging  its 
operations  and  usefulness  since  its  commencement.  The  first  year  or 
more  of  its  existence  was  the  period  of  “hard  times,’7  of  money  pressure 
and  pecuniary  embarrassment  unprecedented.  All  branches  of  trade 
were  prostrated,  and  the  book  business,  which  is  usually  considered  as 
furnishing  the  luxuries  rather  than  the  necessaries  of  life,  received  a 
blow  from  which  it  is  only  now  fairly  beginning  to  recover.  During  this 
season  of  financial  prostration,  the  Publication  House  managed  to  keep 
above  water,  and  hold  its  ground,  young  as  it  was.  Fortunately,  its  bus¬ 
iness  had  not  yet  expanded  to  any  great  extent,  and  it,  therefore,  by  pru¬ 
dent  management,  passed  safely  through  the  crisis.  During  the  year 
now  passed,  and  especially  during  the  past  winter,  the  business  of  the 
store  has  exhibited  a  gratifying  and  steady  increase.  For  the  six  months 
ending  July  1st,  1858,  the  total  sales  were  $2,470  59  ;  for  the  six  months 
ending  January  1st,  1859,  they  were  $3,099  29.  Total  sales  for  the  year 
1858,  $5,569  88.  For  the  first  three  months  of  the  current  year,  the 
sales  amounted  to  $2,500  00  *,  for  the  month  of  April  they  were  $1,361- 
34.  Total  sales  since  1st  of  January  about  $4,000 ;  or  more  than  two- 
thirds  the  entire  sales  of  last  year,  thus  showing  a  large  increase  of  bus¬ 
iness  which  surely  argues  well  for  the  future  activity  and  usefulness  of 
the  establishment.  Every  week  and  month  brings  to  it  more  and  more 
of  the  patronage  of  the  church,  and  the  Board  cannot  but  believe  that 
the  more  fully  it  becomes  known  to  the  pastors  and  members  of  our  Zi¬ 
on,  that  all  our  Lutheran  publications  and  all  other  religious  books,  in¬ 
cluding  the  books  of  the  Am.  S.  S.  Union,  Tract  Society,  etc.,  can  be  ob¬ 
tained  as  cheaply  at  our  Publication  House  as  elsewhere,  and  yet  allow 


us  the  benefit  of  the  trade  discount,  they  will  send  on  their  orders  to  this 
establishment  of  the  church,  and  have  them  promptly  filled  by  the  wor¬ 
thy,  correct  and  obliging  Local  Agent. 

But  a  serious  drawback  to  the  prospects  of  the  Publication  House,  and 
the  general  financial  operations  of  the  Board,  has  hitherto  existed  in  the 
heavy  rent  which  had  to  be  paid  for  the  building  in  which  the  store  is  lo¬ 
cated.  This  rent  not  only  absorbed  the  profits  of  the  business  done,  but 
made  large  demands  upon  the  treasury  of  the  Society,  and  thus  prevented 
the  publication  and  circulation  of  books,  which  the  Board  feel  to  be  their 
great  ultimate  duty.  Although  reluctant  to  use  the  funds  contributed  by 
the  church  through  the  labors  of  the  indefatigable  General  Agent,  mere¬ 
ly  for  the  payment  of  rent,  the  Board  still  saw  no  other  alternative  than 
to  do  so  for  a  time,  until  an  opportunity  offered  to  purchase  a  property 
in  behalf  of  the  Society,  to  belong  to  it,  and  to  be  used  as  a  permanent 
location  for  the  Depository  and  a  centre  for  their  future  publishing  oper¬ 
ations.  To  purchase  a  suitable  house  at  this  stage  of  their  existence  in 
Philadelphia,  without  involving  themselves  inextricably  in  debt,  was  to 
them  a  subject  of  intense  solicitude  and  frequent  deliberation.  Satis¬ 
fied  of  the  necessity  of  such  a  house,  they  determined,  in  reliance  upon 
God,  and  the  support  of  his  people  in  the  Lutheran  Church,  to  make  the 
purchase,  formidable  as  the  transaction  appeared.  Great  success  having 
attended  the  efforts  of  the  General  Agent  in  obtaining  subscriptions 
during  the  winter,  supposing  that  property  would  enhance  in  value  as  bu¬ 
siness  revived,  they  proceeded  to  effect  the  purchase  of  a  substantial  three 
story  brick  house,  on  9th  street,  below  Arch,  in  a  business  locality  of  the 
city,  for  the  sum  of  $10,500, — $6,000  of  which  can  remain  in  mortgage 
on  the  property,  to  be  paid  at  any  future  time.  With  some  additional 
expense  to  put  the  building  in  order  for  occupation  by  the  store,  the 
Board  will  have  a  permanent  location  for  their  future  operations.  The 
part  of  the  house  not  used  by  them  will  rent,  as  a  dwelling,  for  a  sum 
.sufficient,  it  is  supposed,*  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  mortgage,  leaving  only 
the  salary  of  the  local  agent,  taxes,  &c.,  as  the  regular  yearly  expenses. 
These  will  not  amount  to  as  much  as  has  been  paid  for  rent  alone,  and 
will  be  met,  no  doubt,  by  the  profits  and  the  sales.  As  soon,  therefore, 
as  the  Church  enables  the  Board  to  make  the  cash  payments  necessary 
in  the  purchase  and  fitting  up  of  the  property  they  have  purchased,  which 
.will,  it  is  confidently  hoped,  be  promptly  done,  the  way  will  be  open  for 
embarking  more  extensively  in  the  work  of  publishing  and  circulating 
‘Lutheran  literature.  The  work  thus  far  done  is  mainly  preliminary,  and 
yet,  not  on  that  account,  unimportant.  Indeed  the  Board  feels  that  in  the 
purchase  of  a  house  for  a  permanent  location,  they  have  laid  the  surest 
foundation  for  the  future  success  of  the  Society.  Without  a  fixed  home 
they  were  houseless  wanderers,  but  now  they  hope  soon  to  have  a  “local 
habitation'”  us  well  as  “a  name.''' 
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Though,  on  account  of  the  causes  mentioned,  the  Board  have  not  done 
much  in  publishing  books  during  the  past  year,  they  have  not  been  alto¬ 
gether  inactive  in  this  direction.  Bogatsky s  Golden  Treasury ,  transla¬ 
ted  so  faithfully  and  well  by  Rev.  Dr.  C.  W.  Schaeffer,  of  Germantown, 
and  stereotyped  by  the  contributions  of  several  warm-hearted  Christians, 
at  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  and  a  liberal  donation  from  a  lady  belonging  to  St. 
Matthew’s  Church,  Philadelphia,  was  first  sent  forth  to  the  church  in  De¬ 
cember  last,  and  it  affords  the  Board  much  pleasure  to  announce  that  its 
sale  has  even  exceeded  their  expectations,  sanguine  as  they  were,  that 
such  a  devotional  manual  would  be  welcomed  gladly  by  the  church,  especi¬ 
ally  at  this  season  of  revivals  and  increasing  spirituality.  The  first  edition 
was  exhausted  in  March,  and  a  second  edition  has  been  printed,  which  has 
also  nearly  disappeared  from  the  shelves  of  the  Publication  House.  The 
rapid  sale  of  this  little  book  proves  at  least  two  things  to  the  Board.  1. 
That  the  Lutheran  church  in  America,  appreciates  our  effort  to  render 
faithfully  into  the  English  the  rich  literature  of  the  Mother  Church  in 
Germany,  and  will  prefer  such  faithful  translations  to  the  mutilated 
form  in  which  the  same  work  may  be  offered  to  it  by  others.  2.  That 
practical  and  devotional  works  rather  than  polemical  and  doctrinal  ones, 
are  most  likely  to  find  a  wide  circulation,  and  exert  a  hallowed  influence 
upon  the  people.  “  Father  Keller  little  thought  what  areal  treasure  that 
little  book  would  prove  to  me  whenhe  brought  it  to  our  house”  said  a  la¬ 
dy  who  had  recently  given  her  heart  to  Christ,  and  who  had  been  greatly 
benefited  while  under  conviction  for  sin,  by  reading  the  Golden  Treasury. 
Such  facts  show  the  influence  for  lasting  good  exerted  by  publications  of 
this  kind.  In  addition  to  the  Golden  Treasury,  the  Board  have  published 
an  edition  of  the  24mo.  Lutheran  Hymn  Book,  being  authorized  to  do 
so  by  the  Hymn  Book  Committee  of  the  General  Synod.  This  edition, 
printed  in  November,  was  exhausted  in  April,  and  another  has  been  au¬ 
thorized  by  the  Committee,  and  is  now  on  hand.  ^Vn  edition  of  the  48mo. 
Book  has  also  been  authorized  and  will  soon  be  issued.  The  total  num¬ 
ber  of  Hymn  Books  sold  from  the  time  of  publishing  till  the  31st  of 
March  last,  is  2881.  This  is  a  gratifying  fact  to  all  who  desire  to  see 
the  Books  of  the  Church  published  by  the  Publication  Society  of  the 
Church,  since  it  shows  the  willingness  of  Lutherans  to  patronize  the  So¬ 
ciety  in  this  particular.  The  Board  published  no  Christmas  Book  last 
year,  as  they  did„on  former  occasions,  having  on  hand  a  number  of  cop^ 
ies  of  the  Life  Pictures  from  the  Missionary  field,  with  which  they  sup¬ 
plied  the  demand  for  Christmas  Books. 

The  prospect  for  the  future  in  the  publication  work  is  cheering.  Two 
standard  works,  loudly  called  for  in  the  church,  are  in  a  course  of  publi¬ 
cation  and  will  be  issued  in  a  few  months.  One  of  these  is  a  Lutheran 
Ihayer  Book  of  an  improved  and  superior  character,  embracing  the  best 
devotional  utterances  heretofore  published,  with  much  original  matter,

skilfully  arranged  and  adapted  to  family  and  closet  devotion.  The  oth¬ 
er  is  a  Lutheran  S.  School  Hymn  Book,  compiled  from  the  best  sources, 
Lutheran  in  tone  as  well  as  name,  and  adapted  to  Infant  S.  Schools. 
Both  these  works  are  in  the  hands  of  competent  committees,  wlib  will, 
ere  long,  give  them  to  the  press.  The  funds  to  stereotype  them  both 
have  been  generously  donated  by  liberal  Lutheran  Christians.  In  cases 
where  such  donations  are  made,  the  Board  cannot  hesitate  to  publish, 
since  there  is  but  little  outlay  from  the  general  funds  of  the  Society. 
But  in  the  case  of  books  offered  for  publications,  where  the  expense  of 
stereotyping  would  have  to  be  borne  by  the  Board,  they  have  felt,  under 
the  pressure  of  the  times  and  the  desire  to  husband  their  resources  for 
the  purchase  of  a  house,  that  they  should  proceed  very  cautiously.  Hence 
they  have  declined  to  publish  works  which  they  approved,  and  are  hold¬ 
ing  under  consideration  and  abeyance  others  of  a  highly  unexceptiona¬ 
ble  character.  A  want  of  funds,  alone,  leads  them  to  discriminate, 
among  approved  works,  in  favor  of  those  which  cost  their  treasury  least 
and  sell  the  readiest.  It  is  fondly  hoped  that  the  time  will  soon  arrive  when 
no  book  need  be  set  aside  on  account  of  the  cost  of  publication,  and 
when  all  works  approved  by  the  publishing  committee,  will  be  at  once 
sent  forth  to  the  church.  We  pray  for  the  speedy  coming  of  that  time. 

The  Board  again  takes  occassion  to  call  attention  to  the  Lutneran 
Home  Journal  and  its  interests.  This  journal,  though  it  has  not  been, 
since  Jan.  1858,  directly  published  by  the  Board,  yet  has  its  imprint  and 
sanction,  and  is  eminently  conducive  to  the  welfare  of  our  operations, 
being,  in  a  measure,  a  connecting  medium  between  us  and  the  church. 
Its  present  condition  is  prosperous,  though  an  effort  on  the  part  of  its 
readers  and  friends,  to  extend  its  circulation  and  furnish  interesting  mat¬ 
ter  for  its  columns,  would  be  thankfully  received.  Accounts,  especially, 
of  the  out-pouring  of  God’s  spirit  on  our  congregations,  interesting  com¬ 
munion  sermons,  the  erection  and  dedication  of  new  churches,  &c.,  would 
be  very  acceptable  to  the  compiler  of  the  church  intelligence  depart¬ 
ment.  That  a  periodical  of  this  kind  is  needed  in  our  church,  all  must 
admit ;  yet  to  make  it  what  it  ought  to  be,  all  who  love  our  Zion  must 
lend  their  co-operation.  The  Journal  has,  for  the  last  year  it  is  believed 
commended  itself  to  its  patrons  by  its  punctual  publication  and  mail- 
merit  at  the  beginning  of  each  month,  by  its  increasing  number  of  illus¬ 
trations,  and  by  the  variety  and  worth  of  its  generally  well-written  and 
instructive  articles.  The  May  number  will  bear  a  favorable  comparison 
with  any  denominational  Dollar  Monthly  in  our  country,  of  its  age,  for 
it  must  be  remembered  that  it  is  not  a  $3  Magazine  of  years  standing 
and  general  circulation,  but  a  Lutheran  Home  Journal,  two  and  a  half 
years  old,  furnished  for  one  dollar.  The  Board  feels  satisfied  that  the 
active  and  persevering  brethren  who  now  publish  ii  will  spare  no  pains 
to  render  it  worthy  the  patronage  of  the  church  and  a  profitable  visitor 
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to  every  Lutheran  family,  and  we  therefore  make  this  appeal  in  its  behalf 
to  all  who  desire  a  Lutheran  Home  Magazine. 

It  only  remains  for  the  Board  to  notice  tho  labors  and  success  of  their 
true  and  tried  General  Agent — Father  Keller.  And  they  do  so  with 
gratitude  to  God  who  has  had  this  beloved  Father  in  his  covenant  keep¬ 
ing  whilst  traversing  the  church  in  behalf  of  the  Publication  cause.  His 
life  and  health,  though  jeoparded  greatly  by  his  arduous  labors,  have 
been  precious  in  the  sight  of  heaven.  Though  at  times  afflicted  for  a  sea¬ 
son,  he  has  been  graciously  restored  in  a  few  days  to  his  usual  vigor,  and 
lias  prosecuted  his  work  with  an  earnest  heart  and  an  untiring  hand.  The 
Board  also  acknowledge,  with  many  thanks  to  the  churches  he  has  visi¬ 
ted,  the  kind  reception  he  has  everywhere  met  from  pastors  and  people. 
Through  the  aid  and  co-operation  of  these,  he  has  been  greatly  facilita¬ 
ted  in  his  labors,  and  their  result  rendered  highly  gratifying.  A  liberal 
response  has  been  given  to  his  appeal  wherever  he  has  presented  it,  and 
the  voice  of  the  church,  thus  enunciated,  has  greatly  encouraged  the 
Board  in  their  operations,  and  induced  them  to  take  the  steps  they  have, 
in  purchasing  a  permanent  location.  They  are  satisfied  that  the  Publi¬ 
cation  cause  is  one  that  commends  itself  to  every  intelligent  Lutheran, 
as  essential  to  the  prosperity  and  full  development  of  our  church  in  this 
country,  and  they  therefore  believe  that  it  will  not  be  suffered  to  languish 
or  be  retarded  in  its  operations,  for  the  want  of  funds. 

The  annual  report  of  our  General  Agent  was  presented  at  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  his  second  year’s  service  which  occurred  the  first  of  March  last. 
It  presents  an  aggregate  of  moneys  collected,  exclusive  of  old  subscrip¬ 
tions,  amounting  to  $4,432  25.  Of  this  sum,  $2,484  09  were  cash  and 
the  rest  in  unpaid  subscriptions.  The  General  Agent  also  collected  on 
backstanding  subscriptions,  before  reported,  $1,010,  making  the  amount 
actually  brought  by  him  into  the  Treasury,  $3,494  09.

If  it  be  asked  what  has  the  Board  done  with  these  and  former  sums 
collected  from  the  churches,  it  is  answered  that  a  considerable  portion 
has  hitherto  necessarily  gone  to  defray  the  expenses  incident  to  the 
establishment  of  a  new  enterprise.  The  rent  of  the  house,  heretofore 
noticed,  has  absorbed  a  considerable  sum,  and  the  gradual  enlargement 
of  the  stock  of  books  on  hand  at  our  Depository,  also  required  frequent 
appropriations  ;  while  the  salaries  of  our  General  and  Local  Agent  and 
his  assistant,  though  all  exceedingly  moderate,  increased  the  amount  of 
expenses. 

There  was,  on  the  1st  of  January,  1859,  in  the  Depository,  merchan¬ 
dize,  outstanding  dues,  cash-fixtures,  &c.,  amounting  in  all  to  $4,446  08, 
as  the  total  assets  of  the  store  ;  from  which  deduct  liabilities  amounting 
to  $1,691  53,  and  the  sum  of  $3,012  51  is  left  as  the  net  capital  invested 
in  the  Publication  House.  To  this  add  $1,500  in  cash  and  safe  invest¬ 
ments  and  you  see  $4,512  unexpended  and  legitimately  employed  in  the 
publication  business.  If  a  large  sum  has  been  expended  for  rent, 
&c.,  it  has  been  a  necessity  that  could  not  be  avoided,  but  which  will 
be  obviated  in  part  as  soon  as  we  get  possession  of  the  house  purchas¬ 
ed  in  9th  street.  Suffice  it  to  say  on  this  point,  that  whatever  may 
have  been  our  expenses,  they  have  not  been  carelessly  incurred.  Every 
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Uem  has  been  strictly  scanned,  and  our  resources  carefully  husbanded, 
feeling  that  we  are  the  stewards  of  the  churches’  benefactions.  The  la¬ 
bor  of  the  members  of  the  Board  has  all  been  gratuitous,  and  in  some 
cases  expensive  to  themselves  ;  yet  these  sacrifices  have  been  cheerful¬ 
ly  made  for  the  good  of  the  cause.  Beside  this,  our  venerable  General 
Agent— Father  Benjamin  Keller — has  furnished  an  instance  of  pecuniary 
sacrifice  in  this  enterprise,  which  deserves  to  be  recorded  to  the  hon¬ 
or  of  his  grey  hairs  and  pious  heart.  Of  his  own  accord,  he  has  re¬ 
linquished  one  half  his  stipulated  salary,  consenting  to  continue  his 
labors  for  $500  per  annum,  which  is  far  less  than  his  services  are 
worth  to  the  Board,  and  less  than  any  similar  agent  receives.  He 
thus  virtually  pays  several  hundred  dollars  into  the  Society’s  treasury, 
besides  his  indespensable  labors  to  fill  it  from  the  donations  of  the 
church.  Such  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  church  and  the  glory 
of  God,  demands  the  warmest  c commendation  of  all,  and  will  surely 
have  its  meet  reward  in  a  better  world. 

Such  is  a  brief  outline  of  the  operations  of  the  Board  for  the  past 
year,  and  its  present  condition.  The  future  is  in  God’s  hands.  It  is 
not  without  promise  to  our  cause.  The  Publication  Society  of  the 
Lutheran  church  is  yet  an  infant.  It  has  not,  however,  been  altogether 
useless  or  inactive.  It  has  been  gradually  gathering  strength  of  mus¬ 
cle  and  height  of  stature.  Its  friends  are  rapidly  multiplying.  The 
voice  of  obloquy  and  opposition  is  dying  away.  A  great  work  lies 
before  it.  Shall  it  be  done — hone  promptly  and  done  well  ?  Dare  it 
be  neglected  ?  Who  that  loves  our  Zion  will  shrink  from  the  path  of 
duty  marked  out  for  us  in  this  direction.  Who  will  prove  recreant  to 
the  task  of  giving  to  our  membership  a  pure  evangelical  church  liter¬ 
ature,  of  which  our  posterity  may  be  proud  and  the  world  not  asham¬ 
ed?  Let  us,  with  renewed  zeal,  engage  earnestly,  with  heart  and  hand, 
in  tills  noble  work,  and  God  will  crown  our  efforts  and  receive  all  the 
glory?

Rev.  T.  T.  Titus,  in  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board,  was  chosen  Treasurer  pro.  tem. 

Rev.  Dr.  Schaeffer,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Publication, 
requested  the  Society  to  memorialize  the  General  Synod  on 
several  subjects,  connected  with  the  publications  of  the  Gen- 
eral  Synod,  in  which  the  Board  felt  a  special  interest. 

The  request  was  granted,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Pohlman  and  Mr. 
L.  L.  Houpt  were  appointed  a  committee  to  present  the  me¬ 
morial  to  the  General  Synod. 

The  following  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  previously 
announced  in  the  Church  papers,  were  proposed  and  adopted : 

Article  III,  so  as  to  read ; 

“The  Society  shall  hold  its  meetings,  at  the  time  and  place 
of  the  meeting  of  every  General  Synod  of  the  Lutheran 
Church,  or  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Society  may  desig¬ 
nate,  when  there  shall  be  elected  a  President  and  Secretary. 
At  the  same  time  the  Society  shall  elect  a  Board  of  Publica¬ 
tion,  to  hold  its  meetings  in  Philadelphia,  and  to  be  composed 
of  twenty-four  members,  all  of  whom  shall  be  members  in 
good  standing  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  and  two- 
thirds  of  whom  shall  be  within  such  a  distance  of  Philadel¬ 
phia  as  to  be  able  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board.” 

Article  X,  so  as  to  read  : 

“The  awards  of  books  and  publications  shall  not  be  ex¬ 
tended  to  those  who  may  become  life-members  and  directors 
after  the  1st  of  June,  1859.  Each  life-member  shall  be  en¬ 
titled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  meetings  of  the  Society,  and 
each  life-director  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  meetings 
of  the  Board,  and  to  take  an  active  part  in  its  proceedings.”

The  undersigned,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  “Lutheran  Histori¬ 
cal  Society,”  has  the  honor  to  report  as  follows: 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution,  passed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  His¬ 
torical  Society,  that  the  Corresponding  Secretary  be  instructed  to  write 
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to  every  Lutheran  author  in  the  United  States,  and  request  him  to  send 
a  copy  of  his  publications  to  the  Library  of  the  Society  at  Gettysburg ; 
the  undersigned  had  a  printed  circular  prepared,  of  which  a  copy  -was 
sent  to  every  Lutheran  author  of  whom  he  could  obtain  any  knowledge 
in  the  United  States,  and  received  in  reply,  donations  to  the  following 
extent.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret,  that  the  number  of  books  and  pam¬ 
phlets  has  been  so  small:

FIRST  BAY— First  Session, 

Lancaster,  Penn.,  May  1st,  1862, 

The  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America  convened  in  the  church  of 
the  Holy  Trinity,  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  F.  W. 
Conrad,  on  Thursday  morning,  May  1st,  1862.  The  opening 
discourse  was  delivered  by  the  President  of  the  last  Conven¬ 
tion,  Rev.  C.  W.  Schaeffer,  D.  D.,  from  Phil.  1 :  9-11,  “And 
this  1  fray,  that  your  love  may  abound  yet  more  and  more 
in  knowledge  and  in  all  judgment ;  that  ye  may  approve 
things  that  are  excellent  ;  that  ye  may  be  sincere  and  with - 
out  offence  till  the  day  of  Christ  ;  being  filled  with  the  fruits 
of  righteousness ,  which  are  by  Jesus  Christ ,  unto  the  glory 
and  praise  of  G-od.” 

At  the  close  of  the  services,  the  Convention  was  called  to 
order  by  the  President  and  prayer  offered  by  Rev.  Dr.  Loch- 
man.

to  originated  in  the  General  Synod,  and  as  the  members  composing 
them  are  usually  the  delegates  in  attendance  upon  its  sessions,  .we  deem 
it  highly  desirable  that  the  business  of  said  Societies  should  be  transacted 
as  part  of  the  business  of  the  Convention.  We,  therefore,  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  Rule  to  be  placed  among  the  Special  Orders:

taken  up  seriatim  and,  after  some  amendments,  was  adopted 
as  follows : 


Report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions ,  Rules  and 

By-Laws. 

The  Committee,  appointed  at  the  19th  Convention  of’ the  General  Synod, 
held  at  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  May  1859,  to  arrange  and  codify  the  Resolutions, 
Rules  and  By-Laws  of  the  General  Synod,  report  : 

I.  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

1 .  Commit  tee  of  Foreign  Correspondence. 

A  committee  of  Five  shall  be  appointed,  to  be  styled  a  “Committee  of 
Foreign  Correspondence'’  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  correspond  with  some 
of  the  principal  divines  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  different  countries 
in  Europe,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  and  giving  correct  information 
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(concerning  the  state  of  our  Church  throughout  the  world  ;  and  the  im 
formation  thus  obtained  shall  be  embodied  by  them  in  a  report  to  each 
successive  General  Synod. 

2.  Hymn  Book  Committee . 

A  committee  of  five  laymen  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  by  ballot, 
to  be  styled  the  Hymn  Book  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take 
charge  of  the  stereotype  plates  of  the  Hymn  Book,  Catechism  and,  Lit¬ 
urgy,  contract  for  the  publication  of  the  several  editions,  regulate  the 
number  of  issues,  the  amount  of  premiums,  and  the  payment  of  the  pre¬ 
miums  to  the  Treasurer.  In  making  contracts  they  shall  give  the  pref¬ 
erence.  if  itcan  be  done  consistently  with  the  interests  of  the  Synod,  to  a 
Lutheran  publisher  5  and  in  all  cases  requiring  from  the  printer  and  pub¬ 
lisher  vouchers,  as  to  the  number  issued  and  the  number  sold.  They 
shall  report  to  each  Convention  of  the  General  Synod. 

3.  Committee  on  Publication  Society, 

The  General  Synod  shall  at  each  of  its  stated  meetings  elect  by  ballot 
two  members  of  the  Board  of  Publication,  who  shall  be  ex-officio  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Publication  Committee,  to  whom  all  books  and  pamphlets 
intended  for  publication  shall  be  submitted  for  examination  and  whose 
consent  shall  be  necessary  to  their  publication.  Said  Committee  shall 
attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  their  expenses  shall  be  paid  from 
the  funds  of  the  General  Synod. 

4.  Committee  on  the  Pastors’  Flinch, 

This  committee  consists  of  six  Trustees,  three  clergymen,  and  three 
laymen,  residing  contiguous  to  each  other.  Two  of  these  Trustees  are 
to  be  elected  at  every  Convention  of  the  Synod,  and  are  to  have  charge 
of  the  Funds  for  the  relief  of  superannuated  and  deceased  clergymen, 
their  widows  and  orphans,  and  report  at  each  Convention  of  the  Synod. 

5.  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church , 

At  every  Convention  a  committee,  consisting  of  a  delegate  from  each 
Synod  represented,  shall  be  appointed  on  the  state  of  the  Church, to  whom 
shall  be  referred  all  the  reports  and  minutes  of  the  District  Synods  with 
instructions  to  examine  them  and  report  thereon, 

6.  Committee  on  Credentials . 

A  Committe  of  three  shall  be  appointed  to  be  styled  the  Committee  on 
Credentials,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  rules  and  questions  respecting 
the  admission  of  delegates,  whose  appointment  has  not  been  authentica¬ 
ted  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution. 

7.  Committee  on  Devotional  Exercises. 

A  committee  of  three  shall  be  appointed  who  in  connection  with  the 
President  and  the  Pastor  of  the  church,  in  which  the  Convention

is  held,  shall  make  arrangements  for  the  celebration  of  the  Lord’s 
supper,  the  meetings  for  prayer,  and  the  appointments  for  preaching 
during  the  sessions  of  Synod. 

8.  Committee  on  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions. 

A  committee  of  seven  shall  be  appointed,  to  be  styled  the  Committee 
on  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive 
the  reports  of  the  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions  throughout  the 
bounds  of  the  Church  and  engross  the  whole  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Convention,  and  publication  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Synod. 

9.  Committee  on  Correspondence  with  other  Ecclesiastical  Bodies . 

A  committee  consisting  of  five  members  shall  be  appointed,  to  be 
styled  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all 
reports,  minutes  and  communications  from  bodies  in  correspondence 
with  us,  and  all  proposals  for  such  correspondence,  to  examine  and  re¬ 
port  thereon.  It  shall  also  be  their  duty  to  nominate  a  double  set  of 
delegates  to  corresponding  bodies  for  the  consideration  and  election  of 
the  Convention. 

10.  Committee  on  the  Treasurer'1  s  Report. 

A  committee  of  three  shall  be  appointed  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
the  Treasurer’s  Report,  Books  and  vouchers,  to  examine  and  report 
thereon. 

11.  Committee  on  Mileage. 

A  committee  of  five  shall  be  appointed,  to  whom  shall  be  presented 
the  number  of  miles  travelled,  and  actual  expenses  incurred  by  each 
delegate  in  attendance  upon  the  Convention  ;  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  apportion  to  each  the  amount  allowed  by  the  By  Laws,  or  such  a  per¬ 
centage  thereof,  as  the  state  of  the  Treasury  will  admit. 

II.  STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 

1.  On  the  Formation  of  Synods. 

Resolved ,  1.  That  members  desiring  to  form  a  new  Synod,  shall  al¬ 
ways  announce  their  intention  at  the  meeting  of  their  respective  Synods, 
previous  to  the  organization  of  the  new  Synod. 

Resolved ,  2.  That  to  those  members  a  formal  dismissal  should  be 
granted,  for  the  formation  of  the  new  Synod,  unless  there  is  constitution¬ 
al  cause  shown  to  the  contrary. 

Resolved ,  3.  That  the  respective  congregations,  by  their  officers,  ought 
when  practicable,  to  inform  their  Synods,  whether  they  are  willing  to  ac¬ 
cede  to  the  formation  of  a  new  Synod  or  not. 

Resolved ,  4.  That  no  new  Synods,  formed  out  of  existing  Synods, 
should  be  received,  unless  consisting  of  at  least  seven  ministerial 
members. 
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Resolved,  5.  That  wherever  no  insuperable  obstacles  are  in  the  way, 
there  ought  to  be  a  due  regard  to  geographical  boundaries  of  Synods. 

Resolved,  G.  That  in  the  reception  of  Synods  formed  out  of  existing 
Synods,  the  General  Synod  require  that  the  separation  be  amicably  ef¬ 
fected,  and  that  the  evidence  of  this  amicable  separation  be  found  in  the 
printed  minutes  of  the  parent  Synod. 

Resolved,  7.  That  when  a  Synod  makes  application  for  admission  into 
this  Synod,  the  Constitution  and  Minutes  of  said  Synod  be  submitted  to 
a  committee,  who  shall  report  on  the  conformity  of  the  same  with  the 
Constitution  of  this  Synod. 

2.  On  District  Synods. 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  General  Synod  earnestly  recommend  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Synods,  in  connection  with  this  body,  to  adopt  a  uniform  rule,  re¬ 
quiring  ministers  and  congregations  to  unite  with  the  respective  Synods, 
within  whose  bounds  they  may  be  located. 

Resolved ,  2.  That  the  District  Synods  in  connection  with  this  Synod, 
be  requested  to  send  an  abstract  of  their  proceedings,  embracing  the 
statistics  and  state  of  religion  within  their  bounds,  to  each  Convention 
of  this  body;  and  that  the  Secretaries  of  said  Synods  be  careful  to  pre¬ 
sent  the  aggregate  of  every  column  in  their  parochial  tables. 

Resolved ,  3.  That  the  attention  of  the  several  Synods,  connected  with 
this  body,  be  directed  to  the  importance  of  maintaining  each  a  full  dele¬ 
gation  to  the  General  Synod,  by  the  appointment  of  alternates  for  their 
primarii. 

3.  On  Delegates. 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  actual  expenses  of  the  delegates  to  this  Synod 
be  paid,  provided  they  do  not  exceed  the  rates  of  four  dollars  per  hun¬ 
dred  miles,  for  distances  over  three  hundred  miles ;  and  three  dollars  per 
hundred  miles,  for  distances  less  than  three  hundred  miles,  reckoning 
the  distance  by  the  cheapest  mode  of  direct  travelling,  coming  to  and  re¬ 
turning  from  the  place  of  meeting. 

Resolved ,  2.  That  no  delegate  who  shall  leave  Synod  previous  to  final 
adjournment,  without  being  excused  by  this  body,  shall  be  paid  his 
mileage. 

Resolved,  3.  That  the  General  Synod  instruct  delegates,  elected  to  this 
Convention,  to  make  arrangements  to  remain  in  session  so  long  as  the 
interests  of  the  church  may  demand ;  that  the  District  Synods  be  re¬ 
commended  to  send  such  delegates  only  as  may  be  willing  to  continue 
two  weeks,  if  the  Convention  should  so  require  ;  and  that  hereafter  no 
mileage  be  paid  to  those  delegates  who  leave  before  adjournment,  except 
in  cases  of  absolute  necessity. 
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4.  On  the  Treasury  and  Treasurer. 

Resolved ,  1,  That  the  profits  of  the  sale  of  the  Hymn  Books  be  paid 
into  the  Treasury  of  the  General  Synod,  and  that  the  reasonable  expen¬ 
ses  of  the  delegates,  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  General  Synod,  be 
paid  from  this  Fund. 

Resolved ,  2.  That  the  Treasurer,  into  whose  hands  is  to  be  paid  the 
money  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  Hymn  Books,  be  required  to  invest 
those  funds  at  lawful  interest  ;  and  that  he  give  to  the  Hymn  Book  Com 
rnittee,  a  bond  with  approved  securities,  to  indemnify  this  body  for  his 
liabilities. 

5.  On  the  Secretary. 

Resolved ,  1.  That  the  Secretary  shall  at  the  commencement  of  each, 
and  at  the  close  of  the  last  session  of  the  Convention,  read  the  Minutes 
of  the  preceding  session  in  order  that  they  may  be  corrected  and 
approved. 

Resolved ,  2,  That  the  Secretary  omit  the  names  of  members,  on 
whose  motion  resolutions  have  been  proposed  and  adopted,  and  that 
this  manner  of  recording  our  proceedings  shall  be  observed  in  our 
printed  minutes  as  a  standing  rule  of  Synod. 

Resolved ,  3.  That  the  Secretary  send  notices  to  the  delegates  ap¬ 
pointed  to  this  General  Synod,  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  at  least 
three  months  prior  to  the  Convention. 

Resolved ,  4.  That  the  Secretary  transmit  a  copy  of  our  printed 
Minutes  to  the  officers  of  the  several  Ecclesiastical  bodies,  with  whom 
we  are  in  correspondence,  and  also  to  the  delegates  from  those  bodies 
who  have  represented  them  in  our  Convention  ;  and  that  those  bodies 
be  requested  to  adopt  the  same  rule. 

6.  On  Theological  and  Literary  Institutions. 

Resolved ,  That  all  the  Theological  and  Literary  Institutions,  connected 
with  Synods  in  connection  with  the  General  Synod,  be  requested  to  send 
reports  of  the  condition  of  these  institutions  to  each  Convention  of 
this  body. 

7.  On  Corresponding  Bodies. 

The  General  Synod  is,  by  mutual  arrangement,  in  correspondence 
with  the  following  Ecclesiastical  bodies,  viz.  : 

1.  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church. 

2-  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

3.  Northern  Provincial  Synod  of  the  Church  of  the  United  Brethren. 

4.  Evangelical  Church  Union  of  the  West, 

with  whom  vve  interchange  delegates,  with  the  privilege  of  deliber¬ 
ating  on  all  subjects  which  may  come  up  at  the  respective  Conven* 
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tions,  but  without  the  power  of  originating,  proposing  or  voting  on 
any  proposition.  It  is  also  recommended  to  the  District  Synods  with 
regard  to  these  several  Ecclesiastical  bodies,  that  they  adopt  the  follow¬ 
ing  rule : 

Ministers  and  members  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  pass  from  one 
of  these  bodies  to  the  other,  shall,  upon  application  to  the  proper  body, 
receive  a  certificate  of  their  standing. 

8.  On  Stated  Days  and  Festivals. 

Resolved ,  1.  That  the  churches  in  connexion  with  the  General  Syned 
be  recommended  to  observe  our  regular  ecclesiastical  festivals,  in  com¬ 
memoration  of  the  fundamental  facts  of  our  religion,  viz  :  Christmas, 
Good-Friday,  Easter,  Ascension  Day,  and  Whit-Sunday,  in  the  hope 
and  persuasion  that,  by  the  Divine  blessing,  they  will  be  found  to  be, 
as  they  have  often  proved,  occasions  of  reviving  to  our  congregations. 

Resolved ,  2.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  ministers  and  churches 
in  our  connexion  to  celebrate  the  Thirty-First  of  October  in  each  year,  in 
commemoration  of  the  commencement  of  the  Reformation. 

Resolved ,  3.  That  we  recommend  to  all  our  Pastors  the  observance  o^ 
the  first  Monday  in  January  of  each  year,  as  a  day  of  special  humiliation 
and  prayer,  on  which  to  humble  themselves,  with  their  people,  before 
Almighty  God,  penitently  confessing  their  sins,  and  earnestly  imploring 
the  outpouring  of  the  Spirit  on  our  churches,  our  missionary  opera¬ 
tions  and  the  whole  world. 

Resolved ,  4.  That  we  recommend  most  earnestly  that  the  last  Thurs¬ 
day  of  February  of  every  year  be  observed  by  the-  churches  as  a  day 
of  prayer  for  the  blessing  of  God  upon  the  work  of  the  Ministry,  espe¬ 
cially  in  its  relation  to  the  baptized  children  of  the  Church,  and  for  the 
outpouring  of  the  Spirit  of  God  upon  the  youth  of  the  land,  particularly 
those  who  are  in  a  course  of  training  in  the  various  institutions  of  learn¬ 
ing  in  our  country  and  the  world. 

• 

9.  On  Systematic  Benevolence . 

Resolved ,  That  whilst  we  rejoice  in  the  evidences  of  increased  liber¬ 
ality  in  our  churches,  yet  in  view  of  the  ever  increasing  wants  of  the 
Church,  we  urge  upon  the  attention  of  our  District  Synods,  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  systematic  benevolence,  and  that  all  our  pastors  be  earnestly 
requested  for  the  Master’s  sake  to  give  to  every  member  of  their  church¬ 
es  the  opportunity  to  contribute  something  for  the  glory  of  God,  by  pre¬ 
sen  dug  the  various  objects  of  Church  benevolence  publicly  and  prom¬ 
inently  from  the  pulpit. 

10.  On  the  Poor  of  the  Church. 

Resolved.  That  the  General  Svnod,  being  anxious  that  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  this  country  should  be  characterized  by  the  performance  of 
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all  those  duties,  which  Christian  brotherly  love  inculcates,  do  earnestly 
recommend,  that  in  every  congregation  the  wants  and  necessities  of  mem¬ 
bers  in  indigent  circumstances  be  supplied  so  far  as  possible,  without 
permitting  them  to  resort  to  any  other  source  beyond  their  immediate 
relations  and  friends,  and  the  church  to  which  they  belong. 

11.  On  the  Pastors'  Fund. 

Resolved ,  That  whilst  the  District  Synods  seek  to  supply  the  wants  of 
the  superannuated  ministers,  widows,  and  orphans  among  themselves, 
whenever  any  funds  remain  unappropriated,  those  Synods  be  requested 
ed  to  transmit  their  surplus  funds  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Pastors’  Fund ; 
and  the  Treasurer,  together  with  the  Trustees  of  this  fund,  be  an  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  to  consider  and  decide  all  applications  for  relief  from 
any  portion  of  the  church  ;  also  that  the  Treasury  be  at  all  times  acces¬ 
sible  to  all  proper  applicants,  whenever  there  are  funds  unappropriated. 

12.  On  Union  Churches. 

Resolved ,  That  as  the  erection  of  Union  Churches  is  not  always  pro¬ 
ductive  of  Christian  union  and  brotherly  love,  but  rather  of  strife  and 
contention,  we  recommend  to  all  our  ministers  and  people  to  build  no 
more  such  churches. 


13.  On  Public  Prayer. 

Resolved,  That  as  the  practice  of  sitting,  during  prayer,  in  public  wor¬ 
ship  prevails  in  some  of  our  churches,  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to 
our  members  to  stand  or  kneel  in  public  prayer. 


ill.  BY-LAWS  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

1.  The  daily  sessions  shall  be  opened  at  9  o’clock,  A.  M.,  at  each 
meeting. 

2.  The  Synodical  sermon  shall  be  delivered  at  the  opening  of  the 
first  session  of  the  Convention,  by  the  President  of  the  former  Synod,  or 
in  his  absence  by  some  one  appointed  by  him. 

3.  The  first  meeting  of  each  Convention  shall  be  organized  according 
to  Sec.  3rd  Article  5th  of  the  Constitution,  and  the  presiding  officer  shall 
decide  on  the  validity  of  the  credentials  of  delegates,  but  an  appeal  may 
be  made  from  his  decision  to  the  members  admitted,  when  the  whole 
number  of  certificates  shall  have  been  presented. 

4.  The  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  ballot, 
and  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  present  shall  be  required  for  such 
election. 

5.  The  delegates  from  bodies  in  correspondence  with  us,  shall,  after 
the  reception  and  authentication  of  their  credentials,  take  their  seats 
with  our  own  delegates,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  participate  in  all  our 
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deliberations,  but  cannot  be  permitted  to  vote  on,  originate  or  second 
propositions. 

G.  Clerical  brethren  of  our  own  and  sister  denominations  may,  on 
motion,  be  invited  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  but  they  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  participate  in  the  debates,  except  by  permission  of  the  Con¬ 
vention. 

7.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  absent  himself  during*  the  term  of 
the  Convention,  without  the  permission  of  Synod,

Special  Order . 

I.  The  afternoon  of  each  day  of  the  session  with  the  exception  of  the 
day,  on  which  the  Synod  is  organized,  and  Saturday  afternoon,  shall  be 
set  apart  for  the  business  of  the  several  benevolent  Societies  connected 
with  the  Church,  in  the  following  order : 

1.  Parent  Education  Society  ; 

2.  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  India  and  African  Missions; 

3.  Home  Missionary  Society  ; 

4.  Church  Extension  Society  ; 

5.  Publication  Society  ; 

G.  Historical  Society. 

The  anniversaries  of  said  Societies  and  in  the  above  order,  shall  be¬ 
held  on  the  evenings  of  the  days  set  apart  for  the  transaction  of  busi¬ 
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2.  The  first  Wednesday  Morning  session,  immediately  after  the  read¬ 
ing  of  the  Minutes,  shall  be  set  apart  for  the  election  of  delegates  to  cor¬ 
responding  bodies,  members  of  Standing  Committees,  and  the  selection 
of  the  time  and  place  for  holding  the  next  Convention  of  Synod. 

Rules  of  Order . 

1.  No  subject  shall  be  discussed  without  being  first  presented  in  a 
motion  made,  seconded,  and  committed  to  writing 5  and  the  mover  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  withdrawing  such  motion,  at  any  time  before  the 
question  is  taken. 

2.  When  a  motion  has  been  made  and  seconded,  if  a  member  objects 
to  its  being  discussed,  the  President  shall  immediately  put  the  question, 
“Shall  this  subject  be  discussed  T’  when  if  decided  in  the  negative,  the 
motion  shall  be  dismissed :  and  no  motion  thus  dismissed  shall  be  enter¬ 
ed  on  the  Minutes,  unless  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention. 

3.  If  any  proposition  or  motion  under  debate  contains  two  or  more 
points,  it  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and  the  vote  ta¬ 
ken  separately. 

4.  No  amendment  shall  be  entertained  unless  germane  to  the  motion 
under  consideration,  nor  shall  any«amendment  be  in  order  beyond  the 
second  degree. 

5.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  entertained, 
except, 

1.  To  adjourn  ; 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table; 

3.  To  close  debate  ; 

4.  To  postpone  indefinitely  ; 

5.  To  postpone  to  a  time  specified  ; 

6.  To  refer  to  a  standing  committee  or  the  officers  of  Synod  ; 

7.  To  refer  to  a  special  committee  ; 

8.  To  amend  ; 

which  motions  shall  take  precedence  of  each  other,  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  numbered. 

6.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  always  in  order,  except  when  a  mem¬ 
ber  has  the  floor  and  is  speaking. 

7.  The  motious  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  close  debate,  and  to 
postpone  indefinitely,  shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

8.  Amendments  may  be  offered  at  any  stage  of  the  question. 

9.  When  a  motion  is  adopted  to  close  debate,  the  motion  then  pending 
before  the  Convention  shall  be  put  in  the  order  of  their  arrangement  as 
provided  in  Rule  fifth. 

10.  A  motion  to  refer  or  commit  is  debatable,  but  until  decided  shall 
preclude  all  debate  of  the  main  question. 
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11.  The  President  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order;  but  any  mem¬ 
ber  has  a  right  to  appeal  from  his  decision.  The  question  on  an  appeal 
shall  be  stated  in  the  following  manner:  “Shall  the  decision  of  the 
President  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Convention  ?”  and  until  decided, 
shall  preclude  all  debate  of  the  main  question.  Debate  shall  be  allow¬ 
ed  only  on  appeals  taken,  while  a  debatable  motion  is  before  the  Con¬ 
vention. 

12.  In  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum,  the  highest  number,  or  the 
longest  time  named,  shall  be  voted  on  first. 

13.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  and  recorded  on  any  question, 
when  requested  by  five  members  of  the  Convention. 

14.  No  member  shall  speak  in  debate  without  first  rising  from  his 
seat  and  respectfully  addressing  himself  to  the  President.  He  shall 
confine  himself  to  the  subject  under  debate  and  avoid  personality  ;  nor 
shall  he  be  interrupted,  except  with  his  own  consent,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  explanation. 

15.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject 
without  the  permission  of  the  Convention. 

16.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  speak  on  any  matter  before 
the  Convention,  provided  the  chair  be  filled  by  another  member  ;  and  he 
shall  have  the  power  to  name  any  member  to  perform  temporarily  the 
duties  of  the  chair,  when  he  may  wish  to  vacate  it. 

17.  The  President  shall  nominate  all  committees,  unless  otherwise 
directed  by  the  Convention. 

18.  The  following  committees  shall  be  appointed: 

1.  On  the  State  of  the  Church  ; 

2.  On  Credentials  ; 

3.  On  Devotional  Exercises  ; 

4.  On  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions  ; 

5.  On  Correspondence  with  other  Ecclesiastical  Bodies; 

G.  On  the  Treasurer’s  Report ; 

7.  On  Mileage. 

19.  These  Rules  shall  be  distinctly  read  from  the  Chair,  immediately 
after  the  organization  of  the  Convention ;  and  may  be  altered  or 
amended  at  any  session,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

FOURTH  DAY-First  Session, 

Monday,  A.  M.,  May  5th,  1862. 

The  Synod  met  at  the  appointed  hour,  and  prayer  was 
offered  by  Rev.  Dr.  Schaeffer. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  minutes  read,  amended  and 
approved. 

A  communication  was  read  from  J.  P.  Wickersham,  Prin- 
cipal  of  the  State  Normal  School,  inviting  the  Synod  to  visit 
the  Institution. 
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Resolved ,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Synod  be  returned  to 
Mr.  Wickersham,  but  that  the  press  of  business  will  prevent 
us,  as  a  body,  from  accepting  the  kind  invitation. 

The  attention  of  the  Synod  having  been  directed  to  the 
want  of  uniformity  in  the  terras  of  correspondence  existing 
between  us  and  the  different  Ecclesiastical  Bodies  in  corres¬ 
pondence  with  ns,  after  some  discussion  the  following  resolu¬ 
tion  was  adopted  : 

Resolved ,  That  in  order  to  harmonize  the  relations  of  cor¬ 
respondence  between  the  General  Synod  and  other  Eccle¬ 
siastical  Bodies,  it  is  hereby  proposed  to  the  General  Synod 
of  the  German  Reformed  Church  to  alter  the  terms  of  cor¬ 
respondence  agreed  upon  between  us,  so  as  to  conform  them 
to  our  standing  resolution  on  the  subject. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Synod  allow  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  a  compensation  for  their  services,  the  former  twen¬ 
ty-five  dollars,  and  the  latter  two  per  cent,  on  the  funds  re¬ 
ceived  into  the  Treasury. 

Resolved ,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  report  a  min¬ 
ute  on  the  death  of  Rev.  G.  L.  Kempe,  a  delegate  appointed 
to  this  Convention  from  the  New  York  Ministerium. 

Committee - — G.  B.  Miller,  D.  D.,  H.  N.  Pohlman,  D.  D.r 
and  Hon.  H.  II.  Van  Dyke. 

The  Report  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Pastors'  Fund  was 
read  by  Rev.  Dr.  Pohlman.  It  wTas  received  and,  with  some 
modifications,  ordered  to  be  incorporated  in  the  proceedings 
of  Synod,  as  follows  : 

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Pastors'  Fund. 

The  Trustees  of  the  “Pastors’  Fund”  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report, 
that  immediately  on  the  adjournment  of  General  Synod,  they  organ¬ 
ized  permanently  by  the  appointment  of  Itev.  B.  Keller  President, 
Lewis  L.  Houpt,  Treasurer,  and  Isaac  Sulger,  Secretary,  and  adopted  a  * 
Resolution,  that  notice  be  given,  through  the  Church  papers,  of  their  per¬ 
manent  organization  and  soliciting  contributions  on  behalf  of  the  Fund 
entrusted  to  their  care  and  custody. 

The  Trustees  refer  the  members  of  Synod  to  the  Treasurer’s  state¬ 
ment  and  exhibit,  appended  to  this  report,  showing  the  amount  received

and  contributed  since  the  last  session  of  General  Synod,  and  the  amount 
•expended,  together  with  the  amount  of  principal  moneys,  forming  the 
basis  of  the  Pastors7  Fund,  and  they  would  earnestly  urge  upon  Synod 
the  propriety  of  adopting  a  resolution,  calling  the  attention  of  the 
Church  to  Article  5th  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Pastors'  Fund .  See 
printed  Minutes  of  1859,  page  23.  From  the  Treasurer’s  report  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  eighty-six  dollars  and  eighty-nine 
cents,  ($386  89}  has  been  received  from  Synods  in  connection  with  the 
General  Synod,  as  follows :  $336  89  from  East  Pennsylvania  Synod 
and  $50  from  the  Synod  of  Virginia.  We  therefore  respectfully 
urge  that  other  District  Synods  appropriate  an  annual  amount 
towards  this  abject,  so  that  the  Pastors’  Fund  may  steadily  increase  and 
become  of  some  importance  to  the  Church  ;  that  the  interest  alone 
may  be  sufficient  to  answer  all  applications  for  immediate  relief  made 
to  the  Trustees  from  all  parts  of  the  Church, 

The  Trustees  flatter  themselves,  that  under  the  present  Constitution, 
this  Fund  is  so  established  as  to  be  of  benefit  to  all  proper  applicants, 
and  the  hope  is  entertained,  that  the  same  may  be  steadily  increased,  so 
that  a  dispensation  of  its  benefits,  judiciously  managed  and  appointed, 
may  bring  relief  to  the  disabled  and  superannuated  ministers,  their 
widows  and  children  of  our  Church,  who  are  the  special  objects  for 
whom  the  Pastors’  Fund  was  established.

The  Synod  then  proceeded  to  the  special  order  of  business 
for  the  morning.  Eev,  Dr.  Passavant,  from  the  committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Country,  presented  the  Report,  which  was 
taken  up  seriatim ,  discussed  and  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Country. 

The  Committee,  appointed  to  prepare  a  minute,  expressive  of  the  views 
of  this  body  in  the  present  crisis  of  our  Country,  respectfully  report : 

Whereas,  Our  beloved  Country,  after  having  long  been  favored  with 
a  degree  of  political  and  religious  freedom,  security  and  prosperity,  uu 
examplcd  in  the  history  of  the  world,  now  finds  itself  involved  in  a 
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bloody  war  to  suppress  an  armed  rebellion  against  its  lawfully  constitu 
ted  Government ;  and  whereas ,  the  word  of  God,  which  is  the  sole  rule 
of  our  faith  and  practice,  requires  loyal  subjection  to  “the  powers  that 
be,”  because  they  are  ordained  of  God,  to  be  a  terror  to  evil  doers,  and  a 
praise  to  those  who  do  well,  and  at  the  same  time  declares,  that  they 
who  “resist  the  power”  shall  receive  to  themselves  condemnation  •  and 
whereas ,  we,  the  representatives  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synods  in 
the  United  States,  connected  with  the  General  Synod,  assembled  in  Lan¬ 
caster,  Pa.,  recognize  it  as  our  duty  to  give  public  expression  to  our 
convictions  of  truth  on  this  subject,  and  in  every  proper  way  to  co-operate 
with  our  fellow-citizens  in  sustaining  the  great  interests  of  law  and  au¬ 
thority,  of  liberty  and  righteousness,  be  it  therefore 

Resolved ,  That  it  is  the  deliberate  judgment  of  this  Synod,  that  the 
rebellion  against  the  constitutional  Government  of  this  land  is  most 
wicked  in  its  inception,  unjustifiable  in  its  cause,  unnatural  in  its  char¬ 
acter,  inhuman  in  its  prosecution,  oppressive  in  its  aims,  and  destructive 
in  its  results  to  the  highest  interests  of  morality  and  religion. 

Resolved ,  That,  in  the  suppression  of  this  rebellion  and  in  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  Constitution  and  the  Union  by  the  sword,  we  recognize 
an  unavoidable  necessity  and  a  sacred  duty,  which  the  Government 
owes  to  the  nation  and  to  the  world,  and  that  therefore  we  call  upon  all 
our  people  to  lift  up  holy  hands  in  prayer  to  the  God  of  battles,  with¬ 
out  personal  wrath  against  the  evil  doers  on  the  one  hand,  and  with¬ 
out  doubting  the  righteousness  of  our  cause  on  the  other,  that  He 
would  give  wisdom  to  the  President  and  his  counsellors,  and  success  to 
the  army  and  navy,  that  our  beloved  land  may  speedily  be  delivered 
from  treason  and  anarchy. 

Resolved ,  That  while  we  recognize  this  unhappy  war  as  a  righteous 
judgment  of  God,  visited  upon  us  because  of  the  individual  and  nation¬ 
al  sins,  of  which  we  have  been  guilty,  we  nevertheless  regard  this  re¬ 
bellion  as  more  immediately  the  natural  result  of  the  continuance  and 
spread  of  domestic  slavery  in  our  land,  and  therefore  hail  with  unmingled 
joy  the  proposition  of  our  Chief  Magistrate,  which  has  received  the  sanc¬ 
tion  of  Congress,  to  extend  aid  from  the  General  Government  to  any 
State  in  which  slavery  exists,  which  shall  deem  fit  to  initiate  a  system  of 
constitutional  emancipation. 

Resolved ,  That  we  deeply  sympathize  with  all  loyal  citizens  and  Chris¬ 
tian  patriots  in  the  rebellious  portions  of  our  country,  and  we  cordially 
invite  their  co-operation,  in  offering  united  supplications  at  a  Throne  of 
Grace,  that  God  wou.d  restore  peace  to  our  distracted  country,  re-estab¬ 
lish  fraternal  relations  between  all  the  States,  and  make  our  land  in  all 
time  to  come,  the  asylum  of  the  oppressed,  and  the  permanent  abode 
of  liberty  and  religion. 

Resolved ,  That  our  devout  thanks  are  due  to  Almighty  God  for  the 
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success  which  lias  crowned  our  arms,  and  while  we  praise  and  magnify 
his  name  for  the  help  and  succor  he  has  graciously  afforded  our  land  and 
naval  lorces,  in  enabling  them  to  overcome  our  enemies,  we  regard  these 
tokens  of  his  divine  favor,  as  cheering  indications  of  the  final  triumph 
of  our  cause.

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Rev.  M.  Valentine,  from  the  Committee  on  the  memorial 
of  the  Lutheran  Board  of  Publication,  submitted  the  follow¬ 
ing  Report,  which  was  received  and  adopted  : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Sunday  School  Herald . 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  report,  that  the  documents,  submilted  to 
them,  are  a  memorial  from  the  Lutheran  Board  of  Publication,  on  behalf 
of  the  Lutheran  Sunday  School  Herald  and  a  statement  of  the  financial 
condition  of  said  paper.  The  committee  cannot  bring  the  subject  before 
your  view  better  than  by  presenting  it  in  the  words  of  the  memorialists, 
as  follows : 

“In  pursuance  of  a  resolution  passed  by  the  General  Synod,  at  its  last 
Convention,  expressing  the  desire  that  the  Board  publish  a  Monthly 
Sunday  School  paper,  the  matter  was  early  taken  into  consideration, 
and,  as  is  known,  ‘The  Lutheran  Sunday  School  Herald’  was  commenced 
the  following  January,  and  is,  therefore,  now  in  its  third  year. 

“The  Board  being  convinced  that,  in  order  successfully  to  compete  with 
the  attractive  papers,  sent  forth  by  several  of  the  general  benevolent  or¬ 
ganizations  of  the  land,  our  paper  must  emulate  them  in  its  mechanical 
finish  as  well  as  in  its  literary  character,  the  Herald  has  been  issued  in 
a  style  of  attractiveness  similar  to  that  of  the  best  papers  of  the  kind 
published  in  this  country.  This  has  necessarily  proved  expensive.  The 
estimate,  at  first,  was  that  a  circulation  of  twenty  thousand  copies  would 
sustain  the  publication.  But  experience  has  proved  that  even  a  larger 
circulation  is  inadequate,  although  the  enterprise  has  been  conducted 
under  very  careful  supervision.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  had  the 
earlier  ratio  of  increase  in  subscribers  not  been  interrupted  by  the  ca¬ 
lamities  of  our  country,  which  also  involved  the  loss  of  all  the  patronage 
south  of  the  Potomac,  (about  one-thirteenth  of  the  whole,)  and  that  if 
none  of  the  other  drawbacks,  incidental  to  the  present  times,  had  been 
experienced,  the  paper  would  by  this  time  have  fully  sustained 
itself. 

“After  a  careful  investigation  of  all  the  interests  of  the  Herald,  together 
with  the  application  of  the  strictest  economy,  consistent  with  the  well- 
sustained  character  of  the  paper,  the  Board  feel  the  necessity  of  secur¬ 
ing  a  circulation  of  some  ten  thousand  additional  copies  ;  and  they  have 
the  confidence  that  your  honorable  Body  is  equal  to  the  work  of  devising 
plans  by  which  so  desirable  a  result  may  be  realized.  When  looking  at 
the  statistics  of  our  Church,  we  cannot  but  believe  that,  were  the  Herald 
once  generally  known,  a  circulation  of  even  fifty  thousand  copies  might 
be  reached  within  the  bounds  of  the  General  Synod  alone.  But  as  the 
paper  has  already  a  considerable  patronage  in  other  Lutheran  schools 
and  families,  there  does  net  appear  to  be  any  reason  why  even  this  large 
number  might  not  be  greatly  transcended. 
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*‘The  Herald,  as  is  well  known,  lias  already  contained  a  large  propor¬ 
tion  of  reading  matter  and  many  illustrations,  having  special  reference 
to  the  history  and  interests  of  our  Church  ;  by  which  means,  it  must  ap¬ 
pear  evident,  an  incalculable  amount  of  good  will  result  to  our  Zion. 
This  feature,  as  well  as  the  general  evangelical  character  of  the  paper, 
we  feel  confident,  should  recommend  it  to  the  affections  and  the  hearty 
support  of  all  the  churches  and  schools,  bearing  the  Lutheran/iame  in 
our  land.” 

From  the  accompanying  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
paper,  it  is  apparent  that  the  difficulties  may  be  removed  by  an  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  its  circulation.  Its  present  circulation  is  24,500  copies. 

In  view  of  the  facts  thus  presented  and  to  meet  the  design  of  the  me¬ 
morialists,  your  committee  propose  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Publication,  in  carrying  out  the  request¬ 
or  the  General  Synod,  made  at  its  Convention  in  Pittsburg,  has  given  to 
the  Church  a  Sunday  School  paper,  whose  excellent  character  and 
attractive  appearance  make  it  worthy  of  the  cordial  support  of  the  en¬ 
tire  Church: 

Resolved ,  That  its  subscription  list  can,  and  ought  to  be  made  large 
enough  to  make  its  revenues  not  only  meet,  but  exceed  the  expenses  of 
its  publication,  and  that  we  hereby  earnestly  commend  the  paper  to  the 
patronage  of  the  whole  Church,  and  ask  of  all  our  ministers  and  Sunday 
Schools  to  make  renewed  and  more  vigorous  efforts  to  extend  its  circula¬ 
tion,  and  that  such  effort  be  made  without  delay.

The  Synod  then  took  a  recess,  in  order  that  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society  might  have  an  opportunity  of  holding  its  bu¬ 
siness  meeting.

The  Synod  now  proceeded  to  the  special  order  of  business 
for  the  morning. 

1.  The  election  of  Members  of  the  Hymn  Booh  Commit¬ 
tee. — Rev.  F.  A.  M.  Keller,  D.  Luther,  M.  D.  and  A.  Klotz, 
Esq.,  were  appointed  tellers,  who  subsequently  announced, 
as  the  result  of  the  ballot,  the  election  of  Isaac  Sulger,  J.  J. 
Cochran,  D.  Luther,  M.  1).,  II.  B.  Ashmead  and  Martin 
Buehler. 


2.  The  election  of  the  General  Synod’s  Representatives  in 
the  Board  of  Publication. — Rev.  1).  Kline,  Rev.  II.  N.  Cor- 
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nell  and  J.  Stough  were  appointed  tellers,  who  reported  the 
election  of  J.  A.  Seiss,  D.  D.  and  Rev.  E.  W.  Hotter. 

3.  The  selection  of  the  place  f 'or  the  next  meeting  of  the 
General  Synod . — Invitations  were  presented  from  York,  Pa., 
Carlisle,  Pa.,  Cincinnati,  0.  and  Washington,  D.  C.  C.  A. 
Morris,  P.  P.  Keller,  A.  Crounse,  Rev.  G.  H.  Erandau  and 
Rev.  D.  Summers  were  appointed  tellers,  who  subsequently 
announced,  that  ATork,  Pa.  had  received  the  largest  number 
of  votes  cast. 

4.  The  selection  of  the  time  for  the  next  Convention.— 
The  First,  Second  and  Third  Thursdays  of  May,  and  the 
years  1863,  1864  and  1865  were  severally  suggested.  Rev. 
P.  Anstadt,  Rev.  C.  F.  Welden,  T.  N.  Kurtz  and  S.  Kunkel 
were  named  as  tellers,  who,  on  counting  the  votes,  report¬ 
ed  that  the  First  Thursday  in  May,  1864,  had  been  chosen. 

At  this  stage  of  the  proceedings  Rev.  F.  W.  Conrad,  the 
Pastor  of  the  Church,  announced  that  a  telegraphic  despatch 
had  been  received,  communicating  the  intelligence  that  bril¬ 
liant  victories  over  the  enemies  of  our  country  had  just  been 
achieved.  The  Synod  immediately  suspended  its  regular 
business  and  united  in  a  Hymn  of  Praise.  On  motion,  Rev. 
Dr.  Pohlman  then  addressed  the  Throne  of  Grace,  gratefully 
acknowledging  our  obligations  to  Almighty  God  for  these 
tokens  of  approaching  deliverance  and  the  prospect  of  the 
speedy  restoration  of  peace. 

Dr.  Pohlman,  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  with 
other  Ecclesiastical  Bodies,  presented  a  report,  which  was 
received  and  adopted,  as  follows : 

j Report  of  the  Committee  on  Ecclesiastical  Correspondence . 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  with  other  Ecclesiastical  bodies, 
respectfully  report,  that  the  documents  put  into  their  hands  were  the  Acts 
and  Proceedings  of  the  German  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States, 
convened  at  Lebanon,  Pa.,  on  the  16th  of  October,  1860,  and  at  Easton, 
Pa.,  on  the  25th  September,  1861. 

From  these  Minutes  it  appears  that  this  respectable  and  prosperous 
branch  of  the  Anglo-Germanic  Church  continues  to  labor  in  its 
appropriate  sphere  with  commendable  zeal  and  energy.  There  is 
nothing  in  their  Proceedings  particularly  referring  to  this  Synod,  save 
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the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  Philip  Schaff,  I).  Ib,  to  whose  interesting, 
appropriate  and  fraternal  address  we  have  had  the  pleasure  of  listening. 
We  recommend  that  the  delegate,  to  be  appointed  by  this  Synod,  be  re¬ 
quested  to  present  to  that  Body,  at  its  next  session,  the  change  in  the 
correspondence,  proposed  at  our  present  meeting,  and  endeavor  to  se¬ 
cure  their  acquiescence. 

There  is  also  a  communication  from  Rev.  L.  Nollan,  the  delegate  ap¬ 
pointed  from  the  Evangelical  Church  Union  of  the  West,  regretting  his 
inability  to  be  present,  at  this  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  invoking  the 
blessing  of  God  upon  its  deliberations  and  expressing  the  hope,  that  the 
correspondence  and  friendly  relations  between  the  two  bodies  may  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  maintained. 

From  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  we  have  re¬ 
ceived  no  communication,  either  by  delegate  Oi  otherwise;  but  we  are 
confident  that  this  arises  from  no  diminution  of  brotherly  love  or  dispo¬ 
sition  to  weaken  the  bonds  of  Christian  Union  ;  but  rather  from  the  fact 
of  the  postponement  of  the  time  of  our  present  meeting. 

The  Northern  Provincial  Synod  of  the  Church  of  the  United  Brethren 
has  its  representative  on  this  floor  in  the  person  of  the  Rev.  J.  Kummor, 
from  whom  we  hope  to  receive  some  information  with  regard  to  that 
sister  Church  of  the  Augsburg  Confession,  during  our  present  session. 

The  Committee,  according  to  the  rule  adopted  by  you,  nominate  for 
election  as  delegates  to  the  various  bodies,  with  which  we  are  in  corres¬ 
pondence,  the  following  brethren  : 

To  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  S.  S.  Schmucker,  D. 
D.,  Primarius ;  Rev.  Lb  Steck,  Alternate: 

To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  W.  H.  Harri¬ 
son,  D.  D.,  Primarius;  S.  Sprecher,  D.  D.,  Alternate: 

To  the  Evangelical  Church  Union  of  the  West,  S.  W.  Harkey,  D.  Lb, 
Primarius;  C.  Kuhl,  Alternate: 

To  the  Provincial  Synod  of  the  Northern  District  of  the  Church  of  the 
United  Brethren  in  North  America,  Rev.  C.  F.  Welden,  Primarius ; 
Rev.  B.  M.  Schmucker,  Alternate. 

The  Committee,  in  conclusion,  would  recommend  that  the  rcason- 
abletraveliing  expenses  of  our  delegates  to  corresponding  bodies  be 
paid.

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Rev.  B.  Sadder  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church.  The  report  was  received  and 
adopted. 

Report  on  the  State  of  the  Church . 

To  the  praise  of  the  grace  of  God  in  Christ,  we  would  gratefully 
record  the  fact,  that  our  Synods  and  churches  have  not  been  without 
many  tokens  of  the  Divine  favor,  since  the  last  report,  presented  to  this 
body.  Part  of  this  interval  was  a  period  of  unusual  prosperity,  at 
least  in  the  external  development  of  the  church  ;  whether  the  growth 
was  as  healthy  and  spiritual,  as  the  Master  requires,  is  a  question  we 
may  not  solve.  Subsequent  events  may  raise  a  doubt.  We  know  that 
to  the  individual,  the  State,  and  the  Church  “affliction  cometh  not  forth 
of  the  dust,  neither  doth  trouble  spring  out  of  the  ground.”  Whilst  wo 
are  passing  through  fiery  trials,  in  our  national  life,  we  cherish  the 
hope  that  their  final  issue  will  be  a  purer  nation  and  a  holier,  more 
spiritual,  consecrated  and  zealous  Church.  A  present  loss  may  prove 
to  be  a  permanent  and  blessed  gain.  Our  faith  would  see,  in  passing 
events,  an  intimation  of  the  coming  of  the  Lord,  to  demand  the  kingdom 
for  himself,  whilst  for  our  present  comfort,  as  members  of  the  family  of 
God,  we  dare  remember  that  we  receive,  “a  kingdom  which  cannot 
be  moved.” 

The  reports  of  the  Synods,  represented  in  this  convention  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  reveal  the  following  facts  : 

1.  The  immediate  effect  of  the  unhappy  strife,  into  which  the  country 
has  been  forced  to  enter  for  its  preservation,  has  been  somewhat  to  check 
the  increase  in  membership,  in  comparison  with  other  periods.  This 
result  is  a  natural  one,  not  only  in  view  of  the  general  disturbance  of 
the  public  mind,  but  because  many,  very  many  of  the  young  men  of  our 
churches  are  actually  in  the  ranks,  under  their  country’s  banner.  It  is 
impossible  to  give  the  exact  per  centage  of  decrease,  as  the  statistical 
tables  cannot  be  completed,  until  the  Secretaries  of  the  Synods  supply 
some  additional  facts  and  figures. 

2.  Yet  whilst  the  increase  in  membership  has  somewhat  fallen  off,  all 
concur  in  stating  that  the  means  of  grace  are  regularly  and  apparently 
devoutly  employed.  Attendance  upon  the  preached  word  and  the  ordi¬ 
nances  of  God’s  House  has  been  excellent,  excepting  in  some  congrega¬ 
tions  near  the  borders,  where  the  distractions  of  surrounding  circum¬ 
stances  prevented  it.  Our  time-honored  custom,  of  instructing  the 
young,  preparatory  to  Confirmation,  has  been  gaining  in  the  affections 
of  the  church  and  your  Committee  would  rejoice  if  they  dared  state  that 
it  was  as  universal  as  the  existence  of  our  Zion.  We  trust  that  period 
is  rapidly  approaching.  Pastoral  visitation,  we  have  reason  to  believe, 
is  being  held  in  higher  esteem,  as  a  means  of  usefulness.  The  result, 
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of  the  use  of  all  these  means  of  spiritual  effort,  has  been  that  many 
churches  have  enjoyed  seasons  of  special  revival  and  many  more  have 
been  brought  to  a  point  of  consistent  piety  and  healthful  development, 
not  hitherto  attained. 

3.  The  Sunday  School  operations,  within  our  bounds,  have  gained  in 
extent  and  influence.  We  are  happy  to  state  that  our  Church  now  pos¬ 
sesses  a  Sunday  School  paper  of  its  own,  both  in  the  German  and  Eng¬ 
lish  languages,  and  thousands  of  copies  are  circulated  and  read,  in  our 
families,  where  formerly  no  Church  journal  entered.  We  recognize  in 
this  new  auxiliary,  in  Sunday  School  effort,  a  mighty  instrumentality 
for  good  and  trust  our  Synods  and  churches  may  extend  the  most  liber¬ 
al  aid  to  the  circulation  of  such  a  literature.  We  may  mention  the  ad¬ 
ditional  fact,  that  our  Sunday  Schools  have  been  largely  multiplied  in 
numbers. 

4.  We  dare  scarcely  say  that  the  spirit  of  benevolence  has  declined  in 
our  bounds ;  though  our  contributions  have  fallen  off  in  some  regions 
for  our  regular  Societies.  The  state  of  the  times  has  called  for  extensive 
benefactions  and  liberal  gifts,  in  connection  with  the  wants  of  our  army. 
Sewing  circles  have  actively  engaged  for  months,  in  very  many  churches, 
in  preparing  hospital  garments  and  stores.  Much  has  been  given  to  fur¬ 
nish  our  regiments  with  Bibles,  books  and  tracts,  and,  in  various  ways, 
the  benevolence  of  the  church  has  been  directed  into  new  channels. 
Computing  these  sums,  thus  contributed  and  expended,  the  benefactions 
of  our  churches  have  been  increased,  rather  than  that  they  have  declin¬ 
ed.  We  are  pleased  to  notice  that,  since  our  last  Convention,  two  of 
our  Societies  have  been  the  recipients  of  several  legacies  of  consider¬ 
able  value. 

5.  Our  Institutions  of  Learning  have  passed  through  varied  experien¬ 
ces.  Some  have  suffered  but  little  and  have  gone  on  their  way,  uniting 
in  holiest  harmony,  intelligence  and  piety,  cultivating  heart  and  head 
aud  diffusing  through  the  land  blessings,  that  are  priceless.  Our  West¬ 
ern  seats  of  learning  have  endured  graver  trials,  though  we  trust  their 
privations  will  be  but  transient,  and  that,  under  brighter  political  skies, 
their  onward  career  of  usefulness  will  be  resumed  with  redoubled  vigor. 
They  deserve  the  fostering  care  of  our  Synods  and  will  no  doubt  receive 
it.  Basing  their  judgment  upon  the  statements,  contained  in  the  minutes 
of  the  District  Synods,  and  other  testimony,  your  Committee  are  con¬ 
strained  to  say,  that  we  would  be  most  ungrateful  to  God,  did  we  not 
recognize  in  the  state  of  our  churches  much  to  encourage  us  and  to 
awaken  fervent  praises  to  his  name.  He  has  shown  himself  the  God  of 
the  covenant,  the  loving  Head  of  his  people,  the  living  spirit  of  grace 
and  truth,  abiding  with  us  and  dwelling  in  his  Church.  To  Him  we 
look  gratefully  and  to  Him  we  will  look  hopefully.  May  He  sanctify 
our  reverses,  and  glorify  himself  in  our  prosperity!  May  He  eyer  walk 
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among  his  candlesticks,  contained  in  onr  sanctuaries,  confessed  forever 
as  the  source  of  our  light  and  joy,  and  forever  ! 

In  order  that  this  body  may  more  definitely  discern  the  state  of  the 
church,  comprehended  in  the  different  Synods,  We  herewith  append  a 
succinct  statement  of  the  state  of  the  Church  within  the  bounds  of 
each  Synod  represented  in  this  Convention  of  out’,  body  : 

1.  Synod  of  Maryland. — There  is  nothing  of  unusual  interest,  touch¬ 
ing  the  state  of  piety  within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod  of  Maryland.  And 
whilst  we  have  great  reason  to  thank  God,  that  it  is  as  well  as  it  is ;  still 
we  have  some  cause  to  deplore  the  want  of  a'  deeper  interest  in  Zion, 
arising,  doubtless,  from  the  state  of  affairs  in  our  country.  For  the  last 
year,  we  feel  the  depressing  effects  of  this  unnatural  strife  upon  the  state 
of  piety,  within  the  churches  ;  men’s  minds  being  naturally  absorbed, 
to  a  great  degree,  in  the  general  topics  of  the  times,  growing  out  of  such 
a  state  of  things.  But  in  general  we  have  great  reason  to  thank  God 
and  take  courage. 

2.  West  Pennsylvania  Synod. — The  best  view  we  can  obtain  of  the 
religious  aspect  of  our  Church  within  the  bounds  of  the  West  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Synod,  is  drawn  from  the  reports  of  that  bod}7,  during  the  last 
three  years.  A  careful  perusal  of  those  reports  exhibits  the  fact,  that, 
whilst  there  is  much  reason  for  humiliation  and  regret,  because  of  our 
not  having  attained  as  high  a  degree  of  piety  as  is  desirable,  there  is  also 
great  cause  for  rejoicing  and  gratitude  to  God,  for  the  manifold  blessings 
he  has  bestowed  upon  us. 

We  have  been  favored  in  many  of  our  congregations,  with  seasons  of 
special  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  in  most  of  them  with  an  in¬ 
creased  circulation  of  our  Church  papers  and  other  religious  literature. 
God  is  evidently  with  us,  and  trusting  in  Him  we  will  ever  press  forward 
to  the  mark  for  the  prize  of  our  high  calling. 

3.  Hartwick  Synod. — Although,  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod, 
there  have  not  been  within  the  past  three  years  revivals  so  numerous 
and  so  extensive,  as  in  the  two  years  previous,  yet  seasons  of  refreshing 
have  been  enjoyed  on  the  part  of  many  of  the  churches  and  such  pro¬ 
gress  made,  as  to  evince  the  Lord’s  presence  and  blessing.  •  The  Sunday 
Schools  are  evidently  advancing  in  interest,  and  the  benevolence  of  the 
people  has  been  much  increased.  May  God  in  his  mercy  speed  the 
progress  of  his  church,  in  every  department  of  her  work,  and  hasten  the 
much  desired  and  prayed  for  period  when  Jesus  shall  reign  King  of  na¬ 
tions,  as  he  is  now  King  of  Saints  ! 

4.  Ministerium  of  New  York. — As  to  the  state  of  religion,  within  the 
bounds  of  this  Synod,  there  is  nothing  special  to  note.  It  affords  us 
pleasure  to  be  able  to  state,  that  the  prevalence  of  the  war  spirit  has  not 
interfered  with  the  prospects  and  the  efficiency  of  our  churches.  On  the 
contrary,  our  congregations  have  been  quite  as  full  and  attentive.  Our 
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additions  by  confirmation  have  been  larger  during  the  last  year  than  for 
several  preceding  years,  and  our  collections  for  benevolent  purposes 
have  increased,  rather  than  diminished.  It  is  proper  to  state,  that, 
during  the  last  Synodical  year,  our  Ministerium  has  lost  quite  a  number 
of  its  members,  who,  by  permission  withdrew  from  our  connection,  in  or- 
dor  to  form  a  new  Synod,  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

5.  Synod  of  Allegheny. — During  the  three  years,  since  last  the  Gen- 
eral  Synod  met,  the  Synod  of  Allegheny  has  had  some  precious  revivals 
of  religion,  in  many  of  its  congregations.  In  many  respects  the  Synod 
has  prospered,  in  vital  piety,  the  extension  of  her  border,  in  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  new  congregations  and  the  building  of  new  churches,  in  a 
more  rigid  adherence  to  the  ancient  mode  of  instructing  the  youth  of 
the  church,  and  a  demand  from  those,  who  apply  to  it  to  be  received  in¬ 
to  her  ministry,  for  a  better  degree  of  preparation  than  formerly.  We 
hope  to  see  for  her  even  brighter  days,  than  those  she  has  enjoyed. 

5.  Synod  of  East  Pennsylvania. — The  minutes  of  this  Synod  indicate 
a  favorable  condition  of  the  church  within  its  limits.  The  parochial 
reports  of  1859  and  1860  exhibit  large  accessions  to  the  membership 
and  a  growing  liberality.  The  statistics  of  the  last  year  show  somewhat 
diminished  figures,  in  both  these  respects.  But  although  checked,  the 
progress  has  been  decided  and  encouraging.  A  very  favorable  aspect 
of  things,  in  this  part  of  Zion,  is  seen  in  a  general  attendance  upon  the 
regular  services  of  the  sanctuary  and  use  of  the  ordinary  means  of 
grace.  This  betokens  a  steady  development  of  the  Christian  life  of  the 
churches.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  catechetical  instruction  of 
the  young  and  many  of  them  are  led  to  Christ.  On  the  whole,  the 
records  of  the  Synod  give  evidence  that  the  Head  of  the  Church  has  not 
withheld  his  blessing  from  the  labors  of  his  servants  in  this  large  and 
interesting  field. 

7.  Miami  Synod. — We  have  reason  to  believe  that  there  is  a  compar¬ 
atively  healthy  state  of  piety  in  most  of  our  congregations ;  a  regular 
attendance  on  the  means  of  grace,  an  increased  church  love,  a  commen¬ 
dable  liberality,  a  steady  progress  and  increase  of  membership.  This  is 
true  in  general.  In  some  congregations  things  are  not  so  promising. 
There  are  many  points  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  where  congre¬ 
gations  might  be  soon  organized,  if  we  had  the  ministers  to  supply 
them. 

8.  Wittenberg  Synod. — The  churches,  within  the  bounds  of  this 
Syuod,  arc,  for  the  most  part,  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Substantial 
houses  of  worship  have  been  built  and  the  membership  is  constantly  in¬ 
creasing.  Our  national  difficulties  have  not  disturbed  the  growth  and 
influence  of  the  churches,  as  much  as  was  apprehended.  The  labors  of 
our  Pastors,  in  the  stated  means  of  grace,  in  the  protracted  meeting  and 
the  catechetical  class  have  been  attended  with  encouraging  success. 
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increasing  their  support  to  the  benevolent  enterprises 
There  is  a  large  missionary  field  in  this  Synod  as  yet 


unoccupied. 

9.  East  Ohio  Synod.— The  state  of  religion,  within  the  bounds  of  the 
East  Ohio  Synod,  is  healthy.  The  past  few  years  have  been  marked 
with  the  gifts  of  the  Divine  Spirit,  and,  while  sinners  have  been  convert 
cd  to  God,  the  professed  people  of  Christ  have  been  steadily  growing 
in  spirituality  and  church  love.  As  a  consequence  of  this,  churches 
have  been  erected,  that  are  creditable  to  the  piety  and  the  liberality  of 
the  people,  the  ministry  is  being  supported  and  the  different  benevolent 
enterprises  of  the  church  have  been  pushed  forward,  with  an  accumula¬ 
ting  zeal.  Our  churches  especially  in  (he  larger  towns,  are  establish¬ 
ing  themselves  permanently  and  we  rejoice  that  while  other  portions  of 
the  country  are  blessed  in  the  increase  of  our  Zion,  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  Eastern  Ohio  is  becoming  fixed. 

10.  Synod  of  Illinms. — We  have  not  been  without  severe  trials,  for 

the  last  three  years,  arising  not  only  from  the  general  depression  of  the 
-country,  but  also  from  causes  peculiar  to  the  territory  we  occupy,  as 
well  as  from  the  nature  of  the  labor,  put  into  our  hands,  it  being  mainly 
missionary  work.  Hence  many  of  our  brethren  have  been  subject  to 
excessive  labor  and  privations,  in  the  various  spheres  they  occupy. 
Nevertheless  we  have  not  labored  in  vain.  The  Synod  has,  at  present,  an 
exploring  missionary,  in  its  more  southern  territory,  who  reveals  a  most 
deplorable  destitution.  The  harvest  is  plenteous  but  the  laborers  are 
few  !  0  Lord,  send  thou  laborers  into  thine  harvest  ! 

11.  Olive  Brandt  Synod  of  Indiana . — The  churches,  within  the 
bounds  of  this  Synod,  regularly  supplied  with  pastors,  are  with  few 
exceptions,  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Some  of  them  have  enjoyed 
seasons  of  refreshing.  There  are  several  vacant  charges  and  isolated 
congregations,  affording*  a  fine  field  for  missionary  operations. 

12.  Synod  of  Pennsylvania.— The  state  of  spiritual  life  in  this  vener¬ 
able  body,  we  have  reason  to  hope,  has  kept  pace  with  its  external 
growth.  The  time  was  when  the  large  charges  served  by  some  of 
its  pastors  were  a  necessity.  One  was  constrained  to  serve  many 
churches  or  abandon  some  to  desolation  and  ruin.  With  the  multi¬ 
plication  of  our  ministry,  charge  after  charge  has  been  divided,  until 
few  preserve  their  original  proportions.  In  the  great  centres  of  Lu¬ 
theran  power  the  languages  have  been  separated  and  assigned  to  dif¬ 
ferent  churches.  By  Synodical  resolution  it  is  made  the  duty  of  eve¬ 
ry  congregation  to  aim  at  having  divine  services  at  least  once  every 
Lord's  Day.  Many  new  pastorates  have,  in  consequence,  been  formed 
since  our  last  report  to  this  body.  Especial  attention  has  been  devoted 
to  the  spiritual  training  of  the  young,  both  by  catechization  and  in  Sunday 
Schools.  The  latter  have  been  introduced  into  country  churches,  where 
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never  before  existing’,  and,  in  many  cases,  the  teacher  of  the  week-day 
school  has  devoted  the  Lord’s  Day  afternoon  to  religious  instruction. 
Since  the  connection  of  Rev.  l)r.  Schaeffer  with  our  Gettysburg  institu¬ 
tions,  the  Education  cause  has  received  a  new  impetus  and  is  yearly 
gaining  in  the  estimation  of  our  churches.  The  District  Conferences  of 
Synod  have  been  held  with  great  regularity  and  with'  the  happiest  re¬ 
sults.  The  zealous  and  enterprising  infuse  their  spirit  into  their  breth¬ 
ren  and  the  experienced  and  careful  hold  that  spirit  within  the  bounds 
of  knowledge.  These  Conferences  have  been  especially  attentive  to  the 
destitution  in  their  midst. 

In  short  while  much  remains  to  be  done,  the  standard  of  pastoral  de¬ 
votedness  and  congregational  activity  has  been  advanced  and  elevated. 
Freely  acknowledging  our  shortcomings,  we  humbly  trust  our  Synod  is 
attaining  to  higher  usefulness  and  is  increasing  in  the  elements  of  spir¬ 
itual  power  and  in  conformity  to  the  mind  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  To  God 
be  all  the  praise  ! 

13.  Synod  of  Northern  Illinois. — Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Northern  Illinois  has 
been  divided,  by  the  separation  of  the  Scandinavian  portion  from  it,  so 
that  it  now  numbers  only  thirty-one  ministers.  It  is  however  in  a  pros¬ 
perous  condition  and  the  state  of  religion  among  us  is  quite  encouraging. 
Many  precious  revivals  of  religion  have  been  enjoyed  and  notwith¬ 
standing  the  great  difficulties,  which  have  surrounded  us,  our  cause  is 
gradually  advancing.  This  Synod  aids  in  sustaining  the  Illinois  Uni¬ 
versity  and  we  are  gradually  preparing  a  well  qualified  ministry  for 
our  churches  and  mission  field  in  the  West. 

14.  Pittsburg  Synod. — The  last,  three  years  have  been  years  of  pro¬ 
gress,  notwithstanding  the  difficulties  with  which  the  church  has  had  to 
contend.  New  churches  have  risen,  new  fields  of  labor  have  been  open¬ 
ed  and  cultivated,  and  souls  gathered  into  tEe  fold  of  Christ.  The 
Synod  has  done  a  noble  missionary  work,  having  stations  in  Western 
Pennsylvania,  Virginia  and  Canada.  The  missions  in  Canada  have 
grown  to  such  importance,  within  a  few  years,  that  some  are  now  large, 
flourishing  and  self-sustaining  congregations,  which  now  generally  eon- 
tribute  to  the  support  of  other  missions.  In  view  of  the  number  of  min¬ 
isters  (10)  in  Canada  and  the  success  of  their  labors,  it  was  deemed  the 
time  to  organize  a  Synod  in  Canada,  which  has  been  done. 

In  spirituality  and  benevolence  there  has  not  been  that  advancement, 
which  was  desirable,  still  there  is  reason  for  encouragement  and  fur 
earnest  and  persevering  labor.  There  are,  at  present,  but  few  vacant 
charges,  within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod. 

15.  iBuglish  Synod  of  Ohio. — This  Synod  has  enjoyed  the  favor  of  the 
Lord,  in  the  preservation  ol  all  its  ministers,  since  the  last  meeting  o{ 
the  G  enerai  Synod,  and  sustaining  them  at  their  several  posts,  in  the 
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midst  of  these  turbulent  times.  Our  Synod  has  had  a  holy  mission  to 
fill,  but  in  the  scattered  condition  of  our  congregations  we  feel  with 
heartfelt  sorrow,  that  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  effect  as  much  good  for 
our  Redeemer’s  Kingdom,  as  we  ardently  desire. 

1G.  Kentucky  Synod. — The  state  of  the  Church,  within  the  bounds  of 
the  Kentucky  Synod,  is  by  no  means  as  encouraging  as  we  desire,  but, 
in  view  of  the  troubles  in  the  country,  we  can  rejoice  that  it  is  no  worse. 
It  is  struggling  for  existence,  and  if  it  maintains  its  life  through  this 
political  strife,  a  brighter  day,  we  hope,  will  then  dawn  upon  us.  But 
we  are  made  to  feel,  more  and  more,  the  wisdom  of  the  Saviour’s  pre¬ 
cept,  “Be  ye  wise  as  serpents  and  harmless  as  doves.”  In  some  of  our 
congregations  there  is  division,  consequently  the  ministers  feel  the 
effect  of  the  withdrawal  in  their  diminished  salaries.  Local  and  gener¬ 
al  benevolence  has  suffered,  in  consequence  of  financial  derangement 
and  want  of  confidence.  Revivals  in  the  church  have  been  but  few  and 
of  very  limited  extent.  We  pray  for  better  times. 

17.  Synod  of  Central  Pennsylvania. — Since  the  last  Convention  of 
the  General  Synod  the  Synod  of  Central  Pennsylvania  has  on  the  whole 
been  highly  favored.  The  number  of  members  of  this  Synod  has  been 
increased  one-third  ;  the  work  of  missions  within  her  bounds  has  been 
energetically  and  successfully  prosecuted  ;  some  eight  or  ten  new  con¬ 
gregations  were  organized  and  churches  built;  upwards  of  thirty  bene¬ 
ficiaries  have  received  aid  in  their  preparation  for  the  ministry.  In  mer¬ 
cy  God  poured  out  his  Spirit  upon  a  number  of  the  charges  and  congre¬ 
gations  and  many  souls  professed  conversion;  and  although  the  sad 
effects  of  the  war  are,  in  this  Synod,  clearly  seen  in  her  churches,  still 
we  are  happy  to  state  that  much  good  has  been  accomplished.  Our 
field  of  operations  is  comparatively  large  and  very  promising. 

18.  Synod  of  Northern  Indiana . — Ten  or  twelve  new  churches  have 
been  erected  and  consecrated  under  the  direction  of  this  body,  since  the 
last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  This  Synod  is  now  connected  with 
Wittenberg  College  and  will  give  all  her  influence  to  that  excellent  in¬ 
stitution.  Notwithstanding  the  troubles,  now  existing  in  our  country, 
many  of  the  churches  have  enjoyed  precious  seasons  of  revival,  during 
the  past  winter.  While  many  of  our  young  men  have  enlisted  in  the 
service  of  their  country,  others  have  been  hopefully  converted  and  en¬ 
listed  in  the  service  of  Christ.  Sabbath  Schools  are  multiplying  in  num¬ 
ber  and  increasing  in  efficiency.  Church  love  is  increasing  and  the 
spirit  of  benevolence  developing  to  some  extent.  We  have  therefore 
cause  to  rejoice,  in  view  of  future  prosperity,  and,  upon  the  whole,  we 
think  we  can  safely  say  that  the  cause  of  religion  is  prospering,  in  the 
infant  Synod  of  Northern  Indiana. 

19.  Synod  of  Southern  Illinois. — The  Synod  of  Southern  Illinois 
was  progressing  until  the  breaking  out  of  the  rebellion.  Sjhe  increased 
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in  membership  and  in  the  number  of  her  ministers.  General  prosperity 
prevailed  within  her  borders.  But  during  the  last  year  a  great  change 
has  taken  place.  Very  few  of  our  ministers  were  able  to  meet  in  Synod¬ 
ical  session  in  the  fall  of  1801.  A  great  many  of  our  churches  have 
greatly  suffered,  particularly  those  in  Missouri  and  Tennessee.  Some  of 
our  congregations  in  the  State  of  Illinois  have  enjoyed  refreshing  show¬ 
ers  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  during  tdie  last  winter,  and  are  in  a 
prosperous  condition.  We  trust  that  the  severe  trial,  through  which 
our  Synod  had  to  pass,  will  serve  to  purify  us  and  help  us  to  find  out  in 
what  direction  the  Lord  intends  to  guide  us,  so  that  we  may  in  no  respect 
be  found  wanting. 

20.  Synod  of  Ioiea . — The  spiritual  condition  of  a  very  large  number 
of  our  churches  in  Iowa  is  greatly  improved.  The  most  extensive  re¬ 
vivals  of  religion,  ever  known  among  us,  have  been  enjoyed  during  the 
past  winter.  Our  Laity  are  becoming  more  of  a  praying  as  well  as  a 
working  people.  A  deeper  tone  of  piety  exists  among  us.  There  is 
more  heartfelt  and  prayerful  longing  for  the  gracious  outpouring  of  the 
blessing  of  God  and  more  earnest  efforts  are  being  put  forth,  fin  the 
conversion  and  salvation  of  souls.  It  is  therefore  our  decided  conviction 
that,  at  no  former  period  of  our  brief  history  have  we  been  so  fully  and 
generally  awakened  to  our  great  mission  in  this  distant  West,  as  at  the 
present. 

21.  Melanchthon  Synod. — The  churches,  within  the  bounds  of  this 
Synod,  enjoyed  extensive  revivals  during  the  first  two  years  after 
the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  at  which  time  the  rebellion,  so 
disastrous  to  both  State  and  Church,  took  place  and  blasted  many  of  our 
most  cherished  enterprises,  and  laid  low  many  of  our  fondest  hopes. 
During  the  past  year,  accessions  to  the  Church  within  our  bounds  have 
been  comparatively  few,  revivals  of  religion  rare,  whilst  there  has  been 
a  marked  decline  in  vital  godliness.  Whilst  however  we  are  compelled 
from  a  sense  of  duty  to  make  these  admissions,  we  still  feel  grateful  to 
God,  for  the  evidences  afforded  us  of  the  fact,  that  our  people  have  not 
forgotten  altogether  the  wants  of  the  Church.  New  church  edifices  have 
been  erected  and  others  repaired.  The  number  of  young  men,  now  sus¬ 
tained  in  their  course  of  preparation  for  the  ministry,  by  the  contribu¬ 
tions  of  our  people,  is  larger  than  ever  heretofore.  We  fondly  anticipate 
a  return  of  our  former  prosperity  as  soon  as  peace  is  restored. 

22.  Synod  of  New  Jersey. — Our  body  has  an  existence  of  only  one 
year.  Yet  we  have  enjoyed  largely  the  favor  of  God,  we  have  been 
favored  with  extensive  revivals  of  religion,  harmony  and  peace  prevail  in 
our  Synod  and  congregations.  Our  Sabbath  Schools  are  in  a  nourish¬ 
ing  condition  and  every  evidence  is  afforded  that  our  organization  has 
conduced  to  the  glory  of  our  Divine  Master  and  the  advancement  of 
Zion  •,  and  if  our  geographical  boundaries  are  respected  in  our  church. 
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we,  though  now  a  little  one  among  the  thousands  of  Israel,  will  not  he 
the  least  to  swell  the  hosts  of  the  Lord.

Rev.  B.  M.  Schmucker,  from  the  Committee  to  whom  the 
Liturgy  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  was  referred,  presented  a 
report,  which  was  received,  and  after  discussion,  the  whole 
subject  disposed  of,  by  the  adoption  of  the  following  res¬ 
olutions  : 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  one  from  each  District- 
Synod,  here  represented,  be  appointed,  to  be  called  the  Litur- 
gical  Committee ,  to  whom  this  Report  shall  be  referred  together 
with  the  Liturgy  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  the  General 
Synod’s  Liturgy,  with  instructions  to  propose  a  Liturgy  for 
the  use  of  our  churches  at  the  next  Convention  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod. 
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Unsolved,  That  each  delegation  name  its  own  member  of 
the  Committee,  and  that  the  Committee,  thus  appointed,  se¬ 
lect  its  Chairman.

SEVENTH  DAY-First  Session. 

Thursday,  9  o’clock,  A,  M.,  May  8th. 
The  Convention  re-assembled.  Prayer  by  Rev.  L.  Knight. 
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The  minutes  of  the  last,  session  were  read  and  approved. 

Rev.  Dr.  Harrison  presented  the  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  African  Mission.  The  report  was  received  and,  after 
amendment,  adopted  as  follows  : 

Report  on  the  African  Mission . 

At  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  held  at  Pittsburg,  in  1859,  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  the  Committee  on  the  African  Mission  be  continued, 
and  that  they  be  directed  to  proceed  with  the  work  begun,  but  that  no 
decided  action  as  to  the  location  and  commencement  of  the  Mission  be 
taken  without  the  co-operation  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  our  For¬ 
eign  Missionary  Society. 

Immediately  before  leaving  Pittsburg,  the  joint  Committee  adopted 
the  following  resolutions,  viz.  : 

Resolved,  That  we  locate  a  Mission,  if  practicable,  next  Fall  (1859) 
according  to  the  plan  adopted,  at  Reading,  for  the  African  Mission. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Rev.  M.  Officer,  as  Superintendent,  spend  the  in¬ 
terim  in  visiting  the  Church  and  doing  the  preparatory  work  as 
heretofore. 

Resolved,  That  in  sending  Ero.  Officer  to  Africa  next  Fall,  to  locate 
a  Mission,  our  purpose  is  to  continue  him  in  Africa  no  longer  than  is 
necessary  to  the  healthy  superintendence  of  said  Mission,  believing  that 
a  portion  of  his  time  may  be  spent  here  at  home. for  the  better  promotion 
of  the  interests  of  the  Mission. 

After  the  General  Synod  had  adjourned  Bro.  Officer  continued  to  visit 
the  Churches  as  before  in  behalf  of  the  Mission.  In  September,  of  the 
same  year,  (1859,)  Bro.  EL  'Heigerd  was  appointed  a  missionary  to  labor 
in  Africa  under  the  supervision  of  Bro.  Officer.  No  opportunity  offering, 
these  brethren  did  not  leave  for  Africa,  until  Feb.  23,  1860.  The  follow¬ 
ing  instructions,  in  the  meantime  were  given  to  the  Superintendent: 

1.  That  as  heretofore  determined,  the  Mission  shall  be  located  in 
the  Territory  of  Liberia,  or  in  the  Sherboo  Country. 

2.  That  the  Superintendent  erect  the  necessary  buildings  and  com¬ 
mence  the  Mission  School  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  location  shall 
have  been  selected. 

3.  That  the  Superintendent  employ  such  assistants  as,  may  be  neces¬ 
sary,  from  among  the  natives  and  settlers  of  the  country. 

4.  That  Bro.  Heigerd  have,  at  present,  no  fixed  salary,  but  that  all 
his  expenses  of  Board,  Clothing  and  Medical  attendance  be  paid,  till  the 
amount  of  his  salary  can  be  determined. 

5.  That  the  Superintendent  have  a  salary  of  $600  per  annum,  and 
that  six  months7  pay  be  advanced  him,  before  sailing  for  Africa. 

G.  That  an  outfit  of  one  hundred  dollars  be  allowed  to  Bros.  Officer 
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and  Heigerd,  conjointly,  for  the  purchase  of  household  goods  and  furni¬ 
ture,  which  goods  and  furniture,  however,  are  to  be  the  property  of 
the  Mission. 

7.  That  the  Superintendent  be  authorized  to  expend  a  sura,  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  in  the  purchasing  of  tools  and  implements 
for  the  Mission. 

On  the  23d  of  February,  I860,  Bros.  Officer  and  Heigerd  set  sail  from 
Baltimore  and  reached  the  Liberian  Coast,  the  5th  day  of  April  follow¬ 
ing.  The  rainy  season  being  about  to  set  in,  with  reliable  information 
in  regard  to  several  contemplated  points  and  after  some  exploration,  a 
location  was  selected,  about  30  miles  inland  from  Monrovia,  on  the  St. 
Paul’s  River.  Application  was  at  once  made  to  the  President  of  Liberia 
for  one  hundred  acres  of  land  for  a  Mission  farm,  on  which  also  to  erect 
the  necessary  Mission  buildings.  Two  hundred  acres  more  were  asked 
as  a  Reservation,  that  we  might  have  the  privilege  of  selecting  such  set¬ 
tlers  for  this,  as  might  sympathize  with  our  Church,  and  thus  improve 
the  interests  of  the  Mission.  This  Reservation  was  asked  for  seven  years. 
Both  applications  were  granted  and  your  Committee  have  a  copy  of  the 
deed  for  the  one  hundred  acres  fur  the  Mission  farm  and  premises.  Upon 
application  five  acres  more  were  donated,  to  be  added  to  the  Mission  farm. 
The  location  of  the  Mission  grounds  is  high  and  undulating,  and  is  on 
the  St.  Paul’s  River,  with  a  front  of  half  a  mile.  The  site  of  the  Mission 
building  has  an  elevation  of  ninety  feet  above  the  St.  Paul’s  River. 
A  small  stream,  which  the  natives  say  is  never-failing,  runs  through 
both  the  Reservation  and  the  Mission  farm.  In  the  vicinity  of  the 
Mission  there  is  quite  a  number  of  villages,  some  of  which  have  been 
very  anxious  to  have  our  missionaries  labor  among  them.  In  an  explo¬ 
ration  farther  into  the  interior,  Bro.  Officer  found  a  most  inviting  field, 
where  the  Chief  and  many  of  his  people  spoke  the  English  language. 

The  St.  Paul’s,  in  front  of  the  Mission  has  a  fall  of  some  three  feet,  and 
about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  above,  a  still  greater  fall,  with  a  considerable 
descent  between  the  two  points,  so  that  it  is  supposed  that  a  fall  of 
twelve  feet  could  be  secured  for  water  power,  which  might  become  ex¬ 
ceedingly  valuable  to  the  Mission.  A  road  has  been  cut  through  from 
the  Mission  two  miles,  to  Millsburg,  the  head  of  navigation  on  the  St. 
Paul’s  River.  Considerable  attention  has  already  been  given  to  the  cul¬ 
tivation  of  the  farm.  Its  principal  products  are  Rice,  Cassada,  Potatoes 
and  Eddoes.  Several  hundred  Coffee  trees  have  already  been  planted. 
The  labor,  necessary  to  the  cultivation  of  these,  is  peculiarly  adapted  to 
children  and  youth,  such  as  are  in  the  Manual  Labor  School,  as  coffee 
can  be  raised  with  comparatively  little  cost  for  implements  and  machin¬ 
ery ;  besides  it  can  be  transported  with  little  expense  and  loss  and  al¬ 
ways  meet  with  si  ready  market.  Its  cultivation  will  be  the  principal 
object  of  the  manual  labor  department  of  the  Mission,  after  supplying 
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the  Mission  with  vegetables.  The  buildings  of  the  Mission  are  1st,  a 
temporary  frame  22  by  2G  feet,  one  story  and  a  half  high.  This  was 
first  used  by  the  missionaries,  but  will  hereafter  be  occupied  by  the  as¬ 
sistants,  employed  at  the  Mission  and  a  part  uf  the  Mission  children. 
2nd,  A  substantial  frame  15  by  28  feet,  designed  for  a  Chapel  and  School 
house,  and  now  used  for  both  daily  and  Sabbath  exercises.  Though 
small,  it  is  well  adapted  to  the  purposes  of  the  Mission.  3rd,  A  house 
designed  especially  as  a  residence  for  the  missionaries,  which  is  a  well 
built  frame  25  by  26  feet,  one  story  and  a  half  high  with  a  piazza 
in  front. 

In  the  school  of  the  Mission  we  have  38  children,  19  males  and  19  fe¬ 
males — all  of  these  are  Congo  children.  They  ar.e  clothed  and  fed  by 
the  Mission  and  are  required  to  work  a  certain  portion  of  each  day.  The 
daily  exercises  are  as  follows:  Morning  prayers  from  6  to  6|  o’clock — 
work  from  6J  to  9 — breakfast  from  9  to  10— -school  from  10  to  1 — recre¬ 
ation  from  1  to  2 — -work  from  2  to  5 — supper  from  5  to  G — evening 
prayers  from  6  to  o’clock.  At  the  morning  and  evening  exercises 
the  whole  School  repeats  the  ten  Commandments,  the  Lord’s  prayer,  the 
Apostle’s  creed  and  a  hymn.  The  instructions  in  the  school  are  in  Eng¬ 
lish.  A  number  of  the  children  already  read  and  have  made  very  en¬ 
couraging  progress,  and  seem  readily  to  adopt  habits  of  civilization. 

All  these  children  were  selected  from  a  captured  slaver  in  the  latter 
part  of  August,  1860.  The  Committee,  to  whom  was  entrusted  the  dis¬ 
tribution  of  those  on  board  the  slaver,  proposed  to  our  missionaries  the 
privilege  of  selecting  as  many  as  they  could  take  charge  of.  They  se¬ 
lected  40,  20  males  and  20  females,  of  whom  two  have  since  died.  Two 
other  children  connected  with  the  Mission  have  died.  These  were  the 
children  of  Mrs.  Arnet,  who  is  an  Assistant  at  the  Mission.  The  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  Liberia  has  contributed  for  their  support  $659  50. 

A  small  church  was  organized,  Feb.  17,  1861,  composed  ot  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Heigerd,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jacobs,  Liberians,  formerly  from  South 
Carolina,  Mrs.  Arnet  and  her  daughter,  Liberians,  formerly  from  Penn¬ 
sylvania:  another  of  Mrs.  Arnet’s  daughters  had  professed  faith  in 
Christ,  and  had  made  application  for  membership,  but  died  previous  to 
the  organization.  Bros.  Officer  and  Heigerd  were  both  most  industri¬ 
ously  engaged  m  the  work  of  the  Mission  until  about  one  year  ago,  when 
Bro.  Officer  ffift  the  mission  in  the  more  immediate  care  of  Bro. 
Heigerd,  with  special  instructions  such  as  your  Committee  most  hearti¬ 
ly  approve. 

About  the  last  of  August,  1860,  Miss  Kilpatrick  was  employed  to  take 
the  more  especial  charge  of  the  Congo  girls  who  had  been  taken  from 
the  captured  slaver.  Miss  Kilpatrick  has  since  become  the  wife  of 
Bro.  Heigerd. 

The  whole  cost  of  the  Mission  to  the  present  date  has  been  $4,044.99. 
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This  includes  everything  from  the  sailing  of  our  missionaries  until  the 
present  time,  and  embraces  the  entire  expenses  of  outfit,  building  ma¬ 
terial,  tools,  books,  fare,  freight,  land  surveying,  making  road,  hire  of 
workmen,  support  of  40  children  and  salaries  of  missionaries  from  the 
time  of  embarking,  Feb.  23,  18G0  to  the  present,  May  1st,  1802. 
Amount  yet  on  hand  April  1st,  1802,  $3,023-96.  Your  Committee  ex¬ 
press  with  much  pleasure  their  conviction  that  the  interests  of  this  Mission 
have  been  conducted  by  our  missionaries  with  intelligence,  industry, 
economy  and  success.  It  is  our  desire  that  this  good  work,  so  well  be¬ 
gun,  shall  ever  receive  the  fostering  care  of  the  Church. 

In  concluding  this  report  we  offer  the  following  recommendations: 

1st.  That  our  worthy  brother  M.  Officer  be  continued  the  Superintend- 
ant  of  the  Mission. 

2nd.  We  recommend  to  the  continued  favor  of  the  Church  Bro. 
Heigerd  and  his  wife,  both  of  whom  have  shown  themselves  interested, 
competent  and  efficient  in  their  labors  at  the  Mission,  and  we  recom¬ 
mend  that  their  salary  consequently  be  $500. 

3rd.  We  recommend  that  the  appointment  of  Bro.  B.  F.  Steiner,  a 
student  of  Wittenberg  College  as  a  missionary  to  our  African  Mission 
and  his  departure  for  the  Mission  the  coming  Fall,  and  the  amount  of 
his  salary  be  referred  for  decision  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

4th.  We  also  recommend  that  the  Committee  have  power  between 
this  and  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  to  send  out  one 
other  suitable  brother  to  strengthen  the  Mission,  if  such  a  brother 
can  be  secured.

'Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  has  heard  with  extreme 
gratification  the  highly  encouraging  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  African  Mission  and  recognizes,  in  this  unparallelled 
success,  an  unmistakable  indication  of  the  sanction  of  Divine 
Providence  upon  the  undertaking. 

Resolved ,  That  we  earnestly  invite  the  attention  of  our 
people  to  this  Mission,  in  the  present  peculiar  juncture  of  our 
National  affairs,  as  wc  believe  that  our  Heavenly  Father  is 
hereby  indicating,  in  part,  the  proper  solution  of  the  great 
question  ol  the  uge,  viz.,  the  providing  of  a  suitable  home 
for  a  disenthralled  race. 
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Resolved ,  That  the  Committee  on  the  African  Mission 
now,  at  their  own  request,  be  discharged  and  that  the  in¬ 
terests  of  said  Mission  be  transferred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee  of  our  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

Resolved ,  That  the  moneys  on  hand,  belonging  to  the 
African  Mission,  and  all  moneys,  hereafter  designated  for 
that  object,  be  appropriated  to  said  Mission. 

On  motion,  Rev.  Dr.  Ilarkey  was  invited  to  address  the 
Synod  in  reference  to  the  interests  of  the  Illinois  State 
University. 

Synod  then  adjourned.  Prayer  by  Rev.  P.  Anstadt. 

SEVEHTH  BAY— Second  Session. 

Thursday,  2  o’clock,  P.  M. 

The  Synod  re-assembled  and  was  opened  with  prayer  by 
Rev,  R.  Hill.  Several  propositions  having  been  presented  in 
reference  to  instructing  the  representatives  of  the  General 
Synod  in  the  Board  of  Publication,  the  whole  subject  was 
finally  disposed  of,  by  the  adoption  of  the  following  reso¬ 
lution  : 

Resolved ,  That  as  the  General  Synod  has  its  representa¬ 
tives  in  the  Lutheran  Board  of  Publication,  in  whom  we  have 
entire  confidence,  we  deem  it  unnecessary  to  give  them  any 
particular  instructions. 

Resolved ,  That  in  order  to  promote  uniformity  in  our 
churches,  and  to  give  greater  influence  to  our  Government 
and  Discipline,  the  General  Synod  again  earnestly  recom¬ 
mends  to  all  her  District  Synods  the  adoption  of  the  Formula 
of  Government  and  Discipline,  published  by  this  body,  and 
that  each  Synod  may  add  such  provision  as  it  may  deem 
requisite  for  the  peculiarities  of  its  own  position,  in  the  form 
of  by-laws  for  its  individual  use. 

Rev.  Dr.  Schaeffer,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Treasurer’s 
Report,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  accept¬ 
ed  : 
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Report  on  the  Treasurer  s  Report. 

The  Committee  on  the  late  Treasurer’s  account  respectfully  report: 

That  the  account  of  the  Treasurer  extends  from  Aug.  10,  1859  to 
April  1G,  1861.  He  reports,  receipts  amounting  to  $1,785.75,  and  ex¬ 
penditures,  amounting  to  $538.50.  His  vouchers  have  been  exam¬ 
ined  by  I.  Sulger,  Esq.,  who  pronounces  them  correct. 

The  Treasurer  not  being  able  to  pay  over,  in  cash,  the  balance  in  his 
hands,  amounting  to  $1,247.25,  has  transferred  to  Synod  certain  orders 
which,  with  a  small  amount  of  cash  and  interest  on  said  orders  paid  over 
to  Synod,  amounting  in  all  to  $89.90,  covers  that  balance.  Those  or¬ 
ders  will  fall  due  at  different  periods,  within  the  next  four  months,  and 
they  are  believed  to  be  good.

G.  W.  Householder,  Esq.,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Re¬ 
port  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Pastors’  Fund,  presented  the 
following  report,  which  was  accepted  : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer 

of  the  Pastors  Fund. 

The  Committee,  appointed  to  audit  the  accounts  of  Lewis  L.  Houpt, 
Treasurer  of  the  Pastors’  Fund,  report  that  they  have  examined  the  ac¬ 
counts  and  find  them  correct,  leaving  a  balance  in  hand,  in  cash,  of  live 
hundred  and  sixty-three  dollars  and  thirty-eight  cents,  invested,  of  fifteen 
hundred  dollars.  Interest  due  forty-five  dollars,  leaving  a  balance  on 
hand  and  invested  of  twenty-one  hundred  and  eight  dollars  and  thirty- 
eight  cents.

Rev.  G.  F.  Krotel,  from  the  Committee,  to  whom  was  re¬ 
ferred  the  Report  of  the  Ilyum  Book  Committee,  offered  the 
following  report : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Ilymn 

Book  Committee. 

The  undersigned,  appointed  to  examine  the  printed  “Report  of  the 
Hymn  Book  Committee  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Luth¬ 
eran  Church  in  the  United  States,  comprising  the  minutes  of  the  Hymn 
Book  Committee,  Correspondence,  Ac.,  since  the  session  of  Synod  at 
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Pittsburg,  Pa.,  May  20,  1850  to  May  1,  1802,  with  an  appendix,’7  (already 
distributed  among,  and  read  by  the  members  of  this  body)  and  two  e  ,:n- 
munications,  addressed  to  this  body  by  Mr.  T.  N.  Kurtz,  in  reference  to 
the  same  subject,  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  report : 

The  Nineteenth  Convention  of  the  General  Synod,  (Pittsburg,,  1850) 
Resolved ,  ‘‘That  the  control  and  management  of  the  publication  of  the 
Catechism,  Liturgy  and  other  books  of  the  General  Synod  be  entrusted 
to  the  Hymn  Book  Committee,”  [vide  Minutes  of  Synod,  1850,  page  26,) 
and  subsequently,  elected  Messrs.  Isaac  Sulger,  J.  J.  Cochran,  W.  A. 
W  isong,  Dr.  D.  Luther,  and  Dr.  II.  II.  Muhlenberg,  as  the  Hymn  Book 
Com  mittee. 

The  Synod  also  Resolved ,  “That  the  Hymn  Book  Committee  issue 
proposals  and  have  power  to  contract  for  the  publication  of  the  several 
editions  of  the  Church  Hymn  Book,  upon  terms  most  advantageous  to 
Synod  ;  also,  that  they  be  instructed  to  correct  any  typographical  or 
verbal  inaccuracies,  at  present  existing  in  the  Book,”  ( vide  Minutes, 
1859,  page  36.) 

In  compliance  with  this  resolution,  the  Hymn  Book  Committee  met,  in 
Philadelphia,  August  24,  1859,  issued  proposals,  and  addressed  them  to 
Mr.  T.  N.  Kurtz,  The  Lutheran  Publication  Society,  Messrs.  Lindsay  & 
Blak  iston,  and  Lippincott  &  Co.  At  a  subsequent  meeting,  Sept.  7> 
1859,  they  considered  the  proposals  of  Mr.  Kurtz  and  the  Lutheran  Pub¬ 
lication  Society,  and  unanimously  Resolved ,  “That  the  contract  for  pub¬ 
lishing  the  24mo.  and  48mo.  editions  of  the  Hymn  Book  be  awarded  to 
the  Lutheran  Publication  Society.  The  Synod  of  1859,  also,  Resolved , 
“That  the  Hymn  Book  Committee  be  instructed  to  effect,  if  possible,  an 
arrangement  with  Mr.  Kurtz,  by  which  the  12mo.  edition  of  the-  Hymn 
Book  may  be  transferred  to  the  General  Synod.”  [vide  Minutes,  page 
46.)  The  Committee,  accordingly,  at  its  first  meeting,  also,  Resolved , 
“That  Mr.  Kurtz  be  requested  to  transfer  the  plates  of  the  12mo.  edition 
of  the  Hymn  Book,  and  suggest,  that  the  Hymn  Book  Committee  will 
expect  new  proposals  for  the  sale  of  said  edition  in  the  future,  after  the 
present  stock  is  exhausted.”  The  Secretary  of  the  Committee  requested 
Mr.  Kurtz  “to  transfer  the  plates  of  said  edition,  and  state  an  account  of 
the  costs  and  expenses  of  stereotyping,  and  the  amount  of  premiums 
credited  on  sales  to  the  present  date ;  notifying  him  that  the  Hymn 
Book  Committee  disregard  the  contract  under  which  Mr.  Kurtz  claims, 
and  will  expect  him  to  make  a  new  proposal  for  the  sale  of  said  (12mo.) 
edition,  after  the  present  stock  is  exhausted,  awarding  him,  however, 
in  equity,  a  prior  right  over  all  other  competitors,  all  things  being 
equal.” 

Mr.  Kurtz  declined  to  transfer  the  stereotype  plates  of  the  12mo.  edi¬ 
tion,  until  he  should  be  “fully  reimbursed  in  accordance  with  his  con¬ 
tract  with  the  former  Hymn  Book  Committee,  according  to  which  con- 
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trid  lie  believed  himself  exempt  from  any  premium  or  bonus,  until  he 
cun. aiders  himself  reimbursed  by  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  same. 
A  iter  such  reimbursement  he  will  transfer  the  stereotype  plates  to  the 
General  Synod,  provided  the  combined  sale  of  the  book  is  further  secur¬ 
ed  to  him  for  the  term  of  ten  years ,  and  he  will  pay  to  the  General 
Synod  such  premium  as  they  may  thinjc  proper  to  impose,  said  premium 
not  to  exceed  that  now  paid  on  the  small,  or  12mo.  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Hymn  Book,  viz. :  10  cents  per  copy.” 

The  Hymn  Book  Committee  thereupon  adopted  the  following: 
“Whereas,  Mr.  Kurtz  has  declined  to  enter  into  any  arrangement  with 
the  Committee  for  the  abandonment  of  his  alleged  contract,  and  for  the 
sale  of  said  12mo.  edition,  upon  any  other  terms  than  those  expressed 
in  said  contract,  therefore,  Resolved ,  That  correspondence  with  Mr.  T. 
N.  Kurtz  be  renewed,  with  the  view  to  purchase  from  him  the  copies  of 
the  said  edition  reported  on  hand  at  this  date,  and  a  release  of  all  his  in¬ 
terest  in  said  contract,  in  order  that  the  sales  of  said  12mo.  edition 
of  the  Hymn  Book  be  made  immediately  remunerative  to  Synod.” 

Up  to  the  time  of  the  last  meeting  of  the  Hymn  Book  Committee, 
April  23,  18G2,  at  which  they  resolved  to  print  their  proceedings  for  the 
use  of  the  members  of  this  body,  they  had  not  succeeded  in  making  any 
transfer,  or  satisfactory  arrangements  with  Mr.  Kurtz,  in  regard  to  the 
12mo.  edition. 

Some  time  after  the  first  contract  of  the  Committee,  with  the  Publica¬ 
tion  Society,  for  the  publication  of  the  24mo.  and  48mo.  editions,  the 
Committee  also  contracted  with  the  same  Society  for  the  publication  of 
an  18mo.  or  “pew”  edition  of  the  Hymn  Book,  on  the  same  plates  with 
their  smaller  book,  and  the  book  was  thus  issued  with  the  sanction  of  the 
Hymn  Book  Committee. 

On  the  8th  of  January,  1861,  the  Publication  Society  formally  com¬ 
plained  to  the  Hymn  Book  Committee,  of  the  action  of  Mr.  Kurtz,  in 
publishing  and  advertising  for  sale  an  edition  of  the  General  Synod’s 
Hymn  Book,  which  conflicts  with  the  contract  of  the  Board  with  the 
General  Synod's  Committee.”  Mr.  Kurtz,  after  being  addressed  on  the 
subject,  stated,  that  he  had  used  the  plates  of  the  12mo.  edition,  to  print, 
what  he  termed  a  lOmo.  edition,  on  thinner  paper  and  with  a  narrow 
margin,  for  the  purpose,  1st,  of  creating  at  once  a  revenue  on  the  book 
for  the  General  Synod,  as  he  proposed  to  pay  the  10  cents  premium  on 
all  he  should  sell  of  this  and  all  subsequent  editions  •,  and  2nd,  to  realize 
something  from  it  for  himself,  as  he  had  never,  as  he  states,  made  a  dol¬ 
lar  on  the  12mo.  book. 

On  the  9th  ofFebruary,  1861,  the  Hymn  Book  Committee  Resolved , 
“That  they  do  not  recognize  the  right  in  Mr.  Kurtz  to  publish  an  edition 
of  the  12mo.  Hymn  Book,  without  the  authority  of  the  General  Synod, 
through  its  authorized  Committee,  and  on  this  account  disapprove  en- 
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tirely  of  the  one  lately  published  by  him,  styled  a  lGmo.  and  re¬ 
spectfully  refer  the  whole  matter  to  the  General  Synod  at  Lancaster. 

In  a  communication,  presented  by  Mr.  Kurtz,  to  this  Synod,  and  also 
referred  to  this  Committee,  he  states,  that  he  regarded  the  publication  of 
the  18mo.  edition  (authorized  by  the  Hymn  Book  Committee)  as  intend¬ 
ed  to  supersede,  if  possible,  the  sale  of  his  12mo.  edition;  and  that,  in 
order  to  checkmate  this  move,  as  far  as  possible,  he  issued  his  16mo. 
for  the  purpose  of  remunerating  himself  and  the  Synod,  He  proposes 
to  pay  to  the  General  Synod  the  same  premium  or  bonus  on  all  sold  of 
this  edition,  which  he  is  to  pay  on  the  12mo.  edition,  viz.,  10  cents  per 
copy.  He  also  states,  that  he  expects  soon  to  print  another  edition  of 
the  12mo.  edition  and  that,  although  the  General  Synod  has,  as  yet  no 
just  claim  to  any  bonus  on  this  edition,  yet  he  will  say,  that  he  is  reim¬ 
bursed  according  to  the  contract,  and  agrees  to  pay  into  the  Treasury 
the  stipulated  bonus  over  all  subsequent  editions,  during  the  ten  years 
for  which  he  has  yet  control  of  the  book. 

Your  Committee  conferred  freely  and  frankly  with  the  Hymn  Book 
Committee  and  Mr.  T.  N.  Kurtz,  and  are  able  to  give  the  additional  in¬ 
formation,  not  afforded  by  the  printed  and  written  communications  al¬ 
ready  before  this  body,  that  Mr.  Kurtz  has  signified  his  readiness,  at  once 
to  transfer  the  plates  of  the  12mo.  edition  to  your  Hymn  Book  Commit¬ 
tee,  and  to  publish  the  same,  under  their  authority,  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  the  contract  of  October  28, 1851. 

The  Synod  of  1859,  also,  Resolved ,  “That  we  regard  a  good  Sunday 
School  Hymn  Book  for  the  Lutheran  Church  as  necessary,  and  hereby 
authorize  the  Board  of  Publication  to  prepare  and  issue  such  a  work  at 
an  early  period  ;  also  that  the  Hymn  Book  Committee  be  directed  to  en¬ 
ter  into  contract  with  the  Board  of  Publication  for  its  publication  under 
the  auspices  of  the  General  Synod,  and  that  a  reasonable  premium  for 
every  copy  sold  be  allowed  the  Synod. ?r  (vide  Minutes  1859,  page  3G.) 

It  appears  from  the  printed  Minutes  of  the  Hymn  Book  Committed, 
that  on  April  12,  18G0,  they  appointed  a  sub-Committee,  with  authority 
to  contract  with  the  Lutheran  Publication  Society,  for  publishing  a 
Sunday  School  Hymn  Book  in  accordance  with  the  views  expressed,  to 
wit,  at  not  less  than  a  quarter  of  one  per  cent  premium  upon  the 
gross  sales. 

This  book,  as  is  well  known  to  the  Synod,  has  been  before  the  Church 
for  some  time,  and  has  already  been  adopted  by  many  of  our  Sun¬ 
day  Schools. 

In  immediate  connection  with  this  action  of  the  Synod  and  Committee, 
we  would  call  attention  to  the  second  communication  presented  by  Mr. 
T.  N.  Kurtz,  to  this  body,  and  also  referred  to  your  Committee.  In  it 
Mr.  Kurtz  presents  to  this  body  the  Sunday  School  Hymn  Book  pub¬ 
lished  by  him,  and  “proposes  to  pay  double  the  premium  on  it,  provided 
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the  General  Synod  will  place  it  upon  an  equality  with  the  edition  of  the 
Publication  Society,  by  authorizing  its  publication  and  granting  him 
the  use  of  the  Synod’s  imprimatur.”  At, the  same  time  he  also  ‘‘offers 
his  Infant  School  Hymn  Book,  being  a  Supplement  to  the  above  Sunday 
School  Hymn  Book,  and  proposes  to  pay  a  reasonable  bonus  to  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  say  one-fourth  the  sum  to  be  paid  on  the  Sunday  School 
Hymn  Book.” 

The  Synod  of  1859,  also  Resolved ,  “That  Mr.  T.  N.  Kurtz  be  request¬ 
ed  to  transfer  the  copy-right  of  the  Liturgy  to  the  Hymn  Book  Commit¬ 
tee,  who  shall  allow  him  a  reasonable  time  for  disposing  of  the  co¬ 
pies  of  said  Book  which  he  has  still  on  hand.”  (vide  Minutes,  1859, 
page  46.) 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Hymn  Book  Committee,  they  resolved  to  re¬ 
quest  Mr.  Kurtz  “to  transfer  the  copy-right  of  the  Liturgy,  as  proposed 
and  expressed  in  the  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  to  General  Synod.” 
(page  46,  Minutes  of  1859.) 

Mr.  Kurtz,  in  his  reply  to  the  Committee  stated,  that  he  had  “ intended 
to  take  out  a  copy-right  for  the  Liturgy,  but  forgot  it,  and  therefore  he 
had  no  such  document  to  transfer.  If  he  had,  he  would  cheerfully  com¬ 
ply  with  his  promise,  and  the  request  of  the  Committee.” 

The  Synod,  convened  at  Pittsburg,  also  instructed  the  Hymn  Book 
Committee  “to  make  an  equitable  arrangement  with  Mr.  Kurtz  for  the 
disposition  of  the  large  edition  of  the  new  issue  of  the  Catechism  which 
he  has  on  hand,  in  regard  to  which  the  Synod  expresses  the  hope  that 
Mr.  Kurtz  will  act  in  conformity  with  the  principles  by  which  our 
business  lias  hitherto  been  conducted.”  (vide  Minutes  of  Synod,  1859, 
page  43.) 

In  regard  to  this  subject  your  Committee  are  able  to  report  that  they 
have  ascertained,  that  the  plates  of  the  Catechism  are  now  in  the  hands 
of  the  Hymn  Book  Committee ;  that  Mr.  Kurtz  has  a  couple  thousand 
copies  on  hand  ;  and  that  when  these  are  sold,  his  connection  with  the 
Catechism  will  terminate. 

Having  thus,  as  briefly  as  possible,  stated  the  whole  subject  of  the 
publications  of  the  Synod,  in  charge  of  the  Hymn  Book  Committee,  as 
gathered  from  the  printed  Minutes,  written  and  oral  communications, 
your  Committee  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  Resolutions : 

1st.  That  the  General  Synod  will  adhere  to  the  rule,  already  establish¬ 
ed,  according  to  which  the  control  and  management  of  the  publication 
of  the  Catechism,  Hymn  Book,  Liturgy,  and  other  books  of  the  General 
Synod,  and  the  power  to  contract  for  the  publication  of  the  several  edi¬ 
tions  of  the  same,  upon  terms  most  advantageous  to  the  Synod,  shall  be 
entrusted  to  the  Hymn  Book  Committee. 

2nd.  That  the  Synod  endorse  the  action  of  the  late  Hymn  Book  Corft- 
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mittee,  especially  in  regard  to  the  several  particulars  referred  to  them  by 
the  Convention  of  this  body  at  Pittsburg,  1859. 

3rd.  That  while  we  unhesitatingly  express  our  disapprobation  of  the 
original  contract  of  1851,  and  lament  the  position  taken  and  maintained 
by  Mr.  Kurtz,  both  in  regard  to  the  l2mo.  edition,  and  the  publication 
of  the  so-called  16mo.  we  nevertheless  recommend  to  the  Hymn  Book 
Committee  to  contract  with  Mr.  Kurtz  for  the  publication  of  the  two 
editions  printed  on  the  12mo.  plates,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
the  original  contract,  provided  he  transfers  the  plates  to  the  hands  of 
the  Committee,  and.  is  willing  to  be  governed  by  the  agent,  entrusted 
with  the  management  and  control  of  the  publications  of  this  Synod. 

4th,  That  however  valuable  and  excellent  the  Sunday  School  Hymn 
Books,  published  by  Mr.  T.  N.  Kurtz,  may  be,  we  deem  it  inconsistent 
with  our  action  at  a  former  Convention,  to  accept  his  proposal,  and 
thereby  to  supplant  a  book,  prepared  and  published  by  our  direction,  or 
at  one  and  the  same  time  to  recommend  two  different  Sunday  School 
Hymn  Books  to  our  people. 

We  append  to  this  report  the  printed  statement  of  the  number,  of 
copies  of  the  various  publications,  sold  from  May  1st.  1859  to  May  1st, 
1862,  together  with  the  premiums  paid  :

The  Report  was  received,  the  resolutions  proposed  were 
passed,  and  in  reference  to  the  suggestion  presented  at  the 
close  of  the  Report,  the  following  resolution  adopted : 

Resolved ,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Synod,  it  is  inexpe¬ 
dient,  at  the  present  time,  to  make  any  change  in  the  General 
Synod’s  Hymn  Rook. 

Prof.  Sternberg,  from  the  Committee  to  whom  the  Car¬ 
mina  Ecclesice  was  referred,  presented  the  following  Re¬ 
port,  which  was  received  and  adopted  : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Car  mina  Reelesice. 

The  Committee  on  the  Carmina  Ecclesice ,  published  by  Mr.  T.  New¬ 
ton  Kurtz,  respectfully  report,  that  they  have  carefully  examined  the 
work,  and  testify  with  pleasure  that  it  reflects  great  credit  on  the  editor, 
as  well  as  the  publisher.  It  contains  a  larger  amount  of  the  choicest 
Church  music,  and  particularly  of  pieces  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  than  any  other  book,  with  which  we  are  familiar.  We 
have  discovered  no  violation  of  any  of  the  rules  of  music,  nor  have  we 
met  with  any  typographical  errors.  The  work  is  to  us  (the  Lutheran 
Church)  what  the  u  Carmina  Sacra ”  is  to  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
The  proposition  of  the  Publisher  to  allow  the  General  Synod  a  fair  bo¬ 
nus  on  each  copy  sold,  provided  he  be  allowed  to  use  its  imprimatur ,  it 
is  believed,  would  be  for  the  interest  of  the  Synod  to  accept,  inasmuch 
as  the  work  seems  to  be  of  such  a  character  as  that,  while  it  is  well 
adapted  to  promote  congregational  singing,  yet  it  would  not  displace  the 
General  Synod’s  Hymn  Book,  nor  interfere  with  its  sale.  Your  Com¬ 
mittee  would  thereupon  recommend  for  adoption  the  following  reso¬ 
lutions  : 

Resolved ,  That  Mr.  T.  Newton  Kurtz  be  authorized  to  use  the  impri¬ 
matur  of  the  General  Synod  in  the  publication  of  the  Carmina  Eccle¬ 
sice  and  that,  in  regard  to  the  bonus  proposed  to  be  paid  by  Mr.  Kurtz, 
the  Hymn  Book  Committee  of  this  Synod  be  instructed  to  take  charge 
of  the  interests  of  Synod  in  this  matter. 
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Resolved ,  Thai  the  copy  of  the  Carmina  Ecc\esice ,  presented  to  the 
Synod  by  Mr.  Kurtz,  be  deposited  in  the  Library  of  the  Historical  Socie¬ 
ty  of  the  Lutheran  Church.

The 
Committee,  therefore,  deem  it  inexpedient  that  any  alteration  in  the 
name  or  title  of  the  General  Synod  should  be  made  at  this  time,  and  are 
of  the  opinion,  that  the  end  aimed  at  by  the  communication  from  Cana¬ 
da  could  be  secured  by  a  correspondence  and  interchange  of  delegates. 

Your  Committee  propose  that  the  letter  be  read  before  the  Synod.

“United  States 

Rev.  Joseph  Ku miner,  the  delegate  from  the  Moravian 
Church,  now  presented  the  cordial  greetings  of  the  body  he 
represented  and  expressed  the  hope,  that  the  present  friend¬ 
ly  feeling  and  fraternal  regard,  existing  between  the  two 
Churches,  may  continue  to  be  maintained. 
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The  President  of  Synod  replied  in  an  appropriate  address, 
reciprocating  the  expressions  of  regard  and  sympathy  and 
invoking  God’s  blessing  upon  the  interests  of  the  Church 
which  the  brother  represented. 

Whereas ,  A  considerable  number  of  the  German  Lutheran 
congregations,  that  are  members  of  Synods  belonging  to 
this  body,  already  use  the  ^Deutches  Gesangbuch  fur  die 
Evangelisch-Lutherische  Kirche  in  den  Vereinigten  Staaten” 
(German  Hymn  Book  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
in  the  United  States,)  compiled  by  a  joint  Committee  of  the 
German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania 
and  adjacent  States,  the  Synod  of  New  York,  and  the  Synod 
of  West  Pennsylvania,  which  is  generally  regarded  as  within 
the  doctrinal  basis  of  the  General  Synod,  and  whereas ,  the 
revenue  resulting  from  the  sale  of  such  books  is  lost  to  the 
General  Synod,  therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  carefully  to  ex¬ 
amine  into  the  character  and  merits  of  this  book,  and  the 
propriety  of  the  General  Synod’s  sanctioning  its  use  and 
recommending  it  to  their  churches;  and  also  into  the  pro¬ 
priety  of  the  General  Synod  empowering  the  Hymn  Book 
Committee  to  co-operate  with  the  Committee  of  the  German 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania  and  ad¬ 
jacent  States,  in  the  publishing  of  the  aforenamed  German 
Hymn  Book,  and  securing  a  proper  portion  of  the  net  profits 
resulting  from  its  sale.

SEVENTH  DAY— Third  Session. 

Thursday,  7J  o’clock,  P.  M. 

The  Synod  convened,  according  to  adjournment.  The  Pres- 
ident  was  in  the  Chair  and  prayer  offered  by  Rev.  D.  Kline. 

It  was  ordered  that  the  Report  of  the  Directors  of  the 
Theological  Seminary,  at  Gettysburg,  be  forwarded  to  the 
the  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod  and  printed  in  the 
Minutes  : 

Report  on  the  Theological  Seminar y  of  the  Gleneral  Synod , 

at  Gettysburg. 

In  accordance  with  the  Constitutional  provision,  requiring  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  at  Gettys¬ 
burg,  to  present  to  the  successive  General  Synods  a  statement  of  the 
condition  of  that  Institution,  I  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  report: 

During  the  three  years,  that  have  elapsed  since  the  last  General  Synod 
no  very  material  changes  have  occurred  in  the  Institution.  Through 
the  liberality  of  several  of  the  Synods,  that  take  an  active  interest  in  its 
welfare,  the  Seminary  edifice  has,  at  length,  been  finished  and  rendered 
habitable  throughout.  A  change  has  been  effected  in  the  number  and 
length  of  the  sessions.  There  are  now  three  sessions,  of  thirteen  weeks 
each,  with  only  one  meeting  of  the  Board,  which  is  held  on  the  Tuesday 
before  the  Second  Thursday  in  August,  the  time  of  the  Commencement 
in  Pennsylvania  College.  The  vacation  after  the  Annual  meeting  of 
the  Board  lasts  six  weeks ;  that  at  Christmas,  three  weeks,  and  that  in 
the  Spring,  four  weeks.  This  is  an  experiment,  and  time  will  be  needed 
to  test  its  merits. 

During  the  last  session  there  were  thirty-two  students  in  attendance. 
The  temporary  inconvenience,,  arising  from  the  division  of  the  studies 
between  the  Professor  appointed  by  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
those  previously  constituting  the  Faculty  of  the  Seminary,  has  been 
obviated  and  the  whole  machinery  now  works  smoothly  and  well. 

The  Library  now  numbers  10,600  volumes.  It  is  steadily  increasing 
through  the  liberality  of  several  Synods,  which  make  annual  appropria¬ 
tions  for  this  purpose,  as  follows  :  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  $25  00  ; 
and  the  Synods  of  East  Pennsylvania,  West  Pennsylvania  and  Maryland, 
each,  $10  00.

our  German  Reformed  brethren,  that  the  present  fraternal  correspond¬ 
ence  between  our  Churches,  twin-sisters  of  the  Reformation,  may  never 
be  interrupted.

Report  of  the  Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the 

Presbyterian  Church . 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Krauth,  Jr.,  the  delegate  of  this  Synod  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  (N.  S.)  in  the  United  States, 
being  unable  to  attend  the  Convention  in  this  City,  in  May,  18G0,  the 
undersigned,  as  his  alternate,  was  present  and  on  presenting  his 
credentials  was  fraternally  received  as  a  corresponding  member.  The 
statements  of  your  delegate,  concerning  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  the  United  States  and  its  great  Missionary  work,  were  listened 
to  with  much  interest,  and  the  cordial  feelings  of  the  Assembly  toward 
this  Synod  were  expressed  by  the  Moderator,  in  a  very  kindly  manner. 

The  experience  of  this  branch  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  is  full  of 
lessons  of  instruction,  counsel  and  encouragement  to  our  Evangelical 
Church,  and  indicates  more  clearly  than  words  can  express  the  great 
truth,  that  no  religious  denomination  can  succeed  in  the  legitimate 
work  of  a  Christian  Church,  unless  it  is  first  true  to  Christ  and  second¬ 
ly  to  its  own  genius  and  history.  The  discordant  elements,  which  were 
found  in  the  New  School  Church  at  the  time  of  the  disruption,  are  grad¬ 
ually  passing  off  to  the  right  or  left,  and  the  Presbyterian  elements  of 
faith  and  order  are  coming  forth,  once  more  in  their  original  form,  giv¬ 
ing  efficiency  and  stability  to  the  entire  organization  and  doubtless 
preparing  the  way,  at  an  early  day,  for  a  re-union  with  the  Parent 
Church,  from  which  this  branch  was  violently  torn. 
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It  was  gratifying  to  notice  the  successful  working  of  the  various 
Committees  of  the  Assembly,  especially  on  behalf  of  Missions,  Educa¬ 
tion  and  the  publication  of  religious  works.  An  excellent  spirit  pre¬ 
vailed  during  all  the  sessions,  and  your  delegate  bade  adieu  to  this 
dignified  Body,  with  a  deep  conviction,  that  the  blessing  of  the  Master 
was  resting  upon  them.

and  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  as  Secretary  ;  and  also 
to  Prof.  L.  Sternberg  for  his  services,  kindly  rendered,  as 
Assistant  Secretary. 
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Resolved ,  That  the  Synod  now  adjourn  to  meet  again  at 
York,  Pa.,  on  the  First  Thursday  of  May,  1864,  and  that  the 
Pastors  of  our  several  Lutheran  Churches  in  that  place  be  a 
local  Committee  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements. 

The  Synod  then,  after  engaging  in  devotional  exercises, 
conducted  by  the  President,  adjourned  with  the  Apostolic 
Benediction.

OF  THE 


PARENT  EDUCATION  SOCIETY 


Lancaster,  Pa„  May  2,  1862. 

The  Parent  Education  Society  held  its  regular  meeting  in 
Lancaster,  Tuesday  afternoon,  May  2,  1862.  The  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Society,  Rev.  Dr.  Kurtz,  in  the  Chair. 

Resolved ,  That  all  persons  having  contributed,  at  any 
time,  to  the  Funds  of  the  Parent  Education  Society,  or  of 
any  District  Education  Society,  connected  with  the  Parent 
Society,  be  invited  to  participate  in  the  business. 

The  Report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  in  his  ab¬ 
sence,  was  read  bv  Rev.  Dr.  Schmucker.  It  was  received 
and  referred  for  modification  to  a  Committee,  consisting  of 
S.  S.  Schmucker,  D.  I).,  S.  Sprecher,  D.  D.,  Prof.  P.  Born, 
W.  A.  Passavant,  D.  D.,  S.  W.  Harkey,  D.  D.  and  Rev.  J. 
G.  Schaeffer,  who  subsequently  reported.  The  Report  was 
then  adopted. 


Report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Parent  Education  Society  herewith 
present  their  Twelfth  Report.  They  have  endeavored  to  collect  all  the 
facts,  within  their  reach,  connected  with  the  subject  of  Beneficiary  Edu 
cation  in  our  Church,  and  therefore  have  introduced  into  this  Report 
facts  received  from  Institutions  in  the  Church,  not  connected  with  the 
General  Synod.  These  facts  are  the  results  of  circulars,  transmitted  by 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  our  Collegiate  and  Theological  Schools, 
no  reports  of  Societies,  as  such,  having  been  made,  with  a  single  excep¬ 
tion  viz.:  that  of  Springfield,  Illinois. 

The  Colleges,  with  thu  Theological  Seminaries  connected,  from 
which  we  have  heard,  report  as  follows  : 
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Pennsylvania  College  Reports,  Professors  of  Religion,  94  ;  Preparing 
for  the  Ministry,  73  5  Beneficiaries,  50 ;  Theological  Seminary  of  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  at  Gettysburg,  30  5  Beneficiaries,  7  ;  Wittenberg  College, 
Professors  of  Religion,  103;  Preparing  for  the  Ministry,  57  ;  Benefi¬ 
ciaries,  9;  Illinois  State  University,  Professors  of  Religion,  40 ;  Pre¬ 
paring  for  the  Ministry,  10;  Beneficiaries,  8,  the  whole  number  who 
have  received  more  or  less  aid,  since  the  meeting  of  General  Synod,  at 
Pittsburg,  is  32,  of  whom  19  are  Scandinavians,  5  Germans,  and  8 
Americans.

In  Institutions,  not  connected  with  Synods  in  the  General  Synod  : 

Concordia  College,  Mo.,  Professors  of  Religion,  95  ;  Preparing  for  the 
Ministry,  89 ;  Sustained  by  Synod  and  by  private  patrons,  89  ;  The 
German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Seminary,  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  Pro¬ 
fessors  of  Religion,  70;  Preparing  for  the  Ministry,  23  ;  School  Teach¬ 
ers,  29;  Sustained  in  whole  or  in  part,  70;  Augustana  Seminary 
Chicago,  Sustained  by  the  Church,  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  Preparing 
for  the  Ministry,  11  ;  Authorized  to  preach  the  Gospel,  by  ordination  or 
licensure  since  the  meeting  of  this  Society  in  Pittsburg:  East  Ohio  and 
Miami  Synods,  8  ;  Both  Synods  of  Virginia,  6  ;  Synods  connected  with 
Newberry  College,  2  ;  Synods  connected  with  Hartwick  Seminary,  13  ; 
Illinois  Synods,  12  ;  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  12  ;  Central  Synod,  17  ; 
East  Pennsylvania  Synod,  2  ;  West  Pennsylvania  Synod,  6  ;  Allegheny 
Synod,  12  ;  Pittsburg  Synod,  6 ;  Maryland  Synod  ;  2,  Melanehthon 
Synod,  5;  Olive  Branch  Synod,  2;  Indiana  Synod,  1.  Of  this  number 
43  were  Beneficiaries. 

In  Synods  not  connected  with  the  General  Synod  :  Augustana  Synod, 
13;  Fort  Wayne  Synod,  12;  Wisconsin  Synod,  1.  We  regret  that  we 
have  not  been  able  to  obtain  full  statistics  concerning  the  Institutions  at 
Columbus,  O.,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  and  Wartburg,  Clayton  co.,  Iowa.  We 
are  informed,  however,  that  during  the  past  year  about  45  young  men, 
having  the  Ministry  in  view,  were  in  attendance  at  the  College  and 
Seminary,  in  Columbus,  O.,  some  30  in  the  Seminary  of  the  German 
Lutheran  Synod  of  Iowa,  at  Wartburg,  Clayton  co.,  Iowa,  and  perhaps 
20  at  the  College  of  the  Buffalo  Synod,  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  Two-thirds  of 
all  these  are  Beneficiaries,  and  are  supported  by  Education  Societies  of 
their  respective  Synods.  Besides  this  number,  there  are  between  20  and 
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30  students,  preparing  for  the  Ministry,  at  various  Academical  Institu¬ 
tions  belonging  to  the  Church. 

If  now  we  engross  the  facts  as  stated,  we  find  that  there  are  in  the 
Institutions  mentioned  590  young  men,  hopefully  pious,  in  the  way  of 
attaining  a  liberal  education,  to  add  to  the  sum  of  intelligence,  di¬ 
rected  by  piety  in  the  Church  and  the  world.  There  are  581  in  the 
various  stages  of  preparation  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  in  our  Church,  of 
whom  there  would  be  not  less  than  50,  entering  the  Ministry  annually. 
Of  the  whole  number  preparing  for  the  Ministry,  273  are  sustained  by 
the  Church. 

From  these  statistics  we  are  furnished  with  an  argument  on  behalf 
of  Beneficiary  education  which  cannot  be  gainsaid.  We  have  conclu¬ 
sive  evidence  of  the  position  that,  in  providing  for  her  future  Ministry, 
the  Church  must  by  no  means  neglect  to  make  provision  for  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  such  poor  and  pious  young  men,  as  feel  called  to  this  holy  work. 

It  is  also  gratifying  to  'be  able  to  record  the  fact  that  the  response 
which  reached  us,  from  all  our  Institutions,  in  reply  to  the  question, 
“Does  the  Beneficiary  element  cause  a  difference  in  the  character  and 
conduct  of  the  student  ?”  there  is  no  difference  between  those  who 
are  studying  for  the  Ministry,  whether  they  are,  or  are  not,  sustained  by 
the  Church.  We  naturally  turn  to  these  men  to  sustain  us,  in  the 
maintenance  of  good  order  and  in  upholding  and  enforcing  the  claims 
of  our  most  holy  religion  ;  and,  in  the  most  of  them  we  are  not  disap¬ 
pointed.  That  some  should  not  come  up  to  our  just  expectations 
ought  not  to  surprise  us,  or  discourage  us  in  this  good  work.  The 
money  expended  upon  those,  who  fail  to  enter  the  Ministry,  isjnot  lost  to 
the  Church.  In  many  instances  it  is  returned  with  interest,  and  in 
all  it  is  a  fund,  from  which  good  arises  indirectly  to  the  cause  of 
Christ. 

In  a  few  particulars,  there  might  be  additional  checks  and  cautions, 
employed,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  mistakes  in  the  selection  of 
proper  subjects  to  be  sustained  by  the  funds  of  the  Church.  If  a  young 
man  were  required  to  sustain  himself,  for  one  or  more  years,  or  to  have 
made  certain  attainments  in  the  knowledge  of  languages  and  the  sciences 
as  a  necessary  prerequisite  to  his  support  by  the  Church,,  it  would  furnish 
an  additional  security  to  him  against  self-deception,  and  a  guaranty  of 
his  sincerity.  Besides  no  young  man  should  be  received  upon  the  funds 
of  the  Church,  who,  in  addition  to  undoubted  evidence  of  personal  piety, 
is  not  well  acquainted  with  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  the  Church,  and 
does  not  heartily  approve  them. 

Since  the  meeting  of  the  Society,  in  Pittsburg,  a  bequest  of  $2,000,. 
made  by  Mrs.  Chesborough,  of  the  City  of  New  York,  through  the 
agency  of  the  Rev.  J.  L.  Schock,  her  pastor,  has  been  paid  into  the 
Treasury  of  the  Society..  Also  a  bequest  of  $190,  made  by  Mrs..  Sur- 
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sauna  Wall  nigh,  of  Chester  county,  Pa.,  which,  together  with  funds 
derived  from  other  sources,  amounting  to  $2,228.55,  the  Sixth  Sec¬ 
tion  of  the  addition  to  the  Constitution,  made  at  Dayton,  requires  the 
‘‘Parent  Executive  Committee”  to  distribute  “among  the  Executive 
Committees  of  the  Synodical  Societies,  in  the  ratio  of  the  number  of 
Beneficiaries  sustained  by  each  Committee  according  to  its  annual 
report.” 

Finally,  notwithstanding  the  mistakes  which  are  sometimes  made  in 
conducting  the  Educational  operations  of  the  Church,  the  subject  is 
deeply  seated  in  the  affections  of  the  people  and  its  interests  are  cher¬ 
ished  with  increasing  affection.  The  conviction  is  expressed  and  acted 
upon,  in  all  parts  of  the  Church,  that  upon  the  Beneficiary  element  are 
we  largely  dependent  for  the  supply  of  the  increasing  destitution  of  our 
Ministry.  May  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  inspire  her  with  wisdom 
and  zeal  and  liberality,  adequate  to  the  exigency  of  the  cause  and  the 
glory  of  Ilis  name  !

The  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Evangelical  Luth¬ 
eran  Church  in  the  United  States,  assembled  in  the  Church 
of  the  Holy  Trinity,  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  on  the  afternoon  of 
Monday,  May  5th,  1862. 

The  President,  Rev.  Dr.  J.  C.  Baker,  having  been  re¬ 
moved  by  death  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Society,  Rev. 
Dr.  J.  G.  Morris,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  took  the 
chair.

The  Corresponding  Secretary,  Rev.  J.  Z.  Senderling, 
presented  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  as 
follows  : 
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Report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Instead  of  our  Biennial  we  present  you,  to-day,  with  a  Triennial  Re¬ 
port,  lamenting  with  deepest  sorrow  the  unhappy  events,  which  made  it 
necessary  to  postpone  the  Convention  of  the  General  Synod,  and  con¬ 
sequently  the  meeting  of  this  Society.  Whilst  mourning  over  our 
bleeding  Country,  and  realizing  its  sad  effect  upon  our  Missionary 
operations,  we  feel  thankful  to  God,  that  they  have  not  been  stopped, 
and  take  courage  in  the  view  of  a  hopeful  future,  based  as  we  firmly 
believe  upon  the  perpetuity  of  our  National  Union.  In  God  we  trust, 
who  will  certainly  finish,  in  his  own  good  time,  the  great  work  which  he 
has  begun  in  our  land,  relative  to  Missionary  work  and  training. 

Death  of  llev.  Dr.  J.  C.  Baker. — It  becomes  us,  at  the  opening  of  our 
Report,  to  duly  notice  the  sad  event,  which  removed  from  us  forever  that 
man  of  God,  the  Rev.  Dr,  J.  C.  Baker,  the  President  of  this  Society. 
Ws  loved  and  revered  him  for  his  sound  faith,  his  purity  of  heart  and 
life,  his  devotion  to  the  cause  of  the  Master,  and  to  the  Church  of  the 
Reformation,  in  which  he  labored  so  faithfully  and  long  ;  but  especially 
for  the  interest  he  always  manifested  in  our  Lutheran  Foreign  Mission. 
Mark  the  perfect  man  and  behold  the  upright,  for  the  end  of  that  man 
is  peace. 

Death  of  Rev.  Dr.  Eichelberger . — We  have  to  record  the  death  of  yet 
another  dear  brother,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Eichelberger,  one  of  the  Vice-Presi¬ 
dents  of  the  Society.  He  was  a  fine  scholar,  a  learned  divine,  and  a 
sound  teacher  of  the  doctrines  of  the  Cross  of  Christ.  “Blessed  is  that 
servant,  whom  his  Lord,  when  he  cometh,  shall  find  so  doing.’* 

The  late  Rev.  Win.  E.  Snyder. — It  may  be  surprising  to  soine  that 
no  record  was  made  in  our  Report  of  1859,  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Snyder, 
our  late  Missionary  at  Guntoor.  The  only  reason  we  assign  for  the 
omission  is,  that  the  Report  was  printed  before  the  sad  intelligence  had 
been  received.  His  death  cast  a  gloom  over  our  Mission,  and  seemed 
to  portend  the  prostration  of  some  of  our  brightest  hopes.  It  occurred 
shortly  after  his  return  from  a  very  interesting  tour  in  the  Palnaud.  He 
had  held  many  solemn  meetings  in  the  different  villages,  conversed 
with  many  inquiring  persons,  and  received  into  Christian  fellowship  a 
large  number  of  hopefully  converted  natives.  These  had  been  brought 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  by  the  previous  instructions  of  Mr. 
Groaning.  Mr.  Snyder  penned  his  Report  under  a  glow  of  feelings  and 
a  brightness  of  hope.  So  much  so,  that  he  had  serious  thoughts  of 
living  in  the  Palnaud.  Just  here  he  fell,  with  his  armor  on,  flushed 
with  victory,  in  the  midst  of  his  years,  and  of  his  usefulness. 

Shortly  after  his  death,  the  widow,  and  her  step-daughter,  Charlotte 
Snyder,  returned  home  ;  Mrs.  Snyder  to  her  father’s  house,  Mr.  Jesse 
Orner,  of  Reading,  and  Charlotte  to  her  grand  parents,  in  Paterson,  N. 
J.  The  latter  is  now  with  an  aunt  in  California. 
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State  of  Our  Foreign  Mission  a  Year  Ago . — In  the  Providence  of 
God,  we  were  prepared  a  year  ago.  to  congratulate  this  Society  and  the 
Churches  generally,  upon  the  abiding  strength  of  our  Mission,  and  upon 
the  extension  of  our  Foreign  field  of  labor.  A  new  Mission  had  been 
established  in  Africa.  We  would  devoutly  thank  God  for  its  exist¬ 
ence,  and  for  these,  our  first  fruits  in  the  dark  land.  We  would  also 
gratefully  acknowledge  the  erection  of  a  new  station,  at  Samulcotta,  In¬ 
dia,  some  thirty  miles  from  Rajahmundry. 

India  Mission. — We  are  happy  to  be  able  to  state,  that  since  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Society,  we  have  been  favored  with  many  precious  tokens 
of  the  Divine  presence  and  aid  in  our  Mission.  With  one  exception  our 
Missionaries  have  given  us  favorable  accounts  of  their  health  and 
strength.  The  exception  is  that  ofRev.  Mr.  ITeise.  Prostrated  in  mind 
and  body,  his  wife  also  being  very  infirm,  he  has  earnestly  solicited  the 
permission  to  retire  from  the  Foreign  field,  and  return  to  his  native 
land.  Yonr  Committee  has  granted  his  request,  and  sent  him  the 
means,  which  he  has  already  received  and  duly  acknowledged.  He  was 
still  at  his  post  of  duty,  January  20th,  with  health  a  little  improved. 
He  was  not  without  his  fears,  however,  that  it  might  again  easily  be 
disturbed,  when  his  immediate  return  would  be  necessary.  He  pre¬ 
sided  at  an  informal  meeting  of  the  brethren,  held  at  his  house,  the  lat¬ 
ter  part  of  last  January.  Other  accounts  represent  him,  as  late  as  Feb¬ 
ruary  5th,  still  hard  at  work  in  the  Mission.  With  these  exceptions, 
making  allowance  for  the  enervating  influence  of  that  hot  climate,  the 
rest  of  the  Missionaries  were  in  good  health.  They  were  also  cheerful 
and  happy  in  their  field  of  labor.  We  have  gratifying  evidence  that  they 
are  intent  upon  the  great  work,  to  which  they  have  consecrated  them¬ 
selves.  They  are  very  solicitous  that  every  facility  shall  be  granted 
them  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom  in  that 
Pagan  land. 

Pecuniary  Embarrassments. — They  have  had  their  trials  too,  arising, 
principally,  from  pecuniary  embarrassments.  They  have  written  many 
letters,  using  every  variety  of  argument  and  appeal  on  this  very  impor¬ 
tant  point.  They  complain  that  their  salary  is  not  paid  sufficiently  in 
advance.  If  destitute  of  funds  to  procure  the  necessaries  of  life,  what 
can  they  do  ?  To  borrow  in  a  land  of  strangers,  where  caste  and  idola¬ 
try  hold  such  mighty  sway,  is  not  to  be  thought  of.  If  they  succeed  in 
obtaining  by  loan,  from  British  residents,  it  is  at  a  high  per  centage. 
Again  :  They  complain  of  a  lack  of  funds  to  keep  up  the  schools. 
When  Mr.  Stokes  was  in  Guntoor,  as  Collector,  there  was  a  small  circle 
of  English  friends  around  him,  who  in  great  kindness  to  our  Mission, 
continued  to  pour  their  monthly  contributions  into  the  school  fund.  But 
these  sources  have  long  since  failed,  those  noble  friends -having  all  left 
for  England.  Their  successors  have  not  manifested  the  interest  in  our 
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Mission,  to  maintain  anything  like  that  liberal  spirit.  The  consequence 
is,  that  the  schools  in  Palnaud  and  in  Guntoor,  have  been,  of  necessity, 
for  a  time,  closed.  Few  of  our  friends  here  are  aware  of  the  evils,  which 
are  connected  with  the  suspension  of  these  schools.  The  pupils  make 
dreadful  progress  back  again  into  heathenism.  To  recover  them,  if 
they  return  from  the  evil  influence  and  prejudice,  with  which  their 
minds  have  been  filled  at  home,  the  teachers  must  labor  long  and  hard. 
What  a  loss  is  here  sustained,  by  our  Mission,  of  time,  labor  and  money. 
Ot-lier  pupils  never  come  back,  and  perish  forever.  Of  whom  will  their 
blood  be  required  ?  Let  ministers  and  our  people  reflect.  In  conse¬ 
quence  too  of  our  deficiency  in  funds,  our  English  schools  can  never 
compete  with  Government  schools.  Could  we  have  met  the  proposal  of 
the  Government  to  appropriate  a  certain  required  amount  of  money,  an 
equal  sum  would  have  been  given  to  us.  This  would  have  answered  the 
design  of  Government,  and  resulted  in  our  sfole  possession,  in  certain 
localities,  of  the  entire  field.  But  your  Committee  well  knew,  that  our 
Church  at  home,  was  not  yet  prepared  to  sanction  such  an  outlay  on  our 
part.  As  it  is,  our  scanty  means  oblige  our  Missionaries  to  employ 
cheap  teachers,  whose  qualifications  must,  of  course,  be  very  limited. 
Hence  the  attraction  to  the  native  mind,  now  strongly  bent  on  an  Eng- 
lish  education,  is  in  our  English  schools  nearly  powerless,  especially  to 
the  higher  classes  of  society.  Brother  Groaning  has  been  anxious  that 
we  should  pursue  a  more  enlightened  and  liberal  policy,  relative  to  these 
schools.  This  motive  doubtless  is  of  the  purest  character.  As  a  Mis¬ 
sionary,  he  feels  that  his  great  business  is  with  the  Bible,  to  inculcate 
its  truths  upon  the  native  mind  and  heart.  In  the  Government  schools 
it  is  an  interdicted  book.  At  no  time,  in  or  out  of  school,  can  the 
teacher  command  the  attention  of  the  pupils  to  that  sacred  volume. 
Though  lately,  we  learn,  the  rigidity  of  that  law  is  somewhat  relaxed, 
and  in  this  way  out  of  school  hours ,  if  any  wish  to  study  the  Bible,  the 
teachers  are  permitted  to  instruct  them.  Hence  we  perceive  that  the 
design  of  the  Government  and  the  Missionary  are  very  different,  each 
being  peculiar  to  their  own  respective  policies,  the  one  being  secular,  the 
other  religious.  The  motive  then  which  is  in  accordance  with  the  Bi¬ 
ble  policy,  our  Church  is  bound  to  respect  and  honour.  Again,  we 
were  in  debt,  1st  of  February  last,  as  it  was  stated  in  our  last  appeal,  to 
the  amount  of  $3,000,  a  debt  due  not  to  friends  here,  but  in  India, 
where  for  the  sake  of  Christ,  our  integrity  must  remain  unimpaired. 
The  Committee  have  asked  what  shall  we  do  ?  It  is  for  the  Church  to 
respond.  Shall  we  disband  our  Missionaries?  circumscribe  our  labor? 
sell  the  property,  which  in  India  we  have  consecrated  to  Christ?  One 
of  these  must  be  done,  unless  the  Churches  immediately  supply  us  with 
funds.  We  are  happy  to  say  that  our  appeal  of  last  February  met  with 
an  immediate,  cordial  and  substantial  reply.  The  Executive  Committee 
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embrace  this  opportunity  to  return  their  hearty  thanks  to  the  Churches, 
and  the  friends  of  our  Mission,  for  their  timely  and  effective  response  to 
our  appeal. 

Permit  us  to  state,  however,  that  the  debt,  though  considerably  re¬ 
duced,  is  yet  heavy  upon  us,  $1,300. 

The  arrival  of  Mr.  Gronning ,  and  wife  in  India,  was  an  auspicious 
event,  as  it  greatly  strengthened  our  Missionary  force.  Hundreds  of  the 
natives  in  the  Palnaud  and  in  Guntoor,  were  impatiently  waiting  his 
return,  inasmuch,  as  he  sustained  to  many  of  them,  the  relation  of  spir¬ 
itual  father,  and  was  well  qualified  to  minister  to  their  spiritual  wants 
in  their  own  native  language. 

The  Neiv  Missionary  Station  at  Samulcotta ,■ — Mr.  Long  aud  his  wife 
considered  it  their  duty  to  establish  this  new  Station,  believing  that  their 
labors  would  be  more  effective  here,  than  at  Rajahmundry.  They 
were  sustained  in  this  movement  by  the  concurrence  of  their  fellow- 
missionaries,  and  finally  by  the  assent  of  your  Committee.  This  Station 
is  east  of  Rajahmundry,  and  eight  miles  from  the  sea-coast.  It  is 
central  to  a  number  of  contiguous  and  wrell  populated  villages. 

It  is  a  military  post,  a  native  regiment  being  stationed  here,  which 
is  composed  of  all  classes.  A  considerable  number  are  Mahome- 
dans.  These  seem  ready  to  receive  tracts  and  books,  after  which 
they  frequently  inquire.  They  are  willing  to  admit  the  Divinity  of 
Christ.  Besides  these  are  men  of  different  castes :  also  a  few  Chris- 

i  \ 

tians,  Roman  Catholics  and  Protestants.  Among  these,  Mr.  Long 
labors,  as  opportunities  permit.  He  also  travels  from  village  to  vil¬ 
lage,  scattering  the  good  seed  of  the  word  of  God.  He  has  also  pur¬ 
chased  of  the  Government  twelve  acres  of  land,  on  which  he  has 
erected  substantial  buildings,  of  solid  and  durable  materials.  A  heavy 
debt  rested  on  the  buildings,  (some  $700)  when  we  made  our 
last  appeal. 

Statistics — Missionaries  2,  ordained,  Mr.  Long  ;  assistant,  Mrs.  Long. 
Congregations  1,  Baptized,  Infants  1,  Adults  1,  Communicants  10. 
English  schools  1,  Teachers  2,  Scholars  30. 

The  Palnaud. — This  station,  though  without  a  resident  missionary, 
continues  to  yield  blessed  fruits  from  former,  as  well  as  from  recent 
culture.  Mr.  Gronning  writes,  under  date  Dec.  19th,  18G1,  very  encour- 
agingly  about  this  District.  A  new  school  has  been  opened,  consisting 
of  21  children,  some  of  them  being  caste  children.  Three  months 
ago,  he  saw  some  of  their  parents,  who  were  anxious  to  be  received 
as  members  of  the  Christian  Church.  “Certainly,”  writes  this  broth¬ 
er,  “if  we  believe  and  labor,  we  shall  see  a  harvest  of  some  pre¬ 
cious  souls.” 

Statistics  for  this  Station. — Congregations  7.  There  are  preach¬ 
ing  places,  where  Christian  teachers  meet  with  the  natives  every 
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Lord’s  Bay,  to  pray,  to  read  and  expound  the  word  of  God.  Bap¬ 
tized,  Infants  31,  Adults  48.  Baptized  since  the  commencement  of 
the  Mission,  Infants  77,  Adults  276.  Present  number  of  native  com¬ 
municants  98.  English  schools  1,  Teachers  2,  Scholars  30.  Telugu 
schools  7,  Teachers  7,  Pupils,  Male  33,  Female  19.  Whole  number 
of  schools  at  this  station  8,  Teachers  9,  Scholars  82. 

Guntoor. — Ordained  missionaries  2,  Rev.  Charles  W.  Gronning  and 
Rev.  Erias  Unangst.  Assistant  Missionaries  2,  Mrs.  Gronning  and 
Mrs.  Unangst.  Congregation  1.  Catechist  i.  Colporteur  1.  Bap¬ 
tized,  Infants  16,  Adults  16.  Admitted  by  Certificate  2.  Baptized  since 
the  Mission  began,  Infants  94,  Adults  101,  Admitted  10.  Communi¬ 
cants  66.  Congregational  Prayer  Meeting  1.  Native  female  1.  Mar¬ 
riage,  East  Indian  1.  Native  2.  Sunday  Schools  1,  Teachers  6, 
Scholars,  Male  32,  Female  25.  English  Schools  1.  Principals  1. 
Teachers  3,  Boarders  2.  Day  Scholars  65.  Telugu  Schools,  Male  4. 
Teachers  4.  Pupils  56.  Telugu  Female  Schools  1.  Teachers,  Male  1. 
Female  2.  Boarders  14.  Day  Scholars  25.  Whole  number  of  Schools 
7.  Teachers  17.  Scholars  219. 

Mr.  Unangst  mentions  an  interesting  work  of  grace  in  the  village  of 
Lingapuvam,  which  he  visited  some  time  ago.  “I  had,”  he  says,  “an 
interesting  conversation  one  evening  with  about  25  persons  who  profess 
to  be  inquirers  after  the  truth.  Some  of  them  appeared  to  be  much 
concerned  about  their  soul's  salvation.  At  another  village  some  twentv 
miles  distant,  are  several  families  that  are  asking  what  they  must  do  to 
be  saved.  They  ask,  imploringly,  for  a  Christian  school.  Peter,  the 
Colporteur,  spent  some  time  among  them.  He  thinks  that  a  Christian 
school  there  would  be  the  means  of  Christianizing  half  the  village. 
The  English  school  is  doing  very  well  at  present  (the  latest  accounts.) 
It  has  50  boys  who  attend  very  regularly.  At  the  last  Examination, 
many  acquitted  themselves  admirably.  The  Boarders,  Paulus,  Nathan¬ 
iel  and  Shadrach  are  making  respectable  progress  in  their  studies.  The 
two  former  are  studying  Church  History,  and  the  Evidences  of  Christi¬ 
anity.  They  seem  very  earnest  in  their  endeavors  to  qualify  themselves 
for  important  positions  of  usefulness  in  the  Mission.  Satgatma,  the 
converted  Brahmin,  is  also  desirous  to  do  the  same,  and  to  become  a 
native  minister  of  the  Gospel.  May  the  Lord  bless  these  young  men, 
that  in  due  time,  they  may  go  forth,  well  equipped  to  do  battle  for  the 
Lord.”  Other  good  signs  appear  in  this  Mission,  which  are  of  very 
recent  date.  Mr.  Gronning  in  his  letter  of  December  last,  speaks  of 
some  in  other  villages  who  wish  to  be  baptized,  and  who,  he  says,  “almost 
press  me  to  receive  them  into  the  Church,  when  they  come  into  Guntoor. 
Even  whilst  writing  to  you,  a  young  man  came  and  asked  me  to  bap¬ 
tize  him.  A  few  days  ago,  two  other  persons  came  on  a  similar  errand.” 
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Surely,  brethren,  these  facts  speak  for  themselves,  attesting  the  Iifer 
vigor  and  effectiveness  of  your  Foreign  Missionary  operations. 

llajahmundry. — Ordained  Missionaries  1,  Rev.  F.  A.  Heise  ;  Assist¬ 
ant  1,  Mrs.  Heise.  Congregations  1,  Catechists  1.  Colporteurs  1. 
Baptized,  Infants  3,  and,  since  the  beginning  of  the  Mission,  26;  Adults 
24.  Communicants  20.  English  schools  1,  Teachers  4,  Day  Scholars 
10.  Telugu  schools,  Male  5,  Teachers  6,  Scholars  180.  Telugu  Female 
Schools  1,  Teachers  2,  Day  Scholars  25.  Whole  number  of  Schools  7, 
Teachers  12,  Scholars  275.  The  schools  in  this  Station  have  always 
been  in  a  flourishing  condition,  both  as  to  numbers,  and  also  as  to  pe¬ 
cuniary  resources.  There  are  ample  accommodations  here  for  two  large 
families.  The  Mission  property  is  worth  some  three  or  four  thousand 
dollars.  There  are  two  young  men  at  this  station,  who  have  the  native 
Ministry  in  view.  This  is  a  very  important  field.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Groa¬ 
ning  will  shortly,  God  willing,  move  into  it.  We  ought  to  send  imme¬ 
diately  an  additional  force  into  this  Mission. 

The  East  India  Synod. — The  brethren  held  a  meeting  at  Guntoor, 
Dec.  1859.  They  state  that  there  is  now  a  large  opening  along  the 
Kristina  and  Godaver  rivers,  where  at  least  from  15  to  20  stations  might 
be  established  by  Christian  Missionaries.  We  are  invited  and  urged  by 
the  Missionaries  to  take  possession  of  this  field.  Encouragements  so  to 
do,  lie  in  the  fact  that  Government  is  putting  forth  vigorous  efforts  to 
develope  the  resources  of  the  Country,  and  also  in  the  fact,  that  portions 
of  the  regions  to  the  North,  are  inhabited  by  Aboriginal  races,  who  are 
not  bound  by  the  influence  of  caste,  and  who  generally  manifest  a  wil¬ 
lingness  to  receive  the  Gospel.

Since  the  beginning  of  the  Mission,  Infants  197,  Adults 
401  ;  Communicants  194  ;  Students  of  Divinity  6  ;  Schools  23;  Teach¬ 
ers  40 ;  Scholars  606. 

Financial  Statement. — Receipts  up  to  April  23,  1862,  $15,184  01. 
Disbursements  up  to  April  23,  1862,  $14,791  21.  Balance  in  the 
Treasury,  April  23,  1862,  $392  80.  Depreciation  last  three  years 
$1,000  per  annum.  Debts  we  owe,  about  $1,300. 

African  Mission. — Rev,  Morris  Officer,  and  brother  Heigerd  embark¬ 
ed  on  board  the  Brig  Palmos,  Feb.  23rd,  1860.  Owing  to  some  delay 
at  Baltimore,  they  did  not  reach  the  Liberia  coast  until  April  5th.  Mr. 
Officer  writes  from  Harrisburg  on  the  St.  Paul’s  river,  Africa,  June  18, 
1860,  that  they  had  explored  the  country,  fixed  upon  a  site  for  their 
Mission,  a  little  above  Harrisburg.  He  also  states,  that  he  had  corres¬ 
ponded  with  President  Stephen  A.  Benson,  for  a  grant  of  land,  who 
responded  courteously  and  favorably  to  his  request.  They  soon  broke 
ground,  and  began  their  preparatory  work.  In  a  subsequent  letter,  he 
11 
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informed  us,  that  fifteen  hundred  re-captured  slaves  had  been  landed  at 
Monrovia,  of  which  number  he  had  received  forty  children,  who  were 
taken  to  their  Mission.  These  are  now  being  trained  and  educated  in  a 
Christian  manner.  Thus  amid  many  hardships,  and  by  dint  of  great 
courage  and  perseverance,  an  African  Mission  has  been  established. 
Mr.  Officer  is  entitled  to  much  credit,  for  that  persistency  by  which  the 
work  has  been  accomplished.  But  as  the  Committee  on  the  African 
Mission  will  present  their  own  Report,  we  forbear  any  further  remarks, 
simply  observing,  that  we  hope  the  enterprise  will  prove  a  success, 
and  that  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  may  rest  upon  it. 

Conclusion . — In  concluding  this  Report,  the  Committee,  respectfully 
inquire  of  the  brethren  here  assembled,  and  of  the  Churches  in  general, 
1st,  Shall  our  debts  be  immediately  paid  ?  2ndly,  Shall  our  Treasury  be 
sufficiently  replenished,  so  as  to  pay  our  Missionaries’  salary  in  advance, 
and  sustain  their  schools  ?  3rdly,  Shall  we  immediately  pledge  ourselves 
to  send  out,  as  soon  as  practicable,  reinforcements  to  our  suffering 
brethren  ?  The  first  two  questions  have  been  amply  discussed  in  this 
Report.  On  the  third  we  observe,  that  it  has  been  more  than  four 
years  since  we  sent  out  to  India  any  new  Missionaries.  Applications, 
it  is  true"?  have  been  made  to  us,  but  owing  either  to  a  lack  of  funds,  or 
something  else,  we  could  not  send  them  out.  Brother  Gronning  winds 
up  his  last  December  letter,  thus  :  ilDear  brother ,  help,  help  us  to  draw 
the  Gospel  net ;  your  work  is  as  necessary  as  ours.”  That  help  “to 
draw  the  Gospel  net”  in  that  benighted  country  must  be  given  by  men, 
fresh  hands,  sent  out  by  this  Society,  men  of  sterling  piety,  good  com¬ 
mon  sense,  and  apt  to  teach,  wre  mean  reliable  men.  Mr.  Gronning 
states  again,  that  his  wife,  though  she  often  feels  very  weak,  gives  in¬ 
structions  in  the  Girls’  school,  three  hours  every  day.  Let  the  case  of 
this  worthy  family  speak  for  your  entire  Missionary  force,  thus  :  “Faint, 
yet  pursuing.”  0  why  shall  we  tax  our  brethren  in  India,  with  many 
times  more  than  they  can  bear,  and  thus  prematurely  wear  them  out? 
Is  not  their  appeal  reasonable  ?  Is  it  not  dictated,  or  sanctioned  by 
the  Holy  Spirit  ?  Is  it  not  another  Macedonian  cry,  “Come  over  and 
help  us?”  Be  assured,  Mr.  Gronning  speaks  advisedly,  aud  most 
righteously,  when  he  says,  11  Your  work  is  as  necessary  as  ours.”

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After  this  Report  was  read,  it  was  Resolved ,  That  por¬ 
tions  of  it  be  read  before  the  public  meeting  this  evening,  and 
that  the  General  Synod  be  requested  to  publish  the  whole  of 
it  with  its  proceedings. 

The  Treasurer’s  Report  was  next  presented  and  referred 
to  the  Auditing  Committee. 

The  following  memorial,  from  the  Pittsburg  Synod,  was 
then  laid  before  the  meeting  : 

Memorial  on  China  as  a  Mission  Field . 

The  undersigned,  having  been  appointed  by  the  Pittsburg  Synod,  at 
its  session,  in  1861  a  Committee  to  bring  before  the  General  Synod  the 
subject  of  China  as  a  Mission  field  for  the  Lutheran  Church,  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  : 

1.  China  with  its  four  hundred  millions  of  immortal  souls,  is  the 
largest  and  oldest  nation  of  the  earth,  and  on  its  language,  customs 
and  usages  are  stamped  the  peculiar  features  of  the  Abraharific  era. 

2.  In  this  great  people,  among  whom,  by  virtue  of  natural  law,  filial 
affection  and  obedience  are  more  prevalent  than  even  in  our  Christian 
lands,  God  has  exhibited  most  clearly,  how  faithfully  He  adheres  to  His 
word  of  promise  in  His  fourth  commandment:  ‘‘That  thy  days  may  be 
long  in  the  land  which  the  Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee.” 

3.  The  aim  of  our  God,  in  the  marvellous  guidance  and  preservation 
of  this  people  during  thousands  of  years,  must  manifestly  be  a  great 
and  noble  one.  It  is  contained  in  Isa.  49  :  12,  “They  shall  come  from 
the  land  of  Sinim.” 

4.  The  events  of  the  last  years  show  that  this  aim  is  rapidly  ap¬ 
proaching  its  accomplishment.  The  gates  of  that  hoary  and  venerable 
Empire  have  been  thrown  open  to  the  Gospel,  and  all  Confessions  of 
the  Christian  Church  are  hastening  to  introduce  the  King  of  Glory. 
As  the  angel  of  the  Lord  with  the  everlasting  Gospel  to  fly  in  advance  of 
all  others  would  have  been  the  appropriate  calling  of  the  Lutheran 
Church.  But  in  this  matter  Judah  seems  to  have  forgotten  that  he  has 
been  Divinely  chosen  to  lead  the  march  of  Israel’s  host  and  to  herald 
the  dawn  of  approaching  day  to  those  sitting  in  darkness  and  the  shad¬ 
ow  of  death. 

5.  Not  only  is  the  country  open  according  to  law,  but  there  is  also 
free  access  to  the  people.  You  can  offer  the  Gospel  on  the  streets  and 
market  places,  in  the  houses  and  even  in  the  temples,  not  merely  with¬ 
out  molestation,  but  everywhere  meet  with  a  friendly  reception.  Be¬ 
sides  the  entire  Bible  has  been  rendered  into  the  Chinese  language  by 
the  sainted  Gutzlaff  and  can  be  multiplied  indefinitely  with  incredible 
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cheapness,  and  these  leaves  from  the  tree  of  life  can  be  scattered  among 
a  people  who  need  not,  first  the  establishment  of  expensive  schools  to 
enable  them  to  read,  but  who  are  prepared  to  read  and  search  the 
Scriptures  as  soon  as  they  are  furnished  with  them.  Here  is  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  carry  to  four  hundred  millions  of  souls  the  Gospel,  which  could 
no  longer  be  the  power  of  God,  could  no  longer  enjoy  the  promise  of 
God,  if  it  were  to  return  void.  To  pass  such  an  open  door,  like  the 
priest  Levite,  will  itself  judge  us,  and  we  must  be  without  excuse. 

6.  Our  duty  to  carry  on  the  Missionary  work  at  home,  and  that  begun 
in  India  and  Africa,  cannot  release  us  from  our  duty  towards  Sinim. 
Experience  has  also  invariably  proved,  that  a  new  work  begun  in  the 
name  of  God,  is  not  an  injury,  but  a  gain  to  every  older  branch  of  the 
Missionary  work.  The  new  life  and  new  blessing  that  would  emanate 
therefrom  would  be  imparted  to  all  the  other  Missions  at  home 
and  abroad. 

9.  In  order  to  insure  blessed  results,  Missionaries  ought  to  be  sent, 
who  to  heathen  Chinese  could  be  Christian  Chinese,  and  thus  represent 
in  themselves  the  great  and  holy  aim  toward  which  the  hand  of  God  is 
leading  that  great  people,  viz.  :  To  become  a  Christian  Chinese  people. 
Thus  everywhere  free  access  to  the  people  could  be  obtained,  whilst  as 
strangers  with  strange  habits,  they  would  exposu  themselves  to  dangers 
and  perhaps  imperil  their  lives.

Pending  the  discussion  of  the  resolutions,  appended  to  the 
Report,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Neumann,  formerly  a  Missionary  in 
China,  at  the  request  of  the  meeting,  gave  a  highly  interesting 
account  of  his  labors  there,  and  of  the  inviting  field  for  Gospel 
effort  now  presented  by  that  portion  of  the  Pagan  world. 

The  condition  and  wants  of  the  40,000  Chinese  in  Califor¬ 
nia,  were  set  forth  by  Rev.  Mr.  Meyers,  who  lately  returned 
from  that  region ;  and,  after  some  modification,  the  resolu¬ 
tions  attached  to  the  memorial  were  unanimously  adopted, 
as  follows: 

Resolved ,  That  we  believe  the  Lord  is  directing  the  Church 
to  China,  and  we  regret  that  our  Evangelical  Church  in 
this  Country  has,  as  yet,  done  nothing  for  that  important 
and  promising,  that  rich  and  ripe  field,  and  that  we  now 
obey  the  Divine  call  and  employ  every  possible  means  to 
carry  the  Gospel  to  the  Chinese. 
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Resolved ,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Foreign  Mission  be 
herewith  instructed  to  arrange  the  preliminaries  for  a  Mission 
to  those  people,  to  seek  out  suitable  laborers,  and  by  loud 
and  repeated  calls,  to  awake  a  slumbering  Church  to  a 
realizing  sense  of  her  duty  and  obligation  to  Christ  and 
His  cause. 

The  Auditing  Committee  handed  in  their  Report,  as 
follows : 

The  undersigned,  appointed  to  examine  the  accounts  of  the  Treasur¬ 
er  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  report  the  same  to  be  correct,  and 
to  show  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  of  Fourteen  Hundred  and  Fifty-eight 
Dollars  and  Eighty  Gents,  ($1,458  80.)

A  meeting  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society  was  held  in 
Trinity  Church,  Lancaster,  Pa.,  Tuesday  afternoon,  May 
6th,  1862. 

Rev.  B.  Kurtz,  D.  D.,  in  the  Chair. 

The  Recording  Secretary  having  died  since  the  last  meet¬ 
ing,  Rev.  M.  Valentine  was  appointed  Secretary  pro  tern. 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  read  by  Rev. 
J.  G.  Morris,  D.  D. : 

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee,  in  presenting  their  Seventh  Report,  feel  a 
consciousness,  that  the  small  results,  which  their  efforts  have  obtained, 
are  owing,  not  so  much  to  the  Providential  chastisement,  which  we  are 
receiving  as  a  people,  as  to  a  want  of  Christian  liberality,  growing  out 
of  a  lack  of  deep,  and  earnest  piety.  Had  not  a  kind  Providence  grant¬ 
ed  to  us  the  unexpected  bequest  of  Mrs.  Chesborough,  who,  under  the 
promptings  of  the  Holy  Spirit  put  into  our  possession  Two  Thousand 
Dollars,  ($2,000,)  our  Treasury  would  have  been  seriously  embarrassed, 
and  your  Missionaries,  to  a  considerable  extent,  would  have  been  de¬ 
prived  of  the  necessary  means  of  support.  We  feel  grateful  to  our 
Father  in  Heaven,  for  this  large  and  liberal  bestowment,  which  has 
saved  us  from  a  suspension  of  almost  all  our  Missionary  operations.

Two  of  the  above  Missions  have  been  given  np  by  the  Committee,  one, 
for  want  of  encouragement,  necessary  to  justify  continuance  of  support, 
and  the  other  for  lack  of  means  to  sustain  it.  The  first  is  Lyons,  Iowa, 
and  the  second,  Chicago,  Illinois. 

The  parochial  reports  present  the  following  as  the  results  of  Mission¬ 
ary  labor  :  Baptized,  687  infants  ;  107  adults  ;  Confirmed  305  ;  Receiv¬ 
ed  by  certificate  194;  Churches  built  10  ;  Churches  in  progress  7  ;  Con¬ 
tributions  to  the  benevolent  operations  of  the  Church,  $421  00.  It  is 
also  due  to  our  Missionaries  to  state,  that  Sunday  Schools,  Prayer  meet¬ 
ings,  and  Pastoral  visitation,  have  not  been  neglected. 

Considerable  interest  has  been  awakened  in  reference  to  San  Francis¬ 
co,  as  a  Mission,  but  your  Committee  have  not  yet  been  able  to  accom¬ 
plish  anything  towards  its  establishment.  Proper  inquiries  are  being 
made,  at  that  place,  so  as  to  satisfy  the  miuds  of  your  Committee,  as  to 
its  feasibility  or  otherwise. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  has  been  unable  to  collect  the  statistics 
of  the  Home  Missionary  operations  of  the  several  District  Synods,  to  be 
embodied  in  his  Report. 

And  now,  in  conclusion,  your  Committee  would  urge  the  Churches  to 
a  nobler  liberality  on  behalf  of  this  suffering  cause,  that  the  self-denying 
Ministers  in  our  poor  and  unremunerative  fields,  may  have  their  weary 
hands  upheld,  and  the  stern  necessities  of  their  families  supplied. 

May  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  smile  upon  the  Society,  and  bless 
its  efforts,  for  the  advancement  of  his  kingdom  !

Resolved ,  That  if  Rev.  A.  H.  Myers  shall  see  his  way 
opened  by  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  to  return  to  the 
Infant  Church  in  San  Francisco,  he  is  heartily  and  cordially 
recommended  to  the  favorable  regard  of  the  Home  Mission 
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and  Church  Extension  Societies,  and  assured  of  our  sympa¬ 
thies  and  prayers. 

Whereas ,  It  is  deemed  indispensable  to  the  supply  of  the 
destitute  fields  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  this  Country,  that 
the  Missionary  resources  and  energies  of  the  Church  should 
be  concentrated,  therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  the  Missionary  Societies  of  the  District 
Synods  be  respectfully  and  earnestly  requested  to  become 
auxiliary  to  the  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  General 
Synod.

PROCEEDINGS 


OF  THE 

CHURCH  EXTENSION  SOCIETY. 


A  meeting  of  the  Church  Extension  Society  of  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Lutheran  Church  was  held  May  7th,  1862,  in  Trinity 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  City  of  Lancaster,  Pa., 
Charles  A.  Morris,  Esq.,  in  the  Chair.  In  the  absence  of 
the  Secretary,  on  motion  of  Prof.  Stocver,  P.  P.  Keller  was 
appointed  Secretary  pro  tern. 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  laid  before 
the  Society  for  consideration,  and  after  explanations  by  sev¬ 
eral  of  the  Brethren  in  regard  to  the  deficiencies  of  certain 
of  the  churches  to  whom  aid  had  been  given,  it  was  received 
and  approved. 
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Report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Lutheran  Church  Extension  Society 
have  very  little  to  communicate  in  regard  to  their  operations,  since  the 
last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  and  this  little,  we  regret  to  add,  is  in 
the  main,  not  of  a  flattering  or  encouragiug  character.  The  unpropi- 
tious  state  of  the  times,  and  the  consequent  extensive  financial  embar¬ 
rassments  that  have  prostrated  nearly  all  the  business  relations  of  the 
Country,  have  exercised  a  very  deleterious  influence  on  the  interests  of 
this  Society,  and  have  served  very  seriously  to  retard  its  operations. 
Since  last  we  met  in  General  Synod  at  Pittsburg,  three  years  ago,  less 
than  five  hundred  dollars  have  been  added  to  the  general  fund,  and  the 
total  amount  of  contributions,  received  during  the  last  year,  has  been  but 
forty-two  dollars  and  twenty-four  cents!  So  general,  indeed,  has  been 
the  decline  of  interest  in  this  Society,  that  the  Executive  Committee  have 
not  deemed  it  advisable  to  appoint  any  Collecting  Agent,  to  visit  the 
Churches,  but  have  relied  on  circulars  and  correspondence  to  keep  the 
Church  in  remembrance  of  its  existence.  With  the  fund  already  on 
hand,  the  Executive  Committee  has,  nevertheless,  been  enabled  to 
extend  valuable  aid  to  congregations  destitute  of  suitable  houses  of  wor¬ 
ship,  which,  but  for  this  assistance,  would  most  likely  never  have 
been  erected.

We  do  not  deem  it  necessary  again  to  furnish  a  statement  of  the 
Congregations,  to  whom  aid  has  been  extended,  as  most  of  them  have 
been  specified  in  the  previous  reports,  found  in  the  Minutes  of  the 
General  Synod.  One  statement,  however,  we  could  not  consistently 
omit.  We  state,  with  deep  regret,  that  the  great  majority  of  the 
Churches,  to  whom  loans  have  been  awarded,  and  whose  legal  obliga¬ 
tions  we  hold,  have  failed  to  meet  their  liabilities,  as  they  have  become 
due.

All  the  above  obligations  bear  six  per  cent,  interest,  from  the  periud 
they  came  to  maturity,  but  we  regret  to  be  under  the  necessity  of  stating, 
that  not  only  has  the  principal  not  been  paid,  but,  with  a  solitary  excep¬ 
tion,  these  Churches  have  failed  to  pay  any  interest.  The  exception  re¬ 
ferred  to  is  the  church  at  Indianapolis,  Xnd.  Nor  is  the  failure  of  these 
Churches  to  meet  their  liabilities  owing  to  any  failure  on  our  part,  to 
remind  them  of  duty,  for  hereto  they  have  been  frequently  and  earnestly 
importuned.  What  steps  shall  be  taken,  if  any,  to  recover  these  sums, 
is  submitted  to  the  superior  discretion  of  the  Society.  The  Executive 
Committee  have  no  recommendation  to  offer  on  this  subject.  It  will,  no 
doubt,  be  well  and  wisely  decided  by  the  Society  itself. 

If  there  have  been  discouragements  in  the  experience  of  this  Society, 
since  our  last  meeting,  they  are  happily  relieved  by  some  facts  of  an  op- 
posite  character.  If  less  money  than  formerly  has  been  received  into  our 
Treasury,  less  has  been  needed,  from  the  fact,  that  fewer  Churches  have 
been  erected.  There  is,  therefore,  now  a  balance  of  over  seventeen  hundred 
dollars  in  the  Treasury.  One  third  of  this,  however,  will  soon  be  appro¬ 
priated  to  applications  now  on  our  table,  not  yet  finally  acted  on.  If  we 
particularize,  we  might  state  many  facts,  to  prove,  that,  notwithstanding 
all  difficulties  and  discouragements,  the  Church  Extension  Society  has 
proved  a  great  blessing  to  our  Church,  and  may  be  made  to  be  so,  to  a 
still  greater  degree,  in  the  future.  We  again  submit  to  the  Society  the 
propriety,  or  otherwise,  of  appointing  a  Collecting  Agent,  and  any  other 
measures  that  may  be  deemed  best  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  this  im¬ 
portant  enterprise  of  the  Church.

PROCEEDINGS 


OF  THE 

PUBLICATION  SOCIETY . 


A  meeting  of  the  Publication  Society  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  was  held  in  St.  John’s  Church,  Lancaster,  Pa.,  May 
2nd,  1862.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Society 
was  called  to  order  by  the  Secretary,  and  Rev.  Dr.  C.  W. 
Schaeffer,  appointed  Chairman.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev. 
W.  M.  Baum.  The  Report  of  the  operations  of  the  Board, 
was  then  read  by  the  Rev.  E.  W.  Hutter,  the  Corresponding 
Secretary,  and  adopted  : 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication. 

The  first  formal  meeting  for  the  organization  of  a  Lutheran  Publica- 
tion  Society  was  held  in  the  Church,  of  which  the  Rev.  L.  E.  Albert  is 
the  pastor,  at  Germantown.  It  was  held  on  Tuesday,  the  first  day  of 
May,  Anno  Domini,  1855,  precisely  seven  years  prior  to  the  meeting  of 
the  General  Synod  now  in  session  at  Lancaster.  The  project,  it  is  true, 
had  been  previously  discussed  through  the  medium  of  the  Church  papers, 
and  resolutions  favorable  to  the  same  had  been  passed  by  one  or  two 
Synods  and  Conferences,  but  that  meeting  was  the  first,  which  gave  to 
the  enterprize  shape  and  consistency,  and  looked  to  a  successful  and 
permanent  organization,  Although  due  public  notice  had  been  given 
of  the  meeting  referred  to,  and  the  invitation  to  lay  hold  of  the  enter¬ 
prize  was  general ,  but  nineteen  persons  were  in  attendance,  of  whom 
thirteen  were  ministers  and  six  laymen — the  latter  all  members  of  the 
congregation,  in  whose  midst  the  meeting  was  held.  Notwithstanding 
the  unpromising  appearance  of'  the  project,  and  the  little  interest  the 
Church  at  large  seemed  to  take  in  it,  the  brethren  began  the  same  in 
faith  and  with  prayer,  committing  the  same  unto  God  and  his  people. 
It  was,  hence,  unanimously  resolved ,  That  a  Lutheran  Publication  So¬ 
ciety  was  not  only  feasible  and  expedient,  but  an  absolute  necessity  to 
the  Church.  The  meeting,  thereupon,  immediately  formed  itself  into  a 
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Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  at  once  a  Constitution  and  By-laws  were 
adopted.  It  was  then  and  there  resolved ,  That  the  name,  style,  and  title 
ol' the  Society  should  be,  uThe  Lutheran  Board  of  Publication and 
that  the  objects  of  the  Association  should  be,  “by  means  of  translations 
and  original  productions,  to  furnish  a  suitable  literature  for  the  Church 
and  promote  its  circulation .”  At  the  same  time  it  was  resolved,  That  a 
Depository  be  provided,  to  be  located  in  Philadelphia.  An  Executive 
Committee  was  also  chosen,  and  the  delegates  to  the  next  coming  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  present  at  that  meeting,  were  authorized  and  requested  to 
report  the  proceedings  to  that  body,  and  request  its  concurrence  and  co¬ 
operation  in  the  object,  sought  to  be  attained. 

Then  let  it  be  borne  in  mind,  we  were  without  one  dollar  of  means,  to 
serve  as  the  basis  of  operations — many  of  the  brethren  doubted  the 
feasibility  of  the  enterprise— and  all  were,  more  or  less,  dubious  of  its 
ultimate  success.  The  beginning  was  feeble,  yet  subsequent  results 
have  shown,  that  it  is  never  wise  nor  prudent  to  despise  the  day  of  small 
things,  and  that  God  often  chooses  the  humblest  and  feeblest  instrumen¬ 
talities,  and  blesses  them  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  best  results. 

Thus  launched  upon  the  sea  of  experiment,  the  Society  commenced 
its  labors,  and  six  days  after  their  appointment  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  held  a  meeting  in  Philadelphia,  elected  permanent  officers  of  the 
Board  and  Society,  and  at  their  third  meeting  they  had  rented  a  room 
on  6th  street  above  Chesnut,  over  the  store  of  Messrs.  Lindsay  &  Blakis- 
ton,  and  appointments  were  conferred  on  some  of  the  prominent  indivi¬ 
duals  in  our  Church  to  prepare  works  for  publication.  Now  the  Society 
had  both  a  “local  habitation  and  a  name,”  and  its  friends  became  more 
hopeful  that  their  labor  in  the  Lord  was  not  in  vain.  On  the  31st  of 
October,  1855,  the  anniversary  of  the  Reformation,  the  first  public  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Society  was  held,  in  St,  Matthew’s  church,  which  was  largely 
attended  by  the  members  of  all  the  Philadelphia  Churches.  After  this, 
the  interest  in  its  operations  became  more  general,  and  from  many  quar¬ 
ters  the  voice  of  encouragement  was  heard. 

One  of  the  first  acts  of  the  Board,  after  its  organization,  was  the  pub¬ 
lication  of  The  Lutheran  Home  Journal ,  designed  as  a  family  Church 
Journal,  whose  mission  was  designed  to  counteract  and  supplant  the 
baneful  influence  of  many  secular  publications  of  a  light  and  professed¬ 
ly  literary  character.  This  Publication  was  continued  until  the  month 
of  October,  1857,  when  the  Board  felt  itself  obliged  to  transfer  it  to  other 
hands,  owing  to  a  deficiency  of  patronage.  The  outlay  is,  nevertheless, 
not  to  be  regretted,  as  bound  volumes  of  the  Home  Journal  are  found  in 
many  families,  and  their  contents  are  still  read  by  many  with  much 
interest. 

Up  to  this  period,  the  Board  labored  under  the  serious  disadvantage, 
that  it  was  so  wholly  destitute  of  funds,  that  even  its  ordinary  expenses 
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for  rent,  fuel,  room  furniture,  &c.,  had  to  be  defrayed  by  contributions 
from  its  own  members,  and  from  visitors,  and  iu  a  few  cases  by  small 
donations  from  Synods.  The  Board  labored  under  the  additional  disad¬ 
vantage,  that  it  had  no  General  Collecting  Agent,  having  sought  for  a 
long  time  in  vain  to  secure  one.  Thus  its  financial  affairs  languished, 
until  the  commencement  of  the  year  1857,  when  the  Rev.  Benjamin 
Keller,  notwithstanding  the  infirmities  of  age,  accepted  the  appoint¬ 
ment,  with  all  its  laborious  and  trying  responsibilities.  From  the  date 
of  this  appointment  a  new  era  dawned  upon  the  Board  and  Society. 
Father  Keller  soon  after  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  appointment, 
visiting  the  Churches  as  rapidly  as  circumstances  would  permit,  and 
bringing  to  the  discharge  of  his  trust  all  the  persevering  and  amiable 
qualities,  that  so  eminently  fit  him  for  this  difficult  work.  To  his  servi¬ 
ces,  under  God,  is  the  Society  mainly  indebted  for  its  subsequent  pros¬ 
perity  and  success.  As  many  of  the  Churches  remain  to  be  visited,  the 
General  Agent  is  still  engaged  in  the  prosecution  of  his  agency,  and  it 
is  our  earnest  hope  and  prayer,  that  the  Board  may  long  continue  to 
have  the  benefit  of  his  efficient  and  self-denying  labors. 

At  the  General  Synod,  held  in  the  year  1855,  (Dayton,  Ohio,)  the 
Society  was  sought  to  be  formally  brought  into  connection  with  the 
General  Synod,  but  this  was  not  then  consummated,  on  the  ground,  that 
it  had  not  yet  attained  permanency.  This  important  measure,  however, 
was  finally  effected,  at  the  General  Synod  held  in  the  month  of  May, 
1857,  at  Reading.  Then  the  Publication  Board  was  formally  brought 
into  connection  with  that  body,  coupled  with  the  proviso,  that  two  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  that  body  in  the  Board  be  chosen.  Under  this  resolution, 
Revs.  0.  A.  Hay  and  G.  F.  Krotel  were  elected,  and  have  since  served 
in  this  capacity.  With  all  deference  for  the  many  excellent  qualities  of 
these  brethren,  we  feel  bound  to  state,  that  the  practical  operation  of 
their  office  has  been  a  serious  disadvantage  to  the  Board.  Both  the 
brethren  (until  recently,)  residing  at  a  distance  from  our  place  of  meet¬ 
ing,  and  not  being  present  at  our  discussions  to  learn  our  views  and 
opinions,  it  has  been  exceedingly  inconvenient  to  obtain  their  consent  to 
the  publications  we  have  ordered.  A  change  in  this  feature  of  our 
organization  would  greatly  facilitate  our  operations. 

In  September,  1857,  an  act  of  incorporation  was  procured,  thus  secur¬ 
ing  to  the  Board  a  legal  chartered  existence. 

Commencing  with  July,  1857,  the  Board  vacated  their  room  at 
Lindsay  &  Blakiston’s,  and  soon  afterwards  rented  a  large  and  eligible 
room  on  Arch  street,  where  the  Board  opened  a  Book  Depository  of  its 
own,  appointing  a  Local  Agent,  and  now,  for  the  first  time,  there  existed 
a  Book  and  Publishing  House,  in  regular  connection  with  the  General 
Synod,  and  thus  a  new  and  important  step  was  taken.  The  Book  De¬ 
pository  has  gradually  grown  to  its  present  magnitude.  On  the  1st  of 
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January  last,  it  contained  merchandize,  fixtures,  outstanding  dues,  &e., 
making  the  sum  total  of  resources  $8,914  28.  From  this  deduct  liabili¬ 
ties  and  Books  on  commission  $2,832  G2,  which  would  leave  the  net 
worth  of  the  store  at  that  date  $6,081  61. 

In  the  Spring  of  1859,  after  careful  deliberation,  the  Board  pur¬ 
chased  a  house  on  Ninth  street,  below  Arch,  a  thoroughly  built  and 
comparatively  new  edifice,  at  the  price  of  $10,500,  free  of  incumbrance. 
The  Board  proceeded  in  a  body  to  examine  the  property.  It  required 
considerable  alterations  and  improvements,  which  were  effected  with  as 
little  delay  as  possible.  Possession  was  given  on  the  15th  day  of  June, 
1859,  and  $4,500  paid  on  the  delivery  of  the  title  deeds.  On  the  1st 
Tuesday  of  October  following  the  Board  met  for  the  first  time  in  their 
new  Publication  House,  and  the  event  was  signalized  by  separating  tlio 
Business  from  the  Benevolent  department,  it  being  found,  that  the  Store 
was  now  in  a  condition  to  be  self-sustaining,  and  it  was  no  longer  requi¬ 
site  to  draw  for  its  support  on  the  collections  of  the  General  Agent.  It 
required,  however,  an  additional  expenditure  of  $1,133  for  altering  the 
house  to  adapt  it  to  a  Store,  paper  hanging,  gas-fixtures,  glass,  painting, 
plumbing,  a  rear  outlet,  conveyancing,  &c.  There  is  a  debt  of  $6,000 
resting  on  the  property.  The  dwelling  part  of  the  property,  however, 
is  rented,  and  yielded  for  several  years,  a  sufficient  sum  to  meet  the  in¬ 
terest  on  the  debt  and  pay  taxes.  Recently,  however,  the  rent  has  been 
somewhat  reduced. 

One  of  the  first  acts  of  the  Board,  after  the  occupancy  of  its  new 
home,  was  the  adoption  of  measures  for  the  publication  of  a  monthly 
Sunday  School  paper,  which  had  long  been  a  felt  necessity  of  our 
Church.  Circulars  were  issued,  and  every  available  method  adopted,  to 
enlist  a  general  interest  in  favor  of  the  enterprise,  and  soon  the  response 
from  all  portions  of  the  Church  was  most  hearty  and  cordial.  Rev. 
Matthias  Sheeleigh  was  chosen  Editor,  and  the  result  was,  that  on  the 
1st  week  of  January,  1860,  the  Lutheran  Sunday  School  Herald  was 
ushered  into  existence,  with  a  circulation  of  over  20,000  copies.  This 
periodical  is  deservedly  popular  in  our  Church,  and  ought  to  be  self- 
sustaining.  We  regret,  however,  to  be  under  the  necessity  of  stat¬ 
ing,  that  such  is  not  the  case.  A  considerable  increase  of  patronage  is 
required  to  preserve  it  free  from  debt.  This,  we  confidently  hope,  will 
not  be  withheld.  In  the  labor  and  patience,  required  in  the  getting  up 
of  the  Sunday  School  paper,  the  Church  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  Rev. 
C.  J.  Ehrehart,  of  Middletown,  who  was  most  assiduous  and  untiring  in 
his  efforts  to  promote  its  prosperity.  The  fruits  of  the  labors  of  our 
General  Agent,  during  the  four  years  of  his  agency,  ending  March  1, 
1861,  are  presented  in  a  report  printed  by  the  Board,  and  distributed 
through  the  Church.  Up  to  that  period  he  had  visited  ninety-two  con¬ 
gregations,  with  the  following  results:  Subscribed  $16,780  29  \  Paid 
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$15,219  63;  Unpaid  $1,(17  9  66.  Since  t  he  rendition  of  said  report,  viz. :

The  Board  had,  likewise,  resolved  to  publish  an  English  edition  of 
Arndt’s  uWahres  Christenthumf  with  illustrations,  and  a  Book  of  Ser¬ 
mons  by  living  Lutheran  Pastors,  the  material  of  both  being  ready  in 
the  hands  of  the  Committees,  and  was  only  prevented  from  carrying  its 
intentions  into  effect  by  the  pecuniary  pressure  caused  by  the  War.. 
Their  publication,  together  with  other  interesting  works,  has,  however, 
only  been  postponed,  and  the  Board  looks  forward  with  confidence  to  a 
14 
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period,  not  remote,  when  they  will  be  able  to  commit  these  publications 
to  the  press.  The  Board  has  likewise  initiated  steps  for  the  publication 
of  a  suitable  Sunday  School  Literature  and  have,  to  this  end,  secured  the 
services  of  a  number  of  Ministers  of  our  own  Church. 

We  have  thus  sought,  in  as  brief  a  space  as  possible,  to  present  to  the 
Society,  and  through  it  to  the  Church  at  large,  a  faithful  summary  of  the 
past  labors  of  the  Board  ;  and  we  now  again  commit  the  interests  of 
this  important  enterprise  of  our  beloved  Lutheran  Zion  to  the  favor  of 
God,  and  the  kind  patronage  of  His  people.  When  we  call  to  mind  the 
feeble  and  inauspicious  beginning,  the  prejudices  its  work  has  had  to 
encounter — the  lukewarmness  of  some,  and  the  open  opposition  of 
others — we  realize  that  it  is  alone  of  God’s  goodness  and  mercy  that  the 
organization  exists  at  all,  or  that  it  has  been  able  to  achieve  anything 
for  the  good  of  the  Church.  Good,  however,  has  been  wrought,  and  we 
believe  more  is  yet  in  store,  if  we  but  remain  faithful  to  our  trust.  ]f  our 
grain  of  mustard  seed  has  not  yet  grown  into  a  large  and  thriving  tree, 
with  extended  and  heavily  laden  branches  of  fruit,  we  yet  believe  that  its 
roots  have  been  struck  too  broadly  and  deeply,  to  have  the  tree  itself 
endangered  by  any  adverse  winds.  We  feel  warranted  in  giving  utter¬ 
ance  to  .the  conviction,  that  the  Lutheran  Board  of  Publication  is  no 
longer  a  mere  experiment,  whose  healthful  growth  is  involved  in  doubt, 
but  we  regard  it  as  a  fixed  fact — one  of  the  permanent  and  blessed  insti¬ 
tutions  of  our  Church,  second  to  none  other  in  importance.  And,  so 
trusting,  and  so  believing,  we  “ thank  God  and  take  courage.”

PROCEEDINGS 


OF  THE 

HISTORICAL  SOCIET Y . 


A  meeting  of  the  Historical  Society  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  was  held  in  Trinity  Church,  Lancaster,  Pa.,  on 
Wednesday  evening,  May  7th,  1862.  Rev.  Dr,  Schmucker, 
the  President  of  the  Society,  was  in  the  Chair,  and  prayer 
offered  by  Rev,  Dr.  Morris.  The  regular  discourse,  accord¬ 
ing  to  appointment,  was  delivered  by  Professor  Stoever,  on 
the  Patriarchal  Fathers  of  the  Church  from  Halle. 

The  regular  Reports  were  then  read  by  the  Corresponding 
Secretary,  Professor  Muhlenberg,  and  accepted.

Report  of  the  Curator. 

The  undersigned,  Curator  of  the  Historical  Society,  respectfully  pre¬ 
sents  the  following  Report : 

When  he  first  entered  on  the  duties  of  the  office  to  which  he  had  been 
elected,  he  re-arranged  the  entire  contents  of  the  Library,  and  prepared 
a  new  Catalogue. 

The  first  division  of  the  Catalogue  consists  of  Bound  Volumes.  Of 
these,  211  titles,  (including  those  of  several  duplicates,  and  of  many 
very  small  books,)  are  enumerated.  About  15  of  the  volumes  consist  of 
miscellaneous  Sermons,  Addresses,  Minutes  of  Synods,  &c. 

The  second  division  consists  of  Unbound  Pamphlets ,  containing  145 
titles.  Nearly  all  of  those  originally  numbered  from  1  to  107,  have 
since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Society,  been  bound,  and  now  really  belong 
to  the  first  division.  In  obedience  to  a  resolution  passed  at  the  last 
meeting  (Pittsburg,  May,  1859,)  the  undersigned  assorted  the  pamphlets, 
and  caused  them  to  be  bound.  They  furnished  G  volumes  of  Sermons 
and  Addresses,  9  volumes  of  Minutes  of  Synods,  and  4  volumes  of  mis¬ 
cellaneous  matter. 

The  third  division  consists  of  Manuscripts,  exhibiting  18  titles.  Of 
these  only  two  are  such  historical  accounts  of  congregations,  as  the 
Society,  by  a  resolution  of  the  last  meeting,  requested  the  pastors  of  our 
Church  to  furnish. 

The  fourth  division  consisting  of  Miscellaneous  Articles,  contains  45 
titles.  Of  these,  several  are  titles  of  unbound  books  which  have  since 
been  transferred  to  the  first  division.  Seven  portraits  of  Lutheran  Cler¬ 
gymen  constitute  a  sub  division  of  this  department. 

The  Evangelical  Review  (which  important  Periodical  itself,  is  not  rep¬ 
resented  in  the  Library,  even  by  an  odd  volume)  of  April,  1861,  p.  542 — 
574,  contains  an  article  entitled  :  “List  of  Publications  by  Lutherans  in 
the  United  States;”  the  titles  of  these  publications  possibly  amount  to 
500.  Of  this  large  number  scarcely  one-third  is  to  be  found  in  the  So¬ 
ciety’s  Library.  All  the  efforts  of  the  officers  and  of  the  society  itself, 
by  letters,  resolutions,  official  public  requests,  and  private  appeals, 
have  alike  failed  to  secure  copies  of  all  the  publications  which  should  be 
represented  in  our  Library.  It  appears  to  the  undersigned  that  the  only 
method  by  which  the  object  can  be  successfully  attained,  consists  either 
in  a  direct  personal  appeal  by  a  Committee  to  each  Lutheran  publisher 
or  author,  in  the  case  of  every  publication,  portrait,  &c.,  or  else,  in  the 
regular  purchase  of  copies  by  the  Treasurer  or  another  officer. 
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The  undersigned  takes  the  liberty  of  suggesting  that  a  Committee  be 
appointed  to  inspect  the  Library  at  any  time  convenient  to  themselves,, 
and  that  said  Committee  present,  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Society,  a 
detailed  Report  on  the  condition  of  the  Library,  its  wants,-  and  any  ap¬ 
propriate  means  of  enlarging  it-,  the  undersigned  will  be  happy  to  af¬ 
ford  such  a  Committee  all  the  facilities  in  his  power,  for  creating  a  new 
interest  in  the  subject,  on  the  part  of  our  Pastors  and  Church  members.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY. 


Article  1.  Of  the  Name  and  Object. 

Section  1.  This  Association  shall  be  styled  uThe  Historical  Society 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of  North 
America^ 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  make  a  collection  of 
the  published  writings  of  Lutheran  Ministers  and  Laymen  in  America, 
whether  original  or  translated  ;  to  procure,  as  far  as  possible,  the  Min¬ 
utes  of  all  the  Synods  from  their  organization,  the  printed  proceedings 
of  all  special  Conferences,  Church  Councils,  and  other  Ecclesiastical 
Conventions,  together  with  regular  files  of  the  periodicals,  published  un¬ 
der  the  patronage  of  our  Church  ;  decisions  in  Chancery,  charters  of 
corporate  institutions,  constitutions  of  individual  Churches,  legal  reports 
relating  to  Church  property,  and  in  general,  to  collect  all  publications, 
manuscripts  and  facts,  that  tend  to  throw  light  on  the  history  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  this  Country. 

* 

Article  2.  Of  the  Officers  and  their  Duties. 

Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  two  Vice- 
Presidents,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treas¬ 
urer,  a  Curator,  and  one  or  twro  Receivers  in  every  Synod. 

Sec.  2.  The  duties  of  the  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Sec¬ 
retary  and  Treasurer,  shall  be  such  as  are  usually  performed  by 
such  officers. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  confer 
with  those  persons  who  have  Lutheran  books,  pamphlets,  &c.,  in  their 
possession;  and  keep  up  a  correspondence  with  the  Receivers  in  the 
different  Synods,  for  the  purpose  of  attaining  the  ends  of  this  Society. 
He  shall  give  public  notice  of  the  meetings  of  the  Society  from  time  to 
time,  and  make  an  acknowledgment  of  all  donations  of  books  and  mon¬ 
eys  through  the  papers  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Curator  to  obtain,  at  the  expense' 
of  the  Society,  a  book-case  with  lock  and  key,  and  carefully  deposit 
therein  the  publications  of  the  Society,  after  they  are  recorded  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose,  with  the  name  of  the  donor.  He  shall  also  report 
at  every  meeting  of  the  Society  the  condition  of  the  Library,  and  the 
additions,  since  the  last  report,  with  the  names  of  the  donors. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receivers  to  co-operate  with  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  in  making  collections  of  books,  pamphlets, 
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manuscripts,  &c.,  which  are  to  be  found  in  their  respective  Synods  or 
which  may  appear  from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  6.  The  elections  for  officers  shall  be  held  at  the  regular  meet¬ 
ings  of  this  Society,  at  the  time  and  place  hereafter  specified. 

Article  3.  j Relating  to  the  Library. 

Sec.  1.  The  Library  of  this  Association  shall  be  kept  in  the  Library 
room  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  and  shall  always  be 
open  to  the  inspection  of  members,  without  permission  of  the  resident 
Curator,  and  to  all  other  respectable  persons,  on  application  to  the 
Curator  or  any  resident  member. 

Sec.  2.  No  book,  pamphlet,  manuscript,  or  other  document  belong¬ 
ing  to  this  Society  shall  be  removed  from  the  Library  room,  except  by 
permission  of  all  the  resident  members,  and  in  addition,  when  the  article, 
thus  taken  out,  is  designed  to  be  used  by  a  person  residing  out  of  Gettys¬ 
burg,  a  written  acknowledgment  that  he  has  the  book,  and  an  obligation 
to  return  it  in  good  order,  within  a  specified  time,  shall  be  required  of 
him  bv  the  Curator. 

Sec.  3.  Should  this  Society  for  any  reason  be  dissolved,  its  books 
and  manuscripts  shall  not  be  distributed  among  its  members,  but  shall 
always  remain  in  the  place  above  specified,  in  care  of  the  Librarian  of 
the  Seminary,  for  the  use  of  any  Lutheran,  subject  to  the  regulations 
above. 

Article  4.  Relating  to  Members. 

Sec.  1.  Any  person  interested  in  the  objects  of  this  Society,  may 
become  a  regular  member  by  the  nomination  of  any  of  the  officers,  and 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  at  any  regular  meeting. 
Honorary  members  may  be  elected  in  the  same  manner. 

Sec.  2.  Every  regular  member  of  this  Society  shall  pay  into  the 
Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  cents,  immediately  after  his  election. 

Article  5.  Time  of  Meeting ,  fc. 

The  regular  meetings  of  this  Society  shall  be  held  at  the  place  and 
time  of  the  meetings  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

Article  6. 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present,  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Society.
